CJillcfl Pwi'ma^ ilie tferritory* on ttia aide the river exLeadji 20 tuilea 
more to the west than Taertagtilly on the othE^r ^ and a line nearly 
nortli and rtoiitb, from the northern nuaii] tains to the Oanges, 
nuirka the bouufiaiy between Pnrnea and the province of Behar. 

From tliia line the territory of Bengal extends ISQ mllra to the east¬ 
ward nM far as HaugainBity^ a (own belonging to the king of Aasam, 
riinated in the latitude of 20^ on the river Baramputrah.

Eicep which mnkpa tbo greatest part of their food, ia produced in 
mwjb ploiity in the lower parts of the pEorineOp tbat It is aAen sold 
ou tbo spot at the ra-to of two poniidB for a farthing i a number of 
other arable gr^ 3 , and a still greatm' variety of fhrita imd culimiry 
vegetables, as well ns the spices of their cliel are mii^odp as vranted, 
with equal ease : BUgnr, although requiring a inoro atbmtive culti¬ 
vation, thrives eveiy whan;: although thelj kino are of a mean ra^ 
and give little milk, yet the defect of exuberance is supplied b^HEhe 
multitude of the aoimals : the casts who mi fish, find them swarm¬ 
ing in all thE stteams end ponds of the countiyji and calt is produced 
in abundance in the islaTida near tbo sea, Bence in spj to of despotism 
the province is extremely populous ; and the vacation from agri¬ 
culture leaves a much greater number of the inhabitaiiU, tlian <sa 
be spared in ciberSr at leistirie to apply tbemflelves tro the loom i eu 
that more cotton and silk are EQnmifaotared in Bengal than in tbrico 
the exhait of country throughout the empire, and eousequonUy 
at much cheaper mtea The greatf^ part qf these mauuikctuTCs, 
aod of the mw silk* Is exported ; and Europe neceivea the largiist 
share ; the rest gpt^ by laml and sea to didkent parts of the empire, 
and other countries ; to wiiioh they likewise BOud tioe, sugar, beetle^ 
nut, ginger* long-pepper^ tunueriiik, and a mrioty of other druga 
and productiomt of the soil Their real wants from abremd are only 
the metals ^ but alnce Europe has opened a trade to India, they have 
oonaumed large qujuitltko& of woulleti rnanufiictuies, and requint 
uruuSt and a varioty of mechanical mipl^unedts better thiii they can 
make themselvesi, some from &ncy, but the greatest part for usa 
The abundn^pc of advantages peculiar to this oonntry liibv-e induced 
the eob^m world to ^1 it tbo paradise of India ^ and the western, 
wi tbnut _^i vpsrboltf . the rich kingdom of Bengal theic ad-

those of any otlifir province : bodily strength, courage, and forti- 
tuda BIO unknown : even tho laboiu' of the camnion people is totally 
void cf energy ; and they nro of a stupidity which ndtliin" wiahes 
nor seems to ho capable of extending its operations into any variety 
of uiechanical dexterity. All those of the better casts^ who aro not 
fixed to tlie Ictom, nre ht&l to the details of tradin and money, in 
which their p^itleiioc and pen^vemnoe are as great an their detestation 
(jf and averBion to bodily fatEgne j and it is coiumon to see 

the oeconnhi qf a huckster in hia atoll, who does not excluLtigo tho 
value of two rupees In the day, as vDluiulnous as the books of a mn- 
Hidemble merehant in Europe. 

The natives of Bengal derive their religion from a code called the 
Shaster^ which they aasert to be the genuine scuipture of Braniah, in 
proferoncjc to the VidoJii, of which the fbUowcus assert the contrary. 
whilat neither iLDdenitimd the language of the or^iiial tiiXt, which 
ifi called the ShanserJt; the veiy disuse of this language is of the 
most Fomoto antiquity ; it is preserved only by Iho Braznius, and 
understood but by very few even of thenL ^ The two codes of 
tho Shastor and ITidam divido espial ly tho whole body of tho 

Indian religion throughout Ind<istEtn:+ The foliowem of the Shaatcr 
aiu distinguished by the name of Oentdos. 

The language aa well its tha writton ehoraeter of Bengal are pc- 
culiar to tho natives, atul not used in any other province, and both 
seeni to bo base dorivatioos from the Sbanscrit 

It appears from the history of Feritslia thst tho Eovereignty of tho 
Blahoinodaait waa ostabliahed in Bengal about the year 1200^ during 
tho reign ot Scheabbedin, the Clauride. At this time the capyial 
wn8 an uiiniense city, to which the Jmti^cs attributed 

greiit antiquity r it was hituatod ofi the right sido of the Ganges. 
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ftbout do iiillert norLli pf liie island pf Co^ibuiyir, and abodt fcbf> 
MLmo distant fcp tbia south of Maiililiu Fram tlip Ksign ofSchsab- 
bedm ti> the invaidoii of Tamerlane iP I3£?0> the country during 
cfeiitimw Is nlwJvft Rsipposeil annexed to the empire of aU 

though its govemoTB Hoiaeliinea affected royalty j and the prwmoe, 
during tUiA period^ has more than opce been coplbmed on prineea of 
the royal blood who etood nearest the throao. The eonfuaiona in 
the ompiro, which fpUowetl the inviisioii of Tamefrlane, gave the 
rulers of Bengal better opportunity to assert ontl mftmtain inde- 
pendenoi^ In 1417 they apfieur assuming the stlto and dignity of 
kings, and in 1404, SiiJlim Alla ul dicn, as inoiuireh of Bengal, 
makes peatH} pn wpsEil tenua with Snltan Bemindor emperor of Delhi. 
From this tiinfl the eontiniiJirl ecifivnlsioiiiJ of the throiiB* until it was 
a^if^ed by tho intrepid hand of Baber, left Lhe SuJtims of Bejjgrf 
wiilimit the apprebenson of contrcml from the tmnaitory sovereigns 
who silled theiiieelvca emperors^ and even BabeCi until liiii death, in 
1530, hnd tc30 much in tlo in cyniirmliag hb authority iu other parts 
of ludo^^n to look tu Bengal ! but in 1534 tlio reigtdng Sultan 
was cspc11l 4 by the famoua adventurer Shere Cawn, who hijuaelf 
in i53& c\iiitted tha province on the approflch of the emperor 
IIonmioTi son of Buber. This la the first cstablUliment mndo by thu 
house of TamerLaiio in tho proyince, but it was of short dunition ; 
for ShfifE Cawn defcate^l HotuaJon on hb return to Agra^ LEnmedi- 
atoly after which he retoyered tlie donunion of Bengal, and armerl 
by tha Qiaaiis It affordud^ drove Homaion out of ImltMtan into Fersla. 
ami ju^mod the tiimnn gf Delhi in 15 12 . Ha died in 1545 ; 
]iU son and eii4$DOgAjr Salim in 1552 ; and during their reigns no 
commotions appoar in Bengal ; but duiiug the throo nbrupt sue- 
oe&dons after Sdinip until Humaion xeoovered Delhi in 1555, Bengal 
was continually dbputed, and by flevotul I'cunpetitlons. Ildrnmop 
died in 1550, the year after ho waai raiotliitincd, and fitroug n;- 
belliouji in tho intermediate cnuntriaEi kept Bengal indapendojit of 
Ikilhi until the year 1575, wh&n tho gencnik of Acbar a^uced the 
provinciN aml^ partfif Orioa^ after wMdi Betigol remained in sub- 
jeotion until 1G24, when it wrested from tha empire by Shnw

The jieuuliai' paticiire of the in Bengal tlieir affbetion to 

businesa^ and the cxhenpnes^i of all productions cither of commerco or 
nocosBity, !uid concui™! to render tbo dfetoila of the revenue ilm 
moat nuiiuiL^ voItitninouSp and eoniplicattd ^y^tein of occounta 
wbiah exist in the unjvcr&e, [naoniiinb Ibat the emjieror Jehiuiguire, 
idthougb the Mabomedans Iml then beun tiavereigim of the country 
for three centuries, myn in bis note book^ thnt the appllcatioa of 
ten jenre was necessary to acquire a coEupotonb notion of tiieni. 

The military pride of the MnboinedDns, tbdr iudolenco and ecrutu- 
nlity^ tlieir ignomneo of tliu laugnago, and the infiiriority of their 
numborap nondered them inodequnie to u task they detested, and ob¬ 
liged ibeni, however unwillitig, to lea Vo tho ci>]lectien of the re- 
vnnuedp os they found ih iviLb the QejitooSp and Ujo eamic - ineuJbeinu^ 
cien reduced tLctn to eoatinue tbii Rajalis or princoa^ nmdug^t Avbom 
the eountiy was dividedp in the Huperintendance of tbo uiunicipid 
regulniiouB of their rapeotive districts^ subject to regulate tribute^ 
and the arbitnuy fines and extorUona of victorious authority^ Tho 
gimiest pait of Bengal remnins at this day under ibo inionncdkte 
jurisdiolini] of these ItajaLs uevatal of wboai ore ilcsrendoil from 
ancestors who ruled Uie saine diatrids before the Mahomodau 
€oni|unsi 

The Portuguese appear in BeiigaZ before the present d 3 TiMty of 
Moguls; for an armument was sent by the viceroy of Owin 11534 
to assist tlieWgning Bultan agaijui tbe Lnvidei; t^berts Tawtr TWa 
natjon, hewever, never cstAblkhed regular governments or gamsoDS 
in the prnviiicO; m in most other parta of India. But difi^rr^ IkamlB 
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ItIjIj fit difltreiit tiuiffl took up tli^b- m^idcnco on iLe noansaaiiifl of Bakisaire 
fmil Amtcan, and in aovcnii hftl>ite.ble inlands, irbiciJi lyn in tlir* 
mouths of the gimt und lesser Ganges, wlnsre, Uviiig without la^ 
unJ with mneh su]>et^itiDn^ somo hir&il tliomsBiIvt^ as soMieTs to the 
govemofsi of tJio naiglibouniig distriete, whilst otbeta cscfoipt bo^ts 
mid nnnt?il vosEtel^i and pluntieTOd m the nvora nil who wore not 
abJe to reaiai them. The lluteh settled in Beiigal aboiit the y«ir 

The trade of this enuntry wm opened to the English by menns of 
IfiBB It Hurgeon named Eoiigbtoni who ip lf]3ib wm sent from feiirat to 
Agm to ntteiid a danghter of the emperor Sk^w Jolinn, whom ho 
cured, and the emperor, besides other favoum, gmated him a fsatent 
toirnde freo of ctistoiUR tijjfoughout bia dominioTiSj, with which 
Baugbtoii proceeded to Bcngid^ intending to purebase goods iif^his 
province, and to carry them by aiiai to Suntt. His patent w'oiild 
probably biiTO been little regarded, if the Nabob of the province 
had not wanted hiH os^ishmoe to euro one of Ms favourite women, 
whom be likewise recoveted : on which tho Nabob prevailed on him 
to remain in Ilia Bervioe. giving him an ample stipend, and oon- 
firming the privilege of trade which he bad obtained at Agra, with 
a promise to extend it to all others of the English nation who should 
osmo to Bengah Bough ton wrote an aceoimt of bis mduenco to 
Uie English governor at Sumt, by whoflc advice the company In 
HiW 1G40 sent two fihipfl from England to Bengal, the ngonta of which 
being iiiLrodocod to the Nabob by Boughtoai worn received with 
courtesyp and casistod in iUeir mereanUb trsoieactions ^ and the 
advantages gflined by this trial gave enoouragement to proBcente tho 
inula

^ wliicli he bekmga, makes it prudence in Idm to ftppcm'» and to bo 
poor; so that the chtipmun who seto him to work, fflidji liiin dfeAitnto 
of everv thing but his loom, and is theroforo ohligcfl to furnish him 
iritli money. gcneniUy hnJf the value of the cloth he in to make, 
in order to pureluwe matorinls. and to subsiat him nndl his work is 
finiahod ; the morchoat who cmpbyu «, great niunher of weaver^ ia 
marked by the higher officere of the government, aa a man who cati 
attbnl to forfeit a iHirt of his waidtb. and is therefore obliged to t«iy 
for protectioti, tho cast of which, and more, he lays njwi tho 
numufacturw he has to stiil, of which, by a oombination with other 
morchanta, hcidways regnlatra the price, atijording to the uBcesaity 
of the purcliaflor to buy. Now the navigsHou to Itifiia ia oo very 
expensive, that notliing can bo more detrimental to this trade than 
long protractions of the voyage ; and los^ instead of profit, would 
ensue, if ships wore amt on tho expectation of buying cargoes on 
their aiTivoi i for cither they would not find .tboso cargoes provided, 
mid must wait for thcio at a groat expenca ; or if ready, would ha 
obliged to purehoao them too dearly. Henco Ima ariain the ncoeiaity 
of stabliiihing fiictories in the eountry. tliat the ngento may bavo 
Mmp and opportunity to provide, bufore the atrlvaJ of the ships, the 
ciugoos intended to bo returned in thorn, 

Tho English company, either in the first veyago or soon after, *" 
built a factory at Hugbicy, the prindpol port of the prorince, Ijring 
about ono hundred miles from tho sea on the river to which it gives 
ita name, and which is the western arm of tUc gauges; but the 
officers of the govorninent Huperintended tho buildings, objected 
to every thing wJiich rcflembled or might lie oonvurted into a station 
of ilefonce; the Mogul empito. at that time, disdaining to oUow in 
any part of its dauiinioud, the appearance of any other eovcrcignty 
than ite own: for whatsoever forts the Portugues® or other 
posaesacd d7i tho aea*ctsifltfl of Indostati. tho territoiy whidi tncy 
stood, ami many of the forte tbemflfelvca, were either wrested or pur- 
vhttHcd from princes at that time not ounquerKl, by tlic^nguk m

17111 ¥1 It at Hughloy, where i\m pTineipnl iigontB eontmeted with 
mcrchanta of the cnimtiy, who, on receiving about one half of 
tho vaitie lioforebanrj, obliged tbeinselves under pecunisTy [sonnltlea 
to deli™* at fixed perichLs the goods for wbich they bad cx^ntmetod. 
The company being hy the*c dtspoailiomi invested with a right in 
all the goods tor which they hud contmeted* even before tbeae goods 
wore nianufiurtiirtKl, gave the immo of investment to all their pmr- 
chases in India. 

These wen? tlie only tiiotliods of carrying on the tinde with rea- 
^nablc expecUtion of |inifit j but they rendered the English entirely 
-- clepetulant on the govenunont of Bengal, who, either by swiEing 
the goods wlilch were pro^idbcl or hy prohibiting from being 

enrriud in ihe prindiial residmns, from whesnee tJicy were to bft 
sld[i|ied, might at any time anliject the company m estate tii gimt 
deirimeut Hnd loa , and of thci^ rbqm.^ the compiuiy were so ap 
prelmuHivep that they kept tbek fadtories in Bengal de[iciidaiit on the 
Presidency of MiidraNH ; where they liad a fort and garrmon^ to 
whieh^ in casei of sudden emorgune)V the agents In Bengal were to 
apply for ndviee and jusibitiinct^ 

Their traife, however, was cairried on for Homo tune without 
lutcmiption. and with much mmsa - hut in a few years, when 
they hiwt-orr::t?>iJ jsostlT hllllduiga. laid aceiimulcted large qn Entities

evade the payment of tboir debtor iJiouglit proper to puicbiuse liii 
lirotocaioa \ and even vngitbnod EngLhiUineji, nffujiding ngaiojit the 
L-ompany's privilegos, were micoiiniged ld take refuge in his coort* 
and t<i disavow the autboHiy tlie’ir muutryuiei^ In a wijid, 
every pretext whieb might bring the HnglUli altkini tinder hln 
cogniziLncc ’ft'is pruotLied, in order to snbjcct them to fines and 
eJuujtkiniL If the sei,tleiiient;!i liMiiatfiil. or J-efiised to irtioiplj" witli 
the Nabob^ji demand^, their trade, throughout the pfoviuce^ was 
Ltnmodiately stopped. 

For the^ evile tliore were S>ut two reoiedie^i, wnr^ or retmitt ; both 
worsit than the Tni.selilef ; for although the governmeiit aTmonlly 
repeatcil its ejouTtiunaf the advantnge^^ of ihe Bengal tnidc, whilst 
new^ were Huch iw rendered it more prudEnt to b4.h|U](^kx.\ tliau by 
dellfLiiee In risque the whole of the eompaby's skick and euaMrns in 
the pro^Tiice ^ and for forty yodins the EogLLah attempted no luibtary 
iTssistancp. 

At length, Ending tliofie iiuppHitioni ostravfigantty inereoAodp 
liccauHe they had tixdy been opposed by eialHissles imd pot1tioD.H ; ainl 
having the same causes of euiiipjeriut against the Moguls govom^

Bhonlil pr™?wi and surptbso tba of Chittigan, on tho opposite 
shore, where they were immedliatcty tn fortify tbeimelws, 


The condnet of thia war wtta entrusted to Job Clmnock. the 
com pany^a prineipal agent at Huighley^ a mOiD of courage^ without 
military eacperieiios^ but imiwitifinl to take ravenge of a govern-^ 
meat from which ho bad persounJly receiTod the most ignominiEMfl 
traatmontp having not long before bean impi-boned and scourged hy 
the Nabob, One visaol of iba Hoot wna lost ; the largest ahip, with 
another, were not abb to make tbeir paaaagep and Ibe rest did not 
Wm arrive befoTU tbo month of October. I08(S ; by whjdi tlnn!, a body 
of thkJ NaboVs tTOOjTS, probably from fsomo maspiciDiia of the Ln- 
teudod hofitilitica htA frarrounded tbc bictory Lt Hughby. Cbanock, 
tberefore^ on the arrivid of the stups^ ordered tbe troops, about 4I3D 
TneUa to come up tbe river to bb asEdstnneep gave battle, and drovn 
the enemy out of tbc towtL A truce ensuedp during which all the 
company s effects were aliipped ; by whicb time, tbo governor of 
Mugliley having received conaiderable reiuforoemcntSp both iddes 
were equally willing and ready to renew haatHitiea Tbc Moore 
were ngam discomfited : but^ nevertheless^ prepared to blo<ikadQ the 
factory jigoin ; to avoid wbieb, Ghaunck* on the 13th of Deceni-* 
bcTp took tbo deld, and tmtrchmg down tha wc^m bank of the 
river, burned ufid dc.vtrejad aU tbc inagaiaiitiii of aaltp and gmuartes 
of rice, whidi he fooud m his way between Hugblcy and the 
ialaud of IngelcOp which lies at the luouth of the river* Uftir the 
Wteiicrn shore. On tlsii spot, perbaps tlie most uuiicalLliy in the 
previnccp ho pitched bin camp, in the month of April, wliilsb the 
ships anchored in the mam stneanu The Mcksi^ suffered them to 
r^inidu heiu^ without molostatiou for three meutbs, taring which 
flickai»a swept away SOD Europeans^ which whs two^thirds of the 
whole forre., 
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In tbe mwui time, the tieet ytsnt to Kuml; liiui luiitsb UlOiiEr 

hrivm^ taken from tha Mogul's tiiibjeete, cnrgtjes, wliieh 
were viilued at a mlUjoti of tfterlin^ tnoaay. The^so losfaii detenoil 
t}»e mm^lianbi at Sumt from making pnjpitrjLtnona fof fotiiKS to yages ; 
tlio mantifacturerH and mticlianit^p loft witlmnfc einpJojinent, coni- 
ptidned loudly of famine ; and tlie niiiperor*^ revenuti* were cdubJ- 
denibly diniiniiilied : upon which AtLrengZQho eeivt oius of hh olft- 
ceni trnm Dolliij, witli orders to hear the Ejiglisli complaints^ and 
to mitigate tha oppre^^sncaia thay bad Anfthml Onlem at tins Ramo 
paiport wei-e bkewiso sent to the Nabob of Bongiilp and arriviKl 
vary fortunately for the EnglUh troD[is at Ingoleej whoUp reduced 
to only 10(1 inon. capable of bearing orm^^ they were stirroiiiiLled 
by 10,000 ftKJt, and 3000 horse. HoatiEtlea ceased, oJid by a treaty 
fiigned the lOtli of Angnst, KJRT, it waa fitipiilated, that tbo Eng¬ 
lish should not only 1 m permitted to reiuri^ to all their f;ictotiiin 
in tJie jirovince, bat might likewhie erect docka and inaguidjit^ at 
a vUli^e situated on the western bnukp about 5(1 mileif 
from tbc month of the river. 

However Chanock hud not faith enough in the trenty to m^tnm 
to Hugh ley witli out the ships, and the Moors diatni-Hted the Ecig- 
liflJi too much to HUlfer them lo appear them wkb sudi an *d^ 
vantages He therL-foru rumalued three moutlm at Ulabnreu, during 
which the placa wm found to lie impntpar for the fHirjaMcu 
wldeh had induced him to j^k it^ that he di^ired uiirl obtained 
IcikVc to remove to SDOta-nutty, a town nhout +(1 mJJas higher 
and on the other side of tlio river, wliens the fitetors and aolrliGry lived 
in huts until they coulikprovide prD|)(&r habltatioiai. Mean while 
the war at Surat hroke out nfrosh^ on hearing which the Nalxih of 
Bengal paid no regtvrd to tho trenty made at lngel(M) ; but gave up 
the English tnnlo to the mpme of hLs officers^ ami at thtr sanjQ 
time doTnande<l a vary Urge auiUp as a recoinjMiiCo for thi^ dnimige 
which his country had imsta.iDi:Hl by the kte hostilitio?. Ohanack 
being ueiih'^ in il condition to uppoBo him hy anns. aor io appease 
him with money, ment twip mcmharR of the rarnncil t<i Dacca, U* 
try if ho udgLi he .wfteued hy !fubuiLs^ii>ii»t ^kvrk|i iimr dejmr- 
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IjriC tuiia, tlio powtrof t(ie BcUbmont wiw irnnsintad tiorfl Mi. CbitUkmls 
JJcntb. a eoniuiainlor of ono of tlio compiiny's ahips, a Hian of 
fflHiriBe, hut of n variablo ilLsptBitiuJi. aot £ir reioovod from cra^ 
ncHs; wbo. hoou' after his arriml at SmU-nutty, ordered ail tUa 
Eluglisb to repiur oa botud the Rbipfl, ftjxd proceeded with theai to 
Uio load of Ballnsore, 'whoM ibe gt^vernor of the town offored to 
treat with bhn in behalf of the Nal*ob. and Sndmg that thifl pro¬ 
posal was not recaivEd with conlLdity. detained two of the eompany'ii 
agents residing in the feetory of BalJiMwe, aa liiwtagea againat tmy 
violfinoe; notwitlistandiinf which, and that the two Ehiglialii do- 
putioa were still at Doeca, aa well as two other fin’tors in otihcr parts 
of tho province, Heath huid&i with » eJ'ew of wailofii, and atUeked 
the town, wliieh ha«I no dofenccs, This ontrege was committed 
on the vuy day lliai tho governor tecoived » coj)y of tho treaty 
whicli the Nabob had made with tiiw two deputies nt Duchi j by 
wbieh it was stipulated, that tho Englisib abips should attack the 
king of AriwaiiL Heath pretended to ticquiescs to these terniB, 
hoping tluit his profcHflioiis might fnetUtate his intentions of aur- 
prbing Chittigioi, where the fleet nnivci) on tlie I7tli of January, 
IfiSD i finiUng the works, well as the garrison, much stronger 

tliati he eipocicd. Heath, ns if be had ctimo with no other purtMiKO, 
oflisreti, as he had promised, to join the Nabob against the king of 
Arraiaui; but aoon after changing iiis mind aguiu, ho Milled tr> the 
river which leads to tlio cnpitid of that oountry, wliero ho prefTcred 
his service to the king against the Nabob, iosistiug, however, that 
their flmt attempt abould be ngninat Chittigian. But, not being of 
■ a temper to boar the delays of an Indian ndministratloTt, ho as sad- 
deniy tonk disgnst against tills ally ; and on the l^tthof Fehruaiy, 
wdicil away with the fleet and the eompany'a agents anrtxis tile bay 
of BvtigiU to Madinsn. wbure they anived on the 15tb of March -

nocount by the empo™' Aiireiig55ebe, for forcing them to q^nLi the 
province, he immctlbitely sant letters to Mcidra^ tequcfdiiig thorn 
to retunip and promising all the irornnniti!^ Lbe denial of whidi 
hud been the cntise of tho kte eontentipni Such a CiOiidc=5censicm 
wArt thought a sufficient wiiLi(*fiLii.t of tlio sincerity of his intentionft* 

Mr, Cfianoct, tbereforp, with his factoid imd thirty soltlim. sailed 
froni Mndniflti, and RTrived in the month of July at Sootn-nntty; 
whom, m eonsoqnence of tho Nabob*iJ orders, tlie goveiTumait of 
Htighley received them with civility. 

The nest year they mceived a pbirmiiund or ijatent from Aurmg- IGM 
jcebo, iJlowing them to trade fnao of ciDatonw, on conditioii nf 
anmuvlly the sum of 3000 nipcea Tli-e great ndvftntagfm 
lutendod by this favour^ depended however more on tho temper of 
tile Nabob than on the will of tlm emperor j for the English had 
more than once before mceived sutdi nmndateg, Mid foimd them of 
little use; Mul the mmenibmoce of fcimier evils oontinued to 
rmse solidtude, even when no immediate causes of appreliemion 
subsisted 

The right of jurisdiction c»ver tho Indian iuhahitanb, whom tht' 
rcsddcnce and conmie™ of the English contiiiiiQJJy iittmcted to 
Soota-niitt>\ became every flay more to pre^^nt porpetunJ 

litig&tioiiH with who although tmploj'ed by the English, 

might at Mjy time dnfy them in the courts of tlie ^vernmantv in 
whidi the menchants of tho settlement would be more cautious of

pjKiition the Englisb piltKl ’w-itli preaentfi^ wJiitiij in obtained 160S 
I Ijis pertoisflion to punjhaee fitnn the Zemindar, or IniJbn propdei^r* 
the towiii; nf Sootn-nutty, Oalentta. an^J (Joviiidporu. witii thdr 
districts, 03^tending about three miles nbng the eastern bank of 
the river Hughlej-, imd nbnnt one mile in lane] _■ the prince, how- 
vver, reserved ihe annual fine of ]]0i> rqpoe^ wbieh this groimd 
used to pay to tlie Nabob of the prorinre, Bot at this time, 
when the Engliah tMBttlements seemed on tbo prnnt of emer^ng 
from eontimiod diflicultje^i to a state of prosperity, the m^rtion of 
& new East India company^ in opiwsitiun tn the oid^ renewed all 
iheir former evils- The new company i^iAblished their factor)'' at 
Hiighley. and the competition betweert tho respective agentn wm 
carried on with tho Rimio nmmosity or e^aspemted tbeir prinGipabE 
in England, which esjxwed the tsDneems of hath, to the impo- 
ritionn of the Nabob, and of the mcrehants of Bengal, who took 
every advantage of this rivaJity. Howev'cr, tlie spirit of com¬ 
merce, which knows no reaentMentn thnt are prejndieinl to its 
interKkt, hooii nscondlcd the contending parties in England, and 
produced it coalition, of whicli tbe pretiminarie^i wnro adjusted in 
169s ; hot tbe final timon did not take pLoco till soven yrars 
after : this time Ijeing necosaary to blend the dMerent cnncernu of 
both coinpanicfi into one cominon stock. 

tn the mean time, the ROttlemont of Calcutta had aitraertod each 
a number of uihabitants, as excited tho jealmisy of tho govumor of 
Hiigbley, who, pretending that he shonTtd be pumiihed for miffering

(jialt Haglilfiy : it was UieiiefoTO ooimtcractod by a bribe given to 
Ajrim-al-Shan, who forbad tbo governor ofniigblej from pro- 
c«edLfig in his inteutiotiik By tbiti comtAat attentiion to money, 
Aijm-al-ShM in tbreo amjuisod lliree roillionB of [mundB Bfctir- 

ling, wbieh he carried ’with blm out of the prof^iaci^ : but he left 
behind liini hie etia Fumikahir to get more i wlio, in 171S, gamed 
the throne, after hia hither biid perished in deputing it with his 
brothem. 

The imiun of the two companies, by augmenting the stoch; ia- 
croflsed the trade, and enlarged the views of the direction ; whoi 
at the same time, warned by the lata o.Viiini nation of the companyH 
affiiiTR in parlinment^ everted tbem^ves witli ami intei- 

tigenco, in order to eonibniid the rijunourB of thoso who ^^elaimed 
against the imtitntion of an Eist India cQuipEiijy, as a monopoly 
detrimentol to tlie meimctile inttirosts of the nation. The com¬ 
merce of Bengal more especially became tbe object of tboir nt- 
tentioii : the eubordiunte fSmtories of Coarimbtimr, Buecaj and Bnl- 
Inoore, which hod been abandqiierl, were novt i%8etilcd ; the o^^porhi 
and imports were doubled ir value and in quantity \ and the gar- 
risou of Calcutta was augincatcd to 300 men % nil wliicb tho go- 
vnniment of Bengal, contr&iy to itji usual maxims, beheld without 
repugnance, and even without demanding money as the price of 
its forboanmeo and ijivonr. Thhi was the longetit term of ruposa 
frnm vexations, whidi the Bnglbh bud experienced aince their Irst 
e^^tablishmont in the province ^ and the LnereoEiug iiaportaticc of 
the ci>louy induced the oomiiaiiy in 1707 to withdmw the settle* 
mentti in ii from their former depombnee on Madross, imd to 
declare CtUcuCta a presidency accountable only to the direetioa in 

jCngJali iJ. 

But the uabub Jaflier Kiiat]. whty at tliis time was appointed to 
rule Bengal# did not suffer the Englh^li to romoiji Ti^ny longer in 
this Btaie of eaoo and mde]>cndence: and tho i^pita which they

Every yw of 
his odminiatnitKiii Wiis nuitked hy extfaoiidituiry and incroriflitig ex- 
toHJons, not only from the EmxjpaajQJt* hut fhun all mnks of 
ffcnplo iu tbo province: at the imme time hn wiui ax miicli dreaded 
lor his nbiliticii as detested for liiij iniquities: and tho pre^^idency of 
Cidcutni, not seeing nay better n?Honri?a^ proposed in the year 17l3p 1713 
to tli 0 emupnny in Eiiglandi that an embassy of coraplaiiit, aup^ 
jKirkJ by ii valnablo png^ient^ should Ixt to the grant Mogul at 
Delhi ; to ’wlueh the compttny roiidily noqitie&ccd, directing 
the preiiideiitileu of Bombay and Madrasi to join their grievanoes in 
the same petition with thoeo of BeiigaL Tlu^ no£niiiE.tion of the 
eitibaswJam was left to Mr HiHlgess tho govomor of Calcutta, who 
chose John Siirman and Erlwani *Steplj 0 nson, two of tho nbleat 
fretom in the servreo there : joining k» them itn Anneniim^ namod 
SerhauJ, who liad for inonj yeard bcfin the printiiipal mercliRnt in 
the BCttlement, 

It doffit not appoATj that the preiddeiicy Iwl any other liglits to 
diredi their pnsceedingg atid cxjiectutioLis At DeUij, excepting such os 
they njoeived from thha Armeuiaii, who htul never been thcra^ but 
wiii> was very HoUeitone to be admitted into thin honduiahle emn-

In behalf of the presidency of Calcuttn, the petitioo represented oil

The HUccoasioR dcTolired to hi» only anrt'iving wn Snffiiuin IOiiu>, a 
man of mean abilities, and governed only by his vices. He, how^-ver, 
boro the Btrnngeat resentment ngalnst the two brother ; but the fear 
of Allaverdy reetnuned him from taking away the life of Hodgee, 
who was in his pownr t and Allaverdy, trembling for Uie aafety of 
hifl brother, refrained from committing any hostilitiia^ but improved 
his army. 

The prodigal^ of Suffhiae Kban inoreoaed with the moaaa of in- 
dnlgouce ami his debaueherioa went to an axeega that disordered his * 
nnderetanding. Thera was, amongst the officara of tha court, an 
old Gentoo of distlucdan, nmaed Ailiuuchand, whom the late 
Nabob need to conanlt with wnfidenoe ; relying on wlJeh, Alluin- 
chuad vnatured, in a. private confenmoe, to warn SuJiraza Khan of 
the <kngerom) eonsetjaEnoes of his iotouiperance : but Suffraio Kiuui 
answered hint with ignomiDious abnae and invectirea. No ons after 
this ventured to shew any disapprobation of bis inclinations ; and. 
left to huuaclf, be soon after committed a more extravagant out¬ 
rage. 

There wivt a fSimily of Gentoo merehants at MtixadavadL whoan 
bead. Jugguteont, had raised himself from no wmaidorable origin 
to be the wealthiest bonkar in tho empire, in most parts of whieh 
be had agcq|if supplied with money for remittances : _^fmm wLiOi 
he constantly received good mtcltigeDce of what was transactiiig in 
the govemnients in which they were scttliid ; and in ^Bengal hb 
influence was equal to that of any eflicer in the iwlmlnl-intiofi ; fiir 
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175G by mnswTjring to the treaaury. na security for raost of the ronters 
— farmbg the Iniids of the provinee* ho knew btittcr than Einy one all 
the det;nib of tito raveDues ; nnd the great cirenlatioo of woitlthr 
whicli lie romniiiJiileiL reuderod hi'A nsaiatanee oueeissary in e^eiy 
emergency of exponoo- eldest son, soon after the diagraee of 

AUamchund, married a woiihul of oxiiuisito beaufcyp the inipott of 
W'hieh aJono infliuiiLMl the curiosity of tbo Nabjli ti& umchp tlmt he 
itialsted oq seeing her* altliough hu knew the disgntce whieli would 
Ik? filed on the fikiuilyp by shewing a wife, imvciloti to a ^itraDger- 
Neither the cemoiiatrances of the faiherp nor his power tc rovengo 
the ifidigiiity, availed to divert the Nabob from this insolent and 
futile resolution. The young woman wfts sent tu the ptdacu in tha 
evening; and, after aLaying tJiere a short spiuK, returned, unviokted 
indeed, but dishonouredp to her hushanil 

Hixlgee, who had been lurking for sonie such occasions of isonapi- 
rmtyp now bflgan to move ; and mado overtures to Juggetiseat and 
AUmnehunci who raceiv&d them with eagarausa. Secret meetings 
were eofioerted* in whiEh it wiia agroodp that as »oon aa Hudgeo could 
ba placed out of the reach of danger, Allavenly should invade Beugol, 
and, if succesaful, take the Kahohship. But the first difliculty seemed 
insurmountable, as nothing could be more contraiy to the security 
of the Nabob than the release of gucIi a pledge us Hudgee^K and it wob 
impossible that he could be removed out of the province without the 
NaboVa consent ; whleb nevertliolesa wita at teugth obtaineds by the 
mterccBtian, it is said* of some of the principal officers exF the Durbar, 
whom Hiidgee had gained OVia- and a/lmittefl mto the ^cret of his 
oonaplracy. 'fbe Nabob, at the iiudisnco of diking leaTCj treated Hodgw 
with acoff and mockery^ The couveyimces for his departure having 
for some time been held in roadiTioas, ho proceeded immed lately on hi* 
journey to PntiiA j and m soon as he arrived tbere^ AliavuRly, giving out 
that he was diBhououreil by the ignominious muimor in wluch his 
^ther laid boos turuisd out of tho proviace, began hi* march to- 
wank £eug^ 

Hls^ approach was bo siiddeii, that he gMued the pass ofTacriii* 
guliy before Sutiraze: Khan had time to aocure it by a proper rein- 
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foxcement, Oa bearing wLicb, tbe Nabob mctmccI Jqggutaeat of J 75 e 
treadles^ ; wbo daftnded himsalf by produdag lotteis fiom AJla- 
■yerdy, prapured for the porpoae, in wbich bg waa Qpbraided for aot 
haring used hia influence to prevent ibo baniahment of Uodgea 


Stifiraza Khan now araembled hia troops, and oideitd them to 
rondezvouB oa the pkiii of ghmn, which lies on the west aids of 
the liver of Cossimbuzar, about five mUea to the north ef Uuia- 
davad. Hero be had Bcarcely formed bis encanipment, which con¬ 
sisted of 30.CHX) men, horse and foot^ when AJlaverdy appeared in 
sight, with an equal nnnibor, but of better troops; for amonpt Ms 
cavaL^ were 3000 fitanii, the hravo&t of the Mahomedatis in In- 
dostan; and hk infantry, levied in Behar, were much stouter than 
tiioae in the army of Siiffmze Khan, who were mostly aativoa of 
Bengal 


However, the anezpecteii Srmuera of the Nabob inspired some of 
bis officers with courage; but more were either disaflacted, or wa¬ 
vering ; and all belonging to thg Artilleiy had been engaged by Al- 
lumcbund to dischaige the cannon without ball, and to desert it soon 
after the onset. Troops after troops quitted tbe field, as soon 
as they saw the artJ|](!iy abandoned. Nevertheless Suffraze Khan 
continued the fight, until he was loft with otjy a few aquadrons 
of hnrao, whom the cneTny ware moving to surround, when the 
driver of hU olcqihont, warning him of tha danger, oflered, at the 
forfeit of bis head, to convey him back aafoly to the capital ; (o 
which proposal the Nabob, with a resolution worthy of a better 
life, and of a better fate, raplied, that he Ecomed to retreat 
before rebels and traitors; and ordered tbe driver to push into the 
thickest of tho enemy's troops, tewaid Ibo standard of Allavnrdy; 
where, supported by tho remains of his cavalrj’, he renewed tho 
fight more desperately than everT no til he fell, ebot through tbo 
biiort hy a muaket ball 

Atlaverdy. without meeting any iaither oppoaitjon, marahed to 
Moxodavad. where bo waa immediately proclaimed Nabob of Ben¬ 
gal, Behnr, and Orixa; and ustd bis victory with more'JenJQr and 
^ bl. E , * mode- 
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175(1 inodemtjon tlian is uaimUy practise! by eaHteni vonHiiL-mix ; »™1 
«p««a thn tw.> taoA uf Swirnizis Kbnn. whom, wi(:h then* 
mother nnrt otl^er rektiotiy, ho wnt to take up their resitkucfi at- 
Dacca, lit the extremity of the prr.Titu*, where Ukofiicani weru m- 
structod to treat them with respect, whilst their conduct shooU 
no nmbmge. Tlie wlmk provinm subuiitted as pcncefthly to his 
aovernineiit, as if no revolution luul happen t-d: hiit Mmant Kauli, 
wlio govcree.1 Qrixa under Suiffaim Khan, llyhig frein the battle 
of Gheria, rotreatoil to Catl^cck, and when summoned hy Alhivcrfy 
pcfuBOil to ackafiwledge hia Havercigaty. Ha tharafnre called his 
brother Hodgoa from Patna hi ndminiater the goveremant nf 
Beionil during hU ahaence, and then marched into Onxn, and 
in le* than a month expellee! Musaat KouK and rciiueed the 

province. 

The excffls and mpi-lity of ha fortunes, togother with the repu¬ 
tation of hiJi military abilities, alarmed the throne; and Nimm-al- 
mnlQck, theSoubahtifthoflOuthcm provinces, in ordiur to stop the 
farther progresa of hia anns. mcitod the Morattnw to inviMlc hw 
dominitnis olmoet as soon as he hod token poaaessipn of them. In 
camsiutmoa of which, an army of 80,000 Morattoca flrrivwl within 
ft few days journey of the mountoing, which honnd Bengal to the 
westward, before Allaverdy had quitted Catteck; who, nnt haviDg 
given credit to tbo reports of their approach, luul token no precau- 
tiona to prevent tlicir irruption; and had even permitted the Etsatest 
rxirt of the mtuy ho led into Bei^. to return to their hutnea ; so 
that hia whole force did not excood 10,000 men, 500<1 of whom 
were cavahy, and amongst thorn were the SHOO Fitons; Ms soul, 
however, nothing dlstmiyed. reassnmed ito wontoil activity, ft* aoon 
aa ho found the danger to l« reoily formidable ; and he advaniwd by 
escreaivo marehea towank hia capital But the Moratbots ln«i id- 
ready jDttsswi the detitcH of the mountoins, when ho arrived near 
^tudawoD, 100 miles liom Muxtidavad; where, tlndin^ himself aur- 
TOUiuled, Jjfi ftnenmped in a strong situation. Baschir Ptoidit, 
the goneral of the Horattooa, imrucdiatoly aenl deputies to Ms 
«rapr who shelved the Empofor's naandates, autbormng them to 
« * . detuMid 
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dem^ind tke choiit, or a fuiirtli port of the neTOiiDes of the- tiirto 175£ 
provinces Ibr tlie tliiK hs^t yeara. They likimrioe demanded that he 
^4»3hoTi]d oblige hitnjifiLf to pay tbifl iribtito regqlar^y in futoTO, and 
tJiol floiao offieorH deputed by tbe MorattHoos Ehould be employed in 
ijJl tho depurtmenU of tlio revenues, in order to aseortain and se¬ 
cure tliGir proj.x?rtioiL They moroover required him to diiliver up 
tli+r treiiifiiFos nf the two luat Nnbob«t SoujaJi and ^iifirn.gm Khnn lur 
to [ifty the eqmvatont 

AUiiVerdy, on bearing these unpetious temiB, ordered tho depnii^ 
to quit hiH camp, ^ith a defiance fntught with conteuipt to their pe- 
oeraL The nest day he renowed hia march in open day, in full 
tiiglit of the onomyp who soon broke and dispersed his infautiy, but 
were not ablo to make irapmssion on Ills cavalry. The Fitans weio 
Oominiiuded by im officer mimod Mu^ftapliA Khan, wliDUi they 
not only revered as their temfitaiy chief, but loved as tha bm^rat 
soldier amoDg>»t them; AUavoniy hioasclf, his nephew Zaiudee 
Uamed, Mefor Jaffiei" his brother-in-law, ami all the other oflicers 
of distmeticji, eontltiually proficated thcmaelves against the most 
ikiigeronj* oniicts; and sudi examples could not Ml to nnln ate 
their ibUowop^ before night tliey bad iMlvsnoed fifi^een mileg. in 
thoir Way* when they hulteii in a strong Edtnationt the next day 
the ninjrch wajs renewed with the aanio courage ituid micccjis: und on 
the evening of the third day they arriv^ at the town of C- h, 
Aituatod abuttt thirty miles aouth of MnxAilavad, on tho bonk of th& 
CossimbiiEar Tiver^ which in tbia part is fordable during the diy 
Hoaeou of the year. 

About 3(K) of tho cavalry were Idlicd dtiring the retniat, but 
moiTJ hoisee perished: for onJ 3 ^ 3000 men mounted nrrived at Cut- 
widi, whore thoy reiaaiiied sevoml days in nitlar to recover their ft- 
tiguo, having Sfaruoly slept Hini^ei tho)^ left their camp at fiurdawan. 

The l!oruttoQ8» in the mean time, nsAcmbiei-J roimd Cutwoli^ and 
pcTSUXidciJ th^^selvcs that AJIaverdy would wait for reinforccmorti 
from 4tuxarla\Tid before ho attcmptcil to pom the river. Oreat^ 
therefore, was ihdir surprize and admimtion, when they saw him 
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17 &D pr9pu‘mg tti foni il ’vs'itli sama spirit of iledonre as he liflul 
shewn in the mat of his ninivli. 

The vatsesas of this operetkia appended on ]ireveutiiig the encmr 
&om fbUpwing tlicm Into the ford through tlie nvMiuas of the 
towDj and eighty of the bravest Fitmis. exceUtuiUy maimted and 
in comploto armour, wer* saltscied for tliU im^rtant service, under 
tho comiuand of their general Muataplm Khan, whom Zfiindw 
Hamed and Mcer Jaffier joined ns volunteers. This intrepid 
troop maintained their post nntil AUaverdy with the main body 
Tuid crossed the river j when tlioy likewise began to retreat; and 
ratting their wny threugh the enemy, all but etieaped, and 

As soon ns they arrivod, Alkvetdy oontiTnied hk iimreh to Mux- 
ada-md. which he reached the next day t hia first attention, after 
thift gallant retMat, was to reward those who liftd so bravely 
seconded his own perseverance and courage. Every soldier KeeuTjd 
a gratuity j ell the office™ promation i Mter Jnffier, who had sig¬ 
nalized himself at the passage of the -river, odditioniil peiuiioTiiS J 
and to MuflUpha Khan he presented a million of nii>ees. To 
Ziundcc Hamed ha gave the first place in his affection, and I'rom 
this time destined liim for hia Bucceaaor ; although be hod given 
his only daughter in marrisge to Nuwagis Mahomed, the eldest of 
HciUgee'fl soim. 

'fhe ilorattoes, as soon as they had gained sufficient intdligenca, 
oossed over into the island of Cossimbiuair, and ravaged the open 
country; but did not venture to attack the capital; and the ap¬ 
proach of the rainy Reason, during which the swelling of the nvnia 
would have confined them in the island, deterrea them fifotn «n- 
tinuing on it more than three da}-*. To preserv-o their horaes, they 
encamped on the high lauds of Berbohin, in tho north-woat part of 
the province. Hero they were enabled to form proper reaolutiona, 
by tho advice of quo of the Soubfth’s officera, named Mecr-abib 
who had dasorteO to thorn; he wos a man of seheme^method, and 
activity, had been deputy-governor of Dacca, and possessed much 
nenerri knawhtjgc of tho province. Instructed by him, they 
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Lecbed revenues of the countTie#! lying to Ihfl west of the river I76ft 
Hiighlcy* Ht? likewise eucibled tliem tu fortii a bridge of Iranta at 
Cutwah, Btid lumng piwurod flome piiGcea of &rtLlleir}% and &oino 
'*^Etiropeaji deseitorn to nuiii tbeui, ho built two floating batterieB to 
defend tlie hriclgg, fttntiqning one nrv eRoh aide Thus propaTed^ ^ 
fiooti ae the rainy bcwod vrm paft^ed, they ernsaed again into the 
bdAnd, by wliioh time Allavordy had augmented hia Etriny by levies 
mado in Bcbar to 5(Xy(h> men, of wbom 2U,000 wore cavaJiy* and 
of tbetia one half were Pitanii, Tho enemy^B dfltuekmeiiU, never* 
thotesa, tmating to the liardineiii and activity of tbeir hora&e^ earned 
their ravages to the furthermost parte of the Lsland^ and elndad the 
troop* sent by Allaverdy to intercept them, who at length took tho 
better resolution of marching with hhs whole force towanln their 
bridge at Cntwah ; nn wbieb BascLbir Foudit recalled all his partioa ;; 
and the whole amny i^cfroflsecl the river* but in isucb a hurry that 
they noglcctotl to break the bridge. Tbeir rear had Bearoely paaaed 
boforo the viLn of AUaverdy's army arrived, but the fire of the 
floating biLttoriea obliged thum to bait until fchoir nrtillefy came 
up, which Boaa silenced the cneiuyh i when tho Nabob's troops 
crouding in greater numbers tLan the bridge could support, some 
of the boat* sunk, nnd ji thousand men perished i it however was 
soon ropairod, a ad the whole army cro&sed ^ but the Mi^rattoes Htill 
imutiiiued to avoid every enoounter. At length AlkvonJy* despairing 
of striking a decisive blow againit such an enemy, unbred to treat i 
but BaHchir Pondit, oktoil with this coudissecnsian, rnpeatesd tho 
same terms as ho liad preposed at Bnrdnwati, and ndded to them 
that the son of Suflra^c Khun tihonlJ bo placed in tho Nabobehip, 
Allftverdy, atung by this rcproiichful proposaV a dcaign of 

oircumvonting*bis uiu^mie^, in iToatajopt of all reapecta divine or 
buiuan- 

Pi’etending to be solicitous of peace, lie proposed a pem>miJ 
conference with Baschir Fondit [ who, fiiispeeting tho good hiltti of 
hiB profaaBioySp did net eonsont to the interview without taking 
veral precautions againat the treachery ho feared^ and even obliged 
AllaTcrrty to Bwear by the Koran, that he would use none; It 
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17!»0 ww* agreed Uial thu oaiifereni* nhoultl ho hold iiiatent piUliyd m 

- ■ an opoa phivn, at an «imd dirtance between the two cuniJS v arwl 

that each of the cliiefa nboiild l» iwOTinpiinied by tiftcen officere oji^ 
horseback, and t'ne samo nnnibor of nnnnntd Barvaota on foot, who 
were to take care of their borsefl ; but the care of providing tout 
wna left to Allavenly. who hiul aaducod Besehir Pon«Jit into thib oi-g- 
liaenoe. by offering U> «tul bb wife, daring the cenferencft 
Tiril the wife of the Monittoe. At the appointed hour lli« two cbiL*fe 
advanced to ttio tent, epeb of them Laving aelccted for his retinue 
the principal and bravi-at otbrew in bia army ^ and with Allaverdy 
were fe feTOnritoB, Mnstai-lui Khan lUid Meer Jaflier t nt the same 
time was diseovensd movrag to the right a long ^ui of covorMi 
pallankeona, which were fluppoaed to be the retinue of hk mfo 
going to the Mointtoe eiunp. The two companies met. and enter- 
ed the tent with ranch ceramemy. What followed la vnriouidy 
told ; the pravatJiug report wafl^ that the donfcrencc Inateil an liour, 
which Bccme imposrible ; for on a aigaaX 50 armed men resbed 
fiom bebiiid the Hides of the tent, which bad been pitched with a 
double lining in onlor to conceal theni ; and, joining th« offleeta 
who necompanied Allavijnly. began the work of assasamation- 
BaschLr Pondit with all life attendantii, and three or four of Allaverdy'fl. 
were kUleil; but Allavcrdy hinwclf did not unabeath hi* hwokL The 
annals of ludoetan acarceiy afford an eanmrlo of such troacUerouii 
atrocity, and none in wbieh perBOna of such diatincrion were the actors. 
Aa soon aa the tiuesacre waa finished, a sigaal was thrown ont, on 
which the army of Bengal advanced i^iunst the Morattoe camp, 
and were joiMiJ in tile way by AJlaverdy, and hk ufiicfire from the 
tent, who led them to thu aitack. The Mornitoca fled on every 
rade in oonfiuton ; but rea^mhled again to the wc&tward. and re- 
Dowed the war with rwlouhled. devpatoitiona and borbanty. 

Practice and oacourngemEnt at length brought the Nabob s cavalry 
to fight the enemy in thoir own way, and every day produced a 
combat or -^^irmisb In some part or other of the ceputry. This 
irregular war coutinued three mnaths, when the Morattoes. finding 
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Ibdir iiiLmbem mxidi diiuiniehod, verpfti?«ed the wcstom mouutakia, find 1750 
unit bod tlitt praviin*^^

nntbority of the state, wbicb he tmnsdiitted on his death to liia son 
Bnlagwow* The otlier nnny was (ommnnded bj Kngojee 
who had soroc years before conquenKb And bad over since governed 
the proviiH?e of Bclmr, He is the sauiQ wbo, by the Inatigntion of 
Niaaimuluck, invaded the Carnatic in 1740, Ad now Bengal Tito 
mtny with Bnllerow entered the provIncQ of Behrir^ wiiilst the other, 
under Bagojee* marched through the menntaina from Berikr into 
Orutft. Allavordy, on the nows of thuir uppraaob, broke the bridgp 
at Cutwah, and uncamped near hid capitaL Mennwliile^ the two 
liorattoo armieSj advancing without opposition, met at Burditwuii \ 
whore the two generals figreed that the war should ba cttrrlofl on in 
ooujunetiou, and the plunder bceiiaally divided. At the aamu time 
they uvaro joined by Meor-abib^ who, os before, lixed another 
bridge at CntwaJi* over wbicb tlioy passed into the islnnd of CosAim- 
birnr ; bnt AlLaverdy, relying on the success of lesu haEfudniia 
meusnres, dtstenniiiLH.l neither to otler or oocopi Wttle Amongst the 
pniM>ncni taken ftum tbo mmy of Basciiir Pondit, was an otlicerof 
difttinGtion, named Shaserow, wbolu Albverdy had attached by* 
floveml seta of gcncriKilty j in return for wliicli Simfierow now em¬ 
ployed his with Bnlluruw in favour of Ailavenly, whoae 

eiuhksnriK^ were at tha aamo time fiowing dissentiun between tbo twu- 
jdorattoo generals^ {torHuadiug each that much plunder had Immoi 
secreted Croui the oominnu stock of the amiy.^ 

The explanations tliat ensued on Uiis fFuhject |«i>dn£3ed a eocilnjj^ 
between which ilctermined Ballerow to agri^ to ’^ho propolis

Allaverdy akoulJ* tntwt and confiar together on tlio 3tlth of March ; 
but flomo mofciotw miide Miat day by the troops of Kagojeo Oftnaing 
Aliflverdy to auapacb treachery, ho returned to his cftuip when on 
the way to the place appointoih However, on tiic 3d of April 
they mot The coaforenco husled two hours, during which the 
treaty was nktihed Kagojeo dissembled his disapprobation, until all 
tltc Mornttoas luwl qtiittod the islanii of Cossbahuaftr, when ha 
upenly Tofimed to aocept the treaty : amt Ballcrow, who liad received 
the two uiilllons of rtiiwa, gave Inrasalf no trrjuhle dUier to par- 
fiuade or conipol him. hut nuirched away with hk own troops and 
the money, 

AJlaverdy, more satisKed with having removoil one half of his 
eaemiee, than dkappointed at the refusal of Ragojoo. immetlmtely 
moichcd against him. Bnt the Morattocfl, as usual, avoided all on* 
tountcTB of risque, and ravaged the defenceleas parts of the cmintiy 
until the month of June, whon they ratined into Orixa, and in a 
few- days reduced the whole province j of which Ragojoe, with the 
consent of his officem. gave the gavemment to Moor-ahib, Aa soon 
as tho rainy setison was passed, flome of their dEtnnhmcnts again 
17 H Iniesited Bengal ; and in March 17*4, new parties^ nihired by the 
HUOcesB of thair conutiymon, tin versed, plundeiing as they went, all 
Behar and Bengal, in their way to tlio main body, wluch reiuainod 
in Oriuk Tho three following months AUavordy was employed 
in beating up tho partice that remained in Bengal, and aa soon as the 
rains oea^. he marched with hia whole fores into Oriin ; where 
by continual Btratsgnms ho brought on several encoontertii in wkiak 
the Morattoas aufforel oouiidarahly ; and pursuing thesn advantago^ 
ho in less than three months obliged them to quit tho province luid 
retire to tlie westward. However, ho was acarecly retucDsd to 
17*5 Mfixadavad. in Fobnimy 17*5, when they renewed thair^ incuraioas ; 
but their detachmouts were not formidAblo enough to require Mie

Tbe repatatinii of Mustfiphu Khaiif end hia influence amodgst; the 
floldieiy^ hiuj for some time rendered Iiim obuoxiems iiy the snsplelonj 
of Hodijec. who eoncludedp that if he diil not already enterUin 
dAEgerona viewsp he might iiaptre at the sovereignly after the death 
of Alkverdjrp to the prejudice of hia own son Zedndee Hiinied: but 
mere aigtna^nts oonld not induoe AlinTenlj, who feared nothingp 
to entertain this opiubii of A felW soklkn bj whom he had alwaj-^ 

been served with fidelity, and on all oeonaiopa gencrouaTy re¬ 
worded He demonded imxilfkp which were i^uppliefl by lottena tlmt 
seemed to be written by Meer-nbib to MasLnpba 1\him. Implying a 
previous oomespondence, exhorting the Pitan to nssasainate Ailoverilv, 
Aud proDiifling him the rasaistance of the M^jmttocH to seiase and main- 
tain tbegov^emment Alloverdy, nut tuspeetiiig that Hodgee would 
dure to use aueb tm artifice in an aIMt of so groat importance* be¬ 
lieved the impcsltioii, and dotonained to put Muatapfin Rhau to 
death at the next visit ; wboac friends advised him of thodaergorj 
on which bo instantly niArched away with the body of SOOfi Pitaiia 
under his iLumedmte coramandp and was the next day followed and 
joined by the ssune numbf^r, with thoir officer f^umsbeer Khan : all 
took their way towards Bebitr. 


Their departure cGufimiing Alluverrly in his belief of Hodgee's 
reproeentutiona* he ordemd Zaindeo Hamed to advance from Patna, 
iu order to stop the retreat of the Pitatia, whilst he himadf fol¬ 


lowed them with hia own army, wtiich overtook tbem half way 
between TaeriaguUy and Patna, before Zaindee Hamed Appeared in 
Bight, Hustjipha Khan tbereforc gave battle without dtJay ;*the con¬ 
flict was sharp and obetSDate, notwithstanding the difiparity of nitin- 
bera; and success remained doubtfnh until the two ebiefi caDo 
within reach of one another, when a party of men, armed with 
matchlocks, who hnd been taught to shoot at a ma^k, wero 
VoL.

Aitor tho battle, Hudgoe. wbo bud aocompanied bis brother, 
Trent to Patna, in order to mijxsrintend the civil admiDistration of 
Behar ^ and having brmight with him tho head of M^tnpha Kbrin, 
eanwsd it to t* naurriod on u polo ronnd the dty. dunng which pro¬ 
cession it was inaultnrl hv tbe mnltitudo with every indignity. Alln- 
verdy haatonwl beck to &tigfd, which, during his absence, bivl been 
e 3 qio«>d to the mtura and depredAtiona of the wholo l»«ly of Mo- 
rutU«!, which he had driven nnt of (W. Tkua ended the yew 
17W. Contranal nwdwM and n tew indodaive skimiifthei employed 
him until the end of 1747, when oventa of more ^kngeroiw con- 
a<MpH 5 ii«j called forib the csortton of bis utmofft resolntioii. 


Mctx-abib, who, since his defection, hiul lost no opportiuiity of 
dintnaaing AUnvenly, h.id cntertKl into a corrospoudenco with Sum- 
ehoiSr Khan, immcdiatoly after tlio death of Muatapha ; in con- 
fcSiUoncoorwhidi the Rian, with StHIO of Ids coirntrymeii, appeared 
ill December on the hank of tbe (Jangefi, oppoaite to the city of 
Patuu ; wluch intending to enrxniMi be tendered the servieo of liifl 
tnKipj to Zaindee eimioJ. Htidgec, it U said, bad received somo 
intelligoucs of the eonutxiun existing between Stnufiboex Klutn and 
Moer-ftbib; and aJvbiod bin son to project an Littoniew. in whieb 
all ibc Pitan officere inigiit be blown up by a udne of gunpowder ; 
but Znindee ILimod. siMpoctiug hU CiLburh intoUigBnoe, ngectod 
the propoaft], anl waited for tlie ordera of Allavordy ; who iostniotod 
I,;,,, t(j tnlist the Pitnua, and afterwards to tako the drat opportunity 
of destroying their chiefs Aooordingly. the tenns of agreemniit 
wre settled, and tbs prindpnl offit»r% Booompaniod ^by SOOO of 
their soldiery, crtMaod the river: they were received by Zaindee 
Hiuned in n tent pitched at « little distnuce from the city. Siun-

oRieer who bad Jcwt reooivsd it plnngcwl u dagger ovar hk ibotJdcr 
into Uh heart In tho imnie instant the otLom fell on thoao of 
Zaiodec's retinuo who were atjuidmg aeftre^t hU person, whilst the 
Pitnn floldioM attacked tho rmi and his gnatila. TJio nstordfilmont 
on ono side Iwing ns gi^at ilb the [in^jefenualtj on tho utber, all tho 
nitendants of Zaimlec Hanujtl wero soon diaperaed i and during the 
ronfilat a fmrty of PitoJOS gnJJtiped to tho gate of the city, of wbicb 
they kopt pcMiiaoaaiotv until Sumsheer Kliau arrived with the rest

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Hero tho csonstcriintion was sn great, that no one thought of re- 
siBtaJioe ♦ and Uie Pitansv cutting da^v^l all they met, proceeded and 
got powemhui of tho citadel. Their lirat care now was to seek for 
Hodgec, in order to rctcdlate tho death of their leader MuBtapLa 
Khan, and tho ^noinioy with which Hodgeo Imd treated LU re¬ 
mains I ho was token, endeavouring to escape in a covered paltau- 
keen, and immediately acourged in public, like a common criminal; 
after which ho was led ihruugli tho city on an as?, with hia legi tied 
imder tho belly, and bij faco painted half black, bplf white; during 
wdiich prooesBion he woa lusnltcd with every itcoff and mockery tliat 
detestation could Buggrait Five mill ions of rtipcoa Tvere found in hb 
bouse; and tlio ecourge was again repcafciMl, in mlar to eitort a con- 
fesston of tho treasures be wna irapposeJ to bare concealed ; but 
wbotber hu really bod uq morcj or bdlicvod that no qgnfeaiion w^ould 
exempt him from future torturep he bore that which was now iu-^ 
dieted on him until Ins life was in danger i when Sumalifiet Eian, 
desirous of read^dng bint for more lingering and esqiiiaito ffuSfenng^, 
ordered him to bo taken com of: but the unfortunate and high- 
mmikHl wife of Zaindee found means to convoy to him a doaa of 
pobour whic3 in * few hours releasEid him fkua all liis i^oniea. HJi 
fate excited no commiaeration; for hb avarice, perlldyK and cruelty,

Tho neirs of Ihcse distRsUta overpowered all the fortitude of Al- 
lavcnly, and rendered liini for aome daya incapable of attending to 
the otmeema of hia governroont: his grief was mostly paid to the 
memory of Zaindeo Hiuned, who waa the only ono of his femily ^ 
worthy to iKQccced him. However* the deairfl of revenge recalled 
hia wonted firenneafl, and ho itppeared again with new vigonr* aiig- 
mentitig hiS army* and improving it by new du^edpilne s be Hkewiae 
EolicitouBly attached to Ha peraoa the 4000 PitanSp wbo had re¬ 
mained with him after the retreat of Mnstaplin IkhSin, Thna ani- , 
mated and prepaTed* ho took the held in the monili of March with

In thifl interval, Siimalieer Khan had likewi^ levied 5000 horse 
and 10,000 foot* with whicb imd hk dOOO Pitans he took the i 
field, and eneajnped about 20 mUes to the <ai 3 t of Patna, having 
concerted with the Montttoes that they should fall upon Alkivardy's 
irnTp whibt the Pittins attacked him in front. In consequenoo of 
thia agreement Meer-abib and Ejigojee bad entered the country of

iatcruperBetl hia eavalry with jirntdilock incro; who, firing with aim, 
sLcitr one ailer irootL^^ motit of thew prindpal otflaWB, and at k^t 
Suro«boor Khan hiin®lfp just as ho Lad out hm way to the dopLanC 
on wbloJi Alk™dy J?u|>eriDteiided the battle. Hia deatLp as uaujJ, 
dfioiJed the victoty. The Pitam haebeued hock to Patna, where 
tboy reiflained ^tbering togethei- their own efleotit, and plundering 
w-hatfioever they could find TOluablo belonging to the inhabitflrDtsi 
until tlie army of Bengal appeared in 6lgkt> when they quitted 
the dty. and ert^ng the GaugM, marebod away to thdr owu 
cauntiy. 



AUavoidy liaving fettled the govenmient of Bohar, returned be¬ 
fore the rainy season to Mii.^ndiiVAd. The Morattocs, after the de^ 
feat of Butnaheer Khan, divided into soTcral deiaelinuintat of which 
some infostad BeLar, jsmne Eengidp and othem Orixa i but their of^ 
rations wero not formidablo nnough to mil AUaverdy hlm^f Again 
into the field : and bo conunitted tho conduct of the war to hii 
general Ueer JnJfier^ who was coatinnally employed in iutnmiptuig 
tHT difilodging their portrai. 

Tho war, ever sinoe the rotreae of ^Jonow in 1743* had l>t'nii 
prind pally carried on by tho Blomtioes of Ragogo« Ik^iuiula frutn 
Bohnr, joined sometimes by partimns and ndvcntorMTi from other 
countries. In ITifl, Ragogeo ajteiated Naxujing in his expod itioci 
into the Carnatic with 1U,UW hofiBO, under tho comuiiyid of hia 
son JoQikgi, wbith, with other ai^setiitioEiflp diaabLed him Irticii re- 
cniiting the loans sustained by bis army in Bengal^ wlihib waa con- 
iinually duniitUlilDg by fight or iktigue. In the beginning of tho 
next yenx Meer Jaffior pent up ^000 of their horse in the mountoitia 
of Behar, and put more than one half of them to the hwottL 

A.I tljis time much confusion reigntd at DelhL ^le arroy of 
the Emperor fiamod Schsh, eommanded by his vizir Scifdar Jun^ 
hsd beoji routed in the preceding year by the BohillSip^ a Iribe of

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175fl Pitanjj tributary to tbe provinco of Oudo, who 20 years hofotO wem 
littlo or estimation j and to i*opair thLq dingrac^ it was re- 
flfllved to hiro 40,000 MurattoiKS of BaUgcrow. wLo bad Eticcecdod 
bis father Bdlerow in tho govenunont uf PonL Tt» own diatresa 
tboreforo deprived tbo tbroue of fnxtber means to excite more 
onemiea agidnst AllaverJy, in iFliom^ on the otlicr band, the in- 
iimiitiea (if ago acemotl to bavs qucllod tbo ambitious spirit whieli 
bad rendered him so formidable to the ampim, Tbo Court of Bolbi, 
tbereforej OB the best eoTupromifie, consented to confirm bim Subab 
of Bengul, Babar, and Orixa* on condition that ho flbonld aurikiully 
rcrait tbe usual tributo of eix millioiiH of rupcca 

The patents wero publiabed at IfuxiLdaTad soon after tho body of 
5(MK> Morattocs were defeated In Behar, find Allavcrdy improving 
both circumsUmcea, opened a negocintion with their leiiderH> con- 
senting to Itiavc tbeui In imssession of the sontiiern part of Orixn natil 
a tirm peace could be settled with tbo heady of tlie nation, provided 
ab ibeir parties were Inmadiiitely withdrawn out of tbe pioviiLC^ 
of Bengal and Behor. Tbe temis ivere acceptedp and ho soon after 
IT&l ^ ombfussmlor to Poni y but a vuriety of references and ^discus- 
rionB delayed tbs mtidcation of tlio treaty to the end of tho yecn 
1753 1T53, when it wa^ agreed that Alkveidy abotdd nimujilly pay the 
Hiim of! 20^0<)0 rnpeefl^ and that all Qrisn, south of Catteck, should 
be ceded to the Momttoe dominion in perpetuityi nod that they 
sbould receive half the revenues of tho norLbcm part qb Jkr~n4 tbe 
river of Pipli, with tlm pimniBfiion of appointing ofiknm, who, to- 
geibor with the NiiboVa, wops to euperiniend the roUvetionfeL 

Thus ended this war. Adi tbc countries lying to tbe east of the 
great and lessor UangtHs excepting tbo island of CtissInibujJtar* were 
(Mended by these rivere from the eulELmitiQs which nlflkrted OrixB* 
the western part of Bongnlp Aud tha ^uthem region of Behar^ where 
the piGDlbmini<niR inhabitantii were continimlly taking flight, oven on 
imogimuy- Aki’ms, and wnndcring fvom tbeir homes found no re- 
Bourees of charity in their countrymen; for the ft^^bf contami- 
nation prevents all of tbc Indhiii religion from giving shelterT or 
ndniin^t^rli^ tolbc wants of anjj who ore not known or reeum- 
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inf^pdcd to iliiiiu, iind coniiiiiug ull ttik^lr eiieiitiiLicnU uf hiinnmlty to 
persotifl of Llidr own ca«t^ tlioy tjuffbr tlie e»tra.ug^ to periBb without 
^ i!-uiapii!&»^iciis. Nor could the advantages of a cUmai^ej in whitli fiiol 
and raiuiont arc Baa-cdy uccctiBiLryj <!cninlcn'ail Um deatnictivo eircet^* 
oftbiN gencml iitjiidiiy and luicliatiinblciiej^ 

Ksamplfes of thcoo tUntremia were froqucntly seen by the EngllBli 
at Calcutta, to wliich plaea tbo inhabliaata of the oppo^tiei side of 
the river often cciine orcr !n grtmfc inmibeni for refuge, and perisheil 
tliroogb want ; oOtmQniiicfltlng their own terfura to tlicise nf wbotn 
they Qiikeil relief ; iniinmucli, that in the year 174- tlie IndJaii in- 
habitantA of the colony reqne'ftoil ami obtaincul permisHlon to dig a 
ditch at their own cxpcnce^ rouml tlio conipany'H buunds,^ froni the 
norLhem part of Sooba-nuLty to tho =!iDutherD imrt of CSovimlpore. 
Tins work would extend seven milea whilst the foftsc to defeni] it 
did not exceed 3(M) Europeann and nOO ]>eoiis. Jn six inonthB three 
miles ware hnislied : when the inbabitantfi, seeing llmt no Mornttoes 
hful ever been on tlie w*eRtcm aide nf the river within .sixty inLIes of 
Calcutta j and that AUnv'enly exerted himself vigorously to priivent 
their incuT^iona into tho IsUnd of Cnaaiuibuzis^rp dbaontlniJed the 
w^krk ; which from the occasion was called the ilomfto^ ditch, 

Alhiverdy made no objection to this work ; and moreover per¬ 
mitted the English, in the name year,^ to miM a mmpart with has- 
lions of brickw^oik round their factory at Coasrimhnziir, But tho 
rest of his condoet shewed that these indulgences did not proceed 
from any desire of courting the Europ-i^iia in times of difficulty: 
for, notwithstanding the services which he might have roedved 
from their gnirhions, he never asked their asHistancep He forbid 
til LI English and Erencli froin committing any hogtilitias against each 
other in tus dominions, dnring the war declared between the twn 
nattODii In iT-il i and, in the year iTt^p be, nn Mndic contempt of 
bis authority, attneked and drove tlie factors of the Oateni com¬ 
pany out of the river of Hugh ley : and he several times cxjarCked 
money of the English, Frencb, and Dutch settkmeiAs : nllcdging, 
that they ought to contribute to the c\j>eiic!e, as they particijiated 
of the protection^ of hhi amvs. The pi^dency of£*dciHtAp rrot co^ 
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plying with Im il^uiiPcb on tho first &uiD£nOLHp bo more tLin oti^ 
abikpped itieir trade ; howoveTr all they |miil from hii acces^un did 
not cjcceod 100,0€0 poujick sterling ; which on nil ayemgc was aet^ 
two in ft hiindred qix the funount of thdr inrviHtineiitft to the oml of 
the war. 


Tho Mornttoes iluiiiig the war mado only one consldcmblo de- 
jiirodatiQn on ths; English trade. This vrm in tho ycnr 1748, when 
they 6iop;xHi a ficot of bnats ti-oiiiliiig from GoesimhaEar to Calcutto, 
iind plnndcrcil it of 300 kilna of mw sLlk belonging to tho company; 
But the nilvTLtiLigefi of the Eiiropeaii eominoroo in general were moeh 
imiuired by the distresses of tlie province^ which enhanood the prices 
uiiJ debase^ 1 the fabrics of all kinds of mELnufactnros, 


The diffietiJtJco which Alkvercly liaU encountered ami aurmouJitcd 
siinoe Ilia oocession, obiitemted m the minds of hk subjects wluiitaoeTeT 
delesLation thoy miglit have coiiooived agaLniit his nrarpation of 
the aov'ereignty t hiA atientio£L to protect them from the vii> 
leooes and miquiticfl of hia offleerst acting cither with oiTil or roili- 
tary authority^ hml gained him tho poblJo reverence and esteem : 
and flneh was the D|ienocsM and generosity of his chameter on all oo^ 
i:asions, in which his ambition was not thwarted, that hiij ingrati¬ 
tude to his belie lactor l^ujali Khan, the murder of Bashir Fonditr 
and hiS intentions to cut oif MiiHtapbii Khan, wero Imputed^ al¬ 
though aljsiirdly to tho influence wdiich his brother Hodgec was 
supposed to have over ail his resolutions ; he remained, perhaps> the 
only {iruicQ tu the east whom none of Ills aohjects wished to asaas- 
sinate. -But he was ou souuer ui^iivEnl at thm degree of reputation 
and fortune, than increasing infirmities warned him of hia ap- 
proftching end ; and his injudicious choice of a auccessof, embittered 
his hitter days with os many anxieties os Im hod suAerod in the rest 
of Lis reign. 

Having no nude imx^ or descendant^ the succeaaion mitumUy de¬ 
volved into the family of hia brother Hodgec, w*bo hail throe aonSj 
r^iSwftgtu Uiibomeclj Zaindee Hamcij, and Sid HjuneA : Nowagij 
rnaiTiod tlie only daughter of Alinverdy, by whom ho had no 
isitic : ^^id hw^ A. son ; and Zolmlee Ehmed Irft tw(i> of 
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whom the cfiJcr, named Mi™ MAhmiidp wiui ndopl^id hj Alkireid/p I 75i; 
and the others namtHl Moorad DowIaJi^, by Xowagis MjibomecL 
-^'ho superior qnulJtica of Zaindco jus^tiSikL AIliivon\)' in profarring 
lilm to Ilia older bmtJker Jfowiqjk, a uiim of mixtih l^ss miolatioit 
nod capac^ity ^ b^t after thta deatli of tbero remAined no 

renigon to exuluJe Nowngia agnin from tbe wucocgaiion ^ for bo wus ot 
a betier uhoraoter tlmn tkk brother Sid Hamed * nod of tbe tvva 
cbiE<lrQ]i loft by ZuliidL*ep the yoiuigof, Moornd Dowhib^ wais weak 
oriotelloci, aud tlio eldar, Mirm Mnlimml, a youth of ^evoutoDii 
yoftra, had discovered the moat vioioua propeasitioa^ at an ngo when 
only foiling aro CKpectod from prluec6. But tbo great aifeetiou 
whioh AUaverdy bad boriio to the falber waa tmtwferrod to tbia eon, 
whom he bad for Bomo yeana bred in bia own jiftkixe ; whore^ in¬ 
stead of correcting tbe evil diipoaitiens of Kb nature, he sidfei^d 
tbem to increiise by overweening mcJkilgencc; born without i^m- 
passion, It was one of the amnficnicnte of Mirza Mahmnd'a ehild- 
hood to torture biida and animaJa ^ anib taught by hia mmiorn to 
regard himself iL^ of a aupariar order of beings, his natural cntjeHy 
hardened by babit^ rendered him ils insensible to the auffurings of 
his Dwn fipeeicfl as of Uie briite creation: in ermooption ho was not 
slow, but absurd; obstiimiei auUau, and impationt of eontradictiou ; 
hutp not withstanding his insolent contempt of mankind, innate 
CDwardicep and the oonfusion ef hia Icleosi rendered Idm suapicdoiiB 
of all who appmaebed bsrap escep^g lihi favourites, who wnro 
bufToonjn and profligato tuen,. raised frcin nloeial son^(mts to be Ids 
compAnions ^ with these he lived in eveiy kind of intomperanee 
and dcbanchery;, and more Gspecially in drinking spiiiluous liquors 
to au cjmesH, which infbimed his pasQionSp and impair^ the little nn- 
derstouding with which he wna bom* He had, however^ cunning 
cnengh to carry himself with much demurenes^ 'in tbe presence ef 
Allaverdyj whom no one ventured to infonn of bw real diaractor ; 
for in despotic atates the aovereigti is always the last to hear what it 
conodruB him aiost to know. ^

limber. But Nowagiss having for mmt> years held Llio gOYerDmcai

1755 rity * but Sunyab Dowkb tiUilertouk to retaovo the nephew of Hoa- 
soin Cooley EbaUp and aenb a paity of osaasslnsv who entering Dacen 
In diiiguiBC stabbed him in the ilead of night As soon os bis death 
Wfi8 known at Miixndavad^ Xowagis took up amiSp but more from 
apprehouaiuns of lik own iliinger tfiun with intention to revenge 
the injury: AllaverJy tbereforo easily qunlied tbla insurrection, by 
a^^uring biui that the murder bail Ij^een committed without the par¬ 
ticipation either of hiiu.Helf or Snr^ab Dowbdi. Some days after 
the tiunuJL was quieted^ Surajafa DowJab aLUseJ Motisein Cooley 
Khan himself to be ftE^^loated in open day, as ho waapasidng 
through tlio streets ofMujtaikYad. 


TLo^ie munlers intTKised the gloomy conjeerturea which tlio ap- 
|mlntment of Surajab l>owlab to the succession Jmd already raiBod 
in the mindA of the people. Hb tmc]c5t NowagiM Sid Mamed 
had hitherto acted independently of each other, but now united ; 
and akhougt their reverence to AlJaverdy rCi?tniii4Dd them fratn revolt 
U * . during 
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■luring bis libij ungmOnied their forces snd the number of their 175C 
dcpen'bLDte. In this atoto of inutudl sUBpicion the two [laitieH »- ''”■ “ 
" mnined, until tho bogianing of tho year ITS6, whtm both Nowa^js 
and Sid Hjimed died of fevarH, without poijson. 

Their dealbti dissolved indeed the union of tboir houses ^ bnli, ne¬ 
vertheless, tlid not Tettvo Suntjah Dowlah without |HiwcTftiJ com¬ 
petitors : Nowagis loft great treRsiuae j and his widow, the dangh- 
tor of AUavordy, as the only means of preserving them, deterniinod 
to dispute the mooesdon. Her sex exctudofl her from tho govem- 
inent, to which otherwiao she was the nuturat heir, as tho only child 
of Alkverdy, And the younger brother of Surajah Dowlab, who 
had been adopted by her husband, was dead ; but ulthnngh a strip¬ 
ling, bad left a son. who was about two yctan old ; and this infant 
she determined to hold oot to the proviTiee os the competitor of Sn- 
mjah Uowlah. At tho same time, tho son of Sid Hamed, who 
governed the country of Pnracah, relying on tlie general detestation 
which was entertained ngainat Surajah Dowlnb, levied force®, and 
determined to oppose Ida nocossiom 

A Qentoo^ named Hajah-bullub, had succeeded Hossein Cooley 
Khan in tho post of Buan or prime-minister to Nowagia j after 
whose death his influence continued with the widow, with whom 
he was supposed to be more intimate than became either her rank, 
or his religion ; hut, doubtful of tho event of tie impending con¬ 
test, he determined to place ia liunily and treaaures out of the 
reach of danger ; and not deeming them in safety at Dacca, where 
they had remained fbr some time, he ordered bia son KLiaendsas to 
rmuDve them from that dty, under pretence of going a pilgrimage 
to the Pugoda of Jagemaut, on the eoost of OrtkA, Accordingly, 
Ktfficndaaa loft Dacca with several loaded boata j but, instead of go¬ 
ing throng}] the cbonaels at the bottom of the Delta, proceeded 
alc»iig the great Ganges to the Jeiiikgeer river, through which he en¬ 
tered the river of Hughley • when lua father at Muzadavad re- 
ques^ Mr. AV^atts, the Eugliah chief at (JosaimbtiSBr, tq^ obtain pdt 
m^ion of the presidency of Calcutta, that with his &.

Amongst the Oentoo iniireliimts estAbliahcd at Caleattap wna one 
named Oirdchnnd* a man of grent Ragacity and nnderHtnndiagp wliich 
be had employee! for forty ycflis with miceasing diligeiice to in¬ 
crease hia fortune. The punddenoy hod long permitted him to 
provide much motis of the company's investment than the sham 
allowed to any CFther oantraHor ^ by vrLichp aTid other induigcncck. 
he was become tlie most opulent mhahitaiit in the colony. The 
extent of liL^ habitation, diidded into rariom departments i the 
number of hia semuits continpally cniplo3"cd in vnrious oceupAtions, 
and n ratinne of armorl men in constant pny^ rcMiublcd raorc the 
state of a prince than the coxulitlun of a merchant Hb coininc»oe 
extended to all parts of Bengal and Behar, (Uid by presents and 
Burvioes ho had aoLtniroil ao muelr mEuenuo with the principal 
officwra of the Bovomment of Moxadavad, tlsnt the pre?iidenpy in 
tiroes of difficulty msed to employ his mediation wilk the Nabjh, 
This pm-eminonoe* however, did not fail to render him the object 
of much envy 1 tlie ruomiihcturtesi prpvidcsl fur the company haviiig 
everv year sinoe tho fii^t imiptipn of the Morattoea decrcfised in 
quality and iiicreosod in price, much of this cktrimeat was imputed 
C tins avarjpa and iniquity of Chnichimd ; and the iSfompany de- 
terroiniiig, if posaible. to restore their Invcstmeni to the former oon- 
dition^ piics and qmiiity relinquished in the year 1753 their

FVom this time Oiaichuod was eneluded from any partidpatioa in 
the t:otiipany'B affitirs, which diminishing KIr commetmal advan¬ 
tages, vexed hie avarice, although possessed of four milliomt of ru¬ 
pees. However, be still eot^tioued the trade, wiiicb lie used to 
cany on inilependant of the iti vestment, and redoubled Ida atbentioii 
to TuaibtnLn his importujia; at Muxtulnvad ; in cunscqUonce of whiclt 
RiijaJi-bulIuh nt this time rcqqested lus guor 1 olliccs to his son Kissen- 
doss, whom Omichund received on his arrival with much hospitalitv, 
and lodged the hunily in a convement hnbitatioit. 

The adadsaton of EJasendass into Calcutta wad sooii known at 
MaxftdavaiL It waandod the pride of Snrajah Dowlah, nad oxaspe- 
ratec} his mbd with such suspicions, that Ite uatnediately want to 
Allavonly, and told him that he was well informed the English m- 
tended to support the widow of Nowngia Hohomed Mr. Forth, 
the surgeon of the English laetoiy at Cossiiuhuxnr, who attended 
Allaverdy ia Ida last illnesa, was pnHBiit, and Allaverdy, instead of 
aaswering fsurajah DawlaJi, queationed Mr. Forth ctmcemii^ the 
report, wiio replied, that it wna raised by the onetmea of the En¬ 
glish, in. order to hurt them in. hia favour, and that oq exaniiaatioa 
it would appear gmimdloaa ; adding that the English bad no other 
ambition than to to merchants in hU countiy, Allaverdy than 
asked how many soldiers were in the factoiy at Cmwimbuzar T Whe¬ 
ther tlio French or the Dutch praidendos had lately sent up any to 
their iketoriea in that townl Where the English ships of war weref 
Whether they would aimo to Bengal i Whether atuin; Imd not 
been in the river of Eughley three months before 1 V\liy the squa¬ 
dron come into India 1 Whether there wss war between England 
and France f To which questidUB Mr. Forth replied, without dc- 
viatiug from the truth: and Aharerdy, seeming to to oonvlnced 
that the cxpictation of a war with France had brought the aqtmr 
dron to India, and that the English at Calcutta wore tn no condition 
to risk the difiplensure of bis goveinmeut, told l^urajidi D-«irIah.

positive information that there were many spies employed by the go* 
vernment m Calcutta; and tliat the weakness of the gorriBOn and 
fortifications, and the facility with which the ploee might he taken^ 
were the public discottrse of tlie dtj and the court The presidency | 
on this infomiatioii ordered strict eamch to be modot and se- 
vetal who were mispccted of being spleSf were turned out of tbe 
company's bounds. 

At length the long-expected event of AUaverdy'a death happened 
cm the atb of April: his public character le sufficiently delineated 
by hk actional hk priA^ato life wm very different frcTO the usual 
monncia of a Mohomedau prince in Indcd^tan ; fur lie was extremely 
temperate, had ou pIcojEiures^ kept no sen^ljOj and always hved 
the huaband of one wife. Warned by the experience of bis own 
ambitioot tJiO dcfeclaon of Mcer-abib, and tlio rebellion of Muiita- 
pha Cvnif he declined aa much as ^aosaible to entrust an^' Haltomc- 
dan, OKJCcpting of hk own lineage^ with any power out of his rights 
which might either tempt or enablo him to revolt: but kept lik ^ 
army, which cooeisted ctdolly of Mahoinedans, continually under , 
Ilk own eye, or never auBbred n large borly of iho sarao troops to re¬ 
main long enough at a distance to bo aeduced from their obedience. 

At the sazuo time ho paid tbeui wdl and regularly, and reworded 
Tlic ofliccre^of merit and distinction, aither with reaHy money or 
with jogbires, which wore aiwoyfl rents aruing from lauiis over 
whick thejf were not sniRrvd to have any extensive jumdMiom

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But be preforrcd the ncrvico of in ev^ry offii^e and dignity 175G 

of tlio 8tate» excepting in tlio ninks of tbe-iinny^ for which they 
noitJieP wished nor wore Rt, and seemed to regard* the iiicre&se of 
tbeir wealth ns bia own. Roydulnb was bia dtuui, or trenaqrer, and 
bis confideniial minister j TtomrikEnsing the Eajab of Midnapore, the 
master of the spies and Tlie govemtnonts which he 

gave to bis nepbowa^ the sans and grandsons of Hodgee, as well os 
tlie interior oatablighmont of their famllioe^ wore regulated by Gentoos. 

Ho encouTELged the immense opnlonce of the Seats, and admitted them 
to bis most secret oounelU; he gave the government of Hnghlay 
and its district^ in which all the Enropoan aebileiiientii on the river 
tm aituftted, to Monikehnnd j and after the assassination of Zaindee 
Hamewb he would not trust the governnieiit of Buhar, notwitlistajiding 
its importance as a province and a frontier^ tolleer JafEer^ nJtiiougb 
his brother-in-kWj ami the first officer in his nrtny; but gave it to 
the Cfentoo Ramnaimnn The Rajahs, boib of Bengal and Beliarj 
sought their proteetion and exemptions,, from thoir fellow Gentoos, 
who were estuhlished in bis confldencOp and contributed not a littJo 
to iDcreafle their fortunea. Tbuii was the Genboo connection be¬ 
came tbe most opulent influeuee in the government, of which it 
jHiTVftded evciy department with aucb cfticacj", that nothing of mo¬ 
ment could move without their particL{iJiLion or knowledge ; nor did 
they ever deceive their beue&ator, but co-^peni,ted to strengthen bis 
adminiHtmtion and rcliave bis wnntfi ^ and it is Bfiid that tbe Seata 
alone gave him in one present the enormons sum of throo ndlbone 
of rui>era, as a coatribniaon to support the expenoea of the Morat- 
toe w^nt* Warranted hj such expcnence^ AUnverdy recotnuiended 
the policy of hia own pToference to his sueocssor, and instructed bk 
wife to inculcate the same maxims after his decease ; but be did 
not foresee that the great inferiority of abilities in Sunyali Howlah 
might turn to doJigEra the veiy meam from which bis own had 
derived security 

Sumjali iSowInb immediattly after the death of Allaverdy w^ 
proclaimed^ and pmpareil to attack the widow of Nowagia Ma¬ 
homed. ??ot more than one or two days after hia gcces^on he 
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1750 wrote a tett 4 ?J to prefiident of Cakatta, onieiiug bim to diilLvei' 
up Kl^odasd, with hin tnmauim The bearor of the letter wm bro¬ 
ther of Banuumirtng, the Leail of the spies! he came in a siniiJl boat, 
and landed in tba disguiao of a oonuiion podlnr on Lbe Htb of Apiilp 
and nnmoiiiately pmsoodisd to Omichimd^g, who, tis the ^vcmor 
wiis nbeeet at his oamifcry bouse, intmlnoed him to Mr. Holweib a 
member of the council who flupeiinteDilefl the police of the fcowu. 
The next day it wes dolibamted what rosolution Hhotild he tAkon ood- 
ceming thiB mesaonger. 

The governor retntnitig the next dny atunmontd a cauricil, of 
which the majority being preptia^eaaed against OmlcLnnd, concluded 
that tlio mcsisciiger was an ongme pneptuiMd by himself to akmi them, 
and restore Lis own miporfcance; and ae the last iwiviceB receivi}d frod 
CoBsimbuxar disacribed the event bctwaen Surainh Dowkli and the 
widow of Nowagis to be dnbionst the council resolved that 
both tliD messenger and his letter were too susiddoua to bo 
ceivcd: and the semtnts, who ift'cre ordered to bid Imu depart turned 
hnn out of tlio factory and oil' the aliore mill inaolenoo and deriaion - 
but kttoTswere diapatehed to Mr Watts, instructing liim to guard 
against any evil coueeq^nence Irem this prooeeding. 

It is proltftblc that the report of the spy, supported by tho reprefteu- 
talions of his brother, renewi'd tho tiaino ideas which had induced 
SurujaU Dowlah to accuse the English some days before to Allnverdy. 
He, however^ concealed his rcsoutBiieat ; for when the vaqneel, 
or Gen too agent employed by Mr, Watu ropresoiited at the 
Durbar, the suapidouB which bod induced the Englkh government 
to treat the messengtr as an impostor, Surnjali DowUh ecarciily 
shewed any uiuotion or displeasure j and neither Mr Watts nor 
the president received any krthcr injunetiouB from Mm concerning 
Kissepdas-S. 

In the beginning of April lettera had been received from Eng¬ 
land, Informing tho preridency thnt war with France was iunvitablp^ 
■.iHd ordering them to put tho settlement in a statedefence; 
hut to do this was Impoasihle without bnildjtig tho fori anew; How¬ 
ever, ^ grea* nuqtbeT of kbonreni wore sent to repair a line of guns 

which 
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oxtenduHl on t!ie brink of the river In front of the western JToti 
hmIo of tlie fort 

In the mean time the widow of Ailnverdy intorjNOsed between her 
daughter and Surajnh DowUb, and at kiigth prevailed on her to 
acknowlodgo him * which she bad no sooner done than Surajab 
Dowlah put her into close ccindnomenta and seiaed tier pnineos and 
treasures, with the in&nt iioq of Uts own brother Ae soon as he 
hfld quelled this eneitiy^ he proceodisd with bis wTiole army* consisting 
of fiO^OOrt meUp rtgamst the son of Sid M^niet in Purneik 

Notwitbstanding the diligcmce whicli liad been cmploj^ed to ex¬ 
pel tho spies employed by the Natjoh in CidctiUa, fieveml found 
lueans to renmin untlkLWored * and, inAtigatcd most probRhly by 
tho head spy^ repre.wntol in their letters to the Durbar^ tliat tho 
Engliidi were vety biur in raising strong forttficaiJonfl^ The Na¬ 
bob, whoso cowardice CAidJy led him to helieve any thing that 
alarmed his fears, g^vo Huch ontiro credit to the repart, that on the 
day in which he hegau bis mareb townida Punteahj be diiipatchod 
a letter to Mr, Drake, aignifyiiig that ho had beeiL informed tho 
Engbflh wera building a walb *ind digging a large ditch round tho 
town of Calcutta; and ordering him immediately to desist, and 
to destroy all the works which bad Litely been added to the fortifi¬ 
cations. 

It ivaa uiif:>rtiiiiate, Mr^ Watts had neglected to inform the pre¬ 
sidency of the complaint which Bumjah Dowlidi bad mixlo to Alla- 
vardy a little before his doath, in the preseiw of Mr. Forth ; and 
of the oonveimtiou wbieb ensuod on that occaaion : for wbatsoever 
informationb wore now camTuunicatyd^ wurti cotisiikred aa the arti¬ 
fices of the court to frighUm the prcaidGiicy out of a sum of money ; 
whereas the converantion implied that Biirajab Dowdab bore rancour 
n.gjunj8t tile English ; and that both ho and Aliavanjy had been 
attentiTe to their militoiy proceedings. But^ iviuitiiig this mfor- 
matLon, Mr Dmke thought that the truth would bo his best de¬ 
fence, and sipiply wrote a letter, importing, ** Tliat the Naho^!' 

** bad been mkinformed by those who had represented to him that 
the English wore btiUding a w'slJ mund the town : that they had

appeamntse of another w^ar between the two nations, the Eng- 
lish were tiuder appEebenflions that the French would act in tho 
" Bamo tnannor In Bengal s to prevent whidj^ they were repoiriog 
tlioir linn of gnna on the kink of the river." Few in ilr. 
Drake's dLuatlon would hAva apolpgbed m any other manner ; ne- 
vertliclcds, cDosideriiig the cbanicioi' of Samjab Dowlah, and the 
dlaposItJon of hts mind towairb tbo English at this juncture, the an¬ 
swer was improper ^ becauHo it tended to- moke bim bclicvo thn£ the 
impending war botwcon tho two nations would probably be brought 
into Bengal; and because it impUed that ho either wanted power or 
will to protect the English. Acccnlingly, when ho received the 
letter on th^ 17th ot May at Rajamahalj the perusal of it irritated 
him to a degree of rage which astonished all bis officers, escept^ 
ing one or two of his intinuite fhvoiiiites. He inidaiitly changed 
his resolution of proceeding further, ordered big army to march 
back without delay to Muxadavodj and sent forw^ard a dotaclmimt 
of 3000 men, to invest the fort of CofisimbuEar. On the S2d of 
Ma 3 ^ these troops arrived and surrounded it, hut committed no hos- 
tiiitios * and on the tsi of June the Nabob himHclf onn-a up with 
the main body of hU army 


Tho fort was just sirang enough to oblige an enemy to attack it 
with cannon ^ the butkmn were flnmU : the curtnina were only 
threo feet thick, and aerved m the outward wall of a lungc of chain- 
bon;, which, with their terrasses, iinitated mmpsrtap and were on all 
sidea 0 VDrlDoke<l from without by buildiDgs within 100 yards, and 
fhere was tether ditcb, nor even a palllsade, to mteirupt the ap¬ 
proach to the very foot of the walls : perhaps the jealousy of the 
goverumenj would not suffer more ; none of the cannon were above

Kono of the Kfthob's oflicem endeavoured to restrain him horn thm 
rash and violent i-c«olntion ; they helievod themaclvcs mnreliiDe to 
the plunder of one of the moat opulent citien in the empire. But 
Skat Mootftbmy and Boopchund. the sons of the banker Juggolaeat 
who had Hucceeded to the wealth and employmcnta of their father 
and derived great advantages fmm the Europ can trade in the pro¬ 
vince, ventured to represent the English iw a colony of inoiroiwive 
and useful merchants, and cameatly entreated the IMabob to mode- 
mte hifl resentment, against tbem ; but their remonatranecs were

During those procoedingn, lettom were daily dispatched from 
Calcutta, instnieting Mr. Watts to assure the Nabob that the presi- 
ilency was ready to obey his orders, to demolish whatsoever addi¬ 
tions liad been made to their fortificatioM, and what other build¬ 
ings without the fort might have been repreecnted to him as works 
intfliuled for defence ; hut none of these letters reached Mr, Wattes 
and were prebably carried to the Nabob, whose intentions they en- 
eonraged. Coja VVasteed. the principal merchant of the province, 
vho raided at Hoghley, was likewise desired to interpoHe hia media¬ 
tion ; to whom the Nabob replied, that Mr Dmka had grievously 
pffended him, and that he would not suffer the English to remain 
m hut country on any other terms than were allowed them in the 
.(ftilgii of the Nabob JalHer. In the mean tiuio, oa the principal rea¬ 
son asii^etl for Surejoh Uowlnh'a mdignation waa iSs belief that

But, on tho 7tli of Jans, when newj^ wai* recoivod of 
the HTureuder of CoBaimbusELT, they wete cuoviut.'efl that they tuUNt 
oire Lheir nirfety to rwufltwice. 


Letters were immodiokJy rliapiitched to Mndrass and Bombay 
mjnosting reinforwraenla. but without any pnjhability that any 
couJd nrrivtf from cither in time; for the sea was shut 1>y the wnith 
i^nsooD, and tfie mcaeon^ra of the oouatry oould not arrive at 
either of their deatmatioiui in leas thin 30 days. As a relief nearer 
at hand, the French and Dutch preeidendee at Cliiitidenuigore and 
Clunchuiu were aoliciteil, ns in a common cause, to outer into a do- . 
fwLrivo affiance against the Xabob ; but the Dutch positivcJy refosed. 
and the French insolently advised the English to repair to Chaoder- 
nogore, in which enso they promised them their protection. No 
tesouroQ theirefore romained but in their own force, which was in* 
deed veiy inadequate to the contaet; for, although the roguJar gar* 
rison consisted of 2Ui men, and the Lnliabitants scrviiig as militia 
were 850; inoll. 514 inon ; yet only 174 of this number were 
EuropCips, and of these not ton had aver seen any other than the 
service of the pamde; the rest wera TejiosseRi Armeniane, and Par- 
tugueec inhabitants, on whew faith or spirit no reliance could be 
placed. Tho number of Buserrics, or Indian mAtchlock laeu. 
wore therelbro nugtimnted to ISOO; provisionB were hud in store, 
and works of defence, such as the time would admih ware erected 
Will Lit tbc Nabob was advancing, it wns dcteriiuncd to tako poa- 
seiwioo of the fort of Taimuh, which layabout 5 milea below CaJtmttj*, 
on the eppcisito shore, and eommandod tho narrowest part of tho 
river between Hughley and the sea with 13 pieces of cannon. 
Two ships of 300 toiLH^ and two briguntmesi anchored before it early 
in the uiomioig of the 1.3th of June: und as noon oatl^y began to 
fire, the .Moorish gurrison, which did not exceed fifty men, lied; 
on wdiich some Earopetms and Lascars Linded; and hi^ving dta- 
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ftblodport of the CBnaoHi iluRg tli« roat into tho rivor. But tlo 
— nus^t day they woro nttaekocl by a. dotachiOOTt of SOOO men,, HEJit 
frt>m Hogbley, stonossfl th& fort, drovo tbem to their bontB, 
-and tlaon began to lire, with tlieir matcldocki and two atnnll fiold- 
pii!oes^ on thd veseolsH whioh ^dcavouitjd in Ffiiti witli thoir nan- 
non and lanskefc^ to dislodgo them- Tlio next day n TOinforee- 
mont of 30 aoldiem wofe sent from Cftlnutta, but tha mnnonnde 
having made no impression, thtsy and tho veasola returned to the 
towiu 


On the 13th, likowUe^ n lottfir waa intcitJopted, written to Omi- 
chnnd* by the Nabob*^ kend spjj advismg bLod to eond bis cirects 
out of the reaeb of danger or soon ae posaibl^ : wlddb confirming 
the ffuspicbnii that were already ontertnined of Omiebimd b con- 
dncij ho was immediately apprehended, and put under strict Con- 
finomont in the fort^ and a guard of twenty men waa placed in lus 
houHo, that bifl effects might not bo ckndcatirLeJy removed^ His 
brother in low, Hpimruniill, who bad the chief management of hw 
nflaire. conceded hiniBclf in the opartmenta of the women, until 
the next day | w1>oa the gtuitd, oiitkawurmg t© take him, wore 
lasted by the whole h4xiyof Omiebund^a peons, And arm od doniefl- 
ticar amonnting to 300 t Several were wounded on both iddoa be¬ 
fore tlie fniy ended [ diuing which* the iicad of tbo peonsp who 
wai an Lidian of a high carI, set fire to the house* nnd, in order to 
save the wonaari of the fiimlij^ from the diahonour of being exposed 
to strungoifi, cuterod tlioir Apartments, and killed^ it is snld, 
tbirieeii of ihym with Ha own hnnd; after wHebd bo stabhod 
himBolC but contrary to hia intention^ not mortally.

Mean while the NalKib advnneod with ouch uncommon dLLigonee, 
that many of his treopa died of fatigue, and many were killed by 
the mm, which ikt thin seiuaciti struck perpendicuJar on their heads:

they wem ^othing kjeliued. 


The news of tlic enemy's appittaelt wna Lrouglit to Calcutta eaj ly 
the next morning, the Ilith of June; on which the militia and ini- 
litaiy rojjnired to their posts, and the English wometi quitted their 
housos, and retired into the fort. Most of the Indian inhahitaaifi 
who had not already taken flight now deserted tho tovm. and fled, 
they knew not whitlior, to avoid the storm ; hut the Portugviese, or 
black Chriatkns, nvaiiing themselvea of this title, flocked to the 
fort, into which mote than 2000 of them, men, women, ntid chib 
dnm, miTO impmdeutly admitted. At nwn. tiie van of the Nabob's 
army, marehing ihjin the northward, appeared in sight of the ooju- 
panys bounds, and having ocitlier r^nnoitred nor guinwi intolli- 
gantx, they romamed ignorant that the Moriittoa-ditrfi dhj not cim- 
tinue round tho limits, but left an opaning without dcftniKs to the 
south. They thorafore. without besitation, ndvairecd to attack the 
part which lay directly before them, whoro a deep rivulet, without 
any btink behind it, suppUod tho place of the Momttoe-diteh ; and the 
r^oubt, called Perring't, which was one of the object* of the Nabob's 
displcamte. stood on n point of land at the mouth oftherivulot; 
Jut being only intoudod to command the river, this work iiad hot 
one ombmsnto townnla the land CoDtiguoos to the redoubt stood 
ft bnd^. which was tho only paasago over the rivutet, on tho 
other «do of w^ch. within 100 yank, were thiokets and groves, 
threugb wW. lay the high road A ship of 18 guns bad sta? 
tioacd to the north of the redoubt, in order to flank the thickets . 
the greatert part of the ©ompany’s buxorries were flMcmhled here to 
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.lufeml Uia rivulot; imd « tlic guard of tiia redoubt wbb only 2l> 
Eqronoons. 30 more> with Wo fieU-picccs, were Bent from tho 
fort to their awiwt&iice. Four thonmmd of the eiiani/B match- 
locks, with four picow of esumon, took poasesaion of the thickets, 
and from th^a in tlie afternoon until night kept up a constant fire, 
the cannon againet the redoubt, tbe mufobiockB every whore, It woi 
trtureed by the redoubt and the fiaU-piecea, which were placed m 
the rear of tbe bridge and opporito to tho road, and the buxemea 
wherever tioy chosft At midnight nothing was moving in the 
tliickotfl ; for cvety inan, after eating hie meal, had, tm usuaI, betook 
Uuniwif to deep j which endgn Pbehard, who had served on. tbo 
TOiifit of CareuiandaJ. suspected from their ailiaice, and croaaiag tlw 
rivulet at midnight with his par^, eelaed and spiked the four pieces 
of cannon, beat np and drove all the troops out of tho thickets, and 
returned without the loss of a man. 

The Jetaautdar of Omichuiid’s peonii, wounded os he wan, bod 
caused himflcif to bo tmnsported to the enemy’s camp; and by his 
advice they dosiated from renewing the attack on the north, aud tho 
whole army moved to the oartwriul of the company'a bounds, into 
wbkb several parties entarud throngfa paeflages whicb there were no 
troops to JefouA In tho afternDon they set fire to the great bazar, 
or market, within half a mile north-eflat of the fort, and took poa- 
ae^cFU of tho quarter inhabited by the principal Indian mcicbaots^ 
which commenced half a mile to tho north, and oxtendod mostly 
along the bank of tho river. A party wna sent to drive them away, 
and returned with some priaonacs. who reported that the enemy in¬ 
tended the next day to m^o a gentml attack upon tlie out-posts ; on 
which the jHirty was recalled froiu Perring’s redoubt to the north 
of the bounds; and every one paatsed tho night under anna. 

The fort of Calcutta, called Fort-Williatn, was «tuatcd noar tl»a 
river, and nearly half way between tho northern and sciutbern ex¬ 
tremities of tho comiJanyk territory. Its eides to tho east and west, 
T-stuadod 21L> yanU; the Bouthora side 130, and the northern 100 : 
it IumI four txistions, mounting each 10 guns: the curtains -wore 
only thick, and, like the faetorj' of CosininbuBar, tar- 
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nmiparts; and window's bcbngiog to these chamber wore in 
wiiv^eml pbicea oponed in the cuttnins ; tlie gateway on tbo 
eastern sido pi-qjisirted, and mounted Bxo gutis, tl™ in front 
and one on oaoh ilank towarda tLo !>astioiis^ under tbo w^^teru 
fiiee, and on tbo brink of tbo rtver, \vn* a line of b-oavy omtion^ 
mounted in eiobmaure^ of solid nuifioary; and tbis work 
JoiDed to tbo two weaicrn bastions by two dcnder walls^ in 
eacb of wbich was a gate of paUUadoes. In tho year 1747, 
WArebonsea liad been built oontiguotts to the floutbcro cnrtAin, and 
projecting on the outside, between tbe two bastionsp rendered tbeiii 
ufldeaa to one aaotbcj- ; however^ the tormssea of these ware- 
boosea were strong enough to bear the firing of three pounders 
which were mdantcd in barbett ov^r a slight parmpet 
Tlio bouses of the English iuhabitanta occupied the ground sia 
hundred yards towards the east^ and half a mile to the north and 
south of the fort; but lay Bcattored in spodons and Boparato iacio-. 
snres j and serord of them overlooked the fort | na did tbe English 
cbundip wbich stood opposite to tbe N. r baation ; under these 
Jidvantagija tbo fort was diwined so little oapable of dofence, that 
it reaolyed to oppose the enemy in the principal atroeta and 
avenuoe. 


Accordingly tbroe battorieSp each mounting two eigtoon poun¬ 
ders, and two fiold-piccs, ware eroctod i one opposite to tbo eastern 
gate of the fort, at the distance of AOO yards^ in the prineipal 
RTanuc^ which continuod in a stmigbt line to tbo eastward as far as 
the Marnttoo ditch ; thk ljatt4iiy adjoined on the left to the gato^ 
way of an bclosnro, in which* at tbe distaime of a few feel stocjd 
a very spacious bouse of one door, in which the iimyor'a court and 
AssiiKffl u^ to be hdd A cro^as-road passed from N. to r along the eas- 
toni curtain of the fort j but 200 yards y. of it, this road Icsst jnglit of the 
fort, by a abort turning towarik tbe river, along the liank of which it 
continued straight to the K. in n stroet formed by bonses on one dde, 
and the wal!^ of indcsiiree on the other nearest tbe river! at th^ 
upper end of this street, just beyond tbe turning, waia another batt 4 ary 
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Tlifi ihiitl W.O* y I the ci™«-n«id m to the south of the fott, but 
the FToun,! het^wfi w*s claw- Brca-^woeks with puUisRihwfi wero 
Kucted in the onnllcr inlets at n diatonce. and trenohos dug a«rosa 
the moTxj o|Kn grounds. Between the north battery onil tha 
««tem. or tlutt at the mnyur'a court house, there were only two 
inlets both of wliich led into a spot lying on the einrteni side of the 
ciwa-^ between the church and a house belonging to Mr. Eyre. 
But the ground immedialcly to the eouth-onat of the fort was much 
taowopon; and of thLtepace was occupied by « Urge mdoaiire, mllod 

77ie jMTft ; the nortli side of which nkirted the pruicipal avenue leading 
to tho wsteni Ijsttery, the westem aide extended 200 yards along 
the aide of the eross-road towards the sciuthom hatftery, and the eastern 
side skirted one side ofa ropc^walk abort lixty yards broad Along 
the other side of thiR rope-walk stood three English honses. all 
witliin cffei^ve muRkeHjhnt of tlw custom lirtteiy ; wliich, being 
erected at the north-east angle of the park, might, by turning n gun 
to the Hontb. scour the whsJo length ot‘ this rope-walk, but oould 
not BO wall cDBunnnd the entrance into a eiaall lane, which led into 
the fiirthcr end of the rope-walk from the south-eaat. This pass 
was of conBorjuenGe j for the enemy inii^t froni hence proceed to 
the south 'ivalt of the park, and then continue along it without in- 
termption to several housca which extended along the croea-rosd 
nlmost froia the south-west angle of the park to the ^backside of the 
BOadiom battery, which stoocl 100 yardji farther on in tho ctoea 
road! about 200 yards east of this battery, and about the Bamc dls' 
to the south oftlie lone last mentioned, lay another passage 
witich gave inlet into a large opening, eouth of tho park; from 
vrtionce die enemy mif^i wi(h eveu more facility penetrate to the 
Home houBca commanding the soatheru battery. Both theao passM 
vers thcreforo carefully secunei. Immediately in front of the

At break of dny, two tirid-piecea with a platoon of Eorojieaioi 
had been detoehijd from the liiufterti Latkiy to a Blight barricaded 
work at ftotne dUtanoo m tbo ttvtmie; Hiid 40 buxerries mider a good 
officer Lfui likewif*e been sent to tike post in the incloanm cif tlio

A 
platoon, witli a field-piece, was detached to drive them out of the 
CTOfB stroeta; ivUch they coaily offerted. and then proceeded along 
thenorthom street, until they lost sight of the battery; when the 
enemy, taking advantage of their error, returned through the ci™a 
streets, to cut off their retreat, but yielded again to the fleld-plcca 
and the fire of the platoon- Soon after, the whole body of the 
enemy, which had l*ren appointed to this attack, went away, end 
joined those who were employed against the eastern battery. 

At noon the attacks in all parts ceased at once, and ovoiy thing 
reiiiained qniot nntil two. when the enemy reennunenred their fire 
upon the esHtem battery, not only fbont the three housea in*the 
iwias-walk. hnl nko from two othors on the left hand of the avenue; 
Irein which sta^nnfl neither the two eighteen poimdere on the bat¬ 
tery, nor the cannon from the fort, wore able to dislodge tlicm. 
The enemy’s fire was so inceasanti that only the men neoewniy to 
serve the gtina were suffered to remain in Iho battery, whilst the rest 
took thelter in the mayor's oourt-honse, from wheneo the place of 
ihoso who were cither killed or wounded at the gons was ooca*

TIio two other batteries hod remained tinmolasted aiJiea noon ; 
but a party had bean detached from the sonihem to defend the iioli- 
sade to the east of it, which won overlookoi by two targe hooeisB, 
one on each hand ; a narjaant and twolvn men, belonging to tho

A ship and eoren siiiiaVler veaseK helonging to the aettlemput, lay 
before the fort ; and Iwata, with the natives who plied them, had 
been oftrofbliy roeervoA Ab night approached, it wiw mol™! to 
flenci all the Europratn wohirb on boerd the aMp ; twn of the potiiidl 
mipsriaterided their enibiykatieti, aiidl wore acconi|*iiied by Boverni 
- of th« miKtia Brfmv eight o'clixrk the party at^the governor's 
house., having boon iniirH gnTlcd by the enemy fifoin Iho next hoti^fl 
Id the sfflilli, were recalled ; their retrmt exposed the rftnge of warn- 

hemaei Q^lioirimg to ihe south otiTtAiii, whtrb bbs the weakoat part 
»- of 
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of thti tort, boc&u^ tmilfLtikLHJ by jmy bo^tiga; And at midoight. tlie ] 
enwy wcrer beard approaduxig to eBcaladg the teirassoa of ihe^ ware- 
lioufi43fL On which tbo governor orderod tho dnuit^ 4o Ijeat the go- 
iier&j nJorni i but ulihuugk this miminoiui was tliricu ri3|.ciitodp uat a 
mmi npjMJored in obedience to it. excepting thi»a who were on duty ; 
but the enemjf auppoaing the gorriaon propoied^ retreated* 

At two in the Enuming^ a gaoeral gunndJ of wnr woe holth tn 
wlueh all ibe Kiigli&b, excepting the commun Eoldiers, were nd- 
mitted ; nod after detmtlDg two bytiruij wbetber they aliuuJd udidc- 
diately eacape to the shi|«^ or defer the retreat uniil the next nighti 
tho cpnnoil broke up without any regular detanninatioD ; bnt^ oa of 
the two propoanJa, the first was not curjod into oxeeution. it was by 
cnimy believed tb^ the other wus ndopted. 

Ttio enemy renewe^l their attacks ab aoon as the mortiing appear¬ 
ed, hy which time they had mounted three gune near the south¬ 
west angle of t)ie pork, from whence, u weU as bnm the t^teru 
batteiyg they now mnnonuded the fort, whilst their matchlock mfin 
from stiveraJ houiseas and behind the walk of mdosuroSp fired 
Qjon the several houses in which portifia were remoiningp as wdl 
as upon the btLstinsia and lamjjortti. They liad not, however, ven¬ 
tured to take pmession of ttie governor's Imiiae to the sduth, not- 
withstanding it had bean evacuated «o many hoarfl } and another 
party, tmdfsr the oommand of Eiuign Pbchaid, was aent thltiier early 
in the morning. Ever and anrtn HiiDe one nf the defendeni was 
killed or wounded: but, although ion timesi the nuinber of the 
enemy ftJl, their low in so great a multJtiide was scarcely felt, and 
.immediately supplied. Beff^re nine, Enstgii Kschajd mtorned to 
the flirt, wounded, and wiis followed by his [auty ; on whicli the 
dotoehment^ in the ehureh and the two other heusiss were likowiJie 
n-^called, and the posts they quitted wore immodiataly taken pea- 
session of by the epeniy, whose coiunge and activity increoifed With 
their sucoea, whihi tenor and i^inniiLHioa pmvailed more and more 
in the ganison. 

lilany of the hoatH bod deserted in the night; and in tho n^ofnit^ 
when it woa intended to ship off the PortngoesB womoQ^ and (Ail-

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175C dfuiif Lho voice of oitler was loal ain^^ngsb tliij? nfTi'igbted muJtitade, 
of wbicb every one pnoitamg to Ije first eiiiBiurkdd+ tbo hnatfl -were 
filled with uioift thiin Lliey conJd carry, and Bevend wore overset, 
Moet of those who had crowded Into thern were drowned, and 
such m fioatud with the tide to the »bare^ were either made pri- 
■oners or rnEtRsacred ; for the enemy bad taken poeseBsion of all 
the homiei^ and indesnrea along the bonks of the riverp froin 
whidi stiLtioiiiji they shot fire-amiws into the ship and vessels, in 
hopes of borniug them, None oi tho ganiaon who had embarked 
with the English women bad netiiinied to the shorop and their 
fright lifting much inmnsed by tho firc-arrowSp they, without or- 
dem from the governor, removed tlio ehip from her station before 
tho fort to Ciovindpore^ three milcA lower do^^l tbo river; on 
w'hich aU the otbor veeaela weighed their nnehors likewise, and fob 
lowed the Rliip ; and to mcireaae tiie evU effects of their retrmt^ it 
happened at ttio veiy time when the detnehmentfl from the fort were 
obliged to abondoTi tlie adjacent houses: in this hour of trepidation 
many of t'm Engliah militiap seeing tho vessels amkr flail, wore terri¬ 
fied with tbo apprebendon of Ic^Ing tbifi opportonity of esi^pingp 
and qiiittod the idioro, Tlie govemor^ atterly unexperienced in milU 
tiuy ofikirSp hod hitherto shown no aversion to csjK>se hla prf^rson 
wherever hJa preaonce wm necesaoiy* He bad early in the niormng 
viflitiMltho rampoTtfl ; and after the retreat of the detachment from 
tho houaea, when an aJorm waa given that the enemy were on- 
doa%’oiinng to force their way through the gate of palieodoen in the 
wall between the southern boaiiaa and tho line of gunflp had repoiml 
thither, anti ordered two ficlJ-piocea to he pointed towanb the gate i 
but found none wilbiig to obey him, fkmti after, a man came and 
wluii[>ereil to him, that all tbe gun-powder remaining in tlm ma- 
gaanes waa damp and unfit for ierrice ; although diamayed by this 
lafcaTnAtii>n, ho refrained from divulging it, and endeavonrepd to 
twduce the confuftion which provoilijd every wbere till ten o^dock ; 
-Then pfoodying that only bt»tfl remuineJ at tho Vflmrf. in one 
of which several of Mh iiyw]UJuntaDce were preparing to wcape.the 
dread pf lining expose^l to tho reacutment ofSuraJab Ikiwlah, who 
^ had 
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Iiftd often Uireatenid to jmt l^ini to dcotli, prcTailed over all otlica- J756 
conaiderations, and, jmiiick-atrijck, ha Jiurried into the other boat 
withant giving womieg to the garriaon r the miHtoiy ecuamaoding 
olScer, and sevcnl others who saw him ombark, foilowod liis e*- 
ample, and acoompanied him to the ship. 

Tho ajitoniabmciit of tboac who remamed in the fort wan not 
greatBT than their indignation at this dosertion ; and tiathiiig vtbh 
heard for aonie Liine but exeemtiona again nt. the fugitlY-oa. How^- 
aver. the eoniwirse aaon procoeded to deliberatiou. when Mr, 
Poarkes, the eldest member of the cotstidJ in tbo fort, redgned his 
right of ootnmjuid to Mr, HolwdJ, The whoLj nuinher of miUtia 
and inilitniY now moaimiig amountod only to 1110 men ; and 
two or three boats bdng netnmed to the wbart the new governor, 
in order to prevent any tnoro dewrUoas, locked tho westeni gate 
leftding ta tho rivor, 

'fhe ship which had been atationijd at the norlhcm redoubt, still 
rumained there ; and the gamsun, liaving determine to defend 
thcmHdves vigorously untU they could repair on hoard of hot. an 
officer was diepatohed in a boat with ordera to tho captain to bring 
her down immodktoJy to the Ibrl But the reliance upon this re- 
souroo was of abort diiratioii ; for the ship coming down, stnick on 
asand-bank. and was immediately abandoned by the crew. In the 
mean time the fort was warmly attacked, and bravely defended tintil 
the enemy ceased firing at noon : acithor did they rJuew their eff-orts 
with much vigour during the rest of ibc day, or the suceoeding night j 
but employed thomHelvos in setting fire to alJ the adjaeeat bousos! 
fixeepting those whioh commanded the rampaito In this interval 
tho garrison ^tbually threw out aignaJa, Itogs by day and fires 
by night, oJling the yesaek at Govindpore to return to the fort : 
but Ibis their last expcctotion of relief was likewise disappointed^ 
for not s single vessel eonu; to their aasLStance. 

The noict morning the enemy nsemunoaesd their attacks with 
greater mimtieni than ever ; and whikt ftimo of the pwriMn were’ 
cxppsiiig thcmsplvea with much resolution, others wrere entrentmg 
Mr Holwell to capitulate ^ who. to odm the mkids subh as 
VOL.

luimdy, atid only porsiated in deftuiiing the fort to pre»mti Uiolr 
lives flJid honour. The letter wdjh tajuin up, but the enL-^uiy aevei- 
fbelM contmncil their attneks until noou, whun a. Large body at^ 
tempted to oiciiJado the northern curtain^ uodor cover of a strong 
fim of their jonall iistns ihim Mr Cmttendcn^R lionso ; but, iifter 
persevering hiJf an bout they wore repulsed, and the fire ou all 
the otbizr quarters of the fort ceased as socm iia thia body retmmted. 
In thi!se few hours twenty^va of the giLmaon had been killeiL or 
Tvere lying desperately wnimded, and seventy more had received 
slighter Lurts ; and the couimon soldiers having broke open tho 
litortyhoiaaa of amude, Wicre intosieated beyond all sonfle of duty^ 

At two the enemy aiipi^ared again, hut acted fAintly j and ftt four 
a man was discovered advimcing, with a flog of tnioe iu his hand, 
which Mr Hoi well, at tJie general requGStp anawered mill another 
OD tlie HOutli-i^t baatioD, from whence he at tho same- tiiua throw a 
letter which he liad prepared^ addressed to tho duan, Ilo 3 ’duliib> 
of the same purport as that which Oiuiehiind hnd written In tho 
morning Ui MDaickohund A parley ensuedp during which many 
of the enemy flocked to the eafdern gate of the fort, and to the 
gate of palisadoeo near the eoutk-west baHtion^ both vrhich they 
attempted to cut down ; whilst gimter numbeiB, with scaliug Ind- 
diOTt endeavoured to mount tlio WArefioufl^ to the Bouih : a shot 
was likowhie fired, wliidi womideil Mn Bnllky, as he was standing 
on the S, E, bastifut with Mr* Holwell, who bnmedmtely ran down 
to bring men to tbe rnrapnrts ; but few obeyed, anti thoae who 
would have been wiiling, had retire to various parts of the fort to 
get sleeps and whiM search was makLog for thom^ the drunken 
soldiers, in4endlng toeacainsto tho river^ broke opeu'^e Mreetem 
gate of the fort, juet as a body of tbn enemy, had forad the gate of 
palisades *aiid^ were rushing to aUack this Hkowise, which they

At fivo tUo NaUib ontoretl th(> fart, Ancoinjiaiiletl by hLn goni^rsJ 
Meet JafKiT. and mo6i of tha prindpal officers of Ida sumy. He 
iuunedmtoJj ordered Oiiiicbnnd and Kisaenda^s to bo brought before 
bbtip aadl rooeivoii tlicm with civility * and Tiaving bid Bonie of- 
ficora go and take pcHaeaaion of the crnnjmny'a troamiryp be proceodeiJ 
to tlio prfncijuLl a|iartinent of tbe factory, wboro be mt in ntato and 
received the complinients of his court imd nttondantfl in tnagnlGoent 
exprewons of Iiik pmwcE^ and good fortune. Soon after be aent for 
Mr HolwoU, to wbom lie ctprESiicd much reflentment at the pre- 
aumpldon of the Engtisb La daring to defend the fort, and mucli dis- 
satisfaidiion ttt tim arniJ]ne99 of the anni found lb the troasuiy, whicli 
did not exceed 50,000 rupees. Mr. liolwelt had two other confe- 
rencon with him on thii aubjeui before Boven o'clock, when the 
Nabob dlaniLsga^l liini with repeated a^^ur^uieB^p on tlie worri of a 
Holilierp that be should snSer no Imnni 

Mr. lloJwcIh returning to Iiifl uafortimato eani|>£kuioiid^ found 
t he m asmmbled and surromidod by a strong gmmi Several build¬ 
ings on the north and south sides of the fort were ulroodj in dames, 
which approached with so thick a iimoko on either hand, that tbo 
priitaners imagined thoir enoniiea Liad eaused this conliagratiDn, in 
Older to Kuifocato them between the two fircfL On each aide of the 
caBtern gate of the fort extended a mnge of ekambers adjoining to 
tlia curtauL; and hefure the chambers a varaoda, or open galJciy ; it 
was of archod masonry, and intonded to shelter the soldiem from 
tho lun and miu, bnt being low, almost totally obstructed thn 
chambers licl^ind from the light and air ; and whilst some of the 
guard were luoking ia othur parts of tho factory fer praper phicra 
to conBno thu prwunerH during the night, tlie rest ordered thtijn to 
nsaemble in ranLi under the veuanda on the right bond of the gate-^ 
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175 G wAy i whore they remainod for flDiiic troie witli ho little imifpiciion of 
their impending fate, tlittt they langbeti among theniaalye& nt tho 
fioeming oddity of tliU dyqKi^tioii, tuid nmui^i tlioiiistdvcs witlj oon- 
jeetiirii:^ what they Hhould next be ordered lo do. AHrrat eight 
o"dpek| tboso who had been sent to oxomino the roomsi reported 
thnt they had fonnd none tit for tho purposo. On which the prin¬ 
cipal ollii^ commanded tho priaonem to go into one of tho roons'^ 
which Eftood behind iheiu along the VAranda. I t was tho oommon 
dungeon of the gardson, who used to call it 7'A^ /Jofc. Many 

of tho priaonem knowing thts pliiec^ began to icxpiJ«tiila.te ; npon which 
tho officer ordered hin men to cut down those who hcaitnted on 
which the pmoners obeyed. Bnt Iwfone aU were within, the room 
Was fip thjroQgoi.1, tliat the last entered with difEculty. The guard 
immediately etoaAd and locked the dour ; uanhning I4ti per^na in 
jL room not 20 feet square, with only tw^u ntnall wiiiduw^Si, and iiieHC 
ohstnioted by tha vnmadiL 


It was the hottest Bcoson of the year ; ned th+,- niglii uncuminunly 
fiultry even at this neasom Tho osccpsivc prcHHwrc of their bodies 
against one another, and tho intnlcmhlc heat which prevnileHl as Booti 
ns tho door ww shut, ocnvimwAl the pri^^nerM tJiat it was ]iii|joeaibto 
to live tliTPogh tho night in this liortlhle conSnemejit ; itnd violont 
nttempta were ImDiedioiely morfie to force tho door ; hut without 
effect, for it oponed inw^ard, on which many began to give a loom 
to mge^ Mr. Uolwell, who \ml pluced liLmaelf slI oni! of tlie 
window^ exhorted them to Femnin oompcAe^l lioth in Iiody and 
mind, as the only nic-ans of survmiig tlie night, atid hts reinaii- 
etrancea produced a short interval of ijtiiet ; during which ho appHeil 
to an old JomRtitdur, who bore smuo marks of huinauity in biif 
^anienazico, iirDtuising to give hitii a thouihand rupees in the inom- 
ing, if be would eopamto the jirisouers into two ehauibciry. Tho 
old man went to try, but returning io a few niijjdtcs, Hnid ifc was 
ImposHiblt^; wlien Mr, Hrjiwell offeree] him a larger bwii i on which 
he nsUred onctr tni>re, and rcturiwl with the fatal sent^mee, that no 
relief could expected, because the Nabob was ainlecp, niiiJ no one 
dared to wuke him.

l^ecatDo after tbfi general ery. Tlie g^XKl Jemnutclar imme¬ 
diately ordered somo skins of water to be tuought to tba wtndowa ; 
but. instond of rdifif, bia benevolence became n. more drcadfiil oauAO 
of dofitmetion ; for the fiighl. of tlie water thn>w every ona into flueb 
exodSffivo ligitatiomi and mvmga, that, unable to resist this violent 
impulse of iiatoro, none ciiuld wait ^^0 regularly served^ but eacli 
with tbe utmost feroeity battled against thoflc w^bo were Ukely to 
get it Ijofore hitn ^ and in these eunffiote many were eitber prosaed 
to diiiith by the olforte of otberyp or siiffb4iated by their own. This 
acenOp inatoad of pimctncing eoiupaBslon in the guard without* only 
excited their mirth ; and they held up lighte to the barsi, In order 
to liave the dlaboUcuJ satisfaction of viewing the deplorable contmitjoiis 
of the auflbrers within \ whOp finding it im[K)fiRib1o to got any water 
whilst it wob tbtis fiuiQiisly diaputed^ at length niilfered thoeo who 
worn nooretit to ilia windows, to convoy it in their hats to those bo- 
iiinJ them, tt juoved no fElief eiUn^r to their iliktttp or oihor suf- 
fiiriDgis ; for Uis cncrcfMScd every moment with the encreaaing 

doptavity of the air in tbo dungcoiip which bad been so oftfFn ra- 
spined, and wm aaturated with tho hut and doktarious effluvia of 
putrifyiiig b'jdios; of which the stench was litUe Icaa tkan mortaL 
Before midnight, all who were alive and had not partaken of the 
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1750 air ftt the wirnkwH. w^a either in n letliargie fitupefactioicip nr ntv- 
Lug vt-ith delirium. Evtiry kind of lovectiire Aiid abime was utteml, 
in bopc 3 of proroklng the guard to pxit an eud to fehoir miEPriea, by 
firing into the dungctin ; and whitnt were blu^pbemiDg tJieir 

creator with the frantie exei:rfttioTis of tcurutfit in <i4^spair* hen van 
was Impkireil by others with wild aiifl incobarent prayers \ until the 
weakfitj cxliJiiistefl by tlicae agitations^ at length laid ilow'n quietly 
and expired on tliebrnist?^ of their dead or ogontziug friendiL Thase 
who still survived in the inwaid part of the dungeon, finding tliat 
Elie watfrr liad aHbrded them no relief, laEvdo edhrta to otitAio 
ttir^ by dndeavoufing to florfimblo over the boafis of those wlio stood 
between them suid the window's ; where the utmost strengtli of 
every one ernplojetl for two hours, citlier in mamtoining bis 
own ground^ or in endeavouring to got that of which others were in 
pos 9 e« 9 iion. Ail regards of compnasluri and af^^ctian were lost, and 
no one wnuld tohmIc or give way for the ralief of nnother. FuintnesB 
fKimetimen gave short of qiuel Imt the first motion of any one 

renowod tho struggle tliroiigh alb under wliicJi ever and anon some 
one flunk to riso no more. At tw^o oyock not more than fifty re* 
nmineil alive. But even tliirf number w'oru loo nmny to partake 
of tile living fLir, the mutest for whieli and life, oontinut^ 
until tlio mom, long implorecb began to breaik ; tLnd^ w ith the 
hope of relief, gave the few survivors a view" of the dtyid- The sur- 
vivure then at the window^ finding that their lutireatios could tiot 
prevail on tho guard to open the dooTt it tfl^urred to Mr, Cooke, 
the secretary of the coinml tliat Mr. Hoi wolf, if alivi% might have 
laufo influefico to obtain their relief; and tvm of the company un¬ 
dertaking the search, disi^overed hiim having still some Signs of Ufa;

Mr Hoi well, nnablo to stand, was booh after rarried to tho 
Nabob, who was so far from shewing any <^ompa£6To£l for his con- 
dltion, or remorse for the deatb of tbe other prisoners, that ho only 
t^ilkod of the troaanres which the English had buried ; and threaten- 
ing him with farther iiijnnea, if he persisted in conceaimg thonip 
orderof] him to be kept n prifloner. The officers to whoea charge ho 
was deliverer! put him into fefctom, togothor with MeSBiu Court and 
Walts?! who wera likewise Rupposed to know somothing of tho 
treasures; the rest ol the survivon^ nmougnt wbotn were Messm.

WHS reserved for the serdglio of the general Meer JaiMor Tho dread 
of remaining any longer within th«? roujch of such bnrbai'miis deter- 
mined inoat of them to remov^e Immcd Lately^ ua loros their strength 
ojinbled them, Irom the fort, and tnost tended towards the vesaolR 
which were still in sight; but when they reached Cjovindpore in the 
aouihem pmi of the company s bonod-^ they wore informed tliat 
gnarda were stntioned to prevent any persons frma p^LEudng to the 
vessels^ on which most of them took Rholter in desortod huts, where 
some of the native^ who had served the English in difEerent ^ploy- 
meuts, enjno and admimstered to tlieir immediate waJita Two or 
three howera* ventoreil and got to the vessels before Run^-sai Tbeit^ 
appeaxanco and the dreadful tale they liad to tell were the severest

plnndor. The Nabob, irritated by the disupfiointnient of bis ux- 
pecUtionH c»f inimenso wealth, onlorud Jlr. Uolwell atnl the two 
otlier prisonem tf> Ih? ttent to Muxudnii'at]. in hopes tliat they wtftild 
at lost discover when* the tTcamires of the rettlciDcmt were linriud 
ThU order wa» executed by bis niUcere H-ith tdl tho severity that

ideas iKyond the present nppeamnet* of things ; and, soothed by the 
('Oiuplimcnts of his onnrtiom into a belief that the redurtbii of Gd- 
cutia WM tho most giorions and heroic ntchievoiuont tliat had lioon 
perluniied in Indostati since the days of TeunortiuiO, he itnagined 
that tho English nation would never dare to appoor o^iia in ann^ 
in Ills conatty; and, having written Jettere fiill of these 
iUtiona of liimBclf to Dcilu, he neglected to pursue tho* fuotiviait

To p^etiiato tlie ininiiory of Kk victory bo ordered tiro tinnm of 
Calcutta to be clutnodd to Alirugjore, tignUj^ug 27i^ Fort of God ; 
and, leaving a giirriaou of ftOOO men, and Monickchund to comniaDd 
in the pkoe« he departed with the reirt of lusa army nu tbe Mwnd 
of July. Two or throe day a before Ilia departure he publblied leave 
to such OB bad oaoapod the duugeou to return to tbeir houses iu the 
town, wbero they were supplied wltii provkionB by Oiiiichund, 
whose mterccssion hsid probably procurftl their return. But Lbb iti- 
dulgciieo waa rendered of short duration by the mtemperanco of 
a Bageant, wli& in a fit of dninkeimeaa killed a Moomuiu.

Afl Bcpon as tho Nabob's mtuy had crossed the river near Hugblcy^ 
lie sent a detocbmerit to tiie Frenclip and nnotlief to the Dutch eet- 
tloment. tlirtatenlng to Gstirpate tboni both, if they did not im- 
uiiH'liately pay hiin a large aum of tnoney : hut, after riis^eiving tnany 
submi^ive aaeumuoes of their paoifio dkpioiritioijs, he cooseutod to re- 
lease the Dutch for the sum of 450^0UU' rtiptend, and tlie French 
ft>r 100,000 leaa ; which Jiftbrenoe, it is said, ho mado benauso ibe 
French had supplied him with £00 cKesta of gunpowder, nA he was 
marching to Calcutta- At the some lime ho released Mr Watt^ 
and Mr, Collet, who had hitherto been led prison»>TB in hia camp, 
nnd consigned tlietu to the care of the Dutch governor at CliJii' 
nhura, &Dni whom he took an obliga.ilon to pruduee them when¬ 
soever they should ba demanded On tlio IJth be arrived at

SfesQwhile, the Boot renuuned at fuJlu, where they were joined 
by aeveml otlicr vessels from tbo sea. The oompany's ogeats likewise 
from the subordinnto &etonea at Dnws, Jugdcu, and Balhuurc, 
having OD the first alniui eaoipcd from tlieso lesidorcieK. resorted to 
the fleet. Foriiomo time no ptoviaiona euald he procmred ; but u 
soon M the Natwh's army left Calmjtta, tho dquntiy people ven¬ 
ture to supply them. 

The want of oouvenjent shelter, as well as the itread of beuig 
surprised, obligofl them all to sleep on board the vessels, which were 
so much crowded, that all lay pmmiscuonBly on the docks, without 
shelter from the mins of the seaaaa, and fit Home time without a 
changtj of raiment; for none had brought any etora away r and 
theso liBidahipH, inconauIerebJo as they may eeeni, were grievous to 
peraouH, of whom the greatest part bad lived many years in the 
gentlci case of India- But sufteruigu which the haniicut curuiot resist 
ensued : for tho lower part of Bengal, between the two amis of the 
Oauges, is the must unhealthy country in the world ; and many 
died of a malignant fe^'er, which infected ail the vesscla 

But, instead of alleviating their distresses by that upiiit of mutual 
good-wilJ, which is supposed to prevail amoDgst companionfl in mi^ 
aciy, every one turned Lis mind to invidious iliacusslotik of tlto 
cauHQfl wtiicL had produced their mnifbrtunes; althougb all soeined to 
expect a day when they should he restored to Ulentta. Tlu? youugcr 
men in tho company's earvioa, who had not held any part in tho 
govemmont, eudisavourcd to fix every kind of bJame on their su- 
penors, whau^they wialied to see remoTed from stations, to which i 
they expected to succeed. At tho same time, the membiirs of tbo 
conncIl aoiaiaed one anotlicr, ail concurrii^ to lay the severest 
blame upon the governor; and theso exampltti gave rite f|pl,hc sanm

1756 spirit of malevoience unongst those who could derive no benefit frotu 

-their mvoctives. beyond the vanity of their temporwy iaipor^ce. 

Thecodduat ofthe inilitiiry operations wm void of method, suh- 
oidinatioD. dUdpline, and stilL All Uio oat-poste were at loo great 
a dishmea from the fort; only the three or foor nearest bmldings 
ahoold have been occupied : all beyond them blown ap, « the floore 
of their upper stories ruined The wnlhs of all the inclosuras witU^ 
in the aim of muaket-shot from the fort, ehould have been demo- 
liftbed, and the rubbish removed A ditch and palisade should have 
been carried on, if time admitted no more, at least in the wenkoat 
pnitB, round tho fort. esiKscinny along the warehomea to tho souUl 
S bolla should have been thrown wherever the enemy assembled or 
took post, and resolute sallies should have been made in tho night 
into their open quarters^ wWch in such a multitude must have been 
many. By these moons tlio defenco might have been protracted ten 
days, dirring which, if dm Nabob eouJd not bo appenaed tho ar- 
rival of the ahipa of tho Beaaan would have aocared the retraiL of 
the defendem and thoir Cunilies without danger* Although notlni^ 
of these opemtions was BMCutcd the n^hjet of them was not im¬ 
puted ; bat tsownrdic* in gcJifiral was reproached to those who first 
loft the shore, and with little dooency, by those who Mcompanied, 
or followed their fUgiit, fvnd tdl assembled at Fulta, cioepting thn» 
or four, ware in one or other of these prodicamenta 

Tho causes to which the resentment of the Nabob was imputed, 
were more vague, hut eas^ if powihle, luoro blame. 1 ho paper, 
which waa signed by Mr. Watte immediately after he was madu 
prisoner at Cceaimhujsar, waa ut;ged as a proof that the govemniEtit 
of Bengal hwl been defrauded of vast sums by the abuio which the 
company's agents liad mtide of the dvstuchs or paSii>orte for trade, 
which, it is said, hsd been commonly sold to the Indian meichanta 
residing in tho BettloniiBUt, who were not entitled to that privilege ; 
but, al^ongh this fraud was aonietimes eommittisl by the mdigent 
' and profljgpte, the greatest part of the flugliah commevK was carried 
ou by nipn , whose character and fortune placed them beyond the 
Qeee*isitj^ or saspiciou of such a meanuens ; bo that tluB proetioe 
could not have been dthor w frequent or iitjurioofl to the revenues of

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rm the njwjou^ mijiiflters of SunijAh DowloJi migiit have 1750 
made him believe ; more espedAlly flincc the Nabob Alluverdy ^ 
never nccn^^Hl tlio English of such illicit prarticea. ihe other urtick 
by Mr, WattSp cdnccming the protoeLbn given to tie anl^'ecrbi 
of tho Nabobp was likowif^e iiuustod on ; ilI though for fifteca ycar^ 
befono KiSiMn[lH.si3, the govemment bad never daimcKl any pcrBotiii 
vrho took up their reaideuco in Calontta^ However, these reflections 
carrying agninst no one in pnrticnlnr, it was bolilly asserted^ that the 
protection of Eissendaaa, w~hic]i certaiiily did ■contribute to the Na- 
bob^i reaeatm&nt^ had been purchased by large bribes : but this no- 
ciisatitin ■was attiurdp beeumBO fcliey must have come through his host 
Omiehand, whom the presidency regarded as the lirst, though la¬ 
tent cause of all ttielr cabunitiE^ and punished accordingly. It was 
likewise aaserted, tliat the governor, Mr. Brake, had written an Ln- 
eolent letter to the Nabob, in answer to his order for demolishing 
the fortifications i and that he liant a mossago of dcfianco to him 
by the spy who brought the letter fioncerning KlBsaniass : rqiorte, 
for which ao evidence was prodneed. 

There b suJHdent testimony to bdlevo that the sag^dty of Allti- 
verdy, reflecting on the fates of Nozlrjing and C-hnnderBahob, the 
suboequent war in GonDmandoI, and the late reduction of Angiio, 
and coni paring these miEtaiy exploits of the French and EngJisb 
with tho former hmnility of ihcir condition in the Moguls do- 
mini ona, should hero advised bis yonug aucoeaiior^ Surajah Dowlab, 
to watch the military mewnirea of all the Eiiropean settlementa in 
Bengah and to Kufler no inenoase in tbetr gamsons, nor addition in 
tbeir fortificaiioii^, and to cru.sli inunedUtely whichiiioovcr of them 
ahould manifest any qrmptom of ddmncc, or confldeuim in their 
own stnmgtli j but at tho aatao time to give every encouragement 
to their comirierclal views, not only as an csscntUiL benefit to tb* 
province^ but likewise as the best scetnity of their dependonoe on hit 
government. This admitted, the disorderly brain of Snrajah 
Bowlali, his^xcessivo cowardice, kis tyraiuiical ideas* sad tho m*"* 
etzgatioDB of bis uiinione, represcuting Colcatta as oae of tho 
richest dties in the world, anfficicntly atxxiunt for his inq^piuaty to 
distinguish the noceesary season of carrpng the advice ef hii predo- 
ecssor into execution^ and for his inflexible porseveranc^ in a reaolu- 
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liiVd tiwi winch flattered the puHillAniniity and ^ 

‘ teind. 

The Englisli at Fulte, tustwithataacHng their wrangles, agreed to 
acknowledge the authoritr of iho governor, and of siach otliws an 
had hoen metiibcre of the oounci! at Calcutte, who in the begin¬ 
ning of July depated Mr. Maningharo, one of tlie mombers. with 
A military officot. to repreaent their otmdition to the preiddency of 
MftJmsB, and to solicit the expedition of an nmuiinent to their 
aeeUtnnce. With them our narmtive retoras to the cowft of Coro- 
mniidd. 

M Mill ™i lost before tlie ptt'aMenqy of Madrasa even receivud in- 
tellignjiiL-e of ih0 dEU^jer; ht the letters, advising tbe suireiidor of 
C^altiibujsaJ-, did not arrivB nnfciJ the 15 th ol July.

Each of tht) nanaliiing i5ouiit:*d of BeagnJ had vmtbcji. wjpAmto 
iottere to the pradihiiicy of Modrass, in whioh aadi mwdfimfifliioura 
tmJ miBcondact wtao reciprotailly iniputed to all tbe othiaa, that 
if no alio want* biui been made for the prejndioea of esaapemtod ad- 
vernity, it would have been ahaarU to intrust tbo re-ostabltsbment 
of the coTapnny'a afiiucs to those, who, by thow own oocount^ had 
ruunjd tbani; and, indeed, enough of the camuat and progneBa of 
the cahunities in Bengal were not at tliia time eniffickutly developed, 
to t^eiupt the late ppe^tiney of CuJuutta from much hlnmo '1110 
difficulty of dediding cnnceming their authority auggosted to Mr- 
Pigot, the comumoder of Madnuis, a dedre to go himadf to Baogal

It waa nsiolved to aend moro Sepoys m conveyances should offer. 
Admliul Watson hoisted Ids Hag in the Kent ; and Admiiul Poixsck 
in the CinnbcrlamL Colonel Clive ombarkeil in the Kent ; ho car¬ 
ried letters written by Salabadjlng the Soubah of the Decan, and 
Uabomedjil]y Nabob of Areot, us wo LI as from Mr, PSgot, exhort¬ 
ing Surajeli BowJjili to imike uzvmaliato ropamtion for the injuria 
and calamitiOii which the EiigliRb had siifiered from his tmprovoked 
reaenttoitnt. The iniitniodQus to Olive reixaminetided the attack of 
Mu^adavad it^cdC if thij Nabob continued obutLnato j and tlm cap¬ 
ture of the Fronch settlmuont at ChandoinagorCp if the news of a 
war with Franco uliould arrivo whikt the troops rouirtined tn Bengal. 

The fleet ^t sail on the Ifith of October^ and were out of sight the 
next day. 

This effort to recover the Bettiemebk id Bongal left the iarm^ 
of Madrass too much riiminishod to detach such n distance 
Goloondah a IjoJy of troops flufEmont to a.saist SuJab&dJitig offectn- 
ally against ^le French army with Mr. Qua^y \ and as a few would ■«, 
be of no service, and might bo lo^t^ it was resotved to^scbd none. 

In the tuesu time the Froueh army weto inaintaining their ground

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On tho eTcnipg that th^y tcnik pos^Mnioii of this post, detiiAili* 
meutfl WOTO stationed in two othei^ ; tho one was a largo babitiition 
mllod £?ti.i«:A?iictti(*iita]!idSTig in a spaciona and walled fimsloBiirOp ahnoftfc 
nppodita to ChariiiaiiJ* about 400 yards on thu othtrr side of the 
river Moumiu * in tbl^ post wore lodged 300 Sci>oy0. The othoi 
was an edMoe called Dimdmtdt built on a thiijig ground very near 
the western Hide oi CharsnatJ, which it overlooked It wa‘f an 
andent and very singular stnicturo, consisting of t wo stories of archil 
masonryp each story disposed iti sevoml ranges of arches, and the 
npper covered by a tetTSBS strong enough to endure tbo sorvice of 
cannon. Font twelvfl'poiindprB were laounted on this terrasa, and 
Lho adjoining streets and av'cnues were barricaded : the guard litue! 
besides the artiJJeiy menp ^Tis 51K1 Sepoys, with several Enropcan 
oRicera of earpcriMicfe 

On the Gth of July, the day after the aiijiiy unWreil ChariDiinl, 
lUCKJ Sepoys, with all tli 0 European cavalry and Held |decea, 
went ont in the evening with intention to beat up the Mormtoes 
in their < 3 amp, which conlhiued in its first situation, about t^even 
miles in the west ; but they bad taken tbo elamfi, and abandoned 
the eainp boffiro the detachineDti arriTOL The nnsit night. imotiiiiE 
detachment with more suocesta beat up one of their parties in a gar¬ 
den on the eastern aide of the town. The French troops now took 
possession of all the magazines In the uity which bclongod to the go^ 
vemmontj and like wise enrritid away nil the cannon which weru 
oiouiited on the walls, not that they want^ artilleryp hut in ordar 
to withdraw them from the enemy. The interval botwEGia the 
ranges of building and iho tank in C!harmaal was plauiud with rows 
of fufllmira and cocoa-nut trees ; which were now cut down ; and 
with them and other matoHalsp j^cafiblds were crGHrted against varjoiu! 
ports of the walk, to serve as itatiens for musketry. 

On the Bth, anDthor detAchnient with six fidd-piecea marthed out 
in open day, and cannonaded the whole body of MorVatoee, which 
hovered around foraomo time, until some of their horHcs were killed 
Tn tlTe e^tiing, the Jforratoes fpiittcd their fanner ground, and en- 
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witiiiH tlirtH! milm of ib^* city itmlcr tbc rock iLorJ of 

Uokondftb. probably witb nn idea of protcctioa from tlic gunfl of tlie 
oitruBH ; but Omdagbi, oqc of their geoeiulB, who cotnnuuKlcd tOOO 
botw. cncainpcd idtli them at the bank of tbo rivor al>ant half vny 
■ ^tweea Oolcondah and the city, whom they were the oeit night 
^toii lip by a dctflchment of 5tKl Sepoyn with tins btiswora. Thi^y 
fled. Wing many of tlieir hdmtvi pinqucted in the camp, and oven 
the mditwj- drama and cymbohs of tboir coinnumdcr; but tlm Froich 
detadimuat did not lose a in«n , 

The rainy weather preventoil any inoro sallies fur ssvemi da 3 's ‘ 
mean while the mimbcra of tbo enemy increased greatly. 'Xlic 
Fhousdnrg, or, on they are commonly cdlwi, the Nabobs of Kanoul 
a^ Condanore, came oncli with 3000 PitimH wall nitmntcd : other 
chiefe of the same rank, nod othem of inferior, as weU Bfaliomedan 
as ladion, brought their troops ; for every tributary and dependnut 
iuthovqirt. Tioerayalty of tl« Decan bad teen summoned. But sc- 
vocal of thase duels, e^LiUly Kanoul, privately nssurod Mr. Brnisy 
they did not intend to act cd'eetually agaiast liiiu. 

On the lOtl, arrivcit JoJiier Ally Khan, mueli esaspemtwl ut tliq 
death of Lis nephew, with 3000 boiw, 3tK)0 foot, and the first di- 
viBionof artilb-ry, consisting of 20 ,,iocia of cwinon. Tlie main 
boily of the army with wbidi Salnbw^jing and SbaimvaM Khan ra* 
^ncd. moving only four mil« a day. was stiil at a comuderabia 
^tancc. Jaffior Ally iuiinediately hold a coundl of war. in which 
It yu, reMivod to straiten the blocfcodo of Cliarmaul, and to 
begin by taking posscaaion of the most advantageous posts in the city 
itself. 

Mr. Busi^ raceived immediate intciltgcniw of this council; tie 
had hitherto refrained from distraarfng Urn iobabitanta; but now, u, 
oHor to deter the enemy from cstabiiahiug Ihemselvoa in tlie city, 
ho posted a detachment at an edifice standing in tho high street, and 
cadlod Cluirafinarett. or tho four towcm ; it was a squov ptozza of' 
arehes, having at ^ end a towor flfi feet high, with buJeouio* at 
the top, from wind] the Mohomedan priiift calls ,the TOMpTc to 

, ' ptayetit; 
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I7&e prayem - some miMliief (nigUt bo dono witli muaket^ from tiiew 

—t — ■ bRlcotiies, Mnd llic loop-bwlcsi, which gtive light Ui the winding aUira; 
hut there w'tiro no inuanft of eniiJoying niiilleiy m the top€, for they 
wore vaulted ; nor within, for there wore noither lioore or bading- 
pb«a ; odvertholewsovcnil smnll pieces of cannon were pointed out 
of the loop-bwlev from tt conviction that the enamy would not im- 
medifttoly discern tiioir inutility. Sir. Cussy tlien mformed Jfiffior 
Ally, tliat if any of UU trcfoi* entered the city, ht would destroy tho 
whole with flro ; nnd thU mssnacc stopped Ins intention j he how¬ 
ever stationed an advanced detachment whore Cnndogb had en- 
titmped, wliiiih wai boftteii up and disperecd the neit night by a party 
of 50 Europeiins and 500 Seiwya. The rains immediately after, fall¬ 
ing again heavier, and lasting longer than befere, hladered all en- 
t«qiiiz«5 in tlie fluid for n forty Igflt. 

Some niontlL^i Viefore Mr. Bu^y hud ctiioinissiaiied tli® Fnench 
iLgeiiU M Sumt to Livy a body ultlier of AbyaslaiAns or Amh^ 
afl bdiig of more cotiragi? nnd ciidiirajiee» be Lis twdod to dweiplino 
AS thu diolcaftt of bifi Sepoys Sis huBdrLd had httn ooUeL^tud, and 
wcTft Oil their tnorebp whea Mr. Bussy nrrived at Hydjr^badp and tho 
enemy liearing of tboir approach dctacbod Janogoe Nimbolccir lyith 
hbf 3(>00 Mormtocfl to intercept tiiem. Tbo Morrfttooa met them 
on tbe toad eomfl miles on this siJo of Aumngabad, and harnLSft^ 
them eontmuolly for three tlayjis daring which they killed fifty ; 
one biindred nod fifty disjjieracdp and tbe renudniiig four hundred* 
worn out With ^tigULS BumndcreHul y Jiuiogee returned with liia pri- 
Aoners to the mrnp, and oenlined iboni in tlio fortre^ of GDleotidabi 
but treated Iboiu ■well 

The weather having clnired on the 2fith^ a detaeliment with 
three field-piect^ maitdied in the eve ding, and at midnig bi attacked 
that part of the oiiciny^a camp where they kept tlicir artillety ^ the 
multiitide of bullooka in thm quarter, neared by the firings oaereniisad 
~ibe aoufugi^u of the troops i the fort of Guleamhih tcf^k the alarm 
and fired all its cannon at TaiirdHHii ? but two of the Fredch field- 
pie«y5 htMking.dawn. uiopped the dctnrhineiit from piii*?mitig their 
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liuccflaa. Ami ih^y retqnio^J, haviqg s^nk^i up Qijy of the giins 1 

io the enemy's camp. 

The next day came up 4000 Sepoys under tho cniunmnij of Mur> 
zafa KbaiL Thia Man CDTiiMEUided the Sn^poja of the dptuchnieut with 
which Mr BiiBsy fimt marched into the Doemn in ITol The naxt 
year be left Mr. Bnasy when at Bedor, nixd^ rairing a body of 
Sefttjyx on hiB, own fie^unt, took florvice with BiJiIiLgEroWp wliom ho 
left when before Senngnjjatam in 1755, and went over to the 
Mysoreana ■ from thenca he went to the Nabob of Sn-nore^ an d was 
in this place whim invested iq the beginning of the present year 
by Salabadjing and Babgcrow* Having dimng IiJit comMiind of 
the French Bopoyfl gained the AttAchment of Moat c^f their ofticcra 
by IftTgeBSM and otlicr compliances, he had ever since aontinued a 
oorrcspondence ainonrpit theiiip whenever they wero in the fleld, 
in conJunctiDD with, or near, the armies Ln which ha was Hervingp 
ns Mn BuJsay had esperionced in the campaigns of Mysore and 
Sanore. This quality, and tho military experience which ha wjui 
supposed to have ocquiicd whilst in the French senicOp indnoed 
Shnnavaze K.han to biro him, as soon as it was known that Mr. 
Biisay had determined to make a stand at Hydrabad. MumLEabog, 
as noun as epgogedp made foreerl inarches before the main body, and 
sent bis cmisaaries forward i and on the very day of his arrival at 
Hydrabadp a wholu company of French Sepoys^ who went out into 
the plain under pretence of exerdaing, marked away, their fonlocka 
shouldcmlp and joined him at Oolcondah. 

The next day the whole anny moved from hcnco with twonty 
pieces of cannon under his diiwrionp and At noon appeared to the 
Westward within a mile of Chammut Tlie inlantTy and artillery 
took poEBcaaion of all the eminences ^ and the OAvalry drew up in the 
intervals^ where the ground was plaiiL Immediately S50 of tho 
French Battalion and tOOO SopoySb with six manehed nut 

to tiy^ them, whilst the rust remaiuDd in thmr pouts ready to act as 
oex^asiau ahotffd require ; and two pieces of eannon were j^aoimtcd on ' 
the tower in the s. w. angle of Clmrmaulp wbieh commanded a 
view of the field The deLaohineut diDspbed the enemy so nuich* that 
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iTuG lUey vontared to sqjamto iuto tlirco divLdom iLHti each with twii of 
tbfl dckl-pieMfl advnueeJ agfiinfit different hodiea of inlmitry, at a con¬ 
siderable diHtaiii!e from each other- The mvalry every where hoiig 
themaelvos between, and continimlly siUTounded tlie three dJvisiDiiaj 
whose destruction to a stranger would have secined inevitable p a-n.d 
indeed nothing but the firm rollaoce on tlio gcnernl JiBciplim coqld 
Ijave wiirmntoil the hazard^ or luive finrmouated. tho danger ; but 
with this advuituge aud the dc^ttcrity of the ficld-piecea, each di¬ 
vision either ^ufhce^I to its own dafenooi er^ when p^^sg^cd^ reeeiirod 
asBiJilianoe from one of tho othem. In tliu different evolutions the 
encTOy*fl cavalry were often within reach of the two- guns at Char- 
inaub of which even the random shot did oxectitiou, whiist the ene- 
my^a canuati Were fired, although coiiLinuaUyj witli very little ef- 
fecL Their infantry clM nothing hut shift from safe ground to 
aaferp and hre with fear. In thii* variety of fights the engagement 
luted five liouia, Jiiid did not ceaso until the stin was sat \ the FrEinch 
tmupa fireil aS.OOU musket cartridgefl, and 900 from their fiald-piecea ; 
12S of the enemy's horsey^ wore coimted dead on the plain ; by 
which the total of their loss must have been cotLsiderahle. That 
of the French was alight; hk Sepoys killed, and thirty wounded ; 
of tlio Europoana none killed, and only four wounded, 

Two days after* tm tlio Isfcof Augrist* came up Salnbadjing him- 
aelf, and tljo uuiiii iKsdy of the army, A council wua immEMlmtely 
hcitb in which Muxzftfar Klian propooeda gonemt m^uH op Char- 
niatiJ, This deliberation was in a few hours communicated to Mr- 
Busfiyi who imroBdiatoly demoliahed aovorol of the udjaceut honsea» 
tut the ftUck waa not made. The intrigiifti of htuTEufar Rlinn lm\ 
alreiuly pen aded the whole body of Sepuysv and t!iO greatest piirt of 
thorn hod promised lum to desert with thohr arms, the ftrBt time they 
Bboukl bo led into the £old : their correapondeuee waa discovered * 
and determined Mu Busy to moke no more aallicii 

Ey this time rcinforcementB werei approaching, Mr. Meradn^ the 
French chipf of Mjifiulipatiixn, on the first adTicesi of tko iroptnru at 
Sanore, hnj oollCiCted IGO Europeans and TfKl Sopoys* which, with 
five field«p[ecce^ marched in tin? middle of July, under the commajid

and ooinmandfl, to the number of 10000 wers otdored on tJiis ser¬ 
vice. .Mr. Buasy, ns usual, rectdvod information what troope worts 
ap^inted j ho was peraonally acquainted with all the commandops. 
Jmd been of nso to seveml of them, and bad lately raodvod some 
marks of good-will from Jaoogi and Kamebnndur. who commanded 

0(W)0 of the Marattoofei. He tberefura proj>o»cd a confer^noe, which 
was accepted by sev™d of these eldefr. who repaired in the night tea 
tent pitched on the other aide of tbe river near Gaucliiaaul. where he 
met them unottendcl and alone, Wanting positive knowledge of 
what paBaod in tlifo interview, we canjoctore that ho wroodit upon 
Uiem by premieda of greater advantngHt if he should lio reetoreti to 
his former iniluonoe in Uie govemment of Sakbarljinm than they 
could expect eitlier from tlie gratitude of ShaiianiM Xluiti, or the 
friendship of the Engliali, who, H waa belluverj, were to take tlio 
place of the French, in the army and ooimcUa of tho Uecan. They 
promiiied not to act agaioat the reinforcoment with any olBcacy, and 
o^y as much as might be nccesa-ity to save appcajancea, eonfirmoil 
thi^ jiffluraueea by their oaflie, and gave Mr. Bnesy the distmetbua 
and colonra of ,their respective banners, of which he immediately 
de«patt*od information to Mr. Inw, as ensigns from which ho 
wottiij have ij^tMug to fimr. 

The reinforcement continued their march on the Ilf^s, and had 
now to pass a tract of mountainons country covered with rucka and 
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1750 thick WDodfl, which they oaterofh marching in a file of four ttbrea-rt, 
—V—'The adTaneei,giini-J were *00 Sepoys, under the comnuiud of fui 
officer lumiHid MahnucKKl Khan. After marching fiv-e houis. in which 
they hjid only ndviVTiCcd nino mtka, some pnrties of tlia enemy wore 
descried forward in the road ; on which MahnuMnI Khan, as if im- 
(Mitiont to attack them, quickened the pace of the Sepoys. The <^p- 
taiu of the gnwiadiers. whose company followed next in the llncj 
aeut ordew to him tO halt, whioli ha disregarded ; and aa soon is 
the Sepoys wore out of right, some irregular firing was heard ; loou 
ailnr < yTiin . a mesHetiger, requesting the grenadiera would fliivance 
to their juwistBiice, who ho eald were BiUTOUudcd by tlie onomy j but 
tho captain having auspicions, sent forward scouts, who discovered 
tho bannera of the Sepoys mixing quietly with those of tho onemy. 
Tljii treacheiy was eifectod by the intriguea of Munmfar Khan, 
who wna hero in parson, and imiucdiateJy began to attack the 
French lino with theia very Sepoya. and the whole of the infautiy 
of Bolaba^ingo army sent on thii* aervicc, which was committed 
to his direction, fiorides the usual and lighter or^ a port of tlie iU' 
fan try wielded 2WM1 cayoehs, a fircKamn frequently made use of 
in Europu in the early times of gim-powder, and then called a wall- 
pieca ; hut at preoenL rarely nied, excepting in rndoston and tho 
CoatemmoBt parfa of Ania : it is a gun eight or tea feet in the barrel, 
carrying a hall of one, two. or three ounces ; and under tho mid' 
die of tho bamsl is fixed by a swivel, either otjo iron spiko, or two, 
which open on)a.Hwaya, and being stuck in tho ground support the 
piece, anil a^uro its aiin : it arTries far point blank, hut the larger 
riczes are so unw'icldy, that two men are required to movo and mu' 
iiigu them, and they can scarcely be fired quicker tlian a pittce 
of cannon.

Hitliflrtot only one KnroioAn and tbrueor four 
Sopoya had been killed, and twelve of botk wnuudedi bui by the 
fUght of tke Cooliea and Ibe wiring of the oxen uU thdr pmvifiiona 
were Imi, and tbe treops were oblSgcd for tbeir meal to kill some of 
the dxaagLtf-bullocka of tbe artillery.

In tho mean time tbo nows of llalnnoocl Cawn's defection Intd 
been spread with cxjiggeriition throtigti tlio main camp at GolcfndaJn 
and encouraged tbe miniatry to send more troops ugmnet tlio icin- 
foTtrement Mr Bnaayv to re[3ref¥!i this inLention, sent id tlio night of 
the I2th a strong party, consisting entirety of EpropeimBi to beat up 
the advanced gnards of the cainp, and the attack was nuide mth mudi 
suc^n; but on the satne night bo receiv^ed the letter from Mr. 
Jj&w, whicli cnereosed hJs peqdcsity; beecitiiie bo conld not tmat 
hisSopojain the field where their sedneer MurEafacawn aciedr nor 
could be without equal iuipmdcnce f«nid a numbisr of Earo[>eanii suf¬ 
ficient to make tbeir MeUnporo.

The numbers were 
studiously diiignifie^lp and^ willi the prir^ficuw of Mr. Eus&y in the field* 
inspired such a variety of appreUejiaions concerning his designs in th& 
camp at Gdeondab, tliat they even rtjadlcd the detachments they 
had sent the day befoK. 

The peremptory Older frinii Mr Bu-My nt Muliapoie arrived id tb^ 
ninming of the 14th, and Mr. Law' iinniediatcity issued orders io

The enemy in so^Timl pjaciw 
felletl the wood acroHi the mud, and ntl their infimfciy were in poi*. 
flesaion of the moat ad vnntageouB atationa hofore the French troopa en* 
tored tiro defiles; and their firr, especially from the eaytocks, wua 
tnqeh letter direct«] than against the fuimor morehea. MeulicgaD 
to fidl in the first tliechnigoa; no gencml ruins of action could bo ob- 
eervedj to get nnwird the only principle; it was now l^ewmo 
fortanato for the French lino that they had no baggage^ and nothing 
to defend hut themselves and their artilloiy; which, iJtbougha groat 
encumhnuico in tlie defiles, woo to bo their best roeouroe when out 
of them, A large body of the enem/B cavahy, led by Candagla the 
Morattoo, followed the line into tlio defile, and through the night 
endeavoured to retard the mareh by their din and ctamoutKi but aa 
soon aa It waa light, aeted with more efficacy : for, as many ah the 
rood permitted charged the rear, although the gaaiti consisted en-

wherever tliey iVmnd safe CfWor. The ctuintry forwaid from th«i 
riveiv although not plaio* was open, and tho French tr^ps were 
nnimated wllli now alacrity by the view of the spires of HydcM?ftbad, 
which now ajjpeared in siglit. Tiic whota of the etioniyfl caivulry 
nioyed On OS they, and &nrrouiidod them on oJJ Hides, but mode no 
e&ctiuJ attacks; for thorn who wore willing, were diEpinted by the 
hackvrardnws of the gnsii hotly of Moratb3i2fl eonimitaded by Kirm- 
chundor and Janogoe Nimhulcar, who acted faintly UAX^ordhlg to 
thair engogomenta with Mr. Hussy. At length, at five in the nller* 
nnon, tha roinfhnieiiiGnt arrived at the town of Aydnsgiir, eltuatod 
abc ml l as fram the river Ciiigoniin, and the samo disttwco from Hy- 
derabaci They had l)eon \ H Imiim without rei^pito in march imd 
ociton; during which 25 EuropeaiiB, of whom two worn uSicerH, 
ware killed, and 65 woimdcHl. The Sepoys mure. Tlie

French fired 40.000 muskct-cartridgi^. besides their fielJ-iiieecf:, 
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At AjfdDogur tlitiy ftiiinil aomtf acunty pruviaious, of iiirludi they j 
HTtfro ill mudi not^J t ut nine in tluj uveimig, Jlf. Busay reeeired 

inteUigeoce of their (vrriviii, and umnediately detached ' 14t) Eowpenns 
uul lUOO Sejniys, with atTTiag^, to bring the snck and wounded, 
and 20 tnuks, JaJen with pi-oviaiuna ready dreaaetl Ho at tbs same 
time dotached another party, to give alarm to tlio camp at Golcou- 
iJah, in order to prevent them fmm sending any troopa to inteimpt 
tlio march of tliosse pnooeoding to Aydnag^u', who arrived tJjere at 
four in the morning without molestation. At six all were in marelj 
again irora Aydnagur, and at ten arrivod at the city of Hydcmbad. 
having mot with no interruption, nor even aoen any of the enemy 
in the way; for they luvi aJl hcKUi necoJled during the night to thu 
«&mp at Goleondalt. Mr. Buaay received the rvinfomiiocnt with 
the acknowlodgnientH due to tlimt peraeverent^ and valour; and 
they wore ecareely arrived, Iwfore he received a mesaonger sent on 
a dromedary by balahadjing with proposals of peace, and assure 
anecM that ho had ordered all huatilitiea to cease. Mr. Bussy 
anHuwofl, that ho waa not averse to a leooqciliatiijn, but that bia 
reinloiTCiDont was arrived, end he feared nothing tlie Sonhah’s arinv 
could do. 


'J'ho negotiation noverthelesa continued. JUr. Bussy denuinded 
that Murzaiar Ktuiji and the late desorter Midimood Khan ahoulil 
lie delivered up to him. adabadJing roptied, that aa a prince he 
coidd not, without losing tlm confidenco of tho whole worhi, sur* 
render any pcraoiLS whom lie hul received into his servico and pay, 
but that bo ohould not impede any means tliat might be employed 
to make them prison era. TIw oonj unctiira did not admit of any 
stipulation for Ihe removal of the mmistor Shanavaze K^ nn Jnf. 
fltsr Ally KiuiTi, the old Nabob of Rajaliniundrniii, camo nJid made 
hia anbnuAdona to Mr. Bmsiy, Lhiming himself murii for having 
taken part witii men, whoso views and understaiidingH, Iw said, be 
had now evo^- reason to despise. Janugeo Nimbulcar delivered tbo 
Arabs and Abysslns ho had confinn^l in the fortress oftloleonilob, 
but kept t!>eir iuths. Every tiling being settled, Mahomed tlom 
sein, the kmg’n Dtmn, accDtn]Kuued by the prindprd^idls of the

Mt. Bufiej proccodedp witi an mcort of 3U0 Eufupej^na and 1(K>0 
SepoySp to pay Ilia rcspEjctrt to Sakbadjing, who ™»iT'ed lum mth 
the dietinctioiiB of an officer in tbo Mogiil goTommcnfc, second 
only to hifTii^ir The intemew was Miurteous, and tie piiiteata- 
tioDB solcnuL No bints -were given of the Uto dlRagreementfl* and 
fntnre meoauras ware mneeried with tnadi seeming confidencfi- 
New patents were iinmed lately prepanjib and letters dispatched 
through all the govemmfjnts of tho Dcam^ to destroy the inspres- 
Hjcms which had been made by those written during ttie ruptnr^. 

Thus ended this disirtHsa^ the gi^atest in which Mr Bussj had 
been involved eidcc Ills eommaud in the ]>ecan. Nor would hU 
p&rsovenLiiL>e and resolution alone have sutliced, without the aagacity 
of bis character, anti the inlluenco of liJ» TppQtation, 

Beddes the pfovisioiis which weits laid in Ktoju, the army at Cbnf- 
maul was constantly supplied with cattle for the shambles^ and fo¬ 
rage for the boTBes^ oxen^ caroeLHj and elepbanhip by bands of a 
people colled LambaUiSp peculiar to the Docan, who nro contuiually 
moving up and down the ccamtiy with their floeba, and contzact to 
furnish the armies in the ddil The union amongst all ih^ bsnds 
renders each n3spectii1ile even to the cneniy of tho oxmy they arc 
supplying; but they are not permitted to deal with p!ac€ss be^eged ; 
nevertbeleas lilr. Biiisy surmounted iJiis objection by bribing the 
Morattoes, wbop for tho Baku of moraudingp undertook the pa- 
trolcfl of SaJabadJing^ army, to let the LambEdliB pass in the night, 
and it was li^iccially consiertedT thEit tho convoys eliould come in on 
the nights when the French troops made sallies on the enemy^s 
quartem. 

But money was equally nccessaiy, and the want of It bad well 
nigh n^uccd him to quit Cbamiaul i for be had exliausted tiie 
pnLtic, his own^ and all jiQ could bon'ow on hh own credit^ and 
bad no moans of raking mor^ excepting by giving rescripts on the 
reveuDEa of tho four coded proviuccB • but most of tlyi renters and 
FolygM of those countries wEn,\ in the presient cdujtm□ttlrll^. cnoou- 
raged to 'Withhold ritem hy the letters which they riK^ved from the 
mbiktiy oP^^labadJUig, and atill mutie by the pniicticee of Ibiuhim 
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thia governor of Chicocolo, wbo, although mhuMl by Mr. 
Busqr to tliia poat, from tho comiaaud of a (fompRny of Scpoy«! 

diaavowBd tho French autbority. and declared himteif ody aubject 
to Salabftdjiiig, ae sood as ho heard that the French airny Lai 
stopped at Hyderabad ; on the now? of irhieh, tha hiwikere, who 
had liitberto eupplled Mr. Buaay, agreed that it was not safe to ad* 
vance money on thaae rescripts, nor on any other Hoctuity which 
he might offer : hut VuscniTOTauae, tho Rajah of Vmiaqagur in 
Chicaoole, judging with more sagiudty tlian Ibmhim Ally, ordered 
hia agente at Golcondah to oAsura Mr, fiussy of hia fidelity and the 
reguliw pej,Taedt of Ida tributes; and one night, when little ei- 
pected, and most wanted, a man cninu to Charmaul. and, being 
permitted to apeak in private with Mr. Busay, delivored ndth the 
message of Vuemmmuee a sum of gold, as niiich as he cotild carry 
concealed under his gormenta It waa sufficient for the present 
wont, and the same man aftorwardtt frirnished more as necessary. 

On the day of the reconciliation, Murzafer Khan and the deserter 
Hlahmood Khan niovcd, and encamping with their Sepoys in a 
strong situation at eonie distance from Goleondali. where thoy relied 
on the Bssnrnnces of protoction which they bad received from tho 
wife of fialabndjing, who held the first rank in Lia seraglio. Mr. 
BuJwy nea'crtbelees aent out parties on several nights to anrpnso 
them, and &bvhmoDd Khan was taken ; but from conaidemtiou of 
bis former services, and the good*wili bonw to him by the French 
Sepoys in general, hie life was spared. Murzafer Khan nuun- 
tsined his ground some weeks longer, until his Sepoys began to 
mutiny for want of pay. when aomo of them proffered Mr. Biis^ 
to deliver him up, who eient a party to receive him ; but a little 
whDo before the party ariived, be escaped with a few attondanis, 
and went to Poni, whore he entered again into the servico of Ba- 
lagnrow, by whom he was some time after put to death fur a con* 
spiitkcy. 

No other military nperatioufi happened during the rtitt of tbo 
year at Golcondah. Shanavaze Khan continued to manego the nf- 
fiiirs of the government as duan j and Mr. Bussy inler!^d Httle in 
VoL, 11. O ' his 
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lii^ Imviug taken the n-t^lution laxiceed, with tho 

greatijflt part of tbi! troops under bia itnmediaie command, to reprcRs 
the insiiiTectiotis, and Tisgulato thii gdvernmoat, in the eseded pro- 
vimm On the Tfjth of Kovetnber, ho began bk raareh, with 501F 
EtirojconR and 4000 Sflpdj% leaving 100 EuropeanA and lOW Sc- 
pnjB with Satabadjing at (jot^ndjih, wbo towards tlio end of tbu 
year prepared to proceed to Aurengnbad. 

The annainent to Bcogal bad not only deprived tlie prcaidoncy of 
Madnuw of the meariH of dkitesi^ing the French ftffairw in the Decan, 
but left them without the power of muklug any military efibrta in 
ibe province of ArooL No pressing oeca?Ioikj9 hiul required the acr- 
VICO of their forcos in the field in tliis part of the dominioiis of 
their all}, the Nabob Mobamfyd Ally ; bat the confueionB which had 
induced the prcsrideucy to wnd Mohamod l^noof into the MAPUfiA 
and Tinivklly countries bud not subsided, when hm missiou itself 
produced now^ dmturbnnf^es. 

Tliifl oificer with Maphiigo Khan, imd Ibeir respective tr<>0[i3^ ro^ 
tuained at Chevdpetore duriug the months of dune and Jtdy, ami 
all the adjoining Polygars bad either made their submjHaions, or 
fleeiued willing- to be quiet He then requested Maphui^ Khan to 
march out of the country, and procDed with Im troops to Arcotp 
according to the injunctioDB of hia bnrtber the Nabob, who would 
be ready to settle aooounts with him, and pay what arrears might 
bo due to biS soldiery. Mapbuze Klian ucqulesoed without objec¬ 
tion, and Mabomed Issoof sent with Liis eump the IS poundor ht! 
had hmught fb>in Tritebinopoly« thnt it might be deposited in 
Madtuu, becanae It euenmberud hia march up and down the eountty ; 
and a company of Sepoys went to feike cure of the pounder on 
the road. Ho then alluttad dx oompantes to ganinon Cltevelpetore, 
and guard the ndjaeent country; and with tho reiit, about 2000, in 
which were included tho^ levied by the Nabob, and sent to Ma- 
^ pbu^ Ebati^ be proceeded from Chevelpotora on tlie Ist of Augusft,

officers, on recollection that no odvantagis could be dotivod &inn Hipii- 
detentioii, and that th(y might, by ooutinning in the aty, leam what 
it wsa not wished tliey flhaulJ know. Ajb bqo& m they ware gtHio, the 
brother of Myana cnniG into the city &om tho woods of Nattam with 
2000 CoUerioj, a coiuddcrable stock of prtj™ionB, jukI some money; 
in return for which service, the Jcuiautdani gave him tho hrtmof 
Tmimbore and tlic pagoda of Codgiiddj^ in whidi they had some 
troof*. The EoddennaB and facility witli which theso ot^rations 
posHe^l, sufficiently ahowed that rucogurGS hud been previously eon* 
cortod for the sncceas of the rebellion. The possesdon of JHa- 
dura, tho principal otyect of tlie conspiiue^, hoing socured, it was 
not thought neccaoaiy to diasemblo any longer. Invitations wore 
sent to every Polygar in the country to Join. A man oiountod on 
an elephant was received in oeremony at Mudun!, bringing a patent 
as Iroin tho Nabob, apjiointing MbjjIioso Oawn to the government; 
and parties sent into tins neighbouring districts, pnUed and tore down 
with derisiou the Company's ilaga. which hod been planted by tho 
orders ofMoodileo, according to the custom of the oountiy, on the 
lands appropriated to CHlti\Titioii. 

Tho SejioyB which lind been turned out of Madura, sent ines- 
eougers with an account of what hud hapiiennKl to Mahomed IsiiODf, 
who had not entertained a sormiso, when ho rocei%'od inteUigonoe, of 
tho revolt. Ho instantly dispatched ordara to tho dotachroont march- 
ing to Madura, to halt, which they had already done ^ and to seizo 
Moir Jaffier and Ids cffecta Ho appointed Jomaul Saheb to remain 
with 1000 Sepoys at Tinivelly, and proceeding Iikoaelf with the real, 
about TOO, joinod on tlic road tho detachinont he Imd sent forward,' 
which the Sepoys coming from Madura had JoinGd befora. On the 
10th of August he encamped at Socundcr-maly, a strong post throe 
miles to thfi* south of Madura : Iiig whole force consiat^ of 1500 ' 
Sepoys and six field-pieces ^ hat, not having a piece of hattoring can¬ 
non since be had deprived himself of the 18 poundur, ha wfielj

The Pu!itaver« CaLaljoniiiiaigue, iuit 1 the other PoIygarH of Uni- 
veby, took tamo to ctmeider how they sbcnld net in ccinaequencc of 
the revolution at Mndurn, and the Jemantdani there, not finding tbcni 
no ready to join na they bml ex|/eeted, began to think of preserving 
«omc openingrt to a ror>Dni:ibatioTi with the priandeney. Accordingly 
tliruy wrote letters ftpologisnng for the revolt, itfid a.scribod it ititircily 
to their iiec«isHI#» for want of [i^y ^ and lowered their domnndii to 
400,000 repots All tba faree wbioli could be flji&red ftom the unme^ 
diato Service of the CenTtatio being hi this time required for the reco- 
vnny of tho OocEipatiyd Bcitlomefits in Bengal, the preaidency em¬ 
powered Captain CaJliaud at Tiitchinopoly either to treat witti the 
J&nmutdnxB, Or to employ such other rnenn^ as be should judge ei* 
pedinnt to recover SladunL On this authority Captain Calliaud sent 
hia interpreter fmm IritcLinopoly toMaphuEe Co.wa, wbo^ in the

Mean while tlm Jeinatitdftm hiLving the powar in theniBdirea, liftil 
taken DO palnti to conceal their negotiation ^mm Maplm»o Cavni and 
BcrkatDohi.1]>, who havLng^ no other metuia to overset it, employed^in- 
irigna, Tha!:e wsa, among the Jemautdary. one named Seer Cawn^ 
a man of art and Kpiiit^ attached to Berkatodtth; he liad hitherto 
gone with the rat with the view alono of leading them hank, when¬ 
soever the opportunity ahould often No money coming on Bovoml 
dji;^'a in which it WBh ojtpocteJ, [Seer Cawn enggosted to hia comrades, 
that the interpretor had amUBed them with the ncgutiatkn ki order 
to cover Homo other deaigii, perhaps tbo Hurprise of the eity^ by 
Mahomed Issoot'a troop;? at Sccunder Maly i and advbed them to 
think of a recondUation. with their fHenda rather than trust any 
further to those wbcee views they did not know^ Mapbuze Cawn 
and Btarkatoolidi improvod the ehecte of these euggeetione by lavi^li 
promiBCS, which prevaUed, and immodiatoly after the re^noillation 
5CK) horse marched to join thiiiae with ^abe 3 ' C^wn Catteek. 

Notwithet&ndiug thh? change, the interpreter still remained in the 
dty with hopes of renewing the negotiation, on which Captain Cal- 
iiftud rEfloIved to go to Nuftam iiiimjelf. to bo nearer at hand to give 
the necessary inatructiaua; and. warned by the late disappomtmeDt, 
he took with him horn Tritohinopoly an agent bolooging to the 
bonne of Buekanjoo, the prlndpal akroff nr honker in the Decmip 
whoftft word was every where esteemed as ready money. Arriving 
at Nattom on the SJ^th ofOctobori. ho was mot thoro by the mter- 
preter, and on ofheor lately sent by tlio Nabob from Arcot to trmt 
with tho Jemautdara, The officer represootod that neither iUphuze 
^ Cawn nor Berkatoolah were in reality averae to an uecommodatioDf 
but insisted that tho proddency ahoiiLd give their guu?hntee Tor the 
tcr^r shioe neither of them woidd trust the Nabob: tltat Berko- 
toolnh, Vhi^jFoa rieb, required only proteetion for his person^ fkmil^%

loft Aattom the next day, and rsnt-hed Tritchinopoly on tlTsOtb, 
w i^ a day or two after camo the interpreter, the Nabob's officer, 
nnd a J^utdnr sent by Ms^pbu^ Cawn. to osphun hi, own de* 
mands^ He r^uestod to be placwl ia the government of districts 
nny where m the Carnatici ftom which he might appropriate aOO.OOO 
rupees a year for hi, own maintenance; and alleging that he had 
been obliged to eelj evaiy thing he bad. to satisfy in part the demands 
Of his tr^s he asked, but without insisting, for 2O.UP0 rupees to 
himself again with necessaries. Caphiin Calliaud dismissed

charge tho anmra of their pay* of wliioh two tnontlta were due on 
Lifl arrival in the conn try. In conflequeueo of this mistake, Jemaub 
(tfihabj who comnmTidod the Sepoys in Tinivelly, deraandc^l tho 
mnoTint, and ou Sloodilee'a refusing to pay it^ confined him undcT a 
goanl for sewml dayii j during wliich he orderad tho Pnlitavier and 
the other Polygara to quit the town, with threats of severe pu- 
□iflhraent if they TcmoinEd any longer. "^Tliey departad immediately ; 
but irustead of returning to thetr hoiuee, tho Pulitavcr went to Nabey 
Cawn Cfitteck ftud offered him hk assbtanw* both in men and money ; 
and by thoir united representatiomi, Catabomiiuugiie W'JUI induced to 
join their leagun, At the Baiue time tho troops of Tmvancoro kept 
their ground^ and continued their depredations in the dMricta de¬ 
pendant on CftlacmL The hopes of the advantages which might 
1>H derived from these eonfusicms, were much more ingreonblo to the 
disposition of Berkatoolnh, than the snccess of bis negotiation with 
the English, by whieh ho was to obtain nothing more than tho 
pardon of his offenisis ; and in tho middle of November, be soon as 
the ground was sufficiently clr )7 to niatTh, he went from the rity, 
and put himself At the head of the 500 horaOp which had gone out 
before^ and w*ere now joined to those of Nabey Cawn Catteck, and 
the troopfl of the Polygaro. The whole force mnonnted to lOOOO 
men, of which lOOO were horse.

recaU them to their occupationfL Tlie Poly^gom returned to tluiir 
woods, and Berkatoolah with liLs mvaly to Madma; but J^abev 
Cawa Gatteek w ent to Cliavelpetorc, and not having moam, to attack 
the fort, m which wore some Sepoys, attempted to escalade the 
pagoda m the town ; on which one of the Bmminjj went to the top 
of the high tower over the gateway, and after aahort Int bud prayer 
of exocratioD. tlirew idinadf headlong to the pavement, widch 
dashed out his braius; the enemy, although hlahoinKlans, woreso 
mneh afraid of meurring the general detestation of tlie county, if 
their attempts ogi^t the pagoda should indte any more acts ofaJeh 
enthusiastic devotion, that they immediately rel r^jatcd out of the town. 

Whilst Caijtain CalJiaud was in expectation of a mndusive npawer 
ftorn Maphnxe Cawn’s agent, he received intriUgence oT the new * 
confederacy, and their operations, and of Burtatoobh's 3e|.^tt4r0

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l7SfS froin Madura to partake in their hostilities : twvertLeK-Kii, some hopes 
^ —' of recoBdliiitian^itUl renmmed; for soine of thp Jemautdars. ftUhongli 
the lesser number, were avenw to the turbulent jjmccedinga of tlie 
others, anti wished an iwcominodation on the torma which had 
ouTO been w nearly oondndert; he therefore doternnned to make 
another trial, aud sent Mr- William Bumbold, a lieutenant of Ills 
gjiirison, wlw talked the langijages of the omintry. together with 
the intctpreler. to renew the iiegotmtion. They were oBCortedhya 
•Jtimpany of Sepoye, and arrived at Madiim on the third of Deceni' 
her, "ml on the neit day came into the town Berkatoolali. withhLi 
cavalry, which had been beaten liy Mahomed lasoof 

MaphiiwJ Gawn nseeivoii Mr. Emnbold with much civility, and 
in a private coDforence acknowledged his errors, apologinud for hia 
conduct, and promiwd to accompiuiy him to TritcJiinopoly; hut 
Dcithar of them suspected that a person had boon placed behind a 
curtain to lieton to their conversation. Abont an hour after the 
▼iait, the Jomantdar Seer Cawn, with a body of horwi, besot Ma* 
phnze Cawn'a house, and made him a prifloner; and after a mcasage 
whicJi was not complied with, sent 30 horBemcn to force Mr. Rom- 
bold out of the dty; who, having no mea ns of resistauce, ohiysd, 
and rejoinwl his escort, which he Lad left at a choultry on the other 
side of the river, Aa soon as he waa gone, Seer Cawn nssenible<! all 
the JeTnautdrirs, whom he peisuuded that Maphuae Cawn into tided 
to sell them aod the city. When they wore sufficiently inflamod, 
Berkatoolah came in, and war was determined: but, whilst they 
were deliberatiiig on the ma nner of oobduoting it, cninc a from 

Mr. Rmnbold, threatening the utmost vangeiuiw of the Engli.nh nil- 
tlOM for the indignity which had been offered to ito representative in 
hia person; and the immediate return of Mahomiid Issoof with all the 
Company's Sepoya wss held out as an (Sirncst of this neeolution. The 
Jemantdare, startled at the expreasions of indignation in Mr. Rom- 
hold's letter, agreed to invite hiin te retnrn. He refused, without 
pnblk reparution; of which they permitted him to dicm« mode; 
confora^e to which, Maphneo Cawn, with all tho Jeroautdors 
esme the next morning to the choultry, made many apolpgitfl, and 
' condiiL*t^ 
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ooaducted kim bwk to the city: where, on catering Uia gJtla, be 1756 
WM HAlated by the disebarga of alt the cannon on the nmjiort^ ' - » 
which were only 13 piecfiSj, Tfia Bogotiatian was rencw«(l on Lbe 
aatce tonus os before ; and it was agroeil to wait until the goarentec of 
tile presidency for Uio tofraa reqairod by MaidnjJta Cawn and Serka- 
toclali, idioaJd arrive from llwJriiaa. But throe days aOor tiiis r,™- 
iimiiuuy was aeUlod, Naboy Gawn Catteck, with Lia Iiomb, came 
from GLevclpotore, and immediately on Lis arrival rffitred to ftimiab 
rupees for the present suLaistonce of Uie cavulty of tJio Jo- 
niautdam, if they would relkquiali nil treaty with the Engliah, and 
Bend Mr. Rumbold away. On the bostle occaeioned by^this* pru- 
potial, Mr. finraboy wont to Maplmae Cawn, who wept, and in hie 
anguish broke his aoal, that he migiit not be ohligwii to affix it any 
more to acts he did not approve, rrom Maphuae Cawii> ho wont 
to Borkatoolab’s, whore he Msouiblad end harangued the Jtsmaut- 
dare, who, aaer variouB diBCiaaiDns. isoiiHcntod that the oriaefoa to 
which they had before acceded, ahould bo immediately drawn up 
in both Unguagioi and exocuted by all pmtics: it was now night, 
and to do tl^ roquiriMj eoniB houre; for evaiy Jemanldar was to 
s^ii. This while wiW ompfoyed irvith much asaiiluity by Kshey 
OawTi Catteeb, who now odericd to supply 35U0 rupees a day, 
which, being fully iufficiojit for the inaiotauance of tlm wholn body 
of cavahy, prevailed; and Mr. Bunrhold w^ julvins*] 'to take airo 
of hintself, aa all ibo romlfl wouJd sooa bo ittoppod. Ho accorduigly 
went out of tho city tb« irext moming, as if ho luul souawtiung to 
j^date coDceriiing liia escort of Sepoys} with wbom ho act off at 
midiiigbt, aJkd reached the foit of Nattam without intenuptaon, 
when, being out of (huger. Lo proceeded more lakurely to Tritchi- 
nopuiy, where ho arrived Da tiio Jutb of Deeeniber. Tbu: v' di-^I 
the third unHUecesaful attempt to get poseessirai of Madura by ne¬ 
gotiation, in all uf which the oontumelioDH conduct of the Jemau t- 
dors was not the otiijct of sudden exigenclea. but the result of a 
plan formed by Berleatoolah to lead tliem to such oxtremitiea of " 
atiroiit, as iSioiiid preclude all hopes of .rocmuiliatimi' with tlie 
Hoglish, That such was their aituA^on he ewdiy convinced iUeui.

Mahomed Tasoof. oa receiving the summons of Mr. Rambald, bad re¬ 
turned ftom the districts ho w8fl siting to 

inc as before 1000 Sepoys, he proceeded with the rest, about b , 
towards Madure. The renter MmalUee, natnreJly tlmorons, rtsolved 
to accompany tho greater foree. and, besides his usual rei^ue WM 
attended by 100 good borse, which bo hod lately let ied Th^ 
arrivodon tho Ifith of December at Oongadomm. where M^om^ 
iHSoof bearing of Mr. Rumbold’s departure from Madorm halted to ob- 
fiorve tbe motions of the enemy, and pomained there until he received 
iafotmation that Nabcy Cawn Cattock and Berkatoolah bad pas^ to 
the Fnlitorer'u, on which he proceeded to Chovelp^tore. and en¬ 
camped there, in order to awe tbe Folygnra to this part of the coun¬ 


try from joining the emimy. 

Ehiring the march Moodiloo sent one of bis rebtiona, iiamcd Ai- 
CTpa, to n^iato a reconciliation with tbe PuJitover, and offer aomD 
Satricteafl the fee of his aliiitece. Tho PuBtover, who never refused 
or kept his word on loiy ooiaBion, sent an agent with Algupn to 
the cMip at Chcveipotorc, imd at the Bamo time aoat hk troops to join 
Bcrkatoolfth and Naboy Ca^ Cattock. The agent, undertha usnal pre¬ 
text of doing honour to hk embas^, was aoootnpanied by two or three 
hundred Collmes. Mahomed laaoofentirely diaapprovod of the mter- 
conree, as be knew tho Pulitavera diarncter, and that tome of his 
people were at this very time plundering to the westward of TiniveUy. 
Unfortunately, during this mood of indignation, five of the agent’s Col- 
Icriea were taken, stealing ho«re and asito belonging to the ®mp, and 
l)eing brought to Mahomed laaeoC he immediately put them to death, 

hv-tdowinT them off from the mouth ofa Cftnnon: a songuiiuiry exc-

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cxi^OD, not nnfreqocnt m Iiid£»stiLti, njid in this cnse 'Hie 1756 

agent, with bU his retinue of CoUerie^ immcflintely^ nm away from ' — 
Ibft canip^ and their iiijuiy determiiied the Pulitavcr, jierhap far 
tho firet time in liis ijfo» to act with some good fidtk toward thofiq 
with whom be waa cotinecied. But knowing the irresolution of 
Mapbuzo CawTip bo, with hifl unjual cunning, was afmid of tn 3 >iting 
him in ^ladum exposed to tbe ovortnrea and negotiations of the Eng¬ 
lish, and insisted that he should come from thence bo KclletangavIUe, 
and remain at all timed under hia own w'arrl In consequenro, Her- 
katoolaJ}, who wm with thn Pulitaverj sent far Mnpliw^ Cawn, who, 
in the end of I>6cember, w^'ent from Ibe ciiy with 500 home. Thus 
dosed the year in the conn trios of Moiliira and TinivelJy. 

Befcwoen Taujore and Tondiman tlio quomil liad contiauedj not- 
withstdmding the retreat of the Tanjodne army in the preceding year: 
hut tho letters of the prcwdency of Madina, and the subtle delays of 
Monaejee, again prevented tho renewal of hostilities nntil the end of 
June, w^lien tho forc^ of Tanjore were required to revenge aiiotber 
quarrol The Danish settlement at Tmnquohnr bad requested an en¬ 
largement of their bounds^ w hich the king refused, and the Daq^ 
soon eJlor^ on the pretooco of some ontrages from his officers* at¬ 
tacked two pagodas in the neighbourhood One they took, and wldlfcit 
they were employc^d before the other, wore attacked themselves at a 
disadvantage by a largo ilehidunant of horse and foot ikim Torgore, 
who killed W of them, and wounded ICKy j on which the ro«t rotraatod 
to Tnwiqucbar: a ncgotiatiDn ensued, which, hj the iutcrpopjition of 
tho prcBideTicy of Madnuw, waa concluded in the midille of AugTis&. In 
Soptemher began the great and long feast of the king and liis godn, 
which consumed the-month. In October, the approach of the nuns 
gave hfouaejee o pretence to keep the army in quarten^ \ and after 
they Bct in, it was impossible to move untiJ they were over The 
king then insisted and Monjucjeo proceeded against EHhinDUy Coital 1 . 
of which Tondiman had taken posseesion in ooqseqiicncc oftheeur- 
reptitions oowioTi made to liiin the year before by Monaejer, who ^ 
had clandestinely affixed tho king's eeol to the grant, It ^nds 40 
miles s. by of Tanjore, and was atronger than atiy place which 
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176# T«indim»ii bad taken befcnj : and the Tanjorines Lad made very little 
' " < progress in the “ittack at tbe end of tho year. 

The French lied not, during Iha year, tncddled, exceptiiig by private 
instigatioua^ in the fiuarrels of the floutheni oountries, TLo Rhoddy 
whom they had restored at Temore, failed, as before, in his tribute; 
on which tboy sant a party of 50 Enrepeujis from Seriugbam, which 
were joined by anntber froin Pondicherry, who removed liim. and re¬ 
instated the other, who likewise had before been once nppomtod ami 
nr n y ' deposed. This eKpedition was fiiuslied in the bi^inning of Fe¬ 
bruary. but the party from Seringham remained at Tettiorc to watch 
the tributes in future. In July lOO fiimipeaua were taken from Sc^ 
ringboiD, to complete the detachment seat with Mr. Law to the re¬ 
lief of Mr. Bassy at CharmauL By these subtnictionB, which wore 
not replaced, the garrisoa at aeringhmD. which before was anparior, 
renuiined at tho close of the year only equal in EurepeaiuJ to that of 
TritohiiiDpoly. each having about 330 ; but SUO more were sent 
Ibitber from Pondicherry oa the ffth of Deoember; and 600 Sepoys 
were Kuring at Tertiore, in ardor to equal the number in Tritchi- 
nopoly, which were ISOO. Thu.s ended the year 1756 in Coro-

The fleet naiUnu on tits l 6 th of October, met llie rnrretite fictKng 
80 utronglj from tUe north, that they were driven in the first twdve 
dayn after their dopartnre, six degree of latitude to the south of 
Vadro^ ; and by this time tJio northern monBoon, during which 
the wind blows from the N. w. bad gntbored strength. fn tbU 
the only way to gat Bengal, f 9 Uy steer neresa the bay to the 
sboto of Tanmweiy and Armcan. along wbiob the eiirrenta aliieken; 
and Bomotimea oven tend to the northwaTri ; and milder weather 
than in tlio middlo of the bay cnablea the vesad to gain the lati- 
tudo of tlie sandfl at the enatom montha of tho Oangea ; from wliance 
tides help itjzrosi to the road of Ballasore. and from hence the 

entrance into the river Hugbloy. Attempting this paasnge with 
much advorae weather. Admiral Wnteien, on the lOtb of Ntivwnber, 
onlenod the allowances of proviaiona and water to be tetrenched. 
Two days alter, tbo firo-aliip. qnable to fttem the viobnee of the 
monsoon, hore away to Ceylon ; and the Marlborough, one of the 
company^ sailing very heavily, was left, on the lOtb by tho reat 
of the fioet, a hicb arrived in tbc soandingB off Point Palmeiine on 
the first of ibeember But the Cumberland and Saliufi^i^pot having 
kept tho wind so weU ns the othera, struck on the daugennis sand 
which extends several miles from that jjoint out to wn s both, liTSfr- 
ever, fioated again ; hut tlie Cumberland Imre awav to Vianranstain.

Tlic detachuient with ilajor Kilpatrick hod arrived at tiulta on the 
wcond of August, but were not deemed a force fluffieient tn ri«iue 
boetilitiea; and the vcsaels before aaaemblod there being toil mue 
crowded to receive them on hoard, they were obliged to encamp in 
the swampy grounds near the town, where ricknese preva^ 
amongot them so murii, that of the whole detachment winch 
was 230 whanoent, one half were dead, and of tho remainder not 
more than thirty man were able to do duty when Admiral Watson 


arrived. 

The rainy aeaflon, which began whilst the Nabob was before Cal¬ 
cutta, prevented him after his return to Muindavnd from reasanm- 
ing his former intention of atbmking bis relation tho Phousdur of 
Pureeah until the month of October, He then mrvrohetl to that 
country f when tie two armies encamjied in sight of each other, 
the Photisdor, a headstrong youth, saw the general Mccr Jaffier 
with a party rwoimoitriug, and mistakiug his coaigua for the Na¬ 
bob's hoBtened with tho foremoat of his cavalry to attack liim, and 
was killed in tho onaet. The country of^rnoali submitted im- 
tnediatoly after his death, and the Nabob returned iu triumph to hi» 
oipital: where, ruminating on tiic excess and apparent security of 
his fortunes he continued to imagme. that the English would never 
'■ venture hostilities in his dominions ; to which presurngiion his iguo* 
ranM did*not a little contribute ; for ho was often heard to say, that 
bwdid not believe there were ten thouarad men In all Europe. Hin 
miniature, however, hod cauvlncad him, that his revisnaes would h® 
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much diiuJiii.HljLHl hy ibe Josa of the? Knglii^b tmde l which had Je- I 75 G 
iL^nniJiod hiDi to |K*ndlt tliiiii' rtetiimi; but under tlao rMtHctiOda 
ftd they WT?ro object to m thu reign uf JiiffiCT, befoifti tbd? emhiLa^ 
to Delhi. On liecLring of tho attIvaI of tlie armimicnt, he urder^ hla 
whole army to naseinhle nt Muxiidiivad. and prep&rad to maroh to 
Calcutta. The governor of this plaoe, MonickcLuiid, having fore- 
socu the war* had bocn diligent in improving his gamao]^ liad for- 
tihed Jiu 7 »-btma, and had begun to erect a fort, which he called 
jVligur, oti the bank of the river opposite to Tannab; hat only 
part of the rampart eommandlng the river was hniahed. The 
Hioiisdar of Hughloy purchased two Hhipe, whidi he loaded with 
bricks, intending hi sink them in the narrow pass qf the river be- 
tween Tannjih and Aligur. 

Befiire the arrival of the aimameut, lottcTfi from the court of di¬ 
rectors in England^ had appointed Mn Dni.ko^ with three other metn-^ 
t-jciB of the oouncilp to act a select coiinmttcoj in the conduct qf all 
political and militaiy aifoirs. They had Already associated Major Kil¬ 
patrick, And as Fioon os the fleet arrived at Fulta, they added Mr^ 
Watson and Colonal Clive t<j their board. Tlie letters whicb Clivq 
had brought from Madmsa, acooinpaiiled by one from luinBelf and 
another from Mr. Watson, full of threditor were sent open to Mq- 
nickchund, the governor of Calcutta, in order to be forwnrdsil to tho 
Nabob. Monickehnnd replied that he dared not sendlottorti written in 
such raenfluihig tcniLs: ji.nd on rocaiving this answerp it vrm det«r- 
minofl to commence hostilities. The abqQiif^e of the tmopa on board 
the Camberlond was in Bouie mcasdrie sopphed by the recovering 
men of Ki]p3itiick'o detadiment* and by a company of seventy vo* 
lunteerSp who embodied them^vea at Fulto. 

Ail the ships and vaiaalSp ns well those which were Just arrived* 
as tho^ whidi l>efora wore asoembled at Fulta, left this phma an ihA 
27th of Docember* and the next aflemoon anchored at MAyaporep a 
town ten miles below the fort of Buz-Luaia. Tliis fort Mr. Wateon 
determined to^atUck the next dny ; and, as it was ioppOftsl that ^ 
the garrison would defend it but a very little whUOj wa 3 roaolved *

Ireiu the river, thnnigli u jmrt of the coontry, whioli wa* nmnLa- 
bite<l indeed, hut full of '>wampa, and continually mterBcctcd by deejt 
ihidels, wliieh rcnderwl the draught and tmnaportation of the three 
(virringes so teiiious and liibonotw. that the troops did not arrive un¬ 
til an hour aflnr sun-riM at the [ilaoe of amhuecade. Thb was n

They stood several shot froiu the field-pieces, until pno 
chanced to pass very near tha turban of Moaiekehund. who imme¬ 
diately gave the signal of retreat by turning hia elephant, and the 
wholo body maiehed away to the north-east and returnCfl to Calcutta. 
Had the cavaliy advanasd and charged the troops in thu hollowj, at 
Uia aamfl time that the bfentiy began to fine np^iu the village, it ia 
not improbable that the war would have Ijocn conclnded on tbc. 
very first trial of hoatUitiDs. 

As soon as the enemy retreated, the troops maiuliod to the village 
on the benk of the riveri from whence the detachment posted there 
was julvancing to join them this time the Kant, having out- 
sailcil the other ships, anchored before Bor^buria, and alone silenced 
the Hinnon of tliat fort i but the trooiK having already undergone 
BO much fatigue, it was dotemtiiicd to dofer tho aRsault until the 
next Uitiming. They pasned the rest of the day in the villngei with¬ 
out giving or receiving any molestation, and in tlif: cvuulng won? 
joined by 8r»0 snilors from the s^uadroa. One of these having got

The operations of the morning at tlie Itollow, irregidnr und hn-

Idonickohiiiid and Itu soldieiy Imd CQiti;eived of English tmops^ front 
their own eueoBaa nt the taking of Calcutta; and on his. return 
from Biiz-btinia to that i)kee, he remained thore only n few liotirs 
and leaving 51 K) men to detend the fort, wont away with the rest 
of hk command to Hugliley, whero having tikewme commanicated 
his own tetrora, he proceeded to cni-ry them to the Nabob at Mnxa- 
tlnvtuL On the other hand, the reaulution nnd activity with which 
the enemy's matchlock men began their fumatilt on the rillagn, im* 
pressed must of the Engliab officont, nnd m-tny of the common men, 
with « much higher opinion of the troops of Bengal thon they de- 
.servod, 

Tho alooji nf war harJ been «out forward some (Liys bEdbrc, nml 
anchored in sight of the forts of Tnamdi and Aligur, where her n[H 
iwamnco had deterred the governor of Hugh ley from sending the 
sliipis laden with bricks, wtiicli lie hod intouded to sink in the j —>- 
Tlie fleet loft Box-buzia on tbe 30 th of Deoemhor, and iinchore<i 1757 
on tho I at of Januaiy hot ween those fortfl^ which the enemy aban- laatit. 
doned without tiring a sliot, leaving on the platforms §0 pieces of 
cannon, which they had l>rought from Calcutta, many of which 
however were not niounted. The next nioming, Ciilonal Clive, 
with the greatest part of the Europeaua and Sepoys, landed and 
marched along tho high road from Aligur to Calcutta ; and nt nine 
o'clock tbe Kent niid Tiger anchored before the English fort: hut

The grwateHt part of the merehandwfci belanging to the company, 
which weiu in the fort when taken, were found remaining without 
duiritnent; for thin part of the plunder luai Ikcu teaerv^ for the 
Naliob i hut every tlung of value helonging to the liiliabitanta bud 
Iwen Tomoved out of the flcttkiuent: some of the best hoosen had 
been dcinaliiilHfd, and others damagod by lire s in the middle of the 
fort u nmwjuc was erected with the materials of scveml buildings 
which kail been pulled down to make room for it; hut no altaretions 
had been maJo in the fortitioation. About StJ.lWO of the Indian 
inhabitants had retomod to their dwoUings daring tho govcinraent 
nf Monickohund they were inilecd mostly of tho lower mules ol 
people , for his mpacity luid detarred such ms were known to havo 
property tioin trusting tbainseUia within bis reatli. 

Wlmtsoevcr joy the liaglisb inbahitaiiEs might fool at their iiosto- 
ration to the town, it was woti idkyotl by the contomplation of the 
niineil atnlo of their liuhitatiott^ and of the poverty to which they 
were reduced, having no muanv to procure thcmaolvea suhaiMteuec, hat

Mr, Drakov not withstanding hia udvarsttles, bail retained some cor-

A fiilso attack was iimdo 
nt the main gate, whilst Captain Coote >vlth the other diTiaion* ncooiii- 
paniod by autue aailprSp mounted the bravch before tlioy weredisooveiTsd 
hy the garriaou, w!id no sooner saw the Englinh on the rainimitH^ tlinu 
all of them (}uitted tlicir poati^ and fled out of the gate* ^Tlirea 

Europeans and too Sepoys were killed in the attack. On the I2th 
Cajitnln CootOi witli 5i) Eurofioanfi^ jiad IQO Bepoya, marohed to tho 
BaaddJ, a largo village three miles north of the fort, where they 
iloitroyed sevemJ granaries of riGe, niid In their return were sur¬ 
rounded in the vjlljige by tho fugitive garrinon, fuid the troops wliieh 
I Old lioen iiaitfc from MiuLadavad, from whom they disengaged them¬ 
selves without losing a man. On tlie Idth a party proceeded in boats 
Rome nules to the tiortFiwardp atid diwtroyed several more gnmaricH 
on oach side of tlio river, niid on the l^th the Europcanf^ with tlie 
HmnHer veeaeb, retnrued to Calcuttiv 

During this expedition to Eiighley^ mwn arrived from Aleppo^ that 
war bad bsen declared l>etween Great Britain and Franco in the pre¬ 
ceding month of May. nieio were 300 Euit>pcafi»p and a tTBin of 
field aitilkry at Chaadomagore t and the seket committeo of Cakutta 
expected that they would imiuedlatiely join tiia Nabob, with whom, 
it was thought, tlnil the Englisli forco^ gimt aa it was, would tlicn ^ 
bo unable tolxipo, and in this perauamon they doiermine^l to treat - 
with him. Aoe^jtdingly Coloacl Olive wrote a leLter to ih& 
at Muxiidjivii,tl, requesting them to act rii* mcilUtrirs } news 
VoL, ir.

plunder oontiowtion of the Eugibl. property Onuchtind being 

likewise proprietor of most of the beat hon«*, aud hav-ing many 
Ollier inlereahi in Cabmtto, was floimitoiw ton^gaiti hm forniei m- 
iluence amongst the EngUih, by promoting the paoitioation. 


In lUe mean time the English Imd not l«on negligent iu making 
premitiomi to oppose the Nabob's approaeb to Cnkottn. for they ha.l 
fortified a romp with several outposts around it about n mile to the 

northward of the town, and half a mile from tho bank of the nver. 

The situation wan weU cliosai ; for a large lake, which oommenffith 
about tivo mile* to tho eastward of the Morattoe ditdi, imd adjoins 
to mambw which extend to the sea. rondorsd it imiiosBible for ^ 
enemy coming from northward to enter the company’e temtory 
withoot [wiaing m sigJ‘*^ of the camp; and at the end of the month 
the field artiileiy of tho army won completed by the iirrivnl of the 
ilarlborongh, whicli had the greutest part an board. Ou the 3(Hh, 
the Nabob'll army began to oroaa the river, obout 10 miles above 
Iliighlcy. Tboir approach immedbtely deterred the villAgeri! from 
bringing any more ptoviaiona either to tho town or camp, and all 
tho nataves who had been hired for tho aervicco of the army, deserted* 
* Tim want of bullocks still continued, and there was but one horea 
' cither in the camp or town, and this liad been brought fVom StadrsaB. 
Ibjjvever, tbe apprehenaions of the Fraticb joining the Nabob, wore 
in a wl^at mcosare removed ; for they, instoaii of this refiolution. 
^ yi , which 
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which it was certainly their Lat&rest to have taken without delay, re- 1757 
fused him their asaistajice, and pnopciaed to the Englifl^, tliat the two 
Tip,ti^TLB Ehould engage hy treaty not to eommlt hosiiJitiea against each 
other in Bengal during the oontinkianoe of the war ia Europe, 
NivertbeloESp CDlnnEl Clive despaired of vintoiy over the JCabob, 
though unaaauitad by the Freucli force ; and yielding to the advice 
of Riingeet Royi wrote a letter to the Nabob uu the 30th of Ja- 
nonry proposing peaco. The Nabob aoawtred with expresaiopa of 
cordiality ; but coutinued Ms aiarcb. Aa be approaohedL an Anao-^ 
nian^ nimied PetniSj bronghtimd carried 59 vend messages ; and on the 
2 d of Febmaiyj the Nabob dedi^d to confer with deputica, and F^bnuir 
promiued to send passports for them iu the ovenmg ; bqt no pasaporU 
came 5 and the next morning at day-breaJe, the villages to the 
north-east were seen m name^, and soon after the van of hia 
army appf^ared advancing in full march towarda Cidcutti. Their 
way woe along a high road, which mna for a mile north and isontb^ 
untit it reaches the hand of the lake^ where was a biidge of mu^ 

Bonry, bom whence the road turns and coutlnues in the direebion of 
east and weat, almost in a strait line for two miles until It jolnB 
the N. E, part of the Morattoe ditch : so that if the bridge liod been 
retrenched, nnd a detachmeut with two Held-pieces posted there^ 
the enemy must Iiave passed between this po^t and the camp : but 
Colonel Clive, porluips not impmdentlyp unwxUiiig to diride his Ibrefi^ 
and equally bo to break off the negotiation with the Nabob, sufTernd 
the troops in night to po^ unmolested j who spread tbemselvea with^ 
out the Morattoo ditch, and a body of their or plunderers, 

who ore armed with dubs^ passed into the uompnny'e territory about 
noon, and attacked the bouees of the natives in tlie northern part 
of the town ; hut a detachment whioh had been posted at Perring's 
redoubt, sallied, and, killing some of them, returned with SO pri- 
sonarB ; which deterred the enemy from making imy more metiiuions 
during the nest of the day. Iu the piaiii, troops after inoopts;, in dif¬ 
ferent intervals, followed the first that appeumd ■ and iu the after- 
nocKa ft larg^ body, with naunou and coolies, began tQ intrench ^ 
themselvea in a kige giirdeu on the right liond of the rottd, midway

--^ half to tlie flcnth-enat of the Engliah camp. On this insult, Colonel 

Clive ijmnediataly ronrehod with tho gteeteat port of his troops and 
ids field-pieces; as they approoAod, tbe enemy fired upon them from 
nine pieces of cannon, and sevoml bodies of tbdr cavaJiy drew up 
on cihride of the garden, of which the attiwk appeared so ba- 
aardons, that Clive rcatrainod the action to n cauuoimde, which con¬ 
tinued only an hour, that die troop# might regain the camp before 
dark 1 three Sepoys and two nitillciy men were kiUed, and about ten 
of the enemy’s borst 

The next moraing, tbo roniu body of the enemy s army appeareil 
advancing in the some road as the van bad paracd, and a letter wna 
received from the Kabob, desiring that the deputies would come to 
Nabob-gunge, a village six miles to tlie north of the camp: on 
which Mr, VVtUflh and Mr. Scrafrou were ImmediAtoIy sent ; who 
when they arrived at Nabub-guuge, foniHl that the Nabob bad 
quitted it some boom before : on which they followed iu the Inwk 
oftha army, and in the evaaiag univad at bis quatierfli which be 
bad taken up iu a garden bolougiiig to Omichond, situated in the 
jiorth-wul port of the company’s territory, within the Morattw ditch. 
Here they were introdueod by Rungcot Roy to the prime minister 
Eoj-doolub, who auspectiug that they intended to asBasrinato the 
Nabob, derired to mtamine whether they bad pistols concealfid, and 
then that they should quit their swords s but finding tbit 

they would not submit to this bnmilialLon, he conducted them to the 
Durbar, where the Nabob was sitting in full state, accompanied by 
*11 bis principal officers: many others of inferior degree^ such as 
wnre of the largest etature, and bore the gnealeat marks of ferodty 
in their oountenance^ bad likowine been eeleotoJ to atteud on this 
occasion; who, to appear still more terrible, were dreased in thick 
■tuRed garments, with enormouB turbaua, and during the audienoc 
sat scowling at the depulies, as if they only wsitod the aignal to 
murder thcui. deputies began by ospostulating with the Nabob 
fo, entfiriflg the company’s Limits, whilst ho was amu^ting Colonel 

dive with ofiem of peace, ofrer which they delivered a paper 

tftiidng 
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luinlng their propoisak, which th& Nabob rmd, itui hnij^ wkiepored 171^7 
to some of bia oIHcMiRi, defiired the deputiEia to confer iitb fclic Duan, 
ftnd disniiBSod the assembly. Aju the doputiM were floiog out, Omi- 
chiind^ who had been pfeaent at the andieneo^ advised thcni to take 
care of ibeinselv^efl ; addisgp with a veiy aigniHoant look^ that tiie 
Nsbqb'a cattnori wm not yet coipo op. The deputies auapertiiig 
that the Nabob intBuded to doLain them pTlaoners, ordered their ot- 
iendaikta to extinguish their lights ; and iDstcad of going to the tout 
of tbo Dumij hoatened along the high tooA within the Morattoo 
ditch to Pening'a rodoubtp and from thoneo to the c!!amp. 

ThtiLr report detenninod Colonel Clive to attack the Nabob's camp 
In tho mommg. At midnight QUO salLoni armed with Hrelocka were 
ianded from the ahipa of war i tho battaliaa of Enropeana ware 
050, tho artiUery-Tnen 100, the Sepoyt* 300, the fieU-piocoa 0 six- 
pounders. Tlie order of march was a limci advancing iu liflJf-tilea, 
that is three moa ahreaab t half tha Sepoys Hmrehed before, and ball 
behind the battalion of Etiropoaim ; in tbo rear were the field-pioees 
with the artillery-men and Loacara, and all tha sailors. To leaden 
the incambranco of carriages, there i^ing no buUocka to draw them, 
the Lasenra o&rried the ammunition of the flidd-piecee on their hcodB i 
and to deter them from Hinging away thoir loftds ami taking flight, 
they Wore giiordod on all aides by a part of the wiilom ^ other sailors 
wore allotted to draw tho Hcld-pionos^ and tbo rest of them marched 
lut they oould^ immediately behind the roar di vxuon of Scpoj'o i Colo^ 
uel Clive kept in tbo mi^lo of the hattnliun. Of the Nabob's army 
a ]iart, with the general Moor JafBer, wero within the Mcirattoc ditch j 
and moeit of those onoaTnpad near Oraichund'a garden, aa a protection 
to the Nabob, who lay there; but much the graatcst part encamped 
betwoeu this ditch and tho lake, ovcrapreadiiig all tho ground bo- 
tweoPf without method or ordoTr A little bofora the dawn of dnyp 
tho English line cjuno upon thmr adv'anL‘od guards, atationed in the 
ditchos of that part of the high road which leatk from the bridges 
at tbo head of the lakep to the Mornttoe ditch. Th®e guards, after 
firing their matchlocksp and diacharging some rocket's tnu^away^ hut ,, 
one of the rockela atrlkiiig the coirtouch-boi of one of tho Sepoys, 
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1757 set fire to tbL, ^bjir gBg^ which blowing up, cotomimieated tlio iulb- 
cLhief to aev^eml others, and tho draad of cotchiiig thifl fire threw Lbe 
whole divisioB into coafuflion : fturtoufttely none of the euemy were 
at liani to take advantdige of it, find Captain Coot®, who maitihi^d at 
Ibe head of the greMdlora, Immediately in the retu- of tho Sepoys, 
rallied them, and restored the liiiD ot morfdL By tliia time it was diiy* 
light, when a very thitk fog, peculiar to the mornings of tJiis eeaflon 
of the year in Bengal, began to overeprend the groaad The lino 
proceeded without fkrthor intorruption, until they come opjwsltB to 
Otnichuods garden, when they hoard the sound of horse coming 
upon them on the full gallop from the right ; on whieh they halted. 
This cavalry was a body of Penimna exceUently mounted, and BtA- 
tioned as an ou^iLard to tho JJohobp under that part of the Morattoe 
ditch, which eneloees Omichund^a garden : they were aiifibred to 
come within thirty yardfl before the Une gave flre^ which fell heavy, 
and kltling many of them, tho rest instantly dispemed in great mn- 
ihaion. The line then proc?eeded slowly^ platoons constantly firing 
on either hand ; whilst tho field-pieces in the roar fired single halls 
forward, but obliquely outw'ard, on each eide of the line i but all 
without any immedioto object i for the fog prevented any man from 
seeing beyond the ground on which he trod. About n mile to the 
south of the ^rden i& a narrow causeway, raised severtiJ feet above the 
level of the country, with a ditch on eaeb side; it leads from the 
east to the Morattoe ditebp and aeidSB it into tho coiDpany'a territory. 
Tho enemy had harric&ded tho passage ^ which it was intended to 
force, and from thence to proceed, as it were, back again, along 
the high road adjolniog to and on ibe inside of the rampart, in order 
id attack the Nabob's quarterra at the garden : but as soon as the first 
diviEion of Sepoys changed their former direction and began to maroh 
iJong tbe causeway, the field-pieces in the rear, on the right of the 
IlnC:, continuing to fire forward, kdliad several of them : upon which 
the whole division sought their safety in the ditch on the other ddo 
_ ^ of the cousewayp Aud tho troops who succeeded fehom crosaed it lihe- 

^ wtao, not kQdwing what to da As noon as this was reported to Ca- 
loQgl ClivCp he ordered tho whole lino to continue crossing the 
» caiwe- 
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cauBeway, bat to tnJt iimiiGdliitc]}' attcr they bail jjaefoLl itp intoTid- 1757 
ing to fomi tli^iu into some dispomtioti^ proper to sfcdrm tlie pass ; 
this brought the whole together into one irreguliur hpap, nml wlilbt 
Colonel Clive waiting: for tlii return of two or three officeiB, 

’whom ho Lad Bont to examine the barriaidep the tmops were nnax- 
pecbedly assuOed by a di&crhnrge from two pieces of heavy cannon, Joaded 
with langraln^ and mounted within SOO yartbjp upon a small bastion 
of the Morattoc ditobp to the right of the hArrioadOp which killed 
and dbablod Europeans j another discliarge soon foUdwed, with 
laasp but however with aome effect. This nnnoyance mstantly o’rer- 
set ilie resolution of storming the puss | ^and the line immediately 
began to extend itself again, as well to prassnt the lowest bodlea to 
the coimDnBdep as to gain without delay a brood high rofidp wbieh, 
about half a mils to the aouth of the cunsewny, crosse* the MomtttKi 
ditch into the company's territory^ and then joins the avenue leading 
to the fort of Caloutts. Bnt their progress was new continually re¬ 
tarded by the excessive labour and diihmilty of tr&iu^porting the deld- 
piMKa ; for the grouml botwoou the causeway ami tlie road won laid 
out in small ri^sa helds, each of whldb was enclosed by a separate 
bank, so that the deLd-pieeea could only bo drawn sJong the ditchcfi 
between the banks, and were therefore iLt evety field in a different 
direction : sometimes, likewi:se, it was oecesiiRry to raise them over 
the banks into tlie field, in order to ropuise the enemy's cavalry ; who 
aflor tiine o*clock, whan the fiig doonHlp were discovered threaten^ 

Ing to the left; ever and anon advnncing so neafp that it wsii necea^ 
sary to detach platoons from the Hub to repulse themr Jn the ivioan 
time the fire of the enomys two pieces of a^nnon cqntinucdp and a 
quarter of a mile to tho south of these two other pleocs bcgim 
like’vrisa to annoy the line from the same rampart. At ten, 
after much fatigue and actiou^ the trooftft, liaving ahamioueil two 
of the field-pieoesp wliicli had broken down, arrived, a^d formed 
in the high-mad leading to the avenue, where a body of horse 
nrirl foot wo^ posted in front to defend the ]iasaage across the 
Morattoo ditch. Several very large bodies of atvahy’* Hkewiso ' 
asaeniblcd in the rear, acting with moro eourage than those j/i

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1757 fitmt, mid pr^ed hanl npon one of the Held-piecw, which wau

regimeat. The fire of a few other j Jatoons disperaad the eneiuy ia 
front; nnd the troupe being now within the company’A territOTyt 
might have pnicoedad along the w*i on the in&ide of the ditoh. 
quite up to Omichnnd’a gBiden, where the Kabob atill romiiiiCLeri, 
surrounded by a lat^ body of cavalry ; but Colonel Clive thinkbg 
that they ha<l alrosuly endured too much fatigue, continued niftreh.- 
ing straight along the avenue to the fort, whore lliey arrived about 
UotitL Twenty‘Seven of the battaUon. 12 sailors, and 18 tsepoya, 
were killed, and 70 of the battalion, with 12 sailote, and 35 Sopoya, 
were wounded ; two cft])tiuns of tbo company's troops, Pye and 
Bridgea. and Mr. Belcher, the soorctmy of Colonel CUve, ware 
killed } Mr. EUisi, a factor, wlio with BCTeral other young men in 
the servioe of tho ooinpaoy, served as a volunteer, lost hia 

leg by a cannon ball. Tho greatest part of this mischief was dono 
by the four pieces of cannon frim tho ramjmrt of the Momttee ditch. 
In the evening tbo troops rotnrnod to their camp, itaaaing through the 
town along tho streetis nearest to tho river, and part of tho way 
within a quarter of a mile of tho statiems of the enemy, who did not 
midest them. 

The troops, officem os well as common men, dispirited by the loss 
which Iiad befin sustained, and the risquea to which they had been 
exposed, as they thought, to very IHtie purpose, blamed tliair com¬ 
mander, and called the attempt rash, and iJJ-concarted. It waa nc- 
verthelem necessary, aa well to convince the enemy that their for¬ 
mer inactivity did not proceed from fear, as bocausa tho difficulty 
of ubtalnlng proviaions increased every hour whilst die Nabob re- 
mained ao near Calcutta. But it was ill-concerted ; for the troops 
ought to have nssembleHl at Berring’s redoubt, which is not half a 
from Omichund’a garden, to which they might have mandied 
from the redoubt^ in a spodoua road, capatile of admitting 
__ 13 or 15 men a-brewt, on the left exposed indeed to the jmnoy- 

' ance of Bateblocks fium wunc eudoetitiH, wheroi ho’^ovur, cavalry 
could not act; but tbeir right would have been defended by tho 

. rampart 
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rompRit of the AlornttOc ditch^ contiguous to wliich ALo road lies' 1757 
and their only danger urtniJd biw-c been in front, froi onsetii oft»- ' ' ■ v 
valiy, 4uul tho dischjugo of wbnt ptocea of cannon the enemy had *’*'‘*^' 
got nenr the garden. 

The Nat«b’s anny w«a mucli mora dkbGartcnod than ihe Eoglieh. 

Thoy had lost 23 officera of distinotion, GOO common men. four ele¬ 
phants, 500 homes, 'some camels, and a great number of bollock!?. 

The Nabob himself having never before been so near the tumult of 
a battle, regarded the a ttack of hia camp as an eflbrt of uncommon 
intrepidity, accuaed all Ms own ufficeru of covmrdice, and would have 
immediately retreated out of the companyls ierritoty, Iwd they not 
promised to be better prepared in future. Accordingly hla whole 
array passed the sncceading night on the watch, firing cannon and 
miiskctiy until day-Jight, in onlerto nncoui-age thtinselvea, and to 
deter tho English from attacking them again. 

Tho next morning Rungeet Roy, by the Nabob's ordor, wrote b 
letter to Colanol Clive, cotuplaining of the hostilities which lie bad 
comraittod; but making proposals of peace. To wliidi ColoneJ Clive, 
in a letter to tho Nabob himself, replied, tliat bo had inarched 
through hia camp with no otJjor intention than to convince him of 
what tlie Eugbah troopw were capaLbUi, wLo, ho said, had c-iuticniflly 
hurt none, excepting such ns bwl oppceoci tliem; but that ha wna 
willing toranow the negotiation. The Nabob, iniftead of reaeiiting 
thesuuir, urdared Bungeet Boy to wntiuue the coirospondeiiee; and 
under the pretence of acting consistently with Jiis professiooa of pence, 
moved his whole iinny, and oncam[ied about three raUes to the 
aortb-cofit of the lake, they pasacd in sight of the English eamp 
and were again sufibred to proceed without molestation. 

Hlessiiges of negotiation continued, brought and carried by Omi- 
ehnnd nndRungeet Boy^ and, on the Uth of February, a treaty woa 
(■onduded of tho following [mrport i " Tho Nabob agreed to restore 
*' the Company'B factories, but only »ucb of the plundered e®cta 
*' and monies ^ hod been Tegularly bmtigbl to oceount in the books 
" of his government. Ho permitted the English to fortily* Calcutta *

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** to eoin gOfI *ui<l ailvor in a mint of their own; exempted all 
•• menJiimdizci pawing with their diutfnda or paaspor^ 

“ fee, or imposition ^ penniltcd them to take powewion of Uie Ihirty- 
« d'-tt Tillages, of which tba grant hiul been obtained by the em^ 
•■bi^^m 1717, from the Emperar Fumikubir; and in gcneml 
-confirmed all the privilegd* which had been granted to them by 
«{brmer empnrom ever since their lhat arrival in the pmvmca 
The oaths of the Nalwb, McerJaHiet and Roydoolnb, were the only 
pledges or Hecurity for the execution of the trenty. 

On the 11th the Nabob removed a few miles fiirtLer to tlm north, 
and tha next day sent the usual aeniaws or prcflcnta of dmaom to Ad¬ 
miral Watson aiiil Colonel CHve, by Rungoet Boy and Omiehuni 
and pmjKJSPl an idliauce offensive and defensivo against all enemiaa 
'rhia propowil was accepted witlioui hraitntion, and tha nrtielo rati- 
tied was sent bock the same day by tlmichund, who was likewise 
iutmsttal by Colonel Clivo to sound if the Nabob would permit the 
English to attack the French settlement of ClmndemagorB ; for 
there waa time bofore the setting in nf the southern nionaoom The 
Nabob detested tlie idea but. dreading an immediate renewal of 
Loatilities, temporized; and pretending that Mr, Buasy from the 
Deoin. and a stiuadion from Pondicherry, wore coining te Bengal, 
lie reiiUCfited tlmt tb e Engbsh would preveiit them from entering his 
dominioDH; and. as a farther dingnisc, he roquetsled 20 Englisth gun- 
Hereto servo in bis own artillery; be likewum recommended, that 
Jlr. Watte mi^t be appointed the company's representative at bio 
court; riu KViin g him from a ptirsusaion that he wna n meek man, 
without guile. The next day he cootinuod Ida march to Muxudavad, 
and Colonel Clivo having reoeivod no poritivo injunction te the Mn^ 
trmy from the Nabob, determined te prosecute the eaterpru® against 
Chandernagore. Acconlingly, on the 18th, the English troopa

In thfl menn tirao Mr. Wnttd set out for MusniJuviul, and witii him 
were sent the artiUeiy-mon toquiDSteJ by the Ifoboh j Itc w»a lUui'vriao 
noooiBpanied by Omiehund. whow irandact in the late nogotintiqn 
^ hfld effuL'ed the impreaujoa of fonner iinpuLi.iioaj, inim mimK that 
Jfr. Wattfi was penaitted to conmilt and employ hirri without resetm 
on all occosigns. They stopped on the I8th nair Hughley, whore 
Omiohund dacoverof.! that a meseiciiger faun the Nabob hod arrived 
the day before with a piraent of lail.notl rnpees to the gowrament 
of Cliandernsgore; that the gevennrt of Hughley, Nnncoinnr, luid 
received orders to aaiut tha Frmch, fn cage the Engliah nhould attack 
them i and that a detachment of the Nabob's army was morelitng 
from Augadeep to reinforce the troops at Hartley; on whieh Omi’ 
ebund visited Nuncotnur, anil by pompons repreflontaliona of the 
Eugliah force, by tuttumnees of their proteetioD and favour, and tho 
promtso of 12,000 rupees to bo paid ns soon ob Chaudanmeoro ehoulif 
lie taken, won him over to thoir interests; a striking insuince of the 
ettneme venality whieli prevnih even amongst the highest ranks in 
InduBtan; for the annual emoluments of the Fhousdnr nmoiiatcd to 
230,000 repecs. On tho Slst, Wiitts nud Omichund nrnvocl at 
Augndeep, when the Nabob immediately sent for Omichund, and 
expressing much indignation at the intention of the English to at- 
rack Chfutclern^re, commtirkded him to answer strictly whether 
they intended to maintain, or to break the treaty. Omichund told 
him that the Engtiaft were fEunenw throughout the world for thoir 
good fhith; insomuch that a tnnn in England, who ou any oocashm 
told a lie, was utterly disgraced, and never after admitted to the so¬ 
ciety ef hie Ibtiiier ftiqnds and acquaintauce: then cnlliag in n fira^ 
rain, who clutnoed to be attending near the tent, be put hla band 
on the Brrtmin'a Jbot, n form of oath among the Gentens, and 
swore that tho English would never break the treaty.

Com 
loiiel Clive was at this time become mure uuxiaue tbau mio to 
conclude tile treaty^ aud iuelsted, tliat Adtuirul Watson should either 
ratify it, or prtkceed immediately against (^bandemagtjre, Muthout 
waiting for the Kaboh'a conficni The Adminil rejecting the alter¬ 
native, altercations eiwraed, which delayed the e^wntion of the treaty, 
until Clive received the Nabob's invibitiou to nuircb to his assiBlanco 
ugainst the Rians.

The settleiaoDt ijf (JiuAademagLiJr^p likfs ihat tffCoJeutti^ cojisistcd 
of a temtory, a town inhabited by the natives, another by the French 
and li fort, Tlie tenitory. beginjiiug fiom the Boutheni limits of 
Iho Dutch settlement of Cliinchmu, eitendod two mile* along the 
bank of the rivor, and aliout one and a half inlatid. The fort was 
situated nonrly at on equal distenoe. between the north and wsuth 
extremity of this territory, and about SO yards from the river. U 
was a square of about 130 yards, with four baatioiiB, each mounting 
logons ; aevoral more were mounted in different parte of the ram¬ 
parts, and eight upon n ravelin, which stood on the margin of tha 
river, before tbo gateway of the weatom ourtain : all these were heavy 
cannon, from twenty-four to thirty-two poundora ; and fdx of snuller 
odibre were planled on tlie terraco of a ehureb within the fort, which 
overlooked the walk Tlio French, after iKoy received inteUijpMe 
(if the dcclatation of war. had begun to dig a diteli, had demoliabed 
all the buildings which etood within 100 yards of tbo walls, and

The detachrEO!It fnom Bombay bavmg joiued, Colonel Clivo ct>m- 
menced hEsstiliticB on tJie 14 Lb of MBrcb. In order to ovoid the op- 
p^ition of the batteries in tbe southern part of the town, the troo|i^ 
entered tbe French UmitB from tbe westward* fdoog the high road 
leading to tha north face of the fort; detaehjxLEnits fnom the garrisaii 
were placed in tho tMcketa on either bond, wbo Bkirrnkilied iiiiLil 
three in the afternoon, and then retired to the battciy in the rood, 
which lay under command of tbe nortb-weeib bo^itiaiL The EngliHli 
from sevend houscH near continued to firo npon the Iwittery with 
their Bcnal! arms until night, when the enemy spiked up the cannon

mortxdly hurt The next day tKU battery was completed, and tha 
other rcixvirtd : not more than 20 men, Enropeans and SejmyB, had 
been kill ml and wounded in all these opamtionek In the nmn timo 
tlie narrow channel between the alilps and tlin fort had been deli- 
gendy sounded, and it woa fonnil that the veastla which were in- 
tendc<i to their pBSBagCp had not been sank in the pfnper 

place. Eveiy' thing being reatly on shore, it wss deterniined to at¬ 
tack wi^h tbo fihip.H the next: Juy ; aud^ indeed, no time was to be 
lost ; for the Nabob finding Jiiniaelf deceived, hud continually diit* 
patched mes^icngcrs, of whom six iLfTived in one day, with lottem 
commanding the English in very imperlouii and monacliig terms to 
diseoDtinae the attack i be had likew'iso sent forw'ard a pari of bis 
army tindi:^' the command of Roydooluh, who having adviyic^ 
within twenty milca of Hughley, tialteil in consequeiice of the rqite-

During tJiis intemJ^ tJie CumboTland^ in which Admiral Pocock 
hoisted his f!ag^ arrived at Ingolee After striking on the sand off 
Fbint Palmyi'M, atie plied ton dUys against the wind and currents in 
vain to get round, w'^hen the great number of sick on tK^rd. amount¬ 
ing to deiarmined Mr. Pooock to bear away for mfre^hmeni 
to Vlzrgapatam, where he found the settlement in feanii not ill 
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fk>iiideiiL of hoing Attia^qrk^ii by il Buiwy ^ and lan^^d tilaety of 
tlie Company’s troopa, to reinforce tbeir ganiiOtL^ From lient« 
m the ciimnU atill Dontiniird fifron^ from tht Nqrwuni, be 
ELBiled for intelligence lo Madrass, where^ at tbe of tin? 

preeideney,. ho landed tbo rest, ono hundred more^ and reeeivod 
the flame tminber of sailot^ belonging to the sqnadpoa^ which 
bml mcovorEd in the liospitfLl. Thfirc! still romnliioil on board 90 rank 
and file, who’woro of Adlercron’e rogimont, and they retdmed wUli 
the ship to Ingele^ whem the report IniQi CaJcnttiL signified, that the 
three otjier men of war with AdmimI Wiiteon were proceeding from 
thence to Cbandernagote^ of which the attack might be es^pected 
every day. There woa no time to carry tlio ship np tho river ; 
for tho pilotage at this fleoBon raqtiiree several j; nor -were any 
lioafn sent down to conve}* the troops with their aocoiitrementi y on 
which Mr Pccock, with a epirit worthy of an Englieh adminil 
took the Cnmberlnnd'H barge, and rowing night and dayp joined Mi.

At nine, o'clock^ 
the fort ahewfl<i a tlag of truce, and Mr. Watson, not to tet the 
onemy tiee the ojndiuon of his iihip, pent Captain Coote, of the 
King's iiegiuieiit ashore to roedve their proposals | jind whilst mea^ 
sages were [Hksdlng concerning the terms of surrender* 50 of the best 
soldififfi of the gMTisod, with £0 Topafisee, and seveml officers, quitt&i 
the fort, and inartdied to the northwanh At three in tlio aflerncHjn 
the capitulatimi was conduded. 


During this octiou, tho SaUabirry received only some straggling 
shot, which did liiila damage^ and the fort received as Uttla from her 
tire. In the Tigor, tho roaster fuid 14 otheru were kUled^ and 5fi 
wounded: the Kent received six shot in her mast^and 142 In her 
hull; the first liontenant Mr. Parrot, and Ifi of tho erew, were 
kllbd, and 72 wounded. Amidst this slaughter* St was a goneral 
consolation that the wound of Captain Speke was not mottaL, whose 
ontarprixing spiiitt and imutlcal abilitios^ hod eminently contributed 
to the futcoesses of this squadron in India; the same iwill„ wfiich struck 
the calf of his leg* cniried off the thigh of his son, a youth of pro* 
TTiifting hepe«t who died of this disaster. Of the Engliiili tmopa on 
shoTO^ only one num wm kilJod^ and 10 wounded, during this last 
attocki but the fire of their batteries* and of their muBketry from 
the tcjp£i of the houses, hneteiied the mirrouder of the fort^ in which 
40 mon wore killed and 70 woundedH The defence was galhmt,

At the JOiino time tluit the Nabob beard of ibo Hun'endet of Ohan-^ 
denuigore, he TBceivtft) mom jimitiTe^ but still false, intdligenoe from 
PatnAj that ibe nrinj cfT Fitnna, agniuJ^t wbom bo liad asked the 
aMiecAtieo of tho English troops, were in full [nareh to invado the 
provinm of Efebnr, and tliat tliey lind engaged Babgorow, the ge¬ 
neral ot tho MornttoeBj to invade Bengal. Prightened by this in- 
toUigcnoe be wrote Icitere of cnngretulation to AdmiraJ Watson and 
Colonel ClivOp expreseing the nbnongeat deure to remain in friendahlp 
and oUiaTico with tbem, and olTered the territory of Chandemagore 
to the Englkh on the Bame tenmt ms it liiul liecn held by ibe French 
Company ; hut be ordered the div'kion of bis anuy, which bml

Tbe eeajaob was by this tiuio ao far advonecd, 
that Ibe other ablpg could not got out to before tho wuthern 
tnoiiHooa net in. Tlin troaps might indeed have been iiant to tbe ooaEit 
of Coroinonde], if they bud been emborkedp mme^iiately after Olian- 
dertiagum was taken, on Beveml vesseH which were ready to sml at 
that ticuEL But Colonel Clive determlnedj contrary to tho orders of 
M^adrass^ to remidii ia Benj^ witli the whole army until the month 
qf September ; being cDiivlnjced that tbo Nabob would never fulfil 
tlia terqia of tlio treaty ofFcbrinnyp unle^ts unstrained by fear. He 
iherofqmp instead of lending ttie nmiy back to OHlcutta^ encamped 
ou the plain to tbe north of Hugbluy, wberu it was better siiimteil 
either to awo or act agaiiust the Nabob. 

In Ihifl interval Mr. Law, the eblef of tlio Frondi factory at 
Ce^iimhumr, hnd per^iiade^j the Nabob tlmt a Hwt of Fremli 
' fthipg were attackjog Bombuyp The Natob elated by thifl snppofiitiqu 
rotumed to bia former equlvodationa conoemlog the tren^. On 
wLjch Colonel Clive wrota to bim, that notlnjig but his pcnnianon 
to attack ibe French at Cooaimbuaar could convince tbe Euglieh that 
he bum the good W'Ul of nu ally towards theiUj and that bie dignity 
might be preserved by assisting neither eiile, ThiH tetter provoked 
bim to exeesa, and amongit other os-travagancieSp he said ptiblicly, 
ho would put Mr, %VaUa to death. But BEwn reenUectlng tbe im- 
prndonce of tbia threat \ and being lUi anxioiiB to prevent the Engliah 
troops from ndvatidiig ioworda hia capital, as he was sobeiious to 110 - 
enrve tbe French for future contingenelcn, be furtuBhed Mr. Law 
Willi money, artu^ and ammuiiitioD, and ordered him to march 
wHli oU hie mon^ m if proceeding to the weateru froutigrB of Bebar ; 
but in cjEpectation of beu^ Hoon recoUed to Mnimdjivad. Accor¬ 
dingly^ ihis body of udventiiretti, couflisting of 100 Eitropeanw. and

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OU 0>n>niiiiidej SepoyB, with HJiiall mirijigejj, uxid iSui elephanUp L757 
tbrciugh the dty in mUltftiy array on the ItitL ctl' Aprih and 
hj^vit^g ctnaHed tha rivei^ procwdi^d £^>Wllrc^a BehoTi Thift evaaioii 
Iiowtiver deceived nobody* And Colonel Glivo prepared to send a 
detaobmont in pUTHuit of thorn. 

TliO report of tlia detaeliineiii renewevl the indignation of tlio 
Nal'tnh - ho iunnediiitely ordered tho Engl bib ^^acsrpeal to quit kb 
prc«em», and to app^r no more t\i tho palace^ mid eent two of 
officers to Mn Wattflp prnpodng this altornativo; “either that ha 
** should imineiliately rotum to Calcruttn ^ or give an iisaiimneo under 
bb hand, that tlio English sboiild make no furtbor atteniptij to 
“ niolest the Frondx” M!r, Watta refnjned oilhcr to letim, nr to 
give tho aatinrancep and obtimiod leave txj consnit the preaidoncy, who 
ordered him to send what treasure and effects he had colleb^d to Cal- 
cuttSp nfl opportunities might nffer* bnt without seeming either to 
fear or to intend mischief t Golonel Clive nbo detached -10 EnropcEkna 
to proteci the ihctoiyj and eent in sevemi boats a supply of smtnu- 
nltioii concealed umler rice. 

Ey tiib time tho mutual suspLcLona between tho Nabob and the 
Euglbb were im much innreatiedp that Colonel Clive thought a mptuie 
uievitablo, and even nooossaiy. He therofora persUted Ln hb reso¬ 
lution of sending a detAdwent in pursnit of Mn tavw ; and having 
rc^ceived infoiTuntioii that lleerJnffier, tho genoiiL! of the army* waa 
oUended againnt the Nabobs he advbod Mr Watbi to ctUtivate bb 
fricndahip> 

The spirit of rebelUon bad for sumo time been lurking in the court 
of Eurajab Duwlab; ho liad imprisoned Monickebund. anil u|jon ra- 
leaaingp had obliged htm to pay a niHLion of rupees as a fine for tho 
eflbita ho had ^iinderod in Cnlcutt&. lilio Ihiau Boydoolnb* fd- 
thougb the Emit civil officer in the state, found bis conduct sul^ect 
to tlie controul oF the fftvourito MoonloL To lha Seats, the Nabob 
behaved witlf civility ; but thoy BocmstaiueHl to the cotifi<|cnco and * 
good sense of AEaverdyp trembled for their wiealthp under tho 
caprices of Ms ^uccestM^r; and they had long been connected with 
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ITS* MecT Jjiffifir, who^ althougb tie deapbed ih^ wretehod iijintnieicT of 
SurejaL Dcnrkh, drendod the of it. 

Mr Wdtta oomnujnicitted with Oiuichiifid on the state of tein- 
pera end resGQtmontA^ nrid they admitted Mi'. Scraflon to their 
coanrlb, who csyne at this time to Muxadiivad in Ida way to Dacctt^ 
and waa iDetnicbed by Colond Clive to ob^rve, whilst lie rn i Tia m ed 
there, Omiehnnd with hia usual bustle attended every day at the 
DurliaTj and was as aesidudus b his visit;i to the priiieipal otBcers of 
the govenuueut 

ApFit tlio of AprU an olKcer named Vat Khan Latty^ by n pri¬ 

vate m^sage, request^ to confer with Mr. Watta in Hecrecy. Thb 
naan coiXLtiiaiide<l 2000 horse in the I^abub’s ^rvice, but received a 
stipend flora the .SSeu^ to defend them u|.ii-jn any uemHiun of danger 
even the Nabob hirm^lf It ia MierciarQ pTobable that he was 

uQw era]ibyed by the to discover the real iateqttuna uf the 
Eftglhh tuwarvla the Nabob. Mr* Watts sent Oniichond, whom 
Latty infornied, ” That the Nabob would very Boon march with the 
greatest part of hb forces towardii Faina, against thu Htans ; and 
" that ho intonded to temporize with the Koglish until bis return to 
** Muxndavad ; when lie harl detemdned to extirpate tliEin out nf 
** his dnmiuions; into which he taid sft'om that Uiay ahotUd never 
** return ^ that mo^ of lifs odicersi held him m ntter detesiation, 
" and were ready to join the first leader of distinction who should 
take arms ^ that the English army mighty during tda absence, take 
possession of MnxHdavjul j and that he, Latty, with his own troops 
" Would join ihom in the attempt; when if they would prodLaim 
him Nabob, he should bo isnppoTted by Eoydonliib, and the \ 
he offered in return to enter into any engagemonta w^hieb the 
" Engliab should stipulate for the nd vantage of their own affaiiu " 
Mr* Watta approved the sebemo, aud comraonioated it to Coloao) 
Clive, who approving It likewise^ inunedlately countermanded the 
^ detachment which was randy to march in pursuit of Mn Lnw^ and 
* wrote a v^ry civil letter to the Nabob * 

* The day after the confereoce between Onuchund ttnd Latty, Fetms 
the jVriTieman, who had beea employed bet ween the Nalxib and the 
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EngliBh in FcbroflT^', cnaio to Mr, Watte witlj tbo liaino |hw|wsii1h 
from ilcer Jaffier as bad been by Lnity. Mcer Jallier ticckinyd, 

that iwdf-defenw obligc^l luui to nrm, imug La daiig?ci: tjf ns^ik^sl- 
“ nation every bo wmi to ihs Durbar; that the Diian ^ov- 
" doolab, the Scaitr, nod FRSYi?raJ ofHeeni of the first raitk in tbo 
** ann}^ wliont be tuLmed, had engaged to join* if tho Engllsib would 
“ ftH&iBt in dethnoning the Nabob : if dje iicbetije wore accepted, bo 
debiriA that the temi^ of die eoiifgdcmey might be uotded witbout 
** delay, and re4|dihstEHl that Oobnel Clive would iinmedbitaly break 
“ up Ilia caunp, and aouth the Nabob with every appeamnee of 
*' peace until boatilitiiiis ebouJd cominoiice." 

The Bupori or importaeeo of Jatfser guvo liim tbo profiireiic.'o oV'er 
every other pretender who might offer ; and soon an Clive received 
intelligenec of bifl ovcrtui'ea^ bo went from the camp to CaJeutta, 
and communJeated them io tbo select committoe, of which be waa 
bimselfa momber. The committee accepted the alHanco na tlio moat 
fortunate event which could liappen, and in^truetod Mr. WatU 
what tJ^nnfl to stipulate : they wdiere all vary advutitageqiia;, but one 
eminently ao, demanding a reetitutiori in money iidequate to aU 
the losatdH which had beau sustained by the Company and individualf 
by the captaro of Calcutta, Thk council was held on the 
first of May. Tlio next rhty Coloael Clive retorned to the canipi 
whichf in compliance with the request of MeerJafliiu^ he imme¬ 
diately broke up ; ficnding one half of the troops to Calcutta, and the 
rest into the fort of Chniidernagorc. Ho then reqaeatod the Nabob 
to give the same proof of amicable mtentions by withdrawing thy 
large division of his army, which still hiy enomnped at Haaay, uuder 
the command of fioydooluh, 

But in this in timbal the Nabob had beeu relieved! from hia ffsors of 
the Fltans by iutelJig^uoe of their retreat from Delhi* which made 
him loss solicitous to tomporlase with the Engliiih, and Bcydoalub 
had stopped at Catwah the detachment of 40 EurDpenna going to 
Cossimbuzar • the Mool-emm, who had been saiit unde!* pretence 
of ioiuo oompllment to Ccplonel ClivOj gave iDibrmiid^ion* that luilfthc 
English army had boon pris*atdy dctachfMi in small parties fspui iho 
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1757 cniDji, and were at t>i« very time HOei^ted iii line fiwrtDry Rt Coftauu- 
^ l.uaw. Tlio Jiabuli Itdieving tJiia mtdligcecc. sent a mob of sbt- 
vante and trooits to examine tlic fautoiy, wliera they fouml only 
flight Topnsses and 4l> Enropemm, of whiL'b sonic were French ilo* 
bcrtoft* and tho rest were tho English gunnera whom ho bad bor¬ 
rowed for the service ofliia own artillery, and had lately returned. 
NevertbclcHB bia snapicinna tliat the EngtiflU iutotidod to move to¬ 
wards Musftdaviid continued, and induced hint to roconcUe himself 
with Metr Jaffier, whom he ordered to proeood immedifttely with 
13,000 men. to rainforco Hoydoolub at Plaasy. Believing like- 
wwn, that the English flUijjfl uT war could proceed up the great arm 
of the Cangaa to the northern point of the iflland of Coasijabuznr, 
and then come down tho Cos^imbuaar river to Mnindavad, ho coui- 
uumded large piles to bo fined across the river id Sootcy, about £» 
mi tea above the city. Such was bis extrtrae ignomTiiCa. Ho at 
the some time inatructod Mr. Luiw to ronmiti with Lis men at Eugli- 
ixjre, half way between the [josh of TncringuUy and Patna, and his 
(jfficera in Behar to supply all their wants. 


In Oiis conjuncture Meor Jnffior, fearing that by a refusal to proceed 
to Plaaay, ho shqald tnm the Nabob's HuspioioiiJi upon himsalf, obeyed 
with ap[)€araiice of alacrity, and marched from the city on the 29th 
of April, but left hia agent to cany on the correspondenre mth Mr. 
Watts, who, to remove as much os possible all saspiciouB appear¬ 
ances, oidcred the detachment which hod been stopped at Cutwoli 
to return to Calcutta j he at tho same time dispatehod Mr, Scrafton 
to tlic select coramitteo, ond on the 6th of May rcueived their njso- 
Intiivns tsonceming the treaty with Jafflar, whan, in concert with 
Jafficris agent, whom we suppose to be still the Armenian Fotrus, 
they (^tablishad positive auma to the articles atJpuhiting monies. Tho 
raiDS dotftinad the agoat in the rity till tho 12th, when he went 
to Plaasy, and retumed on tho Htt, with asauriknces, that Meet 
.Taffler had oonsenLctl freely to all tho artielea liut requested that tho 
«,NtnlcdenMy might i>e kept secret from Omldiuncl, whom bo ragardctl 
as an intriguing Gentoo without furtitudo or bonesty. 
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knew tko BbilitiiJsof Ooiii:liujid^ and miglit a|i|.rel)ciii;l tlini him in- 
d nonce witli tlm EnglLfli would inberfore witli tlmjr uwu^ if hi} 
eliquld lia\~o a leading port in the intended revolutloit TbiB restraint 
very luucU jjerplesed Mn Watts i for Omielmml had already been 
tnwteii too ftkTp to bs now treated with drffidenec, without mnch 
riikjuc to tbo scheme^ if bo should by other means discover the ivni 
oauE^i why no farther atiention was had to the proposals of Yilt 
K tnvn Lfltiy. Mr. Watts soon fonneb that EUch ovasions as men in 
liU sitigklion generally cni|iloycd, could not eludo Ills sagiiw^ity, and 
ihoTofore told him the cmdcderacy with JuJKcr \ bub had de¬ 
layed ihlm confidence no iongp timt Qmicdiimd mw It was esc- 
torted by fear and necessity. From this hour implacable hatrcfj amsc 
botwoeu them, although they co-operated in the condnot of the oua- 
fedcracy* 

From his own experience of the praetices i3f Indostan^ Omichund 
lind no donht that Mr. Watts w^oiild he amply rowanled by Jafficr^ 
if the revolution succeeded. At the amne time he found that no advan¬ 
tage was lutendod for himself more thim restitiitioa in common with 
the other Qontoo merqliajitfi of Calcutta^ but that he should nm 
the Mam risque of hiii person as Mr. Watts, which to both were 
great indeed ; anil more of Ids forttmD^ as beiiag mndi greater thu n 
Mr. Watts i he therefore ciidmed a cr>injniMion of five in tl^e hun¬ 
dred cm ail the Nabcrha treasTires in moueyp imd a fourth part of 
his jowcia The common people^ to whom numbers give no distinct 
ideas^ mtiMl them at 45 millions of potmds sterling, which notliing hut 
idiotiMm onuld believe i but hotter enquirers mippoffcd them to l»e 
four milliqiis and a half ] on winch Otuichund s share would have 
been U75,iHLK) pounds sterling. The audacity of the pTetensioji tmpHcd 
maligaont art j but lb is said he threatened to ravieail the conspiracy to 
the Nabob, if not complied with- If so, tho boldest iniquity could 
not go"lkrihen Mr. Wattfi En his letter on this iubject intiniatcs, 
that he had ^nie apprebousioii& of such a cxinsfhj^iienec if G^ichundi 
were not satkhed. However, in tiieir oonfejunee he evaded a

In tiiis lettor BaUajerotr 
oflcred to ins'nda Bengal witii a liundrod nod twenty thousand men, 
ivithin six svei-ks nfter he should receive the invitation of the Kng* 
lisli gm’-omor. Xo mutual Intereeta of great Importaacc subsistiag at 
thio time botwooiL the £,nglleh and the Morettoes^ the letter And the 
hearer w'ore suspoctol of imposture. The man was questiobfid. but 
none in the settlement liad aufficicnt uritetions to disUngnish whether 
Lis ouswem were purtmant. Wr Watts wm consulted, and regarded 
the letter ai an Artidee invented hy the Nabob to tiy the real dispo* 
aition of the Engl bh towards himself; hy thoir aiwer to Ballnjcrow. 

Clive, will hw usual facility of gnding eijjeditmts in diffieultjes„ 
advised the committoo to communicste the letter to tlie Salmb with 
the semblaneo of believing its nuthentieity ; wberebyj should he 
^ve invented it, the artifice would be turned against himself ; and 
if he hud not, no better means could bo employed to daceivo the 
riuspicions which lie entertained of their evil intentions. 

This reroliition was taken on tho irth of Hay, {uid at the same 
con.sidtatiun tile Minniittee deliberated on the final ternis they should 
i-oqiiire of Mccr Jatfier, and on tlio conduct they should liold towards 
Omiclumd ; Imving lieforB tliem the treaty as wnxlelled by Mr, Watts, 
am] Ilia letters conueming Omichund, The teniLs which Mr. Wntts[ 
bad sUpnlated fpir restitution were, to tho Company 10 imlliona of 
rupees, to the English and othar European inhabitauts three millimis, 
to the (lentocis three, to the Armenians one: in all 1? milliotis of 
rupees, llireo millions were like wise mentioned for Omichund; 
of which we snppoae Mr. TtVatto had mfonned him. 

Tlie cemmittoe nijilly belioved the W'ealth of Surajah Dnwlah 
much greater than it poaaibly could be. e^-en if the whole Ufa 
of tlm lato Nabob Allivordy liad not been spent in defending his own 
domuuoue a^imt the mvasiotig of mmons oneniies and even if 
Sumjah DowlSli himseU' Lad reigned many, instead of only one year. ' 

In this pereuasion they increased the restitution to EurepeaiiB from' 
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tiuM to milliiiHB af rwpi'es ; but ftllott4id CMily two insiejid of 
tlipeo millioiiB to CJeutoMp and only 700,00ft instead of ono 
□lillloD to tlio Annanigtiifl. But tbes^s lUtemtioiiB addied only 700^000 
rupees to tho total ofthasuma etipuUtod by Mr. Wjitta for restitu¬ 
tion It was tlicn agtoed to mk a doimtioii of 2,500,000 rupees to 
tbe squodiozi, and tlio aarae mm to Uiq nimy. A member tben pro¬ 
pped tbJti: it should ho recomTuended to Mr WattSp to osk a dona¬ 
tion from Meet J&ffier to each of the mooibera of the cotnoiittee ; 
and timi likoww wns reflolved. 

They then took into cousidotation what conduct they should hold 
teyworda Chnicbimd ; they were aatomshod at the cuonuity of liifl 
demnds^ and still more exs^mtod at the imputed atrocity ofbb 
inteutrons in cose of dUoppointmeut; and dotermiuecl that be shordd 
get nothing by the rf^volutioq more iban restitution in eommon 
with the oih£^ Gen too metclumls of CalctiLto,; but at the eamo time 
they de^i^igned to toake him believe that they intended to reward his 
oenricea The expedient vnui atigge&lcd by Colonel Olivo. iL wns^ 
to send two troutieS| both signed by Admiral Watson and the mem- 
ben of the committcep and in the i^^ty wbioh was to bo delivered 
bo Meer JafEo-^ to omit any j^tipul&tion fur Omichund ; but, in the 
fictitious treaty which was to be shewn to Omichundp to buort on 
article stipulating for him a present of two miHiona of rupees, 

Tliese resfiolutiona being taken, it becamo nocessaTj that soma par- 
eon deputed from the commlttea should confer with Meer Jaffiar ^ 
but^ u ho lay encamped at Flaa^^ it was dlffieuU to edact ihia 
without raising suspicions in the Nabob. It wo* thoreCoro reflolvod 
that Colonei CKva BbouM write to the Nabob, tliat he had sent Mr. 
ScrolloD tn order to communiaate a matter of great eearccy and im- 
portaneCp which was the Mumttoe letter brought by Oovindroy. 
Mr, Scrafton waa injitmeted to atop at Pkssy, and to make n visitp as 
of ooramonjp to Mcer JaScr, whom he was to inform of Uio pur¬ 
port of the treaty^ and of the other requeats, and to obtain fais 
saMut to them I hfl was likewise to exphiirL to him the momier 
in which ihe committee wore acting towards Omichujid j and 
^ dnally 
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tiimUj iQ ndjust it idiui Qf operftdoiu for ike uuWijaeiit conduct of IToT 
LLu revolution, 'TT' 

Colonel Clivo undertook to giet tbo toiities prapckred with due 
creejv The fictitlona wna tmnjafiribed upon red paper. But the 
figeut of Meer JaiflEf Laving insisted that t!ia Kiug^e Adtuiml ehnuTd 
sign, od well os the mtnpauy'R reppeaentatives j and Ornichund 
knowing thiSj it waii nepea&sjy in the scheme of dHsciving Mm, 
that Mn Wattion should sign botJi_ Ho signed the roal^ lint re¬ 
fused to eign the fictidous treaty; on. which hi» aignftlTim wan 
c'OxmterfEitcd, 

On the lOtk of Mayi Clive dispatched iti^ treaty by a piivata 
locsaenger qf thq country ^ hut^ in this short intervah either some 
intelligejice from Muxadavod^ or bis own refleotions^ chiuiged his 
notions of the vastoesa of ^urajah Dowlah'^s trcaaurea: and ho in- 
structed Mr. Watta,^ that if Moor ilalher should disapprove of the 
great amount of tho atipnUtions for monoy* the restitution allotted 
for the company might be reduced from ten to five miJlioiis of 
rupees, 

Mr. Scrafton won stopped new Phway by the advano^ gimrda oftiie 
comp; be requestad to be conducted to the quarters of Meer Joffier; 
but some of the Nabob's spies beiug present, ^ey interfered,, niul in¬ 
sisted that be should take the direct rood to tho oapitaj, where be or^ 
rived on tlw E+tb. In tho interval between Mr. Wattss Iqtters qf 
the 6 th^ and Mr. Sorofton'M return to MuAadaviiuh the erofty Omi- 
chund hftd practised another trick on the credulity of the Nabob; 
for, perceiving by his questiona that bia suBpirions of the English 
innreased^ sUbough be had diaeovered nothing of their project^ 
Onuchund^ after much artiiieial hesitatiQUf informed binij ^ a dia- 
coveiy by which he rbqued all bis pretcDsions to tho ^vnuTu of the 
English» that they bad lately snnt deputies to Mr. Busay in the 
Decarij inviting him to miireb into Bengah and proposing that both 
arcai^ sbotild join in dethroning when the spoU was to be 

equally divided betTveeji them. A little knowledge and'^nderetaiMh' 
ing would bftv* conviiiced ike Nabob* that such an unian waojui- 
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17&7 ptactiiiabJe daring tha war between the two tiatiointt and that it 
would »t nnj time be incompatible with the intercut of the Englisli : 
neveiihelc^ hie timidity prompited hito to give intiro credit to tbe 
tide, and he rewarded Omiohund for the mtelligcnce, by ordering 
the sum of •tOO.OfM) nipees, wiiLch haii Ijeen token from hie house 
at Odciittsi, to be iiom&diatdy restored to biin, together with all 
his eflecte, wheresoever coniiscated in the proviace : bo moreover 
gave him a mandate, ordering the Hajali of Burdowan to repay 
4SO,000 rnpeea, whieti Onvichimd luid lent tlia Bojoli some vaam 
before. At thw time Omichiimi was not certain wbnt provision 
might be iiwle for himself in tbo treaty, and was ondeavoming to 
get all ho conid from tbo Nabob clandestinely, but without an 3 ' posi¬ 
tive intention of undermining the confedarocy ^ for notliing was 
more likely than his Mlacy com.’eming Busey to divert the Nabob 
from any buspioinns of the real designs and counexinns in wbleb tbe 
English were engaged; but nothing, at the same time, was more 
likely to prevent him from removing his army from rkaay, which 
was deemed absolutely iieeessiuy to their sncoesi!. 


Aa as Ur. Screfton arrived at Muxodavad, Mr, Watts went 
with him to the Natiob, to whom Ur, Bcm^n delivered a letter 
from Colonel Clive, which, amongst otJicrs, had the fnliow in^ subtlo 
expresaonii. " I have sent Ur. Somfton to communiiaite a matter of 
"tho greatest tnipartanoe. Notwithstanding all that the English 
" ImvB fiudered from you. 1 give you this last proof of my dcsiro to 
" liva in peace witii j'ou. Why do you keep your nnay in the field 1 
Tbe^ distress all tiie manibantai and prevent us from renewing 
■* om: trade. The English cannot stay in Bengal withnnt freedom of 
" trade: Do not reduce ns to suapect that yon intend to destroy ua 
« wliensMver you have an opportnnlty." Mr, Scralton then eom- 
mimioatod the Momttoe letter, at which the Nabob seemed much 
pleased ; for be had facaid of the omvaJ, and suspected the bqsiness 
of the messenger, who ratily came from Ballajerow, After soma 
rununnting on the variety of iaformationfl on whiet he was to 
lorm his opinion, be pretended to be convinced that he bad Buspocted

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the goofl iiiitli of tUe Jingibh without citiis,}; uad dUmtssad ilr, 17D7 
Watta and Scmftou with nn oaNuranoo that Jie would immediately 
j'coall the troops uudci' the commAnd of Uiicr dufficr into the city, 
but would leave tlusae with Roydoolub in the dold, in roadincaa to 
join the English on tlie approauli of the Montttoea : w^ho he said would 
probably mvndo his dominions This unciX)>L«ted resolutiun would 
Lave marred the Hciicu^e, siucD Meer JoiHar would linvo been a'i 
L-autioufl of conduding any thing dechiive, whilst oue ImJf, as whilst 
the whole of tha aruiy remained in the field. At the next «ta- 
fereutw Mr. Sersiton represented to him, that the English eouid not, 
with common prudence, tdy on any of hi.s professiun^ whilst such 
u part of Li.4 fgrcea were encamped to warrls Calcutta. Tlie Nabob 
meditated some time on this argument^ and then starting, ns a man 
agitated by suspicion and disBiay, said eagerly, “But should the 
“ Colonel deceive me," But Scraftou removed bis terrora by assu¬ 
rances, and prevailed On him to is&ueordem recalling his w'bole army 
to MuxRniavad, 

The nearci- the emafedenicy appruached to the event, the more did 
Mr, Watts's apprebtmsiuii.s of the treuuhery of Omichmiil inaTase. 

Mr, Beruiloii therefore uuder-toob to got him avniy to Calcutta, and 
under tho pretext of solicitude for his safety, proposed that Omielmnd 
should acunmpimy him thither without delay, alleging, that hia ago 
and the habits of hi* life would not pisrmit him to make ]ik escape on 
liorscback in the hour of coufasion and danger, when the flight of 
Mr. Watts would convince the Nabob that the English intended war, 
and when Iuh utmost vengeance would be excited against all tbolr 
adherents. But avarice is tho moat inflexible of the vices \ and Omi’ 
chund, not having received more tbm ball'of bis plundered money 
from the tieatimy', requested Mr. Sumflon to wait until he had got 
the whole. Mr, Watts imputetl this delay to another motive, tbink„ 
iag that be wanted to remnin in the dty until Roydoolub should re¬ 
turn from Plofisy, that they might settle between them the scheme 
of purlointeg as tniicb os possible of the Nabob's treainrea. To 
counteract his repugnance, whatsoever miglit bo the cause, ilr.' 
Sctaflon assured him, that Colonel Clive intended to employ Imn Is 
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1757 thfi priaeiiMil iigijiit of tlie Engliaii In tlicir afl'ninc with ibo future 
gm'erniaont aftor ibe retrolution ; ami that the cmoluiaenfa crf this 
office would amply couipeuaete, whttLwever he might relinquish or 
lose ly hifl immediate dopnrtittu. At length be coaaented to go. but 
it was hfiix63&Ty, mmI saemod Oifliciilt to obtain the Nabob's oouaent, 
IIS he railed principally upon Omlclmad for intelligeaca coaceEning 
the proceediagB ami riewa of tbo EnglLib. But Omichund himaelf 
solved the difficulty, by ndviaing Mr. Scniilon to deiaand of the 
Nabob the present which ha hful intended to give to the English 
cominauders at tlio coDclusion of tho penoe in February; in conae- 
qnanco of which, the Nabob suspecting tba secret bwl heon disclosed 
by Omichimd, would iuuoediiitely bold him in us much detestation, 
os be lied hitherto regarded him with ha von r. Accordingly this scene 
wtifl acted. The Nabob denied tbo promiBft Omiobnnd pretsoded 
lo be terrihod', and the Nabob being reuily irritaiorl, told Mr. Scraf- 
tou that he might ixurj' him wiieresoever he pleaseif. 

Mr, Scmfbqn renuuneii three days longer in the city in expectation 
of the return of Meet Jiiffier froiu Mccr Joffier arrived on 

the aotb, and visited the Nabob, who, having no further need of his 
iiumeduLte servioe, treattMl him with insolence. The frown of des¬ 
potism is alu'ay^ dreiuiful ; and Mocr JalHct returned to hia palace, 
convinced of impondJng danger, insomudlj that ho was afraid of 
confarring in private with Mi', Sci'ufton, who visited him in tins after,, 
noon, but received him in tlio lialJ of public audience; on which 
Sernilon left the city that evening. 

Ho was ftcooRipaiued by Omidiund. Tboy proceeded in pakn* 
quins; hut when Scrafton arrived at Co&simbuaar, ho mifisod his eom^ 
fianion; an ■which be stopped and dispatched messengers to tlie cily, 
who found the old man sitting at inidnight in the Noljob's tioosuryi 
floliciiting MoonloU for soma more of the money which tlio Nabob 
had ordered toiw restored to him in reward for Ins atoiy oonccrniug 
Bus^' i but finding that Mootaoll would give him nothing but pro- 
^iniBM, aoijjpres^d hy tho mesMsogore, he returned with them mid re¬ 
joined Hr. ScrafVon at two in the morniug. Continuing their j<Hir- 
n?y. Sfr, Bemfton fell asleep, and waking at day-break, missed bis 
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compjmiqti o^u ; amil taot knowing where to seek him, stopped nod 
wiutad on the higTi road tmtil tbineo iq tfea atWmood, when OmLchund 
Tdjoiikod him again* Ho had bean to Buydoolnb fit the catap ai 
FlH^SfiEy, who had told bim that no fitlpulatian Imd been nmde for 
liim in the ngreemeciU with hlear Jaffier. Omiehnnd thamforB 
ijUDutioped Mr. Sc^mfton, witii miieh eharpnasa and aii.Hpicioa \ bet 
now the truth itself served to rJeceivo him ; for Mr. Scrailoii told 
him, that Boydoolub could not know any thing of that stipulation^ 
BinoD Mr Watts hwl not yet oominunioated the treaty nitlniiLtoly 
adjusted hy tlie sdeet oomniitteo even to Meer Jadior himsdt This 
appeased his aiLKieties^ and they eoniitiuiKl the rest of their journey 
without interruptLOCL On the 8th they arrived at Calcutta, wbore 
Omichimd was received hy Colonol Clivo, and tho other monsbers 
of the solect committee, w^ith much di^emhled cordiality, which, 
however, could nob eutirdy eihice tho impression which the worda 
of BoydoDlnb had mado in his mind ; in oousequentTO of which ha 
hrihed the Persian acribo of the ooimdl, to Inform him if anj" deceit 
to his detriment shoulil apjienr in the treaty, when ratified by Mccr 
JafEer in the Peraian language. 

Tho palace in which Meer Js flier resided, is situated on the SDnthern 
extreuiiiy of Mnsodavad, on tho leTond of CoaainibiimT. The Nabob 
resided in a palaco tmUtd HcmtilrJech m the iniddlo of the 
on the other aide of the rivorr Poth palaces stand on the bank of 
the rivor, are fortified with lowors^ and were laovidod with caimoii. 
Mem* Jafficr, at his rctiina from tho Nahoh^ had re^^uestod oil the 
olEccrs oil whoso attach ment he rcliod, to keep their trcK>ps tn 
rBadinesa to licfend hlfl palace. Iji tho satuo evening ho aont n 
trusty messenger to Mr. Watte, to whom Mn Watta delivaiod 
the two treaties, real and ficiitioUH, togettie? with the separate 
article of donation to the sqimdron, flnEi 3 'p and csommittoo, and ex¬ 
plained the intonUon of dceitiviiig Omichund by (he fintitiotia treaty j 
rotjaesting; that all the three papem might bo ratiflcd, ancl returned 
to him withr>tj|( delay. But Moor Joifier having promised H(^^dooiu1> 
to conclude nothing without hie pmlidpation, deferred tho rariEco- 
tion until his return Ihmi Pka^ ; which waa, however^, only a delav'

posed as a just oomprotnuicij that wlititAoever might to found should 
1« equally di%'ided Iwtweeii the Nabob and tho English, Mr. Watts 
DGvertheless would not rcccdo from any of tho sums which Imd been 
stipulated, and reprcsenlod to him, that if an equal divisiDti was eeta- 
hlishedi tho Eaglisb could not allow the usual i.'uutmission of five in 
the hundred t« tba officer who Fdinuld be appointed to mojutge the 
buttineaaof tho treasuiy ‘ but proffered this office with that emolumjcnt 
to him, provided he would consent to all their demands. This ai^pi- 
meat prevailed; Bnydc»lub relinquislted his objections, and Metr 
Jaffiia-signed the treaties on the fourth of June. On the same day 
the Nabob, not frtxm any suspidon of the eonfedfiraey, but iiroiu hi<t 
pre-conccived aversion to Meer Jaffier, ordered him to resign tiie com- 
numd of tlie army to an officer oatued Cojn Haddee. 

It Rtill remiuned iicccssaiy thn-t Muer Jaffier should take an natli tu 
(diserre the treaties Mr. Watts thetofore proposed an Interview ; 
which Jnffier wished fikewiae ; hut objected, tliat they could not meet 
without great risque of discoveiy, since Ills pahico was strictly watched 
by the spies of tho Nabob. However, Mr. Wafts, relying on the 
fidelity of his own domestica, and on the moanen) of the countty. 
went in tho aficrucon from his own house in a coveted palaiikin, 
such as carry womon of distineticn, and passed without intciTUptioji 
to Jofficr s palace ; who, with his eon Mcerutn, received liim in one 
ol the apartments of his HoragUo, into which the heorent carried the 
pahLnquui. Ilerc they oonfetrod without the risk of observntiou. 
Meet JafficT coufessod that tbs nnmher of troops on whose service he 
oonld cntarely rely, did oot oxoeed 30011 horae ; but eipecW that 
scveisJ other commandeTS. whom he knew to be dissatisfied with the 
Nabob, would turn against him in the day of battle. At all ovents, 
he dtaired that the English troops would immediately take the field, 
^ promising, Hint if tlie Nabob should detenniuo to def-od the city) 
ho would attack hia palace as soon ss they appoarod in sight t if the 
rtiiilcR* WB# to hn decided by a battle on the plain, lie would regulate 
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hh condacL aoeonling to* tho station wbiuh ho nbouid uhaiico to 
oc« 30 py ; if in the vtiu^ he ireuld, on hlio iipproacb of the Eni^Ikfa, 
l>e£Lt hiB great drum, dii*play hla i^Undard, t^rch off with al] the 
trocip^i under hln cetniunud, and join them on the right j if on dtlier 
of tho winga, or in tho rcer, iiEj would dhTplay a wiiito flag, irbaigo 
tho main body of tbo NaboVs army ob soon m the EogUsb began the 
ftttackf and endeavour to take tho Sabob priaonor. Aifer thiiso ex- 
phimitioiiBr ho hiB full aBseot to tho termE ^ tbe maJ troaty, and 
to w!iat£mvor other douatIoni» had boon stipulated ; then pliuring the 
Koran on his own hoAd, and hU tiand on the head of hio son, wbilat 
Un WortU held the paiHira open beforo hmi, ho fewore with great 
eolemnitj^ that ho would fbJtlifLilly perform alt he had pmmiBcd. 
They then Tesolved^ that Oimir-begp one of hm afScteia who had 
lately (Mrrled sovoml ino^agoi^ botwoen Jaffier nnd Mr Wattij, 
should inuiiedUtoly proceed with the treaties to Calcutta j and Mr. 
Watts retumod niS he tamej undLscoverei Having brought thlB 
daugeroLia negotiation to a ooudusioak no other aflkirs required fahj 
piUBcnee at Muxadavad ; but as his retreat would leave the Nabob 
without a doubt of the ho^Ile Intentions of the English, ho deter- 
mined to remain aoeirungly in hia power until tlio last extremity, 
and ill tho moan time, to make aueh prepamtions na would seenro 
his flighi. 

The public treaty oa written in Potsicr* and signed by Meer JafliGr, 
is thus translated : " I Bwear by God, ami tho Prophet of God, to

Oamrbcg with the treaties arrived at Calcutta on the 10th, and 
expliklne^l the intontiona of Jaffior to the select ODtamitteog in the 
same menacr Jaffier hnd explaineci tboni to Mr. WattSL The 
trt>Dj>y of Jaffler^ without the a«siBtanca of otlierB who inight join 
hinij were deetaed folly snfficient to iisaiire the aaciiioss of the entci- 
prize, providod they acted with vigour. But he hnd hitherto be- 
IiBved with so much irresolutioa, that dive began to euspect he 
wcailJ fail still mens in the hour of danger. Howover, it waa neecs- 
nary dthor to proceed to iimiiodlEita Action, nr entirely relinquish tho 
confederacy; for the aecret had iDadvortently been nevoftled* a-ud 
bi?gifui to bo the public talk even of the common eoldieta at Culunttii 
and ChandemogorGL It wiia therefore determined to eominQiice 
hostlHtles withotit delay. OmichEind was on the watch to learn the 
refiolutions of this coundl* emd the roul pnqiort of the troatiod ; but 
tbe goverufTT bAvln^ entertained some suspidons of the scribe whom 
Omichiind hud bribed j only entrusted him with the fictitioiis treaty^ 
m which the stipulation in fiivaor of Omichund was inserted;; who 
being sa^fied with the report of the flcribei resolved to proceed 
with tbe army to MuxAdavad. 

On the I2tb^ the troops which wore at Csicuita, with 15(1 saiJm 
from the squadron, piccoeded and joined that part of the nray which 
quartcrod at Chnndnrnagore. All the neoessaiy preparndona had 
been mado» a^d the whole ivmiy began their mamli from Ohand^- 
nogiore on tbo next day* leaving 100 of tho aailom togarrl^n thia ^ 
fort^ that CTOiy soldier might servo in the ddd. The Enmpoanir 
with the Seid pieces^ etoroa and ammtmitioni proceeded in £00l»atd^ 
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175" which wtre to wad by tlie Inditn rowers fig&iiist the Btrcnm [ for Ute 
tide tiowH no forth ar than Hnghloy* The Sepoys marched in sight, 
uf the boats idong the high road ixmdo by the Mogul giivemmeDt* 
and eonlimiiTig^ from Hughley to Patnm The Nabob eaterioiTung 
Hiispidons of Ntmeomnr^ had lately seat a new g^iveniDr to Hugh- 
ley, who threataned to opposo tbo passage of the Udata ; bat the 
twenty-gun alup conung ap and anciurKriiig before his fort, and a me- 
uadng letter from Colonel Clive, deterred him from that resoiatioix 
As soon tho army left Chn-ndoniitgorej Colonal Clira sent away 
two of the Nabob's tuessongen^ who were in biij eomp, with a letter 
of the following purport: That the Nabob had used every eub- 
terfugo to eviulo the accsompliishTDeiit of the treat^^ of Fehmary ^ 
that he had in four months reatoii^ only a fifth part of the cJTocts 
he had ptundered from the Snglieh ^ that ha had scarcely made 
peace, before he mTited Mr. Bus^ to oqjno from the l>ac 4 Ln, and 
ai^Ut him in extirpating them once more oat of hm dominions j 
that the party of French tinops, with Mr. Jjiw, were nt thia very 
" time mointiiiaad at lib ex[jonrja within lOO milea of bb capita] j 
that be had, on groaudleBs anepiciona, msmltcd the Enghsh ho- 
□otir j at one time aendlDg troofis to e^camino their ihctoiy at 
** Cdssimbn^r i at another^ driviitg their Vaoqueel with diegraco 
'* ont of his presence ; that he had premised a sum of gold rupees; 
' then denied that prombe^ imd then sani Ondchimd from the 
under pretence that it was ho wlio had deceived tho Englbb 
eomnmndere in that bufiineaa. On the other hand, the English 
had bore ail these iigimea patiently, and had even taken tho field 
** to ossbt him when alarmed by the approach of the Pitane j hut 
“ at length eeeing ao other remedy, thdr army was now morch- 
'* tng to Mnxadav&d^ where they Intended to refer their compbinta 
to the dodfiion of ih^ princapd offieem of hb govenunent, 
namely Meer Jnflier, Boydooliih, the Scftid^ Mocr Mardcon, and 
** Moonloll I to which nrbitriLtion it was hopeil t hat he would ac^ 
- quiestt, and spare the efTuaioti of blood/' 

Veuiekehund, the lute governor nf Calcutta, having rcecived some 
Ihu ironl^^^racy from Oniichtuici, liad preifered hrs njliance 
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vend other cattuiiiinders had proiuiaed their ossifitanoo in tlie hcnir 
needp aUliotigh they atill appeared dutiful to the Xaboli. All theae^ 
whether Oentooe or Mohomet&nEp continaed their profeasdous bj tJie 
uaufiil ofLtha of their retlgiood. The Nabob, recoiviog Bomo coofiufid 
i&telligetic^ of these pT^tieeSk prspareJ to atUu^k the palace of Jadier. 
Measages of threat uud dehaiLCO passed between them from the 8tb 
to the 1 lib, whoa kitecB from CakutU spread a report Ln tbeeity, 
that the Euglish were confederated with Jaffier ; to whiah^ however, 
the Nabob did not eeem to give credit ; but Jadier wncluding that 
he muHt beiJeve wlmt wus fio true, sent a mesBuge to Mr, Wattn, on 
the 11th* advkitig him to make lib ffiscapo withont delay^ Jtr. Watte 
WOB pre[^red, end all the Eaglbh property and suMiem had been eent 
away from the fsetoTy at Cossimbuziir. Neverthelesa be detenamed 
to wait still lon^r^ in expectation of a letter froin CHve anthorbing 
his departure. He, however, iramodiatoly sent away the Armenian 
PctrviB, who had been the most confidenilal of hie ogenta in the 
ooiiepiracy, and Jaffier §eat mo of hb own domeaticft with Petms ; 
both were Ing true ted to press Colonel CUve to begin his march, 
NotwithstandiDg soYersi other warnings, Mr. Watte persevered until 
tlio l^th, when Jollier tafornied him fchoro wag no longer any 
saiutyrOiikce the Nabob's artillery would begin to lire upon hb pa- 
bkce the noxt morning : opon this Mn Watits immediately left bb 
iioose in the city^ travelliiig in his palonkin towards the 
foctoiy at CofiaLmbuzar, where ho Iwid lately been several times on 
prttence of buemofis. There remained Mr. Collof, Mi\ Sykes, and a 
Enirgeon, who were to make their ea^pe with hinii and they had 
redded for some time at a countiy-houso caUed MaiidipoTe^ about 
two miles to the south of Cuffiiiiubuzar. 

Mr. Watts, Jitopping at iho fiictory of CostiLmbuBor, ordered the 
iloEneatics to pneporu a supper^ telling them, that ha Bhould reium 
in the evening with thoee at Maudipore, to which ho then proceeded. 

There was in his retinuo an Usbeg Tartar, named Mirza Bhskh Buk- 
beg, who liaS isorved many years in different armies, waa an'oicoUmt' 
horsenmn, and oft all occasloM void of fear ; ho had attoebed bim- 
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1757 &elf with much to Mr, Wp.ttfl> in return for botdb HfrvicBB 

j - -' which Mr Wntts bad rendered bun flight jwc^ bdbro at Pattia, iwid 
now acooinpanied kia flight. The four EngHahmon nnd tJio Tnrtair* 
armed witli piatoH luoimted their horscn at MnncUfKiro Aboat nn hour 
before i^aiiiKt i Ihoy were nceampnnjed by ismne dog-kflcpera leading 
grcyhoimdH, and each hor^maD wm, tikowiRfl, attonded by hia groom 
on foot. Thia ^Arranb in India ia, by habli capnbk of keeping 
pace for e&voml houTB with tho hortio^ although going at a grmt 
ratt Having pruffieeded at a geiitk pnee on tha pLniA, until they 
were about sis miles to the aouth, they sent bock the dog-keepers, 
saying, that they themsels'na woulil rctxim leigurely another way 
Immedlntely after this (hey met two CoKsids, or me^engera, dla- 
patehed by Colonel Clive* with a letter to Mr. Watts* peitnjtting 
him to leave MusAdavad, if nothing more ref|iiired his stay* It 
being now dark they quitted tha roarb wd Ftinck to tho 
whero the eonntry at some distance was imiiibabited, Aiid covered 
With thickots, along iho skirt, of which tliej proceeded to the south* 
aa feat m they collide until they thought themselves flO milss from 
Coaaunbu^r. Tliey then tum^ to the and about midnight 

came to the village of Aguadeep, Eituated on the bank of the jivetr. 
At the entrance of the vilkgts wjui a party of the Kabob'e horse, 
picketed on oach side of tho toad in the open aJr ; but this guord 
was, its usual at this ec^sou of the nighty no Ciat ndeep, that not 
one of them attKia to enquire who were come amongst thoim 
Having passed to the soli them ostr^mity of the viUage, they dis- 
covered two amall bc^toj which wero only capiibk uf contaLaing tho 
ridflnL The Taitar, upwilimg to lose bis own bomiOp undertook to 
eavo thoaeof hia companions, whd^ leavipg them with liim* imme- 
dmiely wont into the boats, and rowed down tho stream about dght 
miles, to tho pomi whore the Ooesimbtianr and JeUngeor Hvcis 
luiito : here they found n piuiy of soldiery with flame hoat^ dkpatohed 
to escort tliem to the army. Having thus escaped out of the reach of 
danger* they took some refreshnifliitv A£id continued tlioir way baforu 
day^redt, in the boatn with the sddiom \ aod the next day at 
thret in the afUmocn, joined the army ^t CulaJi. a town abont U 
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mi tew to tlic north of Hugltley. Mr. Wuits, liiiiiJrOiJiiLtQly on Lis itr- 
nvikl, Bent back dims of Lm own mcpwogois^ wlio chanced to lie in the 
CAidpp to MuxtuirkYnd^ witb inteUlgEbco of LIa owti flafety, tmd of 
the approach of the Rrmj. Tlio Armenian PetniB^ witL the 
gor from Moot Jaffior arrived the siuno day. Tho Tartar, \ritli the 
gtooius, Boon found a boat in wbkb tk^' ombarkedp imd bolding the 
horses with tho bridlna lengthened, swam them ail aafcly acrow the 
liver I they joined tho annj the day after hh\ Watta, 

Iiitelligeiice of llieir flight was canied to the Nabob emlyin the 
inottdtig after their dopartnixv juRt as ho wsa about to commence 
boatillticA against Moer Jaffien The infoTmation overwhelmed him 
with aatoniabmentand terror; for it convinced blm at once of what 
he Ijful hitherto disbelieved^ that the Unglish wane Donfadcrated with 
JnJSer: and aeeiug now the whole extent of his dangerp magniflad 
by Ilia own timidity,, lie determined, if jiofsi^ible, to separate their 
muDii; and immediately iMjvoking the orders to attack Jallicrp lie 
omployesd emissanoe to tmit with him. At tiic aanie time neveral 
of the Nabob's olhccrap on whoso tnendship Jaflier rcliodp woro ex- 
hotting him to a mcondliation ; to 'whidi he aeemijigl j agreed, butp 
either ibrgngh fiuspiciem or seem, refnsed to visit the Nabob. Such 
an objoetioEi at any other ps-tlsoh would linve excluded all further ui- 
teroourse; but tho Nabob, roflnquiihing bis Btato, went to the pa- 
lace of JafRcr with a retinae not suliieient to give iimbragsi Xlds 
visit produced an agreenienk sauertifled, as iiatialp by miftaal oaths 
on the Komti. Jaffinr promlBed neither to join or give a^UfUnce to 
the English in tka imjiending contest; tho Nabob to p-ennit him as 
scton as peace should be testoredr to retiro unmolceted out of the pro¬ 
vince with bis lami]j and treasuroa This int-arview wns on the 
15fch, and precarious aa the TocondJiation wafli it elated tbe Nabob 
BO mucb« that ho immediately wrote in terms of defiance to colonel 
Clivo, aUhough be hod naii received the manifeato fraught with *c- 
cosatiooB, which Cli^*e bod dlspotcbod to bSm on leaving Cbander- 
nagora “ Ub rEpre!acb<sd the EngUahj. in the sharpest i^ective^ 
*' with the flight of Mr, WatteL Su&pieioo*” ho wdd* ** that eoutp 
*' trick was intendc^i had been tbe real causo which had gjduced 
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1757 him. idh keep Ilia nnnj an long at Plai^y ; bmi Qod and the Frophct 
*' would piwiali thosa by whom iho trmty was violated-” Uq At 
the Bamo time ordered hia w'bok itnnyx in which were now includiwl 
the trtKipB of JaflieTi to assomble witii the uimioet diligence at their 
former ciLeampmente At Fbiaf^i and eent orders to Sir. Law, who 
waa waiting witli his party at Boglipote^ to irome to Ilia ai^atence 
with the utmost espcditiotL 

Tine Engli-Nh army Airlvcd and halted an tbo ]6i1i at PatieOi a 
town on tho wEstcni shore of the river of CJosaimbn^nri about ail 
miles above the jtinetion of thia with the Jolingecr river. Twelve 
miles above Patlee, on the some shore, ia the fort of Cutwa h i the 
walls of which wore only of rand; but it commanded the passage 
of tbo river, ITio governor of this fort bad promised to aurrender 
after A little protended reabtance^ and Major Coote was sent forward 
on the 17til with 200 Eampe 4 nia> 500 Sepoys* one field-pieoe^ and 
a small mnriaT, to Eiimtooti the place. The town of Cntwab lies 
about 300 ynrdii south of tbo finrt, and h separalod from it by the 
Agey, a river which takes rise in the high landH of BerbohiiL 
The detachment landed at midnight^ and found tbo town abandoned ; 
but not being able to moke tiso cither of the ficld-pioco or moiiaj 
bccB.usesdine ofUiefreppiiitenanc^ bad beeji left beMnd, r&mnined 
quiet until day-break, when Major Goo to wont lo the bank of the 
risirr, and waved a white ilng, which for wme time was answered 
only by shot However^ the governor at length came down to tho 
opposite bank, hut instead of compliance, defied the attack. As soon 
as he wiu? returned into tbo fort, the Sepoya crowed the river, and, 
under shelter of n ridge^ fired npoti the TampartSp whilst tbo Euro- 
pcans marched to the iefl^ in order to ford at eome distance from the 
fort As soon as the garrison saw them entering tho river, thoy sot 
fire to a shed of matis, which hod been misetl to protect tho walk 
from the sun and tain, and as soou as all parte were in a blm^, they 
made their escape to the northward Within the fort, and in se- 
.,_veBal g^naries in the neighbouThood, was found as '^uch rioo os 
would EUBtaln 10,000 men for a yeai^. The main body of the army 
arrived at Cutwoh io the evening, and encamped on th$ plain; 
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but tho next dnj tbo nunj season b«giui stldi %aolenee, that I 

they w'era obliged to gtrlke their tont^ imd shelter themaclvea io ^ 
the huta and honaes of tho towiL 

Tbo Na-boh'a tfoopa aeoing in tho impending wnrfkre no prospect 
of plnndeTn as in the Backing of Calouttii^ and much more dnngiE^, 
damorously refused to rioit the city^ until the arrears of thedr WJ 
were diicliAt]ged : this tumult In^iod three days* nor was it appeased 
until they had obtained a IsTge distribution of money. Colonel Clive 
had dispatched a letter eveiy day aiuce he luft Chandernagore, in- 
forming Heer Jaffier of his progress and stations, but he had hither¬ 
to received only one letter from Jailiorf which amved on the I7tb, and 
WAS datud the day befnro- In this Jafher acknowledged his Eeemiug 
reconciliation wilh the Nabobs and his oikth not to jussiKt the English 
against him \ hub said, nevertkelesaj tliab the purporti of lua covemuit 
with them most be cairiecl into execution. This amhiguotis cum- 
mxmicaticm. at bo docisive n time, made Oolonel Clive suspect that 
he might betray tho Englishp by kagumg with the Nabob, and dc- 
tenziLnad him nut to ctobs the river into tho idand uf Co^aimbuaar 
until this doubt ehonld be removed- The two next days passed in 
disappointed expects.tious offiirthor intcUiguueo ^ hut, on the 2Dth> 
returned the messenger whom Mr. W^atts liad dispatched io Muxa- 
davad on his arrival at Culuah. He reported, that ho bad been in¬ 
troduced to hlecr Jalher and his son MeimuLr in a jirivate cuurt of 
their poiaoe^ into which, a^ soon aa ^hey began to questioa him, 
cojiiu Bume other person^ whom ho supposed to belong to the Na¬ 
bob ; for as soon as they appeared, STelmin threatened to mit odThia 
bead as a ppy* and the heads of all the English, if they should dare to 
emsa the river into tlie Miiud From thia report no conseQueneca ooxdct 
bo drawn ^ but in the evening arrived two letters from Mear Jaffier, 


dated on tha JSth^ one written to hb agent Omarbeg, who wes in the 
Euglish camp, and the other to Colonel Olivo, Tliis only mentioned 
that he ftliould begin his march that day &utn tlm city* aiid llist hiB 
tout would I00 either on Iho loft or the right nf 
whouco bo pEomisod to send more froquont &nd explicit intsUigonoe j 
having hitherto boon deterred by the fear of discovery, as ^ards 
wwo statioiLed on all the roads to intercept all measengerH. Hia let- 
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1757 ter to Offjwbeg contiiaed *eveml particul&iii of tie roconeilia^ioti b** 
tmeen himflolf imd the Nibob^ imd gaw aotno accoont of the ntato of 
tho anaji But ueithef latter explained hia own desigiiB in the 
fifilih or proposed any plan of operations for tbs Engimh Jtnnj. Thia 
communication, therefore* rJthotigb it abated Ooloud Clive's buj- 
pidouB of JaHer'e treanheiy^ did not eondrin liim in Any relLmc^ 
upon hm nwlation or ofs^ktaiica t and muoh confounded by this per¬ 
plexity, well as by the danger of coming to actloa without boTBe, 
of which the EugliBli had hoob:, he wrote the same day to the Ra¬ 
jah of EtirdaWAn, who wm discontented with the Nabobs inviting 
him to join tbeoi with hia cavaLryj oven were they only a thoumod 
Eut^ recollecting that the priaccB of indostan never join the atarjdaid 
which doubts of encci^ bis JinxieticB incrcasod by llio dread of 
those imputailonsi, to which be foresaw the present caution of bis 
conduct would be exposed, if, iiiWr having engaged the public wel- 
Ikro in a project of such imporintice and risque^ he ebotild raoade from 
tbs a^^tempt in tho vary hour of oven*^. il% therefore, deLsmilned 
to conanlt bia offiijore^ and assembled them ibe next day in coundJ^ 
They wem 20, and he prcipcBed to tlieir consideiutiaD, " Whe-het 
** th$ arta}’' ahould immediately cross into bdand of Cosaimbimar^ 
and at iJI risqnes attack the Nabob I or wheuher, availing them- 
" selvoa of tba great quantity of rico wJiich they had taken at Cut-

Colonel 
Clive gave his own o[dnion firsts which was, '* to remain hj Gu-- 
wah f and then descended to the lowest according 0 the suc- 
ocssion of rank. The Majors Kilp,atrick tmd Gran b Were ofthnaama 
opinion as blmBel^ but Uajor Cnoba reasoned otherwlso. Ho aoidp

where he remained noar an hour in deep meditation^ which non- 
vinced him of the absurdity of stopping wbero he was ^ and acting 
now eniirdy from himself^ he gave orders, on his return to hm cj^ubt- 
ters, thft j the Brniy should cro^ the river the nejst morning 

The sick wore lodged in the fort of Cutwab, and at aun-rlse^ on 
the 22J, the nnny begiiTi to pEiss: all were landed on Eho opposite 
slion^ by four in the affiemooup at which tima ano'Jicr mcis^^Dger ar* 
lived wl'h letter from Jidfier^ which bud likewise been dispatched 
on the 19th* hut bad token bye-rofld% and was delayed by other pre- 
eantians. The purport was, " TTiii^. the Naliob hod bol.od at Mun- 
'* (su^ 0 villogio abc milca to the Boaih of Ca^imbci23Lr, nnd In'iended 
to eiitrench iind wjiit the event at that place* where J:iiBcr pro- 
** posed thab the English tihold attack him by mirpriie* TOorohiag 
** round by the inland part of the ifiland. Colonel Ciive inmo- 
** diately eciit back tho messenger wi Lh ibis answer, “ Tha^j be should 
“ TTinjyh to Plasay without dslay^ and would the next nmmiug ad- 
^ vanco dx miles farther to the viHage of Dandpoor i but If Meer 
" Jafticr did not jain Inm thaine, be would maba peace with the 
** NaljotL'' Aooordingly tbe troops proceeded before sun-set eon* 
forming their mArch to tbe pregreas of tbe baata* wbicb, m befcra, 
ware towed*against tbo Blream and havings by unceasing" rufl,":-!* ’ 
Tanced fifteen miles in eight houn^ arri ved at one in tho martiLng 
at Plaasy, Tha army immediately took poMoesiou of the adorning 
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17B7 gtoTO. when, to thflir great surprize, the coatinuit] sound of drums, 
Trilir^ dnnoas, ftud ejnnbdls, whidi alwaye aocom^xiuy the night wAtches 
of AH Indinu camp, ctm^-inced them that they were within n mile 
of the Nabob’s army. His intention to remain at MnnoiiTO, had 
arisen from a supp^^tion that the English would advance imme- 
diately after they had tAkea Cutwab, An^I would an-jve at riuasy 
before hifl own could get there; but ab soon ns ho found that tboy 
wero not bo active, he continued his march, and arrived at the cninp 
of Ploasy twelve bouta before them. 

The gnarda and centinels being stationed the rest tho truopi 
were permitted to take rest The soldier slept; but few of the 
offieers. and least of alJ the ootmmuider. On the other hand, the 
deapondency of the Nabob increoaed aa the hour of danger approached 
Sitting in his tent in the evening of his arrival at tTto camp, it ebanced 
that his at^oudants quitted him one after anuilicr in order to say their 
usual prayew at aun-act, until they left him quite alone ; when a 
common follow, either through ignorance, or with on intention to 
steal, entered the tent uapereeived, until he was discovered by the 
Nabob i who starting from the gloomy reflections in which ho was 
abeerhed, haatily recaUed his attendants with this emphatic cxdfr- 
mation, " Sure they sec me dead." 

The grove of Phussy extended north and aonth about 800 yards in 
length, and 300 in breadth, and waa planted with mongo-trecii, in 
regnlai- rovra. It wm indoaed by a alight honk and diteh, but the 
ditdi WHfl choaked with coamo weeds and braiublesi Tho angle to 
tho south-west waa SOO yards from tho river, hut that te the nerth- 
west not more than 60. A little to the north of the grove, and on 
tie beak of the river, stood a huniing-houae of the Nabob’s, OLcem- 
pasaed by a garden-wall The river, a mile before it naches thin i 
house, ourves to the aouth-wicat nearly in the shape of an horse-shoe, 
iududiog a iMiiinsula about throe miles in eircumfcreiioe, of which ^ 
the neck, from the stream te the stream again, is not more than a 
—;Bi>ctn-'jf a mile jmroea. About 300 yards to the aoulh of the pe- 
pinaubii b^iu an entreneJunenk which Boydooltib hod thrown up 
to •‘cqioc Jus camp ; the southern face, fronting the grove of Plaasy, 
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exteodod nearly in a utritight liaCf about 200 yarda inland fx^noi tlio 1*57 
bank of tbe river ; and iben taming to the nortb-east by an obtiiae 
aaglo, continnoJ nearly in tbia direction about three inUea. Mthin 
thi$ entrenchment encamped Ibo whole army, of wliicli a part like- 
■vriaa occupied the peninsula. In the angle wm raiied & redoubt^ on 
which cannoiL were mounted. About 30Q yards to the eafit of this 
redoubt, but without the camp, waa a hilloek covered with trees ^ 
and 800 yards to tho eoutlt of this hillock and tha redoubt, was a 
fimnll Uuk nr pond ; and 100 yarda ftirthcr to the Bouib was another, 
hut laueh larger tank : hotb, oa all euch public reaErvoira of water in 
Bengub vrere Burronndod by a Large mound of eiirth at the distance 
of some yarda from the margin of the water, 

At daj-brenk, tha enetnyb army issuing from many diflereat open- 
inga of the cainp> began to advance towarda the grove ; 50,000 foot, 

18,000 boraej and 50 piecea cf canaon. The greoicBt part of the 
foot were armed with nmtchlcckSi the rest with various arms, pikeS;, 
uwords, arrows, mekcte« The cas'alry, both men and horses^ drawn 
from the northern rF^gioua, wen? much stouter than any which servo 
in the anniea of Cortiinandeh The cannon were mckstly of the 
largest caJibre^s, 21 and poundoT^ ; and these were mounted on 
the middle of a huge stage, raised six fee t from the gronnd, cair^dfig 
besides the canaon, all the ammunidon beio-aging to it, and the 
gunners themselvea who managed the cannon, on the stage itself. 

These maebiues were drawn by 40 or 50 yoke of white oxen, 
of the largest Bim brail La the oountTy of Pumea ; and bahind each 
caimoii walked an elepliant^ trained to asaist at difficult tugs^ by 
ahoving with bia forehead agairuit the hinder part of the candaga^ 

The infantry and c&vulry znarchod in many aepatuto rmd compact 
bodies. Forty vagabond Frenchmen under the command of one 
Sinlrayp appeared at the larger tank, that nearest the grove, with 
four pieces of li^t cann on, Two larger piecea advamsed and halted 
on a Hue wi^i this tank, dem to the bank of tho river. Bebimj tbeoe 
posts SOOO hoTM and TOOO foot took their atation under tii5 
roand of Me^ Murdeen, and the son of MoonloL The rest ofth^ 
army in large columns of horse and foot extended in a curve fr:^ the 
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l7o7 loft gf the hillock uear thair CRinp, to the j^utul about SDO judr 
east of the iKnithoru angle of the grovo of IlajBiiy ; and in tide part 
ware the troops of Meer JniEer, Bojdoolulb tHuJ Latty. la all the 
oponinga between the oolumiu were iuteraporsod the artillery, twtt 
three, and lour pieces tc^ther. 

Colonel Clive, viewing the enemy's army &om the top of the hunt¬ 
ing-house, was surprized at their numbers, ae wall as the splondoc and 
confidonec of their array : but judging, that if bis own troops ramained 
in the grove-, tho enemy wotild iinputo the caution to lear, and grow 
bolder, be drew them up in n line with the huntiug-bonaev and 
faring to the nearest tank. They were 000 EuropBonii, of whom 
100 wenj mtillory-men. atid 50 were anilora ; lOO Topaases, and 
Si 00 Sepoye ; the artillery ware eight fieid-pieoea, all mR-poundets, i 
and two bowlta: the Tgpasaee were bkmled in the battalion with 
tho EuTOpeauSi the aaLiore asristed the artillery-men. Tho ImUalion 
with tbrnft held-piccos on the right, and the same number on tlirir 
liift, were in the centre t on the right and left of which estended 
tho Sepoys in two equal dlviriofos. The other two Held-piecea and 1 
the bowUzos were advanced 200 ynrds in fijout of the left diviaten of I 
Sepoys, and posted behind two bridc-kilua This line extended 6U0 I 
yartlfl beyond the right of the grove ; but the (^atoace of tho enemy 
in this quortor, prevented any danger of their falling upon the fluak f 
before whatsoever traops were ordqmd could fkJi bnftf. and rouge 
along the cost aide of tJio grova. The first shot was fired by tbs 
enomy, at eight o'clock, from tho tank ; it killed oun, and wounded 
onoLher of the gronAdier company, which waa posted on the right 
of tho battnliau. This, m a sigiud, was followed by the egutinusi I 
fire of the rest of the Nabob's artillery on the plain. But mtat of 
their shot Hew too high. The two adiunced fi&ld-pieoes auswured ^ 
the Em from the tank, and those with the hattolinn acted Bgakst I 
the diderent diviaioiw of heavy airtilleiy on die pLoJu ; but firing out 
of tho reach of pomt-hlaak shot, hit nous of tbo enemy's euus; 

^WSTSbless. every allot took plaoei eithsr in one oP othsr of the 
Jmdies ofinfontry or cavahy. Bat ten for one killed, was no sd- 
vtmt*go in such a^ disparity of numbers, and in balf an hour the “

ordered tlie wbolc army to ratire into Lha grom Tbo QQQmj elated '—i-*- 
by thia rebroiit, edvsjicod their heavy artillery nearer^ and ftred with 
greabar vivacity than before | but their shot only atruok the traca ; 
for the troop wore orJarod to alt down^ whilst the Hold-pieoea siono 
answered the memy'a cannon froro behind the IieulIl Ekplosjona 
i>f powder were fraiuently observed aioongut their artilleiy. Ai 
eleven o'dpok Colonel CUto conaulted bJe officers lit the dram 
head ; and it woe resolved to nminlniji the cannonade during the dayv 
but at mjdnigbt to ivttnerk tbe NahoVe wmp. About noon a very 
heavy flbowor oov^red the plain, and vary soon damaged the enemy'a 
powder BO much, that their file slackened eoutiniiiLUy; but the Eng¬ 
lish amumtion sarved oa The ^'ahob hewl remained in hia teat out of 
the reticli of danger, continnEdly flattered by bisattaEidants imd officers* 
of wboTU one half were traitora^ with sRsumocea of victoiy ; but about 
noon bo was iafarmed, that Mobt Murdeen, the best and mn«t foitli- 
fbl of his generali, was mr>rtally wounded by a cannan-balL Th& 
mihforttinc disturbed him to excess; he iramediatoly sent for Mecr 
Jaffiot i and as soon as be entered the toct, flung hia turban cm the 
gromid. Baying. "Jaffinr* tliat turban you roiut defend." The 
other bowed, and With bis hands cm bis breaet, protnlsed bisutmoEt 
sendees ; pnd returning to his tnxips and asHockteB, immediately dis- 
pfitclied s letter to Cidonel Clive, iuformiug Iiim of what bod pas^ed^ 
and advising him either to push furwaid in the insbaut, or at nil 
events, to attiick the Nabob's camp at tlifea the next monung; but 
tb<? messeQ^or wiut afrwcl to proceed whihft the firing eontintied la 
the moan tuuo, the terrors of the Nabob IncroaBed continqnfly f Boy* 
dooluh taking ad v outage of thoni« counselled him to Tcturn to hii 
capital: hieadvlDO provniled, and the Nabob ordered the army to re¬ 
treat into the intrcndnntjats. 

Acoordingly, abrat two o'clock* tbo onomy ceoseA the cannonade, 
and were pfiiMiveci yoking the iwns of oxon to their artillery, and 

soojl us these were in lOotlfiB, their wholo ai-my turned AnU 
oeeded iWly towards the ctunp. But Sinfray with his patty and^ 
fidd-pioces sUB raointainod bta poet at the tank- ^ This was a-^ood 
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1737 stetdou t*j canrHiiiEde tho en«ttiy from, during their retreat; and 
Major Kilpntritfk impatioat to seizo the opportunity, advanqed [tarn 
the grove with two oampsuiies of tho battalion, and two field-pieoes. 
marching fiut towards tho tank, and sent information of hia intention, 
and tho reason of it, to Ills commAnder, who chanced at this liine 
to be lying down in tha huntings honiie. Some say he was asleep; 
which is not improbable, Mnnidering bow little reat hq had had for 
90 many hours before; but this is no imputation either agtuhst hii 
courage or conduct. Starting up, he ran iimnedfateiy to the detach¬ 
ment, raprituimded Kilpatrick sharply for making such a motion 
without hm orders, commanded him to return to tho grove, and bring 
up the 1-cat of the army ; and then proceeded himself with the de¬ 
tachment to the tank, which Sin&ay, seeing hia party left without 
support, abandoned; and retreated to the rodouht of the iotrenoL- 
ment, whero be planted his Sold-pteces ready to act again. 


As the main body of the English troops were advanoing to the 
tai^ that part of the Nabob's army, which in the beginning of the 
action hod formed opposito to the south-east angle of the grove of 
Flawy, lingered in the retreat behind the resl^ and when they hod 
psased the parallel of the grove, halted, faced, and advanced towards 
the north-east angle. These were the troops of Hear JatHar j but 
their signals not being understood, it was suppoacd that they intended 
to fell upon the baggage and boats at the grove, whilnt the English 
^y were engaged at tho tank. Thnw platoons of tha Uno, whilst 
in march, and a field-piece, were detached to oppose thorn, under the 
oommand of Captain Grant and Lieutenant Bumbold; and Mr. John 
Johnston^ a valantwr. managed tha fiold-pioee. the fi™ of which 
soon stopped the approach of the supposed onemy Moanwhile the 
army being arrived at the tank, got all tbdr fiald-pteces upon the 
mound, and from thence began to cannonade into the Nabob’s camp j 
on which many of the troops come again out of the iutrmohment* 
ood aev ond pieces of their artiUery were likewise preparing to return j 
-=^rp?Ool»nel Clive advanced nearer, and posted hidf his troope 
jind ortuicry^ at tim lesser tank, and the other ludf at a rimug ground 
aboul.200 yard, to the left of H. From three stations thT^t^e 
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wm reiisjwoU witb more cfficfvcy thxn before, uud killed majaj of Uio 1757 
oxen whiiih wore tlmwiiig tlift whioli threw all th& tmltm 

thnt wero appnmeldn,^ into disorder. On tfao other band, the 
Fraiichmen with Sinfrny plyed tlmr Hold-ptocoa from the redoubt ; 

^ind mutcblocks from the mtri^i:icbinooh«» from ditche^j hoUoiTB; and 
every hole or ahiolter^ oa oJ^ from the huAhoa on tho liillodlt eaHt of 
Um nnlcmbt^ kept up a conptmit although ijnrogtiliy* fire, whilst tlio 
cavatiy advanced aereml limeB tlmeatening to dwrge ewoifi in bandj 
but wore always stopjied and ropubfed by the quick firing of the £□- 
gliah fidd-piecoR. Neverthdess, the Engliah anfietfHl aa mncli in this, 
fla they Iiiki during nil thn forraor operations of Lha day. At length 
the troops) of Jafilur appeared moving away from tho field of battle, 
without Joining the rest c}f the Nabob's Army ^ which convincing 
Oolond CHyo who they were^ ho detonninGd to make one vigorous 
eJfort for vlcrbary by attibckiug at once Hinfray^H redoubt, and the 
eminence to the eastwaivl of it, in the cover of which lui ambaEcado 
wm eiespecied. Two divisions of the army were appointed to tho 
two attacks, aud tho main body advanced m the centre ready to 
support both, and to act^ as occa^on tfikculd ofier, of itAeI£ The 
Jlriaion on the right gained the ftminemse without firing or receiving 
a single shot Ai the same time the loft marched up to the redoubt, 
w hich Sinfruy, finding himself egain deeorteH.1 by hia allieap quitted 
without CirtheT rosiatnneo, and without carrying otf hift field-pieces. 

Thus the whole of the BoglLsh army entered tho camp at five o'clock, 
without other ohataclo than what tiiey met from tents, artillery^ 
baggage, and stores, dispersed around them, and abandoned by nu 
army which ontrUumbered them ten to one, and were flying before 
them on all sidca in the utmost confuaiou. 

The cause of thiii sudden panic was the flight of the NAbob, who 
hearing that Moisr Jaflkr remainiHl inuetivo on the plaiUr nnd that 
the Enghsli W'aro advancuig to sU^rm his comp, mounted a camcf, 
ami fled at the uLmofit paen of the animal^ aceompaniod b y abo ut 
2000 horsemen. The victory wofi decided, and was eonfinoMi uy 
the arrival of the m^CDgor with tho letter sent by Mecr JoiHer at* 
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1757 noon ; soon ailsr cams another^ whom Colonel CUva jtnto^dLat&ly 
rctamed with a notflp t^qu^Ling Meer to iriout him the tiext 

morning at; EhtBdpore. 

Tho English soldiers being tohh that they abould receive a dona- 
tipTi of TQODOj, receiyod the orclem to mareh on to l>aud|>ore with 
aoclamatinns^ nor shewed any dedro to atop for the plunder wliii^li 
lay spread aronnd them. They halicfi, however, until the commit- 
shades had taken potiseasdon of as mnny oxen as sufticcid for uU the utU^ 
lery and candiigea of the army ; their own 1:3eing much inferior to tho 
NaboVa A detaebment was aent forward, under Major Cootej to 
pursue, or rather observe if the onemy rallied ; and the whole 
army arrived at eight ntlock, and rested At Daudporc. Tliis impor¬ 
tant victory was gained with little loss. Only 16 Sepoys were killed, 
and 36 wounded^ many of whom dightly : and of the Europeans 
about 20 were killed and wounded ; of which numberp six of the 
killed^ and ten of the wounded, were of the artillery, im were LUce- 
wiec the only two otBcera wbu wore wounded during the different 
opemtiona of Lbe day^ 

In the morning, Colonel Clive deputed Mr. Sowiflon and Onmrbeg 
to conduct Meer Jaflier to Daudpore, who received them with re* 
serve, and an air of anxiety, as If be apprehended timt the English 
relented hia conduct, in not having joined them, confonnably to hie 
promises ; he, hpwovor, immediately proceeded with tboui to DAud- 
pore, aeoompanicd by his son, Moimiu, and his usual retinue. 
On entering the English enmp^ ho olightctl from his elephant, and 
the guard drew out, and rested their arms, to receive htra with the 
usual honoTUS. Nqt knowing the meaning of this compliment, ho 
started hack, ei^ if ho thought it a prcipamtiDn to his destruction; 
but Colanol Clive advancing haistily, embraced, and saluted him 
Nabob of Bengal, Behar, and OrLta, which removed hia fears. 
They oonfcTTod about an hour, lie making some apologio% and the 
Colonel no reproachcfi ; hut advised him to proceed Lmmediatety to 
the^ty, and not to suffer Surajah Dowiah to escape, norrbis tmosurea 
to bo ^undcred^ Meer -Teffier roturning to his troops, hastened with 
■them to Httxada\'ad, and amv^ there in the evening, that w, of 
^3 the 
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iho ^4tk Cijlani?! tbon djAp&t^lied lottors %o Roydooltibi LftUji 17 dT 
and Motdfkdiimd, And to MDoickoiiand he promised that no en- 
qiiiiy should bo mnde concerning tho plimdcr of Cftlcabta. The anny 
proceeded in the flfcorncKjn, and halted six miles beyond D&udjxirieL 

Burajah DowIkU got to tbo city before tbe midnight after the 
battle ; and not a few of Ids principal officers arrived thero almoi^ 
as £H>on as himself. These he nssemblod in ootmeiL Some adyieed 
him to doilvei- hiiufieir up to the KnglUh, ^hich he imputed to trea¬ 
chery [ otheLS propoflcd^ that ho should Giicoumge tbe army by tho 
otter of great rewards^ aod appear agiun at their head in the EDoni- 
ing. ITiis he seemed to approve, and^ having ordered an immediaie 
distribution of tlireo monthA pay to the troops, duunksod the counoilr 
end retired into the seraglio, u'bcrej left to his own redeotioa^ and 
his women, bla terrors returned^ 

The nest Tnoming, tbe 2ttb, be sent away hk women, with 50 
elcphEiiits laden with their furniture and ncceasarics^ and with them 
a great part of his own Jewels^ and some gold rupees : and dotermmed 
to esi^kpe hinrself in the night ; butv hasdng lost all confidence ia 
every officer of distinctidn, whose fortunes either he MmaelF or his 
graudfidher hiul made, he intrusted hk intentions only to tbe cnnuolt 
who governed his seraglio. The arrival of Mecr Joffier in the even¬ 
ing, although ho attempted notJiing immediately, hastened tho 
Nabob's departure. Having disguised iJmsclf In a mean hd 

went secretly at ten o'l^otdc at zdght out of a window, catryinga 
icnsket of bk most valuable jewets, and attended only by bk ikvunrito 
concubine and the aunnclL Tliey got nndkeovered into a boat^, wbicli 
tho ounneh hod prepared at the wharf of the palace ; it Immediately 
rowed away to the northwarti. It was hk intentiAn to escape to Mr, 

Law, and with him to Pafim, tlio governor of which province was a 
faithful adherent to his fiiznily. At midnight^ Ueer Joffier waa in¬ 
formed of hii flight, and tmnwdlatelj sent several parties in pursuit 
of Mm. In tho moming, the whole city was in oemfusion, no one 
knowing wlffli waa becomi^ of their late Nabob, and not - 

Ilk station occupied by any other. Moonloh and several others o^ 
the Nabob's fsmiliam^ were taken in the forenoon, endcavourh|g to 
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1737 mako tlieir escape; aiiJ the next day tUo wouiieiit with the dopLiAniRi 
boloi^ng to the aen^lio, wlddi the NuboB bnd sent away prcvioua Uj 
bia owti depuLitunov were stopped by ecoBe of Meer Jaftiers Lroopa nt 
Edgwengoiahj a lawn oii the grtiditerju of ibe Gimgeap 15 mili^ to 
the N. £L of Mu^Julavod, 

The English enny Arrived at noon, the S3b1tp and halted ni Atun- 
dipcK>Tp from whence Colonel GEve sent foTWfljni Mr. Wattfl and Mr. 
Widfih, attended by IQO Scpoye ; they arrived at three in the aftnmofsii 
in the city, and visited Meor Jadier, wbo then dispatched tnoro 
parties in pnisnit of Siirajab Dowlah. Their visit convinced the in- 
habitanis whom they were to look np to ns their futars lordp and 
their MhortationSp eoconded by the viuinity of the Engliidi aimy, 
enccraraged Meer Jalfier to proclniin himself T'fabob. 

The next djQ^, the 2Gtbp Wntta njid Walsh visited the Smt$^ where 
they met Meor JafGer and Eoydooliibp and oonfeircd concerning the 
pajrmciiL of the stipulated monies, bnt Roydoolub insisted pcrfcinnciDUslj 
that the vrbole amount of Sumjah Dgwhih'g treasiures was ndL aufi- 
clcnt to supply it The reatitntionp with the donations to the squa¬ 
dron, the anny and the committee, amounted to 22,000,000 of 
Secca mpera. e^iuol to 2j50p000 poimds. But other doEationa were 
promised, which bavo since bceti the Ibundiitioii of Bcveral fbriiuies*

whicih they likewise paid homage, and presented goltL Tlie next 
morning Joffier vMted Cllvo, and conferred with him on the state 
of the troaauiy, alleging, aa Eo3^doQ]ub had dnne^ that thei^ woa 
not enlBcienl to nnswer all his engagemEutn to the EngUah, but 
that he wue novcrtbicdeda ready to agree to any reasonuble Aooomino-

Clive, who iidviaed him to make a pilgrimage to some 
pagoda I which ho accordingly did eoon ailer, to a famous oao near 
Maulda t he went, and returned in^no, his raind eveiy day more 
asd more approaching to idiotlam ; asdt eontrary to the nsnal 
manuerR of old ago in tsdostai], still morn to the format exceiieiic& 
of hia understandings he doliglitcd in being continually dressed in 
the richest garmentfl, and oinamented with the moat cosEy Jewels 
In this state of imhedEty, ho died about a y^ar and a half after the 
shock of his diaappoLatment^ Grounded on hia imporLance^ by 
knowing tho secret, ho held out the terror of betraying it^ to secure 
bin own advantaged Whether ho would have betrayed it> if re* 
fusedr ifi uncertain: for part of hia fortuno wis in the power of 
the English, and he had the utmost vengi^auco of Jaffier and his 
confedorates to fear. However, the experiment waa not to be tried. 
But* on the other hand, as hia tnl^ and aitificcs prevEnted Sumjali 
Dowlah from believing tho repreaentatious of his most trusty iser- 
vant^ who early suspected, and at length were convinced, that 
tihe English were ^onfederatod with JaSor * the 2,000,000 of

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rupees he o^cpceUid shoultl have been puid to Liai, nuil he Left to 17^7

On tlie 2d of Jn\j^ two dnjs alW the conference at the SeaU^ 
dewB came to the city that Siunjah Dowlaii woe t&keD^ and the re¬ 
port excited monnuns amongst a grent party of the army onoaiDp^d 
oroniiiJ. The rowera of hbi boat* fatigui^ with axceedvo toil, stop 
ped ia the night at Bajoh Mahid, and the Nabobs with hie concu- 
binOf took shelter in a deserted garden ; where tie was diBoovercd 
at hreak of day by a man of me&ii eooditioD, whose eara he had 
caused to be cut when at this phuce abeut thiiiceii aiDathe before 
ho took the fatal and furious resolution of returning £ 1*0111 hia in¬ 
tended expedition against Pumenh^ to the de^^truotion of Calautta. 

The injured man revealed him to the brother of Meer Jaffier* re¬ 
siding in the town, and Tie to tlie soldiers who were seeking him. 

They bnrriisd him back to Muxadavad with tho eagar diligence of 
men who knew tiio value of their prlsse ■ and to recommend them¬ 
selves aiUl more to their empldyerB^ treated him with every kind of 
maoioore and iudiguity oompatibla with the preservation of hie life. 

In thia manner they brought him, about tnidoighhi ^ a cocaman 
felan^ into the presciuae of Meer Jaf&er, in Oic vety pokes which 
a few days bdbra hadi bean Uie seat of his own reaidenoe and des¬ 
potic authority. It Is said that Jaffier ae^med to be moved with 
compassion ; and. well he mighty for ho owed ell Lna formar for¬ 
tunes to tho generosit}^ and favour of Alkverdyi who dkd iu firm 
reliance^ that Jii^er woulil repay his hon alios by attachment and 
fidelity to this his darling adoption i who, himself, to Jalher at leasts 
Wild no criminai Sumjah Dewlah ptosbrated himself^ and with cx- 
osssivo tremor and tears Lmplared for life alone. But Meetum^ the 
son of Jalfier, a youth not BeveDteej\ fiorce, batbaroiiB^ and in his 
nature cruel aa Surajah Dowkh himsolf, inBistod on Instant death, 

Joffier CFrderod the pruaoner to ha mmoved, and the loldime who Iiod 
taken led him into a distant chamber, one of the vilest of the pa- 
lace^ which t^y grumled in expectation of farther orders. Moat of

The news of the battle of Flaagy was ^brought to Calcutta on the 
2obh of June in a letter from Colonel CH^e to Mr, Dmke^ the go- 
remorj wbo immediately commimicated it to the cofundL The 
victory was deemed dechive ; and all regtrainis of secrecy being now 
removed, tho purport of the tieatiee were revealed by ihe membnra 
of tbo council to all they met. In a few ndnntea aU the mbabit- 
antii of the town, impatient to hear or toDp were in [the etreeta. 
The restitution of public and private property ; the donationB to 
tbo squadron, the annji and individnab y the grants to the compa^ 
ny I the privileges to the English commerco i the comparison of 
the prcflpenly of ttib day with the calanuties m which the colony 
was overwhelmed at this very season in the preceding year : in a 
word, this sudden reveTse and proftialon of good fortune intuxieated 
the Btcndj€s&t niiiidSp and hurried evoiy one into the exeeeses of io- 
ternpemie joy ; even envy and ImtiiKl forgnl their energicfip and were 
recondledp at least for a whiles to Ihmiliarity and good-will j for 
every one saw that his own portion of odvAiitAges was intimately 
and inseparably blended with that of every other person in the 
settlement

Tha coidederaed^ oT fimliition am as liable tci be brolccti b}^ Buccot^ 
as dkappointmcntL Meer Jftflier had many mlatioaa j and not only 
they^ but all others wlio wen* his jidliEnient^ or depctidanta befom 
hiB &cce<»ion the Nabnhjship. thought thoy bad thc~bcBt tight to 
paii:akcofthe change of Lia fortunea; and tiiOBer who without pne- 
viona oonnsKion hfid ftCi|iiio^d to the revolotiou, thought their title 
better. But the donations to the English hud e^haii^tcd tbctmaBury. 
and none of the ofEcena of the governmetit could be removed with- 
ont infiiuging the doohLrationa by which Tafficj hail abtriincd the 
general ijtibmiB-don to his sovereigntyj and which Clive had mtided. 

Some money had l>een diatrihiited oniougst the army of the govern¬ 
ment^ but mucTi less than they e]£pec?leil ; and their iliBimntont 
acquii^ prctrnmption by the complaints of the whole popalaco of 
MuOTdavnd, who had beheld with dottssmtion the gold and ailTnEr of 
the capital oatentatiounlj cairied away by foreigners A large antfi 
still remained doe of the first half of the treaty'monieSj and the 
term of the first payiucnt of the eeoond half waa approaching^ for it 
fell In October ^ and the committee at M uxadat'ad eontinnaliy 
pressing the treoaury for the balanoe already diia 

Tliero ia no prince in IndoBtiiikp who doea not try cveiy nicana to 
avoid the po 3 Tnont of money^ &tjpnlatcd at n distant period ; and Meer 
Jaffier imtigined hiM liberalitiefl to individuaK who were the headii 
of the Eoglif^ti naticn. would relas their Htrietiiesa Lii the public 
ierijia But Colonel Clive Imd neither luiked nor «tipuljitc4l for the 
presents he had received i and having refuBed ovoiy other offer l>*iii 
the variotLs intorebts which composed the govemmeul, ibouglit their 
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17&7 obUgaiioDJ} mutmiJ, nnd tuaiiitained tljo independeocy of Ilia eomraanL 
^dtber JiiIHcr nor bis uoa Imd suapcoted thin sternno^ia io hia 
mctiar. Ho not'oTily insisted on tbo pp,jTiieiita of tbo trcnty-moniw, 
fLB bocftuoo du£j but, wlieii tampered with to upprovo ebanges iti 
tbe army and admiiustTatioti, which JatGur wished to make iu onltt 
to gintify Ub own ravouritei!i. Clivo let him undei^nd, tluit he would 
permit nonOt ua dooming them dangerous to the public tranquillity, 
and oontTBiy to dectaratlons, sanctified by bis own. JatBer lelt tlieae 
rtstrainta with abominatiem. which turned bis head to notions ef 
emancipating himself from tho ascendance of the Eughsh ; but. 
warned by tiro experioTvee of tho confederacy which hft<l raised bim 
to the floveroigntyj saw the ijocesaity of first breaking the power of the 
Gentooa, in •whom tho English would find tho sanifi resourcea against 
himself, as he with tho English had derived ftom them ag^t Sn- 
rajah DowUb, Roydoolub, as tho head of tho Gontoo line, was flist 
to bo deatroyed ; but, dreading the aagneity of Cliwe, Jaffier detor- 
ndned to set nothing in motion which mi^t awaken Ida suspicion^, 
whilst he remained at Muxadarad ; nnd in the interval, hoth he and 
his Bon Mecmin (arried themselves to him with every uppeainnce of 
openness and confidence, nnd Clivo often partook of the familiarity 
of their piivato amusementa. 

On the 14tii of September, tiro day after the detachment from 
PAtna arrived at Muxadavad, Clive went away to Calcutta, leaving 
Watts, M-aningham, and Seniftoa, to transact the oompeny's afipdia 
with the N abob and hie miniaterB. The dfitachuient from Patna w» 
stationed in the iactory at Coadinburar; tho rest of the troops, which 
haH served at Plasay, were fsent down tiro river, and quartered at 
Cbandemngore, as a more healthy situation than Calcutta

Polygar, we shall in future dUtinguiah him fiora the 
greater Momvar by that titla Here they expected 300 horaa from ^ 
Tniuore j but none were arrived, or near, Swuts flent forward re¬ 
ported, that mU the i-oads and paths in the country before them wore 
obstructed with tree? fresh cut down and strewed acres the way, and 
that numbers of Collerics were every where ready to dispute the 
passage, Measangets wore sent to onq;tiire tho reason. Tho Poiygar 
said, that being at enmity with Tanjore. and knowing that Calliaud 
had asked the king for a body of liorsc, he had barred his woods, 
being determined not to admit any Taujormes into kw country. 
Calliaud, being by this time oonvinced that the King, notwitlialand¬ 
ing Lb* proouscsi dM not intend to send any, made a merit of re* 
jesting what he was not likely to obtain, and assured the Poiygar he 
would not accept of their aasLitanw j on which all obatados wore 
removed, and the troops, after a bait of three days, entered his 
coontiy on the 4th of March. In seven daye more, of which they

['olygara Excepting the feet of a few mieeioDarieSk this track bad 
never before been trodden by any Eiiropeaos, At Mangolum, Cal- 
liaod met the brother of the TfeUicotab and at Partlachy, the prin- 
dpal man of the greater Moravnr : and Jearnt from them that the two 
Polygnrd and Tondiman had entered into a Icagno to attack the king 
of Tanjore with all their foroea united, on tbo vory next attempt ha 
should make agalnat the temtoties of either of the threa The 
troops having halted a day at Parolachy, continited their march to 
Tinivally, through the open cotmtiy, in districts belonging to this 
government. 

The Pulitftver, with the Polygon* of his alUsnce, hod token the 
field in the middle of Janom-y, as soon an Haphniie Khan arrived 
at Nellitangavillo ; their force amounted to 10,000 man, and the 
cavaJory of Madura under the command of BorkAtoolab, to one 
thouBand, This army moved by alow etages to the eastward, the 
CoUories plundoiing day and night on either hand, and at length 
encamped before Panialii.raervi<;h, at this time the principal realdenco 
of Cfttabominaiguo, the chief of the eastren Polygara, and de¬ 
manded hia &sBistiin<» y who, dreading the destruction that would 
follow bis refusal, complied, and Joined them with 3 or 4000 men. 

But the Polygnr of EtiojHvnim, the next in importanoo, made 
Bome pretence to withhold his titJops, for which the Pulitaver waa 
not sorry ; and the army marched from PunLalvnncrutch, directly to 
Tinivelly, BtiU plundering all tho way ; but wero deterred from at¬ 
tacking the town itself, by the netivity of the Company^ Sepoys 
stationed there under tho comroand of Busaiponnigue. Itetuming 
with their plunder to the nurthwiird, they mvrigcd all tlm acccasiblo 
and cultivated districtft holoiiging to Etinponim in revenge for fai.s 
neutnUity 1 and from hence sout off a detachment with tlieir booty, 
amongst wbicli were 5000 brovea. to Ntillitangavillo.

thrown up a mud fort, on winch he Iwl mounted throo piccaa of 
i!naQon, siiul placed in it 1 50 Feans and Se^Kiya under the com m ind 
of hb nephew^ AJgapab The enemy attcucked the fort> wbkh, after 
more le^iatance than might have been expected^ surrendered, and 
Algapali was sent a piiscmer to NcllLLongELvllle. Intclligenco of this 
loss was hroughfc to TiniTolly on the 1th of Miirch,i in the evening, 
and at 8 0 ^ dock^ Mahomed Is^oof marched witli the greatest part of 
hia ow'n forces and aJi of tho Folygars his allies.

ORJimtle. The Nabobs in the bcgintiiiig of the yeax^ had denmnded 
of hifi brother Nasgabnlla^ die governor of a fmbsidy of 

100,000 mpafi^ above the uflual tiibutfi i which the uonqity could 
afford to pay, having Huffered little from tlie {tktreatiefl of the war, to 
wlilcli the rest of tho Cnrimtic luid m long been exposed ^ but Na- 
vcabuUa nqnivccaied and apologised. Ichlu^ Khan, the hrothei' of 
the Nabob's hiutoy or genemJ^ marcMng at thie time with SOlf hot^ 
and other troopa, to coUeot the tribute^ of the northern Folygantp 
ad'i^'^iiced m &r m Borapely, a fort 12 miles sonth of Nclorei and 
proposed an interview with N&seahuUu^ who iLceepted the vMtp giv¬ 
ing hia oath on tho Koran ; but requeatesd lehlass Klmn to fsome 
with few attendant^ leat qqarrola abnuid arise between them and bia 
DWiL The virit Ykrodneed no change in Na^eabullah excu^ for not 
paying the mcney^ and Ichi&sa Khan lelt the ciLy in the evealog 
without liomi ; bnt^ aJlor it grew dark, hid eaeort waa attacked by 
an ambusesade of nmtchJock-iiien in the htmhea near the road, and 
one of them was killed.

Tho 
force finm Miulmad wafl only 100 EurapcaiLM, the eoiupany of 
56 Coffreca. and 300 Sepys^ with one dgliteen-potuiden tow si^- 
poundo™, fijtir oohorns, and oac hawitz. Liautoiiiint Colonel Fordo, 
of Adlereron'ii regimentr wma appointed to command the expedi¬ 
tion. Tlie Snpoya and bullocks proceeded by kiiiL The Eurci|)eana 
and Godrecs, with the artillery and ^torea, embarked cti tbe fm>t uf 
April, in a skip and a ftloop, which anchored the next afternoon op¬ 
posite to the mouth of the rivor Kiuufoier, asven tnilee to the North 
of Kifltnaputam, a town of coosidoruble trade, frtnn whence they 
c^cpcct-i^ the u^unl aj^intiuiceii of the port ; hut the mhabH^nta. inti'^ 
midated by the thraatoa of No^eitbulU, abandoned the town cii the 
appearance of the vefiaela, which were cmploycii seven daj.-i in effect¬ 
ing tho disembarkation with two nm^olae they liad l>rought from 
Madmaa During thin interval tho Sepoya and buHocka arrived ; 
but ooobea imd mom bullocks wem necessary before the detiirlh 
meut could move from KistnapntauL, and the Naliolfs army from 
Arccjt waa not near enough to supply them before the 2Sdl of the 
month. 

The next day (Joloud Fordo marched, and on the 25th jc^ioed the 
Nfkbob's army at Serapely, which waa corauumded by hia brother A1>- 
dullwalxab, and liad b&en oncreaaed by the trooi>» of the |>Ldygors Eiia^ 
guj Yaichani and Damorlah Veakotapiiab, and all together amuniifod 
to 10,000 men, of which 3000 warn eavalry.

w€ 3 fit^ and 01K> on the other aides. The walls were of mud, and oaly 
the gateway and a few of the towers of otonix Tlic {>aniitct waa aix 
feet High, Aflth many |>ort-holea for aiiiall Anaw, timde of pip^ of 
liak&lday, bid in the moist mud. whiht iniHiOg, und ^ 
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175T co&BoliJating wiili the miwii ; the omimioti lucthoil of running tbiaie 
dflfonctsg in TnJia; Uioditcli Inid nni wnter. and ww in many iMirta 
' ' much diokcd by Jiifls of sand KoJEeabulk, on the approocli of i 
Abdulwahab, bnd gone away witli loOO horse, and leR the city to 
bo defcndcii by a resolute officer, with a garriHoii of 4000 Peons, 
who w<ti» inMti-acted and assisted by 20 Prencbinen, sent from Ma- | 
snlipidani- The “Rnglifth troops encamped along the river in face of 
the town, the NaboVs and the Polygw's at a dietance higher up. 

On the 20th, the eighteen-pounder, with the fieH-pieoea, togothw 
with the oohords and howite, began to fire from the mound of a I 
ai the distance of 300 yiirda ; but by mistake ugainst the 
Btrongest part of tho wall, on wJiioh, in four days, they mode no 
h»t. imprassiim. In the night of tha 3d of May. all tho artUlary wns 
moved to n battery eroct 0 l about 200 yards to tho left, and 100 
nearer tho woU, which in tliw |>arfc was visibly in a ruinous condi¬ 
tion. The IQ-poander fired briskly doling tho next day, and hy 
the ovening made a hreacb wlileh appeared ptacticahle * ami lii- 
tjjcrto only one man had been wounded by the enemy's tire, which 
had been very few cannon-shot, but continual from amaU-arms, The 
Ti<>Tct day Abdulwolmh stuumoned tbe governor, who answered with 
civility, that he could not tlelivcr the fort to any one without a po¬ 
sitive order from NasscabuUa, whose salt ho eat It was thoielbm 
resolvud to Btonn tbo next morning j but, duiing this interval tlm 
gairbon bad Iwcn diligently employed in counterworking the breach 
On each aide they cut a broad trench through tho Tumpart, imd 
another on the ground within, which joinisd «t right angles with 
those from the rampart, and coelowd a apace of some yards sqtioM; 
thcM trenches wara to bo defended by men armed with long pikeSi 
whilst nvimherB lAatioucd, some along the ramparts, aome in va- 
ricuis pita dng for the ooeosion, and othem in the adjacent houses, ^ 
wem to annoy tho osaailants, whim on the breach, with Bton«, a.i- 
rowB, and fire-arms, to which their oivn pikemen, being intrenchcl 
hrimBt-higlL. would he little exposed. At aun-riso the English troof« 
tulvnuccd to tbo asanult. The 300 SojHiyu marchod first; the com- 
' nany of Cotfree] next the Europeaus in the roar. The enemy 
‘ - brifikly 
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briakJy n» tlio I'ue wob approocliiug, anJ more ospocioUy from tLe 
toiver on Um loft oi tbe breach, that Col ForJe ondoreJ a tiis-poim- " 
der from the baUerj', which, at the diatanes ol' a LmJrBd yanls, 
kept up a coaetant fins on the parapet of thia tower, mare indeed with 
tbo hope of btimidftling, than the expectation of doing any dotriinenL 
The fiiHt few Sepaya who got up the breach were uDjaedwitely etoppod 
by the pikes from advancing either forwards, or on cither hand, and 
had Bcarcdy discharged their musketa before they were ail wounded ; 
on which, those innuodiately belund ran down in confusion, and the 
whole Iwiy in an tiiBtunt broke ; but disperaod to the rigJrt and left 
of the rest of the lint The CofTrtiea, led by Ensign Elhot, took 
thdr place without trapidation, and having mounted, maintaimsd 
their ground on the breach gallantly, iiiideavouriog. after they had 
fired, to break down the pikes with their inuskctH, nod even to puflJi 
into the Lrcuches : hut iu vain, feff in ft few minute^ four of them 
were kilied. and tliirtoun, willi Lieutenant Elliot, woimdcd ; on 
winch the rest were adlod down. The Europeans, who during this 
contest had rcinainod thronged at the Ibut of the Lreach, now moimtLMi, 
wory time as he stood nearest, without regard to miik. order, or 
cutiimanii This aaaauU continued half an Lour, during which Capt, 
Hunt WM shot with an arrow, Callender and KJcLard South, and Mr, 
Alexander, the conimiBawy, were bruised with stones, and with them 
four of the soldiois kidefl, and £7 wounded on the breach, and tia' 
enemy still as iwtive as ever ; on which Golotiel Fordc^ who was at Uw 
foot of the will, ordered the retreat, which was made with more huny 
than hecame troops who had hitherto behaved with so much couragt; 
for evei^- man, instead of waiting for his officets and colours, ran as 
fiisl as he could to take shelter in the battery, and all passed the iield* 
piece without stopping to bring it away, until capfein Kichard Smith, 
who, in rotation of duty, brought up the rear, halted with o few 
of his own company, and afterwards, with tho nSHistance of somo of 
the Nabob's horsenicn, who were near, dniggwi the fleld^pi«B to 
the battery : dnriog whieh two of hia serjeants, and turn of tho 
h^iiMincii woundwl from the walk The Naljob’s nrmy, dar- 
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ing till: aiJviiQCDii ill scveml bodice figniniit dificrf^nt parts af 

the towup hilt th^ir nppoamiLGti no wit&re vritihdrs-w tli€ aiteDtion of 
the garriBon from tbo dcfcn^je of the lirmob. 

The vent of the oighte^Ti poutidtr beiag run^ it was impo^ihle to 
i^hqw the attack until athor battering mimon nmved fi'oni Ma¬ 
drons * but Colonel Fordo bad alimdy t>eon mformet] by the pred- 
denej', that tlio French troopg wore acting in the Beld. and threatened 
dofdgtia wliich might render it necessary to i^call his detadxmeiity 
By the 13th the wounded wore enffidontiy recovered to maieli ; and 
no detfitminution being as yet received from the presidency, Gobnel 
Fordo, in coiij|diAnc 0 with the ropcatod requests of Abclulwnbab, 
ciYiBScd the Ponmu" with the whole army in pnrsuit of NftzeJi.buIl% 
who, it was said^ etill eontioued in the neiglihoiirhoi.>d t on the 15th 
they halted at Bongxmit n pagpdn of note 3b milee west of Nelore^ 
where they wore informed that Na^oabnlla had quitted the eoim-' 
try* and was gonB to the Fn^nch at ComiiviT j on which the army 
retumeJ the next day towards Berapoly, hut hy another rood^ leav¬ 
ing Nelore lo the left. On the way Colqtiel Fordo met several let¬ 
ters, Fugiuiyiiig the encreaaing apprehensioriH of the preoidency ; find 
on hb arri%*al at Sorajjelyp reoeivorJ oxfjresH ordem to return with the 
utmost expedition to Mndrasa. 

Tlie government of Pondicherry^ with the advlDeB of the docU' 
ration of a'ar against Great Britain, received ordefru to Tofrain from any 
militaiy operations of risqnoj nnfcil the great armament preparing in 
Fmncte should arrive ; which injunctions they had implicitly obeyed : 
litit when they wiw Madims dividing iia farce, although nut 
stronger than their own, on servioes at auch dbtsnoe fmm each other, 
as ^Jelnre end Tinivelljp they thought tJicy tgo might attempt some 
ncqnisitmn withont much danger. Howeveiv they began with great 
cautiom On the Cth of April, the day after the English troops em- 
Vw-rked for Neloiu, a body of 200 EaropeaiiH^ and 1000 &poya, 
which fiJul for Home tima Jiiin onctunped to tlio westwai-d of Pondi¬ 
cherry, monchet] under tho etmmund of Mr. I) Auteui], who had 
lutely returned frum Fm.tico ; the}^ procee^le»t. giving nu^f i^mo other 
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ubjectfi^ i*> cover Uieir roal intcntionis, \vlilcli wei:^ fall ti|ioa 17,^7 
Ekvnmidtti^ by fliirpriKc. 

TLIs. place la situated about GO milDs wcift of PoudiclierTy ; it 
couaii^ts of a fort and a pct't4ili botb Bbaurling ou a plnin^ Jimd Dcithor 
Iia\Tag aiij dlfRcult defence i tbo diatricta are of no great extant, 
but extrwjicly fertile* Before the truce between Mr. Saunders and 
Godehou> it was takau poscssion of by an adventurer named Meer 
Alluicoiicun, but wtjro geiiorailly known by tbe mtme of Uecr 
SoLeb, who procured Ida oontirmation fi-om the Nabob, then at 
Tritdunopoly. Under this sanction^, be nialutaiiied a much greator 
foreo, es].>eeLally of homa^ thau the inGomi^ of hia govamuiont 
could oflbrd, and supportol them by plimdciiug the neighbouring 
districts^ pretending^ that the manager^ of them weru attache^] to 
the Fronebu lu an exom^ion immediately #iJl the fa-uce in 1755, 
be plnndortid all the Frendi dlstdchi between Soringbam and Pondi- 
cLertyp wbun the lueaidency of Madi-naa rebuking Lie proceodiug?

Meer Saheb, knowing himself reprobated by the Nakiht nnd eeemg 
nothing to bo got by imitiiig with the French* tliongbt the 
mutual emnity betweon the two biji best protcctian, and paid no 
respect to either ; but imireasod hia force^ and ooniinued bia dn- 
predations on the poesseselona of both Bosidoi driving off tlw 
winch he aflerwmtls eold to the owners it was especially his custom 
to Oil pcnmmii of eubaianjce, whom ho confined until tlioy hod 
paid heavy rausoiner In the month of ScptcmbeTji bCin in one ex-

11 n D Autenil advancing by forced marches appeared before Eb- 
ViLOBsorD Dll tlic lUth ; and^ whilst they were eticampings Meer So- 
htih finlliod with rU hia eavoJiy and most of hb foot, and had well 
nigh routed the whole of the Frendi lojpee^ whaii be wm abet 
through the body: hia troopH immediate I j ceaaed the Hght, 
hut escorted hijn with much attention bock to the fort D' AU’ 
taeih on thia trial, amt to Qingeo for reinrarcemeuti and can¬ 
non ; and, in the mcontimep prepared to make a regtikr attack : 
on the Ihth arrived 250 Enropeans, with 1000 ScjKiya, and the 
battering cannon; but on the Bamc day Meer ^bheb died of bb 
wound I on whidi Lb brotbor, with tbo families of both, went 
away in the nighty and the gorrliDn after tboir example Ukcwiflc 
aliondoDcd the fort before the morning. 

Beporttt had prevailed in thb part of the? country^ ever eirLCC the 
French troojie hud taken the held, that they Intended to foil upcm 
Tritcbioopoly, which, by the abe$enco of the troops with Captain 
Calliaud, wiw left with a garrison very inadequate to iti extent i and 
even Capt Jos. Bmitb, who pow commanded in the city, appmheuded 
nnd wamed the presidency of tkb danger. But tbo force which 
hud taken ELavanagorD was unequal to the onterpruee j and D^Autouil 
moved baok traip Elavimii^re to CTiIloinbrum, where he arriv^ fin 
the Ut of May. From honca be marched and encamped on the 
ekirta of the woods of WaTriort|K»Ilam, and SDmmDned the polygor 
to pay his tributas on the same preteiiHioiis as Mabsiii bad de¬ 
manded them two yenm boforo. The polygar &s p^nal endea- 
v£>ui«l to gain time by diiiriiHifiona, on wliich the French attocked 
^ one of biji barriers, but a^ro repnlsci] with losa: howover ha

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frigliteae J fay tfafi attuck, imd agreed to |>ay 40,000 mpeos, but took 1 7^7 
some days to produK tfae money. 

In the mean time, CnptiuA CoUinud, wfailat regulating the of' 
faiiB of the renter at TiDivoUy, nnsquired intelligence, that ifae con- 
fedenitea were treatiiig with thn Mysoreans nt Dindignl for aid 
against tfao English and their ndtierentii, the Fulitai-er offering 
to pay down 500,000 rupees, end the Jqmjintdaxu of Maphnze 
Khan to give up the dlstncts of Shoinvanden, in which are oomprt»yt 
B strong paan, and the only rood, between Madiim and Dindignl, 
Nevertheless it waa not intended thnt the oOantiy, whon conquered, 
should be given either to the Mysoreati orMapluiao Khan : it was to 
bo restored to a descendant of the anei«ni kiogs, who lived in con* 
cealaieiit in the country of the greater Moravar ; and Mriphare 
Khiin was to have n suitable cstabliBbrnont in Mysore. 

This news en created tlia neccKiity of attacking Madura os soon aa j/nj, 
posiblo j but the airaiigcaients at Tinivelly were not finished until 
tha 10th of April, on whioli day, Captain Calliaiid began hia 
Tnareh {rom thence, with 1 bO Europeans, S^SOO Sopoys, six fiel d- 
pieces, and SflO horse : Mohmood Isaoof conuuanded tbo Sapoyii, 
and Moodileo wliat horfia wore levied by fainuelf Six companies of 
Sepoys wore loft for tho defence of Tinivelly,^d the same number 
in the fort of Ptilamcotali. On the flame day, Berkatookli and Na- 
bey Cawn CAtteck set off from Nollifamgavilfi, with 5110 lionw, leaving 
hfaphuzo Kbno with tho Pulitaver. Skirting along the hilk they 
halted one evening near the fort of tbo Potygar Voniah. of Shevag- 
herry, which stood GO milea s. W, of Mnduni, and 20 bebw ChevL-l- 
petor^ The Polygar, having been attached by Mnlioiued ImooI; sent 
ont his CollerifB, who, in tho middle of the nighty fell iip -n 
this body of cavaJiy, and with their screamB and fireworks diflpere,.U 
the whole, and took 40 of thinr bofWM. fugitives re-assemLiieii 
in the morning, and arrived at Maduni on the 17th ; from wbenca 
Nobey CownXattcck immodiatdy went to the greater Momvw, in 
order to prepare suppliea of proviaioaa for tfae city. On the 20th, 
the English army arrived at Sccnndertiiolly, and lodged thcmfidvcr 
in the pi^odtt ; from wbenw Blnliaiovd Issoof, with a party of

It 13 dtoaied 10 miles mjrth-weal of Madiui^ fmd, although lb- 
tended to command the puss, T?nia of littlo Hferengtli j and the gamaoiL 
of 200 peona abBndoned it as booh ea Mahomed liieoof nppoa™3 ; but 
rsin^p wliicb raiued the rive? prevented hun fi^in re¬ 

turning to SecimdermnUy, hofore the 26th. In this interval^ Cnl- 
li&ud received lettetu from the presidency, advisiTtg Hm of thrfr 
apprehonsions that Ibe French intended to nttnek Tritchmopedy ; 
with ordem to hold liimHelf in readiness to march io ita relief on the 
notice^ By thia time, he ’waa likewise- convinced, tiiat th^J rt- 
doct-ioQ of Madum ’was an enterpriao of nincli more diflicnity than 
had been reprc^eniotl to bim, and sawcfely fessibk without b&tter^ 
ing cannon^ of which ho had not brought any from Tritnhinopolj : 
and I excepting the mt which Mabomod I?»oor bimaolf had dopoait<!^ 
in Madura, ^eie was not a piece in the wdiolc countiy* of 

which Europeans would mako uae. However,, not to Jose any of the 
precKiious time left him to ant, he resolved to attempt the city by 
surprize. Bamboos wetre provided, as if for aomB other service; anJ 
no one was auffored to go m or out of the pagoda until the laddeES 
were made. On the night before the 1st of May^ all the tiuopi^ 
except & fow to guatd the baggage and artillery, marched out of the 
pagtxla^ and at threa in the morning arrived at the watereomi# 
which ninn within STO yards of the weBtem side of the walk | 

The inward wall of Jladnm. is 23 foat high^ indudisig the 
fiar&pct, which riBea aix ahovo the ininpart i at the distance of eveiy 
100 yards or lea? (for cxo£t symmetry has not been observed) nrs 
square tnwem The fausso-bniy b 30 feet broad, ^huvts^ iwhich the 
outwarii wall tinea only five feet, but da^-ending to the bottom of tb* 
ditch 18 ] I on tha outside Midway, between every two towers of > 
the inward wall, is & idiiiiLar prqjcctiou m tho outward, with loop 
holes which command the ditch, and dank the iatermjcdiAto part of 
the wall, in which are none : but the whole parapet of the inwarf 
wall has ioop-holes, so have aomc of towers, and the rest ctn- 
bra^res for cannon. The spot chosen to bo attacked was the fust 
on the loll Imnd of the we^tera pkteway, Inring the oiJy 
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port whoiB tho IkuESO-brftj v&d clour of tbo t hink thorny boaba, 1757 
which hftd not injudiciously bean auBbred to over-riiii it in OTCiy 
other; but the garriaon, trusting to this defence, bud entirely neg¬ 
lected tbe ditch, which, by oonttnuaJ dnAs after non, wee ftlmoat 
choked up to the level of the pljLin- Tho party allotted to the 
attack were lOO Eurapsana, irad £00 Sepoya ; the ™t of the troops 
renudnod in the watarsourae, ready to foipport tho event Callinud 
led the party hiimelf, to whom tha method of attack waa careWIy 
Oicplaincd, and strict ailance enjoined- The fommoat man carried 
tbe six sborter ladders intended firr the outward wall; tbe next, 
the six longer, for the inwanl; as aewn os twenty of the party bad 
got into tbe fausso-biny, it wi« mtendod that they ahonld imma- 
diately over the longer ladders, which they were to plant, a* 
flgniiist the tower, hot not a man was hi momit. until all 
the aix ladders were fixed, and then no more than throe at a time 
on each ladder,

Tho first ladders were planted, and CalUaud, with tho firai 20 
men, Itadgot Into tbe Cvusse-bmy, had taken over one of tbe longer 
loddotii, and had planted it ngunst the tower, when their hopH 
were interrupted by one of thooe aceidents which frum their tri¬ 
viality escape tbe nuist attentive precautioiL A dog, accustomed to 
get hia meeds *t the nnsawa of some "f the eoldiein, had oncom- 
them nil the way from Sectindanmdly into tho ditch, and- 
probably irom anxiety, at not being able to fellow his oioatore 
into the feuase-bray, begnD to bark ; whiob was soon flnaweind by 
the barking of another dog on tbe nunporl, and tbe yelpa of both 
awakened tho nearoat centinel, who, erying out “ The CDemy," 
weed the guard at the gateway, wbidi ropiured immcdiatoly to th* 
tower. The eoldicra in the fan-sae-bifay. finding the alonn taken, 
inateod of continuing to get over the n»t of the laddem. n^oa- 
voured to mount on that nlraody planted, but crowded on it ao 
many togetbor, that it crushed under them. Thi* wminnaicated 
theeonlusidS to those in tlio ditch, and no one any longer did what 
tie ought In the mean time, tho garrisoa inorctutng on tin* rampart ^ 
bung out blue lights of sulphur, and discoveriii^^ tbe whole pw^ 
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1757 l>egau to bLovi-bt on them nnrowd^ etaues, bnces, luid tlia shot of 
'—— fit^arnisi On which CWliaiid oracred the retreat, whieh was tffoctad 
with little lose, only ops n'RP being killed, nmi nnother wounded; 
both -were Sopoya, atamling on the glncifl. 

Tlie troops, lifter taking aomc Tfifreshraent, marched from the 
WBteroouTBe, and proceading along the iwiithern face of the town took 
post in a niineii village, about 600 ynrda from tiift south-east pint 
of tho walk whkb in this quarter were of a much slighter con¬ 
struction than any where else. Tha division with the arbillmy and 
baggage from Secuudormally joined in the OTening. On the 3d in 
the mornings a hiitlety ooiisisting of thrije six-ponnders began to fiio 
on tho walk ^ continued llio two succeeding days, without 
nxflking any iinpi^onj on which CaUiaiid sent away a company 
of Sepoys, with a aufliaient number of bullocks, to bring two 
eighteen-poundcre from Tritchiiiopoly. 


The presidency of Modrass. whilst anxious concamlng the suocoaa 
of the espeditiona against Idadura and Neloro, bad leoaivod ad^TCC^t 
on the ^th of April, from Bengal, by the Bevenge, Protector, and 
Marlharoagli, belonging to the company, with the welcome new* 
of tho capture of Chnniernagom, hut without a single platoon of 
the troops which had been sent in the ainuunent; and, the etiasoa 
being now changed, none were to be expected before SEptembet 
lutelligeDce of this disappointment was soon conveyed bo Fondi- 
clieny ; and it now appeared, that the Frendi had waited to deter¬ 
mine thfi oparationa of their own troopa by tha force which might 
bo from Bengal to Btndrasa They imiuediately barred all 

their garrisona, imcl retuning none but invalids in Pondictorry it¬ 
self, enrolled the European inhabitants to man the walls: nil these 
parlies hastened to join B'Autuil's camp before Arielora, who, 
■ending forward n dotachmeut oi' 100 Europeans and 500 Sapoya fo 
Seringham, followed himself with tho mala body on the 12 th of 
Mny • hifl whole force consiated of 10(M> Eurepanna, battalion anti 
artillery, 150 Huffiors. 3000 Sepoys, 10 (iflld-pbec$, with sevwul 
howitzee ntul oohorns. 
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The twn eigbteeD-poaiidfint Lnt^tidet] fur Mudurit were o£r 
from Trifccliinnj^Iy early in the momirg nf the lith* imder the 
e»corb of two compHniea of Sepoya; but had aut proceeded three 
milefi, before a strong party from SeriTighnm eioeaed the Caverip and 
tzmrdied to dnnnnvent them; which being perctdY'ed from the town. 
Captain Joseph Smith m-caUed the guwj and nmrched onb wiUi a 
conaidenible part of the gaiTLson to ptiotect thetdp on wliidi the 
enemy returned to the klaJiiL On the 14*ii the van of their mam 
body, with D'Antneil arrivodp and with the garrison ofSeriagham 
encamped at the Pagodaa of Wariore It wm some Lime that Captain 
Smith hiid esqwetod thhs Fiait^ and he had made all tlic preparationn 
wMdi the Tncan&inhia power admitted to receive it- he had filled 
the ditch round the toWTi with ^^ter hy tho usual alniccfl from the 
CaYurip neverthclcaa aevorfli rocky parts remained fordable i the pn- 
rapet* both of the outwaul and inward walls, whencever decayed, 
had been repaired : Tondiman and the king of Tanjore^ on his sp 
plication, had sent, the one 300 Collorios, the other 300 matchlock- 
tnon: the Peolis Entertained by the Nabob's governor, were four 
hundred ; but all these men, excepting the CoDorics> wem only fit 
fur ni^tt-'wiitebca, oor for th*t, wiibont bdng wntdied tiiom- 
9 c 1 vm : tho Cobipiuij'it when tbe ontj troQ[Ni wKkIi could ho relied 
on; they were ISO Europeans mnlt and file, of which SO had 
lately boeu sent from Fort St^ DuTid, lo artilleiy men, and TOO So- 
poy»; but of the whole few liad awn much mrvioB, for tbo heat, 
had been token oway by Captain Calliaud. This foroo would 
Ecorcely in ony time of outward danger have been Buffident to 
gunrd the woIIb. of whioh tho circuit was 0400 3 T«d« ; much 
lean with tho additional ward of 500 French prisoners, who were 
couBned withio the town, and from whom more danger was 
apprehended than from tho enemy without: for it was known, and 
it could not be prevemted. thiUt they maintained a correspondenw 
with thoir countrymen at Seringham; and indeed the bop^ of their 
breaking loose during the attack, had been the principal indm^ent 
to the present attempt aeuinst tlie city. More troops were con- 
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1757 comicig up to Wariore i nnd op lha 15th, fahedfijaller the first 

arrived, tha emsmy bcgBJi to throw ehellH iato tho town: daring the 
night flftveral partiefl at ditferent rimaa and plnr^ advnnood to tha 
ditch, not with any intontLon of Hcaliog the walbi bnt only to keep 
the garrison &um raat by repeated alarms. These alerts and the 
bombardmeut were cmtioued during the four succeeding days «id 
oigbta I and on the 20th, hL D'Antneil, tlimking the gnrriBon snt 
fifclantiy hiurossed, Aumiuon-ed Captnin Smith in the riAme of the 
king of Fninoe, to eurronder the town, and sparQ the eSiiaion of 
blood, warping him that ho flliould resent in the Beverost manner 
any ill usage which might have boon inflioted on the French pri- 
flonmL Ckp^in Smith msworod, that he ahmiM mainhiin the 
town for the king of England; and that the prisaacra bad always 
been treated with more lenity than their practices dosorved Some 
hours liter, apiea brought intelligcnoe^ that the enemy intended to 
irtmhft a gGtiera] assanlt in the approaching night, and at one in the 
mommg the gi^testi part of their fort^ advanced tawaida the wort 
face of the town \ but a few dlschorgaa of canon made them rS' 
treatp and the continual vigilance of tho rouade, witnessed by their 
lights and a variety of military mumc, deterred them from any 
farther attempt. 

By this time several of the neighbomiag Polygara bad joined the 
army before Madura, and were of aerviea in Hupplying the ramp 
with prevision, as well as hy cutting off such as were going to Uio 
town, and Captain CaUiaud bod entamd into a negotiation with same 
of tbe Jemautdarfi, to ddiv^ up the city, or to asrist in surpriaing il 
Cblond Smith, on the firet appearance of the enemy s troopa on the 
oyier ride of the Colcroon, hod dispatched express mesaengcra b> 
him, with tbe intelligeiioe, which he received on 11th at ihrea 
In the afternoon. Atsia, he began hie march, with 12Q Euio- 
peonfi and 120U Sepoys, leaving the roet under the command of 
Lieutensni Buinbold and Mahomed laaoof whom he empowered to 
ccncinde with the Jemautdara

tifbalt. On tLie 25Lh at JayJirL’^iik tliey nnived Mid Imltcd at the 
Tillage of Eliapore, nineteen inUea from Tritchinopolj^. On the 
road CaHiaud bad received ndvlee^ froni Captain Smitb^ Ihnt 
D'Autnftih apprized of his appronchj had quitted hia drat station 
at the Pagodas of TVariore^ and hml disposed Lis Iroopa in a line 
of communjcatiQo wbicb extended from tbo Faquiaraa topCp 
round the Five rocks^ the Golden^ and tho Sugar-loaf, to the FnmcJ!i 
rock j by which all acfi^esa an the BOTithem aspect of the city was pre- 
daded/ It had alsobefui discoveriMl that fteverfllapicshtfloaging to D'Au- 
touil had mingied with and Bccomponied tha Eugli^ii troops, on which 
OiUiAud ordered tljcm to be narrowly obi^crvicd by hia own* but 
without appearance of fiUBpidojij^ intending Id make tliom the ixistru- 
moiitfl of deriving thoise by TV'hcna they were employed. The troops 
having taken Buffleient rust, and a full ineal^ inanrhoKl from Elia* 
pore at two in the aflumotnip and at six arrived at Aour, a village 
in Tondiman'ft Woods, ahnnt twelve milca from TritdiinopDly, where 
they stopped half an hour. CaUkud then bent his marth, as if 
he lutendod to come out upon the pUm, between the Five rocks 
and the Sugnr-kmf opposite to the middle of tha enemy’s line, 
and advanced in tliis direotjon six miles. Tt wna now H o'clock, and 
quite, dark, when the French aj>ic% fully perauaded of Oie lutelh- 
genee they were ccuryiug, went off to inform 11 AntiieJl where they 
luppoflcd the English troopa intended to forte their way Half nn 
hour after tJieir dcpnilurOp nono of them appearing ngaan, Calliaud 
entirely changed hk rout, striking on the oust along the akiits of 
Tohdiman’s Woods, until he esmu oppoaita to Elimiserum. ITie 
ground, from the woods to thU pkcfi on the acuthp beyond it to the 
Caveri on the north, to the west of it as far ns the French rock^ and a 
greater space to the east, k a plain mostly laid out in riceflekU, whicb, ^ 
throughout India, »ru divided infrj aroos of no great OJitent ^ Mfih en* 
closed by a separate bank, and kept overflowed with water until a fort¬ 
night befoBi tho harvest is cut down, quril whidi time titty rem^p aa 
these now werZi a heavy swaiup of mud. The French# Koppoaing all 
this part of the oountry impassable to a body of troaps, had not thoughi 
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of tile Caveri; and tbo infommtion wliioh CaUmtid had obtaiicied of tliia 
negloct suggiiftted the adTOOtaga lie -wiia now taking of It The troops 
entered the rice fields at tea o*elock, the EoropeaiiB marching tiist; 
the SeiJoya were observed by the Eoglkh serjeimts of their com- 
pfimes, and their own Subfidars or eaptains were men of duty: but 
no disdpiina could bo eintted, where the imcoEaiti entirely dopendod 
on aUenoo and darkness ; and the spirit of the soldioj himself dcteis 
minedf whether he should give out, or pereovore in gnininghis toil- 
eoRie way^ after so much fatiguo already endured At 2 in th^ 
moFEiing two ocunpany'ft of Sepoys were sent off, with orders to push 
for the town between tbo French and Sugar-loaf rucks ; lest the enemy 
should be ]ed to suspiciaiis of the real march, if no alarm were givm 
to any part of their line : but, oonimry to expectation, theae Sepop 
paased doee under the French rock withont being chollenge^l by a 
single ccniliiel “ for all tbo troo[)s sbELtioued hereabouts had been 
drawn to tho Tnnhi body, guardiiig the ground to the south, indleated 
by tiielr spies. At 4 in the morning, the two companion arrived at 
the Mudumj or southem gate ol the town, where they were imnM^ 
diately recngniiied and ndiuitted. It was near the dawn of day 
fore the main body with CalUaud reached ChuckhyajToUam on the 
bank of the Caverb having employed near seven lionra in wading 
through the Ti<!B-fie]ils, although tbo distance wna only seven 
miles ; two more still remained ; but the sight of the dty inspired 
the whole line with new aJaciily t and their comniaiider, who from 
the multiplicity of blu attentions had endnred more fatigue than any 
of them, now marched at thdr head, suppoite^l by two grenadjors. 
Captain Smith, apprbeed, drew out half his garriaon, with 
fiebi-proccs, ready in case of need to protect them* Eveiy imm 
was rccfii^Td with open anas ; the meal and every refreshmciit was 
ready for the wnliwme and cahattfited guests ; and with tho rising 
rtun, a dischiirge of twenty-one pieces of cannon announced their ex¬ 
ultation, with the newa, to the French troopa on the plyin. On a 
review it was found, that 3U0 of the Scpoy^J had dropped behind 
s 4 but 
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but of tliQ Eagliiilii only two or three hud iMlticL Mil D'Autiicjl 1757 
could acarcoly credit what it waa ini^Ddocl ho shooM undoratamd by 
the report of the cannon ; but was fiocm eonvincfid by somo pri- 
ifcnuni pictod up by hia huMam. The vary smne oyehTog he ro- 
croaseid the Caveri with hia whole urroyp into the iHJand of Sc- 
riogbiiiii, and tho uciit day paadng the Col eroon, proceeded towurda 
Pondieborry, 

Intelllgetice of the French army injLrdiiiig froni Arielore to 
TritchiiiCTpolyj was brought to l^tadTasia on the 3uth of Mayp just 
after the presidency had heard of the repulse of thoir own troops 
in the assaults of Ndore end Madunk Howsoever avei^o the pmui- 
dutity had hitherto been to oncounter the Freiicb tiiKyji^ until they 
know wbat reiaforcomenta they might expect finrn Zkngai ainJ 
Europe ; the iinportanco qf Tritchinopoly, ami CHiavictloa of the 
flun gpr to w^hkh it was exposi^ now superseded this rdiiatoDcc t 
and they rei«ilv&d to ^tor tho French fconitoiicfl, na the most prohoHo 
meana of drawiiig their jinny bock ^ or even to follow it to Tdtdbl- 
nopoly j but as ih& troops from Ncloro were not yet atiived^ those 
in Madmsa^ wjuting for thein, did not take the £eM until tho 20tb 
of May, wlion 3*00 men, being the whole of Adkrcroa'fl inginiimt, 
and 30 of the King'a artillcjy, four £^-piec^, and 500 Sopoya^ 
marched under tho command of Colood Adlerctnu hlmselTi. hut 
by varioua dekys njising from ottentiGn to tho uiudea of warEim 
iti Europe, they did not reach Chinglapct until the 3Jrtt, dtlmagh 
tho dittLance was otily 30 iniles : Captain Poller joined thi^m hm 
from tho gswrison^ vitli hi# own fiouipany of 100 Swiss, nuil 300 
Sepoys : biit two daye after came the welooDie newa tlrnt Tritetn- 
uopoly was rohevmL 

Whilst the enemy was Approaching^ Ensign Ihinaijni?, wlio -ciinri- 
omnded in Camngoly, marched finm thence witli 3IW) Siij^oyik ufid 
took tln«fort of Outmnialoro byescslade, in which Isc loft 40 of hU 
Sepoys * bL-^ two days After, the fugitive garrison, which Ukcwlsn 
ccimijte<l only of Sopoya, retumtHl, with 500 laore, sent by Ujo ^ 
KcUidar of Vandiwash on whim appejirauefl^ the Englkh Sepoys 
or^cuated the fori TUa decUmtion in favour of tho FretiJi ^

—’—' employ it in tbe nttack of VaTidiwajih, But. waiting for tlio tinop* 
&om Ndora^ muI the Nabob’s fitim Amit, Col. Adlereron etill ad- 
vnnoed slowly. On his approach, the gamson in, Ontnunaloro retreated 
to VsniUwaab, wKct^ the nniiy amTed on the Sth of June at night; 
and early the nmt morning Attncked the Pettah, which they car¬ 
ried, after a aliglit r^istanco from 300 Sepoys, whom they 
.pursued towards the fort, until obliged to retreat by the fire 
fmm tho wbUs ; nor could they remain in the pettah itedf, be¬ 
cause tbn prindpal streets led etmit to tho fort, and wers cn- , 
ftiflded by one or other of the town?™. Howovor, the succo&t 
cost no lives; although 1(J Bnropenna were wounded. By this 
time, the French troops, aa much alatmad hy the motioa.s of 
the English, ns tho Engliah had lately been by theirs, were return¬ 
ing fart from Tritebinopoly ; some were alrcjMly arrived at Pondi¬ 
cherry, otUera had halted at Trivadi, othara were advanced to 
Qingeo ; all preparing to march to the relief of Vandiwaali i on the 
other liand. naither the battering cannon, nor any of the reinforce- 
menta. Lad joined the Engliah camp i and there was no pnobmbl- 
liiy of making any impression on the fort before some of tho Froneh 
troops would arrive to its saccour ; on whicli Colonel Adlercron rf 
solved to quit the enterprize. but net fire to the i>ettah before he 
retired ; and on the 11th, the army arrived at Outramnlore. 

By this t"aa tho presidency, stnoghienetl in their treasury, were

it ifl still moi^ freqiiejitied from the reputation of its pagoda, and of 
the college of Brnmina, who possetss it^ and are ftcknowled| 0 d the 
supreme i^iincll of tho Indian religion in CoramandeT i both the 
Eugliah and Frendi had, during tho Jate wars, kept troops in tho 
p4igoiIa; faui its space and proper attonticram had still preservod the 
priests and the holy places from contamination or poUution, There 
WBTO at this time in the pagoda two (!Qmp^itio& Sepoys under 
3 bw camniand fjf Setjeant X^mhertsim. The PTOnch troops amved at 
nfKTn, anib contrary to their expeetatjon, were as^^iled by tho fire 
itf musketry^ concealed on each siile of the Etreet, which obliged 
them to beat up the honsca as the line si4viiiiced ; and the EngUafa 
Sepoya, who knew their ground, eontmually escaped rrom ono 
ehelter to another^ renewing their fire, until they retteMed into the 
pagoda. The enemy, esjiapemted, than advniiced against ;he 
way, wharo the seijeant w an ready to receive them ngaiu^, placing 
Ilia Sepoys, some on scaffolding along the waits, and others amongst 
the open inasaniy of the storlttS which compoHO the vast tower over 
the gate-way, Tho two fitdd-piceea were of httJe i«rvic® to dklodge 
them from SLicb defences^ and the Bei;jeiint had ^ibstrueted the porch 
with largo trees, laid with their hmndies outwards. On this resjatanoe, 
Sauhinet thought ii prudent not to persist, for Ina time wjia iLHutcdf 
and eight of hia Europeanii wore killed, more wounded, anJ of the 
Sepoys in i^TtipcnrtioiL They therofons morclnKl to a distant quarl^r 
of the town, from whence detachments wero sent to coUeci whal- 
fcoever pltmder could be conveniently carried away. In the evening

TIio terror spread by this moiuinan wna of inueli mom detiijnejit 
than die iTiTHcldftf done at Conje^rcruii; for all die mhabitanta of the 
open and fertile cotmlry along tbo Foliar, abandoaed their lalxiun 
and ai'eapat-intiM^ and the retit^io aa nionLl ompliAed the losses they 
were likely to suBtain. in the eoUecdoi} of the.nvnnnes, ITie presb 
rkney ol Madroaa, sensible and vexetl at their error, inunediately 
ordered the army to maridi buck, and n>oit>sa the Pnlinr. GjL 
Lawratioe, although he had resolved from tho tima ha tnis soper- < 
sedod by Colonel Adlercroa, never to act ondar his eommanil, on 
this occaaion offiirnd to join tho comp aa a volnntcar j and Adlorcrm 
accepted tho proposal with good will Tho army morehod from 
libc Uoont on the lUth. Tbo French, on their approitch, retired 
from Ontramalore to Vandiwaflli. and intronched strongly within 
half a miJo of tho oetstem mdo of tho fort, summon ing reinfons* 
luenta from all their garrisons in tho rear. The English, likewise wait¬ 
ing for datachments and tha Nabob's cavalry fioin Aroot, did not ad¬ 
vance to Otitmtuetloro until the 2Dib, when an tincommon sickne* 
broke oat in tlio camp; uicn being suddnnly eeized, and dying in IS 
fair limini, and na man}- died ha recovercfL The mortality continued 
four flnys, but the camp having moved on the fifth five miles 
boyond Outrsmalore, fewer men fell down tho next, and m two days 
mom the fflcknoas entirely ceased. On the llth of Jaly they encaiapwi 
within sight of tbo ^emy, wha<ffi huasars boverod roimd thfl line, 
but came not near cnongb to raoeivo any harm. ^ this time the 
Htruigth of the two annies, althouglt dliferont, vms nearly equal; 
Iho t'rendi hud bW) Enropenna, of whtob lOO were bnamm, and 
|o(K) Sepoys; tbo English 700 Europeani^ 2000 Sepoys, but no 
IiOiBO, excepting a few troopera, to servo aa scouts. On the IGth, 
ROO of the Nabob’s hor&anmvsd from Axoot; and the next morning 
300 of them, with five companies of Sopoyo, ndvancod towaida the 
emmiy'e camp, foUowcd by a picquet of 100 Buropfinfl, with ft 
^ bcId-piGCO, and at the samo tiuiD the wholo line drew out, ready t® 
meet a geiieral action, if the enemy would give the opportunity; 
**” blit 
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only sent out their lnwara, who, ns Lofere, vontured uatliing- 
This triaJ convinowl Ci>L Ltiwrenw LW, nptUiJig but the certainty 
of ftdvanUgP could bring them to actbn ; nnd enopgU being done 
to oanviiKW tiio country that tha former retreat luid not been in 
consequoncfi of fear, be thought it best to JJUt ad end to tJio expenoo of 
the campaign. The army mnrLhod away on the Sfitb. and iLe enemy 
made no motion to hnrnas them. Oil the 2Stb, they arrived at 
Conjeveniiii, vhore 500 EuropeanB, with loOO Sepoyi^ rei^incd 
in uuitoiinicntfl* undiir lha oomnuMid of Lioutonant-coloniel Fonle ! 
the laflt returaod to the gamaonfl and stationa froDi wbonoe they 
li&d been drawn. Thua ended this camimigti, in which the whole 
fora that Mfulnwa and Poudicbeny could bring into the field, re- 
maintf]-to days within a fow hours march of each other, and Be¬ 
rated, withoat n raan wounded on eitber mde.

The EnglUh camp extended on the nw- 
thom riiiw of the river, opposite the afigle, and wit^ jwmt 
bank of part of Llio walls on the cast and north aides *, for 
nUhing ww feared from the tkcayeJ urtUlery of tbe town.- 
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1737 Tlie gattt-wiky of tbo nortfi sidt>, trcnn wltenw tbe gairiBOii got 
ibeir wHt^r, was near tLe k. w. angli}, and about SO yard 
from the rirar ■ on the aide of whicli, opposite to tbe gate, they 
tlircw up a rutrenehmcnt, in which they kept a guard to pro¬ 
tect the water-c*mei?L Lieutenant Rnmboid, with the EuropoaiM, 
|Uisaad the river under cover of a field-piece, and liaving diidodged 
the guard fijoin the post on the other side, kept posseflaion, strcngtli- 
ened it with better ratreachnienta, and stationed two companies of 
Scpo 3 fB to nuuiitaiB iL This iuunediately obliged the enemy tu 
opnaa anotiier gate, it was that to the south, and to get iicir walcr 
from the tanks within and without the town, which noon this a-

Rumliold and Mahomed Iswof remained three or four ilaj's without 
doing any thing more, hoping to put the enemy of their guard, and 
then, taking a night whan the wind blew very strong, advanced 

with a krga party of Scpoyi, carrying bundles of straw mised with 
mow Brectaid oombustibiffl, which they piled and set fire to against 
the outward docna of the gateway j which were soon conatnned, an d 
the party suffcricd very httle, being concealed by tbo thinikneaB of 
the smoko, and still mow protecfted by the indifference of the garri¬ 
son, who knew their own security; for, when advimeed with a 
pei^ tlmmgh the ^dings of the gateway to the eccond door, 
which opened immediately into the city, the teoops, to their great 
mtrpnze, found the front of it bricked up with a strong u-all ; upon 
which they retired without delay. By this time, tho Sepoys from 
TuuvcUy wara advancing ; and Captain CJIlaud, being convinced that 
the army were not Ukely to return again to Tritehinopoly. had 

detached a platoon tff 30 Eoropcans, with 300 Sepoys, and anlfi 
pounder, which were likewUe on the road to Madura. The garrison 
hearing of the approaeh of thew reluforcements, resolved to make a 
vigorous effort before their orrivnL TntolUgeneo was received of their 
mtenrion, and to bo proparod against it. the ground on oo-jh ride of 
the romp was sluiced by catling the monnd of a large lank at some 
-listonco m the rear , ot.d Mnl.rm^d hsoof imaertook to defend the 
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p«t Oft ibc other aidfl of the river with the viflUftl tfUBril of two uom^ 
iHUiicS ofSopoya, &nd the additioBof n field-piecK. On the Dth of 
die month the catiny made the sally at aooa day. fhero were 30fl 
Sepoys, 200 cavalry diamoimted, and 200 morti on their horaes 
'rheridera came round from the weet^ and inwaing-the river, kept 
gaUopmg on this Bicto the camp, but without vonturing to pass the 
swamp; hut the foot iasning from the north gate, which they ^ 
nabricked, advanccfl straight forward to the wEbering post. A shot 
hud scarcely been fired, bafom the two companies of Sepoyfl^ ojther 
from panic or spite, for Mahomed lasoof was a aeveie commander, 
abandoned him, and dispersed. aU but ten men. with whom ho re¬ 
treated to a choultry, on an wland in tho river, to which they were 
fi)llowcd by part of tho enemy, whilat the rest seiaed tho gniL luuu- 
tenant Rurabold on the danger advancod with the com[^y of - 
rm«.aftdona of Sepoys, leaving the four other compi^«, ^ 
fidd-piftoee for the defence of the camp. Ho made his way ^ 
to the ehoulti'y, whore ho found tho small party o 
reduced to their last cartridge, having kiUod more than tbeir own 
iiumher of tho euomy, who retreated as soon m the reiofOT^ 
mentcameup.

CaJliauil led the Europeaua, and Mahomed Ijssoof 
the Sepoye. Th$ garn^on hod diBcipIined 300 of thair mat^ihloek- 
mm as Sepuya ; tsIio, altlioi^b much infarlor to theso troopw, 
wiera improved far beyond their former e^ate j these wore posted on 
the western gateway^ wluoli^ [>rojectiiig beyond tie fhtiiee-bray 
into the ditch, Uaukcd the tower attacked ; and a multitude were 
crowded on tho ramparts bohind and on each side of the breach. 

The troopsj altlioiigh gnlltHh advanced resointsly through the ditch 
aud faUBae^bniyN n.nd four of the most iK^tlre flcraEnbted up the 
hrcoch to tlic miupar^ bat ware IvumadLntely tumbled down dead, 
or mortally woundari Ttiis roprcadod the ardour cd* timse who wore 
foliowing : an officer threw out imprudent words^ and the inflnnity 
mibly uaiight the whole Uno^ uotwithstanding the exhortatioTis and 
activity of Galliaud^ who wm in the &aojaBe-bray directing the assault. 
WhosoBvur mpontod niterwards came dewu without gettiDg to the 
lop, protending the itnpoegjbility. olthongh the danger wna as great 
in the Ikiiflse-bray below j for. bealdee the ahower of otb^r mmoy* 
ances. the enemy had prepared bags and pipldiiB Morj with mere 
powder, to wbioli they mi fire na they temsad them doTpm on the 
hesds of the assailants, and the ecorefa of the cTplosioxi was in¬ 
evitable and intoIciablfiL Nevortholess, CaUiaud continued the as¬ 
sault half an hour ; when finding that no command waa any longer 
obeyed, and that much loss had been suotaTned, he ordened the rc^ 
treat. Four C 3 f the braveat ee^eanU were killed, and as many 
wounded, and 20 other Europeans were either killed or despoTately 
wounded ; of the Cofl&ecs ll> ; of the Sepays 100 were diaablod, 
but few of thb body wero killed, and fewer died afierwards of thoir 
wounda 

Tlifl prcj^denuy received intehigence of this repulse on the 25th. 

Ekud on the mmti day two Peons, escaped from Vbaigapatam, brought

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1757 stances of the Uroes : for there [s no country m which febo sUgbi^ 
fitiocesfles imd ml^biuiccs of war w^eigh so much in the c^inioiiig both 
of Mentis and cnemioSp as in Indostan, and a Imge !>udy of Mor- 
mtoes had encamped a few days before on the western frontiers 
of the Canmiic, tbreatenizig the Nabob to enter and mvage the pra- 
Tincei if thdr demanda were not complied with. 

The IFana Bdagerow, after his return from Sanorep in the 
jeftTp remained at Poni, in appeamnee attentis^a only to the uffaini 
of Ddhh &nd the northern countries of Indoatan, to which ho de¬ 
tached a very large force in October ; but when he saw Sakbadjii:^ 
and Mr. BuBsy preoeeding with their reapectirc armlet the one to 
Aurengahadp the other to the ceded proTinceSf he took the field 
himself with fiOpDOO bor^ and proceeded to the sonthwa^d^ passed 
the Krisina, and having pnnhed his ikrmy in the stroams of the 
Beomrawp a sf)4:rod river in Vwdaporc, they set off fram hence in 
the middle of Febnmzjp and marched rapidly towaptk Mysors^ 
carrying terror and deetrucliioii wherever they came. Moat of the 
forts on the way surrendered on the first eummona, and such ae 
hold on^ were invited p or at least watched by detachrciontej w hils t 
the main body pursued its conmo withoiit interrupfcioii to the capital 
SeringapiUcttii^ It was soma apprahenaionB of this invasion^ which had 
rocallod the Gencnd^ HydemJljj from IKndigui in the beginning of 
the year j who noveriheleas was not sufficierLily prepared to rcaiat the 
invasion, and the Belaw^ay or Eegcntp being much frightened^ 
they oegociatedf and agreed to pay Balagerow two millions of mpecs.

flalflTentiow, to eaoeuto the other purpones of tho campaign, who, 
after receiving the BubmisaionJi and fines of a variety of petty Poly- 
gars under the subjection of Sirpi, proceeded 40 miles to the a. S. E. 
and encampod between two forts nailed the greater and leaser 
Bakhai-uiu, of which tho graater rofusod to make any anbmiflaion. 
bat the kellidar of tho other paid 50,000 rapcca. Fnrm hence 
they pTOcended 80 milea fcrther oust, and, aftar a si ego of 10 days, 
took OuBWtah This fort, alfehougli far distant from the territory 
of Cudapah, bdonged to the Nabob of that pTOvinec. Ptoceod- 
ing, they summoned the fort of CoLu, situated 2d roiiea beyond 
Ouscotah. and being rafiiaed, left it m their rear, and sat down 
before MoUiavaukel, twenty miles farther on. This fort stands on 
the higbwt rock of ft lerg® mountain, and is impregoahla by 
open force. Bodaventrow therefore tried money, which in. four 
days gaiued tba placfiL They were now within 30 miles of tba 
great nmgeofmouataina which hound tha Canmtic to the west; 
ondontha aTthof Juno oacamped before the fort of Cmlapanatam, 
sixty miles N, by W. from the city of Aroot, and commandiiig the

The city of Arcot was struek with conBtemation by tlie attIvaJ 
of the Momtees at Cudunapatain, and the Nabob tumsolf appre¬ 
hended the incuTalon of some of their parties even into the town, 
on which the presidenoy invited and odvifled him to send the 
women and chiJdcim of his femily to Madiaaa i but bis motheTp tlie 
widow of Amverdi, having somo prejudico against the air of the sea 
coaeh cboao to remain at Arimt ; tho rest airivod on tbo IDtb of 
dul 3 ^ {masing withont dongE^, as the Englifih army were then 
before Vandiwosh. In the mean time a coireepondence by letterp 
and agents was carrying on between the Nabob and BalaYentrow^ 
Cndapanatam, after a broach, Riirrendered on the loth of July; 
when A strong detachment of Morratoes immedlBi^iy qame tht^ugh 
the paaa and invested Ambore, fhim which they levied a contii- 
butioDp and tliair parties scoured the valley of Vaniambaddy, quite 
up to tbo gates of Yetore ; but BoJavontrow biinself> with tin ouJu 
body, remained at Oudapatnanip and sent an officer of distmction and 
great prudence named Armetrow^ to negotiate with the Nabob; be 
ariivcdah Aroot on the 20tb : bn demanded 400,000 rupees as airearB 
from the Nabubehip in goneralp with the reserve of collecting from the 
forts and PolyguTa of tba Carnatic in pmportioiL After much dia- 
cuBilon, ho consented to Lake 200,000 in ready money (rom the 
Nabob, and his rasenpia on the forts and PolygarB for ^50,000 mora

On tho 6th, four of the oompany'a sbipa from England anchored 
in the road of Mndraas, It was some time that the Triton, a 
frigate of twenty gim% belonging to the Company, and com- 
nmnded by Commodore JnmoB, had been atatbued to crtimj off Pou* 
diclierry, in order to intercept any of the enemy’a rnsels, or give the 
intelligence of the coast to all the English ships they might meet j 
and they were likewise instructed to taio out of the first from England 
tho recruits they might faring j which were to be imnicdiately 
landed at Fort St David, aa tfao safest and most expeditiotis mennB 
of restoring to that garrison the men which hod lately boon taken 
from it to serve in tho expedition to Madura, and in tho campaign 
of ^ nndiwasb. The cmiisers discovered the four Indiamen between 
Pondicherry and Fort St David, joined them off of Alampnn-’ab, and 
took on board all the tecruits, which were 300 ; but having fklleu 
SO miles to leeward, it was the 7tb at 10 at night leforo tlioy an¬ 
chored sgnin in the rood of Fort St David. At the dawn of day they 
discovered 11 ships at anchor, metanding from the oast to the eouth, 
and none at more than three luilea distance. Tlio cniizer^ im me¬ 
diately got under weigh, and were soon convinced that the strongere, 
although they shewed English colours, were Pmneh ships. Never- 
tbelea^ Commodore James resolved to diBcmbark tho recruits in the 
BevBDgo. Bending as many as the three boats of tho ship could cany 
to the outside of the snrf, wbere they were rooeived and landed by tho 
massoolas of the shore, which always begin to ply at day-break. The 
boats retumi^ took the rest of the recruits, but before they could

gageuoent, Buffered the oruLtera to pass, whilst she was weighing her 
anchor st the capstone to puinno them. As soon m tiicy wore be¬ 
yond Pondieheny, the enemy, afraid of falling to leeward of ihoir 
port, aeased the chase, and anchored iii the rood. The nruiMTB then 
hailed, and agreed, that the Bcrenga should proceed immediately

The coundl was immediately Bummoaoii and their dotenmnationa 
were soon taken.

Sevei^ anjuons days passed in expectation that the Fi^nch ships 
would bear down from thenw. and scour the mad of Madraaa^ 
where tlia Iciaa of the Outtn Ahipg would have boen of tnucb evil 
confioqucDce to the company's commereo. S&vmul days more, befaro 
even im imperfect account iMuld be obtained, what the French ships 
wero, what force they hrought, and wimt their prorcedinga after 
their amval ; and it was long after^ befono the moUvee of tlieir eon- 
duct at this tiiue were discovered. 

The squadron conaiated of four shipa of fltt guns, two of 50^ thrcCf 
of 3di 3Di and S5, and two of 16 gunsj, with a bonih-katch j in all

by Uio appreliensioufl of eeeiog every hour a fon» superior totbdr own, 
that Mr. Bouvet declared he had done enough in landing the troop, 
and should saU immediataly back to the ulaods; no arguroents could 
change Ids resolution, nor woidd be wait to disembark the artillery 
and heavy ammunitiou, because they served as pai^t of the ballast m 
the different ship, which it would require fifteen days to shift and 
reinstate in a condition fit for ssilijig. Thus was much detriment 
prevented by the accident of dwcovering llie letter, which, at Ore 
time it happened, was deemed a great inischanoc.

Five hundred horse and a thoiiflond foot remained with Maphore 
at NdUtongavilie, when Berkatoolah left him and camo 
away to defend Madura, which CaJJiaud at the anme time was uiaroh- 
ing to Attack with the main body of tbo English troops from Tini- 
velly.

This 
important acquisition was made on the very day that Mr. do Sottpii^ 
with the French fort^ londctl at Fondioberry^ 

The presidency received the news on the IGtIi. ft was the only 
advantage which had been gained during the loeses and die- 
ti-efiooa to whidi the oompany's o^airs in Coromandd had been ex¬ 
posed since tho departure of the armament to Bengal: it would have 
been doemod of the highest importance even in fortunate iiniea; and 
at present wm the mom nocepLahlD^ hecaujiia sestredy within ex¬ 
pectation ^ forp had the mirrmider been pFotmeiod until tha amvol of 
the French squadron had boon known to the garrlHoa, little clianca 
would have remained of gaming the place; which ountiiiamg in tho 
poaseesion of oncmies confederated with the French, would Iulvo 
greatly infianncod many Hub8e<iuent ovnntB, by means which wera 
itow entirely jirocluded. 

Ip the mean time the Franeli at Pondicherry wore holding (soimciLi 
what to do wi^i their new force. It having been determined not to 
attack Fort David* from apprchciiiiiuns of the English mj ua¬ 
di on, TritcMnopoly wouIJ probably have been tho object, if Mr. 
Sonpiree ha4riot been Instructed to rclroin from any dklanl entcsTirijic, 
which might impair the farce tinder his coiummd, bpfom tho ar¬ 
rival of a greater which was following ftomi Fmnfta; whoo both 
united might attempt imy thing. It wna thereforo revived to ^ 
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1757 act in tli& MILD try bcirw^cciii Poadieherry njid tho Paliarj, and tn 
1 begin by tlie dcgci of Cbjttapet;^ Tho Fretieh troops* ^Thicb had 
Jh-ptttaiwr before the nrrival qf the equadroRp were still remain-

The advance of the Freodi troopa creatsl no little conatomaticn) 
in the city of Arcot, and incidentiilly bccanio the canse of mneh 
ccnfdflion there. The Nnboh bad left the government of the city 
to hie Lrether Abrlnlwahab^ assisted by the cotmcile of hia mother^ 
of Sampotrow, who had been tbe Dimn or minister of bis fAtbcr, 
and of Ebrar C&wn, tbe Busey or general of tho troops. Many of 
the cavalry levied for tho expedition to Keiotn^ bud ktoly quitted 
bk service for wimt of fiay \ some hod emlisted ivitb the French at 
Vandiwaahp others with Mortimlly at Velore, The desertion coa- 
tlnuing, one Xhma Sing, a straggling Jinnautdar*, came in the be¬ 
ginning CFf September^ and encamped near tba aubnrbe of Arcot with 
a hundred boi^« intending to increase the nnmber, by enlisting 
such as Jeft the Nabob'e aervicep and then offer the whole to the befit 
bidder. These praeticoa am ao comniDn in Indostan^ that a body of 
cavalry Duty encamp between two opposite armios^ and remain un-^ 
iDoIeeted by either^ whilst undecided which to join ; and Dana Sini^ 
relying od tbe customs he knewt prosecuted hie bn^css without re- 
serve^ and even with the knowlodga of the English ix^niinandant in 
the fortp whom, he sometimes viaibed. Bot maJidous pomons^ who 
were in possession of the confidence of the commandant, began to 
insinTiaiep that the former ua well na the pmaiaal desertions were the 
effects of Mllnsion and treachery* between the troops and Abdul- 
wakib with tbe others to whom the Nabob Iiad entrtistcd the go¬ 
vernment Their axtiffeea awakened his euspidonSp^ which began to 
see tbe phantome qf plots and conspiracieSp after which the slightest 
inddenU Imjcmhc proofe to his on^ulSty, and unluckily one bap- 
poned, which might have rwsed mi^rust in a more eagacious mind. 
^ The Nabobs moUier had in appanage tho fort of Chitoro^ sittuited 
in the mountains* abont 20 milee from the pagoda of Tripetti, and 
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gKiveiTLed It With, tbo adjEiccni dcinjiiii, witbaut tJio Int^rferezioc of 17^T 
5vny other authority^ Being old and loiimi, she wm ao much 
eiied hj iko roporta ftnd approach of tlio Fronoh troope, that abo 
packed up her timsuro imd vnluablo effects with saouifi of Abdula 
wnhflb'a, intending to send thorn to Chitom l^ho aamo tuullco 
whicli had alrendy prajadioedp easily perauaded the commandttutp 
that both the mothor and son intcmlod to mako their eseapo frotu^ 
thedty^ and take refuge with some or otlier af the Nabob's cneinieH. 

Every person and oveiy circuumhiiioe were now enspocted of treaaoit ’

The first cairkgOH which 
were pmooeding to Chi tore, were likewise etoppedaud brought to tie 
fort, mid with them eeveral foninle attendants belongli:^ to the Naboh'a 
mother, over whose paJace u akong guard waa aek to pi-event her 
e«CA|>o I aJid ali letters Wei'S intaruepted. Abdulwnlmb, suspecting 
OM niueb mischief as htd was snspocted oi\ went ufi' with 40 horaemcD 
in the nighty it was the 24th of Scpteinbor, nor thought himself 
safe until ho rcuetiod Chitoro \ the uc^t diiy hla Loufie was sourchi?i] 
und the most valuable of his ofTeots; with aU Ms papers^ W'ore sahEOLL 
For three days and three nightii nil Urn Sepoys of tbe garriiiuii wero 
marching and i^z^imtertaarchuig, taking and cTmtiging pdests, as Lf the 
town hivl invested, and in danger of being fbroedi by an aJmy 
of 40,Ul)0 men ; whereas, luckily, it was, uot nocoasory to fire ft 
single muskei j nevnrthaless the commandant oould not be pemiiado<l 
of thissecnrily. aiid obligf^d tlio Naholi** mother to tifi dty on 
the 27th, niidcr a strong gtntrd fhua hm gaamcm, which nacnrteiJ her 
to Compauk. TIlo Pre^denLy hoard thean ticilngi with lUimaio- 
incut, and finding by tlie lotercrptetl letters that no evil designs had 
been intciide*! by any of the nggrievcd, made candid apol<^ea to all ^ 
jiud inimcdlately scat nnuthtu“ officer to toko ihe wmnmnd of the 
fori The A'aboh and his mother were ccmviimed and appesaed , 
hot Abdulwahftb, either from pride, or some hopes of obtaiiuDgaii 
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17^7 independent estabibhmeat, wanldi not return trom Okitore^ but levied 
troopfl, nod oomsapanded with the Mormtoes. 

On the lire^ of Ontober^^ Mr^ Souplrea enenuiped the red: of the Lor* 
rain at VaJdoOrp ^ a body of observation ready either to mter- 

cept any anocouTS which might be sent from Fort Si D&vJdp or to 
march lo the Paliar, if the main body of the EngUah force at ^odraea 
ahoold take the field to intarmpt the aicgeof Chittapet. The kdlidoTp 
on the firat motion of the French tnxjpSp saw hia danger, and naked in 
prcaaing, bni oiAidy ternis^ the assistanco of the priesidency. It waa 
than idmoet too laiCp for the Enghah had no force at liiuidp bu0 - 
eient to moke th&ir way through ibe firat divbion which had i^t 
down before hia fort; neForthelosB stratagi™ and artivity miglit liaTS 
conducted same, Unfiirtunntdy the Nabob MiihomediiJly bore a 
deep grudge agahmt the kcUidar, fur uffimces which power rarely 
pordona He bod received hia appointment from Murzafajing, 
which bad been confirmed by Naziijing, and by hb sueeeworr the pre¬ 
sent Subab^ on the oondidoDS of the ancieot governors of forta in 
Indoetan^ appeintod by the Mogul to restniin instead of strengthen' 
ing the hands of the Nabobs against whoiTi the kellidar b ohligedp 
in many instaeear to Hhut hb gatea Niaar Mnhomed never quitted 
thb idea of his own dignity, keeping iiis courts cDuetitutiug offiMm 
and levying troopa» without asking tlio Nabob s consent or ajipTobsi^ 
lion ; and some months before aggravaied hb ofibnoo by receiving a 
oonunbsion irom Sdabadjing, appointing him, in addition to hb 
own, and with equal privileges, governor of the neighbouring fort 
of Polore, from whlak his district;i had bean ofren molested- The 
patents warn nahered into Cbittapet with much ceremony, and pro¬ 
claimed to the garrbon and vassals with oetentetionp immediately after 
which the keUidAr took the field with the gimlest port of hb force 
mud marched against Polora Hie Nabobs, ^tun^ and exasperated, ro- 
prcochod the presidency with tha proecedinga of Uteir allyi whom, 
having formeriy servad in Bengal under the Nabob Allaverdy, ht oG- 
cuaed of ft strict connexion with bb successor Surnjah'Cbwialii from 
^ whom he alleged the keDIdar had lately received a large sum 

money, be vmi^oyed in cyujunction with tins French at Pondi- 
2 cherrj'. 
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chenj', to the (Iktreas of hia own govefnnieot “id the Ejiglish afiMiB ^ 
in the Crnmatic. The preaidmicy reprimanded the kellidnr for the 
intemperance of hw conduct against Polore, who immediately re¬ 
tired, ond apologised with a. franknesa scarcely compatible ndth dis* 
eimolnticrn; and from this time, which was the end of the Isat 
year, ho continBOil ta inform them of hia wants. iransoetioiiB, 
and apprehensLona Nerertheleaa, the Nabob’s repteaentations: 

(anch ia the inlimiity of human nature, which enton even into 
public coonciln) left snspicio ns ; otherwise means would, in aU pro¬ 
bability. have been contrived to have thrown 100 Europeans into 
the fort at this juncture: nor would they befora have neglected to 
supply it with flome pieces of oannon, which the keUidar had often 
Bolicitei The fort of Chittapet is built of atone, and !a exten- 
aive, beii^ within the ditch fl40 yards from north to south, and 
430 cm the other aides : it hns round towera at the angles, and in 
each of these a high cavnlioT i baaidre which, it has only 10 square 
towera, threes on the longest, and two on each of the other aidee. 

But all these towers are much more spacioue than in the ganorality 
of the forts of Coromandel i and the gateway on the northern side is 
the hugeat pile of this oonstmetion in the Carnatic, being capable of 
containing on its terraces five hundred mon drawn up under anna 
The fousso-brny is skirted by n straight and alight parapet without 
proiectioos into the ditch, which is supphed with water, but with 
the usual negUgeiwe of Indian fortifioationa. wns at this time in »ma 
p«rta fordable: Adjacent to the wostara aide of the fort, nearly of 
ETe same enteut, is * pettsh. onclomd by a mud waU with round 
tewom. The Fronch onmol the pottah by assault, ia which they 
esUblisbed their btwching battery j erecting likewiso two othera 
without te principal battery, as won w completed, 

was rendered useless by on eiceiBitvo faO of ram. and m soon u 
renafred, the kelHdar sallied, kilted part, and drovo the rest of tiia 
guard away, dismounted tha cannon, and carried ofl the aminaoitiTO 
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The news of Uiia suecesa datetmioed the presidency to Rupprirt 
the kdJidiir; they ordered tlie conunoLiideiit at Areot to send a fujib-* 
fureement of £arope&ns and Sepoya with a eupply of animujiitioii 
roqqeatecj the Nabob to eend what hoTBo he had ready, and Anno 
traw, with hit deiaobment of MorratocR, to joLa and ac-eomiTaj^. 
the reinfhrcaiTient; andp moreover, piiDmWry^ dse?Hr ^he 
aolieited Balaventrow _ta- Aotivicti' a lai^r body of llnnTttofti 
to Ikarasi - the enctoy's pCngts^ and intercept their eonvoya. 
But the Sabob^B home eoaing mj rcadiy moneyp wotild not e^poea 
thcmselvea ; Armetrow was gone to pay hie devotions at Tripetti \ 
and BalaventroWi with the main body of Ms anaj had left Cudn- 
panatam, and was advanced several marahea towerdii Vi 2 ia|)orci 
In tMs inten'al tlie French troopif whkh had been kept back at 
TaldnrOp arrived before Chitt4%pettp and with the former foi^ were 
sufficient to ifivest it on all Rides, and prevent the introduction of any 
sncDOuirs. 

By the \Mh, tlio btmqh wn* pi-actimbkp wlien the French sum¬ 
moned the kdlidar, who answeredp that lie waited the assault, fn

the termce of the gateway, from whicli they pronoeded nloitg the 
rampart, driving all before Ibem until they came in flank of the 
broach, where tboir fire and onaat confounded the refdstanqie against 
the main assault^ which a few rmnutca after gnined the nunpart 
likewise, when the conqnraor spared neither the prostrate nor the 
fugitive, excepting the English Boldiera, who were ninotccIX to whom 
quarter wm offered, whidi they accepted.

Tbiia fell NLznr Muliomod, a Vktiui 
to his faith, although Buspeeted of treadiciy, imJ with tho ut¬ 
most gftlantry, nlthongU warcely bclicTed to lio brave. 'ITio pre- 
rideary much regretted his fall. bocaiisB owing ia soiue moasuro to 
their own neglect, by which their other aUiea migbl be rendered dif¬ 
fident of their aswstance in the hour of danger and difltreas. 

Naaeabullah. on the approach of tho detflchment with Politr, 
broke up his camp be&ro Ombiwah. and retired to Nclorc ; whero

ception was considerably diminiidied; as soon as concluded, thede- 
ta^ent returned to Madraa, where they arrived on the 23lli of 
September, but iu the way Poher sent off two csonipanicfl of &poya 
to roinforoo those already at Conjeveram. The &i] of Chittatiet 

alarmed the presidency for all their out garriaons; and precautions 

were taken in proportiou to their ituportanca Camugoly standing 
16 milea a w. of Chingla[i6t, on ttie south side of the Paliar, and near

Ihirizig iheAki oparatioEyi aad aliunifi in the Caroati-cv tha arrival nf 
the French aqoudron bad created equal approbeTudona in tba aoutbeni 
countries. Callmud rocmyed tlie intelligence tram Devi Cotah and 
Fort St David soveraj daya before the advices from the preaidoncy 
eotdd reach Madura, and without delay began hia march back to 
Tritchinopoly, with atl the European.*!; but left Mahomed leaoof 
with the Se[)oy5 and the rest of the «imp, to defend Madum and ita 
depcpdouhieii, and k> roenver and protect, na for aa the force and oo 
caaionA allowed, the diatriet^ of Tinivolly : for the timidi^ of Mo- 
dllee could not aUnd the field * and dreading atill more to be left 
aloue with IrJaljonied lASOof, he ag&jn aooompiinied Capt^n CaLliaiid ; 
who the day after he left Madura, met at Nattam the first lettem 
of the presidency ordering both himAalf and Mabomed laaoof to return 
immediately to Tiifcchinopoly; ncvciribelejs^ iicv£ralarra.iigemei}Hue- 
i%s3ar)^ cku a new ocqiiiaition of .Aiich mporbLnoe, induced him to con¬ 
tinue Mahomed Issoof ten days longer at MadoniL On the 20th, he 
himself arrived with the Europeaua, 250, at Tritchinopoly, where 
be waa soon after infonued, that the whole of the French force had 
taken the field ; and although in the iiitervii.1 he received orders coiin- 
termandidg the return either of himtelf or Mahomed laaoof he now 
preferred the first idea of being ready to make head at TiitcbiDO- 
poly, with a strong force, until the aeoaou^ iutelUganco, or the 
chance of war, might dolermlna what might junlly be ipprehonded 
from the oppoTatlon# of the flneniy Accordingly Mahomed laaoof with 
a tliouaand Sepoyis* foUowed him and arriv^ at Tritchiuopoly m the 
8th of October. Ln the mean time Berfcatookli had beea aent with 
proposal to induce Mapbuzo Klian to quit the 'Kuiveliy country, but 
the arrival of the French force haJ elevated bim with such hopes^ 
that he rejected all terms accepting the govemmoafc both of Madura 
and Tinivdly at certain tribatea, which ho never iuteuckd to pay. 
This anirwer Mahomed iBsoof received before he loft Madura ; in* 
— aleo oertaiQ intellijrence that HidmaJly, the Mysore gouenU, was 
__ -g t lehgth arrived with a coniiiderahle foree at tHndigul = and, as the 
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netting in of tbc nuns in tko C'nmntic iuui li^' ibis 6nie removed nil 
appreboiuiotu of immediate danger to Tntchinopoly, notwithstand¬ 
ing the Fcdnctdon of Chittapet, CalliiLnd Tesoivod that Mahomed 
iesoof should return again to Madura wlili the tmopB he had bnwglit, 
as sQoa as they worn reh'ealied and fumiabed with some additjoasi 
equipments. Tliey accordingly set out on the i2ULb of October. 

On the leth, the same day that the pi'osidency received the news 
of the low of Cbittapett, arrived a vesHid &oin Bengal with authen¬ 
tic advices of the revointion In that pro vinca predneed by the auc- 
AOd« at Plassy ; the anooeeding days and vossbIb brought to the com¬ 
pany, and to individuals, some part, of the treasure which bad been 
poured into Calcutta by that extraordiuury event, and the reputa- 
tion of a credit) Adequate to the utmost wauU of the English aBkirs 
in Coromandel t but thU nnenpeeled prosperity wm somawbat dond- 
ed by tbe certainty of not reedving Lack any part of tbeir troops 
in Ibis season of ueoesaity. 2ior were nny of the ships of war to be 
expected } for Admitnl Pococke. on hoarii^ of the French squa¬ 
dron, had taken 'the rSNolulion of reinnining in tbe Qanges until 
January, for tbe protection of Calcutta, and in expectation of being 
joined there by the ships cotalog from EuglanJ ; soon after, arrived 
the Queensborougb frigate, dispatched by Commodore Stevens in 
Angust) from St Augustine’s bay in the Island of Madagascar, with 
information of hLa intentious to proceed with the four ships under 
his command, to Bombay, from wbenoe they could not reach the 
nntil the beginning of the next year ; but the approach of the 
tempeBtuoua season leasencd this disappointment, as it waa known that 
the French tbemKlves expected no more ships of force dnnng this 
intorraL 

The Froiicb army from CbitUpot appeami before TrinoinalL-c 
on the ISth. This pUoe, notwithatatiding tho gallant defence of 
Batkatoolsh in 175S, is more fiunous far ito naactity than strength ;

Brnminu and their families, ite well aa of the tmnges to which tlia 
whole mauntniti and pagoda are coneacnted The mountain, pet- 
tuli, and a apace of amble land to the wratwarJ, ia enclosed by a 
bound hedge, sueJi, although not so thick set, as that of Pondi- 
cheiry* The Nabob's governor and garrison abandoned the pettah 
on the Appearance of the Freucli army ; wlikb then sepamted into 
various dotochnieuts ngulnst various pUcea The neighbonriiig kel- 
Uckr of Polore sniroudared on the first anmniDnsv «nd the stronger 
fort of Ariii. redeemed the attack, which was threatened, alfciiotigb 
Ssraatarnut intended, for a sum of money. On the 4tlj of November Lha 
strongeat of the detuehments commanded by Saabinet appeared be* 
fora the fort of TbJiigar, otheniise called Togadui^mn. This 
stands 3U miles south of Trinotnalee. in the high road to Volcou- 
dali and Tritchinnpoly, It consists of two fortificatioiu, on a high 
mountAin, one above, bat coiumnnicating witl) the otlicFT, and a 
pettah on the plain to the eastward, whiuh has not only the com¬ 
mon defimee of a mud wall, but hia likewise surroimded at a small 
diatonce by an impanetrabis hedge ; from which tlio cannon and 
muslcetrjr of the Froiuih UetacUiuont could not remove the match* 
lock men wlm defended it, concealed tlicmsclves, and hittiag every 
thing lliat appeared iu sight; after two days trial, Souhinet received 
orclere to return to Pondicherry, and nil tho other tbtaehmeuta were 
recalled at the same time. They had reduced eight forts in tho 
neighbourliood of Cyttapet, Triuomallee, and Gingee. and estobllsbad 
renters in the districts which dotieDdcd on tliflm.

enemy invented the fort witli SOO Sepoys, joiood by somt Europeam^^ 
with tbroe field-pieces Captain Hielmrd Bmitib comumudiiig nt thi^ 
lima m Arcot> on uotice Of the danger, detached five Dotnpimieu of 
Sepoye with m platoon of Eurupeana, under tbo t.^miiiftnd of Lieu¬ 
tenant Wood who, halting near Trivatore during tlm night of 
the I3tb of Deoeiaiberp Ml upon the bt^iegera at day-hTBckk tlie next 
morning, beat up all their postov and took their field^pkcea, with 
which he returned the day after to Anxit ; but left one of Me com¬ 
panies of Sepoys to ramfo™ Trivatorc, On the S8tli, 6Q0 Sepoya 
came again and took possesdoii of the pettah, but worn driven away 
by tho^irisauon the laat day of the year. At the aamo time ano¬ 
ther juirty from Outnamoloine blocked up two companieB of Sepoyi, 
placed ill the mud fort of 0avAiitandelaiii, wbich stande about 10 
miles to the N. of Dutromalorov and about midway between Sala- 
wnukond Conjevorom. Ensign Eanotyne morubad with five com- 
ponies from Corangoly^ and bent the enemy away; but deeming the 
post imtenablOf withdrew the guard Thna ended the year in iho 
di^irictfl of the Carnatic near the Foliar. 

The Moiratoe, Balaveutrow^ immediaiely after the conclinnon of 
Armetrow^H n-^gotiation^ end hia own devotlomi at Tripetth 
marcbed with the maio hedy of his anny from the pose ofCu- 
doponatam, into the country of CudapalL Tlie Kobob of this 
provimiffi hod ofsembled Ms fhrcfs^ ftOOO hoir^e, and hod bwa joined 
by those Conoul with .'iWMl inoro, aU reputed, although not 
ically, Fitanfl. This army wnited for the enemy msorthe mty erf

fiun were as eseer for a decifiiTO battle as the Ktons, It was foui^bt

on tha 24th of Septeimbeir with much roTj, and anded with the 
death of tliti Nabob of Cudapab i tbe dty fdl a proj to the eotii|iie- 
rorsi, who plundered ovary thiogk ami found a vsJimblo booty, Ba- 
Li van trow soon after recoivod, with tbo i^ue^ of the prasidoncy, 
an order from EiUajorow, to assist tlia English^ and icniiiediAtdj 
dotanhed 1000 hoTBe to Arcot j but they did not arrive until Chit^ 
tapot vrne taken y and the subseqiDent motions of the Frencrb 
tlirea-tanlng no forts of importance, which it was in the power of 
the fnglifiii force to protect without risquing a general battle^ the 
prcsiiiency spared the expeuce of taking this cavalry into their pay ; 
whiidi however did not join the Frencb^ but renuilned with Armc- 
trow at Argot until the 5 th of December; when ho proceeded with 
them and hia former iiscort to yeloro, whero they romained qiatly 
until the end of January, waiting the otdois of Baiavmtrow. 

The only attempt mode by the French troops^ oiler the retreat cf 
tbdr army into Pondicherry, was against Ealnmcotab near the Oo- 
letocHip which they investedg in the beginning of Decemberg with 
100 EnropHuis, Bomo Hdd-pieces^ and 500 Sepoys, from the gar- 
tifion of Oykmbarnjii* but, having no battering cnanon, they were 
only able to gni possession of the pelhdi, from whence they cob 
tected the revenues of the lands dependant on tho fori^ which, as 
we have said in a former part of out nanmtive, wore an appanage of 
tbo Nabob of Cudapah, and were commanded by one of hia near 
r(ilAtLc]i& The death of the late Nabob did not alter the depen- 
dance, and as he had been for some thne on friendly with tho 

Eugiiah, 3(1 Sepoys^ with as much ammuniticiu os they oould canyj 
wore eent from Foot St. David, and found means to got Into tha fort^ 

Whilst Mahomed Jssoof was waiting tho dociaion of his return frutti 
Tritebinopoly to M^lnrs, HyderaJJy had mainhcd from DLadigul 
took lliii fort of SliolavaiideUi without reoistiuii^ and entered tho di^ 
fcricts of Madura wilhout opposition. He continued fftveral days 
under tho walls of tho city ^ but, finding it much stronger tJian be 
eipectc<l, contaul^il himself with plundcriiiig the conutTyg^ send' 
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ing off the cattlo md ottior booty to DindtguL Un tbe ap- 1T67 
pnincb of Mahomed lasoof, he took post with a part of his army 
neaf the isauo of the psaa of Hattam, in order to ioteroept hia 
march, hlahomed Issoof without hcaitation attacked, and, with 
the advantage of superior diHcipline^ and the eEfication of his field- 
pieoBB, obli^ the SlyBOreans to give way : who, decamping the 
ensuing night> crossed the oowutry to Gbevelpetore. By this time, 
the mischief tliey had donO having left nothing more to get 
worth the expence of renuu Ring in the conn tty, Hyderally eoUected 
his dotachments, and returned to Dindigul. Mjthuined Issoof, on 
his arrival at Madura, enlisted *00, the best of Borkatoolah's ca¬ 
valry; the whole of which were remainii^ encamped lo miles from 
the town, wailing for the eecoud payment of the agroemeut, having 
asaeutnde, neitljeT given molestatioii to the Mynoreamj, or received 
any from them He, at the same time, want invitations to those 
with Maphuzfi Khan, and whatBoaver other bodlis were acting as 
independent plunderers in the Tmivally oountiy. As «wn as the 
Uysoroane were gone, ho began bis march to TiniveUy, with a 
very oonridcmhle foroe. Pasamg along the districts et Etiaponiin, 
the Polygar redeemed his hontages, which were in the camp, pay¬ 
ing 18,700 rupees, the balanec of his fine. The erroy arrived at the 
town of Tinivelly about the middle of November, from whanee Ma- 
pbuse Khan on their approach had retired to NeUitangariiln He 
had. during his reddence there, made various attempts to get poa- 
wrioD of the fort of Palamcotah. but had taken Calicad, and 
given it to the king of Tmvanoore. Mahomed Imoof with a part 
of the onny. marched immediately against this plno^ which the 
Travanoores abandoned without reenalanoe, and, being followod by 
him, retired behind their walla in tha paaaea of the moimlaina. at 
the foot of the promontory. At the eame time, the appeannw of 
other detaohmcnls drove away the guards which Maphirte Khan had 
placed in Papaooolam, Alvaiwwirchy, and Bmmadata j and those ata- 
tioned bjrti** of Vadagbairy, in Tirenrourehy.

the intruders were cut down on the £poL, but killed oome of tlieir op- 
pooenU- At this time Im rocoivbd intolEgonofl liat ilie Ffl^iujIi 
gairtsonin the iingudii of Seriitgham hml a deLachmout of Eu- 
ropeana anti Sepoys with artilleiy, to Hydendlj at lliiKligul, wh^t 
on their anivalp it wuja Eud, irns prvporiug to rcixirn. against 
Madura: tbe newB^ although prenuiturcp wiiJi bdlovod,^ and deter^ 
minod HahouLed lauoaf to bo there before tbeaL Accordingly» 
oir the 1st of Doeembar. he bogan bi* marrh from Tini\'ielly» 
leaving there and in the other i^osK a euHieient fors^ to make head 
agaioBt Maphutte Khan and bis allies, and on the fih arrived at 
CliavalpeUjare, where he nunaiiiEd waiting for more certain advices 
oaaeermng the Mj’wreaua, until the end of the month i and in the 
mean time, sentn strong deftaclimcat to repair tho fort of Sbola- 
vnndecL Befuro this tamo, no briber eapectatioo renminctl of iloo- 
dilee's abilities to manngu the revenues ; and he was called to Ma- 
dme, in order to exhibit and explain the details of his administm- 
tion ^ but remsined sick and settling his in the wcioila of 

TeudinuLEL Calimud had sent Lfouienant Bumbold in the month 
of August to conmiunicAie tlm state i>l the county; but ikh of- 
doer died on tiiu way at Fort St David in ttie montli of Soptem- 
ter; and the preiddoo<^» as socm m tim tains were net in, ordiimd 
Calliaud binwlf ti> come. He arrlvad on tlie 14th of November, 
under the eafogufird of a pas8[wrt from PondidiutTyy and liaviiig 
communicated Ids knowledge and opiniony, returned on the 4tli, and 
readidd Tritchinijpoly On ikn ISth of DwceioWi Lia rejirwida- 
tioafl oonviueed ihe praddeiiuy, that the disturhanoce would never 
oeiiaa, nor any revenue collected aflaioftto to the mililojy ox|jeuc»% 
whilst Wapbuze Khan saaiutaiui^l Ids fcmjo, pretemrioun and ol- 
lUaesB in th«e countries U wits tlmrofor? pmpew^ to dm Nabob, 
- who still oontmueuiat Minhaa ; that Eaphuaw Khan iJioidd be 
— sored

tODaocc^ out of tka rovwiuoa, provided ho wotald qmt tho CKiUDtrj

The only error 
couunitted by tho prosideufy woa tkoir neglect of Cbiiti^t^ whidi 
was severely aUuieil by its The only advantage obtniited wm 

the acquiaitiun of Jl^laduni ; but this much more than eoinpciraated oil 
the dutrimenis of the yeor^ Thiis the English eoandls^ To thoso of 
Pondiehoriy no blHme could be imputed, because they ware rosiiicted 
by the moot ^loaitive cadam from France, and even ventured more 
than they were autbpriiied to risque. 

Mr Busay, the eonimfiiider of their forces in the Decaxip had 
during this year employed tkem with tniieh more uctivdty^ bocausa 
nncontrotiled bi his operations, Uis ormy^ continuing their moroli 
fioiD Hyderabadp arrived at Beaoanu on the KHatna in the end of 
November of the preceding year, fiotn whence; Instead CFf going to 
Mamlipatam, they atnick to the |noTth-fl*st^ and proceeded by a 
fifuqueutod itjftd, through the province and eity of Bloroj &om 
whence they anrived on the 19th of Decetober at the city of Ka- 
mUTidnimj situated on ilia Oqdavcri^ about 30 miles from the sciti 
and ft day's nuunh fmm the Englieh fnctoiy at Ingeroni. On their 
appreoch, Th mhitn Cawn, whom Mr, Btissy had raised to tho go- 
vornmeut of this and tho province of GncocoICr dreading tho pu¬ 
nishment of Ids ingratitude during the distress of Charmiroli quit¬ 
ted the cPnntry^ and wont away to Aurongabad ; hut tho Bajali 
Yizeramrauze, confideiii in the pn»hi he had giyeii of hia atfach- 
meut, met their army uowinpaiiTwi by ^verol Ahcr Indian rhiofs, 
with thoLT foiccff, which, with hi?^ uwtij aiquuntcd to H)W0 lUCU ; ha , 
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was recoiled iritb fiveiy mark of rospoct, iknd employed the favour 
in wbicb ha stood to the gratification of an animosity, whioh had 
long been tho loading pulsion of hk mind. The traditiDn of tbasa 
csoimtrtea that many conturiaa beforo Mahomedanlani, a king 

of Jaggomaut, m Oiixa, maTohed to tliQ south with a groat anny^ 
vdiich aabdued not only these provinceSp but^ crosamg the Krustna, 
conquered in the Camatie, as fkr an Coiyererani : these conquests 
he distrihuied in many portions to his relations^ oflicorSp and menki 
serv&ntfi, from whom several of the present northem poljgars pre¬ 
tend to bi Unmilly deseendad, and to govern at this very time the 
very districta which were thou given to their anceator^ All who 
daim this gsnoalogy, esteem themselves the highest blood of native 
Indiana^ nesrt to the Brumii:is> equal to the Rajpoots, and sopport 
thifl pre-ezniaeTieo by the bangbtiest observance^ inaomuch that the 
brealh of a difieimt religion, and even of tbe meaner Indiana, re¬ 
quires ablntioQ t their women never traneier themselves to a se^ 
CQiid, bnt bora, with the husband of their virginity ; and, although 
this cruel pmciioe is not anfrequent in most of the high fiiMilies 
and cnatfi throngboui India, yet it is ganerally optional : hut with 
the woman of these untiemt Polygars, the most indispensable of 
necessities. 

The first in rank of those Polygars, who aU caU themselvoa 
BajabH, was Rangarao of BohUee : the fort of this name stands 
close to the mountams about 140 miles N. ^ of VisagApatain i 
the districts are about twenty square miles. There bad tong 
been a deadly hatred between tbis Polygiu and ViietaminuKCi 
whose peraon, how much floever be feared his power, Baugaian 
hold in the utmost contempt, os of low extractionp luid of new 
note. Difitricts belonging to ViEcminmimo adjoined lo tbo^ of 
Bobilee, whoae people diverted the water of the rivnkta^ and mAde 
depredations, which TiaeramraxiEOp for want of batter militaiy 
means^ and from the nature of Bangamo’s countryp conldr not reta¬ 
liate; Vizunuumtiae used bis utmost infiucnxs and arguments to 
perfinade Mr. Bua^y of the neceesity of removing this neighbour « 
and Mr Busay proposed, that he should quit hb hereditniy grotind 
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of Bolrilec, in cHffihango for other lands of greater extent and. value, 17&7 
in anotiioir piLit of tho pmvinoe ; but Sajigamo treated the proposal 
ua on infiiilL Soou ciitir, it became necessary to a detacktnent 
nf Sepoys to eoma diatricta at a diatan<50, to wlikb tbe ahortcsi Toa*l 
lay ^ttmgL aoroo port of tho woode of Bobiloo: pomiflaioii was* 
obtained; but either by aome contriTauce of VufiemmmuEe, or the 
predetermLtiaitiQiL of Rangarao, the detachmout wua sharply attacked^ 
f^fid obliged to retiro with the loss of 30 Sepoya lulled^ and more 
wounded VLaetanirauze improved tihie moment of indignatioo; 
and Mr, Bii^ay^ not foreseeing the tomble event to which ho wiia pro¬ 
ceeding, determined to reduce tho whole ooimtiy, and to oxpol the 
Polygar and all Ida huaiJy. 

Tho province of Chicaisole baa few extensive pMna^ and its hlMa in- 
in frequency and magnitude^ as they approach the vast range 
of TOOuntainB that bound thiH^ and the prorvinoo of Eajahmttndroni, 
to tho N. w. The hdlfi^ and the narrower battome which separate 
thenip are auffbrcd to over-run with wood, as the best protection to 
the opener vallies allotted for cultivation. Tho Folygar, beaidcs his 
other towns and forts, has always one situated in the most difflcnlt 
part of his oountry, which is intended os the last refuge for him¬ 
self and all of his own blood. The singular construction of thiE? 
fort is adequate to all tho inteTilnona of defence amonget a people imnscd 
to cannon, or other meanfi of battery. Its outline is a regular equrkre, 
which larely exoeeda SOU yiurda; a large round tower is raised at each 
of the angles^ and a squom projection in the midddle of each of 
the aidca The height of the wall is 22 feet, but of the rainpiut 
within only 12, which is likewise its breadth at top, although 
it ifl laid much broader at bottom | the wheb ifi of tempered day, 
miaed in distinct lajeis, of which aeh is left exposed to the eun, 
qntil thoronghly hardened, before the next is appHocL The parapet 
risfei 10 foet above the mnapart. and is only three feet thick. It is 
indented five feet down from the top in interstioes six inches wide, 
which ai* three or four feet aauiiden A foot above the bottom of 
those interstices and batilomente rmm a lino of renmi bolea, ano¬ 
ther two fccfcj lower and ji third within two fi4t of the mmpiirt ; 
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ITj? Tliaa^ hulcG ore, ab usuilI, fonnod witli pipes oi baked cky; ihej aei-vo 
for ttB eiqpinymaQt of lire-uiiis, bitotvb;, and loacea^ and tha mtur- 
atioea fur tba freor use of all tboso Amus, instead of loop-holes, wlilch 
cjuioot bo inserted or cnL in the day. The towers, and the sqium 
projectionji in the middle^ tiaye the SAme panpet as the rest of tho 
waB ; and in two of the projoctionSb on opposite rados of the fort ai-e 
gateways, of vhinh the entmnee is not in the front, but on one aSdo, 
tram whence it contintieia tbrougb half Uis tniua, and tlien Lima by 
a right angle into tbe plaee ■, and, on any' alarm, the wliole passage 
is choked up with treesy and tho outaide snnounded to aomo distance 
with a Click bed of strong hmmblos. Tiie rampart and parapet is 
mvnred by a shod of strong thatch, sapport^ by posts ; the eavea of 
ibis abed project over the battlemantfl, bat fall so ocor, that n innii 
can aoirody sqoeeEe bia body between ; tbia shod ia ebeltor both to 
the lampBit and guards against tho ann and ndo. An area of 500 
yarda^ or mote, in every diioclitMi touml the fort, is preacrvnd dew, of 
which the circumference joiaa the high wood, which ia kept tliick, 
ihro<^, four, or five inUea in breadth around tbia center. Fow of tlii»a 
ioris permit more than one pith through tho wood. TJio entroDoe 
of tbe path from without is defended by a wall, exactly similar in 
eonatructioa and strength to one of tho sides of the fort ; having its 
round towers at the endi^ and tha aqtiant projection with its gatowsy 
in tho middle. From tut turn] fatgacjly they never raise this redoubt 
on the edge of tho w^ ; but at tbe bottom of a reofSH, cleared on 
purpose, Rnd on cacti side of tho recess^ nuae breast^works of earth 
or hedge, to gall the apprciaclL Tho path admits only throe men 
abreast, winds contin ual ly, is every where coinmaiiiJHed by breast' 
works in the thicket, and bos in its course several redoubts, ititn;i.ir- 
to that of tbs entrance, njid like that fiaiiked by breast-worka oa each 
band. Such were tbe defences of Bobilee; ogaitiut which Mr. 
Buasy marriiecl, with 750 Enrofieans, of whom SfiO were boiwv 
four Md-pitww, Atid 11000 Peons and Sepoys, the army td Viao- 
rMOTBusi^ who coTiuiinitrlect tlitm in pfurfoo. 

WbUsl tho field-piecea, plied the patapei of the first redoubt at the 
enfmnre -.f the wood, detaelmiento entwhl into the ^.le of tho recew 
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w&flTeanil Imtcbet, atid bfigwi to mak<j a way, wLiek Unded 
biinc them b tlifl rwir of the redonbi j («id the gwerd, w booh as can- 
vinced of th^f danger, abaiidoliEd thoir etatmii, and joined tbcBMi in 
the posts behind ; the behiio operation! eoiitinned through the whole 
patli, whieli was five nniloe in length, iind iiTitJi tho fiamc sueecaa. nl- 
thonnh not without ksa. WLeit in sight of the fbrfc, llx. Eu^ 
divided bis Itoops into four divislonfl* allotting imo, with thn fiald'; 
niece, to the attack of each of tho towom. Bangarao was boi^ 
with *11 his parentaga. i!50 men bearing arms, and noaily twice 
this numlier of womeu and children. 

TliD attack commenced nt day-break, on tbe atth of January. 
with tho field-piocea again pt tho foartowera ; aud the defendcra, Icab 
file might catch the thatch of the Tnmpart, had pulled it dawn. By 
aino o'dook, iereral of the hattlcmonta were broken, wheiL alltbo 
loading pftrtiea of tbe four diviaioiu ad^-ancjod at tho Hama time, with 
sfcaTing Uddera; but, atW mnab eudeavaitr for an litmr, not a man 
had boan able to get over tho parapet; and many had. felWti wounded; 
other parties foDowed with ns Utttc anccess, until all were so bitigtied, 
that a offiaation waa orderud, donng whiich. tbs field-pieces, baviDg 
beaten down mom of tho paiapat, gavn tbo socond attack more ad- 
Vjmtagc ; but the aidoar of tbo defence encraaMd with Uio danger. 
The garrieon fought with tho mdigoirat ^mcity of wild bcuta, d^ 
fending their dcua nnd&millcs; aeveraJof them ataod, as tii deb- 
puce, on tho top of tho battlamofila. and anduTcmred to grapplo 
with the fimt asoandanta, hoping with them to twist the laddara 
down ; and thU feilLng. ttabbed with their Isnow. but being whoUy 
exposed thcmaolves^ wore caaily shot aim from tbo icar of tho 
escalade. The asaailants admired, fo»' nn liartipaaiis had ever seen 
such MteoHfl of oounigo in ifao natives of Indoatan, and oontiniially 
of&tnl quarter, which was always aoaWBrod by the mennoa and 
tention of death: nut a man had gamed tho ramijart at twn o’flloek m 
tiieaAernooD, wbea another oeasatiuu of tho attack miflUfld i on wbioh 
Kaagarao tfssembicd tho principal mpn, told them tirera was tio 
hopes of msintaining tha and Uiat it wns rduncdintely no* 

ixssarv to ptmctvb their wives and chUdroD fpriln tha vinliitimi of 
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1737 Earo[»eftm, md tlie more igno[niiiiou!i authority of ViBern-mraage. 
A number callod without distmotioa were allotted to the work ^ they 
proceeded, every man with a torch, his lance, uid poignard, to the 
habitations in the mlddlo of the fort, to which they aet fire indiscd- 
muiatety, plying the flame with atraw prepared with pitch and brim- 
stone, and every man atabbcd without remorse, tha wonun or child, 
whi^jisoever attempted to euCRpa tlio flame and suflbcation. Not the 
helpleaa infant, clinging to the bosom of ita mother, saved the life of 
either from the band of the hoaband and father, Tlie utmost cs- 
cesses whether of revenge or ragey were oxoeedod by the atrodous 
prejudices which dictated and performed this horrible aacrifloe. The 
nuiflsscre being flnisbed, those who aocompHshed it returned, like men 
a^tatetl by the fliiiosi, to die theinselves on the wnlla, Mr. Law, 
w!io commanded one of the divisions, obsorved, whilst looking at 
the conflagration, that tbo number of tlio defenders wm coimiderebly 
diminished, and advanced again to the atienk ; after aevenU kddera 
had failed, a few grenadiem got over the parapet, and moiatoined 
their footing in the tower until mare secured tiro pftvt«Bnift» ftangn- 
tao hastening to tho defence of the tower, was in this instant killed 
by amufiket-balL His fail encreafted, if poBsibley tho desperation of 
his friends; who, crowding to revenge his death, left the other parts 
of the ramparts bare ; and the other diviabus of tho French troops, 
having advanced likewise to their respective attackti, niirahera onaUaides 
got over the parapet without opposition ; neverthelesH, noue of tho 
defends quitted the rampart, or would accept quarter; hot each fell 
Hdvaticing agsinot, or atru^lmg with, an antagonist; and even when 
Men, and in tha hut agony, would resign hk poignatd only to death, 
^e ^ughtor of tho oonfliot being ccwnpletod, another much more 
dreadfnl, presented it»|f m the area below : the transport of victoiy 
lost all its joy: nU gazml on one another with silent astoniahment 
and remorsey and the flerecst could not refuse a tear to tho deplorable 
destrectfen spread before them. V^Tiifet rentemplatiug it, an old 
loan, loading a hoy, wm pereeived advancing tram a distent reccM : 
^ WM welcomed much alteutbii and respeety mid ooiulucted 
by tbc^crewd to Mr. Law, 10 whom ho prescutod the child with 
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theae wordn i " TliLa La tlie EWjn of Tkngarao, wliain I hiLva preserved 175T 
ngainsb his fiitlier'a mil" Aiiotber eiDotlon now iucceeded^ and 
Lbe prcsorvatioii of tbis infant was felt by all as some ftUoviatioii to 
tba borrible ce.t^lBtTopllG^ of wbicb they hod beoa tbu nofdrtunatQ an- 
Uiors. The tutor and tUe cbild were iminodijiiely sent to Mr, 

Bii 3 sy, wbOj having board of tbs condition of the fort^ would not 
go into it, but romained m bis tent, wTioro bo roceived tbe anored 
captives with tlio humanity of a gmrdian appointed by the strongest 
clsims of nature, and immediately commandeci patents to be pre-^ 
parody appointing the son Jord of the territory wMoli be Iiod offered 
tho father in exchange for the districts of IBobileo ; and ordered 
them to be strictly guarded in the camp frnm the mslovoknce of 
cnemi^ 

The eiwiiiig night and the two succeeding days passed in tho 
UMLiiI attentions, especially tho care of the wounded, who worn 
many ; but in the middle of the third nigbt, the camp was nJariii- 
ed by n tumult in the quarter of Vi^xammuso. Four of the boI- 
diers of Kanganuo, on seeing bim fall conoealed tbemselvos in an 
unfrequented port of tho fort until the night waa far advanced^ when 
they dropped down the walls, and spooking tho somo knguiigB, 
passed unsuspected through tho quarters of Vi^eromrau^Bp and 
gained the neighbouring thickets ; where they remained tho two suc- 
coEKiing days, watching until the bustio of the cam p had subsidod i when 
two of them quitted their retreat, ftnd having by their longUEigu ngnin 
deceived those by whom they were qucfitioned, got near the ionb of 
Ybccrnmjuuxe; then croepiog on the ground they passed undeTp 
the back port, and imteting iho tent found him lying on his badl alone, 
and aaleep. Vizenoirame was extremely corpulent^ iuaomuch fbat 
he could scarcely rear hlniBelf from hm seat without ^soiAtaiiHs : the 
two moDp reettoining their very breath, struck in the same inituit 
with tbcLT poiguards at bis heart ; the first groan brought in a cen^ 
tinet whoWirodp but missed ^ more Immcdiiitely tlironged in, but the 
miirdereris, heedless of thecmelveSf cried out, pointing lo tim bcKlyi 
^ Look here ! We are satisfied." They were inatontly shot by the 

crowd, and mangled after they had fiUlen ; but !iad stabbed Vir-ctam* __

tbroagli the liLUs to tbs neilb, BuramnnicLg trilmi&s of a vatiflty 
of pol^gaja^ wbu, terrified hy the fiito of Bobilee, paid without re- 
eisciciiice ; aor did tboy meet any oppoaitiQi], untU iJiey arrivad at the 
di^trictfl of Gumiieer, This odubtry is lauch more extensive tbna 
that oT any other of tlis aucleut Folygarfi^; li eommenees ahoot 40 
milee to the North-wei^t of Oaujitm, osteodbig about 50 mijea in 
that direction^ and 30 in bricadth ; it in even morq impenetrable 
than the country of Bobileo, ite foi^ste conaieLmg entirely of bam- 
boes, which grow doaoTp and resist the aso and fire hotter tbim any 
other vegetation i mlying on whidr, iho Uihabitantn do not tliink it 
neoes^iaiy to oreii nrfoubfcs fur tho doreaoe of their patlui, tut ob¬ 
struct them with frequent and tinapfimry banlcm of bamljoei,

by a ^d-biU directly opposite, and within {loint-blank. The ocooea 
► across (be riTCr &om the sonth, was Eufficiontly secureiil by batte^ 
rieSj which coTamanded not only the passs^e^ but the entmoce of 
the river its^, through which all eiabarka.tiu[i$ from the saa mnat gain 
the fihors, as the surf prevtiats even a boat final landing on the 
bench: iDdacd the whale echotae of the defeacea seemed to have 
been calculated only to oppose the attempts of pirates and poly gars. 
The garrison oonaisted of 150 excellent Europeans, and 300 Sepoya ; 
the EuglLflh fauLilies in the town were 50 peraqa^On the aame day that 
the van of Mr. Binwy s armyappeared in sight, the Compauy^e ahipMarl- 
botnngh imchored ia the road, on board of whinh was tho chief en^ 
ginecT of MadraiiB proceeding to Bengal. He landed, and having the 
next morning reviewed the works^ with Captain Charles Campbell, 
who commanded (die troops, both gave their opinion that the extent 
oouZd not be defended, even with a much greater force ; and advised 
that all the Europeans should be immodifitely embarked, and tho 
Sepoys, mth two or three offiiKrs, left to medee the beat eapittiJa- 
tion they could; but all the boat aad dsheimen had deserted in the

Ha theraforo fvdvised Saliibailjing to allow tlicm incomes aufficient fqr 
nil indulgancies, hut to give them no appointmonts of trust and 
poweij and to oblige tberiu under pretence of distinction^ to aecom- 
jmny liim wherasoo^^er he moved In this reatmintj tempered by all 
exterior attentionjB, they continued, and scctued satisfied, until the 
opou rupture between Mr, Eussy and SalabcLdjing^e admimatration of 
Sanore ; when Slianavaza Khan rasolved to miso them into public 
imporbancai as hifl own future patronn, with the very iiewa^ of which 
tho approljipnsicjn had led Mr. Buasy to prevent their promotiou.

SuLjlL'b array rensTred tbeir march to the nortlmurd^ whea in the 
begiiiiiiiig gf Febnijity nbwa arrived, that thci Alfghiuia bad taken 
Ddbi, lliat a large JetachiueDt of tlieir anny were plundering Agrfi, 
and tlittt parties lh>m this detuchnieiit were ou tlic rond to Bnuupour j 
which, firenn Home coiidasiopa of wMcb we are Igaorantp dcfccrinmed 
tbu Babftli'fl couELcll to proceed no fhii^her to the norths whilst the 
Fitaus were supposed to have any [utoiitions of adv^mcing to the 
Houth ; BO that they did not approach Aumagabftil until the beginning 
uf May. In thiid inter^'al S&id Lascar Khanp wlio had been Duan of jtjf 
the DecfLOn and bad given the uortbem maritiine provincres to the 
French^ died at Aurcugabitd ; his treoj^anes were reported to be groat. 
imd with ail liiJi cdocts reverted, according to the institTitinns of the 
government, to the sovereign j but they wore deposited in the fortress 
of Doltabod, of wliich the governor was his near relatluiii end had 
alw'Ekya been obsequiouB to his will 

This plana is colled, and deemed impregnablop vtonding ori the 
summit of a mouiLtain^ whiiih is surrounded with two other inclo- 
sureSp uf wliich that on the plain eontaioa a hirgn town i notwUIi- 
standing the neet^ty of conminnicatiou to admit tn>op3 ond pro vi¬ 
sions^ each hm Ba particular govemor ; but the two lower forts are 
su ovcTtowtired by the upper, that thej raraly resist the wtl] of the 
govemot there, who,, until tho Uto TOnfudonH of the empire, was al¬ 
ways especially appointod by the Great Mogul 

ShanaYU^ Kbau had aiicceeded Suid I^Laoar in the oflici of Duftn^ 
uf vvijich unta uf tlio most beneficial dntm is to take ppisesaioii 
far the <mi|Hirur of tha estates of all -who diop holding, or having 
hoidp any office in the govemment : ha thcrefciru procacdeil aev™il 
days before the anny^ with a large deLachment and BoraC iirtilleiy^ 
and gummoned all the forts i tfao lowest, after a slight resistaneOp nnd 
much parliyp Rarrcnderctl on tho third flay ; the go%^cmorB of the 
two Otl^are baiijg leagued to^^thcr held out Ji mouth ; hut having 
ncglcctecl to lay in a stock uf liroviaionSp and being suiroundcd by 
the vrhuk of Salabadjing's tinfiy, they at length jdelded to monoy j 
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1757 «ud Shuiflvuza fbaa imiuetdiAUdy cliJipgeJ the gurisoDa, and jjliwed 
one Df big own da])cndiiJita m the GomiaMd of uH the forte, with 
tie tmwxllbg compliiince of Salabadjtng, end the approbation of the 
Einperora Duan, Muhomcd QnBsein, whom Shannvaze Khan bjid 
IntoJy gained over to bis views. He fotind in the fort a great treasure 
bdonging to Seid Lascar Kbnn, of whioti 700.000 rupees were pub- 
licl]^ avowed, and more suspcctedi In the end. of Soptetnbor a body 
of fhOOO Moiratocfi froiii Poni, utidor tbo comuiand of Vizvaznjw. the 
eldefit son of BaJagerow^, arrived near Aurongnbad. with preleosioni 
of which we are ignorant: their nioreh iiad boon liipectcti, and gave 
Shanjivaaae Khjin a pretence to call up NLnunnlly fiom Bemrwith 
the troops of his govemniBiit, who arrived at the satuc Liitie as Via- 
vazrow j the Mormtoo chiofs dope"hd&at on the Subthship, and several 
others, had Leon likowiso siuutuouoLl, and were come up. go that the 
whole force under the standard of the Eiubah was neJir 40,000 hoiae^ 
besides tho foot The Morrotoes, notwithstanding their juforiority, 
proceeded to hoetilitlcfi, but confined tbeoi to sklnnishe^ in which 
they were always repulsed by tho artillery of tho French detach- 
ment ; nsTvertheloes NhsareaUy assumed tlia merit of these sucoessos, 
and working at the satne tune by hia emissanDs amougst SuJabadjing^s 
troops instigated them to clamour, and insult him in his palace for 
the nrreara of tbeir pay, of wlikb 22 months were duo. During 
this ttunnlt ShanavaBO Khan, fla if afraid of the rcHentinent of Solo- 
badjing, took refuge in the fort of Dollabod, 

SflJabadjing was terrified, without money, and, by the means of 
Shonavazie Khan, without credit ; and Niwumilij taking the ndvon- 
toga ho had prejakred, proanicd to interfere anti appease the troopa, 
provided ho waa introsted. wIdJst nece3ia,ry. with tlio ndtit?iii^ p. t ixit,' 
of tho government, and the disposid of Llic great seal of the Subolifiliip. 
This instnuDcnt ratifias all treatioa, conGruij} all govtimmanfa, au- 
ili£ntitai,tos all gnuita and boons of conaoqaonce, and warrants all 
afflignmenU of tho revenaa : it therefore always reniaimt. at least in 
th* dwelling of tho prince, and generally imder hia own eye, uwpi^ 
ing at Ddhi, where it is asually conJidoJ to the Yiiiw. Sakbat^iug 
bdag without mreuree. consenUHi; and Niaamally iiamediately bo- 
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ciUDe invtated with BOTcreign power, but kft the AppciUMicea btiSA-^im 
iBbndjing, whom he aHected to consult; anJ nbrngated none 
indulgondfis, which tills prince was noturnlly indined to prefer to 
thscaroflof hU sttite. Nimmnlly inimcdiitely gave adJldoiwl ho- 
nours and jngbires to Mb brother Bassaiikt Jung, and with a subtte 
affectation of indifforonca concemlog the aeal, conunitted it to Lis 
care. Both the next day introduced Sbanavazie Khan to SaLihn^jMg* 
who rereived him with the exterior ceremonials of good-will and 
fftvooT, The officer who cominaadcd the French detachment had 
neither expcriaiiico nor force safficiont to oountenot the progress of 
this plot j hut redonbled his aitenlion in guarding the pereon of ShIb- 
badjing, which perhapB aaved liis life. It wtia the general opiaum 
that the expedition of the Morrotoea witli VixraErow had boon con¬ 
certed by Shunavaso Khan, as tho leading means of accomplishing 
this revolution. 


It happemed in the middle of Decemher; Wr. Busay received intel- 
Ugenreof it at Rajalimimdruni in He bcgiiming of January, and im¬ 
mediately began hia march, with all Ms force, to relesse Silabftdjmg 
from thsBe bonds. We shall now return to the affairs of Be ognl. 


THE first newa of the French sc^iuuiren was brou^it to Calcutta w„ei 
on tho ITtli of Septomber, by tho Revenge, which had escaped from 
them on the 8 th, in tlw read of Fort St David. Other advices 
followed, with hiTormotion of the troops they had brought, and cS 
tha expects tioDB at Pondicheny of much greater force in the be¬ 
ginning of the ensuing year; in conflequouco of which the presidency 
of Mftdrafla repeated with much aoUeitude the i-equcat they had oftoa 
made, that tho troopfi with Cliva might be immad lately ratumed to 
the coast; but tiioy oouM not now bo sent awny, without risquing 
tho aecomptlshmetit of tbo troutios with Blear Jaffier, if he ehould 
require thoir service in tho fiold ; and the toss of Calcutta itself, if 
a French roroe should arrive in tho river, whilst they wore employed 
in a distan?part of the Nabob's domliuDiia. This apprehensian ren¬ 
dered the French prUonem, and oven their vagabonds in the province, 
an object of iolicitado. The priaonen amounted to of vliom 
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17li7 50 Men of hotter conditiDn, wore not oonfiatd. Mia pnrtv 

*““7''^^ which flervfid with Sinfrnynt the bntt]a*cif Plns-iv, hfl‘1 esenpod into 
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th* aL§tncU of EerbohioH wore the timidit; of the nalivcs suffered 
them to remain without EDolc^ation; and giher btmg^Lcrs from va¬ 
rious pam hfui iuorea^ed the number to sixty EurDpeaiiA. Thirty- 
haxl gooa awiii-y in boats from the Fiench ffscjory at under the 

cmidtict of the cMet Mr, Coot tin, and proceeding afong the rivcjfa* 
bad ontrenched themselvoa noar the mouutojns in tbe nordiom part 
of tho district of RuttgfOrej whiek adjoins on the west to Pumeali. 
It wfts suapented that some of the pHsoncre^ wlio were at large, wom 
csorre^fiotidiiig, not only with both tbcHo parties!, but also with Mr. 
Laws in Ondtv and with the ftnny of Mr, Rti^y in Chicacoln ll 
was therefore n^olved to ftond away oil tbo higher sort to Pondi- 
0ei4btt+ cherr}' ^ and in the b^puniug of October* thirty-four, of whom two 
were Jesuits, wore embarked in a ship hined for the piirposo, and call¬ 
ed the EcstitutkiiL From reliance on their parole the sblp was mao- 
ned^oa notiab by loacarB, or mariners of the conn try, with only threo 
Englishmen to comtaiind tiieuL Aa soon as they wore at tbe 
Frenchmen, as they easily might overpowen^d the crew, and carried 
the ship to Masiilipatajo, wlicrc they declared tliemselves free, and 
the ship a lawful priac. 

Before C-nloncl Glivc lefs Moxarlavod, the Nabob had HummoTied 
Ramraniidng, the Bajali of Midnajxire, who ivas head of the itpitw, 
to come there, in order to settle tlie acooxuife of his dii?trLcta^ on 
which, a? ujuab a oonsideiable halance stood, due from him in the 
books of the TrEOfiury. Rammmsing liad always been in close con- 
nexioD with Beydoolub, *whD, iti remeva BOJipieionJ 3 > advificd hijn, 
at least openly^ to obey; but Ramramsifig sent ]m brother and 
nephew^ whetn the Nabob immetliately put into prison ; and p're- 
vinite*! the dUapprolmtlon of Clive, by i^eprceenting, what was true, 
tk&t Ranu-Brnsifig hnd been the enemy of the English^ having nor- 
iifld on for Siittijah Dowlah the Correspondence with ifr. BuAsy and 
Mr. fjvw; and that ha hud forwarded wfiata:jeVbr FrentTiitnen liftd 
c«i|»d t.o the south, through Orixa to Chicacolc Boydoahib had 
Otttfoubl ihmt prexswling irf^tho Nibob'* was n pnjpuratioD fm- 
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biM designs ngoinst hinvwlf, but concealed his poreimifion, and wisely 
refruiinsd fmm claiming the Englifilr gnatTintee nntU the dnagor 
Bhould come nearer. TlieiM) eoiiicideneca prevented^ CUtb fiwn en¬ 
tertaining any auspicions of tlio real motives of Jaflier's conduct to¬ 
wards Bamnimglng. before he retnmed to CnleattB; but Bammia- 
sing. fl» BDOQ as bo hoard of the confincmenl of Ivis hroUiia' and 
nephew, fisaeaiblri bis foroe, whioli consisted of 2000 horse, and 6000 
foot., and wrote to Colonel Oive. that if he were attacked he sUouliI 
seek refuge whorover it was to bn found j which hU country well 
afforded by the jungles or thickets with which it is covered, and the 
mciantaiiel to wliicli it adjoins. Ho however proffered to py a lack 
ofrnpeas ns a present to Meer JalEor, and oven to make his oteisanco 
to him in pt™jii if ClivB would warnuit bis safety. CUvb immedi¬ 
ately recominendcd the roconciliattoa to the NaboK who at the aama 
time roceiveil intelligence^ that the people of Pnmeah, under the 
command of Ogul Sing the Gent™, whom Sumjah Dowlnh had 
appointed to govern tits province after the defeat and death of bia 
cemam Seid Hamod, licl taken up anna, and pmeUimed a brother of 
Seid MehomMl, on hearing that the Nabob had given the gi^emment 
lobiflTolntioii Coddum Husacln, whom they dreaded for bis cbarBC- 
ter of mpKiouantM and tyrannv. 


Both tho-so ineuTTOctipns arising under the standnrd of Gentoos 
drove the Nabob finm all tba dlssimubition with whidi he had, 
intended to conceal h» purposes, until he had cut off Roydoolub, and 
the other principal beads of the nation; and in his vexa^on be openly 
perhap'! not unjustly, imputed both rebelliona to the practices of Boy- 
dooInK lie immediately conninanded GOOD home and foot to Tnareh 
with Coddum Hussein to Piimeah, and 500 hone with Cojee Baddee 
to Midnaporo ; both diviaiona wen* to set out on the 6th of October, 
and Cejen Hnddeo prnceeilfid \ Imt tbu troops appointed to Coddum 
Tlttsaein, abetted by their officers, refuBcrl to move until they bad 
received their arrears, and clamnuTed other diseenlenU, The city 
was in agitation. Roydoolub ajwnmblod hts force, oud would no 

joncer visit ibe Nal.ob; who a few Hay* after rewiced intclUgimeo 
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1T»7 from Ooboel Utiye, to whooi it bjwi been sent by nn expresS'faqot 
Itomtbe Englisii resident at Choprah, iignifyin" that hin. spies had 

met mes^ngora on the road, who said, timt they hftJ dcliTored iot^ 
" tere from the widow of Allftvetdy to Ramnamin, the governor of 
‘'fiehar, and were cairrying others to Sojnh DowJah tha Nabob of 
** Oude, reqneeting him to maroii, and join BamnaraTn against Meer 
** Jolfrer. This, if trua was the most powerful enafedontcy wliich 
Jaffier could have to tbar, and bore strong marks of origimiting from 
B(^doolub, from his attachment and respect to Allavordy's widow, 
wWch bo openly continued, notwithstanding tlio elevation of Jaffier. 
Glive fureaeeing the animosity which tlie iuteUigonco woo Id oecaeioit, 
BnppreoBed his own snspicioim j but ordered tha treopa at Coesunba- 
aar to join tijc Nabob on the first call; and promised to march him- 
oelf. if iiooeasaiy, with the main body from Calcutta and Cbandeira^ 
ffin. These protfara abated the tumult of tlie Nabob’s troops \ and 
the mediation of Mr. Watts produced on interview between the Na¬ 
bob and Eoydoolub,on the 1 Ttb of October, when ench swore obli¬ 
vion of former diatrusts, and future friendship ; and upon this appa¬ 
rent reoondliation, the Nabob ordered hls whole army to WF^mble 
on the plauiBof Geriah, six miles from tlie city. 

A few days after, a fresh inumToction appeared in another part of 
tho provinoe. The two Bons of the Nabob Suffimm Khan, whom 
AUaverdy had spared when their father fell, defending bis fliadem, 
remained on the aoeeasion o! Jaffier in tho dty of Dacca, where they 
bwl Uved 16 yearn, withoui shewing either abilities or inclination to 
raise diatuibAnoea Noverthetesa they inunedintely became objeots of 
auapidnato Jaffier. who in the firatdav^ of hia govermneat. brought 
bade the elder, Haffiaally Chan, to Uuxadavndi there seemed Uttte 
oocaaion to few him, for hie letter to Clive on this oecasion wax wriU 
tm with the bnmiiity of a beggar; but the other, Ammannee Chan, 
either from nature or despair, eiorted more resolution, Tho goremor 

sent to Dacca by ileer Jaffier came very poor j and » mu^ money 
of tha revauues had been dtawu to Mnijwkr^l, that the feme he kept 
up even in ihe fort did not exc«d 200 men. who were ill paid, and 
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the treiJi* of tbe diflUiLtl^ 'were, fA usu&l a tubble fit ouly to diAtralu 1757 
vpon the umiraied and tioiOnrUA ; tiiifl vcaknASa of tho 

govftnunqnt, aaJ the attacluiieat of « fqw fi iendfl, enuouraged Am- 
iDiuuieo Chan to tmopor with a JJ*rt of the gjmtHon iii the fort, aud 
they agniod to flfliie the goveraw, wLea Auuiuinnec Chan wm to do- 
cloTB himself; the <lfty fitted for the execution wm the £2d of Oc¬ 
tober i but two day# before, one of tbe c!JIwpira^o^a revealed the 
secret to the governor, who immedhitely seised Amnmtmee Chen 
with eevereJ of Lis adherenU; and asked asaistauco of the English 
iocloiy, who sent (iW Buxeriee. which was half their force, and 
wrote to Calcutta for a winpany of Sopojii, which were immediataly 
detached, and tiiarclicd ocfom the wuntry. Thja conspiracy could 
not be imputed to Eoydoedub, tut it increaflod the perplexitiae of 
Jaflitr. 


Of the trxxipfi wiiich were ordered to march with Coddum Hus¬ 
sein, only 3000 hod moved, who were waiting at Rajahmabol for 
the rest, and their arreara. Three months pay wore due to the whole 
army, of which not less tbnn 10,000 men. horse and foot, were under 
the immediate command of Boydoolub, who had influence with the 
commanders of many tuore t and notwiths tandin g the late oaths of 
recomuliatioB, kept Ins house under pretence of sickness, nor would 
sufler any of hia troops to march ftotn the city. These examples, 
and perhnps his Instigation, encouraged tho Kabob'a troops to refoso 
likewise, unless they were paid in full The Nabob distributtHi some 
money, and, as another means to recall their obedience, pitehed his 
tent and displayed his etandnrJ in the camp, and went to reside there 
on tbe 7th of November, waiting for the main body with Clive. He XsHmkw 
left his son Meerum to commuid in the city, 

Meeruin, as soon as his lather was gnne, spread the report of 
advices he pretended to bave received from Fatna and rDelliL Tbe 
Nabob's relations at Patna gave information, that Bamnarain the go- 
vornor li^ nn roin pr d to the west of the city with his whole force,

an infantp ought to been proelniraefi, un*! thnt Hoydoolub had 

prop-OBtid he alioidd be appointed bj the ^[ognh with a^umnueB that 
bo aboiild be able to ijarry tbo uomiiiation into CToentioa mlb tbp 
amlBtHnce of the Englieb- Many probabilities Btood ngaimit the au¬ 
thenticity of the inteUigeiice from Fatnn, and tba advicefl fram Delhi 
bore still stronger markii of fictiotn On die loth in the morning tho 
whole dty was in conatemiition, and the troops in their Jidbront 
quartern in tninnii A band of ndbiinB sent by Mtiertim, liad m the 
tilgbi entered the palace of AliAVerdya widow^ iinth whom lived 
the widow of Zaiiidee Huioed, and her rnfaut grandson I^tirzia Mun- 
deo They mnrdenHl the chUd, and gave out that tliey had like>riso 
slain the two inatbors. In ibe morning the three biors ware ean^ed 
publidy %o bnrml, amidst the idlcnt grief anil abhorrence of tin 
people j for the two vvomen, o^closivo of the high conditiDii 
which tliey had laHon by tho dcoitli uf Surajah DowLahi were tie 
most table of tieir sex for tlieir vlrtnea and the aoliility of their 
Bent]meats. The muse was disbelievodr Hoydoolnb uaseried that all 
the uceu^tions against hiniBeif were tho iavention^ of his enemies. 
The Engliflli troops at Cossimhnzaj tuined ont tu keep the peace and 
prtservtiti ih On the ]3ib Sm^nTtoa visited and reproached Mee 
rum, wbq^ oxnowgBt other vtndicatknap tjtill pi-cserving a eecrut, saidj 
What, sbali now L kill aii old woman who goes ubout in ber dooloy 
to atir up the JeiuTLutdarft againsi my hither r A lew day^i after it 
wtiB diiiodvered that the two women had not been mnrd&rcd, but bad 
bceE^taken out of the palace, and puEi into kiats, which set off imme¬ 
diately for Dacca j and thdr pretended biers were exhibited^ iu order 
to prevent any interruption to the remu^^ of tbcir persons.

&citii the plains of Ghoria on the l7tJi, in order to oblige Lho de¬ 
tachment loitering at BajoJimiihal to crufa the CiiingCHp Aod attack 
the mbcli in Pprntynh- 

Thc rainy E^eo^n in tiio lower jiaria of the taiuotiy haeJ tiila year 
iKon less unheolUiy than n^ial^ and only 4?0 men had died of the Eng¬ 
lish troops quartered at Chandernngoro and CalcutlA ; but the mteni- 
peranoo prod need by the dishribntion of the prise-money of Plaeay* 
had spread raeh sickness, after the mina coaled m September, that 
two thirds of the rank and £le were in tbs hospitnl at the end of 
Ooteber. Their recovery n^tarded the departure of tho whole until 
the 17th of Novemborp when they embarked and proceeded fmm 
Chandemagoro. 

In this interval Colonel Clive bad pi*evailed upon Kamnunnung to 
come to him from Midnapom. To avoid tho NaboVa ttwps witli 
CojaJi naddeo. who. at Clive's reque^p were halting &i Burdawnn 
he emtwked at Pipley with a party of European soldiers^ which h^j 
bean sent thither to emrt him to Chaudemagore, fk»ni whenee he 
proceeded with the army to Mujuidaviid. Tlio Rajah of Berbotq, 
on hearing that tho English troops were preparing to take tho field, 
fiont partiei^ to aurround and seteo the Freuehmon wnth Sinfray 
they got warning of his intentions, and of sixty, thirty-aix escaped. 
Tho other twenty-four wore mode ptisoncn*j and conducted to Goo- 
Bimbujs&Tp and from theneu sent to Calcutta. Fonr of them were 
aganb^ of tue French company^ who had been taken and had ^ven 
thoir parole at Chandemogora 
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1757 The troops with Clivo arrivotl at Mdjcjulavjul on ibo of No- 
vember. MoennnT dreadiaff bia restonlment for ttio murder of the 
inikit Mirza Mnndocp lijtd raleased the hrntlier and ncfrliow of Kjuiih 
mmaniff fboiii their impriaoninant before hla arrival^ and rtji.'eived 
Ramtnimin^ hijuiMJlt wliom Clive intnKlneed to him, witli mueli 
cooiteay ; to Cliw lia demeaned himself with every aimnlndon; of hu- 
mility. Roydoolnb. when pimped hy Clive to mnirh wdth liim^ con- 
tinned hiB preteit of Bicknees, adding the tNetter plea of tlie pnhlic 
bnemesa, which ttHjnired his prseence for iemo days kmgnr m the city; 
but his apprehenBioiiti of the Nn^^ioh and ircennii wnre at thb time 
encrav^ by new smHXrtcioiiH, which they pretended to entertain of Juat 

Uirza SalleCp the renter of ilio provinos of Qrixa to llie llorrataj 
Janogeo, having been dedcient in his payments and accouiiiSp amis 
to MnxadavTid a litfcle before the death of Snrajah Dowliihp to whom 
he pitipofied some project for restoririg that provmeei to the govern¬ 
ment nf Bengal A Mqrmtoe imnicd Subnt then obtained the go* 
vcmnicnt fh>i]i Janogec^ ami be likewise hud lately been at Musa- 
daMid, whero he oofabmeted a connexion^ aupposed to bo more inti^ 
mate than it wast with Eoydoolub : be was at this time at Jotiageo'f 
court, but sent forward his figont^ named Choranesawy to manage, 
until he himaelf should come. Chemneysaw arrived at Csitteck in 
the beginning of Novemberp and received the visit of the Eiigliah 
r^iaident there with much insolence^ and hm attendante talkcNl pub-

AH the lulvices lutborto reoeivod from 
f aina^ reported Eamnarain to bo taking mcasuraa for bis defoncii 
and that be hod bnokeu down the bridges on iko rood within 30 miles 
uf raiiia; but bo biul net then received the letter from Clive : or 
souiL as it reached liini, be wroie an onawerp without any Htiptilation^ 
or sign of [ab^trust^ that be ahould proceed without delay to wait on 
UUve and the Nabob. Anoordingly on the ho embarked in his 
bootsp. wbih^t bis rednue of cavalry tnardied along the mad^ and on 
the Soth yisiteJ GHve, The next day he piroecodedp BCCOinpAnied by 
Mr. WaEis, to the Nabob, who rceeivod him with the attentions 
usually to^tihed to his nmk in tho stntc^ and roqued^ him to fallow 
hi the rear, in anliir to fkrilitate their communic&tiops on husiiifisa [ 
but in imiity to mark bis inferiority to tho provLaoe. ^rhls inten¬ 
tion tjocapod not tho observation of tho oainp^ but even produced re¬ 
ports t!jat tho Nabob hod pbood him thore, out of the reach of succonr* 
in order to dcstiipy him ; and Cli^’o himself^ not receiving cithor let¬ 
ters or mtolligeiica Irom him for severaj days^ bad tho same ^uspk 
donsp and wrote £[ir explanation la Ouuirbeg and Eoydoolub; from 
F^hntftrr. tvhom^ ils well os Ramnarttiiip he received letters on the ltd of Fe¬ 
bruary, which satislied him uf tJic safety of BjknmrkTEun^si person, but 
cdiTnot remove hh apprehoDfiLotia that the Nabob Tueant him ill in 
other rcapecta. On the 4th tho BtigUsh tror^ps halted at Joffier 
Cawn^s garden, two miJea from the X^h or fort which stands at 
the oiut end ol tho city of Pai-niii. Epu'ly tlie next znomiqgp a large 
boily of tho NabnVa trotipa ■ were perodvod tnorehing to tbe kft^ and

armngement intended to giYO u noiinn to the capital of the pro- 
vinco, that the English treopa wem os anbaervieut to the Nabob ns hid 
OWTL Clive united until Coja Huddle's diviBion wure in posBesaion of the 
gs,ts^ and then nmrchEKl up, demaJidiisg Jvimittimoa Coja Hoddeo hoiog 
attached to EoydoolQb, and knpwing lus ne^pect and reliance on 
Clive^ montioneJ the g^sueral order he hud TOoeived finm the Na¬ 
bob; bat said, that it could not bo meant to extend to hh fidendji 
the Eiigliali, and admitted tho tmopa with more pleasure than re- 
InctonceL OiTOj sntl^tied with having eB^ftblidiod the point of 
nour^ did not atop^ but continued hia mnreb thn^ugh the city to the 
English fiictoryj which stuudB on the farther ride, vary near the 
wcatem gate. Tho nest day, being the 6th, he rnceivcd a Letter 
fkim the Nabob, witli inconsistont excuaes for the forced march of 
Cojee Hadde'e JiviBion, and rtqui^ting Clive to encamp at Banlca- 
poor* which ia five milc^ beyond tho EnglUh fad-orj^ where the 
company bave a large garden.

TMs 
derign of removing toe Elngllsb troops to such a distance, and of 
keopipg the whole of the Nabob s army between them and the city, 
r&l&ed suspicions^ wliich oorrespoaded with other inloHigence- Fro- 
nascB, dishirys, difitroaeeSy relief, wero to bo altomatoly employed, and 
bribes as tho last re&uuroe, to dmw Clive to in acfioicawnco to tho 
Nabob's derigns, wbiish continued invariably to deprive Ramnanun of 
tho govermoeutof Patna, and to oonfer it on hui own brothar Jigor 
Cossim, when tho other offices and departmentH of tho provifico 
would bo slmred amongst the fiivanriteii and rlcpendauts of his for¬ 
mer fortune.

bumnetts of Eamnfirvin, whioh he said be Bhould defer uutil ho aew 
colqnel Clivo* On the ISth, the Nabob come into the city ; and 
KAnmaniin likewiaa, but without «ny miLrka of nuthorily. Ibe 
Nabob kepi hiii ttnny on the eastern aide, inaUad of eiMAiupi^ 
them, Off behad prqpoaed at Bankn|C)or» to the west On the i tth> 
GUve visited hiin* and thia was the first time they had flince 

they parted at Bajahmahal. The Nabob imputed the delay of 
Bamimmiii'e appointmetit to EoydooInK who had the aoconnU fiind 
amzigecnents to aettle.

of ntpocH. The' vidnity of an aniiy of ilorratoea at thia timo 
in tlie Doalii noli only protected Subot from iudigiuty, but obliged 
Mcer Jaflier to Hupproaa any tnntiifcAtatirin of hia foirncr suspicions 
of the union between him and Boydoolub ^ find the boiuo dread ren’ 
dcied tlio Englisli as nwessmy to bun as wben lie took the field at 
Aliiafldftvnd ; nud on the 23d, bo porionned Ibe cerrmotiy of dis- 
jKining of the ^goTotniiioiit of Patna, flittmg in full 0orbiir, atloTideil 
|.y nil liis courtiem A suit of dresa with jewels on a golden platB wm 
laid boftira bim, wbicb ho ordered to be caniod away immedintoly with 
tin oacort to hia son Moerum at lluxadavnd, whom bo called Nabob 
of Pntaa.' iW imothar maJt of tbe saroo preaenta. wbicb he gavu 
with^hiii own hand to Ramnamin. ptonoundng him deputy to 
Mctruiu iu the Nabobehip. The appoinLincnt of Moerum wna 
liierety noiinW. not derwigatijiB from tho nuthorily of Ramnaraln, 
wbinh cutitijmed reftponsible to tbo Nabob nloiie^ but renderiiig bliii 
lifthle to''iiHiTDO additional pteaento; and the bargain for Bftiniiaralu'a 
appointnwtit hful boon settled at neven lacka of RiipeeB, wLicb were 
exAoted imdor tbe pretext of a bnlancu tenaaining duo on tlia ndjusti- 
meut of the aeeoiints of the pKmnpfl. Other euma, unknown, but 
fluppoAoJ not mcofudderaWe, wore likewise collected by tbo Nabob; 

Ibr the chiefii of all tbt districts, ns well Moors iw Indiana, wnro 
tommooed, as usual iu such vLmtfttionB, to pay hoTimgc, ami bom 
i iune (■nipty-hnndod; and ibosc against whom were any reol or fic- 
tliiouii cauHcs of coniphunt, were sovomly lined. Of tbeae Goyggv 
{'ftwn and Suiukrning, two potty rajahs ia that psjt of tho monn- 
tains which lie between the province of Bebar nud the district of 
Herlxiin in Beugnl, bad been figJiting For three mouthy and only 
laid tlowiY'^their arms on the approach of tbo Nabob. Both woro 
siuiimnned to attend tbs Durbar. Goingar Gown, who was most in 
(suit, evaded; and Stmdersliig would not wtm? until be toceived

laitj pftbe prevtncfi omoDg^at the maun tains dong tbo banks of 
thfl Caremnnfi&a^ wm a uotorioTts plunderer^ imd had incuiTed the 
rHsentinent of Ramuardu : be likewise refused to appear until ht 
had ffecerved the same security. Thcfio attentions to the mcdlAticm 
of Clive grated the Nabob's tnliid, wiiich returned to ito fotmer 
antipatbicfl* on mtsUigisiifie that uoithcr the Motratoea nor SujsJi 
Dowlab were likely to ptosecuta their intended project of invading 
Bebuf. Clive, novertheleaSv did not relai tbq rein. 

AU the fidt-potre provided by the European fiatUementa m Bengal 
is toade in the country on the other side of the Giuigfefi above Patufl- 
Thfl fimn waa always tnonopoliaed^ and liad long been in the hands of 
Cojab Wazeed, the groat inorehant of Hugjdey Di^utoa had olten 
risen b^^twe en li is pervanfcB and those of the Enj^bsb fflctoiy at Patna ; 
tLnd t’«o Kuoiitbs before They bad come to blowsi wbOT two of the 
&ctoTy"A florvants were killed This accident (pwve Olivo the pica of 
ftalrmg tbo Kabob to grant the farm to the Euglmh company, as tho 
f^mly means of preventing sudi disputCB in future. He qfbirad iha 
higbesi tenns at whidi the tkrm had over been rated i but the 
Nabob knew^ that bo could not e^ct on any pretence from tbe 
company the additaonol presents^ which the runtor, wluM bis subject, 
could not refuse. This motive of hie repugnance waa, however, 
Mow Jm dignity to acknowledge, and oftor nmny objedtiona he 
oonaented, reecrviug the receipt of £0,000 maunds, or 1,600,000 
pounds weight a year^ for kia own use. The agunta of the Dutch 
E ms ^Ipdig company pTotosted egoiiist the grunti which CUve an- 
awgre d by producing a letter^ in which they hod naked the tann of 
Siurajah Dowlah for themselves Howei-er it was agreed to eupply 
them with the quantity they used to ptirchosu, 

'The obtahnaent nf this fitvonr did not induce Cli™ to any re- 
mission in the authDiitic demandR. The troops were in the friurth 
montli of the campaign, and only the pay of two, omotmtlug to 
two ladca, bad been supplied* Although the Rajaby of Burdwan 
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imd Kisimgiir h^d aooapUMl Lhe tuncawB given on tlieir disirictSp tliey 1758 
h&d tiitliKrto |)iud nothing ; iknd Omivrbag, om PhotiAdAr of Huglileyp 
declared that be had no inetkiw of Batbfying any part of tlio 6^500j0<}0 
nipeea chaigod on him, csisepting by giving a quantity of saLt, which 
when sold might prodnoo two hidsa. On thi^ Clive wrote ta Boy- 
doolnb that be ebould omd hh tmopa to n^k their mnuoj of binip and 
signified to the ]J^a’bob iJiat he might tho Englifiii five out qf the 
seven ]jui\s be waa to receive frotn BamniuftiD. The Nabob replied, 
that thia very aum Wiis apprnptittted to pay the Mqgul’s tribute at 
Delhh but offered bilb^ on Eainnamin for two hickii^ payable at 
50^0(10 rupees a niontb, whkh Clive was ^nbntcd recdvii. 

The to and fro of those oSieinl diReuBnious had taought the time 
to the iSth of March ; and the Nabob having now nothing to Mtfrfi. 
fear ^^oiu fereign enomica before the end of the rainy season in Sop- 
toiaber_p resumed bia first views of giving the gnyomment of Patna 
to Meer Cosmin, but, fitill afrsiTd tn vontime whilst the English troops 
t^maiiied in Be bar, resolved to outstay tbein^ and became auKions 
to MTid them away be had been to bring them with kinL Know¬ 
ing their want of money, ho thought the more ho should delay ts 
supply iC and postpone thoir other busineiKi^ the sooner they them- 
selvefi would lieoome desirouH of depariingp to eavu oipencse to no 
pntpose. 

Clive, BuapecUng thia eiiimiTig. mgaiflUjii that Eoydoolnb should 
immediateij give aqeurity for the deficiency of the Hughky tun-' 
cawa ] hut Boydoolub waa on the point of making a visit of devotioa 
to Gnyah, a town of great eanctity and pUgrinnigep sitnatoii a,t the 
foot of the mountains^ liO milqg to the south of P&tmL Ua set oat 
on the IfiHh of Marufa, and Clive jgeeplvod to reukain nntil he reiiiyad :

Tim nejet dn/p 
the Nabob proceeded to Baliar ; and, Baeing that Clive Ntill reimiiiied 
at Patna,, inatmeted his brother 51eei- Cosgiin to dfoHomblo, who 
accordingly pretended to be perTeetly flutitsticd with the Adjustmouc of 
hjfl nfCiirs with Kmnnanun, and promiflod to teavo Patna and come 
to ITuiadA^ml as nom as ho bad sottlod his inoro private cfjncems i 
and the Nabob himself, instead of retuming as he had intended from 
Eobar to Patna, prasoodod from tbciuce on tbe 24fcli straight acrofia 
tho country to Babar on Ibo bank of the Gange.s, ahent iuil« 
below Patna, where the nudn body of hie army and their floct of 
ossembled ; on wbich CUvo hd the city, crnTying Ram- 
namin with bim, to take IcftYe of the Nabob.

Podocke sailed for the eoast of Coro- 
tnandel, in the beginning of Fcbruoiy; tb© condemnation of the 
Kent, and the dh^patch of the sioop to England, had rodnced it to 
three atiipa of the ImOt and two frigntee of 20 gnus. Their da^ 
parture, frequent although vague reports from «ea of French or- 
mameatfi, the OAp faTtat i o n of aandlng a gre^ii pafi .of the English 
force int* the field ngiiin with the Nabob, aud above all the recent 
remembrance of oalatnitj'.

In the mean time, the cQn&derntea had, in 
various attfucka Ihnii Ncnitanga^Tllii taken all tins posts iKtween this 
plsH! and Tinivclly, and many of the men placed to guju-d them wero 
put to tlia aword : at Tirantourehy. which w-aa taken hy assault in the 
night, S7 hoiwemeu, and a greater nninhBt of Sepoy a* were killed. 
The confedcTftttis, elated with these succesaca. threatened nil who did 
not join thein, and ottacked the polygor of Ouiamnlee, becntifle ha 
had Kjfuaed. They likewise prepared to take poaseaaion of Tinivelly, 
and boBsted that they would rcdnoii tUa fort of Palmneotah, But the 
apftroaoh of JIahomed Issoof from Chevclpetore atopjied their pro- 
grtsSf nor bad they courage to give him battle ; huU hadng 
Strongthened the poata they had taken, retreatc^l to NellitangavSllo, 
sending, however, deUchmenta to haraoi nJid mtcmipt Ms ojiere- 
tiona ; but without suceessi ; &r all their parties which vwotured to 
meet, or could not avoid the aneounteror the Sc|ioys, were beaton, 
and hy the and of April oU the postfl which had beofi takm were 
Moovored. Mahomed laswf then resoU’cd to cany the war into tlw 
enemy’s country, and to begin with the polygor of Vadagherri, 
althongh the most distant, because iho most powerful of the alfianoo. 
His villages in the plain wore in fiamaa* and tho troops had hegjm to 
peootratflTinto the wood which ODdoaes hie fort, when Lwouf raooiTed 
advices and instructionH from tha presideney nt Madraas, and from Cap¬ 
tain Catliaud at TrlU?Mno[H)ly, which called him and the troops un¬ 
der hlj eoTnmand to sorvJMa of much greater nccossty and importance. 

At dny-hreak. on the 2^ith of April, a squadron of IS sail were

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IflM of Fort St Diii*iJj whore the EngUsb frigate;?^ Triton and Bridge* 
wRtor, chanced to he at anchor It wiva soon perceived tint the 
Ftrangers were French ; and two or three of the nhipe being to the 
north of the imd, wlnLat the rcKt were fwlvanciiig from the south, 
prednded the escape of the frigntea, as tho wind blew from the o ffing . 
The captains therefore, prudently resolved to rim thuir ships asboret 
in order to preserve the men, which they cflucted without losing any 
Hie French squadron was commanded by the Count D'Achd 
After some cluingo in tho shq^s which wem first appointedj he sailed 
from Bi-cst on the Gtb of march of the preceding year, with the 
Zodiac of 7'^ giinsr tlic Bolliqiieux of 70, the Superbe of dt, b?’ 
longing to the navy of France, and n oO gun ah ip, with a Mgats 
belonging to the JiX^t^lndLa Company, On board of these ships waa 
embarked the regiment of Latly, cunsktiiig of 1030 men, GO of the 
royal artiller>\ a great niunber of officers of distiactioa, and tiro 
count dc LftJlyi Colonel of the regiment of hia nauie> lieutenant 
gemiml in the French army, and now appointed Ck 3 vemar*generftl 
with tho moat m^tensive powers over all the French poasesmems nud 
eetAhlishmenta in InduL The shipa had searcely got dear of the landt 
when a squall of wind carried away the moin-top-galhiiit and tho 
mhnm-top-mast of the Belliqtionif^ on which she made tho signal of 
distress, and waa ohliged to anchor near tho shore in bad ground 
The Zodioe immediately tacked siud worked close-lifluled to assist her^ 
ami the aqnall oontinum^ earned away the mam and fore top-most of 
this ship likewisa These ftcddent^ induced Mr. D^Aehd to return 
Tmmediately into the port of Brest, as affording the Hpeerdiest moana of 
repairing the damages. In the short mtGn.7d between the finjjJ orders for 
the doparturo of the Squadron, and the advices of its return Into Bresh 
the French ministry at \ cmailles hud received such sinister accounts of 
the French afinm in CanaiJa, that they changed the destination of tlm 
ahips BelliqneuA and Superbe. and app<^ijited them to America y and 
ordered Mr. D’Aehd to remain at Brest, until Joined by other shlpi 
of equal which, however, tho navy of France, inlhis time

Tbo Mbipa cemod with them n nLuJignani 
fever^ at that time reignmg in the port On the 2Sd of July they 
enclioredat Eio do Janeiro in Bra 2 ri], having loet 300 men of all 
kind-i by the fever, wbicb continued even in this cliniate, altbougli 
bealthier than most in the world: lin\dng waited two inonthe in 
cxpecUtions of this benefit, the squadron suited on Ibe lath of Sep¬ 
t-ember ; and after aptk^age of Sothiya, a till Infoetod wi th tha pickness, 
arrived on tho 18 tb of Decomber at the Islo of FranE^e. Hero they 
found die ships which had carried the regiment of Lormin, returned 
from Pondicherry Taking thoir crewa and such of tlio ships m be 
chE 3 se, Mr. D'Ache formed the squadron, with which he now ap¬ 
peared on the crDost.

Evory sucncfis w« eitpectod to follow tb* arrival of this anna- 
ment in India, Tba ship were to drive the Englisli aquadron otJ 
tba coast, the troop with ihoae already at Pondlcbeny were to tkb 
molish tho EnglUh aetUomania; and sneh was thfl cnnfideiico of not 
meeting an onemy in tho fields that the instmetinns formed at^Ver- 
flanioB ordered Mr. Lolly to open bis opemtions by the fliego of Fort 
EL DaviiL before which the ehipfl aachorod, in order to Und Uio 
troops a* soon as those Dfom Pondicberry could niarcb to invest tho 
pkec. TEb wreck of tho two Etigltsh frigates Gonfinned theso pre- 
■umptions; and Mr. Lully went away in tho Goiiut de Provaji'Ca of 
00 gnn^ attonded by a frigate called the Diligonle, to prochum hie 
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l7oS commiiialoii, iuid give the uecessaty oidere at Foudiehony •, he laaded 
'T!:*r^ at five in the aftern'joa, and was received with aJl the djGtiDctioiB an- 
flexed to biB mutbority. In ilie metm time the other tihipB worked 
in, and enchored off Cudd&loi^ two mdos to the south of Fort St. 

The English Mj^uodron ikying in ten djajB worked aa high to wind- 
ward as the head of Ceylon, stood in again for the coast, which th^j 
made on the 28 th, off Negi^patmu, and proceoding along abore, dliiH 
oovorod at nine the next morning the French ahipa riding off Cud- 
dfklore, which immediatelj weighed and bore down towards Pondi- 
rherrj'* throwing out eigtials to rseal the Comte do Provence and the 
Diligcnte ; but they not weighing in obedience to the siinmiona, the 
eqtmdron stood out to sea £. by N. the wind blowing &oni the Mu 
Po6ock, on the first sight of the French squadron, had thrown out the 
signed for choce, whidi ioopliee^ that evory ship is to puah with 
emw^ded saal, and wi thout regond to each other, in purault of the ene¬ 
my, tmld oounteTmanded by a dilferent uignnL At hpdf an hour oiler 
twelve, bis ships wore within a Ic^igne of the enemy, who wore form¬ 
ed, and waiting for them in aline of battle a^hcad ; when Mr. Focock 
hauleddownthechaciiig aignal, brought toon the starboard tack, hoisted 
his colonis, ja^nd made the elgmii for the line a-bood, and to be fonn- 
od at the disUnce of half a oabicj or 100 yards, one ship from ancH 
ther. The TVger sailing ill, md the Cumbertand much worse, were 
at thb time sofara-stem of the other ships, that It was ten minute 
past two before they got tip to their allotted stationa in tho line;

The Ehiglish line, having only seven ships to nine* were to chuae 
their opponents accordingly. Mn Pocock in the Yarmouth of 04, 
was the centre, and rteerod for the Zodiac, the centre of tho enemy’s 
lino. In cousequenoe the Tygcr of 60 guns which led the Engi^h 
van, bore down for the Vongeur ; tho Saliahuiy' of 50, for tho Hen 
Aime ; and the Elizabeth of C4. in which Admiral Stavomt hoietod 
his a4, and was the ship ft-houd of Jlr, Pocock, ncglocting the Con- 
dd Ijoto down for the Dnke of Orlemis, which ranged immediately 
B-fleod of M. D'Afihd In consetiuence, likewise, the Cutuherland 
of 6G, which was to be neat n-stem of Mr, Pocock. shonH have 
Bteeteii for the Saint Lonia, tho Newcaatlo of 60 for tbo Moras, 
and the Weyrooutli of 60. neglecting tho Sylphide, for the Due da 
Bourgogne. 

This was understood It is likewise gonoraily understood, that 
when the Admiral bringo to, and throws out tho signal to eogsgo.

But another mischance happened, which was eflecled by this of

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i7S8 sequeuf^e the Niiwc^tle kept tieliiiifl the CamberlAUil^ at^d the W^y- 
mouth behind the Newcaatie, and am the Cumberlni^d htA not got 
into the Kne (or into lIio vFiLke of the YArmtiutb) when the signal fop 
engagament was iiirown ont^ the other two Hhip^ were still farther

Mr. Pocock saw tbe mi^tiikes njul embannigameTib^, and, whU^t 
healing down, throw out ^ugujiLi to rectify them, which were not nn^ 
derstood by tbo NewcaBllo and Weymoutlip and could not be obeyed 
by the C uniberlirndL Neverilieleaa^ it wan ncHccesary to go tm \ iirt: 
the whole o( the enernyfi Uno began to fire hotly, sood as the 
EngUah ahJpa qamc wit hbi fantloio shot, and with the chanco of mueh 
advantage, as the EngEah shijs l^earing down pineaedtcid tJieir h&adap 
and were exposed to be rakctl fore and jift ntilil they formed the ipiCf 
ami pr&^teil thidr broadmdea for Itattle : but kiektly tlio enemy'a 
tire cemtinued without aim. Mr. Pocock did not mtnrn a single shot 
until lua ship hsiuled up with her broad^iide opfHMite to the ZodiacB, 
when the three ships of LTig van wiire likowl^ got into tboir |>roper 
stoiiaini : be then, at 55 mintites past three, threw out tho Bigrud, ^ind 
the 6rc instantly heesamo gene ml throughput tho line, for the three 
shipii of the rear, althongh out of cortubi aiiD, ware within much 
of chance execution. In hvo niinutea tho Sylpkido bore away under 
the lee of tho Zodiac, ultbnngh du? hud only received the distant 
shot of tho Newcastle and eyinoutb j but sho hod only boon ad¬ 
mitted into the lino to impose by shuw\ In dfreen cunutea thq Due 
dfi Bourgogne, the lost of tlio enemy a rear, quitted hai* stetion like- 
wiee, and went off ui the liaiuD direction as the Sylph ide, although 
hIio lufad only been exiiosed to the fire of the Weymouth, and ^vaa 
not timcb damaged, About the same time the Condo, the third ami 
weakest of the enemy a van, received a shot w liich diriahled her 
rudder, and obliged but likewise to fjint the line, Tho English and 
Frantdi admirala. Poeock and D’Aehi aa with a spirit oi duM, kept 
tilose BJid directed their tire rnitiraly ngoLnst each other, Bn^ the en¬ 
gagement had likewiso been fitn^e between the two vami, and coatinu;* 
ed » atW tbe Conde hare awny. The CambarUnd Btill flutig op m 
dow to tho qtiartoj of tho Ynrfflooth, that she had Dot room to woiir. 
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and gat into Iier aUtiofl, luid at length hauked hsn: tojmiU to oto

the Newcafitlc and Weymouth, in order to keep their proper JlatanMiJ, 
backed likewise, and both feJl below the Mohib. the last remaining of 
the enemy 8 rear j and were tliua likcwiw left without any ahip tohre 
fit But after the Cumherkud had set anil, and gained her proper 
rtatlon, the Newcaalla still keptMok. and Med to the line, on 
wliich tlie Weymouth bailed her to do ao. which not being attended 
to. bho hauled* the wind, set sail, and, passing to windward of the 
Newcastle, caino properly into the line, a^breafit of the Mom, during 
which the Cumherlnnd woa well engaged with the Saint Louis, and 
took oh tbo are of her forwanl gimE^ which ah* had for some time 
employod agaiiwt the quarter of th« Yarmouth. Mr. Pocock had 
continuallv thrown out sigmln for the rear to get in order, and now 
continued them for the Keweastlo. A great csploaion oi powder had 
blmvn up in the Zodiac, another in the Bieu Aimd; the Morw 
ftlthongh by much the weakest of the enemy's ships, hud fought 
with as much activity os any of them \ and wlicn aUacked by the 
&«h and superior fire of the Weymouth, stood ft with great loss for 
10 minutes, whoa she quitted the line, ihatterad and admirwi Mr. 
D'Ach^ continually made the signah of the fugitives to rejoin the line. 
The engagement bad contiiiuod an hour and a half, when the Tygw. 
which led the KagUBb Tua. having loet her fore-topBail-yiird, emUd 
not keep her station, but fell slanling a-bcad of bee opponent tho 
Vengcur, on which this ship, favonrod at the same time 
oh^ge ol the wind, hanhsi up. and began to get to wiod^of

thelesa ffi*. D’Achd finding that the ships which liad hore away md 

not return, made tlio geneml rignal, and bore down 

intending afterwards to take up tho tVimte de Provem*. and with ha 
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17&S to wait tbs tooewnl of tho cngngGiaont^ if the English tbnM!^ Bat 
the riggiog in tie greatest fwirt of their line whs so excasidydf 
daouiged, that the FiencK outa&Lfed them three feet to ono ; oji 
which Mr Pocoek tiauied the tl^ of bottle down, and siunioencd 
his captama. They were LatboDi of the Tyger, Somerfcet of the 
SoIiBbtify, Kempimlelt of the Elizabeth with Admiral Stevens, Har¬ 
rison of the Tomiontli with Mr. Pbcock, Broreton of the Cumbo'- 
land, Leg of the ^'ewcastte, and Vincent of the WeyiDOUth. 

The loss on hoard the English ,gqnJulraB wna SO kiUed, and 88 
wounded, in ali lia. In the Yimnonth 7 were billed and 32 wound- 
ei in the Salisbury 8 and 16 ; the ComberLuid 7 ond 13 ; onn e 
were killed, and only A wounded, in the Weymouth and Newenstle 
together ; the rest fall nearly cqnal in tho Tygar and Elizabeth, 
The killed and wounded in tho Erenofa squadron amoirntcd by thdr 
own Aoeotmta to 500, la the 2odisic alone more than in all the 
English aliipo, being 35 and 115, mdntiing 60 seorched by their 
own gnn-powder; 40 were killed In the Bian AiTnA j 30 in tha 
Mono, 13 in the VoDgear, 13 in the Saint Louis, 12 in the Bnc 
d’Orleans, 6 in the Due de Boorgogue, 3 in tho Sylphido, the f 
6 or 7 ! tliB wounded in all tho ships, exiceptiog the Eodiai^ were 
only twice tho number of the slain. The diaiMLri^ of the total Im 
was more than four to one^ and (hr exceeded the disproportion of the 
numbers on baud : the Erench sqnadnui having with tho troope 
5000, and the Eliiglish 3300, The &igntea on either side au&red 
nothing. Laving boeu kept at a diatanre to repeat aignals. 

The Yarmouth with the ships of the van hud received so mneh 
hurt in their rigging, that none could haul the wind. ITje im- 
tuediaie rcsouico was, to have luichorod ; hat when tho engagement 
ended, the erimulroa had got out of sight of laud, into 23 fiithoiB 
water, and tho wind blowing fresh had mised such a heavy swell, that 
the iumhling of the ships at anchor would have rendered the various 
operations of setting up moabi, yuda, and alireuds, always dimcnlt 
at sea, almost impreelicabltv It was Uierefore resolved to reilair under 
mii. The ships aDuordingly stood in for the fond a. w. tho wind still 
at Si B. & but tbe current was strong aqd the unweildy CumborluDd 
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fuil^Tig conSiniiAlly to leeward obliged the otbera to abide by her ■, 17&S 
so tbat^ before the morning when they ooma to ui anchor in shore, 
they wore a league to the north of Sadrass, and 35 milics to the 
south of Pondicheny, off of which the engagement began. Tlie 
French squadron had sufferod so much lew aloft, that they anchored 
nt 10 at night in the rood of AJamparva, IS tnilos to windward of 
the EnglUh. The Bien Aiind during the fight had the slings of her 
abcet. anchor shot away, which dioppuig, nm out the cable, which 
was immedintoly cut j another abot anperaoived had gimed the upper 
coil of the cabb bent to the best bower, with which the ship came to 


anchor at Ahunparva, but on the first strain this cable ported; a shjaU 
anchor was immediately dropped, but would not hold ; there wae 
no other ready j and before the sails could bo sot. the ship was driven 
into the surf, and stranded without the possibility of rocertty; but 
all the men were saved, and afterwartLs most of the cannon and 
stores. 


The find boor of Mr. lolly’s arrival at Pondicheny was diatmgnishod 
fay the excessive vivacity of his character. Before the night closed, 
1000 Europeans and as many Sepoys wore on their march to Fort 
Sh David, conummded by tfao Count D'Estaign. who landed with 
hitn : bat such wns the hurry to bo in motion, that they prooeeded 
without pfovisioiw, and their guides led lb cm Dfitiay, and hiunghf 
them into the bounds over the plain to the west, where they did 
not arrive until seven iu the moming: tbo gtatrd at the redoubt of 
Cttimandolum retreated before them to the garden-house, wliere 
was anoOior j and both together retired to the fort, after five or sbt 
were killed They were fallowed almciet to the glacis with so 
(Queh presumption, that seven or eight of the enemy ware killed hy 
the CAimon from the ramparts, of which indeed abundance jvtre 
fired on their appearance. NevertheliHs, many prest by hanger re- 
laainuii ronsacki^ the hmues near the esplanado for immediate 
viotuals; on which two companies of Sepoys under the command 
of an Eun/poon officer were sout against them from the fort, who fired 
away all their nmmuiiition at too great a distance to do or receive 
any harm. Several amaUcr parties of Sepoys wore likewise detached 
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to surprize stiJi^Utig plgnderiiry, and h^ove lioen brought in so:

taint^ In the aiternooii waa heard the finit firing of tie two 
squadroj^ which wenii th^ almaat out of siglit^ and skmh after dLi' 
appeared. 

The next day Mr, Soupiro eame up with more trtjops, flome heavy 
cauDOza^ and a comroy of praviaions i and on the first of May Mr. 
LaUy liiniMlf escorted by two companiea of Hiaasara, arrived at the 
garden-bonse^ and bnmadiately detachiid the Coiiito D Eftaigne uereea 
tba rivt?!- of Tri]}opalore to rocnanoitre and take po&t near Cuddalota 
Thia town rcnmiiiE^d in the same condiiimi as when attacked t welv<ji 
years before by tbe troops of Duplebr ; ind^jfced on the three side* 
towards tlie land with iiLmpart and Hmnll boations^ which had 
neither ditch or any other advanced defoiicea ; to the d4!ii it w'aa open^ 
but the approach on thia side WTSsa finnked by the two has Lions at this 
cvtremitiea^ IL DTstaiguo GnrefiilJy recomioitred the walJfl to tli* 
land, and couoluded that the other siiie hod the eame defence; ojad 
not a man in tbo Frcnnli army knew enough of the plnco to a^rt 
the eontraiy. The garrison of Ouddnlore consisted of four com- 
^Aniea of Sepoys, and a few artillery-nienj undc-r the command of 
a lieutenant with an enaign ; who were reinforced in the evening of 
Mr. J^dly s aniyal by SO ^Etiropeans and aome Lascam from Fort 
Sb David. 

There were in the fori J&O Frepoh priaonera; aad on Mr. 
D^Efc-taigne'a nirivaJ, it waa djemanded of him to aend in provifliOJii 
for their dwly Huatenance during the impending idego. Mr. LoUji 
cm the day aiter lufl arrival, proposed a conference on this iuhjssot, 
aa well aa on the aurrender of CudihUofe, and the comniaudAnt 
Major PoUer went to him^ itfter much diBcusaiou^ and aevtiral me#^ 
sages during this and the Buhaeqnent day,^ it was agreed that Cud^ 
dalore ahould be delivered up at min-rise un the 4th, provided a battoy 
of hfKvycannon waro at that time ready to open* whtui the Fngh&b 
garrison there might, frith their arms and finld-amuiuniblou, retire 
to Fort St David ; and that the French prisoners ahouhi bo rele»*edi 
with liberty to proened to any of the neutrel porte to the eouthi

The iinputience of Mr. LiJIy si temper had alreedy spreEul dlaeoii- 
tent thronj’b tho settloinont he wim sent to goTcrn. S^ot finding 
the Bftine meaia and fiicUiliw for militnry nperatioim m he had been 
accosiomod to ia the mrnies of JSnmpe, ho reBolvcd to create them, 
ao it were, in spite of mtnre. The differEnt casta of the ladiun re¬ 
ligion being appropriated to speeitic and hcredituiy vomtiona. many 
of them are entirBly prohibited from am-ilo officta aiidhtnd iabonr ; 
and of those allotted to Hoch occupational eacli must abide hy that 
alone to whieh he was liorn. The huMbandmaii wauld be dishonoured 
by employing his mattock oTtcepting in the field he ia to sow ■ and oven 
lower niotifl liftvc their diatinebions, iosomucb that the cooloy, who 
carries a burden on Ids head, will not cany it on bis alioulder : dls- 
tinctiona like wise prevail araongjt the soldieiy, for tiio mim who 
ridca, will not cut tba graaa that is to feed bis horse ; nor at this time 
would tho Sepoy dig the trench which wna to protect him from a 
cannon-ball : bonce the numerous Imin of followers and attendauta 
which nlways acoDiujjftnioa a camp in India. Another oiubarmesmout 
ILkewiae ariseci hum the want of horeefi proper for draught, which la but 
ill supplied bv tho fuflbla bullocks of tho oonutiy ; nor are sulficient 
numbora even of them proparly tiuitred to ha pimchaBed on emoigoncy. 
Excepting in the eiegB of Fondicheny by Mr. Boacawou, these dofeeta 
hail not been much felt la the hoatllities between the two natkmB, 
because mutual ; and aii field-pioooa generally decided a battle ; two 
of battering cannon, tho fits of n ihrtreiMi i but another warfiiM waa 
DOW to ensue, for the reduction of Fort St David roquired a regoUi 
siega 'fho huny with which Mr. Lally bad obliged the liia| di¬ 
vision to maroh ogainat Cuddakre, loft no time to oollMit the ae- 
cesBuy number of coolies and otlier attondanto in Pondicheirry ; on 
which be ardetwd the deiitiemy to bo supplied by the Indian inha- 
hitanfe of“dic town, a number of whom were prossed. and employ¬ 
ed without distiootion, in carrying burtiicnii, and oUwr such services. 
Tho violence creatad terror ; tha disgrace, indignaliutL Mr. Daley- 
rit, and the council, who still Fetained their functlona but under 
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^ mighl uriao from alieuAliug thii attAcbmont of the luttivea \ but tli&ir 
reiDOOstranee drew his L-eaentmont on tbemaelTef^, mixed witb 
picioua, that they only wialicd to protect those who were s^bae^viant 
to thftir own emolniuBnU iwid advantngea in the govemmant Tin 
fitmn of thia exertion only dimidiHhed the eSaot j and the eannon 
and etorea fallowiod eo slowly^ that soon m the troopB had fjiken 
poeae^ion of OuddalorOj Mr. Lully returned to Pondielierty, in order 
to fwoekmto their arrivid by tbo sitmo moona which hpd already been 
employed with so little gucceaB. 

Tlio squadron Tirith Mr D'Aobe were six daj-a in working up 
from Alamparra to the road of Pondicbeny^ where they sncboTid 
the aisth of May, The troop? were immediately landed, and u 
Cast ^ they came on shore marched off for Fort St David ; and the 
heavy extiPory and ammunition^ for %vant of mcana liy knd wef? 
embarked, to ho landed at the mouth of the rivur Panar^ which li« 
about a mile to the north of Fort St. David, ’^fhe park of artJlleiy 
Was formed at the Ghirdezi-bouse. Mr. LsHy fetumed to CtiddaloUf 
on the l-tth^ and in tho ensnlng nighb the engineers began to erect 
a battery ft>r two 2i poimders, on die north bonk of the river of 
Bandapolkm ; tliey were only intended to tiro planging-ahot into the 
fart, being KXKJ yards distant from tbo walU i ncvertholesa the 
garrison fired abundantly durii^ this and the euoccoding night to in- 
temipL the work. 

Three caiiaideimble nveta coming frem Ibe westwaid, gain the 
aaa in tbo sfiaoe of ^nr mik« within the bonnda of Fort St David ; 
the bed of the Fanar licfl about 1@^0 yards to the anrth of the ri^ 
of Ttipapolore, and tbe two oommimicate by a woiml vhkb ruM 
uorly ponvliel to^ and abant lUi)0 yatds distant Itom^ the tnoigin of 
the oca. Fort St. David atanda in the angle where the ranol joine 
Ibft rlviia^ of TnpapoloFD 5 whloh paaoelb doa« to the aouih face of th* 
Cortj and tboro oenda off to the ioiith on onn that kmu join^ the rivar 
rff Botid&pollam, when Iwth united in nne dnumel cnntlniie okmg 
the oostom oLde of Cuddalore^ sopomtod horn the sea by a mound of 
wi(i The water? of TrippqKjlnrt and Baadapollon) prolectod tke 
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Tart from the rogukr upproftch nf trenchc# on the south; but on the 176® 
west nnd north the groniKl prestiuted rethor more advantu^ then 
obstiU'lee to nn eneniy. 

By (DMiv flilditions sjid improvotuente Fort SL David wan now to- 
cornea fortitiaUjon armed «t all points; but the ortginid defect of 
want of Bpnoe in the body of the place still nsmaiiied ; being only 1W 
feet fintu W, to E. and 3iK> from ». to It The ftiur laatloos nt the 
angles mounted each ItgunJt The eurtains, m weU u iho buttiona, 
were surrounded by n fitusaobrny with a brick jiampci. The out¬ 
works were, a Lora-work to the north, mounting 34 gnus ; two laige 
ravelins, one on tlio eofit. the other on the west ; a ditch round all, 
which hod a cuvetta cut along the luiddlo, and was supplied with 
water &CIII 1 the river of Tripapolore ; the stmrp and wjuntcr-stafp of 
the ditch fiiccd with brick ; a broad covered woy cicellontly pnlli- 
aaded. with lUTowe at the stdieut angles ctunnmtiding the glacis, and 
the glocas itself was provitled with welJ-conatructed minea All these 
works, excepting the hem-work, were pbuinod by Mr. Robitu, hut 
the bom-work was rniseil before Itis uirivnJ in India with much igito- 
lance And exponisii. the whole being of solid masotuy, and the rnm" 
pert too narrow Ut admit the free recoil of the guruL The ground to 
the north of the fort., indudcil by the aea, the rivers of Eanm- and Tri- 
papotore, and the UafLnJ which joitM them, Is a plot of mnd, rifting in 
aovAml parts into large liilJockB. which affonJ good chdter agMlnst thA 
fort On Itio edge of tlie canal. yards tt> the north of Ilia fort, 
etood an ohaolete redoubt, called Chuchly-point. It was of masomy, 
aqaare, mounted eight guns, and in the bj™ were lodgments for the 
gunid : the pntnuice was a palltAadt.>dl gate under arch, hot the 
redoubt was not onclosiid by a ditch. About 200 yards the fight 
of this stood Miuther such redoaUt, on a sand-hill enUod ftJeharee.

Al 
the French ta oops mFtrrhcd from Cuddalore to the garden- 
honse, and at nine o'clock from thonce in tliree divisions, wtiicli halted 
at !^ino distance from the eamd^ waiting the Mlgim] to nltaek^ The 
diviBion on the right was to force and take |>DsaeBaloii of the gateway 
OppoBjto to tho hiU of TheYenapatatn : the center was to ford the ca- 
iulI, and mArcb ti^iuat Chnckley-point; and tlia dm^ion to the left 
CTOfiiing the canal where it joins tJio river Fflnar^ wila to coma down 
imd wtorni PaWHiiToc ;hnt tlio center and the left wero not to begi& 
their attack before the right was engaged- The signal was mikiie by 
n rocket at ten o cJook, and at tho same instant o strong lins com¬ 
menced agoinat the fort itself from live gnns on tho i^niparts of 
(ludtlalore^ the two dn the battery on tho honk of tlie l^ondaj ollom 
rivcTp and from two heavy mortoTH on the west..

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They were Iwth atlocktnl at llie same tiina willi uumlien* giiflic1t;ut Ui 
iwwult all rounil at once, and in half an hour both arere okwiLtl \ two 
ofEcora and all the Europeans were nmde [iiUoaBib, but most of tie 
Sepoys raa away. The two divuiloas together then marched ngaituit 
tho bnttejy rm the hill of Thevonapataio. This attiuik eoromonced 
at one in the moraing, and was reaiated with muah apirit until three, 
wheu the Bdeinygot posseagiuti of the battery; where, likcwme, the 
Europeans were taken, and the Sepoys escaped. The fire fiom the 
fort deterred the onomy from tMutinuing at Tlicvenapatoiu ; and they 
retired to the two points, which they BUpportud adth tCMJ men, ahel- 
torod behind the hillock of pjitcharet None of the Sepoya who Lad 
lied rotnmed into the fort, but eftcajied along the sea-shure aeross the 
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At day-ligbt a dctechiijetit fiom tiie flirt took pOBdeasign of the bat¬ 
tery again ; on which the anoiny iinined lately nduforccd the troops at 
tho iKiin'.H with 3 or 600 men from the (jaiai» at the ganlcn-boaso; 
which fluHidently indicat-jd another attack on the battery, and to 
avoid it the delaohment was pnidentiy roiMilled, together with the 
gnaid at tim gateway on the canal. At night the t-neroy broke ground. 
caiT>'ing on a btneh of coaim unication between Chuckley and Fat- 
obaTM points 1 andalthongh the excatMivo bent of tho weather onght 
to have refeniid this service to the night, it eontinaed through the two 
ancceeding daya, and by the night of tha 19th the work w(« mlvanoed 
to tho hill of Tlicvnuapatein, ax tending in tho whole -Hth) jurda. Five 
uiorters ftom the west openwl at tUo same tinio as tha troneW were 
bc'iiti; hut no cannon ware tirtil excapting tho« on the ramparts oi 
L’nddivlare, from which one shot on the IStb killed Lieutenant 
UavLs. two segeanU. and five black men. On the 2lllh. the enemy 
openeil anothor trench leadiag fruOi the west sido of the liiH of The- 
vimapatem to the gateway oti the anal, and repidrs.'-J the bridge there: 
• they likewisfl (Rtablbilled two twelve poiindfirs atnong*i the rnins of 
.rtrniT ritl^i-ntcn'B hute on the beach, which coromaDded the eiitmaM 
inte the river of Tji|japiiIore from MlniUtiag any boato from the sc^ 
These guns were ahoiterad fretn thg fort by two liilloeku of sand, hut 

had no communicalion witii the enemy a linos, aud wore left to the

1758 gttfttti of the irtillary'n**’ alone, who being few, the gumaon dfj- 
ttwheil 60 Sepeyu and aomo Europeanii at 11 the next day, to attack 
them j but the aally only produced a little skirmishing 


By this time, ikll tho black artificers and meuioh had knitted the 
fort; andof the whole body of Se^Kiy^ only 200 renmiiied i the want 
of (hem laid the etmin of duty nmeh Loavier on the Europeans ; of 
whom little 8ervi<» was derived from the aeaincn, as not beLn» suh- 
joct to tho same controul os the soldieiy. On the 23d, an English 
ship aucliored. and for want of boatmen to carry a lottor to bar, tba 
fort warned her danger by firing shot at her, on which aha Bailed out 
of the road. The enemy continued until the Sfith, employed in con¬ 
structing four batteries, and in pushing on their tronchee, which thf^ 
carried from the hill of ThoveimputAm obliquely towards the nortli- 
east angle of the glacis; during which, the five morbam to tlie west, 
and the gnus from Cuddatore continued the only annoyance. The 
fortoontinuedtolavishaway lUejr fire night and day on overy thing 
they anw, heard or suspected ; by which Sl> carriages of their own 
guns wore diBublod. and the works thciaselvea ahaken About mid* 
night of die 2Cth, a battery of seven guns, added to that of the five 
mortars to the west, woa opened and kept up a constant fire. The 
Boat night some of tbesmloie broke open the trees tuy, not to take the 
money, but aome arrack, with wlvich they got exceedingly drunk, 
an d , according to their regulatioDB, could only be punished by con¬ 
finement 


By the 30th, the enemy hail alvnncod their trench ea to within 
200 yards of the glocht; and in the some day Hiuahed and opened 
the three other batteries; one of three guns, with five nmrttirs, ngamst 
tho angle of the north-west Ixistion; another of bul (juna and ftiur 
mortars on the hill of Tbeveaapatnm, Smiiig the front of the hom- 
work; tho third of Ibur guns, about 300 yards to the suuLh-eaet * 
of Thevenapatam, and nearly Opposite to tbo angle of ttll north' 
oast bostiocu The former hattory to the west ootitinued to enfilaJc 
the north £we ; smd tlio dcfcncee on (hia aide hod alteady enfiered AO 
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uiil ylialla of the enomy, thjvfc they could barely return the «ime num¬ 
ber of guna; iind thi) eutiroftsiug want of powder left none to apurq 
f^tnat thofthot from Cuddalore, and the two guns on the hank of the 
river of UftinlapoUiitiL The enemy's hombe ImJ likewise ruined the 
ruservui and the only well of good water in the forhi and that in. tlie 
ditoh was too hraukieb to be drunk. 

All hopoa were now tomad to the M^oiidroii; the gwriBOli knew 
by IfltterB, whieli had escafifid the Hneniyf of the atiocees of the lat# 
engagement, and no conjocturM oqiild account for the l ing delay ol 
their retujiL Mr. Pocock, ae soon aa he anchored off Sadrasa nn the 
atlth of April, dispntohed a boat with Advices to Mad ran, nnd rwjueat- 
ed, that all the recovered Bcnmen in the hospital, and as numy Lnsoara 
M could be spared, might be aant to restore the loss which had been sus¬ 
tained. About lOO of each ware sent the ocTt day, the Lascars by 
] i>uA tho seamen in mnasoolaa It was bIk days beiure they got on 
board ; and on the 7th of May tiio squadron weighed ; but, proving 
after three days trial, that they could not advance against the wind 
and current by working in shorn, they put to sen, and in fiftctiu days 
got to tlio windwatii of Fort St. David, into the latitude of 0, 30, ; 
but the wind at this time roBO so atrang fifwm tho west, that the Cum¬ 
berland could not bear up agfiioat it> without eacrousing her leaks vt 
much, it became noooaBSjy to lot her drive i and as the other ships 
ware obliged to keep her company, the squadron, instead of reaehiug 
Fort St David. foU to leeward a» tar as Alampwvah, where they 
anchored on the SCth of May. Here they obtained no intdligmwe, 
for the place l>elonged to the French, who suffered no boats to go 
and thoee belwiging to shlpe cannot land through the sort The wind 
having abated, the squadron weighed nirehor agun tha !wme day» and 
plifid to the muthwanl with the land and sea hreerea, which were » 
fidnt, that they only gained four leagues in two daya, when on the 
* 2athjhcy dbooverad tho Freacb squadron at anchor in the road of 
Po«i£h«^. which had remained thorn ever sinee their arrival, wait- 
ing tho recovery of tbsir sick and wounded. Of which oiodltJami. but 
priniapally of their Bwk. near a thousand were incapable of du ty. The

' D'Ajcbe icomediftU'ly eobvuaed it CQtmcil of hk cfi-ptAiiis^ Trith the 
governor ami council of the town, who resolved, that it was moali esl* 
pedicntfor the aLii[>3to remain niOQT«Kl usdpfleitfl poMsihik to tho ehorei, 
that they might receive the itssistancG of the guiOf along the Ktrand : 
but thle) resolation wua not valid tUktU approv^ed by Mr. Lallj ; who 
instantly went from the camp to Pondichoiry, ordering a detacbment 
of -HJO Europenna to follow hint as fast as they doidd marcrlL He 
arrived early in the mciming of the convened the n^ual coimdl, 

and tendered the detncbmcnt, with the f?ame rmmHer of Sepoys and 
Lascara, to sen*e on boanJ the ahips^ and protested n gainst the dis¬ 
grace of not meeting the Elnglish »|i]adroii in the open seiu TTnia 
reinfoirement changed the former rei^lution. Mr. l^y retinned 
to the camp In the evening ; nod the next day Mr. D‘Achd, with 
the eight principal BhipSp now manned with BSDO men^ weighod on- 
c1h>T| butp instead of hearing down on Mr. Pcumk, who oonld not 
work up to him. fce[>L the wind, plying for Fort St Da-^dd 

The besiegers during this day kept up an incessant fire fram 21 
pieces of caimoii and 13 mortara, which every hour becaine auperior 
to that of the fort ; not for want of mounted iirtilJery. hut of ammu¬ 
nition, of which such quantitieg hod been lavished away when no imIb- 
quttte elfect eould bo e:!tpfHrtodp that the garriaon wna obliged to spars 
it JiQWt in the hour of need and real u^. On the let of June the 
contimied with Buch incimaing iiiperiorlly, that the floilore, and even 
thanTtiUeiy TDen, at times, quitted their gri n a At nooti, the French 
aqiiadran were perceived working towards the road, and by the close 
of the ovening, the enemy bad carried on thoir trenches to the foot 
of thv glacia oppesoita to the salient angle of the X* e. bostiodj whei* 
they began to erect a battery, and all the embroanres in the fort which 
conunanded this sijot were ruined, and their guns either diBmounted 
or withdrawii : ao that enemy might aMn make a Jod^jtn^pt in 
the wveral way ; but could got do &rther until the ditch was drain* 
od or fiUed up. Naverthdeas* ih. wua approheoded, that the French 
F=quaiirQiii miglit land a gmt nttmber of men, with whom the troops

wuro i>«t doemcd in a cuiidition tn refiiHL On wblcli. Uajor Polier. 
fcttd Mr. Wytich, tlia teiiiporBi7 g-ivorncr. thought U neoeaaary to 
hold n council of wur, in wliicU it w(w unanimously dooidod, tlmt they 
ought to oipitiilate on the best terms thoy could mnke, nnd nrticles 
were preparud ; however, the defence wi« coatinued through tho 
nigliU iind until ten die next <ky, in die aoUcitous. hut disappointed 
erpecUtion of fleeing the Eiigliflh squadron i a flag of truce wnn then 
hoisted. Major Policr lui J one of the c<u](ii>any’s agents went out, and 
returned at four in the afternoon, witli the urtieba nitcred fay Mr. 
Idlly, which it wivs ngre&l to iMSCspt^ At six in the evening u com¬ 
pany of French gi'ciindiers were admitted into the fort, and the gnf* 
riflon inarched with drums and colours to the foot of the glacht wLcra 
thov groimdcd their arms, and aurrondered thainwlvefl and their ca^ 
aigufl to the French line drawn up to recaivo them. They were, 
with all convenient speca, conducted to Pondicherry, where it wm 
stipnlntod they should remain, until an equal number of French pri¬ 
soners were dfllivorcd therev when the English were to be sent to M»- 
dniSB, or Devi Cotah, at the option of Mr. LaUy. He rejected tho 
propOBoI. that Fort St- David should not be demolished dimng the wni* 
and, in couneqaenea of instructiona fitun Frunce, immediately nrder- 
«d all tlio fortifications to be iwcd to the ground The French offi- 
cciB, on contemplating the worku, T«foro siirprlwd at the fiudlity of 
their conquest, not having l«t twenty men by the fire of the place, 
although more by tickneiH^ nu'l strokes of the sun. in the trenches. 
The French squadron anehore-1 in tl.c mad the evening after the sur¬ 
render whan Mr. D'Achd landed, and having conferred with Mr.

The army before Fort Si David cniwiated of 3300 Europeans, er- 
elmdi-e of oflEcorSi and nhout the aamis number of Sepoys- I» order 
to co^leR) this amoimt. and to leave iu Pondicheny a foreo enlBcient 
to wake head ngnitint any motioiifl from Madrnflfl, Mr. LalJy hud 
drained all tho out-poste anti gnnieoiw in the Carnatic, to a fcurtli ^ 
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175^ OtditiAr^'^ guonja \ Mid bad recalled t]ie who]^ gamson of Sering- 

liMti, Laviog agreed to dellTer over thla pkee ta the brother of Hj- 
dioroaig, who aixivijd with a party of Mysoreans from Biiiiligul, ami 
took possesBion of it an ibe 17th of Ma)\ when the Freneb tnoppA 
m&reLed nway fur Fort SL BavicL They counted af lUO Enrapeong 
and 1500 Sepoys : but uno half of the Sepoys deserted on the ixiad

descent there. Ae soon ns Fori Si David cxipituiiited, Mx. D'Estaign 
was detached, with some luoro trija|>s and i^tumon, to join, and pro¬ 
ceed witli them against Devi Cotah ; but this ofhoer, on good mtd* 
ligenoe^ left the cannon at Giuhimbariun, and on the 4th appeared 
with the troops before Devi Cotah, which the ganisoTi ahariiluned on 
liitt appronelL It consisted of 30 Europeaiifi^ and OUO Sepoya ; they 
mnrehed away through the Tanjoie country to Trilchioopoly. 

As soon OS Dc\i. Cotah was taken, thu army returned with nil es^

I'ha Kagllsh squadron saw the Fnincli set soil from the road of

This was the only event of any riscpie^ which bad Imppened in

But the Englieh presidency now con- 
eluding that the French ajiny would majch agninst Madmsa Lame- 
diately after their suncefia at St. David, delayed no longer to give 
their final orders for the retreat of their owa ganisons with 
the dependant onbgimrda, £iom Carangoiy, Ciiinglapet, ConjV 
veram, Cdvrepanlc^ and ArcLit, which liad previously semt in the^ir 
artillery and stores, reaer^ing only as much mufikebiLiumunjtion as 
was ncceisBary for the uoareh. Areot imd Covrepauk wore -delivered 
to the Nabobs troops^ of which a body were remaimiig in the city; 
Cbnjevera.m and Cliiuglapet to the peons of the reHpeotivn renters; 
and the partixau MurAoihbeg, leaving only a few of his luen in

The king of TaujorOj when IxsFiiE^gcd by the army of Mnraoiajing 
and Chundiujaheb with the French tmopa in 1751, hnd compounded 
the arnais of his tributOp and had given Chimdasalieb a bond for 
5p600,000 rtipOKh before the approach of Nasbjing'a army obliged 
them to retreat tmt of bis oountiy i the bond waa in the po^'^esnoii 
of the govemincnl of Pondicherry i and an inddent in the captfLre 
of Fort St. David oonctirred to Biiggeat the expediency of mairliing 
into the Tanjore eoutitiy, and demanding this money sword in hand. 
The Franeh had found in Fort St David a prisoner of grater con- 
sequeoce than they espoctod ^ bis name was Gatica ? he was tmcla 
to the deposed king of Tanjare, whose pietanaionH tbo EngHeh as- 
sertod in 1740, when tliey ontered the eountiy, and look Devi Cotab, 
Tlie king then and now reign when he cE?ded thin plnce to them 
in propriety, stipnlated by a Becrot ortiele, that they abonld prevent 
ihifl protemder from giving him any moleatation in faturo ; to ensnm 
which, it was nfsofasary in Boenre his person ; but ha withdrew Jum- 
self out of thetr reach ; however, being in po^sesaion of bis tmde^ who 
wa« the leading man of the party, and lind entirely managed bis 
nephew^ they detained him a prisenor, but under an easy confinfin 
ment, within the Fort, where he re main ed untiJ fated by the fall of 
the pjaee to be employed by the French, with the same views as 
nine yaw^ before by tbo English " and Oatica was now produced at 
Pondicherry with much ostentation and cerenicrtiy, in order to excite 
the apprehensions of the king, tliat the pretender himaalf would ap¬ 
pear and accompany the French army, whom neverthdoBa they did 
not prochiim in hia stead. 

Ho^ much Ewever Mr I^ally agreed in the preferenw of this ex¬ 
pedition, lie differed oven to animofitiy both with Mr. Dcleyrit and 
the Jesuit in another measure of tftlO gronter impoiimnce.

SiK hundred men of Mr. I^lly’a regiment, ^vith 200 Sopoyu under 
the coinmaud uf Mr. Sonpire, funned a oamp of ohsen-ation between 
Alaiiiiwnva and Pondicherry : only 50 able, with tlie invalids ot the 
army were to ha left in the town ; and, to cialro the apprehenaiona 
which were entertained by tho inhabitant, of a andden descent from 
the EnBlish eqnadrun, it wna roaolved to recall their ow’n under the 
walls. The iujunction reached Mr B'Achii off Karieal on the IGth j 
and ho anchored tho nest day in tho rcjad of Pondicheny. On tho 
l8th Mr. Lady took the field ; but, aa before, unprovided with the 
necessary attendants, bullock-mcn, and market^pwiJe ; for the uo- 
vunml conipulfiioua* wbich had been pmctlsod during the siege of Fort 
St David, detorrud the natives of such oocUTiutionB from engaging in 
tho services of the tamp ; and the inhahitanta of tbe country remov¬ 
ed their cattle, from dread of the hussais, who had h«n permitted to 
drive Lu what were naeessaiy iorthe victualling of tbe army with¬ 
out paving the valuA The march between Pomliehecry and Koorel.

iug any, act fire to then), whhh wan with much difficulty prevented

The troops, after bcvoti days march, arrived at Saricnl on the 2nth 
The diistanco from Pondiehony, altLongh only 7S miles in the direct 
line, is 100 liy thu road; and here, for tho first time during tlie 
march, thej’ got a regular meal Here a bramin, sent by the king 
of Tanjore with proposals, was waiting for Mr, llally, who sent him 
back with bis own, demanding iuuneiliate payment of the five mil* 
lions and six hundred thousand rupees, with all the interest: and, to 
convince the king that he would derive no bonefit from tlie usual de¬ 
lays find prevarications of Indiim negotiations, he immediately aont 
forward a detachment to take (loesesatun of tho opulent town of Nagoret 

Tins plfu» is situated ou u rivar about four mllaa to the north of 
Negapatem, and carries on a very oonsiderable comnioree ; but tho 
merchniito had removed thoir money and jewels, aad offered little for 
the redemption of their waretjouses ; on which Mr, LaDy furtned out 
the plunder and mnsom of the town for 200,000 rupees to Fbdier, 
the coinmaJider of the French hussara, ; stipulating, that if the profit 
exceeded lOO.rHK) rupees, a proiK>rtional addition waa to be made to 
the pnhlie fiind. Hitherto ihe tanduct of Mr. LaUy had been f«o 
from tilt! repi-oach of those pectiniaiy views, which he cootinuoUy 
impnted wiiliout distinction to eveiy oiuj in tlie aervica of tho French 
company ; but this agreement gave them no slight pretence'Core tort 
poculatiun on lumself, ns going charts with FiBcLar in tlie profite of 
Nsgotic. Whilst this businetis was transacting; he applied to the 
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Dutcb government at Segapntnm to niipply tiis of money. 

Rtamiinitinn, and proviFrinns i who, awed by his force, fiimiiilied him 
with 20.000 jwnnds weight of gunpowder, and promUad to aeeist Lla 
eoQnnissat'ics in purchoHing whntaocvor their territoTy could sop ply. 
but declared themselves unable to lend «iy money, not hnvmg 
enough for their own usa. The DanUk settlement of Trmqnebar, 
from the same dread of hia violences. pTomised the flume assistnneew, 
nud formshed six small fielJ-pieccs, with 10,000 weight of gunpowder. 

The army mnrehod from Sagore on tha 28tb, and, having pro¬ 
ceeded six miTna, halted at a oonsidornble iwgoda called Kiveloor; 
where Mr Lally, beUeving the report of those who meant Only to 
please him, iinapnod the braiuins to ho very rich, and that the 
images they worshippad were of gold i in thin itgrsuasLon, ho ninsack- 
ed and dug tUo houses, drugged the tanke, and took tlw idols out oi 
tha chapchi, but no treasures were found ; and the idols proved to ha 
only of faraea. Tlic bramin returning from the king mot Mr. UHy 
at Kiveloor, and oftbred the usual coiupliraentaiy presenU hut no 
terms of accomioodatiom adequate to Mr. Lally‘a expectations, who 
therefore dismtsHKl him without oocepting tho presente. and the nest 
dny nuircUod ten miles lurther to Trivalorc, where stands the most Jyir- 
iguni.uK pagoda in the country. Here thn army Ibnnd os much paddy 
laid up in granaries as would havo euppUed them with rice for three 
months but for want of the incanM t(t hnat it out, could scoroely pro¬ 
cure from it sufficient for the meal of the day. AU the hfamins had 
cbandontil the pagwla, hut some were afterwardfl .ILscovurcd prying 
and asking qiicstioija in the camin prebahly from anxiety couceming 
their temples and divinities; but Mr Lully judged them to bo spie* 
employed by the king, and rashly ordored six of them to Imi executed,

afterwnrdii tlicwe supplied by Calliaud. The French army reuioinad 
Ttivulore nntii tbo t2th of July, tinring which their oaviJiy

panied by the two Tanjorine bosfrges. and tO of the .rnvalry temg 
all it was said, who were immediately ready ; the delay of tlie rest con¬ 
firmed Mr. Lally in his Buepidona that the king meant only to amnw 
him, and induced him to shut up those who were come in a pg^a 
nanr the ancamptnent : thigr not knowing what to auspoc ® 
treatment dreaded lha worst, and sent information to the city, in 
consequenoo of which the king aU>r-i>ed the tent of the cavidry ; and 
hi, cooUes in die camp being fri-l.tcued by the mmoum coueernmg 
tbe boreemen in the pagoda, run away in the night The next 
moruinG Mr. Lally sent Dubois to reproach the kmg and ilo- 

tolL Dubois ptofrered to bring back one of the Tatijonue 
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1T5B aobonly on the Kiimtry ami city of TaDjore, but likewise on the 
king und hh wholo fuiilly, whom ho thiBAtonfid to cany aa akvea to 
the ialiiml of Mauritius. In tlie evmuiig the Jinny moved from tlie 
duburbs, and formed a regular camp about a mde anil a half to the 
ioath-east of the town. 

The e-TpreflEsiona in Mr. Lilly’s letter to Kenodj^ dobermined the 
king; who had hitherto fluctuated, in irresolutioap to defend himaBlf 
to extremity^ and Iia now repeated his solioitcLtiana with tba utmixst 
eamofftnesa for asBletauoe from Tiitcliinopoly. Captain CaUiand, by 
the acoounts ha continually received of tho kmg^B negotiation^,, lad 
hitherto thought it unsafe to trust any more troops in his power^ wtulat 
making eugageineuts to assist the French in the reduction of TritcM* 
nopoly t but, being convinced by this kgt rupture, that he had re- 
nounoed ail designa of accord or reconciliation with thein^ dehiched m 
Uio Gth of August liOi) of liiu beet Sepoys^ with two cxcelleDt ser« 
Jcimtfi and 27 oinnoneera, who iu order to avoid the encounter of the 
French troops, procoE>ded in a round-abotit road along the haikk of 
the Colaroom 

A deep water-course, rtuming within 400 yards parallel to the 
south aide of the edty, furnished a much more commodiotiA trench 
than any which ano opened in aiegca^ determined Mr. LaUj to make 
the attack under the advantage of this cover. The south fane of the ci^ 
ii much the aarrowest aspect, extending only 480 yards. Two batteries 
were erected on the nethar odge of the waier-cauraa^ the one of three 
guns opposite to the middle of the £w», hut tamed to breach bcfcweftBi 
the mvaHer of the oaatem angle and the next tower, Tbo other* of 
two guns, waa BOO yards to the righl 

Both opened on the 2d of August. It was the 7th m the evening, after 
five dajrs firing, before the hatteriefl bad produced a breach six foet whle; 
but by this time there remiduod only 1 SO chargee of powder for the

they were threatening n deaeent j but that no tidings Ited been obtained 
conceming the French equadren since the tight This inteUigence ag- 
crevuted thegonemlaiiMety.as the distresses of the army b their 
present tiluation, could only be reliei-Tid from Karical; and Mr. 
Lallv despairing of succeeding in the assault of the breach, sumniOo- 
ed Ms council of war, in which, of 12 officers 10 were of opinion to 
ndse tlie siege ; but two, Saubinet. and Mr. D Estaigniv ad>TBQd the 
immediate nasault, the success of which appeared to D’Estaigne in^ 
duhitable ■ who aaded. that the dty would furnish more animum- 
tiou than would be eaiiendcd in the storm, and that he had no^np- 
prehensioiia the Engludi would mate a descent upon karicnl, whilst 
the French squadren kept tho sea. Doubtless Irotli D'Eetdgne and 
Saubinet knew the ditch was findahle. when they advised the assault; 
otlicrwiaft, in tho bEate we tave known it ML-e. the QiFprfisich wo^d 
Imvo been utterly itoptucticuble. In coneequonca of the resolution 
to retreat the sick and woandetl were sent away on the same day 
under the eacort of ISO Eiirepeans, and dispositions were wade 
to decamp on the night of the ousuing day, which was ti.e lOlh of 
the month • in the mean time the guns in tl.o habtencs were hred 
every imw and then in order to keep the garrison in awf. 

Monac^jee soon received intcUigence of the ^ 
tie* and imputed it to despondenc)^; the decent frern Int-

At the first dawn of day, 50 horse* 
men appeaj^ed advandn^ os from tho city, at a IciiraTely pacse; to¬ 
wards Uie camp they wore chflEedged by the advanced guard, and 
Boid they wefo come to offer thoir service to the French genera^ to 
whom they requested to be cjoadncted j and no danger being appro^ 
bended from their nniober^ a party from the guard Aoeomponied them 
towards Mr. Ldl/s quarters who slept in a etoultTy about half a inil& 
in the tear, but to tlio left of tho camp. When within lOO jards, 
the troop halted and their leader went forward, and Mi. Lolly baviiig 
peiroivi^ their arrival, arose and came out of the choultry to speak Co 
him; but before they met, ono of the horsemen, who it is supposed

the captain of the troop, who had nob diamoLiJited, pushed furwaid to* 
wonis Mm, and made a cut at his head with hia soymefcar* wldch 
Mr. Lolly parried with Ms stick, and a Coffreo servant who attended 
him shot the Taiijorinc dead with a pistol; the whole troop Lad now flot 
off at ftilbgdJlop to charge the guard, who received them in regular 
order, and with a fire ol such execution os atopt all except two ar 
three from breaking through them ; those, however, who reumiued 
on holdback, joinad again and endeavoured to make a second charge, 
hut in ao much confusion, that the second fire of the guard put thEia 
to llight with the utmost precapitatiou ; nnd most of them gulloj?ed 
into a tank, which they did not perceive time cuongb to avoid j but 
twenty-eight ware left dead in the spice of Lldrty yorJa ; Lid ly 
hunoelf a'os tmuipled dovm and abunaed iii the scufile, but only two 
of his guard were killed. Whilgt the trooi^a in the camp wcje gnt^ 
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ting under arms luid espcctifig a general attack troiii the ijuaiiei 
where tlid first alam had been given, the great body of Colkriea 
were discovered advanclDg with their lances and rockets in the rear, 
atHM) horse at the HUiae time in the front, and the whole body of 
Scijoys, with lOOD more horaa on the right: much confuuon and 
trepidation provaUed in every port of the camp fta- new an Lour, hut 
the trrwpa were recalled to tJteir wonted Hteadinesa and disiiipline, by 
the tsamplo and activity of Satibinot and the Connt U £ataigne J tUo 
Eugliah Sepoyfl penotrated aniongat the tents, and Lad aeiaecl three 
deld-piecca, which they wora obliged to abandon, after having '5 
of their body killed and wounded in endeavenring to cany tliam oft'; 
they, however, brought away an elephant and two name la. Tlie 
French suppose tliat -tOO of the enqiny were killed, and allow tiieir 
own lose to ho no more than 10, which is improbublet It does not 
appear that fmy attack was made ou the two hatteriiia in the water¬ 
course, ollhongh it should Heem that the troops on ’duty there were 
the most cqjoscd. 

Ab soon as the Tonjonnea bad retired, tlie French army' centinued 
th^r preparotiocis to decamp during the ejuuing night } and, for 
wont of draft and carriago hallockst spiked and dismounted the five 
pieces Dfhattering cannon, threw the shot into wdJa, and dotttroyed 
AS much of the baggage aa time and moans permitted. At midnight 
the whole were in motion, merehing in two lines, with jui interval 
between, which was occupied by palanquina, boggnge.^tnmbiilhi. and 
other carriages ; two field-pieces were in the fiont, rear, and ou each 
side of the lines. Monaejeo, with nil his cavalry and a large body of 
Sepoys, wafl abroad, and several times obliged tbe luarcb to halt, 
and recur to their fleld-ineceB ; the Collerics throw rockets, but dk- 
appeared at the approach of day. But the rest of the Tanjoriua army 
continued, na during tlie night, to follow and hover round until 
noon ; whoa the French troops amved and halted at CovilmiU, 15 unh^ 
from 'xmyore - tho read was without a slnglo pood or stream uutD 
they wme to tho town ; when nothing could withhold the trinipa aud 

animalboflbo anny from breaking their ranks and to gain 

the first water they saw. The next day they reached Trivalore ; thk 
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175g iQjLrch WAfl 20 miles; and mom fatiguing than the f>rmer, having iwfi

atTrivalom eome proviaioiis aent from KarieaJ ^ but all were so ex¬ 
hausted itnd fattgned, that they imuld not proceed any farther i.mty 
thoT liad been allnwecl three daya refreshment and repo^o. On thi: 
read Mr. Lally received information that Uie French miundron tnual 
Pondicherty, and that Mr+ D^Achd had EdgniBed ta tho coimcil there 
his detfirmlnation to return without delay to the Mo qf Franco ^ on 
which ho immediately dkpatched the Count D'Eniaigne with the 
atrongest remonstrancea to stop hiiii_ On tho ISth the army arrived 
nt KarJcalj and saw the English oquadroa at anchor the tuoutli of 
the livar. 

ktany wants and inatiffident tneauB had detained the squadron near 
eight ’wooks in the road of MadraRs after their uneucces^iT endea- 
voura to reach Fort St David doring the siege. On the thinl of 
Joly^ threo of the company's ithipH anived ht the rood ; they had 
left England in the preceding but not arriying in the bay, until 
the northem monsoon wna sotting in, proceeded to Bengal; fmm 
whence they wore dhpatched in April with modfiy^ Tnete:Landiz<^. 
and stores^ bnt ’irithout any of the reermta they brought Emm Eng¬ 
land, or any troops in Tctiim for those which bad been sent with 
Clive. The aouthom mnnooon, which had begun whoa they Railed, 
obliged them to make the oatwanl paaimge towards Achln, and they 
fmnio in hum the southward to Negnpatam : in eotise<|Ueiieo of the in- 
telli^nco they received at this jilace, they put out again to sea iind bqit 
out of eight of land until they stood in for Madras. Chinese alwap 
m ai ntjuiiR its share in all eveets- Mad not Ihe uiiiicc&sffiiiTy anxiety ef 
the council At Pondiclieny readied Jf r. D'Aclafs Rquadron frw»Earic»d 
in iho middle of J unCp but pcimittcd blTn to havD coniinuod the cnjixu 
lie Intended, thezie ships would have been tnkciip and would liftST sup- 
jFlwd ihn wv.it of money, whiclj Lnd been the iirUicifial chhw of thu

July before the Eoglidh stpiadton wmjj aufficiently equipped to sail, and 
on iho 27tli they appoaitHl in sight of Potniicboiry, whore tho French 
Biiuadrou ky at anchor, and with much hurry got undor sail l^foTO 
night. The next mnraing the two squadrons wcto out of sight of 
eaeb other ; on the ZUth, the French anchwed at Knrical , on the 
Slst, at day-broak, they sailed for N^pataia, and at nine again 
fttw the English squadron j but the wind blowing freak, the three 
anian*'r of the French ships could not work their lower tier, on which 
Mr. D’Acltd tacked and stood away, and the next day og^ saw no 
thing of the English. The day after, the 2d of August, they an- *w«t. 
chored agidu at Earical, where Mr. D'Achd received intelligenre, 
which waa not true, that Mr. IsiUy hud been defeated before Tan- 
jure ; nnd, what was much less probable, that the English squadron 
intended to disembark a great part of their men, in order to cut oft 
the retreat of the French army to Pondicherry.

The ensmy's line coimiated of eight sail; the SylphiiiQ, which ap* 
peared in it in the lust ongiigiement, wna kept out to repeat signaJsi 
tlie Comte de Provaaco. which kni not been in it, supplied the°place 
of the Bienainie. wliiuh was atmnded in the surf The Elizobetli 
stood for the Comte de Provence, ond Lauled up abreast of her be¬ 
fore the I'eat ol the lino were In their prepor fonn; for it is ImjKXsailjlo 
that Bovenil ships can correspond instantaneously in the same opera¬ 
tions. Mr. DAchd immodiatcly made the signal for engagienient, end 
the Comte da Provonco luul givan her hroodsido upon the Elizabeth 
before Mr. Fixocke threw out hia signal, at twenty mlnubes past one, 
when his whole line was comphitaly formed in closed order at the 
proper distance from each other, and as the line admitted, from the 
enemy. who were not so regularly drawn up, curving inwards from 
the extremities ; the two odmiralB, as in the former engagement, were 
in the centm* of their respective lines. Tlia tire was in botii as hot as 
poBsiUc ; but tho French fii-ed tigli, the English only at the huUii, 
and both with much certainty, for they wore near, the sea smooth, 
and the breeze lighL In ten minutes the mlzen of tlie Cbmte do* 
PoTcnoe took finev which obliged her to bear away, and cut away 
the mast. The Due do Bourgogno took her plnoo against the Eliza¬ 
beth. A little after the wheel of the Eodiac's rudder was corriDd 
away by a shot from the \ arnaouth, to repair which she passed un* 
dor the lec of the Due D Orleans, and no sooner returned ngnin into 
the tne, than one of her lower-deck guns in the gun-room burnt, 
and beat through;tbe deck above. This mischance mia soon follow¬ 
ed by a graater.,for tho bulk-head of her powder-rewm took fire , 
whilst extinguiahiiig it, the rudder gave wny again, and tlisjuliip M 
IbuUrihe Due d’Orieans, her second ahead; and both, whilst dis- 
entansling. were exposed almost dofencolus^ to tho kottcat thu from 
tlicir opponents the Yarmouth aud Tyger : the Condd anri the Monw 
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w-orehy Ibis time LenteD ont of the line, and nt eight minutes after 1768 
U'o, the Zodinquc, aa soon as disengaged, bore away, iia iu tifteen 
uiiiiutoH more did the other five sUpa not yet gomv all crowding all 
the Hul they could carry, and even cutting their honta adrift, to maku 
more way. Mr. Pooocko then threw out the signal for a general 
clmee; but in less than, ton minutes all tho enemy's ships W'ere got out 
of certain ahot j and at ais o'clock their liindmoat were five mi lea from 
the foremost of the English ships, which then censed the chaoe. and 
after getting together again liauleJ tbo wind, and at eight anchored] 
off K^ ririrl , about throe milea from the ahoro, Mr. D'Achd steered for 
Pondicheny. Notwithstnudlug the irrf^oritv and ahoit contiun- 
itnce of this fight, the French trufferesd as much in It ns in the ihr- 
mor cngagcmeut, oJtbough they teyl then 1200 more men on hoard ; 
for their kifted and wounded amDimted to few less than 000, of whom 
33 were kUlwl, and 131 dangereusly wouuded in the Zeiiaque 
alone. In the whole of the Enghsh squadron only 31 were killed, 
and Ififi wounded; both aqnadronB aaffored in propordon to thq 
manner in which the eiiomy fought : the French lost in men and 
slaughter, and all the English ships were flo much dainagod in their 
rigEing. that, if a fresh wind had arisen during the ongagfimeut. sevo- 
lid of their mnsta must have gone by the board, for want of the 
ehrouda stays, and other securities, wMch the enemy's ahot and lau. 
grein had cut away. Both Mr, Poreckc and D’ Acb^ were woundiKl 
bv splinters, and Commodore Stevens received a mnsket-hall. winch

Ttie rstrrat of tho Englltili gnrHqoni; into Madnura, nnd tbo iiv^ub* 
ordiaivtion of tlia riabob’o troops at Arcot, left tho country to the aouhh 
of tie pAjior iidtlmut any other protocticiii crteoplnog from the tTOa|ia 
maintained by Marssaialteg; who eadeavonring to cover a greater 
eatont tiiair bia force was adequate to, woa no where ntroug enangb 
to oppose the onemy ; and. in the end of June, a French officer re¬ 
turning with bia ewort of Sepoye, and a party of hoiaemon, wbioh 
Lo had iBTiod at Velore, aurprimd the fort of Trivntore, in wbiqh ha 
Ittfi IiLj j^epoye, who being joined by the poona from the French 
diatricte, oil together mode incureioiis on the harvests of CoDjoveraiD 
and Salawnuk; to repreas which, the [presidency sent out again four 
compnnieaofSopoyB, two to CoujeveTwn, tmd two to Ghinglapet; 
which were not euf&fnent to repress half the roiaohief: How¬ 
ever, tin advantage was soon after gained by otlicr meana which 
inero than retaliated the loss of Triip-atore, Mr. lally, on bia ar¬ 
rival at Poadieheriy, bad given the fort of Trinomalee with its de- 
jtoadcnincs, which Mr. Son|jires had reduced in the preceding year, to 
i^jahsahob, the long-ne^lccted son of Chnndaaaheb. who to prove 
hiinsdf worthy of this elouge in his fortunes, levied a body of 300 
good haras and 300 Sepoys, and proceeded with them in tho b^nn- 
ning of August, escoitibg a canvoy of |iravisieiis to the French 
anuy in the lonjoro oountiy j but this expense and anbtraction 
obliged him to leave Irinomalae jU-guaided. Kistnarow. tho Kel¬ 
ler of Thiagar, which Lad been attacked without saeoess by the 
French troops, and whose diatrichi were still oontinuoJJy hanwaed 
by them, took the opportunity, and afiaaultiiig Tiinoinaleo in tho 
night, earned it, and put all the garrison to the sword.

Mr. D Aohd retired f^in the last engagement with a oonviotion 
that the English remained to windward with the intention of fiilling 
Boddenlyupon Lis ships, whilst moored and repairing in the rood of 
Pondichetiy i end it was supposed tliat they had two fin^sbipa, al¬ 
though they hod only one, which had been of no service in tiie last 
engagement: however, those notions detormiaad him to anchor op¬ 
posite to tho town, aa near the sboni us poesiLIe, under tho protection 
of the line of gnuB to the soa ; and the council, in compkconoe, it b 
said, to hk ideas, recalled the doUchuiMit of GOO Europoans encamp¬ 
ed ^th Mr. Soupirea at Oingee, who camo Lti on the 14.lh. on the 
sBjue day that the troops ftom Mndrass took Uw field. Neither tho 
remorntrenccs of the Count D-Estaigim, sent forward by Mr. Lally,

ozpedioat to entsourage, by indnlBiog their soljdtude for the leie- 
etutemont of their friend. 

Accordingly Chptftia Joseph Smith Tonrehed, with bis ouinpBiiy of 
70 Europoiiiis, the eomptiny of BO CoHres, two field-pieces^ with tbeir 
nrtiUery-men, and ten companies of Sepoys, comnwndod by Mabo- 
mod IsBoof The depoHcd RbwJdy, with some of the CoUorics. or 
aativea of Terrioro, Tirbu abidn^ by Lia fortuncB. accompaulod tbo dc- 
tnebment, and, if notbing more, wore to nerve aegnidca through t!io 
wood. MessengerB wore aunt forward with a letter, ordering tbc 
Rbeddy within to oonio out, and meet Captain Sriiitli t and they 
were infltmetod to take notice of every thing tliat iXX'iUTcd In the 
path through which they should !« led ; but tlie guards at the Imnier 
stopped them, and sent on tlm letter by men of their own. who re* 
turned with a letter from tho Bhfsddy, which (diey deliverod to the 
TOOsaengBrs, who brouglit it to Captain Smith on tbo raanch. It 
contuinod vagus apologies for bis not coming out of the wood, and 
endeavDored to gain time, which Captain Smith resolved not to low. 
'rho troops arrived in sight of the barrier at four in tlio aflcmoon of 
the day after they bad (Tossed tbo Colerooo, and itmnediatdy Bimied 

for the attack. 

The wood of Torriore atretcbelh 20 miles along the foot of the 
western monnteras, and entends from them 10 miles into the plain ; 
tbo wood ia in most IJarts seven tnilefi through, and encloses an open 
greund about thnm miloa wiuare, of which tho farther side, aii of^ 
wood itself, adjoins to the hUls r and in this area are tho liabitation 
of the Rbeddi. which is a spacioins building, a town, gardens, freblo 
lands, and immediately under tho hills a veiy largo tank, computad 
seven milea in dreamfenmee. It was known, that the path before 
them had dofenees in varioua parts, and that the whole of the Bgbt* 
ingm^wonld be in thcee Biationa Captwii Smith tborefore sent 
off four companies of SepoyB^ with Ramanaig. a Jcniautdar. on whom 
italiomed Issoof bod ndioucc, to enter the wood at a censidmabl* 
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1758 duit^nse DU thti rigbtp uiidortiiD ^sviluct of th@ guides^ who undjgr* 
twk to lemd tbt'm to tli 0 towUt through a path^ of wbioli there 

are several in tho wood, known only to the inhabitanU, who ciJl 
them the rogtiea* paLh-wny. The first hiLrriiar waa a winding 
between two tliick-aet iiedgoBof thorn, leading into the ati'meer path 
of the wpotl; but choakfid at both ende with brnroblea kid ibr the 
oocaoioiL Nevertheless the enemy abandoned this pogt^ altbough vety 
defensible^ without re? 5 ktance. 

The Coffrea ledp followed by the EuropoattBi they by one of the 
idx-pounders^ with llmber^boxeB only j and the Sepoya marehed in 
the rear, airepting n few who remained to guaid the othor m- 
pounder, the spMc ikmoiuiiiLioii, end the bnggage, wideh wnm left at 
the akirt of the wood ; the line proceeded moT^ than a mile hi tba 
path without intemiptioUp but at length was fii^d u]>od ftoni a 
hreeat-work of brick on the right; ftom which the onemy were hooii 
dialodgedp nnd retired through th^ buslieB to jb^ next j but they 
were in tent in carrying off their wounded, tlio musketry galled thtna 
a good d^l as they were going awny. Moving onword, the Hne 
ocNin roceived n Hmart fire from a second breast-work like the firati 
but the Coffin soon obliged the enemy to quit this station Iikoi^vw 
when they retired to thoir main body ; a few of the lino wero 
wounded in driving thorn from thaae dafoncea The Coffhss con-^ 
tinned to move on in front, and had otit^marched tlia reaL of tho 
line, when by a suddon turning in t-ho nmd, they came unexpectedly 
at dhoo within plHtohshot of tho caomy^a prindpal post. This wafl 
a strong wall of briok, fourteen feet liighp divided Into a Touipart and 
paiwpet, and in the parapet were Bevond tiorB of loop-hole» i it 
btratched acHHa tho path, and pome yards beyond it on each handt 
and Kftd a return of the same couatmdion at each os^rtsmity. but 
ihllmgback,iiistADdofpmje^ flank the main waif and in the 

return on the left st™d the gatowiiy ^ thk work was euiMimded by 
a strong hedge of thorn* which eoatiniiing on the aides^ joj^-isd the 
main wwd to some aktaneo m the rear. Aa ooon as tho Coffri^fl 
P«wd at the turning, the aneajiy testified their numbere, and thefr

courage*, by Bbouting, tha din of instrumonbi. nnd a strong fire of 1758 
their matuhlofika, wliicb, with tho surpri*©, iwniltNatitidt tlio Caffiras ; 
they mu back in the path, and wore iunnediately foUowed by num- 
berfl of tho enemy issuing frmn tina tbicketa cm the lefli, Tlieto uran 
no timo to enquire the causa Ctipteiiii bmitb imnietiiately led on the 
Kuropejiins, who soon droTO the eatieiny back into the wood, who did 
not escape through thcbeirrier ofthoma before tbo wall. Both were 
now attentively eifttninod ; and, whilst aome BndcAVOUrei to tear nji 
the hedge in others tiied to get reuud tho Hntdra of it into 

the wood ; but nonfl succeeded, and several were wonnded the field- 
piece wan then advaneod. and fired until nil its amuirniition was dx- 
jieuded, without taking any oHoot on the purapot. or intimidtiting 
the enemy, whoso tnatoWocks hafl wounded five of the six artiliery- 
men wrviog the gnu. and more of the other Euroiwaiw, who likewisa 
bad expended most of their curtridgea. It was now mitbij o'clock, 
mid began to grow dark, whan all the blacks, whether Cb*ai, Se¬ 
poys, or laiscars, took advuntagd of this protection, and alunk away 
bock into the path, oat of tha reueb of ibngBr. excepting Mnhomwl 
Itboof, one servant of Captain Smith's, and one Tiudul, or Corporal 
of tbo lASCatTL A supply of ammunition hod been sent for from 
the skirt of the w<»l os soon M the treopa came to tbo wall ; but 
from the distauw it oonld not be expeetad for Bomo Uino. Duiing 
which, Oiptoin Smith ordered the Europoana to fire thnir muskets 
now and then sguinst the pompet, aa woU to eoaTinw tho onfiiny 
that they were determined not torolinquiah the attack, as to divert tbo 
dinnccof their dLscovering tbe party with Bamanaig. whose arrival, 
too long delayed, had for aome timo ereated much doubt mid anxiety. 

At eight o'clock more ftUKnunition oaiae up. when tbo tiring of the 
field-pioco and iniiakotry reuawed again with great vivftaily, and waa 
enimlly rotnraed by tho enemy Soon after, tiring w« in 

the rear of the wall, and tiic aound of Ding Mabrjuiod echoed 
trem ovoiT l«vrt tff the wi>id i tbi* is the etioWul ahout of the 
SoTumrimd signilte^ tiio faith of their Prophet. 'Ilwy wurc *1* 
really ill the path, ndvancing at full paea j the trnopa of tlm ram- 
Ittrl were tlviii!* ami met f.hrir firv ; after which all roal^anM cpn^i , 
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1758 aud fiiminEinun, breaking down tbe gate, let in bin friends without 
Thfii'e i-emaincd three miles of the path to the town, bnt impeded 
with no more ddenoes, nor wore the tbieketa on either luind bo dqoe. 
The troops wero gntiierod, the Sepoys and Cofirefl who Lad kept 
haek oame on. and all proceeded to tlio town, which they foand 
abandonfxj. The reigning Rhoddy, and all hie people, hjui escaped 
into the hills, exuepting a few men who could not remove^ baTing 
been blown up witJi gunpowder intended to load a field-piece, which 
they wens dragging to the wnU in tho pasa. The delay of Rmna. 
Haig's jiuty ha>l tioen catiaod by the timidity of bis guides, who, on 
flome fright, left fcbewi soon after they entered the wood, to find their 
way as they con i d. Of 70 Europeans 4 were killed mid SS wounded 
in tho att4U!k ; Jlaiiomed Issoof wna shot through the arm. but, bind¬ 
ing up bts wound, continued on tho ground until all wne over. A 
grant nntiilKir of flcalmg ladtlers were found at the Rheddy's Loiiaft, 
which hail been prapaitd, and were lying in readinea for the Frcjioii 
to escalade Tritcliiiiopoly, when they aliutild sea the opportunity, 
rtio natives of this district have little reaeiublanoe with any others 
in the Carnatic ; tJicy have latge bleated bends, pot bellies, and sinnll 
liinliH. Tho elimnto » very onhealtiiy to strangera, imputed to thu 
natnre of tho <Tnitor, Tho detechment ccutinued in the town a 
week ; mid during thU short stay Ckptaia Smith, nU bis officers, and 
most of tbo other I'.iiropeoiis, fell ill. 'I'hreo coin^tauios of Sepoys 
with three good serjenntis were loft to protect the Teinstatod Eheddy; 
and the main body of the dotacbmotit rolumod to TritcUinopoly. 

Mr. Lully ftdL Beverely, nltbougb he did not acknowledge, the 
dj^graoc of his retreat Irum Tanjore, It cxaspijratcci the oatuial as¬ 
perity of hie difiposition, and inflamed idl lik prejudices and nnimo- 
mties,’* which, oontinually exprosaed in the keenest wreafims his ro- 
duudant wit could suggest, had rendered him odious to all 
itmn, to tbe imLlvcs m in tbo coJuiijr\ to the squadron as to hln own 
army* In whSeb lie to Jiavo allowod capacity witli 21^ bo no 

oms. excepting tlits Count d'Estaigqa On fcLti other liAnd, no iiu- 
putatioiift wore ^pnrtHl by the woiunle^i, or tlioir iricnil^, wlii^U 
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caviid dggr&v&to his mortifimtioiui; Tiot ovou oowRpdiee ulthottgh 1T53 
the auppoBition lirosfl only from the atim which ho iwdved iii tho 
onset of the Tanjorino horBcinen. Being naiuntUy ^uspimoua, Aod ^«**«'*- 
equally inqniaitiTet he did not remain ignorant of thw nfports and 
ojiiniona j but for the present stifled his Tesentmeni^ in bojnos of 
tmeing them to principEde worthy of uotaeOj. whojo he suspected to 
be the first in the govermnent^ from tlicir adlierence to Mr Btnsey, 

These reproaches^ howe^'er, stlmukUd hja netivifcy to ebter imme¬ 
diately into tuition ; and* on hia amval at Pondicherry^ whilst ar¬ 
ranging with Mr. D'Ach^, he ordered Sauhinet to timreh with the 
GOO Europeans w^ho had opcampcHi with Soupire^s^ and were fresh 
men, and retake Trioomalre. But liofore wo oj on thiu new caim- 
pajgUp it is nece^sjy to review the events of Mr Bussy in the De¬ 
can ; and continue the ofTaira of Bengal to this perioti ; as mdi 
were at this time approaching to an immediatfl relution with the 
Operations of Ijotb natioua in the Carnatic, 

The force with which Mr. Buaay marcbed from Rajahmundnim 
in the beginning of the year, to rejoin Salabadjing at Aurengabad. 
Gou^idted of 500 Europeans* infoniTy and artillery* 200 Europeans 
mounted as Huasaja tui+l dragoons, 500U Sepoysi and 10 flcW-pieccss. 

They struck directly aertiaai the ootmtry, piiRsing through EJure, and 
proceeded iu a high roadp which had never before tjoen joaiched hy 
n body of European troops. The distanee by the pemuibulator is 
nearJy 400 niilea j which it is said they acrompyiilied in 2] daysL 
On their arrivnl at AuTeagnhsd, they enoimped on the western side 
of the city, and in the midst of four nraiiea : NbamjpJlyh from Bo- 
mt j the army of the Subalisliip, of which Nkamally had likewise 
as£inMod the coiamaiid ^ of Bassaulet Jfimg frnm Atloni ^ and tlie Mo- 
rattoes* now commffinds^ by Balagerow in iwraoii, who had come 
as nsual to take advantage of the donfusions in the goveninieirt* but 
had Kiispendcd hostilitien. 

Tlio approach of Mr Btiissy and his fonco, which was equal in 
eftjcao—tu any of the a^^nie^^ aiMpcnded all intrigues in attention to 
his conduct. He immediately visited Salabadjing with much tsro- 
monyp and treated him with eveiy mmb of res^pect and pUegianoe ; 
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1758 the next daj be wnt to Baln^erow, who met him half-way in a 
jpitdaed on purpose, find then conducted him to hb caimp, 
fliWt, tboy bud u kiijg ooitferencft. SbunnvAze KJum bad already 

iifikijd pemii$»OQ to exctilpA^o hinwlf in ]>Gmn i but Mr. Eru^ cdm- 
miiisjoiiod HydKijting \m priticipfd agient to receive hb comiutmicft- 
tions, in order, if puijaibleK to dbcovor bia riial practiftis or 
Tlie father of ttydejjimg waa gijvornor of MnauJipatAm when the 
FreJidi factory in ihat city waa confificuted in J 750 by the ordeiH of 
which he evitded the H^gour j and fifierwurda, when 
;he dty itsdf was ffiirprked by the armament aunt from Pondi- 
cheny by ,\tr, llgpleiic, h auppo&ed to liave connived at their 
fliKK-ga With these pretenmona, hb aon came, and tendered hii 
service to Mr. Busay at Qoloandah on hia first airivid there with Eul&- 
bftdjing from the Carnatic; when Hyderjung receivod a command 
in the Freuuh Se|ioya, m which he diaftmgiuahed Mmaelf \ but stiU 
more by his aagucity and address, until by degress ho liecanie the 
piindpal confident of Mr, Buasy, who, to givo him woight and 
dignity, obtained for him high titles from Suinbadji ng. nnd ovefl 
a patent of nobility from Delhi. From tiibi time, hia retinue and 
housaliold were establmhod with aiuiiptuL>iisness ; and he waa al^ 
Towed to keep a constant court or durbar in order to extend hia in- 
foniLFvtione ■ fmd Jagbires with other emoluoienta, suifidont not 
only to defray his expeneoa, but to establish his fortime^ wore llke^ 
wise conferred on lump aa well by j-vahilrjndjiiYg aa Mr Bimsy i Ids 
ponetnitinn aoon p^roeived that Slmniivmw KJiun, naturally tiinidr 
was frightened by Iho arrival of tbo French army j but that ho had 
been the aeeret spring of oil the uuscblef in whidi he bad oii^ 
gnged, from a persuairioTi tljat the qparatione i>f the wur declared 
between the two Eurojtcan nations wotdd have confined Mr Bussy 
to tli(f protection of the ceded provinces until its eonclusiun ; before 
which he hud no ilonht of estnlilisliing bis own mrangemento jo the 
government of the Decau^ too firmly to he iduikcri. But, HH more 
dHut^r in tha prewnt dreumatAncea mrvi ta be approliendecl fmn thi! 
WHFTO euiiadouM chorutcr df NbsaimiUy, Trho, bt^sudes the iwpect 
which wail jaid to ]ii« hirth.

interview continued with cabnneaa until Mr. Btusy advised Ninun-

" then BmiBanlet Jung bad bcon obliged to take it from him by the

Whether from real or pretended indigoataon, Xiaamally 
the day after sen t for Sbanavjme Khan, and rcproadiod him publidy 
n» the author of tbia advice : tbo next day, which was the Mth of 
Febimry, as Bassaulet Jung was passing on his elephant near the pa¬ 
lace of Salabo^jbt^- » masdeet In the crowd went off, and the ball 
passed through the houaiugs on wbidi Im was sitting: the man was 
immediately seiaetl.and being questiomid, Jsaid, he had been hired by 
SghfmavAJic Kliun and Ryder dung, with the promiM of MKM) rup 4 ^ 
toBhoot,Biw58aidot Jang- Tbo story was corried. with as much in- 
coberooce os it was piwaiiig in the city, to the camp of Rixamally, 
who, protending to beUovo the life of lu» brother in cknger, inountod 
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175S kis elopliaat, Jimt odviiuc^J with what tiwps wtrc ready to the dcslt- 
fwt Bate; but iilter aevetal luctieagoa which asaiired him that Baiiaaulet 
Jiing vrm fliiTe, he tvtqmod in the evening. The day nfler Btitanulet 
Jung went to the durbar of Salnbadjiug, fqinkc wtaTi diTig , and with ex- 
preesione of unusual difiteh-pect flung down the Honh It is eo mj-e m 
the manners of Indostan that any inflaoorum of wonja or geatuie 
posses amoQgnt equals, and stiU mom from an inferior, that the offi¬ 
cers present in tho dnrbar fiinned sinister conjectures of these animi^ 
aities amongst the brothers ; and although the few, who reason before 
they believe. Imputed the musket-ball to ehanen, and the confetmou 
of the umti to snbomatioii, yet the troops even in Salabadjing's camp 
were persunde^l that ho had been employed, if not by B^navase 
Khnn, at least by Hyder Jung. Mr, Sussy saw the general odium te 
which this prejudice, if not removed, woald exrpose himself and all hla 
nation, and suggested a means of recondliatiott. The seal wajj sent 
back to Bassaulet Jung, but an ofiioer, who was n dependant on 
Hyder Jung, was appointed te keep it in a sealed bag, and to bo pre¬ 
sent whenever it was used.

the French gaTTiwo. of which he eent advices, oflhriag to sorrender 
the pl«0) to the Presidency of Modress; and requesting them to send 
a large detachment, which he intend^ to join wkh hjs own 
fercee, and take tho four provinces; which tho trench had obtain^ 
frem the Subah of the ; but finding that no trooi» could be 

spared from the Carnatic, be now made the eome prepOMi. to the 

Disney of Bengal, where tho project reeme d dd^vo orcbii^ca! 

to all but CUve.^ However, nothing Muld be dotetmiocd Ulore 
the month of September, when ships might qmt nver, ai^ the 
intentions of Mr. Dally would probably be aacertomeJ- 

Tho real slate of the English aflaire in the Carnatic cotdd bo no 
looser conrealed in Bengal, and required more complaren^ than 
the^vomment of Calcutta had Hitherto shewn te the mclmations 
of Joffier, who regarded the onrreMO of their d«tn^ with 

«eretjoy as tho redpmi>tion of his own liberty. Ho would 

diatdybavo gratified his iavourite vnngeanre agamst Boydoolob. if 
^ the 
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tho di^ELtCDi oi Ilk troops lor waul of pay Imd uoi renderEd it 
dapgeioufl to givo them simh & pretence of tumult, baJbrc they were 
sntj^fid. Ill other pointa of the govorntoent he wna ohaerved to 
aa^unie a utennsr mr of autborityj, and told ono of hia iaiTouriU^, who 
betmyod the coavoimtioii, that if a French foM should come into 


die province he wpukl Hjsaigt theiE 4 unless the English roleoBod him 
from eJl Lfaelt chiim.^ of money, temtory, and exeniptioD& 


Clive hod expected this ehange in the KAbob'x conduct^ becuuHij 
he knew it to he none in his mitid j nndi, in order to prevent Kttn ^ 
lit leaat for a while, from committing any oxoessee in hiB capital, 
wdl as to exhibit the appearance of nnion and cordiality to tho 
public, the preddoDcj invited hifu* ns on a visit of pleasing, iinJ, 
an u compliment to Clive on his accDplaucs of the government to 
piisa some days at Caloutto Mr, Watta was deputed to give the 
invitfttioEu The Nabob saw tiio drift, and hofritated, hnt at Jength 
consented ns soon aa hia biwife should come from Do™. They are 
a magnificent fleet fcef.t at a great espeooo for pomp and nmtiseineot 
and tho Nabobs with hia family and women, every year paaa n 
month in them at thia BOEiaDD, when the CoftnimbuKir river is higbeffr. 
They eome from Dacca, decked and sdomeii, and rettim thither na 
soon ns the festival is over, to remain uaeJess until wanted for th& 
aame occadon in the nest yoar. 

Scrafton^ aftor Cbve loft Musaclavad, had attended to the preser- 
Vitioii of Itoydoolub in his office ; but tho Ekigli^h thenkselve^ had 
unwittingly planted an engine^ which waa uususpeotedly under' 
mm 1 Tig all hia ^notoctione. Nuncomar had accompanied tho mmy 
to Fatno^ and as a Oentoo vary oonven^ant in the rovonuoa, wm 
employed with confidonoB by Roydoolub. When the payTuont of 
thetdneawB given by the Nabob at Rajamohal bog^m to faii">o os- 
pounded to Colou^ Cliye the fallacy of the escuBeSj^ i^id proflfbretlp 
if he were empowered to act aa tha ogoat of the Englkli, supported 
by the authority of tha Nabab's government, to find summaTy 

rocovering tho amount, or of substituting equivalent [M^'iunuta 
C^ol CHve not fo™eeiagtho end, employed liim oa he had pro¬ 
pped, and without the repugnance of fioydooluk Nan^.^omar, *ei 
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fail first measure, threatoiied Ilia Rajah of NudileaL with imprkon- I 
ment, who, frightened, fled to Calcutta* preferring to trust himself" 
to the clemency of the ELaglieh. This esordae of authority, neitber 
diwvowed nor disapproved, immediatoly placed Kuncomar in that 
ctaispicuoas station of ter«r, which is the object of auibitioii in 
India* aa tho certain mcana of wealth i but knowing that the prac¬ 
tices by which ho was to niwke his fortanu oould not escape the anga- 
fiity and erperieuce of Koydoolnb, ho now bociune na apprebensiva of 
bis cotronl. ae he bud basn hitherto BoUdtous of his foveur, and cant 
about to aeocind tha NaboVo inteatiou of romoving him from the du- 
aimy. Scrafton suspected the views of Nunconiar, whioh detoired 
ym from conferriiig either with the Nabob or bia eon* but ho held 
nightly meotlDga with the emissary in wlioni they most confided, and 
represenbod that the BngUah would no longer interfere in any atraDgo- 
inente which the Nabob might think proper to imke in bis govern¬ 
ment, provided they received the bolanoes of the treaty rocmies, which 
he undertook to see regularly paid His argumaate were at this june- 
iuro the more wefeome. because Roydoolub wutinued to evade the 
furaiahing of money for the demands of the army, whoso impatience 
had obliged the Nabob to diaburaa a part of lus gold, which was. aa 
usual, tteasnred up ngalnsfc extremity. Tlie achemB would out have 
been void of ristiuo. if Nuneomar and others had not estranged the 
powerful houto of the Seats from the iateraste of Roydciolub, by re¬ 
presentations, that they would bo called on for money to supply the 
Nabob’s eiigoaclre, if Roydoolub continued to delay tire stipplira 
frcaa the revenues. On the 24th RajahbuUubi formerly meoUoned 
in tho reign of AlUvenly, as frthor of Kissoudim oud donu to Now- 
ftsis Mabomod, who bod hold'm appanage tho gorermnent of the pifr 
Vince of Dnoca, was appointed duau to ttoerum, and on tiw SGth 
iteydoolub woH ordered to deUver over to RaJabhuUub Urn acromite 
and superintendanoe of that province. Roydoolub saw the whole ei- 

iMit of hw dimger nnaipectedly and at once, itod iimnediately requ^ 
ed hsovo to retire with bis firoiily and effecti to Calcutta. Tho Nor 
bob conwtitod. but Meetum refimd, until he biwl furnished a suiu 
sufficient to satiafv tho troops, Matters were in this state, when 
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Mr, Watts njrivBd on tho +tb of August^ with the invitation of tho 
conudl to tho Xrtbob, who of appearing Tmeoncemed in vrlint 

wa 3 to follow* coagentod to prtKJeed with him to Galeattru Tho 
boatsLr which w'ere now anived from Dciecft^ wore orderad to procoed 
and wait lit Atigadeepp whem the Nabob intonded to join them, after 
he had taken tho divcTBion of hunting in the island of Cotssinibimj, 
winch in the middle ia covered with jungleSp tlio repair of mnnjr deer 
and tigers j but this amusement was only a preteitt to retnoIrL witliin 
isdl of the cityt which be left on the 6tb* accotupoided hy Mr, Waits. 
Two da 3 ra alier bis departure bis aon Meenim ordered a body cif 
broo)> 3 , who were dompurlng for their pajp to go and domond it of 
Koydoolub They snmodnded and beset the enclosures of his houaop 
which were spacious i and Eoydoolub liad gatherod a coiiaideriLhlfl 
namber of his own troops, amongst whotu were eome European de- 
serbereL Mr* Scraftou arrived at lioydaolub’^a houao before imy blood 
was shed, ptevaded on both sid^ tu remain ijuiet^ until he could 
inform Mr. Wali% who was. then bolting with the Nabob at 
rob, 14 miles to the south of the city. The Nabob pretended to know 
nothing of wbot was passing, and authorised Mr. Watte to bring away 
Roydoolub. Ha arrived in the city just in time to save his life ^ for 
MeeruiDp appiobensivo of pne^'antion, had ordered tho troops to achffl 
his person at any risque; and Eoydoolub had prapored a dose of poison 
to preveat tho indigzutj, Mr. Watts and Mr. i5i!r&[lon imniedia^ely 
put hini, with a few attendants^ into his boatSp and accompanied him 
with a party of Sepoys in others ; they arrived at Calcutta before the 
Nabob* who 'a'uited at Hughley until Clive and moat of the ooundl 
paid iheir respects to him there. He then proceeded with them to 
Calcutta, wUera ho was cntertaiiiGd for sermul days with pomp and 
festivity. He set out ou his return to Muxadavad on the £lst of 
August, and arrived there on the first of Sopt ember JDuiing bis 
absence, Mocrxiin hod contmued guards over the house of Boydoolub 
and of bis three brothers^ ol] of whom had empleyments in the ns- 
venue. Mr. Haatingip who hgul succeeded Mr . Scrallon aa the agent 
of the preaidenvy at the aty* was ofiraid of giving oSence to Llie 
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N^abob, if ho should employ the English troops At Cosslsibuz&r to 1758 
protect them, end was equally imwilling to lulviae Roydoolub’a family 
to remove without this aid, lest the ivumen idiDuld be stopped, and 
the Lnsalt produce a fray between their retinues, and the troojts by 
which tliey wera beset; bub the repeated r^squests of Clive iit length 
prevailed on dia Nabob to permit tfaoLr departure, and they set out 
for Calcutta on ibo liitli, esi>ortc5d by a guard of Euglisb fioldiflHL 
The next night but one the city was oLimied by a now tnmulb 

On the 4:th. of Soptomber in this year» began the Moharrani, or 
fir^t month of tho Mahometlan year, of which the firat ten dayi? are 
espoeially eonaeomt-ed to devotion. The palaces ol the Nabob and hh 
son Meomm Etogd on the western bank of the Coecdmbtiznr river, but 
at some difitanco from each other. On the night of the ISth of Sop- 
temherp which was the Dth of the Molmrmia, the Nalboh went to 
bis son's in a boat^ and obsorvod the Bhore crowded with a much 
greater number of ]>CDpie than usual. Beturning in bis palanMn^ ha 
stopped to pay hb devotions at the principal mosqno of the city, and 
had previously ordered hb generalp Coja Kaddee^ to station a suM- 
cient number of troops to keep off the populace * but, on entering 
the enclosure of the moaquo, found it filled and surrounded by Sepoys, 
amongst whom warn sevond Jemautdars beloiiging to Coja Mnddee, 
who, instead of the asued respect, kept their seatfi within, whiljat 
their soldiery thronged tumultuously about the Nabob, and prevouted 
his passaga He, neyortheless, suspecting no daugcr, was endeavonr^ 
ing to get through theim until quo of the spies, who, as usual, at¬ 
tended liLs per^n, returned out of the crowd, and told him, that 
Coja HadJee bad armed all his own troops with aome bod intcntiqn ; 
on which the Nabob waited until all bis own retinue hod gathered 
a1>ont him, and in the mean time many iDaro wore coming from the 
polocca The Jemautdoru of Coja Haddeo then roao and went aw^ay 
hastily, and their soldiers Ukowieo dispersed 

The next morning a Jemauidar of another division of the army 
informed the Nabob that Cqa EEnddeo bad armed hU soldiery, and 
naseiublod them at the pavilion, with the intqntian of killing lum in 
the tumult of A fray, which, in the night, might nppeiLr accidenta], 
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1753 between them and the Knbobe guntd : prosaatly idler, unotUcr dfi- 
(sr who Imd served in the diviflon of troops copunandod by Eoydoo- 
lubp came Ip, nnd Bsid timi Eoydaolub had mn% a bill of vxchaziga 
from QdemtU for two beka of mpeta. which wm to bo [wid by Moor 
Aliee, ope of Ills d^poncbub^ to Goja HaddoOji who waa to diatxibttto 
thifl money anioa^ th& troopa* to induce thaio to Hso under jjretcnoo 
of demanding their arreara^ when they wera to Etiirrotind and cut off 
the Nabob. Tho Nabob, urithoiit farther ewmnaEon, dismissed 
Ooja Uaddoo frotn hb service, with ordera to leave the dty, and ap- 
pointed Mahmdee Cawn, a Pihhn, to the poal of Buxejj or captain 
general of his foircea. 

In thb Hwinnor was the stoiy rebtod rni the second day after tho 
tumult at tbo pavilion by tho Nabob bimgijlf to Mr. Hastings j imd 
tho very day after it Impponod, Rajah Binderbimcb one of Roydoolab's 
brothers, bt a private cemfetenca on this aohject^ told Mr. Hastings, 
that tho troops then BS^emblc^r were at his derotiaiL This augge^iioiL 
induced Mr. Hastings to believe tho accusation against BoydcKilab i 
bnt Cfolcmel Clive fiuapacted, and ordored stricter enciuiTyK lu the 
tnean time^ the Nabob had informed Mr. Hostings, that ho had 
got pagJW»sioii of a letter written by Roydoolub to Cqja Haddee, 
in which Mr. Watts and Mr. Scrafton were mentioned b& having 
consented to their project of deatnoying him 3 bnt ho rofuaod to give 
a copy of the tetter until he saw Mr Watts and Mr. Semfton. Mr 
Hastings represented the implicatioii and indignity of their eoming to 
bo confronted with such an accusation; on which the Nabob re- 
quested him to writOr and sent one of his own officers to CaJqutta, 
to noquest that they might be sent, in order to Bottle a new scheme 
be had projected for discharging the monies for which be had giv^ 
tuncaws on the provincefl. Before this he had paid the aTrears 
due to the troops under the immediate command of Coja Haddee, 
which wero ISOO home, and had obliged them to quit the province 
in difforont tumds by dittereat roiits ; but Coja Haddce bimfielf was 
enff^red to remain in the dty until the I Itli cjf October, when he was 
parndtied to deparik acconqiuiiind by horsemen, and with assur¬ 
ances that he should receive hq Lajury^ provided ho mised ao dis¬ 
turbance. 
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iurbonce^ A few d^jB after, Ibe Nalwjb wn£ laformeil tkfttMr Waiti 17SS 
ODiI Mr Scmflon were not likely to cotdo t* lilm, on whicb bo 
livered a copy of the letter imputed to Hoydooliib ; and* iJthongb lio 
Imd before wkid it had T>ecn intcuwpted^ lie now eonfessed that 
ilia son Meemm had obtoioed it from Coja Saddcc, ou a pTumise of 
rocouciliatiou. The letter ** ej:hDrt« Coja Hiiddoo to carry the affair 
" m wMeh be ia engs^ed into inrmiedmte cxeeution. Roydoolob will 
** be with liim La time j hae written to Meer AH i to aupply the ex- 
** i has half engaged Held Coeuim Ally Xlijui, and loa'^ea it to 

the discretion of Coja Haddee to bring liini OTor entircTy ; will 
“ assuredly comply with what was agreed upon between blnMlf and 
“ Coja Haddee; haa gamed tbo concurretnie of Colonel Clive by tho 
« in&atLS of Mr* Wrttta and Mr, SoraJloTU and has taken the dis- 
charge of tho tuncaws^ and the orimm of the Nabob^a anny upon 
** biicwself^^ The caution of Eoydoolub during tlio confedoracy against 
Surajah Dowlali^ in which be never veniurod to write, or even to 
send a mnssagCj rendered it aenrccly probabJe that be ahould thus 
throw Idiru^if into the power of Cuja Baddce^ on pretencee be knew 
to be dctitioujS; and it was still more absurd to suppOHO^ tbatt bvmg 
in Calcutta without means of escape, he should daro so heinous a fal- 
aity against Clive, whose scvciity he had leanied to dread as much 
as ho respected hb protectioiL CUvo ri^^lcd the letter aa a for¬ 
gery of^ the^l^Abobb and bis son in order to exasperate hiin against 
Eoydoolub, whoiu* if he should not punish niore severely^ they ex¬ 
pected at least be would turn out of Calcutta, when they might plun- 
d(ir him, without controul, of his weaJtb, OpS tho rttnsom of liis life- 
But on the other hand it appeared strange that they should produeo 
a lettor, which, if not true, might be easily dh^rovod by a strict 
mninatian of Cnja Haddoc on tho whole aeries of his connexion wdtb 
Koydoolub. Tlkelr permisaion of Coja Hoddee's depATlui^ tsos already a 
strong indication of their apprehension of this te«t, and a few dayt 
after came news, that bo and several of his followers hiul been killed 
in a fpity with the tmopa stationed at RajnhmahftJ, under the com¬ 
mand of Daud IQmn^ who was the Nabob's bmther. His head waa 
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brmigh^ to MinadAvid Bud vieired with tuuth cdtuiploocufo bj tb® 
Niibob ftpd bia son. Stiil it remained to exiunlno Seid Coarim Ally 
Khan, and Moer Atli \ but at this time the forooB of the Ei^liah 
fiidenc!^ wci'o so much dimiiibhe<l by an armamout sent out of the 
river to the provinco of CtiicaeoJej tbat it heeauie nocessary not to 
proi'oke l.hn Nabob, by problag tho igadmiay of hii conduct ; of 
HvhiUi Cliv'e had acquired a 5u^lidcnt firoo^ by a letter written in 
hh own htmd to Nuucoiuar at Hughleyj offeiipg him a titlo and 
jaghire, if ho would bring the adkir of ROyduolub^H letter to a ^^ood 
end: it \t™ tbere&ro doemed impradotit to in filet the reproanh ha 
disfier\'nd; but CHve told him, that if he gave cor to such tales, 
there would ha an end to oil rordideuoe between Lhu and the Englieh 
smitotL 

Farther letters liad bcpn received ia Anguatr from the Kajah Anua- 
dcrauze ; and otlier advicea, which weto not vciy coirocb gave eomaec^ 
count of the disoorda between Mr. Busfty and Nlzamally at Anjaiiga- 
bnd. Aiiuiidcrati^a repeated mnre earn cat! y, and with greater eoufi- 
donee, hb request of a body of ttnop^j to drive the French out of the 
ceded provinces, and do w proposed, ob equally fE^ibb, tha reduction 
of Mftflulipatftm. Lettcra of tlie same purport emno at the sutue time 
from Mr. Briatol, who had been t ho agent at Cutteck, and had proceed¬ 
ed; from thenen to Tngej^m ^ had virited Anundemuse on the way, and 
WB5 tweived by Idiu with much good-wIlL A few daj-a afher arrived 
odvicea from the prcddency at Mndrass of tho second eugngoinent 
between the squadrottfi on tho Jhl of August, with their opinionp that 
the French ships weits bo much disabled tliat they must return to their 
ifllandfl te befoio they ventured auiiiUier; that the Fr^ch army 
was before Tanjore, and that Mr* Buasy wua oft his march from Hy-

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No one doubted that Mfcdmfla would bo bojiiefod m booh ns tJio 
monaoon bad flant tho aquadrons oiF tbo oCMlob if reinforcajoeiila slioald 
not arrive boforo; but Clive did not eater tain the Bunnifle th^t it 
oouM bo tekon wliilat it bad proviaiono : and m troops wore known 
to bo on the way fram Euglanfl, if the abipa in wbiuli they were w- 
barked should lose their paasaga in tbk yfjnr. they would probably 
arrive in the first montba of tlie noxb. Nevortheli^ it w^ 
caiy* if poiaiblo, to iJle^'iile the inequality botweao the JtDgliaL, and 
French force in Ct^rgiMinbL 

But the preferooco which «aoU of the Oonipany's presidend^ was 
naturally incHaed to glvjs to iU own safety^ ag tha only ground on 
which the property and fortunes of tho whole ooinmuuitj wera esla- 
bliflhod, auggnsted apprehonaioikai that in the amno mannar 

a^ it bad been treatett by the presidency of Calcutta would. wliaU 
werur might be the oeco^ity of Bongtib detain, on their own a^jrviuaj, 
whatsoever troops might be eent to their Auaistancei audi although 
little was to be iminefllately ap|>reheiided Ln Ben^ from tho French, 
yet the intii'e estrangement of the Nalioh. and the hejEord oi all that 
remainod duo from hlin; were to be expected. If he aaw tho English 
fort® too considemhly diminiahed. without the immediate power of 
recall, to oppose cither hia own attempta againat them^ or to oBml 
tbo assistance be might want, whether in the maintenunoe of his au¬ 
thority flgaingt his own aabj^ta, or tho of his territoiy agawist 

forieipi cuemiefli. 

In consequence of tijoae condusions, it waa detenniued not tg send 
a body of tiiw>ps to Mndraw, but to oniploy nil tliat ooold ■with pm” 
deaco be sporei in oooisert with Mimderauw, Bgaiast tbo Frnich in 
tho ceded proviiiccsj which would either occasiob a divaTOOn of Uicir 
troops in tho Coxnatic^ or, if they ncgloiited this AieieUnce, would 
deprive fcbain nt oupo of they hod nequirod by their long con.” 
iioxion witli the Subsh of the thjena ; and, lest any dan^r duiiDg tbo 
exp^tion should threaten Bengnl, the troops weru only to obey the 
inmediete orders of Calcutta,

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17The co^dpct oftbe expedition commiUed io Llentcnani'Cci- 
Fordcj whOp on the invitation of the preaidencj to take tha 
camiOaHr} of the finny in oa^ofthe departure of Colonel Clivcp had 
quitted the king's service In Adlemron^a regiment^ imd arrived from 
the cosiEi ia the month of April Mr. George Groy was aent to doh* 
tinue the courso of intelligeiica at Cntteck^ and Mr. Jokn Johnatone 
ufaa diap&t&bed in the Mermiud filocp to make the noeefisary prepara- 
tioafl in concert with Atnindaraiize at Tizisigiipat&iii. The force 
allotted for tho expedition wne 500 Europeans, incliiditig the artil- 
leiy-men, 2000 Sepoys, Etnd ) 00 Liacara : the nrtiUeiy were mK Add- 
piecefl> the beat hnm abc-peanderB, six 2Apouadm for balteryp a 
h^^itss, and an elglitrinch mtirtar. Eighty thousand rupees^ and 
4000 gold mohora^ oquivalont to 60,000 rupees, were the military 
ebe^t for immediate exponoea. The embarkation waa mnde on three 
of the Company's oblpa lately arrived from Enrope* on the Thamoii 
a private ship of 700 tona, with two of the pCot oloopfi of the riven 
The Thames likcwfae carried a great quantity of provisioiia intended 
for Mndmss, whither ahe was to pnxieod os soon as tho pi^ent Eorvim 
woqld pmnit By altercations in the eouddh for the meaanre was 
too vigi^rotis to be accoptahie to all of them^ and by ddnys in the 
equipment, the vasseLs wm*g detained in the river until the end of 
September Their departure left the English force in the province 
borsily equal to what they carried away.

1738 dace the fort of Arooti to whom Timwiy Biurondored in the way 
without reaistiiDCO ; and bcfonj bo omTod at Arcot, Bajalisahob had 
*' ffliccwdod in a negotifttion with the Naboh'o keUidnr to deliver up the 
fort on an inaigniflant capitulatiou. Blr, Jjilly, thinking that tlie tak¬ 
ing posscflnion of the citadal of the capital would magnify hia reputa¬ 
tion in tio province, rcHolved to roccivo the Burrandcr in penwn, mid 
made hia entry into the fort on the 1th of October, under the dia- 
cliai^ of all the cannon and dispatched orders to FouUicherry 
and the other French gairuone to proclaim the iU!<itiiBitioii with the 
aaiae ostentation. 


The Preaidency of Madmss saw in these operatiana nothing hut 
what they exj^eotod would have happened immediately after tlie fnil of 
Fort Sh David - and the proaervntion of Chinglapet, if in thoir power, 
gave them morn iiolicitude, than the abandoning of oH the other 
furts tr^ether, whicli the infuriority of their force had left them nu 
tneanfl of prcaarving. At the request of tho ranter of Chinglapet, they 
had sent two companies of Sepoys to gnaid this fort, whilst his own 
man with arms were employed in protecting the harveata, and the 
Kime number of Sepoys were sent at the same time to garriaon 
ConjevenuD- TowBide the end of August a lieutenant was ap- 
pointed to eommand those in Chinglapet, and carriod with him an- 
other company. On the 14th of fteptemher arrived tlio company's 
Khip Pitt, of 60 guna : she aniled fifom Englnnd on tho 6th of March 
together widi si* other, undijr the convoy of tho Grafton of 70, 
and the Sunderland of 60 guna, coming to roinforco Mr. Pococke’fl 
squadron : on board of tlioae ahipa were embarked 900 men of the king's 
troops, eiuhotlicd in a regimEnt under the command of lien tenant oalo* 
nel DrapcTi who with Major Brercton, and I (10 of the regimen t, 
and lauded from on tioanl the Pitt, hut 30 liad died on the pas-sagn of s 
et>nt#i^on, then tadlod tho Brest fever, which bed p&aied during the war 
from tho French marine into many English ships. The troops which 
in the Pitt, arid the expectation that the other ships with the 
rest ’trould arrive heforci the tihaiigo of the monsoon, enconrogod 
the P^idency t« mud four oompauie^ more of Sopoya to Ching- 
tnpat ; thia reinforcement itto|>j'ed the march of conaideniMti dc- 
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lauluniiiit, ivluub set out on tho iMh from Cwikdgoly to atuck 175S 
Ihiit pliice, where, immediHitely after, mrivod the tw<j companies of (j,(obB7. 
fjcpop from Omjereram, retreatmg ns bqoq ns Trivatom wnn rc- 
ducod. ITiegairifiOD, now comaiating of nine compuniefl, was deaiiiod 
almosit fluffident to mnintam the fort, until relieved from Mndnwa; 
and cafitain Bichaid Smith wnd appointod to take the c^mand, and 
with him wore aent two compaisaioiiofl officers, a flerjeant, a c3or- 
pomlp (md 12 EuTopeati gOTioerEv eod two fleld-pioci^; ao that tho 
wbob number of EnTopono^ indodiiig the Btirjeaatfj of the Sepoys, 
were thirty cbot 3 en mon, and captain Smith was ordered to defend 
the fort at all ovoBttt and extrmnifciea On the 2otii, the iqnadron 
commanded by Mr* Pocooto mchoiijcl in the road, having executed 
ft Mcret commisaion which liEul detained him ah this while to the 
southward, and hftd given rise to a variety of erroneous roporbt and 
ooiyeetures. The Presidency on the Soth of Augu&t had finally ce- 
Holved to iticaU Major Calliaud from Tritchinopoly, with all tho 
European HCjldieiB and Cofirccs in the garrison^ excoptmg suth as 
Were in tho service of the artillery» or annaxed to the Bopoyft Cat* 
lieud, just aa he was ready to march, received mteliigenoB on the 
5th of September, that a very large ficot of English shipH wore arrived 
at Ajengo there ^ which, although doubtful, joquired him to suspend 
bia departure nntii more oortain ad vices* whieli he roeoiviMi an the 
loth, and the next day h^sm hiH marci wi^ih 18t> Europeans and 50 
Coth^ees, leaving, according to hia instructionsj the commaEid of the 
garrison* in which were now iudiidod the 2000 Sepoya brought by 
Mahomed Issoof Irom Tinivelly, to cftpUin Josoph Smith. Hm 
detaclunEmt marching through tho Tniijoro country mot every kind 
of asBiiitAnco in their wayj and on the 23d embarked Ibom Nc^a- 
patani on board the Bijuadron, whicli arrived two days after b 4 Madrasa, 

This reinfoTwmonJt inurc&sed the unmans of protecting CliingLipet i 
and four mono field-pieces*, ivith a oomplcme nt of Lannuii to work 
them* were sent thither on the 2d of October 

Mr. lAUy at length saw the importance of this place, which, 20 
days before, ha might have takon by escalade in open day* and resolved 
to uiMch agahiiit it with Urn whole force or hooh rs ha had settled Moine 
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in tlia gnv^nmipnt of Ar^at, and fche luijacscnt cauntrioa. 

In the mean time hh commurucedon with Chiiiglapot was opened by 
the pCHseflsioii of CoTnopauk and Conjevefam, which hia cI^itaebmeDta 
found ev-acaated But hie late aoquieitiona had not hitherto rcimbuiwd 
the expencee of the ficidp nor DstablUhed hia erodit to borrow ; po 
that his treasmy conld barely supply the pay of Lhe aoldiora, and 
000 Id not pro¥ide the other [naans af putting tho ftreny ia motiDiip 
And nil that the government of Pondidieny could immediately fur- 
nifih WES 10^000 rupees : pretandizig thcrofore much indignation at 
this disappfiintmatii^ he diatriboted fciie troops into vniioiLs oantoH' 
meats, and returned himseU; accompanied by lln Busey* to Poudi- 
cherrj*^ where aa usual lie imputed the failure of hiw inteutious against 
Cliinglapct to the mjaniauagements of the Com|HLny% ad.ministi%t{oiL 
Notwithstanding his deep animaaity to Mr. Buaay, rospect to the dia- 
tinguifllied character of this officer confined Mr. Lally to tlie obsar^ 
VADcea of public civility; which imposed on no oni?, m he had ataM 
more publiekly expresaed hia reel opinionsi. The mnk which Mr 
Bussy held at this time wus only that of lieutenant colona] j rtnd 
bcaidaa Mr, SoupiFo, who wus n major general^ six of the officers or* 
rived from Franco were oolonols^ who of course must command 
biro on aU servicea when acting together. The colonelst s^enfiibtii 
of the arlvantages which might be derived from liis abilltiesi, and his 
experience and reputation in the country^ and how much the op- 
pertuniticQ would be procludcd by the proaent inferiority of his 
rankf ilgnod a declaxation* requBtsting^ on tboso coaaider&tiona^ that 
he might be appointed a Brigadier Oeneral^ in supersessiou to them- 
aelvcs, which would plooe him next in commiuid to Mr, Soupire. 
The public Zeal which dictated this request, oonforrod an mnob 
honour on those who mode it, aa their testimony on Mr. Busay. 
Theirmomea. highly worthy of reenni on this occaadon, were mostly 
of uciant and noble descent \ D'E&taign, de Landlvisiau, de la Foire. 
Bretueil, VerdiorCj and OriUon^ Mr. lAll y could make no olgcetioiip 
but witb hia usual asperity iioputftd tha complimeat to Ibe influence 
of Mr, moaej, iniito&l of bia reputation. 
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The ApprecLch of tho storiny i^otiisoon warned the English atj^ujulrtm 1753 
to qmt ^0 c 5 C(flst i juid Mr. Pocockes ae on all other oceaeionN of con- 
eeqnenoej. consiulted the Presidency on the security of Madru^a dar¬ 
ing his altisnce. They were of opiniDii that tho oneniy^ if at nil, 
wcfuM not attack tha town before the rains iiiw! oeasadi which gone- 
rally ImppeiiEi aboni the end of KovwAqt^ and had no doubt of de¬ 
fending it until rcinfatnemeiiU ahonld arrive^ or the squiidron retnnL 
Bat as the latanass of the BBason might deter the ships expected from 
England from ventarlDg on the eoast until tlie month of January^ 
they requested Sir. Pococte to lend the marines of the squadron j with 
which ho ewmplied without bedtatioiL One hundred man were 
landedp and on the 11th the squodrou weighed anchor and ^ed 
for Bombay. 

Mr. Moracin, having purposely waited at Neloro until the end 
of SeptembeTj then began his march with the detachment loft to Ha 
Coro by Mr, Busayp and was accompanied by Ks^eabulla with the 
troops of hifl goremment: preceeding through the woods and [Donn- 
tains of Bangor Yatcham r^adgne, they arrived ut the Plogoda of 
Tripotty on the nth of October, the day on which the great annuo! 
ft>aat h^n j wliieb lasts S5 daya They were hero joined by Abdtjl- 
wahab Cawn, with his Lmopa from Clmnderghcrry : thoy govn no 
disturbance to the pUgrims^ hut summoned the ten l£ir to dismiss his 
guards and deliver up the avenueSp who, not ha>idnga force sufficient 
to Tnake any effectual opposition^ made proposals to rent tlie love- 
nne of thlSr and the ensuing feastH, froni the Frenchi om the e&me 
tenuB as he had hitherto held them from the English government, 
and tendered a sum in band, which Moracin Eucepiedp and confrrmed 
him in the employment. Then leaving a port of his detachmont to 
guard this valuable ooquiaitionj he proceeded on the l&th with tho 
rest and the troope of No^oabulla, to Arcot, through the country of 
Bomrauze, wfao^ inetcod of oppo^ng their pukssago^ paid them a viait. 

But Abdul wahabt mudi offended that tiie management of the pago¬ 
da, which had «□ long been the object of hie wishedp wiLS not gnuited 
to himself, retired with his troops to Chiuide>|[herry.

The deshitanee of Mr. Latly from nuircldiig agaimjt Clnnglnpet 
afrcr the rediictiDn of Aroot, gave the Presidency of Mmlntfia cpeou- 
mgeniejit and fippoi-tnnity to strengthen that place more effeetuidly. 
The pfljtizan Murzufabeg, havings elnce the French isncceaeej^j no 
employmont for the troo^fl he had levied ^ had brought the heat of 
thenir 70 hotse and 200 Sepoys, to Chinglapet^ where they were 
tokeii into the company's pay ; and on the 30hh of October it was 
detennined to iiKreai&a the gnrrisoTi to UM) Europeans, and 1200 
Sepoys, to send several pieces of battering cannon, to lay-in three 
months pro^dsiona, and to repair the worka At tho Home time 
Captain Smith was recalled to Madrnsa, to serve in hia former cm- 
ployment of ajd-de-camp to Colonel Lawrence, and Captain Preston 
WBs sent to take the command of Ghing1ii|>et, which illness hod 
obliged him to quit Before bis arrival Captain E, Smith had de- 
tochod Mursafaljcg on the SOtb* with four companies of Sepoj'‘flp 
and fiomc of the hoisej to dislodge a party of the enemy^s Sepoyn^ 
who bod taken post in the village of Folipore, situated about two 
iniles from tho other side of tho PaJiar i MuTBafabeg attacked them 
ab day-break^ killed and wonnded 20^ dijsperBed the rest, and gathered 
OP of their mnsketSf which they had thrown down in their dgbt, 

Tho arrival of a vcsael at Pondicherry on the IStb, from Mao¬ 
ri tiua, which brought treasuTH, together with 100^000 mjveePi 
brought by Mr* Moradu from Tripotti, enabled Mr, Lolly to put 
the French troops into motion again : and, os tliB symptoms of 
the rainy season hung bock even nt tho end of the month, parties 
began to assemhlo at Carangolyr Salawauk,, and Conjevoram, and Mr, 
Lolly himaolf came from Pondicherry to Vandiwosh^ On the 2d 
of No’Tsmber 250 Europeans, lOB troopers, with Bomc black horse 
and Sepoys:^ marched from SaJawauk^ and took again si Foli- 
perCj, wbci^ they' wera joined on tho 5th by 400 more Euiopeam^ 
with sevoral pieces of battering cfinnau, and a mortar : mtdligenM 
of which cams to Madrass the nest day, a few hours after tho 
lust eenvoy of supplies had set out for Cliinglaiiet ; and oa the 
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raamtMiftHcq of tbia plnco depended on the rirrival of tkeae mp* 1758 
ptiee. it WAS resolved tlmt 1200 Earopomis And 1800 B6|JoyH, by far 
Ihc gtcftteat part of thegarrbon of Wadraas, shotild immediately take 
the field to cover them; of which one half, under the eoiumnnd of 
Lioutenant-ooluncl Draper, were to admnee aa far ns Vendalore, 
witluti 10 miles of Chingkpet; whilst the other, with Colonel Law- 
rence.wcj'B to halt at St. Tlmmaa'B mount, ready to fmpport Dra¬ 
per's division : they naurched on the 7th in the mornins j and tlio 
news stopped the Freneh troops at Polipore from crossing tho river, 
and the tnareli of a detachment advandiig from Conjeverom nndcr the 
command of Saubmet, both intending to intorcept tho convoy; which 
got safe into Chinglapet on the evoning of the ninth. Colonel Draper 
continued at Yendalore until the 11 th, when he reccivrf some in- 
telligcnco of tbo approach of the whole of the enemy’s army, on 
■which he marched back with hia division, and joined that with 
Colonel Inwrencc at the mount. 

Every day had proved tlie good eflects of re-establishing the pos- 
session of Chinglapet: for, under the protocUoa of this barrier, Die 
country behind, ■which is moro exteiisivc than the diutricU protected 
by Pondoiunlca and Tripasaour, continued to fiimish Madman with 
daily aupplica of all kiiids of proviriona and nocesBaries, by which 
the stock laid up in store to enatain the impending siog® saved ; 
and to preserve this Ijenefit hs long as possible, the troo^ia whiuh hml 
been sent abroad with Draper and Lawrence "wore nTdered to remain 
eocami^Miat the Uuunb nntil the last hour which might endanger 
the safety of their retreat to the town ; after whieli, aa the beat of 
external means to protmei the siege when cominoiiced, it was dc- 
tenninod to have o body of troopa in the field distinct from thtfio 
aJreiwly belonging to the garrison, which, if nothing more, wero to 
1 >o cgntinually employed in harassing the enemy’s coinvoys of stores 
and provijilonii. AjCcordingly a oontract, which had for some months 
lioen under dcKusaioii, was concluded with the agent of Momfirow 
for the service of 2000 Uonutoo horse, of which 500 were to ar¬ 
rive in 25 days, and the rest in 45 ; but as no sureties were PKcivod. 
the punctuality of this assistance could not bo relied on. The pro- 
sidoncy. thereforo, as a surer resource, ordered tlio rommandant Mn-

the rest were dispersed in the adjacenb districts^ who on the rcedpt 
of sume money Joined the army at the Mount; to which all the 
Poljgars to the northward of Madmsa were likowiaQ commanded to 
send their troops; but noneeanie: and the Fartizan Miu^&ibeg, 
having been refueed an intireaae of pay wbidi he demanded in thi*? 
honr of neceaaity^ wont o^ in the night with hia 70 horse and some 
of his Sepoys^ and took Eservlee with the French army at ConjeveraKU 

The troops^ of whose approach LL-Colonol Draper bad reodved 
inteliigence, were SOO irregnlnr Sepoys, under the command of an 
active adventurer named Lambert^ with part of the horse levied by 
Bajahaahebp who had been sent forward to plunder and terrify the 
country. They croaaed the PalioTpandon the loth^ appemred before 
Tripossoiir, and attacked the pettalip but were repnlsed at the hedge 
which surrounds it, with the loss of 20 meUp by the Peons of the 
renter, and the two companies of Sepoys statLoned in tho fort. 

Eut the French army were not in each readiness os the English 
imagined to commence the of Modraso.

Of the 
Engluh fon* oinbarked from Bengal, only 30 Europeaaa and a few 
SepoyH were utnnliug, who lunl hcen le ft sick at ^ uaigftpfttwBi j ao 
that there were in the field 470 Eurepem?, and 1900 SojKjya, The 
ILyii]i iiaJ 300 paltry homo, and 3000 foot., Boaio witti ankwnrd fire- 
arniit tliu rest with pikes and bow.% i but ho Iiad collected 40 Kitro- 
pcans^ who mniifigcd four field-piooes under tho oommand of Mr. 
Bristol ; besides which his own ireops liad snnift usalesa canfidn. On 
tlxe Otb, the EogliBli and the Rajnh'a army advanced and took poa* 
so^ion of u village called CJhambolEJ, on the high road likewise, 
within four milca of tho enomy. when oewrh deemed tho sitoation of 
the oUicr too strong to be attacked : on wliith Colonel Forde, an tho 
only means to draw the enemy from tberrs to a gmiEifal action, re* 
solved to march ronrid and regain the roR<l to Rnjabmiuidrmn in their 
rear, by pasBisg under the hills to their left, where the enemy could 
not derivo mnch advantage from their horsn Tlie Rajah approved | 
and on the 0th, at four in the moming, the English troops were 
in motion j but the Rajah's with their usual indoloneo not prepared 
to mareh, Near tho foot of tho billfl, about three miles to the right 
of tho rillngo of CbamboK was another called Condors, to gain 
which, the English troorpa haring filed from tho right, were bi 
march, when, at day-break, they heard a atrung cannonade townidB 
the Rajah's camp. It was fttua fi gnus, wliicb Mr. ConfloM. igno¬ 
rant of Colonel Fordo'a mareh, had sent on in the niglit, under the 
guidance of an intoltipsnt deserter, who had noticed a spot that boro 
upon tho camp ; auJ Mr. Couflana was fuUowing to support them with 
bis whole army nnd the rest of his field-artilleiy. The Rajrdi aent 
messages after messages, which mot the Engiisb troops returning to hia 
relief; and bis own, <|uickancd by tho danger, were removuig as fast 
M they oould out of tbe ru*eh of it ; and having, in much conlusicD. 
joined tbe EngUah, continued marching on with them to tho vUlngo 
of Oendore, where all arrived at eight o'clock. Tbo enemy, although

When arrivef! at the rilLigo of Condone^ ntmy was just m far 

before from tba FreBcti encJimpmetit at Galiapdlcij but witb better 
ground between, and viilago midway, wbicli would aiibrd a strong 
advanced posh Mr. Conflans imaginod that the English troops bod 
mnrehad from their encampment to Condore, in order from Lencs 
to take poBSOSftion of Ihis village, and in this pm^nasion cr^issod the 
plain to prevent them, with his whole array, and snocceiled in his 
wiah without mterruptioQ ; for Colonel Forde remained bahing at 
Condore, to regulnta his fntnre motions by the enemyMn Con- 
Anns imputed this Inaction to a consdonsneafl of inferiority, and now 
Imaginod that the English intended to march back to their encamp¬ 
ment at Chambole, to provent whieh^ be formed his linoi and ad¬ 
vanced in much hasto, and litt^ order. 

The French battalion of EinnopeaTi& was in the centre of the linei. 
with IS fiolil'pieccs, divided on their fianks, the horse; J500, were on 
the left of the battaiioii ; 3000 Sepoys formed the right wing, and 
the same number the left, and with each wing were five or six 
pieoea of cambrons cannniL The English army drew up with 
their Knropeana in the tjentre^ tho six fiuU-pieces divided im 
ibeir flanks ; the IdOO Sepoys were likewise equally diNudcd on 
the wings. Colonel Fordo placed no reliaaoe on the Rajah's in- 
fimtrj^ or horse, and ordered them to form kIooC and extend on 
each flank of tho Sepoys : oh this rabble kept hehindp but the rene¬ 
gade Enrcpenmi under Brisiob who managed the four lidd-pieoes 
belonging to the Rajah, ndvanoed, and formed with the division of 
artillery on tlie kft of the English battaliom Tho line having biid 
time, vaeilJ in exact order^ and hod advanced a mile in front of the 
village of Condorop during which, the enemy i^imonadcd hotly from 
all their guns. At length the Impetuoaity of tho enemy's approach 
who came on, out-roRrchlng their cajanon^ obliged the EngliRh Hno 
to ludt for action ; and it chanced that the whole of their hrtt- 
ialion stepped near aiid opposite to a field of IndLan oom, whiah 
WM grown ao tall that it entirely intercepted them from the enemy ; 
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but the SejiojH oa tbo wintJa were free in tbe pliiiu on each himd- 1758 
For what ropson Ls not known, Colonel Farfe haJ ordared Lia Sepoya 
to furl tbeir colonra, wliieh, besifJes tbo piindpal flag, bih aeverDl 
BmfJl banners to a oompany, lunl to lot them ky on the ground 
duriiig tb& iicti-on. 

Tbo Sepoya and horse of the enomy's wings greatly nutalretdied 
the wings of the English line, and came on cmK in n ourva to 
gain their flanks i the French battalion in tlio centre, in stead of ad- 
vandiigpareilol to where by the wings they might judge the centre 
of the E^lish lim would be, inclined obliqqoly to tlia right, which 
brought them beyond the field of Indian com. opposite to the English 
Sepoys on the lefl wing; whom from their rad jackets, and the 
want of their uaiwl bannera, they from tlie first approach mistook 
for the Ergliah battalion; reapeoting them ae Buoh. they halted to 
drose their ranks before they engaged, and then began to Era in 
platoons advancing, but at the distance of 200 yank, IfevertheJeas, 
tbie was sufficient; for tho Sepoys, Boetng themaedvea atttwked witii- 
out cover by Europeans in front, and the horse and multitude of the 
enemy’s Sepoya, gaming their rear, or cotning down on tbeii* flank, 
flcarcaly preserved eourage to give tholr fire, hurried, scattered, and 
without command; and then immcdiiLtiity broke, and ran away to 
shelter tlieniBelves in tlia village of Chamhole, and were fallowed by the 
nearest of the enemy’s horse. This snccess wna greater than even the 
confidence of the onemy expected; and several platoons of the French 
battalion were setting off to puisue them likewisi^ when they saw a 
line of men with Bhoaldored anus marebing &st and firm from be¬ 
hind the field of Indian corn across their way, to occupy the ground 
which the Sepoys bad abandoned. 

Colonel Fords had liecn with the Sopoys befoTB their flight, en- 
coinuging them to resolution; but saw, by the naual symptonui of 
trepidation, tint they wonid not stand the shock, which pre;>arcd 
him to order the judicious movement, which the officerB ware now 
performing with so much steadiness and spirit CAptaln Adnet 
commanding on the left, led the line, and m soon ns the lost files 
wore not clear of tliu corn, the word was given, when Uie whole 
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175S limited* iuilI faced at anoe^ in full front of the enemy. Tbia motiQn 
waft quickly esecuted ; for tlie foremoQt man had not mote than 300 
yaitla to marclk, and the tiold-piiaee^ were left lnobind. During ildji 
fthort inten'alp the French bnttulion wetc endeavdiuiiig with mucli 
buiitle to get into order again ■ for flomo of their pbioDns had advanced 
a eonaiderabte dktance before othem; and tbns tbo ftro of the Eogli^li 
tine commenced before the enemyVwfia rendy; it was gi^en in dt- 
viftiouA, that is, tbe whole battalion divided Into flvo, nnd liegan from 
Captain Adnet'a on the left, whicli wm within pistol shot, and bronglifc 
down half the enemy's grenadiers' the fire ran otij and before the time 
i:kjiio for Adnet’s eJL vision to repeat theiri, the wholo of the encmy'H 
line were in confufiion, and went about running fust to regain their 
gunft^ which they bad left half a mile behind thetn on the plalm 

Tbe ardour of the hbigbuh buttaLieu to pursue was so greati that 
Colonel Farde judged it boat h> indulge ft in the LtLStaiit, although 
not certain of the micceas of the Sepoya on tbo rights but concluding 
that the enemy's who were to attack theim would not con* 

tmue iong^ if they saw their £urop<»ins completely routed The 
order was given for the battalion to march on in foliowing diTiaiua^ 
tbe left leading. Nothing could r?pre^ their engemesB^ All marched 
too fost to keep their rankt eicoepting tlie fourth dlvioJon oommaaded 
by Captoia Yorke» who to have a reserve for the whole battaiiouj if 
broken, as the euamy had bean^ by their own impetuosity^ obliged his 
men to odTanco in strict ordsr^ The French battaUon rallied at their 
guns which were 13 in number* spread in difterent brigades^ or setn 
as they chanced to stand when kft by tbe troops advancing to the 
action. This artillery began to lire na noon as the ground was dear 
of their own troope; and killed some men, which only quickened 
the apjiroadi of the ddviftions to dose in with the gans^ of winch 
several bred when the brat division was within pistol shot^ and Adnct 
foil mortully wounded; but his men rufihlug on cirovc the enemy 
foom the guDs they attacked, and the other divitions foUowing with 
the same spirit, obliged them to abaadon all tho others. 

The day, il nut oompletety vidHiious, was at least secured 
from rsveriu by tlio pOSKasioii of all the eneiuj^s field artillery dt 
m for 
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for quick firing ; but tlicii cwnp, to which they wore retiriug. ntiU 
remarnod to bo atbicked 5 and Colonel Fordo haJteri until joined by IjHWfltaijcr 
bia Sepoys, and. If tlsey would come, by the Rajjrii'B tnoOpi 

The SepojB and horflo of tliO enemy’a right wing were in tlioir tnm 
panick^Btreck by the Are of the English battalion routing Uicir own, 
and all turned to giua the rear of the guns, keeping altMsf to the left 
of the English divUioos j and then W'ent off iigain with the French 
battalion to the camp. Their left wing of Sepoys heaved bettor, 
advancing to the use of musketiy against the English Sepoya of tho 
left, with whom tho battulion, wlion filing off to op^Kjae tho French, 
left the three field-pveoca of their right; and tho Saptiys, encou- 
fliged by tJiia assistance, tho ardour of tlie Europeans marching off 
and tlie spirit of their o?m cojnmiuider Gaptoin Knox, maintained 
their ground, facing and firing in various directions behind tho 
hanks of the rioo fields, in which they hfwl drawn up. The anemy^s 
■wing nevertheless continued the distant fire, untU they saw their 
LotUilion of Eurepeanfl quitting their guns, and the Bopoys and horse 
of tho right retroatang with them to the camp s when they wont off 
likewise ; stretching round to the left of tho English battalion halting 
flt the guns, and koeiiing out of theii* rcaeln Captain Knox Uien ad- 
r-nneud to Join the battalion with bis own Sepoys, and tho six field- 
piecfss, and hid collected most of the fugitives of the other wing. Mca* 

Bagea had boon continiULlly sent to tho Knjnhh liorse to adiTmcci but 
they could not be prevailed upon to quit the shelter of a laige tank, at 
this time dry. m which they, hia fook and hiinself in the midst of 
them, had remained cowering from tho heginning of the action. 

Aa HDon as the Sepoys joined, and all tho ncsdcssiry di^itiuna 
wore made, which took on hour. Colonel Fordo advanced to at¬ 
tack the cueniy’s emnp ; hut, not to relard the ma^h, left 
the tield-piocca to Mow. A deep hollow way passed oloog the 
skirt of tho camp, behind which appeared a considerable number of 
Europciina regularly drawn up, n* if to defend tlio posaago of tho 
hollow way, and several shot were fired from hisa^y cannon planted 
to duiend the approach. Just as the English troops came near, and 
the first diviaion of the Europeans atept out to give their tire, the 
Vui. 11, 3 C Ifeld- 
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1758 fiold-piMiia wens arrived witbiti itbot ; on wliscli till tljB ooomy went 
ligbii-flbout, nbandoTiQcJ thoir cump, and retrejitfel, fleamiogly 
av^ry mail be H9ti>dp hi tlie utmost confutiiDO i but tho Kiiglkb 
battik]ion crofwing afrcr them, many threw down their arni 3 , and 
surrondsnid thcmydT&B priaonong. Mr. ConAfiiiis had ptBvioiialj Rent 
iLwnj four of the enmllo^t hold-pieces ; and the monoy of the mi- 
litriT^- ebea*., ladon for expedition on two camels. The apoil of the 
field and camp wan SO ploooa of cannonp most of which wer& 
brass ■ 5D tumbrols, and other carriagea laden with animunition ; 
Bcven mortiLTfl Ihjm thirteen to eight inches, with a laigo pnoiisicjn 
of shells - TOflO draught hnllocks, and all the teats of tho Fremch 
bittlaiiotL Tliree of their oilic^rs were killed in the fieldi and 
three died of their wounds the nasne oroning 7^ of their nsiik 
ajiJ file were likewLje killed, or mortally womidcrfl t six officers and 
50 rank and EHq were taken prisonerH, and tbci same number of 
wounded were smpposed to have escaped. Of the English hatijilioa, 
Captniu Adnet and 15 rank and filsj were killed [ ^5"’ MacguiTLS the 
pay-mastflT, and Mr. Johnstone, tlio commissary, who joined tho 
grenadiers, two officers, and 5!0 of the rank and file, were woimtled ; 
tho Sepoys ho^J 100 killed niid mom woundeiL No victoiy could be 
more coinplcta Mr. Cofiflans, the coinjuaudor of the French army, 
rhangning horsevs, arrived on the full gallop at Ibijabmundnim hefoDB 
midnight, although the distance is 4U miles from the field on which 
the battle vvas lost ; the troops took various rants, bgt most of tlicm 
towards R4ijahmunilnmL 

The cavalry of AnunderainEe, although incapable of figbtiagj 
were very active as scouts to oheerve the flydng eoeniy, and the eon- 
correnee of their reports deteimined Colonel Forde to Ewjnd forward 
BOO So^ys, which m tlie tumy weno ranked the fiint battulion of 
these troo|4Bk under the command of Captain Knox, They were hi 
march at five In tho aftemooEL The next day intelligeDce wtus re¬ 
ceived that many of tlie enemy^s Europeans, and some of tlieir bbick 
fugitives, hail Htrjpped at EnjnhninndrufO ; on which 1000 more 
Sepoys WLtro bent to join thosie with C^ptaJn Knov ; anrl iJiO whoIOi 
now 1500, arrived there at break of day on the lUtk 
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Thia city, tilt! c&pitnl of tLn provinne. is situated on the oaaterD bank 1768 
of tlio Godaven, lU niiles ftijm tbe aea. lu tLo niJdiilo of the town, 
iind near the river, stands ft large fort, with mud walla of lit lie de- 
fenco. The French troops, having lost all their Iwst cannon, would 
not trust to those in tlis fort, ftod report had repreaented tlie English 
Sepoyti rw the whole army, the Rajah *9 and nil, in full pursuit ; and 
in this peisuafiion they had begun to cross the river at midnight. 
Fifteen Eiirnpeans, witir all tlio stores, haggngi^ and bullocks, which 
had escaped frour tho Isittle, had not yet CKuharked, and were itUBie- 
diately aeixed ; a boat IcMulcd with many more Europeans was in the 
stream; and four small fiold-piccoa with a tiiirtcen-iach mortar of 
Lrafla taken out of the fort. Lad just reached Iho other shore when 
the EngliBh Sepoys arrived, who tired for half an hour, as well with 
thoir muskets as from tho cannon of the fort, upon the Ijoat and tUo 
opposite short!, whicli deterred the cneiny from carrying off the field- 
pieces and mortar, or from romaining near them ; and a party of 
Sepoys crossing the river in boats, brought tlietu tswik the scutie day 
without molestation ; a large quBiitity of anmiunitiDu and military 
Stores, hud up for tho French army, was taken in the fort. 

Colonel Fordo, with tho rest of the English foroes, arrived at Ra- 
jahmundnmi the noJtt day i but tho Rajah, with Ids. rciniiiiiijd at 
Pc<|(hpQor. iwrfortning the ceremony of burying the few of Ids pooplo 
wliicb had chanca^l to be killed by ilie straggling shot of the fight. 

Tlio Jlaidwickc, aiifl the two sloops, were at anchor cu the coast somo 
longoes above the Held of battle, which is about 10 miles fkun tl.e 
sea ; and tho day after the victoiy thoy sailed to cruiiso on, tho cnoniya 
Toesda between llasulipataiu and their factories on the Godaii'eri : 
nnd a few days after the ship Thames was dispatched frem Viaiga- 
patani, folly hiden with pToviMona^ to llsdrasa ^ 

The delay of every day which had retarded Mr. Lally from ad¬ 
vancing ogainab Madraias was rm advantage gained j Captain Joseph 
Smith Himmandiog in Tiitehinoi>oly. as soon os ha received the 
orders of the Pnosidency, equiiipcd 2U(Kl Sepoys from Ills garrison, 
and delivered them, with two small tiold-pioeCfi, to the eammaad of 
SlahoBied Isiioof who crossed tho Ooleroon with thi,s force on tho 
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175S Slat of November, vitboiit waiting for the tmopa of the alliee, 
whose jjafiistAnco the Pj-eaidisnnj' had roijHOstcd. The polygnr Tondi- 
mnn gave fl^uTuticea, and waa rcaJiy mllcetiug some, but the Mo- 
raver kwl returned no anawer, and the king of Tfmjore liiul eEpresn- 
ed himself in auob cqmvoaal terma^ that the ftHjaldency reBoh'ed to 
aend Major CalliAud, in whom the king had oonildoTice, to eonvijioe 
him of the impolicy of hLs ladiiTerence i aectnrlingly this offiisar 
emburked on the 30th In a common maasoolali, iMeiiding to land 
At Tranqueliar. 

The French ann}' moved Again from Cotyeveram on the 29th of 
November, advaiieiiig on the high road towards Matlraea : hut n 
large detachment^ under the cammand of Mr. Sonpire, prooeeded along 
the hank of the Paliar, with ordera to halt between tha river and 
Chinglapet. On tUeeanw day the partizaii LuinhoTt, with hla troops 
and ^0 flmall fiehUpiooea, nttocked tliO pottah of Pondumalec, which 
tha Ensign, Crowley, attempted to defend, but w.as driven into the 
fort with the loas of 30 or 40 of his Sepoys killed and wounded, 
and two of their Bei'joauts, Europeans, were inada priaonera, On the 
4th of December, Mr LaJly reconnoitred the fort of Chinglapet in 
pbmon, within musket-shot and, contrary to the sound rules of war, 
and perhaps his own oonviction, determinad to leave it in his renr. 
On the 7th, ths whole army halted at Ycndaloor, and Ltunbert's 
pirty appeared in sight of the Mount, where the Engbsh army had 
been reinforced with 100 more Europeans fmm the town, being all 
that remained, excepting tba invalids and artillery : 300 had been 
posted, a mile and half in ilie rear of tbo main camp, at Sidapet or 
the little Mount, to guard tbc bridge and ford over the river of Si 
Thomd j but on the night after the appearance of Ltunbert’s party, 
th qgg troops were sent bock to tbe town, and the same number were 
detached to supply their place from the comp; for Colonel Lawrence 
bad no intention to risk a general action. In tbe afternoon of the 9th, 
a esoosiderable body of the enemy appeared in flight of the Moimt; 
bat Mr. Lally had loft hia camp alanding at Vcndaloor, of which 
CoIomI Lawrtnee n^ceiv^] inteUifjoiicc^ arid reganlecl tliiu 
ajice of aqt Euoving fw from it. aa a feint to i^vef tbc intcation of 
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H forced mnrdt iiL th^ night, higW up, ncroas the river of SL 
ThooiLt which mi^rht bring the French nrmy before momiug be- 
tween the English camp and Mndrass, and cut off their retreat to 
the town; he therefore immediately struck hie tents, and marched 
hack with the whole army to the Choultry plam- 

The ground BO called emnmonceth about 2000 yaids emitWeat of 
the town of iUdiitsH, or Tati St George, from wMc i la 

aef^rated by two rivers. The one, called the river of Tnphea^. 
winding from the wes*, gaina the sea about a thousand yards to the 
aouth of the glacia The other coming from the north-wc«l. pnasoUi 
tieiir the wcfltem flide of the hkch town, the extremity of which la 
hfoh ground, whicJi tha river ^(mtldF^ and contmnea to too 
nntil within 100 yards of the aea, where it wafiheth the foot “to® 
gliiciB,and then turning to the south e&ntinuoth parallel with tho 
beach, until it joins too mouth and bar of the river of Triplicate. 
From the toming of too river at tha high groundt « canal, etriklug 
to the south, oaiuinuincatM with the river of TnpHcana. The 
low ground indudod by the ohanncls of the two rivers and the ™ 
naJ, is called the island, whidi is about 3000 yards in circamfe- 
renco, 1200 yards from the strand of the sen is a long hodgo 
leading fmm tha island over the Triplicnno river, to a which 

oontiniiaj Booth, to the town of St. Thomd, Another bridge over 
the canal, leads to the west, and amongat others to a village 
ladled Egiiinre, from which thie bridge tokea its name. Coining 
from toe south or west, these two bridgea afford the only convenient 
iweesa to the fort or white town, excepting auotoer along the strand 
of the sea, when the bar of the TrijiUcane river is choked with sand. 
All the ground betwcon the SL Thomd road and too Roa ia filled 
with villages and eiiclosurea; and so is that on the left, Jnr half 
a mile towards the Choultry plain, from which a road and several 
Miialler ptissageB lead tlirough them to tha St. Thcmd Road. 

It. was neiOior tho Intention of the Presidency, nor of Colonel 
Ijiwrcncc lutnself, to risk too army on thn Choultry plain. moTB 
than they hrnl at the Mount; fora defeat in tbofielil was Iha certain 
bisa ofMiidrtiw, aa (fie cnEtny in tjiplr superiority had 300 Europonn 
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ns 8 borso, excdlently moanectl nnd dieeipliiied j U10 greatest numW 
pj^^^wliich h^^hitiorto appeared together in India. The inteatimi 
wail to gain time, for every day wm jitvcioue ^ imJ not to ilispiiit 
the troops, who were to suatolo the impending aiego, and niigbt 
Jjavonmde dniaterteaectiDiU if thoy bad been hastily led back with 
in the woUb, bofare their own undeistandingB were donyinced of the 
nooessity. The ground imd the advnntngea wliielt were taken of it 
by Colonel laiwrence, awnred their retreat, when it abooJd become 
neccasaTy. 

The Choultry plain extend? two milea to the west of die endo* 
Burea which bound the St. Thome road, and torminates on tba 
other ado at a Urge body of water colled tho ilcliaporo Tank, 
behind which rona with deop windings tho IViplicano river, 
Tho rood from tlie Mount paaaos two tuilea and a hair under the 
inonnd of the tank, and at its issue into the Choultry plain, waa a 
kind of dotUe, formed by the mound on one hand, and buildings 
with thick encloaures on the other. Colonel Lawroncs rotieating 
from tho Mount, halted and romained during that and the next day, 
which WBH the lOth, opposite to this defile. On the lltli he emt 
through the mound of the tank, which awomped the whole length 
of the road. an<] then retreated to the other extremity of the plain, 
dose to the endoaiues nearest the Triplicane river. In this sitaa- 
tioa his fiald-piecea oomniandod the roail leading across the plain to 
that part of the enclosures through whicli this road continues to that 
of St Thomd, which bom the junctiDb continues straight to the 
bndge of Irip ltr a ne , Three companies of Scpoj's wens advanced in 
fimntontho left, to a ehonltjy standing nl the akirt of the plajii, 
ir£i4n> the ruml enito tlie flnelomirca. 

The J='rencb army romained nt the Monnt during the lUh, but 
marched before day-break on the lath; and atsun-riw oil their Eu¬ 
ropean cavalry, having taken a circuit to the south of the plain, ap* 
pcai^at the choultry «, unexpectedly, that the Sopoys acarecTy 
sW to give their finrt fire, and mn into the endoHuroa on their left, 
brougb which they gained the main i*dy. The cavalry, thinking 
themselveseecnrcdbya ntmW grove, which wa« in thereat of the 
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clioultiy^ drow up in the tmtii of it, Ijnt were iouuediately Atmoyed by 17SS 
the adTUieefd fityld-pieoca ] of whitsiif fteveml shot made way thrutigh 
the Lreea and k^ll^ 5 ^i three troopiars ; on whieh^ all ^Ibppwl nwny to 
the St Thomd Tomh in tending, it filiould Beem, to pa^h to Triplicane^ 
and then either continue on the iEdond^ or advance along the 
strand of the river in the rear of the English atiuy ; but opposite to the 
governor's garden, 500 yards from the bridge, they found the rood 
fttwkftdod Rcrosfl, oh well oa the lima on the loft, along the gn.rdeii-wcdb 
by which they might likewise Iuvve euiue mund ; and in ilte^e two 
poatfl were three companies of Sepoja, with two guns ^ and the St, 
Thomd rood, for a long way> had no other issue to the lefL The 
first fire fitan the fltoekiideB drove the cavaliy up the rood until out 
of r^eh 

Mean while the main body of the French army appeared hm- 
ing troni along the mound of the Meliapore tank^ and advannad 
along Iho road, which wiw here Liotwe® an avenue of trees, 
cannonading at intervals from sonic of their field-piecee; they 
WCTC answered without intenniaaioii by ds ftnin the Englmh line, 
until their \im were half through the avenue, and within lOOfi 
vaidfl^ when Colone] Lawrenoo ordered the retreat. Tho line 
inarcbed off their ground by the right, and ijaBsing a viilogo cadZed 
Chlndadmpettah, eroa&ed the riiTr of Tripliconc, wboro it was for¬ 
dable without difficulty ; they then continued round two or three 
hamleLs to the Egmoro bridge, which leads over the canal into the 
I&land. Here they halted soino tima to receive a guard of 30 Europeans 
posted In a redoubt at Egmoro, in which was the powder-mill of 
the garrwon. As soon as this |wty joined. the whole army croased 
the bridge, and after some detachmenta of £uro]>caji.s and Sepoys had 
been draughted and sent to dnfeud the passes of the hlji^ town^. 
the rest of the army marchcKl Into tho fort. Mr. Ltifiy gave no In- 
lomiption to tho rotreatj probably bocausc ho suspected some slnita- 
gems. Throe Europeans were killed ia the caiuinmide, but the 
French lost 10 , and as many wounded. 

At the tiumo timo that tho main ImkIv tho Fr&uoh nimy wore 
advaiwiiiu to the Choultry plains thoir iiTOgular Be]iDys with Lmn- 
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17SS bcrt bad proceeded along tha soutb aide of the St Thomd river, in 
order to attaefc n redoubt Efituuted ou tlia aide of it new the atta.

Aja 90 oa aa Colonel Lairrence cfsjne into the fort^ the council of 
tie Pteaidency asaenibled, and by an nnafumoiia vote committed the 
defence of tlie eiega to the governor Mr. Pigot, recM^mmeiidmg to him 
to cotLE^ult Colonel LftTvrersce on aU occasionfl, and on esitHiordinaiy 
emergenciea to assemble a council of lie Anperbr officers of the g^r- 
ri^tL Tlie French army immediately encamped on the ground which 
the English had quitted^ but aeiit a detachmeut acroas tlie Triph- 
cano livor, which took post in the redoubt at ]^pnore, 

Aa the French aimy wero advaucing from the ifonnt, ilOO' Euro¬ 
peans, with two twelve-poimdej^ Liiii bc^n sent off under the com¬ 
mand of licutcnnQt Oolonpl Murphy, agEuiu^t Pondaiuallea, They 
arrived at noon, and Muq>hy summoned Ensign Crowley, with 
threatfip as resisting m an untenable poat, although tha fort wag of 
stone, and eiirroundcd by a wet ditch. On Crowley's refusal^ the 
twelve-pound era were employed until night, when 20 of the 
French detachment had been killod or wounded, and little damage 
hail been done to the waU; but tho Sepoys within, eitpaoting nei¬ 
ther succour nox quarter, began to waver; on tt^liich, Crowley 
marched with them out of the fort in deep sllonec at midnight, and 
passing where be was apprized the enemy kept aliglit watch, got 
out of reach bafure they were rsady to pnraiio ^ and, knowing the 
country, came in the next morning by the north of the black town. 
The number was fibOj in five companies!, of whieli three were the 
gorriairi? of Pondamalee, aad two had retreated Iiitber from the fort 
of Tijpaasoro 

fheir nmival brought in tbe last of the troop£^ BtationeLi in distant 
out-posts. and eomplotod the ftree with which Matlroaa wiw to ius- 
Uin the oiega. The roll of tbe European" military', iududing tbe 
offiom TTitb Oi topasses, and HU cofTr.^ft inc^irt-omte-i in tlii- corupa- 
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nicfl, amounted to 1758 uien, Tlic £cpoya were 2220, Of tho 
EuropeiuiB 2'i were troopers mounted Tlio Nabob a borae wera, 
aoo; but, frotn fwperieneo, veiy little eervioa wiw expected flvm 
tbeia Tlio European inbabitants not military were ISO men, 
end they were appropriated without distinction to serve out fitorea 
and pravhjjona to the garnsou. The native bciatmed. wLo alone 
can ply tweroea the aurf, had been retained by upefiiAl encoiimgE’ 
ments, and their huU, with tberir inaeBOolM or boats, r:xtended 
iijidor the wall next the seft, where it was Bopposod not a shot 
was lUeoIy to flill. The Nabob, with bis family and attendanhi, 
had come' into the fort on the day that the army rctrouted from tho 
Mount; but ftllliough lodged in orto of the best banaefl, were much 
etraitened for want of the room and conveniences to which thoy had 
been aoctustained- 

Tbe Frfeiat;li ctnuy continiie^i on llifl other aide oF thn Triplicune 
river daring tbs dtiy tboj iirrlv^ from the Mo out, m I nH tlie tiQx^ ; 
but at two in the mombg of the 14th were in motion, and having 
psssed the river whore the English had crossed, proceeded a'- tho back 
ofEgmorato the village of Vipnroe, wliich is about a mile to tho 
nortLweat ofthatj-Oat, and &om wbonee a good road lotwls nearly 
west to the northern ] art of the black town. Farts of the aTicknt 
bound hedge, and the mioH of aome gnjurd-lionaea, atill remained 
along the north and west sidea of the black town i and. w ith 
the channel of the northern river, rendered the greitcst part of the 
weslcm side vorj- dfifensiblo: but on the side facing the north, were 
many gaps, too open to bo maintamed- The army, having advauced 
to the ford across which the road from Tiparao leads into the town 
fired their fiold*pk‘C8» before them, which tho guards returned 
with their musketry, hut tho Sepoys only with one fire. (\pd then 
ran away, Tlio EuropeuiSy novertbeles*. defended the ford, and 
several other accesaes on cither hand, until they poreeivod tlist seve- 
ral parties of the enemy had entered on the north aide ^ when all 
Tetreatod as fast as they could to the fort, and none were inter¬ 
cepted. In the sfcimiLihfHi, three of them had been killed ; but of the 
enemy, e!( 3 ven.

that the Franch troops were all emplojed in mnsaeking the Louecs, 
and that they bad discovered several warehouses filled with arracki 
with which most of them had already got drunk ; and such as were 
peroeived from the town, appeared staggering under their loads mid 
liquor “ on which it was rcssolvod to moke a strong sally before they 
should have time to recover theuisclvciL 

Five hundr&l of the beat men were draughted, a ud given to the 
command of lieutoiuLDt-colonel Draper, who HUggested the design \ 
and LOO with Major Brercton wore to follow a little whilo aflqr, m 
a covering party* At eleven o'clock Drapers detachment mivrchcd 
out of the werietti ravelin; two companies! of grenadiers led the 
line, but the two Geld-picces were in the roar.

Ho at the same time ordered the two fiold-pifloas to advance from the 
rear to tho fronts and the troops marchiiig in whole files opened to 
the right and left to lot ihom pass; but before they were brought 
up, the grenadiers and some more had pushed on to the htfA 
of fclie long street in w'hich they were marehing. This 
terminated by tmolbor mudh broader that croaeod it, comiDg on tho 
right from the esplanide of the fort to the east* and coalintied IW 
yards on the other hand to the west of the long street^ where tho 
cross-street turned to the north and then again to the west In that 
part of the cross-street to the left, appeated the regiment of fjOrrainp 
with four fidd-pioc5cs, drawn up facing the souths oppenaito to the 
street in which they bad posted their advanced guard, and wore ct- 
peeting the English troops; to whom in this position they presented 
their flank quite naked. Beyond tibem, Id the egntmuation of the 
street, ofrer it lirw turned to the north, the battalion of India, which 
comprised the troops belonging to the Preach oompany, were afr 
Hembling. Not a morneiLt was lost in taking the advantage; the 
greiiAdiere, and na many more a-^ the breadth of the street, which 
was here 5Q yards, would atLinii^ faced and fired; but had scarcely 
time to give a second, before the two field-pieces came np^ In that 
jiort of the cToas-a6tr&&t where the English troops had freed, and in 
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175S front of tliE.Hr bftp nlniu^t ajJjoLniii^ to thn lung Htrcuet tLoy luid 
through, lay tlio ruitia iKf a iletiiDLlabeJ liousup wlil^h apread 
0101*0 thmi half-way over the oroas-streotj and although not high 
enough to prevent a eingle rank of miLsketr^* from firing o^^er the 
rnbbibb, did not admit tbe field-ploces^ wklcb were therefore drawn 
up to the right of the nihbbhp and the troops whieh had stood 
there made room for them, bv crowding along the adjoining -wjiILa 
on tiiat aide of the croaa-sfcreet Tlieao altemtioEa created Nome eon- 
fiiaion ; for they wcm nmfie with miieb hurry from the arilDar of 
ftciting the field-piecea to work; whieh did not diiappoini the expec¬ 
tation j hut firing iftdtb gnipo knoeked down niitnbers. Lormln 
icarcely fftood a mi unto before all the men ran into the o pposite 
honaes; and all the ofBoijra eould do wae to turn tho field-pieces, 
which the gimnera likowiio abandoned after the ^^ery diacharge. 
DrRjier immediately commanded bi& own firing to cea^, and the 
griinadiora to follow him to the encmy'B gnna, to which ho ran, and 
fired a pietcjln but witln^ut eflect^ at an officer who remulned by them, 
wluch tha officer Imving retnmed wfith ^ little, offerEtl to wniretider 
iumaelf and the guna^ when Draper poTCoived that he bad been fol¬ 
lowed by only four grenadiers. In tho eamc inetont, many of the 
Frencli soldiara^ onosanniged by the ceasing of tho English fii^ and 
the backwardneNa of the men to adviince with Draper, gathcrod 
again in the street^ and began to fire; by which two of the grona- 
diera were killeri, and the other two wounded before they gut 
back to their awn men^ and Drapor returned with thein. Pfow tho 
field-pieces and musketry on both sidcft commerioeil the hottest fire ; 
but vdth eniU’ensiiig havo^k from the enemy, whose nuinbeiB were 
angmEmted ovory monieiii Vkj the battalion of India; and many of 
the English soldiers began in their tnm to L-iko shot tor m the nearest 
hoUHee ^nd eiicjosaniy. Nevertheless, the bmnt of this fight con- 
tinned 2l^ minutcfl, whun Draper cxanviiiced that no success was to 
be ejrpccted, and that the arrival of Lolly 'a regiment from the sea- 
(ddo might cut off tho whole detachment, onicrod tho retreat' but 
noLaainglo drummer waa funud to heat it The grenadicra of the 
Cianpany'i. treopfl, not having room to lie croployirf in the cross¬ 
ly stroot 
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street oocopitiii by other plntoon.^ and tho field-pieces, bad gone into ft 17SS 
liirge enclnsqie on the side of the fttreet oppOBite to the rtibbiflli ? aiid 
a» well aa the otJiem who bad taken ahelter in hoiisM on the right 
were not appriicd of the retreat t oil who wore marched huddled to- 
gether down the croea-street, which opened in leaa tljan 390 yorda 
upon the eapLunade. imd imdor the protection of the guna of the fort ; 
but the enemy followed 60 close, and thoir fire both of ctinuon and miM- 
ketty became so superior, that the two field-pieces in the rear of the 
detachment wore abandoned ; and the enemy's ditdjiions had advanced 
to the fcncloenre in which the groiuiiiera bad taken refuge, before they 
had thought of marebiog out They were offered quarter, which they 
aoceptod. because they could make no cfTectua] resistance, nltliough 
they were eighty, the primo men of the gairkotL iJuring tho fight 
in the wostem part of the black town, the regiment of lAlly towards 
tho sea were with much difficulty got under arms by Mr. ; for 

most of the common men wore reeling drunk. However, they had 
advanced^ ahcltered by hoases from the flroof the fort, until they came 
within 300 yards of the street in which the Engliab were retrcatiiig, 
and arrived there just os tho line were coming out of it upon tho es¬ 
planade, when tho interval between them was open to the fire of tlio 
fort; the frar of which, and the mietruat of their intoxicated men, 
deterrod tho oQlcers from lending them on to tho fiiir attack befone 
them ; and they ordy flroJ nuidom muskotiy, and from two fieid- 
LU-pointed at Drapers linB, who, os soon as out of the street, 
turned abort to the south, and proceeded on tho lower ground onder 
the bouses which skirted tho west fee® of the esplnondo, until they 
,>iiTnR opposite to the north'west angle of the glacis, and met in the 
way the covering party with htajor Brerefcon, which bad advaneed 
and was waiting for them in good order ; the nearer the lino came to 
tbo fort* the greater became tboir burry to got into it, for many ran 
over the glacis ; hut aU tho offieora, with aa many men aa they could 
keep together, morebod in order to the entra nee on the eastern free 
of tliD north nvelio. Nn officer, excepting Ltentonaat BtUock, was 
killed on the spot; but Major PoUcr, Captain Hume, and Ensign 
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175S CliAeo. were mj^rUily wuimded ; Fuller iatu the fort, but the 

other twD were taken. Cftptain FnJieall und LieutenAot EUiut were 
shot threugh the body ; Lleiitenjuita Steplieu Sioith and BleirK luid 
Enaign Cook, were wounded Jind taken ; but roonvored. Of rank and 
fiJo ]03 were taken, of whom IS were wounded : fifty in 

wounded, and fifty were left dead nbroadji of whom aJl did not fill 
in the open Rctiou, for more than 20 were found killed in dif¬ 
ferent bon3^, mostly stubbed with bayonetiJ+ and with their jui- 
togonistB lying dond beaide them ; bo that tbo gnTrison lost the liven, 
or fiervioe of ipore than 20l) floldinns oJid six officers by tb!a eaUy^ 
The French acknowloilged of their imnk and filo killed and 
wounded ; and had 12 offioors wounded^ SaubLnet mortallyj aud 
three killed on the spot j they lost only four pHaonensv of whom 
one wnB the Coimt D'Estaign ; hia quartem were with Lolly'e regi¬ 
ment zkoar the beach, and on the fimt firing he mounted hiB home, 
and came galloping down the croBS-etreot to the roar of tbo Edgliah 
gronodicrB, whom, being ahort-aigJited, or perhapn not seeing at all 
through the smoke, be look for French troops, nor pereeivad his 
miatake nntil within a fow yards, when hia horse stumbling, threw 
him, and before he could recover himself, he was seiKod by two 
drummenay who had their swords drawn to stab him, when Lieu* 
tenant Smith, the same who was niter warda taken prisoner himself, 
stepped hetwE^n : bis conseqaenca being known, he waa imme¬ 
diately sent away with an officer and a file of man to the fort. 
Mr. Lally blamed exceaBively his own regiment for not on 

the first fire, which had they done, suid the troops been less intoti- 
Gated, it is probable that very few of the English detachment would 
have escaped. He endeavoured to fii the fault on Mr. BiLasy, who 
jufitifled himself by the delay of Mr. LaUy’a ordere, without which, 
accotding to the ragulntiouB of the liexvicey the regiment couid not 
march j and then Bussy led them, Mr. LaUy regretted fixceedingiy 
the leoB of Sanhmet and the Count D^Eitaiga, and with reason j fbr 

the one possessed all the quaUtioa of hd able genewd, and the other of 
an a^ve partizaiL

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Very fow caws ponnit ft Btrong sally from tho gturboa at the 1753 
openiug ef ft siege; tl’® P"sent was in some measure justified by the 
■uppcwitioD that the enemy's tioups were intoxiaited and m conTnaiOB: 
but, notwitialftoding the arddur of the onsets it left no a<lvaut%'oouft 
impreBebn of the firnmeas of the gamson with the Freucli oifieeraj 
and Murphy, oudofthe rooit esparieticeU. propp3e<l that a general 
assault diould be made ou the town in the ensuing night, in four 
divuiouB, and otfered to lead the prinripal uttack bimselfi It was 
lucky for them that his advice was not followed. 

The neat day the Freuch army began to prepare their batteries, 
but in situationa concealed by honaes from the view of the ramparts; 
however, the motions to nnd fro loft littlo doubt whore they wore 
at work, and shells as well as shot were fired at inlervala throughout 
the day to intorrapt them; slthongh sparingly, aitcept when certain 
of effect: and thie prudent thrift was observed throughout all the 
days; until they opened their batteries : but tbeir artillery which had 
embarked for the siege was still at a distanoe at sea, and on the day 
of the sally a po-rty of four compatiiea of Sepoys, dolached with 
Lreutonant Airey by Ceptain Preston from Chinglapet, took the 
only 13 ^n'^b mortar, which was oouiiug by land ; it was csooited by 
150 Sepoys; they were intercepted and defeated between Sadrasa nnd 
Cobelong: but Aircy, having no bullocka to draw off the mortar, 
ruined It as well as he could, and left it on the rondi 

Intelligence bad been received that one of the vessels which had 
been laden with artillery at Ahunparva, wna detained at anchor off 
the point of Couimere, about 15 miles to the South of SailrMd, by 
the contrary wind and currant; and a Dutch snow being in the mod 
of Madnuw, it was rewlvod to equip and employ her to altsdc the 
French vessel: aoivrdingly 20 sailors bdunging to tho aquadioii, 
who bad been lately oxchangod, and 40 of the xn ii niie a left by ^r. 
PooQcko, were sent on board under the command of a no^al c^ficer 
of wperience; but just as be was going to weigh, tbs asilars refused 
to serve, pretending that they knew the French ehip was much too 
strong for them; on which they were relanded on the lIHh, and 
the attempt wu nlinqulBhed. 
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58 Tlio expcricnco of tho vei^- few dnys tbut tbo fort bad been in- 
iiRil conviDcoil tho Xabob of tbo incrsiulng uic{iavcnlBiiGa!i 
wbicli he and liie famOy woplJ auflisr by eontiauiog in ib through 
tho siege i and the garrison slnll more wished to be freetl from the 
uaeleae consumption and etnbarrassment of bia rotiiiue, which cop- 
Butod of 400 men, with £00 faoi^csv bended other caltle, who, 
novortheloBS, could not decently bo dimniaaod whilnt he renmlncd. 
It was therefore resolTcd, witli mntual aatiafiiction. that ha should 
proceed by sea with hia wife, woman, and chiidren. and their imme- 
diito attendauts, on board tho Dutch anow, which was to land them 
fttthfl Dutch soUlcmcnt of Negapatam; from wlienco, being in tho 
Tanjora couatiy, they might proceed socarely to Tritcbinopoly. 
They embarked, attended by one of the eoiinci], on the night of 
the 20th, and before morning w'eTO out of sight; the Nabob's de¬ 
pendents were then told, that they might provida for their own 
safety, and in a few nighU most of quitt^ tlie town. 


On the 16th at night, a sally wsa made to the north by 40 Kujo- 
pewM, and as many Sepoys; but they were discovensi before they 
got clear of tbo glacis, and returned without firing. Two Halliea 
were made on tlie night of the 10th; tbo quo by £ll Eurepeans and 
3^0 Sepoys, under the coninumd of Ensign Bonjonr, who proceeded 
to the northw'nrd under the beach to tbo first bonses beyond tbo 
o^lanade, when scmo of tho Sepoys cried out tliey saw horoo, and 
giving a scattering fire took flight, which obliged the Kuropeans, 
after giving theirs, to retreat likewise; bnt befnie they were out of 
readi, they reetdved tbs enemy's, by which one was killed and two 
wounded. The other sally was of lODO Sepoys, under the com¬ 
mand of JoTuaul Soheb, to tbo wutbwanl ; they were to beat np a 
guard posted at tbo garden-house, and then precet'd to St Thom*?, 
in order'to aoia} a piece of battering caujnon which was waiting 
there for bnUodm, under the escort of a company of Sepeya : they 
marebed over the Triplicane-bridge, but bad scaredy got into the St 
T^m4 Road, when they received a fire from the firet endoimre on 
the left, which threw the whole body into a panick, imd all, ea-

On the 21&t anothef detachment of lUOO Sepoys with 20 Euro- 
peanii sallied at lOo'dockm tho day, under the oondnct of Lieu¬ 
tenant Balaiityno and Ensign Crowley, in order to beat up a party 
with 2 gnna which were neportfed to be posted at the pagoda in the 
vlUago of Triplicane about a in lie to the south of the fort. They 
erosaed the Vuir of the Triplicane river, and proceeded, driving aeverol 
>;titaU Sepoy guarde before them to the ^etgoda; where, not iltiding 
either the party or the gutw they were setdcing, they turned into tha 
St Tliomd road, and cruesing it, marched along the other toad, which 
IcadH totbo Choultry-plaiiw intendiwg to attack the enemy’s guards 
on the outaide of the encloHuiua near the village of Cliindadreipettah; 
hut before they arrived on the plEtin 300 Europeans were reported ad¬ 
vancing from Triplicane river, on wbieh the detachment marched back 
to the liridge, and returned by the stmnd of the river to the bar, where 
u company ofgrenadierB were waiting to cover their retreat Whilst 
this de^nchmont was abroad, two pieces of battering cannon, drawn 
bj*a great many but lochs and Coolies, were perceived creesing from 
the village of Chiudadrepettab to the S. w, tcovarda the black town, 
iind being within rondoin shot of the western boations Hcvoml cannon 
we«) fired upon them, wllicb, soon atopt the hnllucks and Coolies, 
jind one oflhegwnsHuuk to tbo asel-tree in the mud; upon which 
BOO Sepoys, oneoursged by the promisa of a reward, marched with 
Jomaiil Snheb to spike up these guns i OQ their appeamneo the 
drivern coat off and hiuried away the hiiUoeka, and the Coolies ran 
away; but before the Sepoys got to the bridge, which leads to 
Egmoto, 2100 European horse, followed by some infantiy, appeared 
advancing from the camp in the black town; on which the party

On ih*} iTtlif the Englbb prisanew hail bflrtin tnkcsti nt tlie 

aoJly were wnt away for Pondicherry. They were lOO, and wero 
escorted by loO of the Europcnn horaw, 40 European toot, and fiOO 
Sepoys. They moved slowly, and proceedctl towards SadTOis, by thn 
road near the sea shore, which poaseth by Col«long, whore they wore 
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175 $ Imlilog ua the JDtli. CiLptoJn Frestuti^ EeaJaua io r^oDvor ihe pti- 
fioiiera, iimrctiod m the qigbt of the lIHl], witi tie grealeat piui of 
tliogairbon of CbiiiglApet> to intmropt them, Hk party was only 
SO EuropeaUB, 401) Sepoys, and two fiold-piec>eB. They cro&aed tlie 
country^ and halted at iU o^dotrk next day six milea totheaouthof 
Sadraaa A chaDiiel uf 20 inJIfia in lengtli exteiida from Cobelong 
to iridiin three milea of Sadm£^> and hrw jit each extremity an open¬ 
ing to the sea, fi:om which it receives its water, and at timeu enoiigh 
to overflow the oountiy a mile a^oss^ in which it was at 

proflent. Besides the road leading hozn Cobdong to Badraaa along 
the sea eliore, thero is anDbher within the inuadatioD^ and Fredoa 
remaining where he had baited sent half his force over the water 
with liontoDaiit Aireyi to wait for the enemy on the other road; two 
hours aft^r appeared a body of -100 Sepoys^ within some black horsCp 
whom Preston kept at a distance and dispersed ; and Ln the eveningp 
Airey''B party retumnd without any tidinga of the escort^ which had 
pa^d on to S^drase before be qroesed the water, on winch Preston 
numihed back to his garrison, where he arri%'od the next day 

The commandant Mabonied iBSOof uiter haTiag been detained 
throe days at Ontatorc by the lalns, arrived on the iDth of 
%'eiiil>er at Thiagaj'^ where ho waa joined by the IdUidar, EistnsjtiWp 
Vidth 2i>0 horse, and lOOO foot: and Mahomed Issoof himself had 
enhsted ItH) horse on thcroad. Tlietr forces marched on the first of 
December, and invested Elavanasore, which stands ten miles to the 
west of Thiagor. Thera wore in the fort two eompamies of Sepoyi 
belonging to tbo French, with a lleutonaiii, Diimnsnit, and three 
other Europeans, a seijeant, and two gunners, and two field-pieces : 
this garrison defended themselves until the close of the ewning, 
when they surrendereiL Fifty of the Sepoja took service with Ma^ 
homed ihauof; the rest were dianrmed and permitted to go where 
they pleased, but the four EuropoanB were sent to Trltchiaopoly 3 
Kane aCnrcB and ammunition were found in tho fort Tho next day 
Kietnarow went away with bia own troopsi to get plandorj and on 
the 7tbbunit e village in sight of Fort SU Da-vid ; but Mahomed 
Isawf did not move uaty the 5th. when he proceeded to Trkobre. 
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11 fortified |>Rg(Klfi, ten milcja to the north of KlnTanisiore. On the 
6th, he WTiB joined ty 200 horsey 1500 CoUories^ and DEMuhn 

sent by tho Folygar Tondinmn, and the day after attacked tho 
pftgocia, m wbkh trere three companies of Sepoj^, who defended it 
with mnch activity qntil eight at ni^ht, ’vrhen they offered to sur¬ 
render provided they were pomitted to march away with their 
urms and effocta ; and having already killed 15 and wounded 55 of 
Mahomed Issoofa troop, Le acecfpted their terms j and then follow¬ 
ing the tmek of Kiatnamw marched to the eastward, epreadin^ hia 
army to ravage the country, all of which, as for as the aea, paid 
nsveiine to the Freiicb. On the 15th they ajipeored at ViilonoTe, 
within flight of Fondieherrj% and brought so much terror, that tha 
inhabiUints of the adjewent vUlogea took ftheltcr in crowda witliin 
the hound hedge. On the 18th they out the mound of the great 
tank at Valdoor, and let out the water to destroy the cultivations 
it was roaorved to fertilim The sword was little used, but fire 
every where, find the cattle were drivon awTiy to Tricaloor. Mr^ 

Lolly on hearing of these dcTO^tations, sent word to Mr, Pigot 
that he would retaliate, hy putting men, women* and childnoji to 
the hword in the territory about Madrosa j ha bowavar forbore to 
execute the threat. On the £l«t Mahomed I^ouf was joined by 
3(H> honio from Tanjore, iiot funilflhc+i hy tlm king, but hircNj them 
with hie prmiasion, by Mahomed Issoors agents i on tlie earn a dtiy 
Kiijtneu-ow returna<l with all hhs troop to Thiagar. The next 
Mahomed lEifloof tNJgan Ids march Tmuj VillapoTum to the north¬ 
ward, still continuing hia raviigaa. TbySelisaheh, with n considerable 
liody of honw, liad Ijoon for soma time at Conjeveran^ waiting to 
protect those districts from his cxcuraiona, and on his approach 
crossed the Palior, and odvi^mccd to Sabvauck, m seemingly with in¬ 
tention to give him battle j hut on lietter intelligenDC of his force, 
took shelter under tho guns of Vaiidiwiish. I^ambert wna also cm 
the other side of tlse Polioi' wLUi 40D Sepoys 25 EuropeaiLg, and 
two guns^ jjut on the same information marched round and stopt at 
two days distance in hb rear On the 25th Mahomed Issoof with 
his army jaiued Captain Preston at ChinglapeL 
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1758 Oh the 2M the HArlmn, &o lotig e^pwled by the enemy nadiorod 
ki the evening At Oncn^ three lenguefl to the north of the bloek 
to^L The next day^ the Thames^ laden with all kindH of pm. 
viaionei arrived in the road from Vizagapatimi j the wind wm liight 
and the ship had but two aiichoiH, and in tbe next forenoon parted 
from that by whieh sbe wil& riding, before one that wan coining 
from the fibora on a oatamamn could reach her ; and the Harlem 
getting under weigh from Onore at the aame time, she stood ont to 
flea, intondiog to regain the road in the evenings but before night 
was driven onl of eight to leewarcL She brought the news of the 
victory gained by Colonel Fordo at Podipore over the Frendi trdopg 
with Mr. Conflaiis^ which the fort aimounced to the enemy by 21 
gune pointed upon their quartern from the northern liafltionfl, and the 
&re of tbe whole garriBOTi drawn up in the covered way* The next 
day the Harlem stopped and seired a vesael trading from tbo north wiud^ 
kden with 1000 bags of rice, of which the French camp was much 
in want, ^fhe artillery brought by the Harlem wm not auflicicmt 
to supply the intetLde>l hatterien ■ but severaJ cannon and martfijx 
unladen from the Diligent and Expoditioa at AlamparvcJ], and 
brought iu boats from thence to St. T1mmd» paused every day from 
tliifl place to tbe camp in the black town, and generally across the 
plain of Egmore, within eight of tho fort ^ but aince the sally of the 
Sepoys ou the 21stp the escorta were too strong to be attacked by 
any parties which tho garrison could with prudence risk at that 
distAHoe. But the otock of gun-powder necessary for tJie ij^tterua 
was not yet completed \ for thin was brought the whole way from 
Pondicherry or Aiampnrmhr by land j and, for the want of bullock^ 
with much delay. 

The comnuuidant Mahomed Issoof an his arrival at Cbinglapet 
dispatched the greatest part of his bor^ic, which were now near KKlO* 
to ravage and destirvj the onunt^* about Coiyeveraro, from which 
the French govEmmeat drew revenue^ and their army before 
Hodraes, provisiaiia On the 27ib, he marehed himself with hm in- 
fkntry, intending according to instnietions ho had received from Mr. 
Figot, io TOjprizo the French troopa which were quartered in the 
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town of St. HiohmS ; but Captain Preston tbinkiog tliis a bsaardima 
etitcrprize* rwolved to parlicifiato in it, and accompanied biro with 
so Europeans, two field-piei^ea, and sis companies of Sepoys, fifom 
bis garriflon. They arriTcd at tbo Mount on tbe H9tb, and were 
rejoined the same day by the borae ftom Conjovetaia ; during the 
tuwoing nigbt, a detacbraonl of &0O Europeans, of which 100 were 
cnvaliy, 600 Sepoya, and 800 black hora^ roarcbed from tbe black 
town aud other posts, under tbe coroniand of Mr. Soupire. and at 
day-break tbe next morning bad pnaged the villagp ol Sidapet, and 
'were witbiu sight of the Mount before iiiair approach was known ; 
however, the activity of Preston and Mahomed Essoof stopt tbo eflhete 
of the surprize, and in a few roinntos the troops from both their 
camps were in march i the enemy baited and began to cannonade, 
which was returned and oontinned until 11 o’clock, when Captain 
Preston seeing an advnntogo, made a push with the Chipglapet 
troops, and seized two of their gnns, whilst Mahomed Issoof with 
bis, kept the main body at bay and ptevented them from making an 
effort to rescue them; however, the enemy retreated in good order to 
Sidapet; for the greateiit jiart of Maboiucd Issoors cavalry were, if possi¬ 
ble, worse ttinn the black horse with the French, and few of eltbor 
vontureil within arm's length nf each other. Fifteen of tint French 
Europeans, with some of their Sepoys and hors^ wore left dead on 
the plain, bnt they carried away thoir wounded, of whom fifteen 
were troopcis; mast of this execution was done by the field-pieces ; 
the Chiuglapot troops loat only one European but several Sepoys; 
and rooro of Mahomed laBOoFs Sepoya with some of his botBemen, 
were killed and wounded; both Preston's and Mahomed IsBOors di¬ 
visions continued at the Mount. 

At break of day the next morning, 1060 Sepoys; with the 
troop of horse, salliod from the garrUon of Fort Si Oworge by 
tbe southern gate, in order to heat up the guards at tbo bar of 
tbe river, the gArden-bouse, and tbe village of Triplicane, which 
they cflecled without oj-iposition; they likewise intercepted a 
tappy or letter-earner, coming with many to the French army, 
wliich gave information of tbe arrival of a vessel at Pondichony 
from tbe island of MauritiiM with TO chests of silver. This

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1759 day clo^od tho year. Mr. Lntly intendetl to ojjen Oio next with 
liis firist £re agamat tli6 fort; but tlit? prepiirutiona to equip a 
dotachmont intendad to nttiick tbc tnwpa with Preatoii and ALahi>nied 
iBBOof, defarrad tHo Iwttory to the 2d of Januat^’. 

The French, whilst in poHsesaioD of Fort St. George, after taken 
by Lahoardonnaiij; had made seiveTnl improTeiDeota and addittone to 
the sUgbt works they found* which novGrtheleee, rt!ndo^c^J the fort 
lit (Jo capable of long rcaistance agaiiiKt the peguJar approtachea of an 
European ^minny \ nor had they given any extention to the iiitemij 
area^ which did not ejtcBcd 15 acres of ground. Noviertheief 3 &, the 
Epgti^ let the place remain in the state they rooeived it fi'ouj the 
French hi 1751^ until the beginiiing of the year I7a@ ; when the 
expectation of another war with that natioDp and the reporfcii of the 
great preparatiotLS making in Fmnijc against India,, didiated ilia ue- 
cesaity of rendemig it completely defcnBiblc. Accordingly nil ilLe 
Coolies, lahonrerSi and tank diggorap whidi the adjacent country 
could supply, wore from tliis time ooustantly employed on the for- 
tlflcatiotis : their daily number geucndly amounted to 4(XK) men, 
women, and duldrcnp who had eontinned on the works until lately 
driven away by the approach of the Frencli army from Conjeveratm 

An addition had been projected in the year 1743 by the engineer 
Mr bmithp father of Captain Joseph Smithy which included aa 
tnuch ground ns the former urea of the fort: the ditch whioh marked 
its limits was then dug and fttcwl with brick, and waa supplied with 
water by a coniinnmeatiod with the northern river^ whicJi at Uiat 
time tun along the foot of the ancient wall to tho west], hut on 
account of the cxpence, noth mg was then ml^od above the eur&cs^ 
anti tile naked ditch rewuned when De Lnbourdonnais mme before 
the town, neithor an obstruction nor an advantage to his attack. It 
waa in Che iAiae onndition in 1756, when the new works wero re- 
■olvedon; and the pku of Mr. Smith having boon approved by Mr. 
Robins, the fortifications on thia side were rmiaod in conforniity to 
that projectiorL To loin the new rampart with the old baHtion to 
Ek w. and to gain the gronnd in the new area which wns occu¬ 
pied by the river, ita b,^ was filled up, beginning tlie s. w. 

bMtion, with earth dug ftom the edge of tlin rising ground of tlic 
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bluck tawa to the aorth>veat, which the ex<aifatioB reiuovtid 40 yards 176J> 
ftirthfir from the works: hut only two-ihlrds of the bed of the river 
uadertheoW weJI had beea choked up. The river, stepped ia iU 
ferracT riifiaad, wEia directed in another, which emdranerl the west 
and part of the south fruco of the new works, washing in soine 
places the foot of the glacis, tialil it rej oiaed iia former bed at the 
head of the spit of i^n± The old well of tlio wcateni sido still rc^ 
loained as a rotrcuchniGat to dipitolato od, tii case the outward shculd 
ho carried. The new extantion on this aide comprised throe largo 
baationfl ond their out-works. The fiouthem of these three haBtlona 
Ciommunicated with the old bastion, which atowl before on the ^ w, 
augle^ by the curtain ruised act™ the former channel of the river; 
mid this curtain iiLcreased the Botith face of the fort from 130 to 210 
yardiL NeverthelcBs, the works on this aide wero miicb less de¬ 
fensible than those to tlie west and uorth j but the eiirfiice of water 
and quagmire in the river before it, rendered this front iimccesriblo, 
excepting by the labours of A much greater army, tlmn the presout 
Attack The ground on the north of the fort gave the beaeger much 
more a^dvantago t hg^n on the oLher side, and this fneo woa tharetoro 
atTcngthoncd in proportion ; tlse two former bastiaiis and mmpart, 
as improved and left by the French* were suffered to rotOAln ; bwt 
t.kE ditch And glacis which they had dug and raised, were^ the one 
friled up, and the other removed further out, to admit better workn- 
In the front of the n.

Tbe first appearance of any vork done by the tnemy, had been dis¬ 
cerned in the morning of the IBth of December, when Ully’s 
ment had completed a breast-work oloae to the sea, 560 yards from 
thecoTcredwayjitwaa abeltered by boosca on the right, but open 
in front to a direct fire from the north-east and demi bwitmnrt: from, 
this breast-work they continocd a trenoh by two mg-zag? 180 yards 
nearer tbe fori, which brought the trench 40 yards upon the eapla-. 
nade t Imre they began a battery intended for many gnnfl, whidi 
extended from tbe beach, parallel to the same fire as the breaatework, 
and behind this batterv. on the right, they raised another for six mor- 
taiB, which they ooinploted by tbe end of tbe month ; but the con¬ 
stant fire oftha fort had retarded their work and prevented them 
from opening any embreeurcB in the battery for the cannon, becaueo 
they bod not enough ready for tliia, and another hattety of bLf gu^ 
which the regiment of Lonain bad on their dda completed at tho 
opening of a Bt™t on tho rising ground to the westward, which en¬ 
filaded tbo Cine of the roynl bastion, and the covered way before It: 
behind this battel^'were two mortars imprudently sheltered by the

At break of day, on tbo 2d of January, the Loirs in battery bo- 
gsa to fire both its cannon and mortars, which were won followt y 
four thirteeii-inch mortar? from LiUlya. which threw their b i m 
Tollies all together, Tho fort rctuniod with ahells as well sa shut 
upon tbe Lorrain battery with 11 guna, four on the west foce of the 
Royal, five on the flunk of the Demi, and two on the west flank 
of tho old oorlb-eaat basUon : this superiority in less than an hour 
dismounted two of the Lornim guns, and obliged them to withdraw 
the other four ; but against tho mortare, either here or at Lully’s, 
VoL IT.

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1T59 the fire of the defences could twivolittlo offeGt, excepting by luck, idace 
they wem coDcenJed end tleftnded, iwuil^ by a high aud strong 
^ parapet I this aiLUDjaace, therefore, eontinood untU seven in tha 
livening, during which time only SO shells hjnJ been throwti from 
bothp aU of which fell about the uiiddla of the ipliabitod port of the 
fortv where Btood the goveTnmeat house, ngainat which they Hc&m&d 
to littve been aimed, and two went through the upper roof; much 
was also done to the adjoining buildinge ; but not a dngle 
person was either killed or wounded by their Ml or esplosionj, nor 
bad any one suScred by the cannon shot of the moniing, 

Aa Boon as the night closed^ aeverfd of tho prindpal European 
women, with their ehUdreu, were sent away in three musBOolab 
boats, to reside under the protection of the Dutch Bottlement at Sa- 
droBs I they had not been gone two lioure before iziteUigence wse 
ccived from Captain Preston, that a French delaehmEnt had sur¬ 
prized the fort of Sndress, taken poanession of the town^ and made 
the garrliiDn and all the Dutch, inlmbibiiiba prisonerB ; but it. was too 
late to rccal the MaHsoolahs. Another letter iirom Preston, whierh 
came in tlic momiug^ gave information of an ajction which he bud 
aufitoined the day before* 

The town of St^ Tbomd was become a poet of great censequenoe 
to the Frencli army. The remains of on ancient ditch and bad 
ground round most parts of tbe town,, with llie ri^ner and the 
Engibh redoubt the south, secured it from surpdze, unlesa at« 
tempted by very superior numbem They amsrdingiy made the 
town the Etatioa of their bouU, ua well aa the temyiOmry repo^tory 
of their oonvoys coming by land, end had hkewiee establLihed in it 
one of the hospitala of their cainp t but ibe Junction of Mnliomed 
Issoofft troops, with Prestou a, rcTidcred the nuiiiitoiLiiiico of the 
town an object of much greater donbt and solldtnde^ than when it 
was only exposed to sallies from the garrison of Fort Sb George t 
and the bo<ly of Freneb troops which had engnged Ereaton and Ma^ 
homed IssooF at the Mount on the SOth of December retreated im- 
mediatQly after the action to St Tbomh. The day after the fic¬ 
tion PrcAton received intdligcnoe that the partiron^ bwnbert, was

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ad^^andjig from the tiouth, ivith a largo qiiantit)" of tttorefl flud a strong 1759 
escort; on which ho moved from the Mount, in order to ititorcept 
thertip and oncampod at TrivamhorOp which is a vlllagio with a pa¬ 
goda, Hibuated two mi]eB to the south of St. Thorad, and one from 
the ae* idiDre, Ho waa followed hy tho troops of Maliomed Iwoofi 
it having been agrEcd, in ordtr fro prevent joftlonsies as well con- 
fusiem^ that tlio two CDiuifULiidis ahontd movu nnd encamp m sepa¬ 
rate bodies. Tho troHipe of Mahomed Iflftoof cotufisted of SaOO foofcp 
500 horae, with three Ijad field-pieces; they onctimped to the norfrth 
of the villogep iitid extended attnost to the with their fi^nt to- 
wank St Thonn?. Capiniti PrefiloDp with his division, which eon- 
skied of COO Sepoys, witli SO Europeans^ and two hmss thi?ee- 
[loundera, pitched their tents to the Honthp looking out for Lambert 
towards Sadross. Mr. Lally apprehensive that they intended to 
nttnek St. Tbomi^, incriMisod tlic European mfflJitry thoro to 50ft 
rank and file; and the Eurapean horse to 150, Mr. Sotipire eojn- 
manded, and leaving all the black troops, wliether home or SepoyB, 
marched at three in the morning with tho KuropeanB only, who were 
050 horse and foot, and without fjold-pieeos- Half an hour befora 
day they fdl on the caaip of Mahemed lasoof^ which lisJ gained no 
warning of their apprEMiniL The mirprke and confusion was so greats 
that Slahomed kaoof himself escaped at the hack of his tent, and bis 
tn>0ps tied every way under the enemyfirc; which lEtatod 1 5 minTitea 
wdtlmut inteiTuption : during which Preston turned ont his line, and 
sent forward hk pii|ucts to dkcovcTi who retuimcd without pcrcciTing 
any signs of troops to Uio aonth- at the same time the crowd of fu¬ 
gitives showed that tho enemy were id possefi^ion of Mahomed Issonfs 
camp, and Preston, judging that their order must have been much 
bjokan by the onset-, the aetion, the doarkneffi, and the inicmiptioos 
spread over the ground, immediately resolved io Attack them; and 
mkvridiing with his whole dmaion at the back of the village to the 
westward p came on the flank of Mabomed Issoofa camp, almofit m 
soqn as lik approach was difieoverod; where tho French troops, 
thinking they had routed all their enemies, wore collecting tho plun^

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1750 dor: nor cuuJd tlie officsas reciU tjicm to any order, bttoro tUc firu 
of Prcaton’s divLjon, led by Ibis two fielJ-pieeen Icmded wUU grarc, 
jmiHiT. throngh the c&nip. atiJ bi* musketry waa augunmted by the 

retuTQ oftliebest of Ultthomed IfisCHifs Scjoyn NevoftheleBs, some 
oftbe euetuy in tUH'ereat pnrtiea cndcaTOurEd to rally; but, having 
no strong or collected £ro to return, they fiJl, the more they ven- 
inred to [Rake teebtAtice, tuirl nil Rt length broke in (sotifuaion^ but, 
when nt sotoo dintniico, tlie oGicem prevailed on theiii to atop, end 
tliey nmrohed otf in order. They hud got poHEettaioii of the two fickb 
picce-s of htohomed laaoofa dlvisioD. but, dfd not tany to dmw tliem 
oSl Thirty-sis of their Europeans were eounted dead; of wh™ 
one wns a cuptoiii, and aitother a licutetmnt, O) the CngliMh troops 
in both actions two EnroisosiiB were killed and six woiind wl ; of the 
Sepoj <3 60. and ISl: but only tliree of tha bkek cavalry, and 
five borees were killed. On a review at threo o'clook in tbe after* 
noon, only TOO of MoLoincd ImooTs Sepoys wera nomliered' ad 
the rest of his troops, eavnlry, CoUeries, and SepoyB, on a suppo- 
sitltm that Prcslon'i division had been as easily routed as themselva. 
lied acroiB the eouutiy, nor thcfnght themselves Bafts belbro they got 
tmder the guns of Chinglapet; and. Hcoording to their esamplo, 
the murket-people ran away with their hollocks and proviabna, of 
which thcTO was not suffideiit for One mofil left in the camp ■, and 
tbia want obliged the troops wliich remained to march away the wune 
CTCoing with thrs appennmoe of defeat, ns for a.'t Vendaloor, in onler 
to meet a supply from C’binglapet. 

Thu superior fire of tlie fort in the morning datetminecl the eneiriy 
to wait tmtil they oonld renew the attack with lesis diaproporljoa 
On the 4ih a smidl sloop todon with ptons and ainniaaition worked 
ibnmgh the rood and anchored near I he HjitIciq. arid massooba hnd 
every day pastod between St 'rhomi?, and thn black town. At day¬ 
break on the 6th, a vnUey of six mortare were thrown trom l*lly» 
bftttmy, ns a signal of preparation, and the}* were the first, either shot 
or abeld, wlddi the eninny had fired eincs their mortals eonsed on tint 
r^-enlug of the 2U, altbongh tbo fort had couHtantly fired both to iu* 
terropt their work. At sun*rUa they eommenceJ a tegular uumon- 
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nth and bonirititdmen^, wliicU consUtcnJ of K>ven gunjs and six large ^ 
inortara from and wvon gtitis. vntii a hovit*. from UiD j. 

Lnrraiu Wttetj-, vnbh tha two morltvrs m tbia iiimrter, wlneh. hoav 
evor, fired but seldom. Although the Lomm battery iiml uiily fh>m 
ssYiru emliriLiLires^ it liful aiigniontecl to ten, of whiL'h nd- 
ditioTial four wore In a teliim, or ejttcnditig from an angle to tbo left 
of tha other jdx» and Imro upon Pigot’a, the next bastion on the west 
final to the left of tha royal The enemy's Are, l«tb of shot 
and fihulK wfai* diiwted more againat the buildings than against 
the wurka The fort returned nn Ln.Uy’« batturj 11 gnna. fro“i the 
old noTth-amt hnation, thu north ravelin, and the myal bastion- 
Against tho Lorrain hattery, likew'ise, eitven gnns, four from the 
royal laiation, two from tho north-wc-st curtain noar Pigot’a l«aflttOfi, 
nnd three from the oentro ravelin called St. George’s on the west: 
but more guns horo upan the battorieSj if it had been nefCBsary to 
iiaa tlienj. 

The enemy's inurtars ocmtijiued through the night, nnd were re- 
join«l in the moraiug by the cnJmOQ of the preceding day. and two 
more, from a battery intended for four, whicli was miaed on tho ea- 
plflnade, unjoining to tho west-side of the burjing-ground, about 
lOrt yatdJi to th« west of rally’s hattary, and almost in the perpen¬ 
dicular of the J.'. w. or Haliniit angle of tho royal Imstion, from 
which it WM diafcant *50 yards. Tlje two guns, now opened in the 
btiiyiiig ground, boro uixm the west Ctoo of tho north raveUn and ou 
the west flank of tlio old N, e, basdon. Tim cnomy's cannon Still 
contiuuiag to point high, did Uttlo dainagn to the works, but Um 
Imildiiigs^ uiudr dsmaguJ I'cfora. aulfcred greatly by the faU of 
their sheila At the twilight of tho next day. tlio Slh of the 
numth, thu three inaaaooljw wliicli had been sent with the Kng- 
lisb womiMi to Sadmsih landed at the fort Tho French being in 
poagosaion of SwlnuB. bad saized tbeso boats, laden tbetu with 50 
harroln of gun|»ow<li 3 r, and aeveml other military stores, and Sent 
tbeiu wltb tlie same bdatineii guartled by a. Froncb soldier iu 
oacb, to their own arm}' in tho black torm At four in the marii- 
ing when opposite to tlio fort, ooch of tho s^ddiem had follen f^t 

iLskcn, on wliieb tlw boatmen conoci't-cd in tlmir own language witli 
* the 
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1759 the Cfeitainty of not toing tindiy^toad, although overheard ^ and heiv^ 
ing fir&t poured vIlt^^t Lato tluj Erelockflp o^'^orpowered and 1 lound tlie 
noldfojtf, and tlnn landed tho botitfi &i the eea gate. Tlik uncoiamon 
ipshLucfl of ddelity and spirit m meBp ivho are deomod a Tncnn and 
outcanfc racCp waa rewarded and oticonragod by paying tbOTi iitlidd^ 
diatdy the full value of the gunpowder and iitoreB^ 

The enemy ^3 mortarfl renewed at midnig-lit. and at day-break their 
tannon, with two pieeea morep mounted in the batteiy at the bury¬ 
ing grouniL In the aflemuon they act fire to a warehouse near the fl- F, 
bastion, full of sidtpetre and brimstone, w'hicb could not be extin- 
guiBlied for Fevenil hours i iluring which tliO enemy ptied the Hpotj 
where the block column of ismoke arose^ with aliellia and plunging 
shot, whteh did no cinnoge. Lieutenant Brooke, a deUgeut officer 
in the artillory^ was killed by n cannon hall in the demi^baHtJon* 
The enemy^a ship Diligent^ reladen with artillery and all kind of 
Btnrea, anchored in the rnomiiig off the black town, having bEcd 30 
days in working along the eoaaL from Akmparvo, olthqug^k the 
straight difitonce is not OO mitoH. 

The same fife, hut more fref[noiit on both sidei, continued on the 
9thp the enemy's moftiiia atlll against tha buildings * hut their cunnoni 
which in the two preceding days bad only silenced two guna» in thia 
ablcd or dismoTnitod five, and two morioiis* In the night, befiides the 
nstinJ .rej>aim, five cmbniHures were cut through the glajois of the sa- 
lianfc angk before the demi-boBtionp pointing obliquely against Lnliys 
batterji and guns were mounted m them ; but l^y'a, nEvertheleaar 
dismounted two guns on the demi-bastion the next day ^ and nn the 
lltb all the five towards the land on tlie old N. E. basLiun wore dis¬ 
abled hy this and the Lorrain battery. Early tluf^ morning the enemy 
likewise opened two more gam in n ritwrliat buttery intended for four, 
which they hud raised Jimr the English honpitBl, on the rising gronnil 
fronting the centre ravelin on the west aide of the fort, whichp 

however, it was net intended to firep but to eiiillade ttjo royal bastion ^ 
it likewwQ bore upon [larl nf the uorth-wt^i curtain towards PigotU 
No* withstanding this bnttoiy stood at a much greater distance from 
tho fort» than any cd the other threep it was more exposed tlmn cither

or them ton ally: for none of tho guni* hud mbnKtirea, but fired, 1739 
plunging over the pampet. nnd the giin.nl might be Wtea up, and the 
gaud ttpiked, before fluficour could arrive from tliO ocivrest of tlio 
enemy's qimrierB: aware of tlrw they hntl enrried on a trenoh. from 
the end of tVia street through ^hich Dmper hnd marched to the foot 
of the bridge, which crossed the gronnd flouting tlio lirvtter^'; aud 
n pteqnet guard was coantnatly kept in the trench, ready to give 
thenlann. They had likewise began ft breast-work at the bar of 
the Triplicfifio river to the south, in orior to annoy Iho black people 
and rettle. which were sheltered on the spit of sand at the foot of 
the glacis on this Bide; and os many incoiivonmnocs would ensue 
from their dia^iei-woii, it was resolTwl to dris-n the enemy from the 
break-work. 

Accordingly a dotachuient of 200 Eurepenns, of which half were 
grenadicTs. and +0(1 Sepoya, marulit'd under the comniaod of Major 
Brereton, between four and five iti the morning, whilst it was stiU 
dark; when arrived ut the bar they receivod a fire from aome Se¬ 
poys jMBtod behind the imfiniahed pEirapot, which killed ona and 
wounded two of the grenadiure; but, as the Bepoya iminediatoly dis¬ 
appeared, the fire wan not retumed, and tbo detaelimcut proceeded 
through the cocci-nut groves to the left, witliout meeting any other 
opposition, until they <ame into the lane wbidi leads into the St, 
Tlicune read, along the garden wall of tiio gnvernorB house, when 
a trooper, sent forward, disoovereU a parly of the enemy drtiwa up 
attlie end of the lane, wbh a fielJ-pieca On this inteiligunce tho 
advanced guard of gfcimdicra uiaruheHl up briskly, fired, and puidi- 
ing on.T«*ivisfl the disci)aige-of the gun loaded with grat*, as wed 
ns the iDuaketiy that supported it, by which five of tiiem were 
WDundtal, and Lieutenant Robson mortally: the rest. nc¥ertbolcs», 
Bcised the gun before the enemy hod time to fire it again, who took 
shelter in a houflo and garden on their right, from whence their fire 
kilted three Sepoys and wounded two, with an Eur'^ipean, before they 
were diKlodgcd. It was yet scarcely twilight, and os the grenadiers 
were drawing otf the gun, Jemaul Suhsb, the commaudant of the Se¬ 
poys, a’ho had been paying In the St, Thqinh Tbiad, ducorerod auuther 

gun 
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giJin n littlo below tho atiil a|s|>earinj[^ jeiiloiLs of the 

hoiiotir. was pinnitted to aejzo athd bring it oii‘witb a itarty of Sft- 
poyii otilyj Avhich they effteUd wiLkout ree^iving finy rtituin to their 
lirftfc fire. 11 lo dotitchwieiit maivIitiJ baek tbe baine way they Lid 
comOj, mid aiTivcd In the fort at eun-riBO with the two gtimi, uud Mvq 
E iitapean prisoners, one of wLoiu an ofticer severely w^oanded. 
Frevdoiifi to this, two othuTf but alight aalliea had been iiirwde; the 
opo to iho S. w„ bridgOp whieb fired into the enenij'ii trench befapi 
the hospital 'battery : iho other, distnrVi the w'orkinen in tho rig- 
jsijgs to the liorthward \ this jmrty advanced ta the head of tho work, 
killed a cfuitinch breifght away two or three tniUikoLs, without 
any loss. Tlie enemy's mortars slackened this Hay, bub tho tire of tbeif 
can non continued with as mneh ri meity os bofare, and disabled four 
guns, which ns usual were replaced before tho pest momiisg* 

By tlnstimo it was evident that the enemy intended to diroct the 
stress of their attack a^inst the two northern iMistionSj. which dic¬ 
tated ilio nectssaity of securing iboui wlih additional deronces s ao* 
cordingly pnlLade w'aa b^in in the ditch on the hither ride of the 
cuvette, to extend quite round tho demi biMition; a blind, or pim- 
part of eartlij at UO yards distance, in the ditch before the ¥. e, 
t^biou ^ end a fai^eine hn^teTy of six guns, on the stmnd between 
the ctufUiiJi and the r^ik a little in the rear of tho sliDidder angle 
oftbls biLstiou. Eairly tho next mornings wdiich was the 13th, a shell 
from the forL set Hre to iQtuo huts behind Lidly's Lattciy, wliicb 
flprtudmg, caught a maga/iiie, ami blew it up, vidth a number of 
loaded biiuibsi no lire this day cither from nr against the 

X. nr domi bastions; and no gun ^ms {lixmoontoil m fLuy part of 
the fort; but the onomy doubted the nmiiljcr of their w^orkmcn m 
the ztg-^g,who iiiturrupkd as muuh as j^oAribla by what tiro 

l»ore upon them fmiii the ro 3 ’^{il l^stion, the north mvcliu, OJid tho 
cmbriianrefl of the salinnt angle before tlio demi basdon i in tbe night 
tlio enemy fired w ith n lield-piece loaded wilb gm[K!* fiom the head 
of their worins, on a suyail |icLrty pos'^cd near this nngle» under the oo- 
ver of a bout, djilI w'aundcil tlirtjc of them, on which the rest 
lirtil into the covertri-way. 
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[ntho miiTmiigortlni ) till, tie enemy, opened «i b^tUeiy of Uiroo 
mnrtiuii between Liilly'a and tfio Laryiug-gromid. but in the re^ of 
boHi. cmd coneenled by tlm houirea l^tweon them, from the sight of 
the fort : tliuic firts tbia day disftbkd a mortar iind two gunii i 
tLo night a iwlAut Bre of ma^ketry from the covored-way. mid of 
cannon and moi ta™ fi^m tho works of the north fi-ont, was kept 
up ngninflt tlio enemy s appiouclna. mid re^loil their prngroBa On 
the Ibth, they had I” gal's mounted in Lully’s, tiud kept up 
Ihtoueli thodlyndru H'oin 21,b(jaidiia tlieir 11 morUrs a« before ; 
hnt Lidiys gima did uH the mbehiof to tho works, disnuuiiiting two 
Runa in the demi, luid two in the uortU-otist bastion, mid tlieii' shot, 
whieU dew ever, took in flank the three other batteries towards tho 
aea. and diamounteil two guns on the eon-gate Wttcry, two on tho 
saluting battery, and one on the S. e. or *St. Thoiiih bastion, in alt 
eleven” the Hro on the irenoLee continued tliiough the night, from 
whlfh the onomy, nevortlielesd. detached a picqnet, which drove in 
the party posted cm the salient angle of tlift glaeis. 

Thu onetny'a uannotisdc eoniinued on the Ifitb, with the adcli- 
lionoltwo guu8 on LaUy’n battery, which now fired with 12. all 
24 or la poundure. to wliich the fort could only nppoiie the direci 

tiro of six of cqunl weight, wliieh were from the nori.b-enst sod demi 
bastions; for tho gnus in dm salient angle of dm glacis, jiud in tho 
fHjscinc Utteiy on the gT..iuid below, were wfUifisrior cnlibrea; and as it 
was constimtly jiecessaiy to employ many men in roinstating the da- 
tnages of die demi bsation, a traverse wiis raised to prowjrvethe guns m 
its flank from the enfiladieg fim of Lany's; mid whilst thi^ and other 
work was doing, the three miibnisiirea of ils face to tho right, whioh 
were open to tho shot of Lully's, were keid cloaed iintU the next ihiy j 
Bu that no guiis in this bastion were cither fired against, or JisjnouLt- 
cd by that liattory; which Imving the more to use agaiaattbe other 
works disihled one on the norUi-ciist, and obliged tho garriBon to udth- 
.Imw the live guns in theaiJient angle of the glacis; and as tho trenchoi 
were new advanced adtliin oil yiiids, tlieso eiubniHure* were fUlod up: 
and the eaith levelled again tu ill* general slope of the glacis. 
At 11 at night a sally waa nuule freui SL (}eoigo''fl or the west ravelin 
Vgl. U. 3G to 
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17M to fire into the irencU sjxtendin^r before ilie Lospibii] battery; but 
the gTjnrd there taking tJie ahrai iii iittie* 50 men adTnnced fitrnf® 

* the bridge lending In it, and after a fire giTen and returned, drove th& 
party hack into the covnred-waT+ Another snlly of \2 Europenng 
was mnde at ono in tho tnoming, imder the comniimd of Eiisigii 
Bareen, ngain.^t the bend of tbn enemyls treuebeB, info which they 
gave their fire, and finding only five or fdx men in it> ndvnTieed, nntil 
a relief, of 40 or 50 came up from the rear^ who droire them back, and 
before tb^’ regained the iHH^ered-wny, Ensign Barnes, with two of 
the aoldiere, were killeiL Before and after this sally, a constant fire, 
aa in the preceding nightBi wa« kept, up until morning on tho enemy la 
workmen j who, notwithstikndiDg these interruptions^ advanced the 
nap above 20 yarda. 

Even the gnrrison nchtiowledged the fictii%dty of the enemy*a pre- 
gross, and frequent letters hod been dtKpatchod, enjoining Captain 
Preston and Mshotnod Isawfto approach, and intomipt their opora- 
tionai but these officere were uq longer masters of their own- Re- 
treating after the action at Trivambore, they arrived at YcndFLlorc 
on the 3d, where they futnid aome proviaionA. Preston's division waa 
tiniinpairerl; of Mahomed I^oofs, moat of the Tritdunopqly 3e- 
poya, and 150 of the new-levied horse, had rejoined the rest of tboaH 
who had fled to Chinglajjet, who were fclio 1500 C-oLIerles and 5W 
Ijoree sent by Tondimnn, the 300 hoiM from Tanjore, and the same 
ndrubar of his own levies ; and all these trnopa refused to uiareb 
hack from Gbinglnpei to Yondalora Tlie kind nf warfare for which 
they wero intended, and only fit, rendered their desertion in the 
presont c3onjuDctiirfl *jf too much eutiscf|uance to be n^lccted : and 
after aeveral iueSTcetiial meannges, the two conuuiuidcrm jnaiched on 
the €th from Yeudalore, and joined them at Chiuglapet On expnfl- 
tiilation,'’the cavalry in genend pleaded with much eomplniiitv'Lba 
loBfi; altbongh owing to their own cowardice, of thojr liaggngo and 
effects at Trivambore, and little leas tlian declared^ that they luid net 
engaged in the s&rviccT with the expcetu tloa of expoaing their Iiotm* 
against Eurnpcjms^ i>ut were willing to act in their usual modes j 
which Prsfiton rightly intcqmted plunder* and to gretily theit 

wishes. 
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wijshesr coD^nted to nuti^ with tbem into the Frenck districte 17S0 
arooci:d Coiy(»rctTftiii, in whidi they contmued dnya employed 

in plunder ajid ravn^ j and no lilidtor grounihi proteeted iho oaldo 
from the aeiireh of the Colleriea On the Preston thinking 

they had beoii eudicioTitly indulged with bootyj begnn his march 
back from Gonjevorain, Intendixiig to come E^ain in sight of Mndnua ; 
hut on the Hmt halt, ail the troops which he litid endeayoured with 
BO much eompioeetbce to conciliate^ Colleries 09 well an eavoliy 
left liini and crosaed the Falior. This Hecond dei^ertion left no doubt 
of tboir inutiUtyp and Preaton roRolYod not to act with thein any 
longer, mim if they shnnld retom of their own accord ; but as the 
home of BajnhjiahDK who were 800^ and the European eavatry of the 
French onny^ rendered it impoBBible for the infantry of both the 
English eointnandB^ although if utmupperted by horaOp to con- 

tiniie near enough to harass the enemy's enmpr without mare lisk 
to themselvea, Prestari resolved to march to Arcot, in order to collect 
a body of bettei" cavnlry, of which ho heard Beveml parties were wait¬ 
ing ready to take service on the western confinee of the province, 

Mr. Hgot recciired intelligence of this motion and its motlvce on iiiu 
10th of the month, but concealed it, ns every other which might 
dispirit the garriaorL 

The enemy's fini contiiiumg the same on the 17th as tile day be¬ 
fore, diRmounted three guns aud a mortar, Ey<^r since the 
ninth of the month, two ships had Wn seen olT St. Thomd 
which had every day weighed anchor, endeastmiing to get 
to tho northwahj, but were constantly stemmed by tlie cur¬ 
rent from gakiing ground; but this eTcning they passed the 
road, and joined the three other vesaels off tlio blank town. 

They wo™ the Expedition, laden with mtiPery and stores^ which Ijad 
left Pondichoiry on tl^e 12th of December ; and the Briatol of BO 
guns, nLLtmed with EurapeiuiB, which had lately arrived there from 
Persia, and vra& iumiediat^y LmIcu with shot and shaUs far the 
camp. 

On tbo raoming of the idtb the enemy hn^l completed three 
more embrasures in l^aliy s battery; which joining the former on the 
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1759 lcft> ranched ulmoflt to tha aurf, nad l>olng a little tamed to ih& 
upon the nortti tavelia* which before night wos tnueh im- 
pair«»d by them. Nevertlieleii8« the getiefnil fire fretu the north tmt 
iliminishtxl, for these new embresaren in Ijiily h were enpplied with 
three gunft frotii other of the Bamo battery ; and the 

four in the Lcirraiiix which iMre upoB the royal bftstion, ceased eth 
tirely, and theLe embm&ufca were filled up j hut LaUy'n and the 
Iraiying-groimd dibbled two guns in the demi bastion, two in the 
north mvolin, a mortar in the royal, and rendetied the three northern 
embtnaurea of the SV E. biifltion uafit for aervico, A party of the 
enemy had been ooDployotl through the day in raiiiing a breast work 
at a Utile dietance to the left behind their former poet at the bar, and 
began to fire fmn it at dusk with two field-pincea in bwbet agninat 
sonic Sepoys posted on the apit of sand ^ their mortnra continued firing 
vehemently tlLraugh the day ^nd niglit, but, sa from the bcgimiijig 
of the bombardment, atiU a^nnst tho inaide of the fort Every day 
one, two, or three of the garri84>ii, and @oiiiEtimes moTCj had suf¬ 
fered by the fire \ but on this day five Eurepeons and three Sepo)’* 
were killed, and five of cnch woiuide^L Notwithataading a ean- 
ijtant lire of cannon and small annsp wheresoever probable, through 
the night, the enemy advanced their acroaa the foot of the 

salient angle of the glaeiSd incLning a little to the left towards 
tho mxrf; and being so nesJ*, tho govemof iawod instroctionii to 
tiie officers of the diflorept |>o«tfip how to eondnet themedve* 
and dispose their parilesi in case tlicy should assault the outr 
worko. 

The next day^ which was the ItHlip the onemy chmig&d tbeir two 
field-pieccs io the south for two oigliteempounder^ from which tli<qr 
fireileliot into the forb: in the forenoon their musketry in the advanced 
or second cn i^cbct hial fired npiuirtly upon the north mvnlin and the 
covered-way i thoir inortorB contmuEHl incessantly through the dnj, 
ami set fire to threo buildings in tiifierent parts nf the fort at craoa 
but Cbeaaed in the night : duTing which they dtjy produced their third 
a%-aRg obliquely from the ridge of tho gkois to the watcr-nanrk of Uifl 
sea, wlddi was not mort? than 15 yarda The next da)-, which was 
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tbo 20tb, thoy fjrod nooe of tba four gum on Ijilly'a battay, wbidb 17SJ> 
boi*® on tUo north-east bastion ; but cpntinued with the sovcui bcniing 
on tlio dami bastion, and the threo on fcli& north ravelin, nltkou^h 
mora sparingly thati ugiiab but those in tha burying-groimd bat- 
tpiy with moro vivacity: n pbttforin on the d^mi bastion, and a 
mortar on tbo nortli mveJin were ruined by ahcLb : five Europeanfl 
were killed ; and aevon, with threo &apoyfl, woundecL Duiitif^ the 
uightp they threw few shot or aliyUs^ ftn<l made but littlo advauco In 
their npprofMibea, bixt enlAi]gcd Ibeirsecond cTodipt^and worked Ivnrd 
in oiimbing a hatioiyp which iirojeoted from it aJong their laat or 
tliird zig-zag lending to the crochet w’hidi teminnted this zig¬ 
zag on tlio glayas. Two pniall salbes wore made upon tho trenches 
during the nighti in both of wbicb only one Etuxipean w^ua 
killed 

On the tint tbo enemy's battorieg remniuod nlmoftt Hiloiit* but the 
musketry in their trenches fire<l briskly ou all they saw moving At 
five in the evemng, aserjeant and ten men went out by a Hallyport in 
the oast curtain, and an ofiicer with 20 by the barrier in the uurtb- 
Dsat angle of the covered-way, who were followed by +0 pioneers 
with their captain : tha soidiurs iid^'nnced to the second croebot, 
which waa only 3d yanls from the foot of the giods; cut of which 
their fire drove all the troops, who ware rocwtly Sepoys 2 aflcr 
which they maintained the croebet for 10 minutes before the guard 
of the trenchGa arrived; and during this time the pionecra worked 
hard in destToying the gahionB, and what othar materials were oob 
locbed for the oonstrudilon of the intended battery': the aaDy wm pra- 
ceded and followed by a fire of mortAm, canuoiVi R^d small arms from 
the fori, upon all whom the alarm brought within siglit and reseh; 
fmd it wta supposed with much efiect; two eerjmnis were killed, 
and dve of the pioneers wounded j in the fort one Euro|i«n and 
one Sejwy wera killed, and n ten inch mortar disabled. In tho night 
the enemy worked hard in thickening tlie erochat out of which 
they had been driven, completwl thuir third zig-zag, which ez- 
tended 100 yards beyond it* mostly on the gliMcia, hat mclitiing to 
the left of the salient angle; and not only began, but finished their 

third 
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175& thiixi Crtidibt, wliicb uxtcndcd to the rijjlit from the head of Ibis 
Eig-zag acroaa the ridge of the glnob: they threw few mortora during 
J* 1 H 1 UT, night, but moBtly into the woika j their cwmon fdackened iike- 
wiio the e nwuing day, which wna the 22d, and eapccially iri>m Lally'a

battery, in which moat of the embrasures were bliuiled 
tfades, the few employed were veiy effectiud, for the repeated re- 
paira. which bad been made in the demi and north-east LastiunB, ren¬ 
dered the substituted merlons so weak that th^ cruruhled to every 
abut 1 a twelve-pounder wna disabled on the north ravelin by a shellt 
throe Eufojieftxu and a Sepoy wore kmed. and seven with nine Sepoy* 
wounded. In the night the enemy pushed on the sap of the fourtli 
20 yank beyond their third crochab having mode a 
HmnU return or shoulder to the left, continued it from hence quite 
up to the salient angle of the covered way, and fixed some gabion* 
on the crest of the glad* on the right hand of this angle ; Uw contest 
was now brought very near the waUa, and was dispnted without 
intennlssiont the whole progross of the fourth aig-zag was oapoued 
to the fire of the stockade of palmyra trees which the ganruun had 
planted floow the east aide of the glack to the surf, and from this 
nioftkivl" the guard kept up a constant firs of musketry on the enemy’s 
workmen, as did another guard from the eolimit angle of the glams; 
and partis of grenadiers were sont out every hour along the beach 
beyond the stockade to fire npon the third crochet, and all the sap 
advanced beyond it; eannoo, mortare, and muBketry, were likewise 
fired thraigbout the night from every part that bore upon their work ; 
but could not atop it, fur.the enemy had incresfied the number both of 
their workmen and guards; they likewise finished their battery at the 
endoftheir third rig-sag, which shouldered on thdr second croche*v 
and opened it tho next mormiig, which was tho S3d, with fw® 
guns 1 but St was so tU constructed, that only one oi tbo gnus ®idd 
be brought to bear upon the north ravelin, which it waa in* 
tended to batter. 'Fbc Lorrein battery remiined closed, but the 
hospital, the burying-greund, and Lolly’ll, with the marterfl ** 
before, (Xiutin ued a stockeoing firfl, the cannon only in the day, hot 
mortare through tho night likewise. The ammunition of both 
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jjegim to WM s€&nt^ KAd Uiey wens iniiiiiig ftir doom wbicb Imd 1759 
been embarked on the Uth in a brigBAtino from Fundi dhany. How- 
ever, their fire diaabled a twanty-four-poonder nn the royal baAtioDj 
and completed the min of all tlie embrasures on the riglib two of 
the raveling in whioh aabot from Lali/a penetrated quite throiigb 
the morion : in the night, the enemy attempted to push their gabions 
close to tlio covered way of the N. E. eitliant angio, from whence 
pioueera wore sent to oFeraet them, who roiled flume into the 
and pulled otbera into the covered-vmy; this issnteflt was mainiaitied 
at repetitioiw for three or four houra, and supported by tlia botUssL fire 
ofmuHketryp and of grape flbot from tbe north-eaat bastioni and the 
fiuKiiie battery on the becteb ! 70 diaoharges were made out of one 
of the guns : five Europeana were killed and ten wounded in the 
night and day, moat of whom auffbred in tbeee attacks t one Sepoy 
was likcwuie killed, and fliat wounded: on tbe 24th, a twenty-four 
pounder waa disablefl on the nortk-east baation, of which the works 
had flcareely recseived in the night a repair adequate to tim detriment 
of the preceding day t but six of the embraanres in the nortb ravelin 
were restored j the other three still remained unfit for eenrica. 

At seven in the ovcoing, a par^ of the enemy, oonMfltiug of 50 
man, who hi^ waited for Uio dark, advanced from the neareat 
crochet to tba stockade, from which iba guard, wJiich consisted only 
of 1% men, ran away to the blmd before tho fc, bastion* (Jioy were 
inunodiatply sent back with the addition of a more resolute fiflijeant 
and tan grenadiota i but were scarcolj returned, when thifl serjeaut 
wsa shot dead through the stockade; on which the party fltopped, 
waiting for directions; and the officer commanding at the blind re¬ 
called them; fkfter which it was thought imprudent to moke another 
attempt to recover tho stockade, although cajiAblQ of giving mneh 
nimoyancse to the enemy's wort * 

At night, a miiaaaagcr from Tritchinopoly brought a biter 
from Captain Joseph Smith, with intoUigonce b# bad reeoivod 
from Angengo* The Prasidoiicy ten days before hod rcceivod advices 
from Ur. Pococke, that the oquidron bad arrived on the 10th of 
December at Bombay, where he found six of the company a ships 
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1750 and twoofibe liuei, with 600 raoii of Drti[rtr*a rcgiraant on boajfd;. 
'—which WCTE limbed tlmre a few days hdona, bavbig pasBod the Oapo 
Hopa too kto in tha ft&Hdon to gain tbe couiit of CbroiiuLtHlel; 
the JetDOT from Capt4ua SmitlL gave inteltigenca that the coiiapany*^ 
eddps, with all tbc troopn on board, had Hajlod imdor tho convoy of two 
fHgfttoii fram Bombay on the Slat! iuid the spies wh\ch cnmo in 
from tbs enemy a fsamp reportisd thab this news waa likewise known 
therej and had determined tlr. Lnlly to make a general assault on 
the forb this very night; on wliioh the whole gamsoii and all the 
mhabitanta wei^ stationed and remainod under arma at their respec¬ 
tive poets until the mornmg. 

The fire of the ciumon, tnusketry, and mortara, from tlie fort, al¬ 
though main tallied oonstantlj throughout tlie nighty did not prevent 
ike euemv from advancing their sap along tho glacis, on the east face 
*of tho covered-way, as far na the left of the stockade, and tliay mode a 
rEtnm on the right to the croet of the glacis j hat had not time to 
extend the sup to tho left^ idong the front of the atookade towards the 
surf, nor even to complete a proper lodgment in the return, the want 
of which left their workmen exposed to the fire of the covered-way; 
hut on the other aide of the salient angle they had raieed gabiona, and 
mode considerable progresa iu a rotrenchmont intended for n battery. 

The night passed without any alarms of the aupposed aasault y end 
the ensuing day^ whinb was the 211 th, contmued with the naual 
fire of cannon and Moitars until two in the aftemoon^ when a sally 
was made by the guard at the blind,, and the eome number of 
grenitdierB^ in all forty soldiers with arms, who covered twenty 
pioneers with teds. Just before the hlmd, on the east face of the 
covered way, parallel to the same face of the demi l^aatjoit, was a 
passage in tlie glacia towards the uorf i through which the party 
pafiised^ and then proceeding along the suif^ round the right of the 
etocknde, camo in flank of the head of the enemy e snp^ from which 
their fimt fire drove all their guards luid workmen, who rotreat^i 
to thfiir reirenchment at the salient angle waiting for succourar 
during wkkdi the English aoMiers maintained their groondi and the 
pioneem ovenwl the gabions, some into the others into the 
5 rovered- 
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cDveml-wny^ and dwtroyeil wbaEsoevci- impltnients ilicy found : thh 
uttiick laisted SiQ minuter by which time tho cii™y had (jatherGd, 
und were advtmcmg in mutih superior munliers, from the rotnjncb- 
oiontj upon whtch the party was ncciiiJad, and retreated, giving 
and receiving fire, A &eijefuat with three grenadiers were killed; mis 
otliETB of the HoUicM, with Captain Black, who commanded the 
BallVi and Lionteoflnt Fitzpatricky were woimdecL Tlie enemy's 
artillery bore moat on tli& royal and demJ basticios; their mortfim 
falling on the worka wotiaded many morn than usual. The total loss, 
iiieluding that in the ealliea, whb eight Europeans and three Sepoyn 
killcfi» and 17 Enrapoaiia with 13 Sepoys wounded. 

Tlie eoGiny's nap being Eidvanised to the ea&t flank of the covered- 
way Llnoatencd IniniedktD danger by surpriM on the east faL-e of the 
ioi% to which the aeiv-gate gave the faireat opening; for the em¬ 
brasures in the norhli flank of the battery before it had been mlnod 
by the enemyb shot which had nuBseJ or flown over the Ht. E. bastion 
and iiiscmo battery; and the gateway ii'self waa a Bpaoions arch shut 
occasionally with folding doors; so thatp should the enemy ever make 
a general assault on the ruined works to tha norths a party sent at 
the samu tiinB along the fiurfp or even in boats^ might forea their 
way tlirough the gat-s with poturds; and this party might pnaa with¬ 
out much intemiption; for riio fadcino lijittory wlddi harricaded the 
beach woH D€?arly deiuoruslied. The whole of the working party 
i:if the night was therefore allottod to remedy these defeebi, and be¬ 
fore morning they tepturod the fascine batter^', restored the embnuHUrea 
of tho luittery before the saa-gate, bricked up the arch of the gate¬ 
way, and 0 |>ened n !mmil gate on tha left hand, wliich had been 
closetL in the Buocceding nights the workmen began and oontinuad 
tho intended ditcli with puLllaado&e round the Hca-gnta batt^^ which 
had intherto boon deferred for services of more immediate neccflflity. 
Tho enemy employed tlio nig he wiih 04 UI 1 I dUigeimo, and pushed 
the sap of their reirenohment from tlie lialient angle 70 ynrda along 
the north fas^o of the covered-way^ ami widened the work In an 
excavation siiflidcnt to contodn cannon anfl n large detanhmeoi 
of trtxjps: this work^ with what wjw done the night before on 
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]7r»0 tbe other side, entirely ombraced tlie s&liont angle of the wvered- 
way.

TTie following day, which wua the SGtli, the enemy fired moat 
of thetf shot into tlio town ; and most of their ehelln, aa in the pre¬ 
ceding night, into the works of the north front, by which a twenty- 
four jioimder wna dismatintaJ on the it. E. bastion, and the easnalUcB 
from the evening to tbe evsning were five sepoys and one Europoiu 
killed and 11 wounded of whom wore the LieutooantB Lang, and 
Idttle, wlio lost bis left ano- In the mujeceding night the enemy 
wddenel and raiTOci thair work on tbe crest of the glneia, notwith¬ 
standing thft constant firs of the defenoea ; and no guards could any 
longer be kept at tbe salient angle they had Invested, but centriea 
were advanced every quarter of an hour from the blind before the 
N. EL bastion, to obaervo whether they wa-a banning any new 
works, but discovered nene. In the 24 honira to the evening of the 
£7tb, nn damage was done to any of the artillery, but five Europeans 
were killed and five wounded, and ono with five Sepoys Tbs 
enemy’* workmen remained very silent in their trenches through 
tbe night. 

Three hundred Sepoys were intended to sally before day-break on 
tbo 28th, in order to Burprieo tbe enemy's battery of two guns to tbs 
south of tbo bar: but KiATching too late were discerned, and re- 
ceivad the fire of tbebatteiy before they had crossed the bar, on which 
they were imme^iiately recalled into tbe fort- In the morning the 
enemy began to fire agnin from tbe batlery near their second 
crochet, which bod remainod silent ever since they opened it inef- 
foetnrdly on tbe £3d, and during ibis interval they had endeavoured 
to rectify the erroneous comttraotion of the embniinires, which were 
intended, agair^t •be right face of tbe north ravelin i they had like¬ 
wise brought up two teu-inch mortars to this battery, with which, 
tiTirl three guns, they commenced their fire ; hut one of the gwns 
foilerl ai nine o’clock, and another at ten ^ in the afternoon another, 
which they were trying in tbo 4th embrasure, was disabled by a shot 
from the fort; after whieh, the oannonado from tbi* battery ceased 
entirely, bnk the mortars reutinuod. At noon a party with many 
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yoke of oseti assembled at tha btkTp lu otJer to draw oft‘ tbe two 
guns there; bub the firing of lha fort Boon made them remove the 
cattio out of reacli. The causualties from the preceding night to 
the evening of tbifi day wero ono Kurepean and one Ijascmr killed, 
with ten Ecropciaitt and nine Sepoya woundoA 

Diirinig the night the enamj drew off one of the guns at tlie bar * 
their workmen carried on a roioing sap from the left of the imlmyni 
stockade across the glsds, and qn a level lower than t\w covered 
way, mtending to pass under thifl likewise in order to open the 
cnimtorscarp of the ditch ; they executed tins work with so [nueh 
silenc^i that the garriBon had no utmploion of it until two the next after¬ 
noon, when the sap woa ndvanced far as tbo or brick facing 

of the glacis, and being carried too high* the earth of the covered 
way with the fndng fell in, and discovered them; some grenadiers 
were immediately sent to fire and throw grenades into the hole, 
which obliged the minore to Btop^ hut they renew^ed their sap lower. 
Tlieir mortora continued during these 21 iionrs agaiDst the works. 
A nine-poundor wan disabled on the N* W* ravelin by the fire from 
the hospital; nnd the embmaurca of Pigob'a bik^tionp and of Lnw- 
renee^ii, the next on the lef^ were much diuuaged by shells and 
btrey shot; for both the,4e works were out of the front attack, nor 
was there a single gun which bone directly upon them; for the enemy 
had for some days ccaaed the ^ they opened on the 7th of the month 
in thift direction p which joined to the leffc shoulder of the- Lormin 
battery. The <5a»ualties from the evening to the evening were two 
Europeans and Lhreo Sepoys killed, and two and one w'dinded. In 
the ensuing night the enemy threw many shells into the towD, and 
continued hard at work both in their covered and in riyjdng a 
battcTy on the cn^t of the glAcis, but witli ao much dlence, that 
the gorrlBon ooultl not discover what they were doing: th^working 
partyofthe fort were crop loyed in restoring the right face of the 
north mveUu, and tlii^ aiime side of the caponiere leading to it acroes 
the diteh. 

In the interval aineo the dorertionof the blacik iroopa at Conje- 
veraifi, several lotterH and other notices had Wa received from Cap- 
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1750 tain Preston and Mahomed Isgoot Pwraiiing tkoir initiation of m- 
liatii 3 g s body of bettor cavali^, they arrived on tho iSLli ab LalU- 
jri 4 HAr>. ^ town of great resort, 10 miles to the N* w, of Arcot, wheia 
tLeir invitstiona Boon colleetM 500 Moorish horse, and 600 Morr&boea, 
The Nabob's brother* Abdnlwihab Cawa. w&g at this time re&idiag 
Tfith their mother at Chitore, and being luiged hy her representatioiiH 
to some Comp imction for the distress of tiio Nabob s aSAjm, ho pTof+ 
fered his astdaiance; on winch Mahomed Isaool], with a amal) oacorh 
went to Chitoie, and in a few days lebnrned, ac^rompimied by Ab- 
didwahab with lOOO horsot and more foot being the troopa he Imd 
kepi in pay iinco be qtdtted Arcot in the preceding year. Overton* 
were likewise mAde to a body of 3000 Mormtoos belonging to Bolii- 
gerow, and commanded by an officer Eiatned Gopatilrow, who were 
lying at the pa^s of DainiilcherTyi bat Gopaulrow inais ted on re¬ 
ceiving money before any movod* an wbieh Fieslon sent him Eke 
bin of an opulent ehrof for 60,000 rupees, which was to be paid as 
aoon as the horse arrived at Voloro ■ but as the mesaagea. and march 
tequired eight daya, thoarmy in the interval set out from lAilapet 
on the ^d, and halted on the Sath at Trivalore, within four rnila 
of the fort of Tripasaore, in which, as well im Pondnnialdej the 
French had a garrison of Sepoys; hut the pettab of PondamnJJjfe 
being much ppenor thtm of TripassorOf Mahomed Issoof sent ojf a de-* 
tochment to plunder it, which they edheted iLfber some skirmiahing 
with the Sepoys from the fort^ of whom several were kiLlDiL Besidw 
the booty they got io the |>ottah^ the detachment returned with 3*000 
ttbeep and oxen, which hod been oolbcted from the conn try, and were 
kept under the protoction of the garrlBOUj in tho common round the 
fort, to supply the French amy before Mndnim Tho Nabob's hro- 
thar Nuxeabulla, who had accompanied Mr. Moiacin to Fondi€heTT}'j 
and aftesworda the French army to tha aiego^ Iiad lately returned to 
RalDre and the example and exhortationa of his brothaf Aldiik 
wohub, bed recLnimed him so far, as to promiae to join him at 
iioire with ids force * but ho delayed, and the army having been r^" 
forcod with ammunition and two more thneo-pomiEtertt from Chiug- 
Ispet, proceeded on the &Tth to TrimJiwrtsb* a town situated on tbo 
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akirta uf MalrawisOB wood. 12 mUm to the s. W. of Ikdraea. Tho 17^ 
PolygH-r, with tm agent who bad l>«n sent to him hy tho goveinor, 

«imo to the camp, and promised to bring 20tm Peona and a sopply 
of rica: hot, finding no monay waii intended to be giToa him, re- 
tnmed tho next day into his woodj and apponrod iin more, ilaho- 
nied iBSOof, aa phmh as the camp wna pitched, todo with a party of 
horse as far as Maflkelyne'a garden, which stands two miles H. w. of 
Fort St George, whero moat of the oxen belonging to tho Frencli 
army ware kept uridor the cam of a gnard of Sopoya a^ black 
home; whom hUhonmd IsBoofs pnrtiy put to flight, and seiaad roost 
of tho cattlo. The next day the whole body of Frondi cavalry, who 
were 300, nnd Rajalisahob's who were 800, enoamped to the anrtli 
of the garden, nud on the 20th erne of their parties rontad ooo of 
Abdulwahab'e, and took ten prisoners. The attention to this army, 
since their arrival in the neighbonrhood, dimininhed the activity of 
the enemy's operations against the fort, by the detachments they 
were oblignd to send and recal on diflisrent reports and alarmiL 
Their approaoli, just as tho enemy's works wore advanced no near 
the defencoB incretiaed the alacrity of the gjiniioiL 

On the SOtli, at 11 in the forenoon, a soil wan descried to the 
southward; when nearer, her cdcmm were discerned lobe Engliah, 
and her form that of one of the Company’s ahipa. All thn Frendi 
vcBsels, wtiich wore five, flong ont English coloure likewise; and 
tho two ships, the Harlem oml Bristol, prepared to get under we^h, 

A cstamomn was immediately dispatahed firom the fort warning 
tho stranger to beware of theaii in tho evening lir, Daliyniple 
was snot in a boat, with farther instructions to the reptain. TTie 
catamainn got on board before the ship came «D an anchor, which 
WAA not until nine at night; and bmh after the Bristol came up, re¬ 
ceived and relunmd a bruadHido, and fell to leeward, Tbtt^ip waa 
tho Shaftsbury Boat Indiaman. commanded by capim Nathanial 
and one of tliose which were bringing Draper's regrnwnt 
from Bombay: but, sailing much worse than tbo CLhem, they 
mode her the hmpiUil "hip, and left her off Ibo aonth of Coylou 
on tho 7th of tho month, after, whindi, a luckier vein of wind and 

current brought her to her port before them, Tho eick, who ware 
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1750 30 theh of tlio rcgunent, only added to tlio 'distress of tbo gunriPM^iL; 
Imtsbe Lad on board R" obe^ji of ailvoF* and mcmy miiiia.iy 

tbntDj hand-gr 60 jwle% arid bomba of Uio Isi^^estr of 

vrhiob tbe g&rrifion wore mueh In nood* bavLng nearly ox|iended 
fTi#»Ty atock of ibtao artidefi. Tba <30iiiiiniiii{iation of letters was 
easy iind expodUionSp after the sliip came to an anchor^ and, by tLe 
govemor^s orders sbo threw out at day-break the ensjgns of ft man 
of war^ and nsceivotb na if ancb, jv salute of 13 gnus from the fort. 
At the sajSB time the enemy on shore began to fii’O upon Iior with 
one gim from their neglected bhttery at the sceond ei^betj and two 
firooa the breast-work to the south, near the IcMtr^ all the three wefc 
twenty-four poimders; and Bometimea Hcnt red-hot bedia At three 
in the aftemcnmp the Briatolp which Imd iiiiloa far to leeward, worked 
tip again into the road: whiiat drawing nigh, boatii with iioldiai 
went oili to her limn the black town. The MarLemt which bad. iike- 
wiae been nmnned from thq shore^ bore down at tbo same time, and 
the Shnftshmy' had got onder wmgli to change her station^ but 
boing intercepted by tbo BriuLol, sustamod the engagnmeat tinder aidl 
for tw'o lioaTBp and then anchored, where directed, aa near as tha 
aonndlngs would admit opposite to the eouth-east bastioiL The 
other ships anchored like wise, but fer out io tba ofFingp and nevsr- 
thuleas contmticd firing no til nighb The riggiog of tha Sha flfibary 
was much damaged by tbo lira of the sbips* and she received several nhot 
tbroLigb her hull from the shore: bat no one was wounded, except 
lieutenant Browne of tbo regiment, who lost his right arm. Before 
lU, tlic nuLSHOolaa of the garrLkjn lande^l tlio sick and the irEia»iLin; 
and it bdag saspec^ad that the CLnemy's ships might attempt to 
board the Shaftabury with their buaH the governor sent optiomd 
orders to Captain IngliE^, citlicr to escape out of iho rosdp maintam 
his litatinn, or rum the ship asliorc* The confidence was well plaeedp 
and IngUfis detsmimed on the dioice of danger* The next day* 
which wari tha first of Febmaryp sbe siood the Bomo fire from tb® 
■horep iome from tha Harleiiv, but none from the Bristol, for this 
■hip had sftil-ed away in the night to Pondieherry] and on the iooonJ* 
none from tha Harlt?!!!, which anchored far out in the offing j but 
the fire upon her from tlie ahore still contiunciL 
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TLe firepantiune of the enemy on eliore Against tbe Shafiabary, 1759 
qlackoned thdr firo against tho fort on tho SOtb, the day bLo waa dis-

cemed. Tho throe ombraiixiries cm tho left of Lally's butteiy^ which 

boivj upon the right faoe in the north ra’pelin^ continued j thft two 

nejtt to themp which were the kft of the four that had Mtherto 

been employed figiunat the north-bastioii, like who romained 

f™? I but the interposition of their own work on tliq crest of tho 

gtacio pnxrlnded tho nm of tbo two other einbraaures agtiliisi this 

baation, aa well as of the four which bad battered in brciLcb the 

salient angle of the demi baMion ; bat tbej did not think it worth 

thoir while to remove the guna of these embrasures into those on 

tho rightj in order to batter towards the sliotdiJor angle^ that 

neat the flank of this bastiesnp becanno they intenJedp as muni, to 

make the breach at the salient anglOj in which their liro bad already 

almost mi noil the parapets TIib fire of the barying-ground battery^ 

with four gnnSp continned on tho left fiieo of the north ravelinj and 

the fiank of tho tlemi bastion, and the four guns in the hoepitaJ-batteTy 

enfiladed the whole of tho north front. The outward gun in Lolly a 

battciy which remained free agaiiist tho north-eci^t bastion^ they turned 

ELgninst the shoulder merlon on the left of the battoiy^ raised 

by the garrison on the edge of tho surf of uhich oil the foor gnns 

bare onthi^ and tlia three n«t ombrnmires of Lidly’a, to the loft^ Their 

moriara in this, the huiying-grouiid, and the battefy Ixstwecn them, 

likewise c?ontiniiGd as before. Such was their fire at the close of this 

day i and in theae ^1- hours one 18 pounder was dismounted by tho 

hospital-battery on Pigot's bastion, ] European, with 3 Sopoyo

The enemy's mortars contiiiued through the ensuing night, and 
mostly against the defoacea They workod hard under grAnd from 
tho palmyra etockado ; bnt^ as beforep without being dlBooVErod ; and 
the eartli they threw up on ttie crost of the glads Ukewlie oonocaled 
their InioDtioiiJ! Ihnre^ although tbo garrison gave* fioqiient alertsi,

intention meeting thoir work, the garrison opened a top from the 
left of tho ditch, and directed it acroas nnd under the ground imina- 
diately in front of th« blind. Tlia minTng gaUoiy towards their batteiy 
on the ereat of the glacis was Itkowiso pushed on with niueb 
diligemce. The enraing morning, the enemy at finn-rito oponed four 
embrasures in this battery, which extended to the right from the 
summit of the salient angle : one cl" them pointed to the S. E. hastiafi, 
and all the fmir bore on tho tolient angle of the denii ; hut they 
raised the embrasuniH so high, that none of their shot conld strike i 
the parapet, hut oil Hew over the fort; so that after five or si* 
rounds they ceased firing, and closed the embrasures in order to alter 
the lavvL Beoides tbe guns which they opened and kept up agninit 
tho Shaflttbnry, their other batteries against the foil continued 
througli tha day : tho hospital and burying-grmind, with aB tlwir 
guns, but Lnlly’s only with fiTo. Uireo of which were thosa a^inab tie 
north ravelin, and the other two. which were the nest to them, fired 
mostly against the fimeino battoTT, whar© they disabled two twdre | 
pounders ; a twenty-four pounder was likewiw dismounted on th* | 
royal bastion { the casualties to the troops were 4 EuropeonB killedi 
and fi, with 3 Sepoys wounded. During the night, the gnmtofl, 
beades the repair of tlw works, continued their gallery towards the 
toliant angle, and the covered sup beforo iiia blind. The cnomy 
continued their oap likewite still undiscovered, end worked in alter¬ 
ing their breaching battery ; but when they opened it again th# 
next moTTung with five guns, thu shot as before flew over, and they 
woTiB ngthTfi oblig&d to cliMo tbo fiCCibrflfiTirail.

both aidea continued oa the day before, excepting tlmt the enouiy’fl 
mortnre were not so frequent The Cuddslqre^ a flehoooer lielaiig- 
ing to the Camponj, which hod loin Eoine dnys at Palineate where 
she bad stopped aereral boats coming Ikoni the northward! to iho 
encmy'Q camp, came tliis dny near tha road; but seeing tho Marlein 
ready to weigh, stood ant again to sea. A twenty-four pounder was 
oisabJed in tho sajiiting bAtiery of tho fort by ita own fire on the 
Harlem, The casualties^ besides thoHo who sufibred on the St^ 

Thomd bastion, were 2 EnrDpCAns killed, and ‘t, with 2 Sepoys 
woundcfi In the night, ns well ns the day, tho pioneers of tha 
garrison continued the two gallerias, the one towardn the enemy'a 
battery on tho salient angle of the gliicis^ the other under the blind, 
and tho rest of the workmen were chictly employed in repairing tho 
parapet towards the salient angle of the demi bastion. 

In the morning of the 2d, thu enemy opened ogaia their emhra- 
iures on the crest of the glacis^ which they had been re|.^airiug all 
night, but with os littJe judgment as in the preceding^ for their shot 
etlU dew too high] and the guns being expo^ im tjcforo without 
resistance to tho cannon and mortars of tho defences, wore closed 
again in an hour after they liad opened, and remalued silent tbo rest 
of the day. The other batteries continued as l^cfore. The Harlem 
Ikod weighed before day-break, and anebored out of gim-shot of the 
Slmftbury, which now only Bustaiued the fire of the three guns on 
shore; and theirs less freqkUBnt than in the picceding days. At 
eight in tho morning, sevend parties of horse wore disoeri^ed from 
the fitoeplc^ adranring in the plain about five milea N. w, of I bo 
fort; and soon after apposux^d tlie wbolu army, with Preston and 
Mahomed IssonfL Tho onomyb cavalry at Viparee drew out, reiii- 
forcomcnie joined ibem from the black fcowm^ and at three m the 
afternoon firing comineucevb which lasted until nun-sei 
Yol.

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Tlio gpvornor IjiuI repeatedly recommended to Preston and Ma¬ 
homed IsHOof to march round, and tako posBCSBion of St. Thoro^, 
and from thcnco to coma hy the sea-shoni mto tho fort ; or to pe¬ 
netrate wherever el&e they ehould see an opening ; the intontioji of 
this junction was to comaeTt raoMures for u general attack on the 
enemy's tamp, which could not be csplnined by letters in cipher 
Mid Utthle to iiitDroepbiom The effort, however, wmi not to be 
mnde hy a aally of the united force from the fort; hut Prison's . 
army, after being furnished with money and four days provudcuu, 
which tho gurriBon conld spate, wera to march out and encamp 
ahrood again ? and at the appointed hour fall on the black town, 
whilst the garrison at the same time sallied upon the onetny’s worka 
Thispicject WM ecarcoly feasible; for the enemy, knowing the 
junction in the fort, would he on strict guard in all their pt»ta | 
Preston, aUhough he disapproved the achemc. was as solicitons as 
the governor to carry it into osecution ; hut the Polygorw had fsUcHl 
to supply the ptevislou of rice they had promised, which obliged 
the army to send for it aa far ns Chinglapct and Conjeveram, and 
detaioed them tliree days ivl Trimliwosh until the morning of the 
2d ; when they marched, intending to pass to St, Thomd between 
the black town and tho Mounts notwithstanding tho whole body of 
the enemy’s cavalry were lying in the way at Vipareo, Mr. EjqIIj, 
hearing of tlicir approach, took a dotnehment of 300 European in¬ 
fantry, 500 Sepoys, and sis field-pieces, from the blade town, and 
joined his two bodies of cavalry wliich were IjHng at Vipareo. Es 
WM accompanied by Mr. liuSEy, and most of tho principal officfii^ 
of the army. They marched enwsrl in the plain towards Pres* 
ton's force, who seeing them coming, bolted on the other side of a 
long mflrasB formed by pnddy fields, which intersected the whole ei- 
tent of the plain from wsist to east: the cavalry with Preston, to avoid 
tho enemy h cannonade, kept at a distauce in tho riair ; but the iu- 
loutry drew up under the shelter of banka which continued (dong 
tlie edge of the loomss. Mr. Lnlly mado naveral motions to iotico 
them to elms ; but they were not seduced : on which he took po#f 

ol three o'clock in a spot of ground covered by bodges and trees, 

and 
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and opened hie cannon across tha morass, nithough at the dis- 
tnn **" of lOOO yards, Trliich were answrered by only six three- 
pennderB. Tho Sepoys, and even tho Eiirof*ana on both aides, fired 
aometiinea likewise with their small arms; but tho Iioraa were nayor 
near each other. From the ndvontega of Bitoation. notwithatynding 
the dispiLiily of the cannon, the loss in Prestons army did not 
much exceed the eiiomy’Sj being 15 Sepoys, one European, and 
five hotna killed, and five Sepoys wounded, whereaa the enemy 
left nine Eoropeane and thirteen horses dead on the plain. At aim- 
set they retreated to Viparee, where Kn Lnlly likowiao remained 
with the dotaebraent of infantry, and Prtsiton, for want of provi- 
rions. fotnmed to Triniliwiwh. 

In the night tho enemy throw fewer sheila tbnn naoal s from 
the morning of the 21 to the morning of the 3d, waa the firet day 
since the 4th of Janmuy, in which no (me was killed in tho 
fort ; and no Sepoys received any hurt, but five EuropcniiB were 
wounded- The pioneers of tho garrison oontintied the two mines ; 
tliey who were at work under the blind discovered no eigoa of tha 
sap they BUspecUid j hut the minoTB, who were pushing under tho 
ooverod-wny ttnurards tho breaching battery, Iward, at two in the 
morning, the sound of men working near thoin in the ononiy’a 
inino on the right under the «iat face of tho glads, which it wag 
suppuaed thev hod rclitiquished since it fulled on the 23d. At day¬ 
break they sprung this mine on the inside of the covered-way, 
through the counterscarp of tha ditch, at the eitimmty of the cu¬ 
vette; into which the bulk of the esploslon waa thrown. Frag¬ 
ments of the hriok-work wounded live Europeans and a Sepoy; hut 
the exploHOM itself blow up none: nevertholca, to destroy many 
men seemed the only intent; for if it was meant to facilitate the 
descent into the ditch, their apprftachos were not nuffidently for¬ 
ward to attempt this uporation; ^oo'tha cscavation was entirely 
commanded by tho three innemost guns in the dank of tho royal 
bastiou, of which all the seven being covered on tho flank by the 
oreilloD, and ly traverses in the rear, bad received no hurt from tho 
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17M) eueiDy's wiUDU, mid none of their tcdrtELTK h&d chAUcod to light 
F^wir^ amdiagtft ti-fiiii; BO that all reiniLmed in perfegt conditioDj and Lbe 
cnemyt before they sprung the tdiuep Ebduld hn>Tu miiwd a bnttefy 
in the mmo on the credit of the gliteia, to take off thw 

defencoK Immediately nfbor the eTcpIosLon, they began to fire ^om 
two embrAJiiiree of their breertzihmg Imttery in the client angle, 
which the fire of the fort, sSi beforOf book obliged them to doMi 
their other batteries like wise aUckenedp and their mortnm still mom 
Their workmen were ehjedy employed during the night, in low¬ 
ering the embiufiiires of tbeir broaching battery; the gtLrrleoD, 
befiidcB thfi repairs of the demi baetioa^ agmnst which the greatest 
port of the enemy's fire had been direoiedr worked at tlieir two 
mining galleriea The coeualties of the day and night, besidea the 
men wounded I by the enemy's minOp were ouly one Sepoy killed, 
and one wounded. 

At day flight on the 4thp the enemy again opened tlieir bi'eaciiing 
iiattciy uii the crest of the glacis, and for the first time fired frotn nil 
the ELX embraMiree,. which, although Etomothing ]pwered< a^ill remained , 
too high to strike below the parapet of the bastions; and the endeo- ' 
vonr necessary to reduce them even to ihb level reLoitled the repeti¬ 
tions of their fire. The two embraeurea in the left of the batteiy bore 
on the norlb-eoatp the other four on the d>aoii bastion The N- 
relnmed with three gunSp but the deiui haadon with none; for thfl 
embrasures were doeedp lu order to let the workmen thicken the 
ptarapet with in; and their fire wa^ much better supplieil by the four 
innermost guns in the flank of the royal haadonp upon wbicli not a 
gun in tins bi^eaching battery against which they fired, nor from any 
other, could bour;^ and the gunners, ^osibla of their security fired 
with deirucrate aim, whilst the lliree gun» on the N. n. bastion canti- 
ntied hotly on their opposites^ and both together obliged the enemy 
in Icaa than an hour to withdiaw their giinSp and eloaa the eta- 
bmgqres; nor did they attempt to open them again during the rest 
of the day. At eeven the giJlciy^ l:^llI^ying on towards ihija battcr 3 ' 
havifig been f^naUed to the banc^uoi of the coTCitid-w*!4y fell in at ih« 
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end there, and the light eame in* blit the minera atopped the hole 175fl 
ao soon, that tlie enemy did not discover the miadiftnee. The gnU 
lery wai then filled five or sis feet hack^ and from hence n return 
made to the right from trldeb it was again continned straight for¬ 
ward ondor the glack In the night, the enemy had withdrawn 
the two twenty-four paimdem from the liar, in order to jBplii.ee others 
which bad been diBabled in the north front of the attack ^ they 
however subetituted a isiit-pounder to check any sally froin the fort. 

The cessation of this fine to ilie aouth released the Skaftsbary from the 
greatest molestation she hod endured^ by which several of her men 
had becTikiIte<l and wonnded, her hull ahot through in mnny places, 
and oil her masts and ri^^ing ruined. In the mornings before 
day-light, ahe had moved ft^rn her Htation under the gima of the 
a E. or St. Thomd bastion, and anchored about a mile iu tho 
ofiing, opposite to the sea-gate. The French ships continued a.1 their 
anchors out of gun-shot; ao that eJl the arnioyarco which she re¬ 
ceived through the day was a shot now And tijen from the single 
gqn at the soonud crochet Against the fort^ the four guns at the 
burying-ground continued with vivacity, but the two eudladiog in 
the LoiraiiL, and the four crochet on the hospital-battery with leaii 
freq^uency : aU the enemy's firar-mte bnml^ were eat ponded, and 
moat of the neit sizesi so that they only fired a few shdls of eight 
and ten inches from the second erodict. In the evening, a aioop 
from Fondicherry anchored at St Thomd with a supply of storcs- 
Duriug the night, the enemy fired a grWjt ds*l of mnaketty upon 
the covered-way^ and the garrison, brides the repairs, continued 
tho two mices. The casual ti^ of the night and day were one 
European and three Sepoya killed, and four with two wonndoii, nnH 
a twenty-fonr pounder was disabled on the demi bastion. 

Early in the morning of the 5th, the Harlem^ the DiligcnT:, 
and three KinaltcT vessels, got under sail from their station heforn 
the black town, where they left only one, a small «loop, and stand¬ 
ing to the southward wotj mit of sight before tlie evening The 
cause of their sudden departure, was a report fi-om Pondicheny, 
that several ships of fnrre had been fteen off NegjipaUm. At sun- 
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rise, ihQ enemy Pgtim opeLired their breacbin^ b«.tfcery, but befora 
they hfwl fired three mindU wore obliged to aJoiie it agiviri by the Humt 
fire iLS the day before. At nine, a red fiag on the Muuot iri^- 
oified th^it Frestou's and Mahomed lasoofe array were arrived tJbore 
jk)in Trimliwa^ ^ they bad before ropreecnted the oeL^es^iity of its 
raaiiLing at a dletance iiuiil supplied with ammumlion and 
from Cliinglapotp provisioiia from the country, and money frotn 
Madn-^. Mr. Pigoi ordered tliom at all events to attempt the 
effort 80 often TecommeiKled of marching into the fort j butj leat it 
ehonld fttiii dispatclied bi the evening ten of the troop of EurO' 
pean horse, with Captain each carrying a thousand p*- 

godaa, whocrceeed tbe Island, forced through the enemy's guard at 
Chindudinpeitaii, and arrived at the Mount at ton at night, of whiiih 
they immediately gave notice to the gi^rrison by four rockets and i 
large fire. The &ro of tbo oncruy's battories was slackar than hsua) 
in the day, their ehelb very few, and little muaketiy in the night 
Nevunholcss the caamdliea until the morning of tbo Gth, were 
another twenty^fonr ponntler disabled on the demi luiatinn, one Euro¬ 
pean and tbrue Sepoys kilJod, and four Enrn|>oaiis wounded. 


The enemy's breaobkig lottery renuiined silent during the tlth; oor 
bad they repaired the damagos it had ffustaiueii; but in D J1 /b of 
which the fire hod ceased soueotho 30th of tbo last moutb, ai^ embre- 
flnree appeared to have been restored to good eondition for aennee: hut 
80 many of the enemy s guns had boeu mined, that they were obhgsd 
to withdraw the four from the nscrochet batteiy at the hospitoJi 
fumiflb the emhnisureB at Lallya which, howovWi they did nob 
open until the next day * bo that their fire tbia day was friuiv fewtr 
gan8 tlian in any since they began the siege, coosisting only of the 
four gnus at the biirying-groiiuili and two in the Lorrain "battery; 
but they added tw'O icp-iucli mortaia to the two already eatablished 
at the sesx>tid crochet, AU Uieir cavalry, EumpeaD^ ae woU the 
block, were observed filing off to the Choultry Flaiui and Sepoys 
with guns and tumbrilo, wore seen marching that way from 
bkek town. The night d without drimusli, for the aJiDmy 
were not beard at work on the crc&t of the gloob ■ but tboir mortora 
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continued la. the day atul night twu Europeawi ware kiUed, and 
two wounJed, but none of the Sepoya woro hurt. r.iruiij- 

In the Diomiiig of the Tit the anemy began to fire, sa was ex¬ 
pected, from Lully’s battery, tut only from iVmr of the embnujiireit 
and with a mortar oti tho right, nil bearing upon the Jemi and 
north-east bastiuJis, which together returned ei* guns : tlie other 
batteries continued as the day before, and the mor^nrs in the night ; 
duriog which no alwinb were given eitliei by the enemy or tho gar¬ 
rison : two guns weru diaahled on the north-east baHtiop ; two Eu- 
ropeani} were killed, itnd live, and two Sepoys, woiinded. 

Notwithfltaniing the inefficicy of the breaching batteiy, the reat 
of the enomy'a fire had by this timo rent the wliant i^gle of the 
deini bastion from top to bottom ; and Mr. Lally, who viewed ovary 
thing with entlnwnsin. ordenod the principal engineers and artillery 
olEeara to give their opinion on the feasibility of stoiming this 
breftch, and declared hie own of sucocas ; but tbe officers consider¬ 
ed the question with more delibemtiop. They ngread tliat the de¬ 
scent into the covered way from the breaching battery on one aide, 
and the gabions on the other, of the salient angle of the glacis, was 
easy, and that the deaoerit into the ditch and passage acr^ias it had 
been rendered very practicable by the mine they luid sprung in the 
covered way from the eastern side of the glacu, of which tlie ex¬ 
plosion had fiUod up a flufficiont space at tho end of the cuvette or 
trenchwater dug along the middle of the ditch ; but a rank of 
otroQg palisadoefl ranged along the other side of tho cuvette, and 
having hitherto received no datnago must he torn down by liaud, 
before the troops tsould gain the foot of tho breach ; who, duriug 
the descent into the ditch, would be exposed, writhout the cover of a 
ainglo gabion on tho flank, to the fire of the north-east bastion and 
of musketry from the blind before it; to six guns in tko curving 
an.t,U ol the royal Lastion, and abinidnaoe of small arms from the 
capotnere which led across tbe ditch to the noiili mvdin ; and tho 
havoc of tlieae two fires would continue without the least resistimco 
or interruption upon the troops whibt assaulting the breauh ItBolf. 

From these drcuinshmces tho officers declared the breach, although 

practicable,

tliftt fraiD & compfiHsaci of t*i& tbrceiip the pmia^iitiuii qf work^ %a 
quell tfiH fire of the pUoo would ouly verifies ibe lives of many 
men without tbe tea&i pmbability of sui^oess. 

Ti\e only mnELiioii in the attack duriug the 8tb, was the additioa 
of onegttuoa Lally's, wliiob now firod witti fivsL The force with 
wMi-h the enemy intended to oppose tlie army at the Mount hed 
coUeoteJ In a separate oanup on the Choultry PJaiu, and in their rear 
at Egtnora were aijt field-pioeqa with four tuiubrik. In the after- 
Hewn the Bristol auchored off Si Thom^ rctumitig with sUires frotn j 
Pondicherry ; and, as it was apprehended tliat she might hava 
brought A supply of laigo ahelij^ the governor proposed that tba 
Shaftsbury, reinforced with 4t> soldiers from the sbom, should attack 
her. Captain Ingliss concurred in tliLs intention with aJam-ity v hut 
Lis niJists wore so much damaged, that it required the repair of two 
days before he could set a Bail. No annojfyjco^ excepting mortafl, 
passed between tho besiogera and the fort during the night. Bafofff 
the morning* the gallery in front of the blind before the norlh-easl | 
haation had been carried far enough toward the sea to secure Lhi* ^ 
work from any mines of the enemy^ and wad coniinnod in a directi-DU 
forward iowarda the palmym palisade, of which the enemy were 
in posaesaioD, in order to crods any other they might bo attenipibg 
ngainst the east faca of the covered way. Two oKploaions of powder | 
Iiad been Occasioned in the enemy's works by tbe fiJl of slieUfl during i 
tha night In these hours woro one European and one Sepoy ' 
killed, and two Europeans and one Sepoy wounded ; but no gun I 
was dismounted. I 


In the three last dnys. information had bean received from Captain 
Preatem, that Major CalLaiid was approaching with a reinforcement 
from the south ^ and ^ese were tic first advices concomiug hirOp | 
which had reached either Preston or tha garrison sinca his departum 
Tanjore j for every letter which he had writton pnssuig' through the 
counfay, had been either intercepted by Lhcm, or carried far 
away by the messengers. A variety of untoward iomdents had pro¬ 
tracts the execution of hU corntniBaion. Ho embarked at njue in 
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th^ morning on tlio Isl of Docombor m a common maawolab, which 1759 
hftd only six rowers and the HtcOrsmati; he was accornpctniod by Mr* 
BchwoU the Aurgnon, as hii interpreter, iuid one servant. In a 
few hour 3 after they wene at Bm, ft hard gnlc of wind aroeiej in 
which they could not show the saiJ, and scaiwly use the oatM; 
neverthclesa the drift of the wind and ourrant cairried the boat by 
9 q'clodr the seeand night aa for aa Devi Cotaii, which is by the 
eea one hnnclred aud thirty milea from Madni^, whoa the rowom 
were Eto much oxhaustodr that no entreaties could prevent them 
from piittiiig o^ore) and thoy grotiiided on the btrand within half 
n mile of the fort of Devi Cotah, in which waa an offlear and fiome 
Frcndi Sepoys from whtwe notice they were preserved by the con¬ 
tinuance of the Btorm, and before day-hrenk put to aea again; hut 
tlm boatmoiL would not venture over the larger and outer surf, and 
ceatinued driving in the hollow S45ii between th* two, until noan, 
when they landed at Tranquohar, The rains liad overflowed the 
riverB, whldi rein&ined tmpaaaable until the 12tk On the 14tb 
CVUiaud arrived at Aimapettah I ilt milea friiin TiuyorOp where 
lie wiifl again detained three days by the bad weather. On the I7tb 
he leuched the ediy. 

The V»ng of Tanjore, when mare nLiwely preai^ by Cmptain 
Jusepb Smith to fumUh tiio lODU horsB requested of him by the 
Frcsntlency in December^ pleaded the ravages which his oountry 
\md Int^rly suffered from the French army, and deuiAaded 300^000 
mp^-es before-hand; at length lib more plainly add, that he thought 
the English did not care what befel the tErritary of their alliiHJ, 
[irovided they could defend their own ; hut aa he could not allego 
ihia indifference to liimsidf when aJtt4icked by the French^ he dted 
the unconcern with whidji tliey had suffered the French to take 
every fort hdonging to the Nabob, and oven his capitAl^of Atroi, 
without making any offorts to protect thorn ; although he knew that 
the PreflidEnoy had not the means, and with the Nabob's were losing 
their own revenues. 

Major Calliaud found the king iu the «ime tcinpErj iso fTO- 
po.>ise&sed of the decline of the Euflinh tor tune, that he ucglecLisd the 
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17 uflud attentions to liiniselft ^ tlieii' represientativej aiitl instead of a 
hoosop nTlottcd Ilia liabitntion in n choulti^?'. In their eooferemiWp 
' tho king fluid lia had auDirientlj exposed Inmaolf to the re- 
flentment of the Fmnch^ if Mftdrasa flhould fallp by tbo 
ho bud fklre^dy seat with Mabomfd IsapoC which wene 30Q 
horse ; but not paid by himaelf: nevortbd^fla he wjie willing to lead 
400 more, pnovidecl Colliaiid would dischaTge tlioir airoars : Cab 
liaud deamaded Colonel Kennedy and the Jeeuit Estevan, the Frondi I

The black troops^ oxdnBrve ofihoae wliich Major CuilMud badldt

ropeons were only 103^1 12 of whom wara arbllJeiy'idcin^ rand 1ft 
with Vaaserot, troopeis; the other 80 were muaketry, incluLling 
officers;, the artillery werosbe tbree-poundeni. Of the Sepoys, tbiasp 
from the garrison of Chinglapet^ tind 700 of Mahomed Issoof a might 
be relied on; but little clependanoe could bo placed on the rest, and 
less on the cavalry. In this convictioii* Calliand deteitminfcd Lo 
risk little in the plain, but to deibaii the whole idUage of the 
Mount, which afrbrded axcabant atatioiLs. The pbin to the norths 
behind the Second iiow of enclosures, required few precautions^ be- 
caiue the gromid, being laid out in rice fields^ preriuded the approftcli 
of c;Limon, and the uaa of cavalry'. if tbo enemy ehoiild get

The two other field-pioocs^ with the SLI 
other European firelocks, and 3(50 SepoyiSj were posted at the swaioy" 
house; the inlets of thin |}ost were buiricoded, mid the walls of ths 
land houses were lowered ta parapets for tho musketry* and wbert 
uecssBaiy still lower for the fiEild-piccea, but time and lucans wira 
wanting to enclose them either with a ditch or puliaculea Sevc^a- 
teen hundred Sepoys were distributed ui the gjirdons of the front 
row lacing the south, but tbegrcalast part Ln luwrcnce's to the 
oast, and a commuDientidn was ppppartd between all tlmso cnckn 
aurcfl by "Openings in the walls of Beparatiom The renmining 5UU 
Sepoys wore stationed to defend the inlots to the npper end of the 
lane* at th® foot of tho Mnnnt; aouie in the two houses Lharc, others 
on the steps* otbers nt the gate* and others in dllferent parts of the 
rock iUelf Tlie l.•iack cavnlry bad encaxn]iud iilong the north 
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aide of tUo Mount, and wero ordered to hold theiittdm h) neodineaa 1731# 
to act w occasion should require. 

With the down of the next day, which was the fllb, the enemy 
were dUcenied apppodchiug in two large hodioii. The one coimi st¬ 
ing of l2tW Sepoys and 3W blaek horee, advTUioed from the Marrae- 
long, or St. Thota^ river, towards the east end of tho village, but 
having no iield-pioecs, regulated their approach by tlmt of the 
other body, which, having taken a circciit to the left, were per¬ 
ceived at two milee diatence on the plain to the i>mith. TJiia body 
consisted of 300, being the whole of tho French European ravahy, 
and flOO European infftntey : the cavalry was In the centre in two 
rauka, tho trooper an the right, tho dragoona nfixt, the hmssats on 
the left. The inftutty were equally divided on each aide of tlie 
cavalry, and lH>th diviftiomi had two field-pieces on each of their 
flanke, eight in all, of which two were twelve, two nine, and the 
other four sut-ponndcra The whole waa commanded by a celatiun 
of Mr. Isilly’a, of the Batne name, and with the rank of oolonol. 

The black horse with Calliaud formed on his uumnioufl in front of tho 
garden walla ; they wore crowded, according to their custoni, ten or 
twelve ranks in depth. Ahdulwahab presented himself with fieeinkig 
resolution at thoir bead, and Calliaud, with the lU troopers and Va*- 
eettit, rode on their loft The French cavalry were ad^-aiusng bdhre 
their infantry ; and it was the intention of Calliaud, that his own 
should wait until they came in a Una with tha llnnk fire of the fidd- 
piecoB at tho swaniy-lionse : but whan they were within itKKI ynjidfl, 
whore the ground began to taka an nacont tewanhs the garden walla, 
although scarcely peroeptihLe in a Je^ apace, the whola body of the 
black cavalry with Calliaud sat olf acanipering, shouting, and nourish¬ 
ing thoir »hrea. The French cavalry came oa to meet them at a round 
trot ; bub iuviting audJeniy, tlie firat rank discharged thui^carbincia, 
by which four or five borBes, and tia many mon, were broughi: to tlic 
ground, on which tho whole, except ing tJalliaud and the 10 troopen^ 
wont oft' at oncei some escaping alo^g the side of the Mount to their 
right, but others turning, pressed into the path in their rear, winch 
led into tho head of the lane nt the foot of the stopa, and puslicd aciwi

Tlio right dtvifiloa of tbe enemy s in&iitry with their field-pieces im- 
teediately took possession of the deserted post; tbeirJoft likewise ad vouch 
eJ something nearer tbo indosures on tlieir side^ and both begun a hat 
cannonade against tho garckn walbup which being slight, but of briak 
were easily pcrfoniied The Sepoy.s within t6ok shelter behind thtii 
bouses, ready to man the ivolla on a dosur attack ; bub ever and juicDi 
one or other of tlmae^ obliged to tnov^e to and £ro^ was kUlod \ and 
these casaaltiea^ although few* dispirited many, wiio took every oppor¬ 
tunity to quit tlieir stations, and alenl into tiio btu'k indosnres^ from 
whence they escaped round the Mount, and iTostcned fiir fkun tio 
field. Of the block cavalry' not moro than a hundred hod return^ 
since the rout in tlie morning, and kepi both ilio mws of enclo^urs 
botwean tbemiielvos and tbo enemyshot At noon a party waa 
discerned advancing from the ThoniEf rivorj with a piece of 
cannon dmvm by taaoy oxom It was a heavy iron oighteen-poEm^ 
den Tlie Eeld-piooBs at Carvalho’s fired upon them at mudoni slast^ 
which fHglitened the i^ttlc, and obliged the drivers several times to 
unyoke the restive, and at lost to throw them all oif, when tlic Laa- 
OTB alone dragged the gun ^ but when airivod at the ridge, where

ceeacd totally, ami they wer© Been yoking, and soon after niraw -ott 
all their artillery, moving to the eastward; the eiglitoon-pounder 
oensed and drew off at the aamo time. Tlio sight wan mora joyful 
than tliey snspccUsd to the troops in the village, for Calliand Inid just 
before received infomuition. that the tiniskct ammunition was ex¬ 
pended to six cartridges a roan, and only three hulls, hcaidea the grape- 
ahot, left for each of the field-piwosi j m that no retreat could have been 
made, if pres-sed by the onomy in the open plaiti. Sjiea followed them 
nil til they had crosaed the river of St. Thomas, and began to tak© up 
thair quartom in tiro village of Mnrmefongi and imniediAtely on the 
rotum of tho apias at eight at night, Calliauil marched away with all 
that remiuned of his force, in silence, for fear of the enemy's cavalry, 
and left lirca to deceive them. Before tho morning, they arrived at 
Vcndidoor. The fugitive cavalry of tho morning hml run away with 
so much htiriy, that they rcuulKJii Chinglapet before noon. To rejoio 
them, ns well as to get u supply of ammunition, Cailiau.l continued 
his mareh tho next day, and arrived there in tiio ovciilpg. where ell 
the Sepoys, who had not entirely deacrtedl, were likewiea mteomhlft]. 

Of the Europeans, seven were killed, and 13 woonded. It was not 
flo cany to ascertain the loss austnined by the Sepoys; but liy tho reporta 
of thnaa who held out tlirough tho actiem, it wa» compntmi tluit llfty 
wdT© killed on tho spot, ami about 150 woro brought away womdetL 
The loss of the enemy was ant known, but aiippoaod lo bo DO Eu- 
ropeans, and roost in proportion of the cavnlrj'. The firing of tlio 
action wan heard in tho fort, and several parties at difforcjii tiroes of 
the day ware seen going towards the Mount, and not a fow palankinR 
iind doolies returning from it with the wounded. 

Notwithstanding tlio ilmiighU which htui been made for thia at¬ 
tack. the enemy's firo on tho fort continued with more vivemty tbau 
might liftTO been expected, elihoogh not so frequent as the daybe-

mggi Tho BhjiJlosbiuj wna not ready to weigh and boar down upon 
thb Bristol at anchor in the read of St Thomd, botbre the night 
dofi^d.aud in this intomil tlie Bristol croployod all tbo boetba wliick 
could be assembled in uuloiuling her stores^ and for more dispatch 
put a part of tbem ou board of the sloop which was Ln tbo mad 
when ^he arrivod^ and into tbo other from ibo black town, which hjtd. 
passed and onebotod rhear her; iLovaitholesa she bad not discbsigstl 
half her cargo before night, and for fear of tliC Sbaftesbury set sail 
and was out of reach before mornings It being flupposad that the 
service nt the Mount liad drained the eneniyls posts to the Bouthwud 
of tbo fort,, two eQm|.ianies of Sepoye were detacliQd in tbo aAoruooD, 
who fFTOceeded as fiiras the govemoFa garden, from whence th^y 
brought qS some ninmiinition^ aurl in their retnni cot tiro to the ga¬ 
bions of the battery nenr the bax^ moetung no opposiLiot]. The one- 
luy’a niortaia coDtbiued sparingly through tbo nighty but ae iu the 
day against tbo housoi. Hiot a man or a gon was hurt m the £)it 
during tbeao i4 hnuni; but the numbers of the gmrison were by this 
time m m inzb imprured by oosualiies and dokueesy tliat the groniuikr 
company, which had bitherto been kept tn reBorve, wore obliged to 
fiimisb a proportion to the guards of the different posts. 

The neact ih}% which was tbo lOtli* the oiieniy tired wiLb four 
guns and one mortar ixom Inlly'a, three guns ffom the burying" 
ground, two fnjm the Lorrain buttery, and with two mortars at 
the spcond crochet i the guns at Inlly e tired innartly, but most of 
the abut IVoni hence, as wdl as tbo shells from aJl the three mcr- 
tare, were, as the day before^ directed against the buildings, wbi&ti 
were mnob rent and shattered. The mortare continued through tha 
nighty daring wbicb tbo gjirrisan beg^ another embrasure in the 
tiudne battery on the bcficlt, within the flow of the surf | it wm U>" 
tended to sweep the itrond, along which the enemy might approach 
under cover of the bank of sand which forms the beach and stopfl the 
ee&tbat luw thrown it np. The gallery or mine at the fiabent angk 
woe thk day oompktisd: it had been pushed 90 feel from the conn- 
terBcarp of the diicb, which brought it under the enemy's breach' 
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jpg baitety, whoa ft shofrt return wbji muide on flocli liaod fimm tlie 1759 
eod, untl m n. chamber at tlia end of wuih ra'.nrn wiw kid a Iki*, 
containing 200 pounds of powder, to which the anneiasons were 
fixed. The gallery before the bllud wna suffloiently advanced to¬ 
wards the sea-side to cross any approach under ground to the blind, 
and another branch was opened from this gnBeiy ten feet on the 
On (aide of the east face of the covarod-way, parallel to which it wiia 
intendwi to prolong the branch to the north, iu order to diactiiTtur 
and meet the enemy if working under ground in this part In the 
morning the Guddalore sloop l>elanging to the Company returned 
into the road, which she hiwl loft ten days before, baTingemployed this 
in regaining the distance aho had sailed in one; orders wore im- 
mediatoly sent off to her by a cabraiafau ; tn consoquenoe of which 
she bore down into the rndxd of Sh Xhonid, and attAcked the two 
small veasok lying thore, which had not yet knded all the Btonw 
they had received from the BriatoL The vassols, after receiving a 
few shot, weighcfl and ran close to the surf, within lUO yards of tbo 
Bhoro; the Cudialore followed them as near uh she onuld, when n 
party of muskotry, with two fiold-pieoes, came to tlie idrand, and 
began to fire on her; by which tlie crew, who were all Lascauw, 
were ao much frightened, that they could hardly bo prei'ailed on to 
stand the deck ; the master, thernforo. bora away, and in the eveu- 
iog anchored ag^iin before the fort. The fire of the day and night 
woundod two Europeans and one Sepoy, anJ disabled a 24 pounder 
on the dent) bastiorL 

On tbe lltb tlie enemy's fire watinuHl from tbo s&nio cannon 
and mortare a» tbo day before, but more briskly. Tlie Cudfialfife 
aloop boro down again in the tnorning niton the two vessels in the 
road of SL Tbomd, and was again boat ofl'by the same flTn from the 
shore. The outward embraanro of tho feaeino battery in tho surf 
wiia completed, and poHsadoea staked in front of it: a ntnge of 
tru^ were kid before the palisadooi^ and othora along tho shoulder 
of the b.itt<wy in tlie surf iteclf The ouimltics in the day and night 
were two Eari>poao.s and one Sopoy killed, and four Eurepoans and 
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17S9 on(} S«poy Woumled; n twenty-fbur pounder wm disabled oa tiie

Tho irame fii^ thintin^cd on the 12 th, but with more effect^ dmbling 
six guns. Bdbire tbis time all tho oriffinfll pampet of tho N. E. bistion 
bwl been batt<iri?d awiij^ aud ao mudi of the body of tlio boBtioo itself 
cTumldod, that the outride of the gnbiona and aaud-bag^ whJeh had 
be£?]i sub^titukht un the mmpart, did not extood hejoud the gtound 
’ivhich had boon the line of the Lusye of ihe original giampet;; nod k 
the afternoon of tliis day a Bliot froin a twon ty-four-|POiiiidiir db 
Ltdly'e battery c^mo qmie through the gabions, and wounded a lien- 
tinel in the bontion; four other Kuropeana iknd one Sepoy were 
wounded, and two EnTopeans were killed, during 24 boom 

At three in the mfii-ning of tlio I3thi a party from ihe enemy'fl 
trenches, coimjaiing of 50 Coffrcee, advanced along the sea-^ide &em 
the stockade, of w'hjcli they were in ikwsos^ioHj intending to stortn mid 
nail up the guns in the fnscino batteiy. They wora led by a^qprjeaitf 
cbweii for hia bmvciy, witli the pmmisc of a cfommiEsion if the aV 
tem^it siicceodcMl, The party was dLkfovercd when within 30 yanb 
uf the work, on wbieh they halted, prtibahly to form for the pmh, 
and 211 this ^Imrt interval received two rotmdfl of gra]ie-ahot from tbt 
embruaure next the breach, the execution of w^hiab threw them into 
■ujili confnsion, that they all r an back to tho trench^ leaving seven 
dead^ and the serjeant desperately wounded. Upon this jJartn, tTni 
drums beat to amu*^ and nJJ the garrisan and inbabitantu rejmired to 
their soveml {kmU: and a rttnmrt tiro waa kept up from the defenfle^ 
iintl roturnofl by the enemy fioiii the tnmehes, for nomo time nfeer 
the party was repuleiyh Tlic Betjeatit crawled into the covered-way, 
where ho wils taken up, told whnt be know of the enemy % intc£r 
tiona, and'Tied boibtv day-break. This day the enemy cca^ itriBg 
from the yiree guns in the Lomiin battery, by which the number 
of their cannon wms reduced in seven pieces ; but the five in UlV^ 
fired veiy briskly : then- three mortars continued an before tlirungh 
the day, but very sparingly during the night, which gave ftuijpiffltm 
that they wein busy nt work in ;]ieir trenches, and before day-light 
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lit thrm o‘cIl>uk in tha morniug, it was disttrt-ered tliat tliey Jiad ad- 175D 
varwjed aome gabions on tiie edge of the burf boyond the Palra}™ 
stockade, which indicated that they t-itUeJf intended to bring aunon 
agnijiat the fascine battery, or U> advance by tmvGiww under cover 
of itio beach which wm steep, and then attack the coverod-way aa<] 
tlie fascine battery together : a strong fire was kept up from the Cos- 
cine Iw-ttcry upon tlm stockado, and the gabions they hud advanced 
until the tuomiiig. In these S-l hourLS no gans W'era distnonnted iu 
tlte fort, but three Europoaiw wore kilJed, and four, with one Sepoy* 
wounded. The tnino under tlia enemy's Isittery at the Balieni angle 
(if tlio covaiod-way was completely stopt up before noon and three 
[lioneera, covered at night by ten grenadiers, were oontinned at tho 
counterecorp in readinMa to make the explnsioti. 

It being discovered at dfly-hravk of the 1+th. that tho enemy htid 
renewed tlieir gabions beyond the stockade, a eally was made upon 
thorn at sun-riso, A suhaltcm and 15 mtfn wont along the covorod- 
wny till they caiiwj upon the tiank of tho stnekudei 40 men with 
two cnptainB aJvantstsd directly in front of it along the glacis, fol¬ 
lowed by 20 pioneers and jin engineer without anns. Tho two 
parties attacked at tho same instant, and their first Sre drove the 
vtioiny from the stockade, and continued firing forwards ikmi it on 
all tliot appeared ; at tho same timo the uorUt revelin, the noyal, the 
demi, and K, E. hastioiiB plyoil the trenches with grape idiot, and oil 
together deterred the enemy from venturing out of tbeiu, which 
gave the piomwre leisnre to overturn tho gabions into tlio aea, and 
to sproad and level tho earth they conbuned After which, the 
whole dotachment returned uninolEsled into the coveired-way. 
hnviug only two men slightly wounded. 'Hie enemy's fire con¬ 
tinued ns tho day before, hut they threw very few shells in tho night, 
during which thoy worked Iiani in replacing tho gnbio^ which had 
been overeet in tho tnorniug, and endeavoured to complete tho tra- 
veiBO from them towards tho surf j hut tlio tiro of a twelve-pounder 
from the fnsedne Imttmy, and tho slidla from the demi bastion, con- 
timnvUy interrupted thoir work- In the ovening tho Diligent, and

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175^ Thoind I Rpd on their fip|w&niJii5ft 15 saibi^ wtitrli bad b&en takm

down, and attack thefie iFcssels, The deeka of the Shaftsbury being 
ItunbertMl irith gooda, abe did not get under sail nntii 11 o'clock at 
nighty and waa loo soon disdoverod by the ttro vesseK which im- 
mediately gr>l under way, and before day-breat were too Ihr to 
llifi sontliward to be puraueiL Id thi?se 24 honra two Enropeaiifi 
were kiUedr and five wounded [ but none of the Sepoys were hurt 
A twenty-four-pounder, on the demi TmatioUp was split in the imii- 
lie by one of the enemy's abot. For eovenil days a number of lir 
bourers, guarded by a party of soldiers, with su officer^ bad been di*i- 
certied from tho steeple demollRlnug the govemor^s garden-IiouMp 
and in tlio afternoon of IhiB day they set fire to tho vjbnge of Chi- 
pauk, which stood at the back of the garden, between the bar of the 
river and the yillage of Triplicntie. 

The next day^ which wm iho Tathp tbo enemy^s firs was very 
brisk in the niorniug, from six guns in Laily'fl, four at tho binying- 
gmundt and two In the Lorndn battery ; but it dociTDsed In tbe tif- 
temoon, and at five o'clock they only fired from three in l-allyX 
and two at the butying-grounch and from neither of the two in the 
Lorniin battt^ry ; the fire of their mortars likewise slackened. Seve¬ 
ral eamds and many Coolies wore seon passing froa St Tliomd scro^ 
Egmnre plain to the black towtir loaded, it WCA euppOBefl, with am- 
mtmitinn ^ but amoeb greater number of Coolieap with all kinds of 
burthpn5i, passed from thence to the fioutliw^ard, which continued the 
intelligencn of a spy, that the enemy wore sending away their super* 
tiuous stores and the remaica of their booty to PoudiebejTy^ and gnvo 
credit to the iidnmiation of the deceased serjaank that they had de« 
termined to rabo the Biogo. They fired very few shellB^ and couti^ 
nuod very quint in their trenches during the night; but the gamaoJi 
bUflpccting that they might ho carrying on their gabions by tho sen- 
Hido.r kept up a auiart Bre from the Ihsdne battery upon the bead of 
thw sap until two o^dodc in the njioming when the moon gave guf- 
fictent light to diaeover that they were doing nothing there ; on 
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whiuh firipg ceo&ed. Al tJio samo tiiiki>. tLo enemy’s guar^i In J751i 
their batter^" on the iho ctmI af tbe gkeis, which fur Bomo dnjs bisud 
only bo^ used as a lodgment for muakefery, jiorcei vihI and fired upon 
a party of Sepoy d wbo wore la vailing the mbliisli at thti fuot. uftlio 
deiiki bastion;^ whicli Imd boon beat down, by the caiLnonado of tlie 
day* One of the Bepoyd was killed* un whicli r.h& rest mn away, 
and no other of tLefio troops eouldLe prevailed upon to ooniiiiuetho 
work* wliidi wnji however completed by ii party of Kuropetuis. A 
sixrpounder in tho hiadno batteiy Waa dlBabled by oae of the ODeiny's 
ihot The coanaUics in the 21 hours, wore ono CofFreo and one 
Sepoy killfcHl* and one of each, with two Europeans, wonoded* and 
Lieutaunnt Hopkins lost hh right ann by a oonnon diot Two 
letters were received this day from Major Cnlliaud* dated the ) 1 th 
iwnd 13th, advifling hie intention to make u forced ui&reh from (Jhing- 
Inpei* with the troops under hm command, in hopes of surprising 
the fort of Sadrasa* of which the French continued lo poKseraun; 
imd Teqneatmg that money and ammunition might bo aent to hini 
there, in conscqnenca of which the CndtMore sloop was immediatelj 
diap&tched with 300 bbiee-ponnd shot^ and 20,000 piqjociaa in money. 

Thk sum cnroplEted 70 , 000 , which had bean sent out of the forti 
einco invested, for the supply of the army abroad. Much more re¬ 
mained in tbs Company's treasury, which wm indebted for this 
affluence to the remittances froin their ncquiaitions in Bengal i bat* 

Imd tills fiouTCO foiled, the wealth of individuaJs csoUeoted within the 
fort would have been much mure than snffieient to have answered 
all the essences incmrBd for ita defence Veij different were the 
faculties and fimmees of the eijeiny. Tho ttnaiitiry of tho govarti- 
ment at Pondicherry was e^ihaufitod, and mdividuab from their dk- 
tmst and datesUtion of Mr. LaJly would lend aona to forward the 
public caLtisc* although their own; and from vioIeOj^e and mis- 
management* the oountriea which had been reduoed^ and were tho 
whole extent between Devi Cotafr Arcot, and Modross, hod furnished 
mdiher revenues or other means odequate to tlio wants and con- 
oomptioa of the enemy's army omplojTKi in tlie riogu, where the 
pay of tho common Boldiem was at thia time six weeks in orrear, and

■ difliioiioiimble bet^mau they had all got pjimd&r. i^ersHvatied in tbdr 
duty with unremitting spiiit imd nlnerity, and Mn Lidly scemji ta 
have tlitiir merit But the Sepoya had neither the same 

principles, nor received the a&nic encouragensent> for ha had idwaj i 
u^ted them, tdl the natives in ganerxdp with the utmost eontempt 
and severity, which they now revenged, just as thoir Hieodei set-vicM 
became most impartiint, hy threatening to lea^vo the army^ IL' they 
ware not iminedlately paid* and spreading their exAmple by tliair 
eoiresiiontlonee. 5QO, who liad been posted with a ihw Europeans in 
the fort of TripasaorOp forced the gates, and nMiri 3 blng out with thaii^ 
anna plumlerwl the eoLmtr^\ in order, as they said, to collect their 
arreara. The news was bmugbt to the hhxk town a few licjura afkr 
thu events on the loth, and created much anxiety^ because all iha 
pro virions which tlie utmuy received, camo by Tripassorep and mighl 
bs esfiily diverted by theso malcontoiiLR. Few refrained from de¬ 
claring that the Biogn ought to be iiDinfriiatcly raised ; bnt Mn Lally, 
to Tnaliitaln the lead of hm own opiniodp gave out that he would 
never quit tho enterprise, until he had tried the succeas of a gcnciri 
nissaultp and tnllted as if the hcor was not fitr dlstantr 
The next momingp which was the lOth, the enemy's caunon, 
aJthongl) not increased in number, fired with more vivacity than for 
mrknydays befjra< At 3 in the afternoon intelligSQL^e was brought 
by a catanmrSiU firom Paimeatp that a sloopp which bad just anchored 
thcre^ Imd spoke on the 9th of tho month in the lat. of 14^, with the 
flhifis from Bombay^ from whieli the Sluifrabiiry had flcparetcd * and 
that they bud been sefin on the 12th off Durasapatum^ 100 miles to 
tho north of Aiudraas. At Ty o'clock in the afiernoQn, the six ships 
were descried in tbo k, si, standing towards tho readj navcrtbolc^ 
the enemy’s Brs continued with untotnmon vivacity until sunset; 
and it being eoncludcdp that^ if they bad ever intended to mako a 
genond aasaultp it would be attempted this night, before the rcin^ 
furccmenlit could be landed^ every soldier and inhabitant in the gar* 
rhwti capable of stimding to hia AnuB repuirud to their respective posts, 
!! and 
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ftbd iiB soon as it was dark a bot fire of musketiy from tbe north 1759 
&CO of tbfl defs)DC«3 vas kept np oq tho enemj's wlo!, 
they returned with equal alacrity. At tan at night the aliips, di¬ 
rected by lights held out in the fort* anchored in the roRd. The 
firing on shore alili continnetl, end at two in the morning that from 
the enemy, in their lodgment, on the crcat of tlie glede, and m 
their posts and sfip opposite to the K, n, bastion nod fascine battcryi 
although very strong before, grew stronger than ever, but their shot 
Hew too high ; it began to alackon soon after, when the blaae of fires 
was pereeimd in thdr trenches ; at three all their aonoyancoB censed 
entirely, aflor which no motioDS of men were any longer distin- 
goished j hut several largo pilefl of wood ia the rear of Lally'a batteiy 
were eeqn in flames. The casualties since the preceding morning to 
this time, were three Europeana and one Sopoy wounded, and ono 
Sepoy killed. 

At day-break tbe whole army were discovered in full march from 
the west side of the black town towards the Choultiy Plain, and the 
greatest part hod olraady creased tho northern river. They had pre- 
vionaly undermined the redoubt and powder-mill at Egmoie ; and at 
nin e o’clock n party left for the purpase made the explorian, which 
entirely ruined both ; these works had cost the Company 30,000 
pounds, and could not be restored in a twelvemonth. Tho enemy 
were than perceived mnrebing on to tbe Mount- The hurry of their 
retreat saved the black town from the reaolntion which Mr. lAily 
had taken of icdadng it to ashes, if compelled to niso tho siege. 

By boon the troops in tho ships were all londed r they wore, indud- 
ing officers, CfK> men. 

Joy and curiosity carried out eveiy one to view and contemplato 
the works from which they hod received so much molcsta^n, for thn 
enemy's firs !iad continued 42 days. Tliirty-thiee pieces of cannon, 

IS or 2-li poimdera, were found in their poets and works, of which Sfi 
were disabled ; but seven wore in their eamitges, and both in good 
condition. Some spare carringes were likew^ left, and many oan- 
Bon shot, but no mortata, although several beds ; and many mili- 
taiy stores, with quantities of powder in casks and fiannel bags, 
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175l> >fbi:e Ixkiind mtd^ly ottered in imnclioa. They GVfMznjitAd 
St Tbomdj aiiA Trhbtever guarda betwe™ iixia place add tba fort 
' wora withdrawn At the same time that tbo army left the black town, 
"J'iie gjtrnsen, iia won aa ceriided of their deparfcurCp Bcnt out po-ttioi 
(t> tli 0 wQHthward and fk> Egmoi’e^ who coliEtJted IE) gnna more> 
mostly iron three-pounderB ; so that the whole nimiber wliich the 
mcmy lost aiid left behind were &2 pieces of cannon. One hun¬ 
dred Slid fifty barrels of good powder, and us many casks of diunej^ 
uumnnitiunr were found in St Thonul But ike strongest proof 
of the hurry and coafuaion with which they raised the aiege, was the 
neglect of their sick and wounded, icaving 44 EarojsoanBj (ail who 
had not been sent away buforc) in their hospital in the black town, 
with a letter from Mr. Lally, reconunending them to the care of 
tbfl Engliiih governor ; they were reoei^Bd and treated with this 
same utten^ons as if th^y bad belonged to the gamson, and most of 
them aftcrimrdi recovorod. 

The fort fired during the siege Sd,554 mimda Irom their cAonon, 
7p502 ^elU from their mortara, and threw 1,!)!>0 kund-grenadei : 
the tnuisketry expended 200^000 cartridges. In these eerricea were 
used hrfiS barrelB of gunpowder. Thirty plCjcea of cannon and 
five mortars had been diemouDied on the works, Thera remained 
in the fort^ arttUery Aufficieot for auotlier siege, with 311,767 ran* 
ticm-balls^ but only 4S1 shelli, uad 668 bATTeJs of gunpowder. 
As many of the enemy's cannon-halhi were gathered in their work^ 
or about the defences uT the £;>rt^ or found in weUs and tanks m 
th^ black towDr oe the garrison bad expended* The enemy con¬ 
sumed all the shells of the two first rates in the stores of Fcndi' 
cherry, and threw of nil aorts SOOO, of which by fiax tho grCAteot 
number were directed sgainBi the bifiMiiigs, all of whidi lay to¬ 
gether in Uhlf thn area within the walhij in the old town to thfl 
caatword : and scarce a house remained that wm not opened to the 
heavens. 

0£ die Etirofieaii officeriy one nuajor^ Polierp two eaptoipa, ^ 
limitexuLDls, and four eiiifigns^ were killed : one captnin and one lien- 
tenant died fcif ifiekncss i; 14 other oflicers were wounded, of whom 
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BoiGc dungerouiily; and four were tnkeo pfiaoneni: U rJI 33. Of 175S 



roBk ttiitl file in the battRUons of Enropeajis, und of the men be- 
liiuging to the nrtiUBrjf, 198 were killed, S2 died in ihe hospittfl, 29 
desertech 123 ’'reto tokeii ptiaonem. and 167 'wnre wounded; in ell 
559; bub many of the wounded recovered. Of the Lmcbiii, who 
wmo tuiUvc--: aaaifiting in the nrtiUoTy, nine were killed, mid 15 
wounded. Of the Sepoys, including officeri. 105 were killed 217 
wounded, ntid *40 deserted. Tho loss in Europeans was mere than 
ininstnted by the troopa brought in the shipa. 

The governor Mr. Pigot, as soon «w the enemy dUappearod, ro- 
liruiaished th« special nutkurity which Imd been vested in himself, to 
the usual admiiiistretioa of the council, of whicli he was Fn»ident ; 
and recoivml thoir thanks ftir the good cSeots ofhia resolution and 
activity during the ei^: he had visited the works every day, on- 
oonrnging the gnniaun by his presence, and lewarding thoao ea- 
|)OHcd to severer services with mousy. Provraions of all kinds in 
abundance, and of tho best condition, bad been laid up, and ns well 
as all the military stores, were distributed Irom the difTerent^ roagn* 
under tho direction of the members of the council, assisted 
by tho inferior servanla of the company, whtHa habits of businees 
established and continually preserved these del ails ftee of all let and 
CDofuBlon. 


TIig Prcaidfiiicyi Jifl man fts fB-eslftWialied iti its uaumI foima, 
knowlerlged thmi sensa of the aenl and constancy with which tho 
gnrrison hivi suistained every danger and fatigue; and no men ever 
bettor doacrvwl this tostimoiiy; for Bcaree a niumour had bean ul^ 
tored : all was omulatioo. AH however acknowledged tliat the 
cnomy. in proportion to their numbert, compared with tho strea^i

repair and additional work waa executad with rogularity 
and dispatch under tba direction of Mn Call tbo olilaf cngiacer, 
although this waa the first eiegOp whether ofFanriya or defanBive, in 
which ho had served* Captain Hislop, who arrived with a ootapanj 
of the Kiog^s ardlleTy-m^OK ^t the same tims as Adiercron'a regi¬ 
ment^ was the senior officer in this hraneh; bo had served in Beiigen- 
op-iooiiL The Compciuy's artillatj'p which fuimahed all the cannon 
and arnmnnitioiip was commandad by Captaiii Eoberi Barker: even 
the enemy acknowledged that the promptitude and eiteeution of the 
fire from the fort was superior to their own; whatsoever gnus or 
mortara wera di$abled on the defences, were immediately replaced 
by others prepared in store: Colonel Draper and Uajcr Brereion 
were of the King s tnoops: so that no town was ever attacked, which 
had in proportion to the garnson such a number of excoUent and ex- 
perieuized officei^. The exertiDne of Major CallliLiid and Captain 
Freston were equal m the field. Thus avaiy officer of distinction oa 
the i^iablishment of Coronmndel was employed in the dofenco of 
Madrossj excepting Captain Joseph Smithy to whom was committed 
tho preservation of the next important object^ Tritchinopolyt in 
which the French pdsonere out-numbered> five to one^ the invalid 
Europeans of his garrifioru 

In the eveningp after the aneniy retreated^ came in yasijcroi and 
the ten troopers with inteLLigence frem CaUiaiid. Thin offioor 
marched from Chinglapet on the 13th, bat misled by the guides 
did not arrive at SodrOiSe, as be intended, the next night, but the 
momnig after r when the Dutch rwdenU^ aUhongh remaining in the 
town only w Buficronee fmm the French^ who were in po^se^on of 
their fort, protested against his entrance with hostile appencance 
on the territory bdonging to the Dutch company. At the Bftme 
time a party of Frundi troops, which were halting there in their 
way from Pondicherry to join Mr. Lolly, went into tho fort, and 
thifl reinforcciDcnt rendcreci the attempt liopracticable excepting by 
a regular atUck, to which the artillorj' with Calliaud was oat 

adequate, 
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adeciuoU He nevertlieless romaineJ to iaveat tbo fort, and soon ^ 
interMptod a letter from Mr. liilly to Mr. Doleyrit, dnted tto p,,, 
l*th ■written in tho liitterert- terroa of repronch and ri^ntaent, 
Loipiitinctlieffuluroof bin attempt against Madrasa. wbieh he then 
■aw inevitable, to the iniqnitiea and trdwheiy of tl»o govemment ot 
Pondiohony, denouncing, that if this place should escape the ven^ 
geance it merited of fire from heaven, nothing oould pnarcfveit long 
from deotnjetion by the fire of the lijigliah. 

The lora of men sustained by tho Fieneh army ia no where w- 
unired ; they were 2700 firelocks when they advanced from Conje- 
vemmjatid Mr. LaUy, in the intercepted letter, says, that he had 
stm 2000 Europeans; the Sepoys with him were not more than 
lOOO for aeveral detaohmonts were abroad. The loss of the cannon 
and Ammunition which had been left or thrown away, lie imputed 
to the want of florvicoahlo bullocks, and this deficiency to the ra- 
parity of the coutractora loagued with tho council of Pondicherry. 

Bis army meuehed awuy in rags, and without provisions, but, having 
tmn powder and horse, mcaoted them, and continued their rout to 
Arcok Advices of their retreat had boon sent off to Calliaud as 
Boon as they disappeared, who immcdlatoly on the information 
Mahomed Isaoof with 1200 Sepoys from Sadrasa, to re¬ 
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N ot only tlio Canifttic and ita dopendencioH, but all the adja> 17fi9 
cent powerfli bad fixed their atteaticn, with various hope and 
anxie^r on tta sie«® Modrsafli oh an event which sooner or later 
must gretvUy affect tbdr rBiapective views and mtorenta. It was be¬ 
lieved. and justly, that much and extensive reputAtien wotdd be ac¬ 
quired by the defence ; but as this advantage would Boon be lost if 
the adjacent territory were not retsovered and protected, it was re¬ 
solved to take the field without daky. With the reinforuemfint 
brought in the ships, there were in the town when the siege was 
raiaed, of all ranks, 1900 estimated Euroijcana, induding 90 Topatsses 
and 60 Coffres, inserted in the different dompaiiiee : of this number 
1500 rank and file ware fit for immediate duty ; and this force was 
flufficient to face the French army. NovertheleaB, the Vigour of the 
doteaminatioD exceeded the means: many cairiagea for tlie artillery 
and stores ware to be prepared, and the artificers being uioatly natives 
were few, and had much other work to do: draught and caniago 
huJlocke were to be provided, and the ravages of the enoi&y had left 
none in the country; provisions wore equaUy si^roa! pereeverance, 
howover, oonutnmd Chiugkpot being secured, *liB^reht of the 
troops with Hahomed Issoof, the horse with Abdulwohab, and those 
aent with Major Colliaud by Tondiman and Tiinjoro, encamped on 
the Choultry plain, were they were joined day by day by the 
Europeans of the gaTrison ; hut the whole were not ready to move 
before the 0th of March, and La this tntei^-nl arrived two rooro com- *!*«>*

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Euglund Lad carried to Sen^ in the lattur senson of the last year, 
and they were now returned to the CQnut, Tho whole force wtipli 
now took the field were 1156 Europeans, rank and file, includiiig 
the artiilory-Dien, with 10 field-pieces, of which two were li- 
poanderH, 1570 Sepoya, 1120 Clolleriett, and 1956 horso. On newi 
of dieir Appimeh, Mr, LaJly moved back from Arcot with the 
raain body of his troopG, and took post at Cenjoverom, whero the 
advnntagea of the situation left them nothing to fear from an inferior 
force j and, hie health being much impaired, he went away to Ptia- 
dicherry on the 6tL, leaving the cemmand to Mr, Soupire, with 
orders not to liak a general battle - but to wait the attack. ITio 
defects of equipments still retarded the progras of tho English army, 
and it was the 18th before they arrived at Faupa Btuminy's Cliaultryi 
within seven miles of Conjeveram. On the lost march, Mahomed 
Issool] with some horse, advuicing before tha line, met some of the 
enemy's European cavahy, who. thongli mudi inftnor in number, 
stood a akirmish with the fbremoat of his j and were driven 
with the loss of an officer and two homes killed. On the 3d, Cap- 
tain Preston at Chinglapet, hearing there was but a alight force in 
the fort of Carangojy, had detached Lieutonant Airy, with seven 
companies of Sepoys, to sui^>rij!o it; hut they took a panic under 
the walls, not to bo recovered by the bravery of their officer, 
wbidi encouraged the gamson to sally, who killed 25 of them ia 
their Sight. 

Whilst tho army was before Conjevoiam, letters were revived from 
Cubnel Forde, who wii3 set down hof-ire Masulipatara, despairing of 
sucoes, nnlesa he wera reinforewl witlr men and eapplied with money. 
By this time, it was foinid that all the reeouroes of the Presideney were 
inadequate expenra of keepiegtho anny in the field, and no pro¬ 

bability appeared or gaiiung a decisive advantage over tho enemy'. The 
ftwidency thorofore ineUned to bring the troops into cautonmonts, and 
to s^d goo men to Colonel Fordid Colonel Uwiencq, altliongh 
wnvmced of the unpradencs of attacking the euemy in the posts 
they oftmpied at Conjeveram. wm equally pemuaded of the evil 
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fiCJineDCCj of rctreatmij before tbcni, n.nd cnnio b* ^liidid^ -m the 1759 
26 b. to dlKsutide fcbo Council, either from diiuinishing their force, 
or fTom withdrawing it into gwrimn J and lua ajgimtents prtsifailed. 

He thea declared the inability to which the impaired state of his 
health liad reduced him. of contmuing in the conunaiid of the army; 
and rocoivad the highest regrets and encomiutna of bb eminent Bar- 
vices, crowned by exertions ni neb beyond bis age in the defence of 
Mudross. The command then devolved to LiautcntuitKnloac] Draper, 
who was likowiae too ill to accept it, and soon after Einbirked for 
England j on which it foil tn JlajoT Breretnn, the next oflicor in the 
king’s regiment, and Major Onllumd sneeaedod Colonel Lawrence in 
the dbtinct coimniifnl of the Company’s troops. 

Nazeabullali. tho Nabob’s brotber, had a{,icompaiilcd the French 
army to Madrnas, and raniaiiied some days with them in the black 
town; whan bis own adhirs, bis doubts of tbe Bacceaa of tho si^ 
and tho representations and example of his brother, Abdulwaiiab, 
who WHfl Joiniiig tho English troops in tbs fields indaoed him 
to retom to Neloro, which, Mr. LaJly having derived no advantage 
from bis presence or endeavonrs, permitted without reluctance. 

jiQWover, holding £iir to the h reach, he roLaiiied n few of 
their Europcaiu, and 200 of tlwir Sepoys; hut as soon iw he hearf 
that the siege wsa raised, he resolved to dedare otiUrcly for tlie 
English and blackened his seal, by putting to death all tiio Frencii 
Europeans, excepting their officer, Saint Denys. It Is not know 
whether they attempted resistance | bnt the Sepoys laid down tbcir 
arimt and ware turned out of the fort With the advices 

of tlds deed, ha proffered to pay 30,000 pagpdns a year, if tho Pre¬ 
sidency would confirm him in ilia goremineat of Nelore, and ite

assistance to the French^ and the Frosidency reoanuaondnd to him, to 
cut tbeir army to pieocs before they reached PoudicherTy, and then he 
should have the rnoney. He replied, in. several lettera, fraught with 
insmuatioufl of the mischief be in tended to bring on the English, &9 
well at Bambayp aa in the C^matiQ; and scat &00 of Mb Morat^ 
toca to join the French army; but Mr, Deleyrit, the governor of 
Pondicbeiry, odvbed Mr. lolly not to ^tertain them, because they 
would not Ihil to plunder with greater detriment in the French difl- 
tricts, as extanaivep than in those which the English had reco¬ 

vered They were djamlsacd with compliments and a ftitipiTI present

The Nabob, ever since his arrival at Tritchinopoly^ had continued 
aide, Hia diBorder w'aa a jaundice^ produced by excess of vexation at 
tlio late humiliationa of his fortune: the repulse of the French attack 
ou Madrass oonducod not a little to the recovery of his health ; but 
his mind retained much solirituda for every future wutingcucy. 
However, tho vigilance of Captain Joseph Smith had preserved 
the districts dependant ou the city in peace and i^tdtivotian, and 
their revenues were more titan sufficient to defray tho nccefiBory m- 
pences of the garriflon, m well as of the Nabob's family. The 
great niunbor of French prisonors in tho cityi who were 500, 
vhihit the EuroptMin force in the gairboa did not exceed 70 meu, 

Tiad been an object of coaataut ainriety, aud plots were continually 
discovered of thoir intentigns to break out of their dungBous; 
which obliged Captain Smith to oemfine them witb<uS uLmoet so- 
verity, llie Kheddi of lorriore, whom he bad driveii out of that 
town and district in tho month of July of tbo preceding yan, 
went away with those who escaped with him, to ibe borders of tho

wlves RS tliey f!6ti]d< The aetjoant took posBOj^Mon of tbe judnoei 
whJcJi WBJJ Ml MtteiunViB bnildingj but tliu enemy surroitnded it in 
tbo hotiacB on nil flides, that not a miui oouid appear ivbo was not 
expoaod to their fire, which obliged tho serjeant to oapituTato, and ho 
easily obtained permission to numoli away to Tritchinopoly, with their 
unns, atid whatever else they cboac to cany.

Bain Cuwn offered to join tiio Rlieddi, wbo Iwd retaken Terriore, 
in making incartionji into tUa Nabob’s country : but tbe Rheddi, 
T,„.b;fig a merit of rofifaining from tiie mischief in his power, proffisred 
muney^atid regular teriiiB of snbmisBioji to the Nabob, who, for the 
liake of the money, and to save the tetpenco of defeiiding the distant 
villages, accepted his obedience, and coafimicd bira in the gOATern- 
mcnti in wliich this was bis fourth installation, and the other 
Bhedd) hod lost and resuiiMSil it as often. 

The countries of Madura and Tinivelly had relapsed into their 
former state of anarchy and confusion, aftor Mahomed lasooi; with so 
largo a V^rt of his force, was reudied out of them in the month of 
duly. All tbftt the sevcD companies of Sopoys left in tliO dy of 
Ma(.lura could do, was to collect from tlie country ]jnjviaion3 sufK* 
cient for their subjistenoft.

It was very foriunate, 
that the ddclity of the Sepoys In Modiim and Falamcotah oontinued 
unsh^en ; for had either of these fortreases been betrayed, no tneona 
ronudned of reLaking them j and the cesaioD of Madura might have 
purebaaed Hydanilly, the Mysore general, to join the French, who 
at this very time had aa officer of distinction treating with him at 
iSeringapatjun. 

JThe repulse of the French from Madnes had increased the danger 
of losing thf»a tmimtries, since the French, being no longer under the 
necessity of keeping their whole force coltected in one point, mighty 
still leaving sufficient to oppose the EnglJsii aiiny in the field, detach 
the rent to other objecta. ilio partixau launbert was moving with 
his flying troops fkuu Pbudicherry to the westward ; imd danger 
to the city of Madura might accrue even from Hussein Cawu, if 
he sbouli] get a body of MysoretuiJi to accompany him Ihim DiudiguL 
On these consideratioDs, the Preaidency resolved to send Mabomod 
Listjof hack into these oonntriea, and to accept his olfer of rentiiig 
Madura and Timvelly tc^ther, at the rate of live lacks of rupees 
for the ensuing year clear of aJl choigeo, exooptlDg what might 
arieo from the Doceasi^' of defending them either against the French, 
the Myaoreane, or Morratoea, The Nabob had, ever smea the first 
appointment of Mahomed Issoof to conduct the war in thctio coun¬ 
tries regarded him with suapimou and avoroion, and insisted tlint they 
sbould be his own dispotsil and cuntrou] ; although he hud

Mr* Soupirea neither gave any interruption to the English army, 
ns they were marching away, nor followed them, Mr. L&lJj liEid 
ordered him to risk nothing, and the French army hod for oomo 
days been reduced to great dlstrces for want both of money and 
proviMions. The siege of Madrai^ hod cubauatcd tlio trcasnrj' of Pon¬ 
dicherry, and its rovonues wore anticipated by moHgages for loans 
and what monies could bo csoUeoted from the country between Oon- 
joveram and Aroot, or bormwed in the comp, scancely fimdshed the 
aapences of the day* and the inhabitants of the neighbouriog villages 
finding that the EsgUidi paid punctually, and at better pricos, evaded 
os much 63 possible bo cany any provisions to the Frcadi camp. Tho 
renters of tho neighbouring distriiAa mugnified the 4 ^!^Irimeni whicli 
their lauds hod suffered from the Morattoos of Gopaul Row, in order 
to protract their payments, by tho plea of discussing their nccounte 
In this situation, Mr. Soupiroa considered the removal of tho English 
army as an ad vantage ri nco it periultted him to retreat to Aroot* 
with the appeamuco of |iartiiig on equal terms. Ho loft in Coaje- 
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17a0 vt^muL 30U Sepajflfltid 100 horse, undor th® eomnmtiJ of MursitV 

beg, wLo had de^ierted Iixsm tho Engli^L a Hbtle before ihoi tiiege of 

Marlra^ Tlio itsniorH at Arcot rkirntyLied Mr. Soupires mancy ami 
pTMviaicjiLs for eight diiya, and ho extended his troepa in diHbmnt 
parciB!^ between Arcobimd TrivaLore, which b aittiated ^0 miles 5^ 
m the high road from thence to Yandiwosh. 

Mr. Lally, as siooti ho heard that the English army was bcfotre 
Ynadiwaah^ inunoduitclj out of PoTidiehorry with 300 Eti- 

TT>peaii3^ ordering Mr. Boupires to meet luiu with the main b<Kly at 
ChJttapet; where they arrived on the luL Trivatore is farther 
from Chittapct, than it h from Yimdiwask Tho nociror road from 
Vanciiwash to Coajevomm is not good ■ but from Ymidiwiiali to 
Trivatore, and hence to Conjeveratn excelient, and of qnickcf 
despatch, although by the Ijyge nngTo it makes several miles mora 
Major E-rerMon WHS informed in the evening of the )3th, of the march 
of the French army with Sonpirea, and tlmt the whole had passed 
Trivatons; on which he decamped in tlia night from Yniidiwoslu 
and, by a forced march, arrived the nc^t day at Trivatore, which 
he found abandoned, and blew np one of the Imetions s and coo- 
tlnning the same atrnsa of man^i they arrived, on the evening of 
the 15th, near Conjevenum Soveml letters bad passed with Mtirza- 
Jabeg, who pretended to bo willing to betray his trusty but asked such 
temw as proved, tlmt he only wiinted to gain time until the French 
army ootild come to his relief^ on which Colonel Monaon, with the 
advanced division, inveatod tho pagoda in the evening, which it was 
determined tu atorm the nc^Et morning# Murzafabeg no longer dissem- 
bled, but kept up a briak fire of mnaketTy throngh the night, by 
which sovondp and Colonel Monson liimfielf^ wens wounded. 

The gateway of the pagoda at Conjeveram k spicioiis and lofty, and 
the tower ov^lP Il^ne of the largest and highest in the Carnatic It 
sbuida in the middle of the western wall, and fronts the principal street 
of the town, which is very brood ; but there ii on area between, of 
this same breadth os the wall of the pogodii, 300 yards across. 
Them wero no gatoB fixed in the gateway; and to cover the entrance 
the Freach Imd thnjwn up a ravelin before it in barbette, on which/ 
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m wflll wt on the immU towera at e&cli angle of the pngoda, wore 
nioimted gans, hut old. and of Uttle Bervioa; ami awfibldiiiga of 
hmuboos for ntiiall parties of uinaketry were nueed along difierent 
parts of the wall withio. There was, in the turn without, a laige 
choultry, with the back to the pngodft, about 200 yorda from Itio 
gateway, hut a little to tho right. Kear this choultry, as good 
cover, the troops threw up a ratnp in the night, and early in the 
ruoming begun to fine over it against the ravelin from their two 
tweWpoundore, which the enemy returaod with all their meanj, 
hut with little csecution; only w'outiduig Mrijor Brei'dton slightly, 
and two or three of the gunaem. By eight o’clock the eardi of 
tha ravelin uppearod auBicleiitly beateu down, and the troop# nuureh&J 
to the nttuck, led hy Major Calllaud at the head of the greuadiei^ 
Few of the defenders waited the assault hand to hand, but, after 
giving thoir fire, run into the pagoda. The offioara, fitiraulated by 
an iutomperato rivaJity of danger, got first over tho ravelio, and 
began, os the men came, to form them for the attack of the gate¬ 
way, La tiro middle of which tho onomy had laid a large old iron gun 
on logs of wood; and tnLhin were two lines of Sepoys disi>oeed in 
an angle for the advantage of a croea-fire ou the entranefc Id a 
minute, +0 or 50 men, of wlicua much too many war® officers, were 
orowdod together within the ravelin, when the enemy fired llieir 
gun, which they hod treble loadoi with powder, and to the mmsate 
with muskfit-ballH and bits of ragged iron. The excess of the ex- 
ploaion, and the thick black amoke which arose from it, guv® tho 
idoo of a mine, nor w'm the effect much less. It billed eight men 
on the spot, wounded ton. Of the killed wena Captaioa btowarl 
and Bafloatyne, Ueutceant Elliot and Ensign Hunter, of ^the 
wounded, Majiir CaUiuud, Captoin Vsnghan dangerouBly, a Lieu- 
tenant and two Englgrts. Even most of those who^were safe were 
M Burpriaed by this havook, that they stood awfife hofore they 
formed again to th® attack; during which, they luckily Buffered 
voiy little from the musketry witbinL By this time, a party of 
Sepoys, led by Mahomeri lasoof and Lieutenant Airy, hafl rlamberod 
the opposite wall of tho pagoda, and appeared in tho rear of 
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1750 tbofio wbo wero defendiiig tha g&taway; aiidp on thak hUmt, tli?i 
'v— itoop^ at ib& gate nished In, and in a minnto the whole garriaon 
WBtf betw^ two fireSp at menRj^ every nrnTi for biinaelf bijgging 
queuier^ wlii(^h was given with more hutnanity thaii usqjil on atioli 
ftTjiH|tfvrfltion. After aU Was quiets Murmftibcg aumandored liimHclf, 
out of one of the ohapeb into wtiich lie had retiredp to some of the 
SepKy3; but, im they were conducting him to Major Brereton, Mit- 
honied Itisoof met knew the prlaonar, and aayingp Tbe&c me 

" the toFEDi? to be kept with a traitor*" with one stroke of bii 
wymoUr, almost severed hia head from hia bcxlj. Ttio newa of thla 
aucresa wjui revived at Mndm^ tlio next dayp on whii^b JlkewiAa 
arrived adviiies of no little importance from Colonel Fordo. 

175^^ The Rajfih Anuiideraw^e had ao little sense of the ad\^tagei 
which might have on^ued hj pressing on Ibe Fi:iench Iqimodiatolj 
after their defeat at Poddiporej that ho did not como up with his 
troops to Rajahmuadfiiin, where Colonel Fordo with the Engll^ 
foTcea were wauting for hiirLp rantil the 16tb of December, which wm 
ten dajTS the battle^ although the distftuco ie only +0 mlJea 

Auundernw^ had pimnised to make the bmt payment of hie treatji 
ns fiOon he fihould be put in possesaion of the fort of Rajahmnn>lruin; 
and, in oon^denco of hie wordp Coiouol Fordo had lont him 20;00fl 
nipeoa^ before bo marched with tho English from Gossimootah. Tlib 
flump with nnupplj to the factory at VizEigapatam, and the exf^encefi 
of the fiold* had abflorbed all tho moupy whieb oamo from Bengal ^ 
and Colonel Forde ba^l nothing but tJie Rajah's promisee to aiaBsrcr 
the pay of the troops for tho month of Bcoombor. However, still 
relying on them, ha cro^tsed the Qodaveri on the 23rJ, still hoping to 
appw beforu Ma^nbpatuiu before tbo Fnuich ha^l recovered -.the stun 
of their late defeat: but the Kajali neither followed with hie imnji 
nor sent any TiTtstifiyi and, as it would have fjeeu vain to have at- 
tempted even tho march without bothp Colonel Forded wilh much 
vexation and resentment, recroofied tbo river with all the iroopfl on 
the 2GtlL Tlao Rajah imagined they were returning puaish hiuii 
and, in this fnghtp fled iminediately to the hills which skirt the 
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province about twenty mileii to tJio North of the city ; and Coloajal 1731) 
Fonie, for the convenience of a ncanir commuDiattion with Vizaga- 
pn tjim ]iia.rched two days back, anfl encamped at Peddapore, which, 
with a na m*^ ve^ noarly the etvmCi ia a fort ten miles to the weat 
of that which hns deidguated hia victoiy. Bin Andrews ttnmBdinfcely 
sent him 20,000 rupees Irom Vizagapatam, and on the 13th of Ja* Jumutt. 
nuxLi’y came himaulf to tha camp j from whence he went into the 
liPU , and re-iehed the Bajoh on the 15th. whose fears of the Colonel, 
and aversioii to furnish any money, continued aa strong ag ever, in¬ 
somuch that he Beeiiifid no longer nolscitqtis about tha succeaa of the 
expedition. Hia condnet was the more perjdexing, becaUBe the nowa 
that the French were besieging Madraus had stopped the English 
credit in these proviucea, which tho Rajah*M n&mo alone could im¬ 
mediately reature ; and if Lis troops did not march, others must ha 
hired, for which no mooey could be found. The dilemma induced 
Mr, Androwa to alter the treaty he hod nuidu Bomo time before, and to 
agree, ** that whatsoever suinfl the Rajah might funush should be con- 
" sidered as a loan ; and that the revenues of all tho countries which 
“ might be reduced on tho other side of the Godaveti, cxcopting suok 
*• 08 bdonged to the French oithor by estahlisluncut, or grant in 
" propriety, slwuld be equally divided between him and tho EnglLsh'* 

With these conditions Mr. Andrews brought him hack to the camp 
on the ISth: and it was agreed to march on to Masulipatam ; but 
it took seven days more in hargaina for exchange with the shroSs 
before ho fnraiehod only 0000 miieofl in ready money, luul hills at 
ten Jays for 00,000 mom. At length tha armies moved from Ped- 
daporo on the 2ath. after fifty days had been lost, of which the Erst ^ 
twenty diligently luapbyed would pobahly have ojononipliahed all tho * 
purpoBca of tho enpaditiou, which now appeared of muuh mors diHi- 
oult muicution, aa the onomy had gunod full timsto rBOoUect tliem- 
selves : nor Lad the delay tho amallesl plea of ncceaaj^y ’, for tho Raiah 
might with a? little inoouvoaionce have done at first what he un¬ 
willingly complied with at Inst ; although tho BSpifdiaoa hod boon 
undortakon from a reliance on his promwcii, wiirranted by tbo ewnest- 
nesi? of liifl solicitation?’- 
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50 Tho Ttahlwicke luiil the two aloopda, which tiwl been dLspatcbod 
^ from Vizugftpatttoi on the i^fJi of Deoember, anchored lbs niiii 
"'"J' diij in the roiui of YanaiOr which lies on the eastern mouth of tlia 
whera the agents of the French Oictorj", on news of tlia 
ilofcat at Feddipuraf Lad embarked iLeir edecte and tbcmselvea in a 
snow^ which Lad not got out of the liver wken the Hardwicko ar¬ 
rived ; and they siirrendered to her longboat without resLstanco. Sonifl 
days afrer^ the vcdaela sailed down to Mosul ipataui^ and crqized b?* 
iween iliLs place and KaraJpore on the weatem ann of tho Godavnri^ 
until the 9th of Febnmiy^ when they &s:cd their station in Mo^ulb 
paUun nmJ, waitmg for the orriviil of the army ; but woigLmg oo^ 
caaionAtly to bring veiisds to^ that were passing in the otling, of wliich 
they inLiiroopted several laden with rice for Pondicherry» and the 
French army befoi'e Mndraea 

The Englhih anny nrrivnd on the 0th of Febimry at Elora ; but. 
to prevent another qnarreh Colond Fordo had been obliged to let 
the Bajidi tmroh as he ILsled^ employing his troops to the right and 
laft. in levying contribuiionSj on proniiBo> Lowovor, of rejoining him 
at Elore. This plaee, ether wise caUeil Yolore, is Bitnated 561 
miles EL w. of Rajahmmidmnip and nearly 40 R of Mnsulipataim 
It; ii the (!apitfd of a proviuoot or phodsdiUTyp of no great extent^ and 
one of thi^ four obtained from Sokhadjing by Mr^ Bussy. It has 
been very little known to the Engliah^ and never Iriiqueiited by thorn 
nnifc they withdrew their ketory from Masulipatam in the lost cen¬ 
tury. The town Li e:xtensive, and in the middle of it to a very 
hirgo fmt^ in which the French hboiI to keep a garrison mostly of 
^ bliick troops I but the 5(iirc|ubi do Conflans hnyd taken them nway 
with him, OH he wm passing on to Mosulipatani, where ho had de- 
teruiined to make his stancl The long deky of the EngJish iroopi 
in foUowiag him scciued to have inerpirod him with a little rso- 
hitioEi : for wiTi7Bome of the troops whioh had joined him after tlie 
de&ivt of Pcddii>ore!p and the garrisonB of Elore and Rajakmandmnip 
he farmed a body of 200 Europeonii, with foxir held-pieccSj, and 
2000 SepoySj whidi he called Lis army of obserrotion ] but they 
nrjt ventuia witliin less llmu thirty mlW of EJore, and tept 
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moving to the Wwt cif Msiaiilippttpiuii, coUetstiJig or extfjrting tribntoe. 171^0 
CoIoueL Forde, vhibt wiilLng for the Bojah flud hia troops, detached " * 

Captain KnoXp with the first battalion of Sijpoye, to reduce tie 
French factory at Nandportp where hy this tbne the gamHon, hy the 
wrivoJ of straggleru from the late dcfeati waa aiigfnontcd to 100 
Europeans^ and 3 or 4Ud Sepoj& NorKipDre stands 20 milm to the 
8. E. ofElorfe Letters were previoasly flent to the Indian Xeroindar 
of tie district, threatomng tie deatmcLion of hie cauntry^ if he ga-ve 
the French any aasLatancCp btit ofiering him aHiimce if l>o wonM 
join the English army with his troops. The Zemindar met Captain 
Knox on the road, and accepted the tonna with cheerfolpeas ^ and 
thfi French troops at Narsipore having reUed on his assistance, 
marched away os aoon as they law hii dofoctionn leaving in Iho 
tactory^ bearidee cominoo effecta^ eome cannon and marine stores* 
and in tbo Hver eevend boats and vesaeb j but they souk w^hat am¬ 
munition they Dould not cany ofE The English dotachment leav¬ 
ing a few men with tho Zomiadnr'e officers to take ca.ro of what 
was worth preserving, returned to ELorep where on tho 18th cuine 
in the Eajah with all hia troopis coUeebed; and the next day the 
Zemindar ot Harsipom with 1300 foot, armed in the fashion of the 
conntcy.

Mr. ConflanB. on liis defeat at Poddipat^ had written letters to 
Salftbadjing, earnestly requesting he would miuich with hii army 
from HydeniTwl to ^lns!ili|jattuii, when both thmr forces united could 
not foil of destroying Uic English troopa, and puniabing the powers 
of tho oanntry which tad rssvtflkd to their gommon enemy* The 
deBistanoo of Snlabadjiug with ilr. BuRsy from the pursnit of Ni- 
£aina1]y towards Bminporo hod cneouragod ttifl ^^rinoe to rosume 
h-bt former ambitioias j in which he was, at least secretly* ubatted 
by tho adhomnta of SlmtiavoKO Khan and Mahomed Husaein, whose 
deaths, as well as his own fi%ht to Bmmpraip had been the im¬ 
mediate consequences of the naamination of Hydeijung. tho diiaii 
of Mr. Btiaay^ hut this confederacy tofrdned from any cotiapL 
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1759 cuou^ exeTtiotL, until they Mr, Boagy and the whola gf tlig 
Fronch force quitting Hydembad, add the eeryica of Snlabudjing, 
in obedi^ncg to the orders of Mr. Lallyj whan Judging littlis 

»tji, likcUhcKKi of tlaoir rotum, they acted with mure open declnj^tion ; 
and soon afl^r, Nbnmally w»a enabled^ with the assistimi;^ of hiq 
Jnenda, to inoroJi^ hm force from 1500 to 15U0O horse, with 
which be marched from Brnmpore in Ngvomber, and was reoeired 
with ligmngo into the city of Aurengaliad i but the fortrt^ of 
DoUabad still held out for Balahadjing, The insolence of Stilabad- 
jing^ wedded to hnbitn^ saw no means of coeroing his brother, but 
by the accuBtomed assistance of a body of Frcncb troops, which hia 
own aid to Donlaus in thia time of necesaity wjta certainly the likelieBt 
man an. of procuring: but few nfbie officers w^ere desirous of see* 
ing the reseatablishnieut of a power^ which had interfered so much 
with their own autbority and odnmtagefi in the government^ never- 
iheloss, they Lintigined^ thiit the present contest for tlig c?cJcd pro¬ 
vinces Ijotwccn the French and English might give a tdianco of 
rocovming theae coumtriea to their former dependence on the mu- 
hahsbip; and in this view most of them advised ?dTii to m:irch to- 
warda Moaulipatam. His brother, bassaulet Jung, concurred in I ha 
fiftiTic opinion, and miSirehed with bis forces from Adoui at the soma 
time that SaluljadJEng was advandng irom HyderabaiL Both join¬ 
ed near the KristnUr nnd amounted to 15000 horao and 20000 foot 
Neither their appronch, nor the probiibility of their moisting the 
French, deterred Culonol Fordo from liia purpoao of proceeding 
against MasiilipatanL It wmt o^viom^ tliat the Junction of Bala-

rotreatod by tho caoBeway^ into iho fort Tho troopa of An undo- 
raimo and of the Zenuodar of Nartdporo anramped in ilie petLah ^ 
the English on tbe sand to tlie uorth-easL 

Tbe French, ainec they took poR^esE^ion of tbe Fort in ITyli bad 
modernized tbe defoncca z tbo walls ware mod faced with brides as 
high m ttio imrapefc ; and tbe tbreB sides to the west^ north,, and east, 
contained 11 angular baatlons of various sbapea and sizes ; befom 
wbieb were a paJJandod berm* and a wet diteb ; but no glacia. ITio 
front to tbo soutli along tbe sound, from reliimeo ou tliat dofenco, 
was loft open. Tbe bastion next tbs n. w, fronted tbo cauriaw^ay

Tbe daily 
news of their motions tonifiod the Bajah with apprubonsionB for bis 
cDuntrifta, and no pcrsuasicms could induce bim to advunco eitberbia 
credit or money i none remained in tbe military chest; Colonel 
Fordo had bonowod all that the ofHcers under bis command hod re- 
nliaod from tbo spoils of the airapiugn, and bad even nB43(i the pmo- 
money of the troops; and tbo intorpoaition of the Frencb army of 
olisi'rTQtioii precluded the bop« of reodvtng what had been sent to 
Mr. Bristol land by tliiB time, every Holdkr in the army bad per¬ 
ceived tbo obstaclea whieb must be surmounted, to reduce Iho 
fort, which exasperated the senBO of their dlstrewes. In tbesci 
agitatbuB, tlio whole lino of Europoatui turned Oat on tbo JDth, 
with tbeir anus, and tbreatened to tnarcb away. Colonel Fordo, 
with mueb diftiouJty, prevailed on them to retom to thoir tents, and 
to depute one or two to explain their coinptaintB.

As Boon m all was quiet, 
the EngliBb troop.R aRseinblGd on tLo parade, under tbe baMion of 
the gate-way ; and 100 EuropeanSj with tw^o guns, and two com- 
paniea of Sepoys, were detached to remain on guard over the prf- 
SDHini until tLe morning; wben, wliatsoever troops were at tbq 
ravelinp and tbo battery at the inletp and brid not escapedp came 
into the fort, to beoome prisonerB with the rmt of the gornsdiL 
Thp whole number e3:eeeded tbo assailAHte, being 500 Europeans; 
of whom 100 wore either oOieem or inhabitonta of letter condition, 
and 2597 either CofiVees, Topaases^ cft Sepoyn. Of the aaBallanU, 

22 Europeans were killed, omop^t them the Oaptaina CnaUendor and 
MoUitonep and C2 woundod Of thp SepoySi who behaved with 
pqusJ gallantly as the EuropcanH^ ng well in the real, as at the Mso 
attacks, 50 were killed, and 150 wounded. The Hajalih people 
likewise aufTored moro thaii was expected from them ; but nothing 
in proportion to tbe English troops. The fort W'aa famished with 
110 pieces of caimou^ and abundance of military stl>res^ The plun¬ 
der of other e fleets was likowisa valuable; and fdl that was not 
mcrduiudiza wss givou back to the prisoners; half tbo rest wiwi di¬ 
vided amongst tbo Engliali ajuijp and the other 1mlf raecrved for 
them according to the promise they had pccoivcd,

Tbe improbability of the attempt was tho pnndpal cause ofiU 
HtioocBs. for the garrison from the beginning hod n^gorded the wiego 
witli mockery, and, being in daily expectation of the arrival of a boily 
of troops w hich wore coming by sea from Poudicheny, had con¬ 
certed, that the army of obeervutioo* joined by this reitifopceiuen4

they have made the embarkatJon, to escape by sea^ without abandon- 
iog nil tbo stores and artilleiy* 

The minifltjy of Salabadjing were therefore not more Rurprlxed» 
than voxod^ at the loae of the place, because^ conacioua lliat it might 
lia%'^e 1>aen prevented by the ibEjtivity they had neglected to exert 
They held councils with the French commander of the array of ob¬ 
servation^ and detatmined still to wait for the rcinforceiDont; when 
they expected at least to reduce the Engliali to compound, for their 
retreat by tbo mrrrendcr of MaeulipatanL The Kajah Aminderaus^ 
divining what might happen^ proposed to return lo hie own conntiyj ' 
as soon as the plaeo was taken; and Colonel Fordc, from utter 
contempt of Lis cluiracter, made no objections to his departure; be 
marched away with all the Indian forcea on the I2th^ to regain the 
Oodnveri; audj by baaty tnorcbcB^ woa^ in two daya^ out of the 
reach of pursuit 

Early in the morning of the 15ih appeared two ehlps, standing 
into the roatL under French eolonra Tbo cominaiider of the 
Hardwioke, Samson, waa aahore embarking priaonerB, of whom be 
had already received +0 on board ; but hia brother^ who was the 
chief mate^ immediately weighed^ and got to windward of the 
fltranga ahi|ia« on which tho LorgcEt anchored ia the road, aa did the 
Hardwicke at a distADoa; bat the other atill plying iip^ the Hard- 
wieko weighed again, ae did the JaTgest frldp, and the wind having

mean ticue, CapUin Somaon with eight gunners lont from tUo aroiy»

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got on bofird, nnd determioLiig not to nm, Wuris lie bad tried tbe 1759 
atraiigtb of tbe i^bi|>i^ -waited to exubange a broodiidei whicb diBOOvar- 
ing th^jni to be stouter tlian bie own, he again bantod the windj iiinl 
working more dexterously g^t again out of their raoeb^ but qon* 
tinuad in the offing, Xlic two Fi^neh eljifjfl anoLored ogam in the 
road, and in tlie night efont a entamaran, whieh they bod bmuglit 
with them* on nhor^^ with letters to Mr, Confijms, uiguifying, that 
they were the Harloni and Briatol from Pundicbeny, with 300 
troops Enropauis and Tofnissea, bosidefl the crewa : they were tiie aid 
of whicb advioaa bod been received before, No anawer hoing re- 
iumed, tbey ftuflpBcted the of the place, luid early the next tunm- 
ing stood out again after the Hardwieke, which bore awny for 
Bangui, and before meon all three: were out of Might. 

Tlie army of Salabadjlng wsa at this time within 15 milcA of 
MasulipatiLm ; and Imaginings that the Franeh ahipa wqnld return 
to lAnd the troopB* sent forward all the Momitoes towards the ehore. 
Colonel Forde* notwithstanding the great number of pritonors which 
were to bo goordedi dividetl his force, and leaving half in the fort to 
take cam of them, encamped with the other on the ground ho biwl 
occupied befora Tbis caontenanaa kept the Morattoea oirt of can- 
non-shot, but they burnt and slew all uound for fiQv^rnl days ; w'hen 
Salabadjing* seemg no prebabllity of retaking lirasuIjpataJi], began 
lo treat in earnest; and Cofofia! Ford® went to his qamp^ and was re¬ 
ceived with much attention. 

But another motive of equal weight concurred to induce this 
change in SalabcMljing a disposition to words the Engliek Some OpC- 
connt of the assossioAtion of Mr. Bu,^y'ii Duan, and of Kinamally'a 
fiighi to Bmmpdur, boil reached Bengal before tbo departure of the 
present etpedition ; and Clive^ judging that the atmdty of the in¬ 
jury which NiMJually had qommitted would enny his deteHtntion 
of the Froncli nation beyond tlie roiwh or wish of rcconciliatiou, 
wrote lettere to bim^ requodting his asaisUince to the army with 
Colonel Forde in extenninating the French out of iho prtrviiioea they 
hod diMmembored fi^io the aDveieignty of the BecaiL Colonel Fordo 
dispatched tbm Icttcn^. with bis own to the oame purport, and Nb 
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1T59 zamdly Imd nnsived theio: wlicthci- tlioy contributed to inflofinw hi- 

— immediate operntion- wc are nnoertuiu ; but ta soon aa lie wm certi, 
fled that Stdiibiuljiiig waa mardilng against the EngUsb army to 
Jlaaiiliptam. be took the field with hie own from Avirengabad, 
advancing towiirda Hyderabad, and giving out, that ho intended to 
reform tlio adminiaLmtion- Tim news of bia mtentious, wbieb pre¬ 
ceded the advicea of liw march, alarmed SflJalffldjiog for the presor- 
vation of Hydembad itgelf, and made him not only anximm to return 
thilhnr as soon aa possihle, but dei*iroii» of being imcompanied by a 
body of Etigliab troops; fearing, that if be entertained iho French 
niBiy of Qb^rvatioii, all recomdimtion with his brother Niaimally 
would bo precluded. Nevertbelesfl tbe iufluonce which the com- 
maoder of these troops had gained over his brother Bassnlutju^, 
who inanagwl the most important afikirs of tha government, de¬ 
layed the esoenUon of hia treaty with Colonel Foiilo until the Uth 
jf-i. of May, on which day it was signed, and delivered. 

Tbe treaty oonabted of four artidea. By the first ; Tho wholo 
territory defMjndajit on Mrumlipatam. with eight districts, as woU 
as tho jurisdictian over the territory of Miaamapatain, with 
diitricta of Codaver and Wacalmajuiar, were granted to the English 
without the reserve of fine or military service. By the second artielo, 
Salabftdjing promi-ed to oblige the French troopsi meaning the army 
of observation, to pass the Krifilna in 15 days ; nor, in future, to 
permit the nation to have any ecttlameut in the conntiy of the Deem, 
which this treaty definea to he hounded on the isouth, by the Kriatiia ; 
ijor to entertain any French troops in bia aervioe, nor to give them 
assiatance, oc ever call them again to bis own. By the third, he 
premised not to call Anundemnze to acooutit for whatsoover he had 
collected out of the govern meni^a belonging to tha French, nor for 
tho iribuloa of his own conn tries for the present year ; hut ho was 
boreafler to pay the ttriroc for them as had been paid by Vizemm- 
ranze, and tho father of Vizcrainrauze, ff AnuudcninM foiled in 
t hin stipulation, Sslibodjing was left free to treat him ns ha ploa*«.l i 
hut in all caacs was neither to asnist, or givo protection to the 
enenfieB of tbe English ; and by the 4tb article, tho English engage 
neithcFr to assist, or give protection to bis. The territory ceded to 
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the company extended St) miles along the sca^ and 2U itilaiiil^ and

As soon ns the treaty was signed, Sahkbndjlng offered Colonel 
Fordo a diatHct near Ma^Iipatam, ns a jaghiro or penBion for him^ 
!velf» If be would noeompaiiy biin with part of tbe English troops 
ngaiimt hi* lirothar Niasamally. Cokfiel Forde^ with as much etu- 
nestnesd, requested hia aHsistanee to Lake or Joetroy the Franch army 
of observation^ who were encampid in the noighbonrhoDd, avowedly 
under tba protection of Bassautet Jung^ Neitiier side had the leaifit 
inclinntion to gratify tha otber^ imd SalcLbudjbig on tho I^tb 
tnarrboil iiw?iy in much disgust with the Engliub, to whom be bad 
confirmed, witbont an3'^ reciprocal benefit, tbe most advantfigeonfl 
acquisition of ita oxtent, they could wish to gain, witli the view of 
maintaining, on the whole coast uf CoromELudol from Oanjam to 
Capa CoTnorin. The body of Francb tn>ops croased the Krijrtna+ 
but marched to the westward, in consequence of assurnncca frutn 
fiassaulel Jung to take them into his servicsi when be should return 
from Hyderabad to his own GovenmiEat of AdooL The Presi¬ 
dency of Madrasi Outuddered Mjiaullputam as dependant on ihair au¬ 
thority, jmd appointed Hr. Andrews, with a conndl, to manage 
the revenue and trado i ami CoJonel Fordo remained there with tbe 
troop?ip in expectation of orders for bia future proGeedlnga fhim the 
PreBidency of Bengal. 



Mr. LaJlyi with the Freach onuy^ was in full fonreh after tho 
English, when he received tbe news at Trivniore that they had token 
Cunjovertuu, on which he halted; but Bent formird the pnrtiznn Lam- 
borL with tha body of troops he commanded a[>art from tho army, 
who posted ttiemsdves seven miles &oi]i the Englisib, in the road to 
Areoir In order to preveut the incursions of their cavalry into those 
district; but the English army bad no intention to mvAgo a countty 
they intended to recover, Ejimbcrt^s purty consmted of 300 eiibcr 
Topoasea or EuropiaLnSp unfit for the regular hattaLioua, about 700 
Sepoys, and horse.

ten days, when Lninbarfc, seeing no prolmbiUty of toking the 
place without hatteriog cannon, of which be had nine, marebed 
away, and sot down before Trivatoro; where likewise were some 
Sepoys left by Mahomed laaoof, and somo of Kietnarow a, who were 
very near aurrendetlng, when Lonibert, with hia whole detach¬ 
ment, was recalled to the main army ; which on the 19tb advanced 
to Covrepauk. where they took up their qnartorH, Blill keeping

Soon after the detachment of Oopaulrow's Moratloes had taken 
poweesion or Trijwtti. he received odlere from Bolngerow at Poni- 
to return and join him there withoot delay ; lest ha should be 
stopped by the floods oftho Kristna, which awelJa in May, He ac¬ 
cordingly rtxailled ail Lia parties, excepting a small detachment 
loft to goaid Tripetti, under the oooMaand of on officer named 
Narruin Saustiy, and the main body marched away from the piujflcs 
of Damalcherrl, in the banning of April, At the same time.

Three componiea ofSopoyaoent from Tritebmopoly joined KJfltiw.- 
row toon after Lambcrt’a party wna recalled from the sontb, with whom 
and his own troops Kistnarow immediately took tbo lield again, and 
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ofl fiLT iLfi Trivadip within H zuUfi# of PoDtlkbeiTy, and 1759 
from thenco to Cnddubr^,, wberep aincB tlio Todnetion of Fort St 
Da’idd^ the French kept a gnttboEL Souio bud tnoopp were sent 
from botbj and the adjacent districts, to oppose him, and ha^dug 
nmoDgist them 30 Europeans, and he none, oioepting tho serjwuita 
of the Sepoys^ the enemy attacked him with confidoncop and were 
decisively beaten. Ten of their Enropeana, and & great ntimher of 
their country troops, were kJJled. Of the English Sepoys 30, and 
nine of Kistoopow'a people ; but tlie enemy left behind them 
three pieces of cannon, a tamhrib 30 borrcla of iimmujiition, 
which he carried away in trinmpli to Thiagor ; and from thence 
Bent back the EngUah Sepoys to Tritchlnopolyp This auccess was 
gained in the begiimlng of &fay. 

A few days after the redaction of Conjevenun, intelJigence was 
received, that the gnjTWon of Sepoys at PaJamcutoh, in the coaotry 
of TinivcUy^ hod ventured to atand on angogemeni in the field 
against ^aphuze Khan and the Pubtavcr^ joined by most of the other 
Polygnja, and, altbongU the enemy quitted the fields no many of 
the Sepoys were killed and wounded, that the garrison conJd no 
loDgor appear out of the fork It had bofore been resolved to aend 
htabomed Isdoof into the soathem countries, os noon aa tlie army in 
the field could be diminished with out risque ; of whicli, the cantioa 
of the French army at Covrepank to avoid even the chonco of flkir- 
inittheap and tha departure of the Afomttoes with Oopaulrow, who 
might have joined them, no longer left any apprehenstona The 
treof^ uf Taoj&re and Tondimon were therefore ordered to return, 
with Mahomed Issoofs deLuchment, and the whole body were to pass

soutbp and strildEg to the weak passed by Arnee, and entered the 
mountains about nine mile$ south of Velore i then cQELinuliig 
along the Talloy of VaaUmbodj* they came out at another pass 
new Tricfldore, and biiming aevEn or eight viUagOB undor the fort 
irhich were held by the French renters, they orriTed at Thiagar

Nothing Could teaLi^ more ooniidonce than the disiriiaaioa of 
Buch n number of troopis in the fiice of the enemy. Their distresses 
for every kind of aupply, and for want even of their pajp after they 
arrived at Covrepauk, deferred Mr. Lady from trusting their gocsl- 
will in action, until he could Aatisfy their oomploints. For thU 
purpose^ he went to Arcutv and^ having detected vaiinus irauds in 
the management of the Amuldar or renler,^ who farmed the districts, 
fined him 40p0(}0 rupees j and he received 10,000 &om Morti^ally 
of Velore, with the pronibe of some provisionsj to refrain Irom 
molesting liU domain. But before he hod proenrod these aids, he 
received news^ that the English iiquaJran, cdnoisting of nine sail of 
the line, and three ingates, had arrived on tha 2^th of Apiil at 
Negapatam, from Bombay.

An exchange of piiaoners ba^l been aome time before agreed eti| 
and 100 of thi^ tiiken at Fort EL David arrived at Chinglapel 
from. Poodicherry an tho Ctb, whicli eoabliMi the Preaidfiuoy of Ma¬ 
dras to reinforce their army with tbnt number, although of other 
iiumpeatias hut the Freaoh could not immacliately receive an equai 
advantage^ because their priaoiien were reloasod from Tritebinopolyp 
and IwJ to tnardi from thence to Pondjcherry. Colonel Breretoo fell 
at this time dnngerotialy ill, and with much regret wna obliged to ba 
ca.m«d into Madman^ when the command devolved to Colonel Mon- 
aon^ the next olEjer in the king^ i^imeotv who immodiately made 
prepanitiop, and on three enoiseaaive day§p from the I2feh to the 
Ifithp drew the army out of the lineSp offering the enemy battle in 
the plain j but tbo ground of their encampment was too strong to 
be attacked by an equal force. By this time^ tbo resources of money 
and provisions which Mr. Lnlly had lately procured were nearly er- 
hamtedr and the soLdiery renewed their complaints, wbidi most of

Ikb squadrojCL Another party wws prepEtred to attack Sigtiuiiow, 
wbcksa ravHgea had groatly impaired the revenues expected from tUo 
adjacent districts i but did not take the field until the 24tb* which 
gave time to Captaia Joseph Smith, at Tritchinopoly, to sand three 
companies of Sepoys^ under the command of MiuitertnaTi, the ser- 
jeant-major of the garriBon, who arrived at TMagiir befoife the 
French party; which thcroupoii returned to Trivndi: where they 
remained waiting for detachmeats until they were strengthened to

toward Trittcliinopoly> determined CaptAin Smith to moke an elfort 
for their praeorvatjon, which the strength of his garrison oonld 
ill aflhrd. Forty Europeami^ with thrao guns, and six componi^ 
of Sepoys» marched ondcr the command of Lieutenant Raillkrd, a 
BwIbs^ and before they reached VoIoondAh were joined by 1000 
horse, which the Nabob hod levied since his arrival at Tritehinopoly^ 
intending to employ them in the Madura and Tinivelly countries, 
wliicb ho expected would have been left to his management. Kist- 
naroWp oa hearing of the march of Haillafid'^e detachment, camie out 
of Thiagnr with all his horse, and some Sepoyi, in the night of 
the 12th, and the next day joined him at Volcondak Seijcaut 
Huntermad^ with the rest of tho three companies of Sepciys ho had 
brought^ and what foot KiirtimTow osuolly kept in Thiagar, re- 
Enained to defend it, until his return with the reinfortement At 
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1750 break of day on the Uth, the whole body of lh<s French tnoopn, 
how comivmnded by the Viscount Fumel, who bad made a forced 
merrh in the night from Ekvanaaore, oppoared before the pettEib at 
the bottcio of the rock^ and inventing it on every side on the pkirip 
broiiglii two gtina ngninst the two opposite gntea on the north and 
eouth, and di»po«cd two parties to escalade in other places. The 
fight waa every where wharp ; both iJie eacaJa<Icfl and the attack on 
the ear til gate were repulsed ■ bat after two hours, the enemy forced 
the other, and brought their guns into the town, and Hunterman, 
still grtwiHiDg to give up, had nearly been cut off in his retreat to 
the gateway of the paasnge Icadiug up to tho fort abovap whit^h he 
however goinoii having J^jst oae-third of hb Sepoys ^ but tho Enemy 
more, having 20U of tbeLrs, and Europeims killed and wound- 
etl They bad eofircely dlapoflcd their guards^ when their scouts 
brouj^t Word, that the troops with Kailijird aird KistuArow were 
approaching, ^d woro witliin a few miles * on wbkh Fume!, with 
the impeiuouity of bis natiun on success, marched out with moist of 
the troopa, but without the field-pieces ; jijul met tho Englbih, who 
were a<ivandng fast nu the plain witbin two mites from the fori 
Ralliard, thinking the advantage of hia two field-pi ecos greater than 
it really wns^ baited his line to cannonade, which the eueuiy stood ^ 
ud, instead of coming ou as BolUard cxpectadp waited till their 
own, which were five, came up, when they fired amon^t the Na^ 
bob'k c&vfiJfj, and kncKked down sevumJ ^ on which the whole of 
this dastardly body went off, and left the infantry unfionkecL Hal¬ 
liard and Kistnarow were in this instaut riding towards the cELvalryp 
to lead them up to the enemy's ^ and, hurried by veutioni followed 
hi hopes of rallying &em, and left eIio infantry without couunand ■ 
•gainst whom the enemy, seeing the home going off^ advAne&d to 
tho push of bayonets There was, not for in the rear of the English 
line, a ydlago, in WliLchthe oiten with theammaiution and the stores 
were waitiiig i and tbe gunners, thinking it a safe ststiun to secure 
tho field-pieces, turned, and began to draw them off m foat as tb«T 
oipfuld, thinking they should be covered by the rest of the infantry i 
who, confuacd by these ^^riouB appeuanc&s^ot terror ia others, took 
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panic tboTQPielvea, and brake, befckre ibe ^n^my^B EnropcouE were nt 
their breiuta ; and all ii}Et4Ltit1y fell OTdar the eabrefi of tbdr blade 
cavalry ; meanwhile the eKhoriatianfl of Rallmrd and Kistnarow were 
vain to retain the Habob*i5» who went off on the MJ gallop in the 
road to Tiitchinopoly+ All the EurupeanE were killod, or made pri- 
soncra : all the &0|boys throw down thEnr ormE^ and audered more 
a^ thi 3 enonij did not tiiink Uiein worth taking, and only of tbem 
got back tn TrLtcLiiiiopoly. Kis^naroWp seeing all loat, followed the 
Nabob'E cavalry ; Rallbird road back to the cnoiuy, discharged hia 
piH^.oL) at tbe firs: he met, and then gallijped out of their ri^ck lie 
waa afterwards found des^l five miles from tlie field of adioii; bis 
hood and breast braised with violent Bftrokoaof his pistol, under wbicb 
bo ia supposed, as ho had neither citTtrldgea nor sword^ to have ex¬ 
pired, and to have mdieted this severe, but ncedl^^ oxucuErion on 
himaolf, to avoid the disgmeo of his defeat The eneniy retuniod to 
Tbiagir, and BamoiQQe^l Kismaraw e officer ip the nppor fort to snr- 
rendeTj wbOj enceniraged by Setjeant Hnoterman, r&fiised \ which 
obliged thonj to Bond to Out tape t and Vsjidiwaeh, for three mortniB, 
and more Earape&na They finxl and bombanlsd tlte rock until tbe 
23th ; when Himterman^ havmg nearly expended oil the Ofumuni' 
tion, capitulated to ilDU Europeans, and obtained honourable terms 
for the whole garrisoUp EOstnarnw^s people as well as tlie English 
Sepoys ; nU being permitted to mureh away with iheir anns^ their 
persona without si^rcb, their tr&ggage on oxen, and under ac escort 
of French troops to tbo tlLstauoe they cUos^i the ortillciy onij ex^ 
cepted The gallantry of Hmi&ermun was rewarded with an Ensign's 
cQQinilssian. 



Nothing of conscej nonce hod piLssed between tbe two armies since 
they went into i:aiiionnieiits, exnept reciprocal exemsious of aniall 
parties to drive olT cutdOj of which ike English ^Uectod S or GOOO. 
The French garrison in the fort of Araot coashitad of bU Eurupeaus 
and abt companies of Sepoys : and being as ill paid as the rest of the 
troops, the Sepoys mode ovcriiiroi to Colonel Moniionf profTaring 
to delivm: up the fbri for a reword in money. At the siune time, the 
Kellidar of Covrepauk, in wbkrb were ool}' ten EuropcatiSr iiiid be

IT&B TimoTy, who had nomi* offerod tikcwLue to ssll tliair forta. Ti- 
mory, fwin dbfcance, wm not deemed worth the pmrohase ; hut 
the reputation of AjooI and the coniumnioatiDJi frith it bj Govfe- 
pauk, induced the Preaidency to accept the tamfl of these forte, al¬ 
though oofitly. But the Sepo^Ti at Arcot, when tho day of oxeou- 
Cioo approRched. coiifeeeed that they could not succeed j and a few 
daya after ^00 Europeans wore sent into the fort from Vandiwa^ht 
hut not* M it reemed, from any aiupidon of the p]ok However, 
their march stopped the bargiain with Covrepauk. 

Narrain Saiiatry, tho Horattoe officer^ whom Abdulwahah had 
driven from Tripettyn took up his residence in Cajcauiibaddyp a 
town in the Lillfi, 15 iniles distant, bolongiog to a petty Polygar, sub¬ 
ject to a graater t^led the MniLaYcr, with whose usaistance he raided 
forces^ mostly such as were to be found in tlioee wilds \ and in the 
night of the ^lOth of June^ by a bye-patli in the mountain of Tri- 
petty, got pi^efies^ioa of the tempje on the mimndt The troopa 
maintained by the renter, and two companies of Sepoys with Ensign 
Wilcox, were in the town below, which comiDaudM the tasEial path 
of the pilgrims to the pagodii. NanTiin Sauatry therefore w'aited for 
another force, which tho MAtfover was to send j when one from 
rock, and tho other Ibjm the plmn, were to sarpri^ tho town. 
They accordingly made the attack on the Stli of July at four in the 
morning ; and, nfter akirmUhing an hour, were beaten off, with the 
loss of St) men killed and wounded ; but tho Moreito^ still kept 
posaeafljon of the pagiKLa. A few days after, the town was rein- 
forteJ hy iJia PneaidoTicy of iftulrasss, with throe ctnupntiias of ScpojfH, 
JS Kuriipcana. aiol a hhuiII gun. JJonn but Indiutus, and iJiey of 
t Lu Utlor izasLcs, nre permitted to hsuxslI the hill on which tho pagoda 
.•itfludii i for the Bramina pretend, that if the annmiit idiould he 
trodden hy furhidd^u feat, all the virtue of tha pagoda in the re- 
[niBBior.af aina would be loat, until rostered hy an immenfiti puridcatioiii 
Not apprized of this creed, the Sepeyy itenti by the Fresldeocy were 
as asuol n rnifttire of Uahomedons and varioiia enstea qf Indiana, so 
that out of the six hundred, only St> were worthy to Jnonnt to the 
aawult: and the Eurupciuifl Wero utterly excluded. The renter 
^ uoreitheleed 
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iievGithclcBa, with tlio 80 Sopoys, and kit* peous anJ matcfalocke, 1750 
in nil not excaoding 500 men, ventured to attack the cnenny in pos- 
sE;!ia.dQn of tbo and was re^AilBcd with lejsa, bat Uio blocKl Hbctl 

in the attack did not unsaiiciify tho pagoda* 

In tho latter part of Jane, tlireo of tho usual ships an ived from 
England, with 200 iisfamita, aont by tha Company; and brought 
intelligence, that tha 8+th regiment of lUOO men, in tlie king^s 
wero eoming in oth er si tips, under the L^mmond of Liou- 
tenont-ailonol Coote, tho sitmo officer whoiu we bavo seen sondng 
in Bengal with the nmk of Major; he was opj^omied to the emn^ 
laand of tho Companytraoi){^ in Bengal; bub with pomiis^ion to 
stop and sorvn with his reginiOTit, if moro necessaiy, on tlie coast of 
CoronumdeL Tiic ej^tisfactiDn arising from this intoUlgence wan in 
some meOBure iuiimi™! by a rasolution of the Court of dirfectorB- 
who, dazzJcfl by the w€;aUh acquired in Bengal &-om the rovolution of 
Ploflsy^ and by reprei^iitatiorts of its sufficiency to supply their otliet 
presidcuLiies, liatl determined to send no more treasure to any of them 
until the year ITbO; but for ovciy reason this intelligence was kept 
within tho countriL 

At ibis time likewise^ 200 Ekiglish priHonera wero iieceived from 
Pondidieny, iu exebange for the same number of Froncb released 
fit TritcbiDopoly; but more than one hidf of the English wore eoa^^^ 
men, taken In the frigates siraudoil nt St Da\id's, and other vesiels- 
who were inunediately sent away to tbo equadroii^ whicli was ernix^ 
ing to tho southward- However, these additions to the army enabled 
tho PreaiJeuey to extend theur attention to objoctfl they had been 
obliged to ncglocl, in order to Euake head in the idjacencies of 
Muirass; and £H) EuropeaiiB^ of w'hom 21) were invalids, and tlm 
atbeni not the best zneiit were sent to Trit^^binopoly, proceeding by 
sea to Negnputam, and from tbcnco tliroagh the cmintry of 
Tanjorc, # 

Three campaaice of Sepoys had been sent to bring away os many 
of the French prisoDm as they could guard from MaEiilipatara. 

Aa the sea waa adverse, they marched by land, and were joined on 
the road by IW horae of iNiisGabulla's, from Kelorc. They arrived at 
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with 20n of ths priBoneni ^ but ou tho dny were m2aJ!ed by 
CoJopol Foivio, IB een^djuapco of intolHgoneo whieli threjittmed tbfiir 
iartiier prograes with danger. 

Tlji> Subtfkb SidaUdjing, op bk mtum frani MiUiulijjfitanip luilted 
witluD four days of Hydcrabctd, and oomniffnced a aegotlation \iitli 
Ida brotW NizapitdJy* An interview ensued* which wofi fob awed 
by a recodeiliatinn^ and concluded by the I’estoriition of Kijiatnolly 
to the finme extensive powera in the governmont of the Decap, 
■which bad excited the appreboPHlonH of Mr. BuRsy, and tbn njottal 
hatred of both to each other^ in the beginning of the preced- 
ing year,, Thk re^^olution in the admimatmtion deprived Eae- 
flaqlet Jnngf tbe other brother, gf all hia power; whieb bad been cou- 
aidembla um Du&a^ and little controled by the indolence id Sabi- 
bndjing- He tbereforo uiarchcd away in fieeming iliRgnat with liia 
brolhctB^ but with moflfc agaiiiirt the ablest; and took with biui tha 
truKjps wbieb had formed Conllaiifi'^ amiy of oteervntiojir Tliey were 
200 Europ&anfl, and the 2000 Sepoys under tbe comTnand of Zul-^ 
facjir dnngf Lia own were guoil horee, and ^mo foot uf va¬ 

rious sorta, with a tmio of heavy iirtilleTTh Tliay TccroRsed the 
Krifttpa, sumuiDning acknowledgnienta, and plundering the coun¬ 
try; and when Bonjonr'a detachment, mt out from MaynlipaUini, 
were arrived at Condaviroi within 50 miles of the road of his march. 
From Ijeace, Bassanlet Jimg, and Ms principal oRicera, sent forn'ard 
threatening letters to Na^eabulla at Nelom, and the tkreo greater 
Polygars* as well as all tbo leaser ones along the Peiiuckr, ordering 
them to aoconnt for their shares of the tribntei with the arroauTS, dno 
to the throne through tiio ofHeiidiiy of tho Suhah of the Decaii^ 
by whom Bcutsaulet Jong pretended ho was couiiDj^ioMed to call tbem 
to acodiint; and, as n more effi>ctiial terror, gave oni. that bo should 
pass through thoir countries. In order to join the Fmoch at Areok 
The style of hia letters, and stiU mare bia approach, had detent 
^riLBBttbtilla, as well as the nortbcni Polygora^ frutn giving any asBiB- 
tanco to the English in ra.'ovetLng tho raauutain of Tripe tti; 
nltWigh all applied to Madniai for asaiatanoo to defend tbcmaeJvciL 
Thk CQinitematicin waa stigag, w^hen the renter was repulsed in the 
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attack nf the raoimtftb; and, oq llie of lua ill gticccan, 300 1751> 

of the liluck hcirss, with tlifee eoiiipaiii^ of Sepoys^ wore froai 

this army at Coojoverana to TrifiaaBore, Tvbere they would bo in re&di- 
either to auccsoiir the rontor^ Na^cabullab. the Polygarg. or to 
ninroh on to join Bonjour's dotachnaon tj if returning. But thm party 
wnA scarcely nrriTed at TripaM<!fn 3 . trlion tbo prosideney received in- 
telligcneo frotii Ensign Wilcox, that a iletacbment of Europonn.^ Se- 
pajH, and IiDcse, mni from Arcot to Nairain Saufltry, were nuarebing 
mniiii tlio billSp in ordei: to attack the troops in the town of Tri|ictti; 
which if tSicy alioEitd take, the Tovennos of tho appronching fcaat in 
HSeptoniti-or would Ijo lost, and the recovery of tbe pagrxlfty roaiatckl by 
French troops^ rerLibrod hereaftov mtich more dldicQlt; whorenBp in 
the present ^tH.te^ Nanmin SauatTy in pons^kti of the mDuntainp and 
the Kngli&h of the town^ neither at Icaat could get any thiogp except¬ 
ing hy n compromi-so, Tho importance of this object, nnd of the 
other concerns in thia quarter* dctcrniinad the presideaEiy to send 
Mnjor Callisiudp with 20h Europeans and 300 Sopoyi^ They arrived 
at Tr I petti on tho 8 th of July j btitp od befoiiBp the re-inforcement of 
Sepoys fumiulied few of tbe right sort to attack tho moiuitaLn Cal- 
liaiiil therofore marched with the EurupeanH, four coMpanlea of 
Sepoya, and two gawi, iigainst Cftrcarnba»Idy* the way over hilTa and 
VftllieSp oovored with wood, but inbabitod by a ijoople fit only for 
skulking attacks, alt bough of no ci:}nir,!>mptibl<f caste being entitled 
to the pagoda of Tripottir Tliey fired continually fnom the thickets 
and rovers* and killciJ and wounded several of the line bufore they 
forced the first barrier. At tho second* Alajor ColLuiud with much 
difficulty gut one of the guna upon a rock, which Hanked the Iwirrierj 
and the first digebjuge, Icwlc^t with grape* kidtHl the Polygar and aq- 
vernJ of his men* after which the detachmeiit met no farther reaiB- 
tjvtiee. They were aoven hours gaining their way^ and Ririve^lat three 
in tbe afternoon at Uic Poljgar'a town - wbieb they fouml abauduu^ 
ed* burnt it down* and iliyitruyed the adjoining pladlations. The next 
day they returned to Tripettip and Oalliauil tbinking tho enemy in 
the uifmntfbin would bo m inudi diaCQuraged, tui the renter's [ioo]de 
wore elated by this succesa^ *fretit all the fit men of Ifir, S(>|nnT^ who, 
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175D witli the rtsnWa* did not oxcced eis biimirod, altlioiigli Nrtrniin 
hcwl twice fid tmitiy, to nttnek tlio ptvgoda again ; wbiebtbe 
enomvj aflcf Bkimisbing three Loura, iihiindoned, nnd all itia away 
lo. take shelter m the liilk of ^fatlaver. Four of tho renier'it men 
were killed, and 2(1 wouudecL Every thing being thuB quieted in 
tlio RcigblMurboodr and no farther tidings of the Frenoli party Iram 
Arcot, Cailiaud net out on hia retm-n on the ISth with all tb& 
troops hfl liad brought, excepting ton Europennfl, whom lie left 
with WilcosL 

No party of Eur€ij:tcaii& had uiarcliod ijom Aroot againat THpetti, 
tuiJ the rej^ort eroae from the plundering cxcuraion of some Sepoya 
tiud bonw in the skirts of Bomeruuzo's eoiintryp to second a demCLnd 
they wero making on him of 60,000 rupeec?. Neverthelesa the 
advices were so intlrely ereditod at Miidrass, that Colonel Erereton, 
without waiting to advke with the coundl, ordered Major Mdubou 
to move the nmiy from Gonjeverain towards Arcot, aa ntiui-er to 
HUecour whatsoever the oncniy might intend to dMro^=L They 
matched an the 5th ; and on the 7fch in the morning appeared be¬ 
fore CoTrepaufc, with two J8 and two ] 2-poimdem. This foit is 
smaU, but welt-built of ^toue, and has a wot ditch, whicli was in 
good order. Colonel Mouson suminoned tho officer, more according 
to form than his own expectation of tbo anawor he received, wliicli 
wo^ thok if the garrison, whites nnd btack^ were perrnittod to 
retire to Arcot, the soldiers with their knapsacks, and the dfSoeni 
with tlieir edoeta, the gate sliould bo immediately delivered : the ea- 
pitqhitiun wEifl transac^^ and concluded in less thau an liom- Thifl 
cosy success, fur the fort was worthy of broach, gave hopes that tlie 
French gairiBon of Arcot would not make all tho defence they 
might; nnd as the aitiiation wsia equally near to Tripetti. the army 
a^lyrmi-vib and nrrived in the city on the iitk Tho garrisDn shewed 
good countenance, and their artillery was so superior, that nothing 
could Ik done^ until the BnglLish army were Hupplled with ii train 
from Madrass, befora wliich the greatest part of the French army 
might arrive from thdi^ different cantonments to the relief of Axcot; 
and fur thin Tcaaon, Major Moueou, before he recojvetl the ordera of 
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tha pi tJBideiicy# back to Copjcvcniiii j biit left Euro- 1 j50 

peacw of Lite CoTnpanyk troops in Covrepfiuk, wbkk BeotiraJ Llie ro- 
l eiities of tbe coiiutry between ib€!^e two sttitiora. 

Air. Pococke, waiting for tlio arrive] oftLo French RqiiadroTi, Iml 
contidued witti bis own to winrlwaid of Foiididicriy, mostly at 
Negftpatain, whoro they were pleoti fully siippbcd with cattle hy 
Giptsiui Joaepb Smith at Tritcbinopolyt who caused them to bo 
driven to the sea-ooiwt, out of the obsorvatioii of tUo king of Tanjore. 

In the end of J«oe, a Danish vessel amvLng at Tmnquehar, rEported, 
that 12 sail of French ahipe were in the Iwiy of TridcanoaiaiJy in 
Ceylon i on which, the whole squadron weighed on the 30th, and 
fm the 3d of July came off the mouth of that harbour ; where 
they neither saw, nor gaintid uny tidings of, the French ehips. Mj. 
P^Kjocke thim tTuiEcd off the Fiyara Hood, the N, K, liei;dlaiid of 
the island, which all vessels coming to the count of CuronuLpdel 
at this Eeasun eudeavonr to make, and, hi this station, met five of iho 
r 3 tpected ships from England, with the first disdsiou of Coote'^s regi¬ 
me nt, with which he fe^urned, and anchored on tlio 30th at Negn- 
patam ; keepidg them in company until tho provisions and stores 
they bad brought for the use of liis squadron wero tak en out. The 
presidency received fwlvioea of their arrival on the 5th of August, and 
notwithrttanding the various wants of men at this time for defence 
siuJ rtttnek on shore, requEsted Air. Pocoeke to detain tiio troop-?, to 
aerva with him in the expected ongagemoiLi wdidi the French sqrni- 
flrotL Several advices had lately been roccivedp that the Dutch go- 
verniDont of Batavia, fchoir captird in the Eiifit-liidies^ wore preparing 
iiu annamont, which woa to aitil to the hay of Bengal ; and on the 
Sth bJ 3 t abiiis arrived at NijgapaUm, having Jefe motlicr in the bay 
of Trill canomaly. They had on board 5t)SJ Eurof^n Boldiem, and 
J50Q dhioiplJned Malays, with ahundftneo of military stores. Viirlous 
reporfe and conjectures were fonnod of the d^-tination of thiia force. 

The Dutch thomBolvcfl gave out, that it was chiefly intended to ro^ 
inforce their garrisons on tlio coast i and their imavow^d cmi^nrica 
reported^ that the whole wore to act as aniillaries to Jlie Englisli 
against tho French on Jthe CopAt of Coromfkndcl. Mr Pococke know

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t75f* how inudi the miliUry for™ in EeognJ luid b€ca tUmlnisLed by ttic 
expedition to nnti might suttbr by the usual mortOHy of 

the clinmta ; imd reoAomng from the antipathy of the Dutch gov um, 
ment to the great succassas* and power which the English had lately ac^ 
Iltiired in Bengal, suspected that the armament he mw ivaa prlucipally 
intendnl tj j-ednee their iDBuenee in that country : and, with the 
spirit of conaidcrate gnllnntry, ami zeal for the gericnU auece® of the 
public aei'vit.'e. which on all ooraaioas distinguished liia commaud, 
sent all the troops to htadrasa, recommending, tlint a jiitrt of tlioin 
might he immediately forwarded to Bengal. They were all lauded 
by the 25th, and marched in dirorent parties, as soon as refreslied, to 
the TOain body at Conjevetmn, where Colonel Bierotou, having rcco 
vered from Lis iUness. again took the conmuuid, 

A fow dayg after the return of Major Calttaud from Tripetti, the 
Pulygor of Carcambaddy with his own, and a niimbcr of tlio Mat¬ 
in vers people, hegan to repoir the town ‘ on which Ensign Wilcox 
marched with the 25 Eui^peans, 3«>0 of the Sepoys, and an iron 
three-pounder. They wore gaUed the whole way. mid obliged to 
force tho three btirriem in the path ; and when they came to the 
open spot of the town, where they espectod no rodstaneo, met the 
moat, by a wnthmal lira fjx»m the tliickcte round. Wilcox never- 
theleas persisted, and, being aimed at, recoived at once three musket- 
^113, and was mortully woimJetL On which the troops put liim 
into a doolcy and retreated, iikewLse bringing olf the gun. Tho 
enemy did not follow tbeni earneatly ; bo that the lews waa only throe 
Eurojicnne killed, and I t Sepoys wounded. 


Ihe French party of Sopo3's and black horse from Arcot, had boon 
licaten back by Bomorauzo’e people, and Iny at LaUapet. near tho 
^nntains, 10 mdoii N. w of Areoh waiting an opportunity of renew¬ 
ing tlioir incuraion t but were lieaien up there on the 2Gtb, by 
three coiiiimniM of ^poys, and the troops of the renter of Coyrepjrak, 
sent by Captain W^ood, who conmmnded in the fort Tho enemy 
Bed at tho fimt tiro, leaving 70 muBketo, and 17 lioraoii, and the Se- 

[remaiimd to gunid the uearest pass leading from LaUaiiot into 
iMtacraojtea country. 
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Jtii3g^ witL liift Eirniy, knJfc in tlini while', contuiytMl hLa IT^fl 
mnrcli from CotiEluvira to tha eQUtI]+ iQiid+ luiving pskRAod Ongolfij at- 
tackod tho fort, of PqHcj™, jibont **^0 miles to the north of XeJore 
nnil the xivor Penn nr ^ whiclii athbongti onfc of tlio e<3 fmtry of Diiniar- 
ht-V"cnkybi|>jih-itrLigiie, WAfi of hlfi (lepamhiticio.

From ihm view of dreumstanou^K tlio Preaideocy of MadriLsg re¬ 
solved to leave eoinething tu ehanco in the extremities, mthcr than 
diminisli the auperiority, whieh their force had JatoJy £L(!r|uired In the 
csanter of the prodnee, by the rainforcomentg arrived £hjm Eng- 
hmd^ and tbe enumy^s detadiment to tlie floutbwnrd ; and dd^ermlned 
to employ timi advantage imenediatuly agnimjt YandiwaKht the rno^t 
important nf the enemy^s statione between Madrafi!^ and Pondicheny. 
Aocortlingly atMJ Enropoana, witli two twelve-^ffiimders^ and nil tlie 
stores necessary for the attack, were Fwnt lo Cbinglapct; but whilst 
on the imd, and before tbe mn.in body had moved from Goajeverain, 
iLrrive^l the RovengB, on the night of the tenth of Septemberj with 
important intclliguiit.’e from the sr^uadron. 

The Dutch nt Negfi.[iatitin, pretemling that their armament from 
Batavia nxjutred the service of all their maasoolab boalBi would spare 
none to water the English ships j to procure whichp Mr Fooouko 
fiailcfl on tlic 20tli with tho squiulron for Trinconanmlde, where com¬ 
mon. boats can ply to tbo ft horn. They anchorsd thoro on the 30 th, 
but at the moudi of tho hArbouf ; :md the Rovonge was sent for- 
wanl to crtiizo oK the Frim» Hood On the M of September, at 
ten in tho morning, some ships were discovered to the u. R Soon 
after came down the Revenge, ehiifted anJ fired upon l>y ono of the 
strangeTH, which denoted them to be the long-expected enemy.

they nearly equalled. Soverat csouncils were bold on this diatresa, 
and jt w'wa at length determined to send one of the men of war, 
with eight of the Contpatiy’s ships, which would take off between

By this misclmnee the Sahabury, which wjm much the 
Tveakcfit ship, being Only of 5U gunf^ and tboy only eighteen and 
nine-pounders, nuig'-Hl, unj^upi^orted, against the lUnstre^ and 
matoined likew™ the fire of Uie Fortuiide behind, whieh the Sim- 
derluiid should hriiVe tiikrn up, at laost in ilua stata af the neLion:

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A thoQ^and EiiTOpeinB, tnduding a company of SO Cofeea, and 
LiinduGd Sepoj B, w. ro aUottcd to servf; in illeat^nck : tLcy 
dmdcd iniu three diviMioriB; the first IchI by Major 5 [o&bod, \raa to 
jusaoJt the soutih fmae of like sc^utli pettab, and kavdng entered^ were 
to advance tlirough the streets to the esplanade^ where the mtdn 
body oftho tTreiii^b trtiopfl were lymg ; who at the same time were 
to bo attacked aa the right by tlie second dividen, Advandng oat of 
the pettah to the weflt: this di^dsioa waa coniimLoded by A ajar 


Bobert Gordon, The third Major Broretou oommEmded himselfp aa 
the reserve for Gkccasions^ and they took post nnder a ridgo which ruiu 
poralicl to the west face of the south pettnlip but farther back on the 
plain than the pettoJi allatted to Gordon^fi dlvlsiom The Kuropiftn 
and black horse were to halt a mile io the rear of Brereton'Sk The 
rest of the tnxkps were Juft to guard the camp. Motison^s divimon 
consisted of HUO Europ^ns, of whom 200 were gTenja^dierSp oU that 
were in the nraij* and they had one cotnpaoy of Sepoys iw atten¬ 
dants ; Gonlon^a were 200 Earopeuns^ and HO Colfreesi Brereton^s 
300 Eiirupeans and 500 Sepoya, Encb of the three diviEiGiis bad 
twik caciidWTit brass six-pimndera. 


The pe^tah to the South has three ptiiicipol streotSp which in¬ 
tersect it intirely from north to south, and Eevenil others lo the 
Hame direetioii, of shorter esioivt; nor are any of the croafl airoete 
from cfiiit to wont Tcgnljuly pervioufl from one wall to the other, 
and Some of them ano qtiIj short commanicakioua betweeo the 
streets in the other dircetion ^ so tliat muny dodging advantagee 
inigiii be fcakeu by knowledge of their different bearings and ititer- 
sections At two in the mornings the head of Moosoti'b di vision 
approached towards the gateway on the south face of the pettah, and 
were clui!Icn[jeil snd deekred by two or three Sepoys advanced on 
the jJam to Lxjk out; on which the guards on the nciujiurts b^jjan 
W lire, ITiB gatefl^ay was In a n;:tnm of the rampart from the left, 
and the njad to it lay under the rest of the rampflit to the right, so 
tliiit the two field-pis^fl which vrere ndviuiciog at tiro head of the 
Une cowld no" Iwittor the gate at l^s iluui 1 jI> yards, without 
Vrtilag imnicidiatoly under the fire of ihia port of the rampart, which

mined Odomd Monaon to try iho wiill at oii<5a It hwl a either dit-cli 
nor pEkliflaidsi tefoio it. and tlia first groanJiers nghtod upon a part, 
vvhicli^ for want of rejmir, permitted them bo ROTMubl* np^ anti 
Uoing followed by more, they diijvo tho cnomy before tliem^ oponod 
tho gate, and lot ia tbe omin body of tba division. Tlia gate enteral 
ijpnn the printdpal atreot of the three which leads through the petUib 
to the esplanade : and the other two are about 50 yjmla on orwh 
baniL Tbo Lroaps, at they mrne iu, first nmged along tba ground 
between the wall and the habitations, which was broad ; and then 
fonned into three cNdumnat one in each of the etreat ; hut the two 
field-pieces moved ab. tba head of the center coIhieul All the three 
advanced very dellbemtalyp keeping os nearly as possible on the nacne 
panilJelp the two outer colanma reading small ptutioa into tho cross 
stregta on their outward finjiks to dialodge: tba enemy from whatso¬ 
ever posts tboLr fire caiiit^ which, although not Ktrong from aiiyp was 
frei^iiont and from several ; but tbe greatcist aTmoyance was from 
two fiold-piecCfi at the edge of the esplaimdo^ firing down tlio coutcr 
street Ilowoverp they were at length Eilonced by the two field- 
piecesp with tho center columm Firiog biid been board on the 
ground iJlottedto Gordunh divhiioii, but aociit ceiued. In an hour and 
a half tbe three columns arrived at tlio oponingB on tha cspleiinade, 
wbero to their surprijie they mat no farther reaiat&Dee i aihI disap- 
pointed of the aBaistance they ex posted from tiordane diviaiati^ It 
WHS resolved to wait for day-light^ and in the mean time to throw 
np a barricade at the head of tba oanter fltreet^ which for want of 
proper tools wm vaiy insulficienUj pcrlbrjned. Their itaas bitberto 
was not ton killed and w'ounded. 

A Jiky rocket was the signal tor Oordon'i division io advance from 
the western pebtah, and it wm fired os mon as Mornmn't hafl eutcral 
tho fioutlierm Tbe troops of Oordon^a bad, for^fear of discovoiy^ 
kept on chfi side of the pebtcih fiirtheob from the cnplanade^ but Pre^ 
ton Emd two or three more officers bod exnnimed tbu striKitSv wbiob 
v^cre very narrow, and beyond on the t^planado^ where they found 
, 3 tT 2 the 
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the gruiLDij ragged, and mteirupt^Ml with slough b and standiiig water. 
Blit Gordon not hjiving ftcf[uired any diatinct idem froin tlieLr reourt 
boggltd, BJid wfliB ronfojiid in tJie ordena hsj jpivo. At length it wm 
i]nders[toodp thnt the tmopa^ ns noon aa they had pnaaed through the 
pethih, wEn> to form on the esplanoda in dlviaionjs, whicli wooid bo 
lo m front. The select ptcquet of 4i^ picked tueiir comnLanded by 
Lieutenant Deh Bouespe, who wcro to lead the attack, wem soon 
through, anii fonnodp and iidviuiciiig. Gcnlon Iiiua^df wtui to 
liiaroh at tha head of the umin body* but he was not to be founrl 
when it was ranging ou the esplanade • and Preston, his fue^ondp not 
knowing the oiotives of lik absence, w'oiild not venture to take his 
poet ; and thms the whole were stopped, waiting hie return. The 
piequet inarohed with recovered arms, and without dropping a shot, 
until they came to the angle of tJie south em petLah, whore the rain^ 
{kart had a shoulder^ on which were mounted two pieces of c-annoUp 
which by the directiciii of the titi-eets cunld nob be turned to any ser¬ 
vice La the hght behind them - and it should seem that the enemy 
hod diftoovered the aitu&tion and intention of Gordon's attoekp for a 
oonMidomble body of iJifantry w^ere waiting at the angle, some on the 
ramtJartp and others at tho edge of tiie haUBes below ; who^ as mon 
iw tfio pioquet were within a few yank^ suddenly throw a nmiiber 
of blue lights, which discove rad them infcireJy, and wore instantly 
folloivod by a atmng mnnlng fire of musketry, and the dkchmgo uf 
the two pieoeB of cannon ; but the whole of the execution wm from 
the musketry, for as the pltNiuet was almost undor the ramportj 
the umnon could not point low enough, and fired over their heads. 
l>oiifeSpe returned the firu witli disparity of situatioD, and greater nf 
numbers^ but would uot retreat withuut ardors, and was not without 
hopc^ of being inuiieiiiat^ly joinad by the maLn body of tho division^ 
eypedatly oa the two pLecta which accompanied it, began to Airawcr 
the two guiia oa the nimpttrt But hia o-Tpoctatiotiii of farther mp- 
port Tvem vain. Thu Bhot uf the two guiis from the mmiiari foil near 
the muin body whiliit forming, and notim musketry fired upon them 
ftiiin LLc covertMi way uf the fort, on which the Cofircca all nui 
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back into the pLtnb, and tliTOugb iU qiiito siwaj, fUid the Euro- 
]>canH not led on, and bn\dng uothiug clfectnal to firo soou 
brpko and went off Iikewiseir Jcaving tii© pIc»|not, and ttio field- 
pieces stdl engaged. But Preston, for Gordon wn3 not yet to be foandp 
knowing tlie ileterniiimGou of tbe plcquet to perse vcto, ran singly to 
them, and brought them hack to tlio jiottoh, wlierc they joinod the 
officers deaorted by all the rest of tbo troops: but tho artLllery- 
mens animated by tlie well-known i-eaoUition of tboir cQnimjLudant 
Captain RoliOTu Barker, still stood by him and their gons. The 
tivoa not equally frlgbi:ojiedp uiado their way to the r&Sfin'Oil diviaion 
with BreretoOp ^who on the first uoticcj rtin tinacoompaniiHl to the 
pottah from whence they were coming, and in the fitroog iEupuise 
of indigDationp rail the timt man he mot througli th& body: 
unfortunately he was one of the brave^sL in the army ; bo tliat 
this example carried little influence, and left none to exhorta¬ 
tion, and very few obeyed his call* with whom he went as far m 
the two gunSj whicb Barker was still fixing, and by this eonnte- 
imnco bad dotorred tlio enemy from making a pnsh^ which would 
easily have taken tbom j but Braretonp sensible of the risk to which 
they were expoaed, oi*d«rod him to draw them oft' into the pettah, 
from whence they jinnod tbo roservo at the ridge. 'Vhm all worn 
gOM bofoi^ the firing ceased in the southern pottah, where Gordon 
with four or five of tho fugitives scmh after appeAro^l, coming in 
at the gate to the south, where Moneon^g di vision Imd enter^rf. 

The day broke, and tlio eneniy's fire Teiaimmenced and incTEsacd 
with Uio light* The giinnen?, whom the Kellidar had admitteil 
into the fort, plied the cannon on the towers opposite to the 
three alreots, to tho head of which Mongon's division had ad- 
vancerl; and with tho ficld-piocea on the esplanndeT their tiro waa 
from 1-1 gun^all within point blank, from tho fort at 300, Irnm 
the field-pieces nt 1450 ynida The reitim was from the two 
ficld-piecea at tbo head of the center street, and Ih>m platoons of 
miukctry in tlio other two. The disparity wits aevenj, and could 
not be long mointainwl The officers onlered the men not employ- 
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17&9 to Uke elsdtet under tka fib^a projwtiug before tlie la nlk nf tb& 
houses in the enfilnirdecl streera tlm i^hedsi, m in the otlier towns of 
•**i^"^'^CeroiiiandeJi were separated from eaeb othor by partitions of brick or 
mud' seme witlidrcw into cross Ji^Lreets injmediiitdy beliimL 
Weverthelesa, all who api>eared were so eicesaiYcly galled, that H was 
nmsaary to retreat; but from tho oontmuikl bopa of support fmiii 
tbe two di%dMiDiis without^ Major hloo^n wished not to i^uit the 
contest hhLiI tbe Isst extremity, In liie ruiddlo of Lha peblalL w 
n contiDuation of sLreets leading quite acrosii % nJtbougb not bi n 
atmiglit lino, ftom tbo cast to the west Hidflj were tbo lest ends upon 
the area of a pagodn, in wbicb a party kfljd beou posted^ and the wound* 
ed wore dieltcrod and served. The col uros wens ordered to retiro into this 
line of the cross streotg, wli^e ttll, ficeording to tbo brendth of the ijumi 
fitreetan might fiiic down thetuH ftod Emmcd lately disappenr^ until loaded 
and ready to fire again. Tkia movement Htoggeitsd tlic enemy for they 
could do no more, if they ouniiuucd ou the eBplafiodeat the oilier 
extremity of the streets; if they advanced dong thein^ would be 
Qxpoiod in deep columnsv Novertheleaft, confident in their numbera, 
and preaaing to dedde beforu ike Englleb troops shqiild he roinrortred 
from witbouty tbey begun jind niaintaincil this fight with great 
spirit and activity^ tmtil tJiey wete convinced St could not succeed; on 
w^hicb they fiont off tbeir imrs, which brought two of tbeir Gold- 
pieces from tbe e^plaziade, and with them umrdicd along il street nd- 
joLnmg to the western wall of tbe pettiih, which led them to the pngodn 
towards til ifl end oftho crofft streets ; wMcli the guard iijunediately 
abaudonod, loavlpg some of the wounded in tbe pagoda ; having hc- 
enred this $itiitioUt the party advanced the deld-pSccoa along Lb a line 
of the CI 09 B streets, firing and takiug in dimk the whole of MutispaV 
division, Dgninsi wMeb tbe attack in frunt likewise coutinued^ and with 
encreasing vivarnty : and in a veay little whilu tbe remaining fiidd*pier^ 
nf the divi^on Wirt disabled; on which tbe moii began to lose cou rage. 
Mid Monacjn conimlting kiR Jiecond^ Major CalllAudp they renol™! tt> 
retreat sind tAke post agaiuit the Houthem wall of the pettalL The 
graiadiei-B of one of tbe Cdtnpany s bettakons were to halt near the 
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" gabeway, btifc eccung it op&n, mJirelied mi mb the plum, qiiiukoning 1750 
tieir pace at every utop. Major Calliaud. wlio wils near. iunttaJ of 
calling afU’T tbeta, folbwisd, and running beyond. Btopiied suddenly 
before them, and cried, " The instinct of disnipliao pre¬ 

vailed They ol>ey|td. and forming oa be ordcml, faced, and, luckily 
for thcmselveft^ folio wed him into tie pettab. Major Uonaon met 
him at tho gnto. and, in the midst ofroneb vescfltkn, thanked him 
with mutJi cordiaiity; but eaid, that tbp wbole liodyi still closely 
pressed by the enomy, were faultoring too fast to be trusted any 
longer; and tliat it waa better to loiul them off in order, than rkk 
thoir going otf in confasion of their owti ocoord. The each ortat ions 
of their eomiDanders encouraged them to keep tboLr mnks; the Se¬ 
poys mambfid in front, helping to carry off the wounded, and Gf- 
tcen prioonem. The enemy, by Tmacconntable oversight, did not 
follow them into tho plain i but were contented with firing £nnn the 
wall ; about half a Tnile from winch, the line bolted in & grove, atid 
in a little while perceived Major Erereton^B and Crordon's divlrionn 
wiih the European and black horse, the Sepoys, and two field- 
pieces, advjtncing rgiinEi to join them i at the some time^ they saw 
the whole body of the enemy^a Europeati liavalry, S(I0 riders^ ajH 
proaching from the eastern fKittah, where they lind remained in es- 
[>f^ctation of an opportunity of ouiiing off thoir retreat, whidi^ from 
want of alertneBSt they lottfc, aTid could not venture to attack afi^i^r 
Brereton appeared The whole returned to the bank, where Brers- 
tone division had Lokeo post, and in the afternoon from thence to 
the camp, without moln^taLLon or ahum The loss, on the imme¬ 
diate roviewj appeared to bo 12 and IDS rank and file, 

killed, wounded* and tiLken prisoners, Tho Lientennate Minna and 
Latour wms the only oflkens; but, it was supposed^ tliat 70 rank 
and file w'ere killed i and tlmt of this amnber, 60 fell in the pettah. 

The eagerness of peribnalng nomo distinguished H|rni^ce before Colonel 
Cootc aiiould arrive, aud aupcjsede him in the couiruAnd of tbu army^ 
urged Colonel Brereron to make tills attack, wlitoh was much 
more hardy lluin judielou^^ oven if ibo enemy laaJ not been ro- 
^ in forced. 
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1750 inforL-fitL How^jvncr, ihc groit gnUimtty aJid tlip iiifii^rior nujxrb&m 
tho body wliicb snuiaincd the gr^ftiest ptirt of the loss, nither 
encrcfLsod thun diHLUikhed the cotiSdetioa of tbc army. The niutmy 
HEl^e^d as miicb, Itimng 200 killed and wounded. Mainville, whti 
eotunianded against Lnwrance at Tritehinopoljv jjiist liefore tho trace 
ID 1754, and two CftptiiinR, woro killed. 

The two squadrons nncboTcd on tbe I Ith, tho divy after they had en¬ 
gaged each other; the EngliHh in the road of Xegnjiatiim, tbo French 
4 leagues fiirthor to the souths who bemg mdeb less dianblod, were 
ready to sail ogam on tbe I^^th \ and two clays after^ anchored in tbo road 
of Pondicherry* Tbe ships immediabely landed whiitsofiver suf^pUea 
they had brought for tbe service of the colony ^ the t™6ure amounted 
only to IdOOU pounds in ciollars, and the diamonds taken in tha 
Grantham, were worth IThOO pounds The troops were only 
men. Mr. D^Aehd would not go aialiure, and signified his inten¬ 
tion of sailing immedTatcIy for the islanrla. Tho season^ althuugb 
advanced, waa not yet diuigerous, nor wore his ships more hurt tlian 
the English; bat tbiii rcsoUiiion fmm intolllgeuoe of the four 
men of war, which were coining with Bear-Admiral Combii to join 
Mr. Pococke, and %vho might arrive every day. Accordingly, esirly 
in tho morning of the JOfch, Mn D'Ach^ made tho signal for w^eigh- 
ing, and all tho shifiH looatd thoir tflfp-saila 

The supplies they had brought so much less than the wantfl 
nnd hopes of tbo oQlon}"^^ that dkftppi:iiDttiQent api>eared in every 
face; but tho sight of the ehipa getting under aaib in 34 hours after 
their arrivah sproad uni versal csonstenmtion, and oxoiteU the utmost 
indignation. AH the mllitmy officers, the piindpal Inhahitimts^ and 
even the clergy,, assembled at the govemcFe^ and iimnodintly 
foiTUod thomatlvt.'ti into a national conncil; livliich ununimouKly do- 
cieod, that the precipitate departoTo of the squadron must pfodnee 
themchst detriment^ consequences to the interests of the siate^ as 
holding eat to all tlio poweis of the eonntiy an opprobrious ac¬ 
knowledgement that they had heon entirely defeated in the last cn^ 
gagement, and could not stand another; and that they utterly de«- 
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fipnjnsd of every Uilng od Blioro- Tn i:Diiaer|Uiencc of this ddiberiitioti^ 1730 
a p™tc5t -mia miJ 3 iE?diiiireIy drawn* dedaririg Mr. I J'Acliil raap<if!siblfe 
for tbfi loss of tho cdlon j, Budb were Llie worcLs, and resolvbg to 
coniiplain to tba kin^ iind laini&try,. and denmiirl public jaBtieo of 
hiH conduct T!ie ship Due d'Orleaiis was hy some accideat de- 
tniDCHl in tbe road, after ibe uLhura were^ under saiJ^ and tlie com¬ 
mand or waa csheu^d to deliver tbe prak^ to ib. D-Aoh^, and a 
copy to every conimandar in tbe Mj[uiudj-Liti, wbieb were twclvo 
leases out iit jwsa when the Duo d'Orleona joined them. Mr, 
D'jlrbd immeLLiatoIy luJii a gcncml eounciil of bin captuiDB, and 
on the 22d onebor&l again in tbe road of Fondiclseny * and eamo 
nsbore to consult with Mr Latly and iho j^vemmeut. On the 25tb, 
in tliO morning, tho Englkh E^iiadron, esoniing froio Negnpatmn, 
iippearcd standing in the line of battle into the road, hut drivdug by tho 
current to the noriJiwjitJ. All tlia French eliipa weighed, but 
bawled tbe wind clivfMs^ which being at w* a. w. kept them at their 
first difttfinoo from tbo Eiigliah, wliich they had it in their power to 
bear duwn upon^ tmd cuguge. Mr. Focucke, unable to get up to 
them, kept his line of battle until the evcniiig, wbeu he continued 
Ids euum^ and anchored on the 57tk at MadriLssL Mr D'Acb^ still 
iimiiited on returning m sorm as posable to the iMands ; and the go- 
Toniment oT FondichcirrTr' an willingly cumpromljied for big defJiir- 
ture, on condition that be abould leave all tho Coltreea tiervjng in the 
sipiadron, which wore +00, and 500 EuropemiSj either scdlorH nr 
luariDca ; who ivcro rvccorJingly landed, and be sailed away on the 
yutli of September Mr. Dilly, with bis usiiol fi]!leeii, caJlcti tlio Eli- 
ropoans Lbe scimi of the aea ; and, Indeed, must of iboni for a while 
eouid be lit for little more tiiaii to do duty in tliE^ towuj, wlnlst tbo 
regular troops kept the field. 

The animosity of Mr. Lally to Mr, Bassy Lad ODaiinuod, withont 
rcmi^iiiti: be even employed bici emLusaricB to per^nado Mr. Eusf^ to 
make inm a preaent of motiey, os a certain means of reoanciliaiiDn ; 
intending to use the proffer as n confetfsiou of Mr. Bossy's dcUn- 
i|uoiiey, of which ho was oveiy wberu seeking proofs. Meanness 
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and ntnlildon never more etricUy tniited tlickii m tLU detsign. 
Mr baviJig remittod hie fortune to Europe, oiTcmJ bii crEdit, 

if omplajed in ecmunmiity wltli the government of Pondicherry 
and air. to nuae money for the public aorvico ; but treated 

the bints of the other proposal, as the JeapemtG zeal of his adberentg 
uiiwrtrmnted by bimsElf They saw one anotlser but schlooii but 
werj obliged io correspond on pubHu afTaiiis- ^fha loiters of Mr, 
Lally wero rcplato with auspioicinp jealousy, ineinufttionp nrtjfiGo, iii' 
nglonce^ garcaanip a^Fd wit j Mr. Bnasy's, with iiag&oityp caution, do- 
fcTCoce. moment, prufound knowlcnlgo, the juHtest views of afiidra, 
find the wisest m^Jisn to promote tlieir aucceiia : and Mr. Lally hitn- 
self, whilst he pretended to odiciilep reispected the extent of hia 
taleuteL Their distention was in tbi^ state, when the anival of a 
frigate from Franco on the 20Lh of August branght orders Irom tho 
king and ministry^ rocailling all tho intonnediato oflicera, who had 
been seiit with coiumissionH sujieriot to Mr. BtiBsy^Sp and appointing 
him second in tho eommaiidp and to euececri to it after Mn Lally, 
This disbinobioQ produced a mure edvil intereoureep and Mr. LaHy^ 
with floemiug compluccncc, asked the asaistance of his counsela The 
first he gave wm the moat obnoxious he could. Bajiihjsaheb, tb« 
unfortunate bat Lnsignificant aou of CljuucloBaheb, had lately found 
means to persuade ilr. Lady to tippoLut him Nabob of tho Car¬ 
natic * and the ceremony had been performed with ostentation^ in the 
mouth of Juljir both at Arcot and PoudicliEfty, This proniotiati, 
without tho partim|mLion of SaJabadjiog, the Suboh of the Dcom* 
was a public renunciation of his siiiatiee, and might be improved by 
NUamally to confirm him in the intercsta of the Euglish. The appronch 
of Uaasaulut Jnng nn the nortlieni oonfine« of the CamntLc appeared 
to Mr Bussy a resourcOp not only to rc-estahlMi the former union 
with SaUbodJing, hut likewise to strengthen the immediate opem-

LHiUy^ as a complete victory, Erod rt hundred gunfl round the 
rminparia of Poudicherry. ami wrote magiiideent acconnta of tlie 
success to every man of eansiKpmncn within or iiodir the province, 

ilr. Ba&sy arrivoil at Vandiwash on the 5th of October* The 
EngUflh army hiw! kft their eiioampiBent in eight of tkLa place the 
day before ; they halted two days at TrjviLtDTe, during wbicli heavy 
raina and the bad quality nf the otilywntar they had to drink hrooght 
liickncs^ upon tho camp, whioh caiUied Major Bvereton to quit this 
post, and ropatr to Coiijevcram, where they arrived on the 7th. 

On the same day, Mr. Bossy marched frotn Yandiwaah with all tho 
troops QncHinpf!=d thcre^ reiuforded from other parts to 1500 European 
foot and 300 horse, the Uh\^k horse: Jio expected the Englbk 

might wait, and give hattle, but they wnre gone j and tbo garrison 
kft in Trivatoro, which was onl}" ten Europeaus, ami a campauy of 
Sepoya, BiirrGiidiired to Mm at diacnetion. Draughting 150 of the 
Huropean horse, and iOO foot, to iiccQiiipauy him to Bossauiut Jung, 
he sent bock the roit of the army ta Yaudiwasli, and arrived at Arcot 
on the 10th; where he was detained Bevemi daya, by tho raizis qf 
the uionEcou. 

BiLSsaulut Jung advancing frum Fuloragave out that ho would attack 
Ndote; but when ho cEuno near tlio Ponnar quitted the seuthui^ 
toad, and, turning to the west^ eiiCELinped on the lOlh of Sop!:cmbcr 
on the plEUfiS of Sangam, iv town with sovoml [K^das on the bank 
of the rivert IG miles b:om Nelnre. Hera be Bnunnoncil Niu&cabulb. 
and tlio ihrac greater Polygnrs to enum and fay iJieir obek^unco tu 
him ill |>erBoii. NNiseabnUa vontrfved to inake him hdievo magnified 
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1750 roports of tho fi>Ficio of his gjinii^iip imJ uf troops coming to 

force it fboii] MAclnrss, whidj brought on ii chil iiitercfonraa of ktto 
bctiFoen thom ; but the Polygiinj h& dcnpisadp find re?iolved not to 
j^para Tlicj, hpwGviQr^ fearing to ottVind tlie EnglLik govcniinen^ 
cndotiFpiired to cvndo the visit liy various on wbieh be uent 

bis horse over tbe river to forage on the amble Lmds for thcmfielvtSp 
and to seLzo mttlo sJid grain for the rest of the nmiy, 'riiia tlL'-Lri- 
mmt not prevoilLug, he ^la^od ibo river with his whole farce, and 
on the 1st of October oncampud at Sydiiporoju, a eoDsidembk tomi, 
where the biUs of Bangar V^ntebuiu begin on this sldOf and eituatud 
within ton rnilos of Venkittigherri, the place of his roddeDce, and 
fitun KaJastidp Wbiob is the principaJ town of Danicrla V’enkU 
tappoli. Hero ho waitedi not n little dLatros^ed fur money, and trx- 
]>octing the arrival of Hr. Busay, who, on the iSth^ lind made Ms 
dnit day's march from Arcofc, when ho woa sLopped short by ciLmr 
onlinary lutelligence from Vandiwa-ilL 

More than a years pay due to tio wlmlo jumy; what money 
bad been r^upplied to them lately was in Jioa of their pmvitiioiiiii 
when not ftimished regularly, Tlio aoldluis believed* that modi 
more tlian fmzm had been brought by the squadron^ and, what wieJ 
worse, tJint their gmioraJ had amn.ssed and secreted great wealth. 
Their intrepidity at this aetion of Vandlwash had increased tlio 
itidignatioD of tlicir distresses. They com plained cotitinuolly and 
npeiily, nor did tlio ot!ii;etii ebimo to punfsh tlicm on this tjeom j l«- 
eausc tlie plea of their iiidiCNi>ht 0 tLt wm true. On others they wklienl 
to preBervo bho ususd dLicipUno, On the U|tb aomo soldiof Lorrain 
were pnnishod for neglect of duty, but others for dovonlinefifl, 

which they coold nob avoid. In less tium n.ii bour ailer this eba^tke- 
ment, tlira drums of Lorrain, eonnwllaJ by or 5t> of the soldierly 
who had eonKsrtoi!, Ijeait the geiiond '^ and in on iiuitiuit every man 
of the regtoient ?raa under arms ; and in a few’ Eoinutes all ooii- 
iiirnftil iTt the same resolution : refusing to admit tbe eouinilssionod 
otfaTci-H, and ovoty snrjoant. excepting two, they inanTbed in order oats 
Tsf thn camp, towank the mountain wlicnj thE Engliah army had 
^ Jalviy 
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Utitly ijTiciiinpod. Tlio oflicfiift of LrilLy s and tbo UtUlion of Ii3clirt, 
lieitring tlio dntiiw af LormiTi, Wt tiici gianeml Ukcwifio, and turnod 
out tbo lino, tliinkmg tlio oatnp waa going ta bo nttackLd by tlio 
English I nnd eome of the officara who liad pcmkfced in aizcompAnjmg 
the inon of Lormtii, previdlod tlstim to M^p; i>nt cotiM not, to 
ttitiim, befom thoy knew tbo intaTitions of IaUj' fl and Iiiiliji, of whom 
they hud flome doubt, whether not i>rop;Lring to surround and ftttnek 
thom. For ibia purpaso they dobiohed n picket to irxuiffir with them, 
of wliumtho apokesman was tlie boldo^tof the mutiny* and, instead 
of pjnpo 5 ijiig ally conditions tor LomuDr ejciiO'rtcd all ho Immogued to 
follow tlioir eiaiuplB, and redreds their comflion wroz^, uidefis Llio 
whole army immediately reeaivod the fuQ arream of their pay. Kui 
words ran like fire : all, animated with tiie samo spirit^ cried ont^ march- 
Tlie cspostulatioiua of their oflicera were vain, they worn ordered to 
rutitu Parties and detachmentfi w'dre conunimded, wliicb brought 
up the Jkild-artillcryp the tumbrik, oxen, tents, and baggage, and 
even obliged tha bu^ar and markal:-, which oonsktod of 2UiWi per- 
sons, ntid a multitude of nnimals, to move with tham, and to which 
they npjrfjin^d tbo ufiiial guanl They sent likewise to demand the 
coiouiH], but Bccing tha oftioers detorminod to dha mther tbiui de¬ 
liver them, desisted^ As soon as eveiy thing waja gnthemlr the 
wbote line, with BaverLteon piQOOB of cannon, nuLrehed away. As 
Boau M they arrived at the motmtaia, tboy with one voice elected 
La Joye, Uie flotjoant-imLjor of tho grenadicn! of Lorrairi, tlioir 
commander iu chief; and he immediately nominated another ser- 
juiiot Ids majur-geueral, and appointed the best of the rank and 
Jilo to coininand the ditlbrent companies, with the tistzai titles 
of commiafiiLUied oflicers. Orders were then propfired, and read 
at tlic bond of the men, exacting every article of the sendee. Tlie 
ramp waji pitched, centricB^ picketfl, advanced guarda, tHmuds, efllK 
with every detail of duty and dltsciplLur, fttrictly observed. They did 
not like, hut did not refuse, the visit of several of Ihdr ofiictns; 
but forbade every interference that seemed authority. Oil hints 
whether they intended to go over to the English, the}' pomted to 
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1759 their cannon, which were tanged in front of the caqi}), ffur iTi g 

north, from whence alone tho ai^peaMnca of the Ei;gli 4 li aimy 
could be expected. Tlie night pnssed without riot or coufnaion. 


In tho menn time, expreafieo were sent to Pondicheirj', vrhero the 
whole council immadia’eiy afiaembled at ilr, Liilly’fl, who accuatsd 
them all, as the inatigntoni of the roTolt; but produced 10,()UO |ie- 
godaa out of hie chcHt, and sent thom by the Yiaconnt Fumel. with 
the promise of n gencr&l pardon to the troops. The council likewise 
gave asaumneca that the whole arretun abould be dlachatged in a 
mouth, and sent their plate to the mint, an an eameat, witich 
example was followed by many of the inhabltAnta Fumel arrived 
early in tho morning of the 20th at the camp of the troops, who 
hod moved aix miles Ikititer on to the westward, towards Arni t Ue 
Was pemiitt^Hl to confer witii their {duof}, wboin ho hanuiguod oa 
the obvions topics of dcaertion, dLshonour, and the destruction of all 
the French interests in India, and thought them sufficiontly relented 
to appeal to tho whole-, who, according to bia retiuest, ossetuhlod 
round him on the plain, to the ntimber of 21K)0 men. He gave 
hinte of tho money and pardon; and his representations had well- 
nigh converted them, when 70 or SO, who were the despemte lua* 
tineers, and had kept away from Lhe aseembly, rushed in with their 
layoneta fixed, and said, that nothing could be determined without 
their consent, which ^ouJd never be given to a reconciliation bcfoTC 
they hod received «veiy farthing of their onvara Fumel, thinkii^ 
neither their number ca* violence sufficient to revoke the impression 
ho had mad^ broke up the saBemhIy, nguifying. that he should tu- 
tnrn to Vnudiwash, and Wait Uioro throe hotus for their dotenni- 
nation, before he retunied to Pondicheriy. TVithin the tinio the 
answer came; the Serjeant La Joye was a sensible man. and disAp 
proving, althongh he connnanded the revolt, prevailed on tliem to 
be content with receiving six months pay immediately, the rest in a 
moBlh, and a general emnesty, signed by Mr. I^lly, and all the 
memlieis of the council of Pondicherry, Aoconate were mnue- 
diately began •, and, wliilst waiting for them and the return of mee* 
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eeagom Itoto Foadichcrty^ tlio troops continued abimd with the 1T5D 
mm^ reguUrity as beforai imtior hjs comnuitid Tho |.iutloii ojriveii, 
und th« money warn pfeid on tho 21st in tho momirg, and the whole 
bodji excepting 30 who bnd deeerUid, mnrched back nndiir the com¬ 
mand of their former offieei^ to Vandiwaab, where before evening 
the whole cniup was etdivonod with duncee and jollity^ ad if after 
Bomo signfid Fmceeas. 

Mr, Bu^y^ od the first mielliganco of the revolt^ resDlvccl to pro¬ 
ceed no farther, until ho mw the event. The dlBContent caught tho 
troopa he bad taken with him, and he was obliged to appease them 
by u moathh pay» aud then to wTiit> until the money to make up 
the SIX months^ as to the reat of the army^ was remitted from Van- 
diw&^b I and before he resumed his march, acveml ineidentB had 
happened, which neoeasitated him to obange the state of his detach¬ 
ment, and the rout he intended to to^ko. 

As Hoon as the English army, returning from tbeir unsuccessful 
attempt at Yandiwah, arrived at Conjevoniin, 3(K) Eiupopwuia^ with 
two ficdd-pioces, 200 black homci and SOO Sepoys, were dotsched 
under the oommand of Captain More^ towarda the oncampmont of 
Bajjsaulut Jiing at Sidaporum ; tliey were to be Joined In the way by 
the six comfianina of Sepoys at Tripetti, by 1000 belan^ng to 
I^aeeabiilhkb at Nolore, and by tho Europeans in both these tdnecs, 
who worn about 70. This force was intended to fuDow and bax- 
Bassaulut dung's armyi if they should inarch round to meet 
and join Mr. Bu^y ; but it was the li>th of October before they 
roacbod KaJastri, whore the troops from Tripetti arrived the saToe 
day^ but those from Nelore bad not yet ailvanoed The two Folyn^ 
gars, Bangar Vai'-cliam and DamerU Venkatypottah, terrijaod by tbe 
cavalry of Bawiauliit Jung at tbeir boTtIcm, and doubtful of the dis- 
taut pttJtcction of the EngllEb troops, tcmj'oriEcd, nnd aecoftling to 
bis summoiis went to Ids camp, aocompanied by^Sampetrow, This 
man, who bns been fonncrly mentioned, catne into the province w itb 
ibe Nabob Anwarodean KhaHn and bail served na bis Ouan, or 
prime-mi uiiter, untii his death ; aller which ^ ho was sometimes 
ocHumllod and employed^ but never trusted, by Mahofmedftllyj and 
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ITISfl hnf\ n little bcfope the siege i-etirerrl with his wealtli, w]Ji^ 

wpfl crmsiJEiiible, to KALnstrL His dis^iJrt to the preatsat Nabob ijjtil 
attached him to Brlapbuze EJiaD^ wbo still cfintiniiQil helpleas an^l 
discontoated. eudeavourijig to keep up tba cUstiiTbaneEH which he lijid 
created hi the Tinivelljr cfiuntrio*. An olficer deputed hy tlicTti 
both went to l^Ranlut Jiingj as soon an it wofl koowti that he hl^A 
SDpamted from big broth era, Salabadjing and Niznm ully ; tmd i t js 
said, seconded tlio advice of the French in h is fler\dce, to enter th-e 
Carnatic, but with very difienont views ; for Smnpctraw, who irm- 
nsged the intrigue, Latendii^d tlifit Baasaulut Jung shnuM prodsiin 
himself Nabcb, tmd appoint him hiB duan; foTeseoing that the 
eoncarna of bis eountriea nearer the KristUA would soon call him 
away ; when ho intended that Eassaulnt Jnng should nominate Ma- 
phu^c Khnn his deputy in the Carnatic, and Saiupetrow continuing 
diion, would, by his ascondauce over Maphusso Khan, gather the 
whole power of the government into Ills own hands. When it was 
pbjKted wlvat engngemtints were to he takou or kept with tlio French, 
Siuiiijelrow iudd. None, if possible^ with either thein or the Eliiglbb ; 
but. if necessitated to chose, MaphusMs Khan was at least equally free 
from predilection to either. As a spedmen of bia own abilities for 
the situation to which ho aspired, he pomuaded the two Polygors to 
make each nf them a present of 40,000 rupees in ready money, and 
afldod the same sum of his owOi Thin aaslstatii-c wsa very much 
■Wanted, and gave recommendation to his connsel, of which he was 
expifcting the eObet, when an officer of the drst distiacLion in Sala- 
badj lug's court, tind the conddent of NiramaJly, arrived in the 
camp, with offers of friendi^hip, reconciliatioa, and grantH, to dis¬ 
suade Bowianlnt Jung from entering into any allhm ps wiLli the 
French aguinEit the EngUsb. Niisamidly foresaw that the standoid 
of his brother, as the sun of Nizaioalriiuluck, with the force ho coiti- 
manrl0<1, and big resources, if acting In conjiinctiDa with the French 
in Lbe Carnatic^ might tom the fortune of < he w^ar in their favour : 
and, in Ihcir success^ be saw imd dreaded^ with abominarion, the 
refitoratinn of ila Busay tu thn councils uf Salabadjing, m the ruin 
tvf hii own uxnbitioiL. Bassoulut Jung inclined to the advice of Sam- 

patrow.

pctrow, and would pi'oliftbly Imve inivniiteJ into tbe pliiiits of tlifl 1759 
Ciiniaticj with eriiinl pTOFBaaicnis to the French and En^li^li, if tlio 
English tmops hnd not arrived aa they did at Knlnstri. Their ap- 
peamtioc diaL-onccrted him thdinorB Iweaufia the epminniider of the 
French troopa in hia army, and the a^nt deputed to luin from 
Pondieherrj-, had, with as much caufldonce as mipnideniM. ntssurwl 
him before he crwaed tho Peniiar, that Mr. BuiiBy would join him 
at Sydapurutn on the 1st of Octolver. H was now the tilth, and 
Bassuulut Jung, ho long disappointed, would not at length believe 
that Mr. Butssy hnd evnn left Foiidiehonyj when reports arrived of 
iho revolt nt Vmidiwaah; on which, he beat his great dram, re- 
urmscd the Penniir, and morehe^i to the .v. w. into tho coutilry of 
Cudapcdi, towards the capital of the andie name, The French trooiia 
ncL'Diiiiiauiud him, fUstra-HBcd for nccesaaries; but their officerH pre- 
vai[c<1 ou him to rwpeut of Mr, Bueay, that ho would iiriinodiaUsly 
advance and join htin in Cudapftk Mr. BuSriy reccivod thin intelli¬ 
gence on the 24th, and set out the sama day; hiit, na more than half 
the way In) hnd to jiatiS was through tho mountains, lie took with 
hiu) only three comparies of Sepoys, 100 of the European horse, and 
200 black under a good paitiKan, which he liml enlkted at his 
ow'B ospciice at Arcut, ItecauBo thoae he had brought from Vandi- 
wuab W'erc gone off for want of pay, They marched without artil- 
leiy and with very Uttlo baggage. 


The monsoon, with signs uf stormy wcatlier, warned Admlml 
Pocooke to qnit the coast; the preHidency endeavoured to pcnnntdo 
him to leave anch of his Bbips as did not require the dock, in the 
hay of Trjnconamal^e; from whence they might return with the 
fair weather in Januaiy, ready to oppose any part of the French squa¬ 
dron, which might Im sent hock es^Teditioosly frutu the mlAods, in 
order to command the coast during the abutmee of the English; hut 
Mr, Pococke jodicionaty resolved not to diminish strength, lintU he 
hnd rounded Ceylon, and was far enough up tho Midabor coast to 
Im sure the enemy were not waiting to meet Idtn there, under this 
i-eiy dimuU’nntnge ; hut ftromised, as Bonn an wenre from this esunt, 
to fiond reund Mr. Cornish's phipn, If they hlionld join him in tin;

^utliW'irdp cama m witJi intcJligence tliat hlUn had qu tha hih 
fklleu ia wit?i Mr, Comish^fl dirisJoD, 0 JQ.d tbre^ ludiaiacn, liAvlag 
on board Coloacl Coot^, with GOO men^ the nrmaiudf^r of Ids 
m^nt^ mad that tiwy were beatlag up to Madras Mr* Pocoeko 
aaded, with bis squAilmn, at breiik of day tm the I Sth, and the saine 
night met Mr, Condsli's off Foiidieherry : he inmied lately put aucJi 
of the troops tis wore oa board the men of war into thu Qnaenftho* 
rough rriga-'’ej and sent her away, with the three Indiihmen, to Ma* 
dnisa; were they did not aitiv& until the 27th^ taking tea dayi 
ognlDSt the monsuon to gain what with it might have been rma in na 
many hours. Aa soon ns the troops wore lauded, 300 from the camp 
were emhatked, in five ladiamen, for Bengal, with Major Caliiaud, 
winjm Colonel Clive had requested might be sent to take the com- 
mnad of the army in that provinoe, if Colonel Coote should be di> 
taincd to serve on the rchost. Sixty Enropouzis hod been sent a few 
days before to Mosirilpatam; hnt tljea* dotachmen ta were partly coni- 
{:t4:!iiaated by another exchange of ptrisDnere with Fondicihcrry^ from 
w^heace 170, all that remained there, were delivered, and arrived 
on the ITlh at Madras 

The lost exchange before this in August had cleared Trhchiuopaly 
of the remainiler of the French prisoner ill confinement there. The 
nurubers which, on difihrent succesees^ had been brotiglit into the city, 
were G70, all tfikcn during tho campaigns of Colonel Lawrence, 
under the walls of the city ; hut only 4*^0 were remaining to be re^ 
leased, in the hiLo exchij-nges : of the rest most had died ; 30 load Ikocu 
sent on their offer uf enlisting to serve with Mahomed Issoof in the 
countries of Msdura and TiniveUy; and the others, who, although 
forciiguers were not Frenchmen, had befio admitted to serve in the 
garrison uf Tritchiuopoly, which, the linul ckanmee of its dungeons 
released from the severest and most anxious part of their dtiiy. 
Ulie detachment of 30 men sent from Madraas^ arrived at the city o^i 
the 2Gth of August The tiutch at Negapa laio would not let them 
hui'i in their bounds^, which uhligud them to come tm shore in the open 
tmrwn of J^agortT, where they would have been expowed to risquet if 
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thei-c Imtl besjti [i stiaiig fortsy in tb& Frejich fort of Karifrjil. TV itli 
tliifl neioforocin^nt the gnrrison hi^U 2'*0 eatiinatwi Enropmoe, mos^t 
of wltom were invaJidti^ deHerter^ nr Tiipaaaiua, and 3000 Sopojs \ 
aiid the Nabob fltLIl mamtainod hk 1000 horse, wlnieli Iiad afforded 
part tea auflirieni to secure tlin ravennfis of tlis districts of Tritcliino- 
puly Boutli of the Coleroou, of Seringhain on tlio otlier eide^ and even 
ffii'tlsor on to Yolodndali, Iwfure the dotacbinent with Fumel hart ex¬ 
tended the antliority of the French govarjiineut aa far as Utatour. 
Tlio intertuodiate villages, of which the French had kitelj tnkcu 
pckB^cs^inn, hnd remained tor liuuay mouths before iiiiiaotefitiedp and 
wore flourisblng; and, oa souq ns it was known thiit Ftimel wi33 re¬ 
turning from Voteonilnh to Pondioberry^ Captain Joseph Sniilh de- 
tsiL-he^J Captain Richard Smith, with ftU Europeans, fa nr gung, StlO 
Sepoys, and 500 of the ^labob's liorsa, to rocevor the country that 
bad been lost They marched on tho IStli of September | but had 
oedy crossed tho Coieroon, when nows of the arrival of the French 
Sf|iiadron at Pondiehony nJarmod tbs Nabob no muclj, that to quiet 
bis apprebonsiona, all the Euio^ionjiB, with OOU of tbo Sepoys^ were 
recalled into tbo eity^ but the horse, mtb the atbor 2t>U Scpo^Ti, 
wont oti to Dbatoor Caloiiel Breroton* when deterniined to innrcb 
agiiln^t the Frenok at ViLudiu’^nsh^ bzid onjoined Joseph Smith to 
uudortnko tsomc i'nkirjjr™ which might draw off n part of tbcir 
fortso from their stations towards the Paliar, and obligo them to de- 
tom to tlio Boutbwnrd, wliat migliL he at tbi!i time In tbu^ quarters; 
his lottors orrivtal on the dtli of October. J. Sniilh liad for somo time 
meditiitc^i au attiunpt to retake Devi Cotoh by auiqiri^ to give the 
squadron a certain, zJtattoUp Eroiii which they might lie sappliod with 
wa-icr and provisiou^f, without begging leave, os it w ere, of the Danes 
auJ DulcIl The op|/£jrtiinity was at tliis time prtiljable ; fuiv eonfidlng 
in the roino'uac^ of ita situation fratn any of llic English ritutioni!, and 
vmnting LroojM in athor partw. Mi. tally hiul reduet j the gurrisou tq 
ifU EuroiKsaufl and J UO Sepgj’s ; and the Ooleroun, which disetn- 
bogueth into ihc sea near Devi Cotah, was at this time full and ntpiit 
Oil the night of tha [db, Cciptmii Ricluud Smith, with 140 Europcanfi 
and TopBJfeiCiip 300 Sepoys, two petards, and aoinc i^'iLling ladders, 
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lysfl ™ barked in t wo bi-gc loata^ which served a^s femeii over ttie Cole- 
rooDp nnd thiHeen of wLekerj, cover&fJ with leatLor^ whicli nre liie^ 
wLie used on the same river^ Lietiteuamt Home^ with 500" Sepoy^i 
and two fieiJ-pieee 3 , marehed two days before to TaujorOp and thfl 
Nabob g horw, with the 20U Sepoys advanced from Ootatoor to tho 
districts of Verdachclum ■ all tlie three parliios were to joinj and at¬ 
tack ChilambamiD, if the attempt on Devi Cotah succeeded. It wm 
expeecoil, that the current would carry the boats down in 00 I 10 DII 4 
although the distance by the cour^ of the rivet is 200 miks. 
Heavy reins cotnniBneod ns soon iis the troops were emharkedj and 
continiJied this and the Hnecoeding day. At the Ttoou of the llti 
they lauded in an i]iifre 44 iionted part cjovnred with wood to dress 
their meal and dean their arms i in the cn^^ning night, of the 
large bouts, in winch waa Ensign Huutennan, with half the Eu- 
ro|>iieLtia and Topassoa, the scaling ladders and [lebards, and seven of 
the smaller boats, lost the main clmnnel of the river, and eutoreti 
into that whiidi Irdds from it on the left toward Chiliunbarum, 
and soon after mu aground on a hank of sand ; where seeing no¬ 
thing of the other boats, and uncertain w*h ether they were before 
or behind, or whether they might not likowiso have struck 
on soma aand, Huntennari resalved to romain where he was until 
day-light; before which. Captain Bmith, wdth tlic rest of the botits» 
was arrived at Hie rcudeavous, five miles from Devi Cotab, and 
waiting for those with Huutorman, which did not come up until 
the evening. This delay discovered the detachment. Navertho- 
leaa Captain Smith mnrichcd across the land, and took post on 
the 14th, iatendiog to esealatle in the ensiung night. Two brood 
and deep diatmels of the Ck^leroon pass ulimg the north and south 
sides of the fort; the ground to the weat waa at thus time a luomBS ;

seeing no fiirblior proljahility of Hucot^a. onlered the EiiropeaiM to 
retreat hkewisu?. Thirty of tlieni liad continued in the boat#, ou- 
fihlo to mo VO with swelled legs, aciiuiruil by sitting GO houiu up to 
their kooee in water ; and tdno, who were fmidgtiers, hnJ d^ert- 
eJ. The next day he rocoiveii intoliigei^o of ho ropidse of the 
English troops at V'andiwash, signified with iippr^honsiona of ovLl 
couBcquencea from the ill BUCQCi®i ? aiul this news, wltli the mip^- 
chances of Ida party* and the preporalion of the garrison rendered 
farther pcr^toveranco uupriidonL In the morning the disabled men, 
were sent off to Atehaveram, and the rest followed m the afternoon. 

The Bwellbg of the riven? had prevented Home's detachmont from 
advancing heyonJ Tanjore \ and ii they Lkad, the ne%V3 of tlie re¬ 
pulse at Vaudiwiish, would equally have prevented the attempt nn 
Chilomlatrum ; anti they were ordered to return to Trftohiuopoly. 
Captain Smith followed, with hm own dctachmetiL, and alJ the 
Bkams, through the cMuntcy along the smith bsmk of the Colerooiip 
iind arrived on the 24th, The small lioats were hnmt for want of 
hands to cany^ them hack, but the two Itnger ware left to be towed 
up, as soon as the freshes were pas^^cd. 

All the Tovenufifi collected hy the French governmeut, even when 
their posaessions were most oxtanded, had never snfBized for the ex- 
penocs of the field. Much ground Lad lately beon ndcovered by the 
English ; whose reinfoinemenH and their latc» aUhough uuBuecc^^fhlp 
attack on Vaudiwash alarmed the countiy on the Bouth of the Biliar ; 
in which many of the villagers were quitting thdr fields, which gavo 
the ronterB 8poeienjL& pretexts to requlTO ahaLeEncE|jts oO their Leases 
fmm the adminiatmtion of PnndichErry. No money, and many 
debts remained in the trocumry there « and tho late revolt deruoruiitm- 
led that tho troops could not be iruatc<l for the time to come iL’ny 
longer than they should strictly (mid. Tho only part of the pro- 
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17^9 vinc&i wbether under llie FreuDli, the ETiglkli. or tbfi Nabob's . 
tboiity^ irMcili hud lately n^ummed o^enipt Ttom tavngu, contribii- 
tioiis. or iniiitAry opcratioiusj wan tbc OQimit^y Trnxii OkitatocKr to the 
loutlifini tUshrlela of Tiitchinopoly^ indutling the rich and fertik 
ifliiiTici of Seriiigh&ui i where the approachimg harvest of r^cccnibflr, 
which la Ly far the gimtoat of the year, prominod in tin a, n mure 
ahoiidaiifc crop thap. usiiat The govermuent'e ahare was valued at 
6(jU,CH)U rupeea, and would be received in Fobniary, From thefte 
coTmiJemiiotLS Mr. Lally refiols^ed to take possession of those coun* 
tricft, with a force sufliciyrtt to kmp tlic gj^msnn of TritcMaepcly 
Within their walls. But oa thia euuld not l>o offbeted, witliDat et 
posing the stations and countiy near tho Palinr to risque, hy the snb* 
HtrewjtJOD of sncii a number of troops as wouid be Bent away to the 
south ward^ he rneemt to station SOU men near Arcoi^ who were to 
move to the relief of any place that might beaLtacksd ; and, with this 
assistance in prospect^ he Bupppsed that the garrisons he slionld leave 
iu the forte^ although very alender, woaJd defend iliemselvea to ex¬ 
tremity, and pretnict the aucecaaes of the Fngiiah foi'ce, until iii# 
object to the southward was accomplijihed. Mr. DelByrit^ and the 
Coundl of Pondicherry, objected to the separation of the mitiy, as 
ftaught with the mijst dangerous ooiisequeucea Mr. LaU}^ imputed 
their repugnanco to the iotcuticii he had declared of iiinnhig out the 
eollections under his own lEtspcotioii, by which they would be de¬ 
prived* os ho supposed, of their usuaj j*erqmsiies ; and they attributed 
bis propensity to the expedition to Lha same spirit of peculation. 

To csQuhnij the appearance of maintaming the Faliar* a detachment 
of 50 men of Lally s nigiinent attacked threo oompauies of Sepoy 
posted La k viltago called Checkrimjilore, Hituatec} nn tho Bouth bank ef 
tbo river* in a liito opjiosittf to Conjevoram ; but tho Sepoya stood rim>, 
killcjd five, and took three men, with an officer mortally woundeA 
Tivo compaitiea were likewlim po«£«d at SalnVp'aukp between Otitnt- 
malom ami Chinglapet* of which Lieutenant Fletcher drew off one 
lu atrengthen the escort proceeding with the lust exchange? of Frem-^k 
prifinaera to t^draas ; on which the Frencli guard at Outramala^* 
drovo awny tlio other companv remninitii^r at Scilawauk i but a f^^ 
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days after, Lkulenant Fletebcr recoTcred this jiesk At tho Bame 1 
time, partiw and detaehiiieiits were continually moving, to accom- 
pUhL the di£fioigLlotiJ< Mr. lally had arranged. The Itoopa allotted 
fertile mutliorn eipeditiun were DOO Eoropeaiu^ of ffliii-U JTO were 
cavalij'. lUOO Sepoya, £00 hlack horse, and ten piece* of cannon, 
under the coniinand of Mr, Critlonj their rendezvone vrae at 
Thingar, to wlildh they resorted from djfleient parts by various 
Toutea, and wore nil osseiublcd there on the eleventh of November. 
Neither the Preaidenej'" of MiLdrass, nor Captain Smith at frit* 
chi nopoly, ohtnioed any ccrtiiln acwuutk of theii' force or inten- 
tions. 'J'hc Nabob’s horse, with the 50(J Sepoys, which had txwn 
sent to Verdaclicluni, and had done no little tniseliief during 
their excursion, had retnmed to Ctstoor on the 12th, and wore halt¬ 
ing there ou the 15th, when they difiCtiTeTcd an advanced party of 
tho enemy, which they aupposwl the wliolo, and immediately re¬ 
treated to Pitdmiidnh; a few honrs after, the enemy came up to 
Samiavoram, and the nest day, their horse advanced, and reconnoitEred 
the banks of the Coloroon, nnd then felt hack and took post with the 
rest in the village and jwigoda of Mimsurpet, The whole ^rco 
was 35 Emopeaiw. 100 Colfrees, 500 Sepoys, two guns, and some 
blaok hoTBs, cMirnnanded by a partiiean and two siibalterns; of wbicU 
Joseph Smith obtained right intelligence; and early the nest morn¬ 
ing sent out 10 companies of Sopoya, 120 Europeans and Topossos, six 
field-pifseoa, and 4tHJ of the Nabob’s horse, nnder tho command of his 
second Richard Smith, and from the mtiinany Letweoii them ho 
aceoti^po-oied the dotachineiits m a voluntciir. They crossed tho Caveti 
and Coleroon oppoaito to the city. The village of Munaorpet 
had rice-fieldfl in front, through which the road onwards to tho Co- 
leraon was a causeway raised above them; so that the enemy ^lutd no at¬ 
tack to fear cm this side, and their retreat was open to Saiuiavcnuu 
and UtAtoro. Tho banks of the Cokroga are steep and high, and 
the water at this time waa so low os to tan only in small channels, 
leaving large beds of eand, and a shoro of it, under tbo banka Tlireo

the aur|>rize. They got, although in hurry, their line into aider, 
and began to retreat fast in order to gnin Samiaverani. The KalwVs 
horae were dutauiied to bEiraaa and impede theii* front, and by hard 
driving four of tha field-pieces wet^e hrnught near enough to firo upoti 
their line of march, when they veiy impnideiitly unliinborecl their 
gtms bu return this fire. NoverthnlEBs the pursuit lusted four miles^ 
when they halted in a TiUngOj to stand the brunt; hut were seon 
l>eat froTii their guns, and tlio whole broke, and every man Iw-gged 
quarter One oftiecr, 15 Enrpjieans, juid 3{J CaffraeSj were made 
prisonerH ; mo&tof the rest of these troops were killed during the pursuit 
and figl 1 1. Some ofthe Sepoys wem eut down in the IjegiuniDg of tlie rent 
by the Nabob's horse, who werD inunedintejy ordered to spa^a all who 
flung do^vn their ai ma. Tlic two guns, two tumbrils, a groat quantity 
of ammtitntioi], all thy baggage, and an clepbaut^ w^ero taken. Oaptaiu 
Richard SuiiLh convoraing witli one of tho prisoners^ ob'jUDod ia- 
fonnatlQn from him of tbo force with Air. (Jrillon, and, bo hts 
BUt|irize^ that it w^ould encamp thia very eveiling at Utafcore, and ad- 
vauoe on the morrow. Fatiguing as the servlco of tliu day had becu^ 
fio time was fcn be last. The whole detaehmenl, with lliclr pri¬ 
soners and spoils, returned that night to the bank of the Colernoii,

The flooJ kept theui there until tlie 20tli. when 
they cruaeea into the island of SeriogLain, add encamped opiKJsite 
In the wcet fece of the pegnda, in which Captain J. Smith bad atatioued 
EMKt !5epoyB, 1>00 OoUerica firmed with their long lancei^ and two 
fiold-piecco. with European gTinuera. The outward wall of the p^ 
gexk Ixiing foet ^ngk taiii ncitlier bo defended wr eacabded ^ nnd* 
if battered down, which would bo tedionii, the mins would be dif- 
ticult to pass. Tlie great gateway is within, 40 feet higli, 30 bi-ond, 
and 40 throngU to the infl’tde of the pagoda. As it is imiMMSible to 
weild gates of hucIi a surface, a wall £0 feet high Iwl been ini^l 
acroeo the middle of the pciHaago, atid in the wall was left an opening, 
in wbidi likewise no gate hiid been erected. A trench was thcrefiMe 
dug ocToea tbe passage b front,and a pampetwaa niiaidlidiind the open¬ 
ing for the ficld-i iceen At day-break on the 21st, the French advanced 
tlieir heaviest cannon, which soon beat down the partition-waJl. and 
dUabtod tlie field-pieces on the parapet. ITiey then ran to tlic oBsault, 
and stornicd their way in ; not without tmmh rEjaistance from tho 
Seimj-s. hut very little from the Colleries. Irritatal by their lo®. 
they refused quarter for souie time after all rcsiistanco bad ceased. 
Thev then turtu.Hl out whom they hud spared, when the umsketiy 
firod upon them aa they were going awaj'^, and uoine of tho European 
horee rode after and cut down otiicre i hut neirher witli the permis¬ 
sion of their ofilcere. Tlie gairison of Trltchinopoly liehdd thia 
wanton cruelty from the walls ; hut could give no relief Few of 
the Sepoys regained the city, and one of the thiwj eompanies was 
entirely lost. Jowph Smith reproached Crillon severely for this

The Piasideacy, aa booc na certified of tho dcaiinatiaii of thia part

V Audi wash, whicli it was determined to try Tile t™p& which 
hud lauded with Colonel Coofco, joined tbe cftmp nt Conjeiranim on 
thb ^:hl -f from whence Captain Pro^'on waa sent off the flame day 
with hiK own company of inrantiy and of the pionearB, to rEumnn 
at Chiiiala^>et, in readinofl^^ to advance with tliem when eaJled for 
to VandiwAflh, brijiging like wise two eigbteeii-pounders and a howitiL 
Tile nest evening Major Breroton proceeded with a ^strong detachiiient 
to attcick Trivatore ; and on the 25tli Galonel Coote wff tli the main 
body advanced toward Arcot, W'here nil tlio enemy's trixipa in tije 
field were encamped. These disiJaaitiona w~ere meant to perplex their

A party scut foi'wiLrd by Major Bnercton inveats^d Tiivatore at nine 
at nigbt, but kept thdr guards m ubgligently, that the gairiaon, 
which wore only a com|mjiy of Sepoyescaped through thera he- 
fore morning.

Colonel Coote atfived the aama morning with bk divlbion at Arcot, 
whore he saw nothing of the enemy's troopa on the gtound of their 
oncam{-menb near the town.

On ttic 0th the amiy had amahwl, and began to fire 
from a battery of two oiglUcen-poundera, opposite tho sqaaifi tower 
next the round one in the angle on the left of this front One of 
the gnns fired to breach in the angle of the curtain ou the left of 
thesiiimto tower, and the other to take off the flanking tiro of the

filaded in its whole length tlie niiupart of the front attacked. At 
noon of this day the breach appeared pmcticablfi, and Colooet Uoote 
summoned the commandant, adonol 0 Iteuully. an Irishnum, and 
an officer of reputation in UUyh TCgiiuonh signifying that if ho 
persisted, the garrison would he exposed to the same treatment as hnd 
been inflicted on the troops taken by assault at Soringham, 0 Ku- 
odley answered, that as the letter was not directed in French, he 
had not opened it; and as soon as the trampot who brought it had 
roachod the potteh, recommenced the fire.

dread of hb prepar&tiom had been the princlpuJ causa of lis.sfaulul 
Jung's retreat out of the CamatuL AH alam iw having ceased in thk 
part of the couatij^ Captain More sent haek Ellint^a puty to 
and thoae which had come from Tri petti, and returned with bis 
own divLaion by the way of Tripaesorc to Coujeverajn- 

Colonel Cocte, when marcliing against Yandiwnsh, had ordered 
Captain Wood, if to be done with safely^ to advimce from Covth;- 
pauk, and take post in the city of Arcotp in order to prevent tbu 
Erench garrison in the fiirt there £rpm collecting provisions. Wood 
arrived in the town on the 2SLh, with 300 Bepoya^ 50 Eiu^pcnnSi 
and 50 black liorec^ who, without the least oppositjon, took poa- 
aassion of the Nabob's palace and the adjacent streeta* although not 
half a mile from the fortj where they obliged the Franuh rentor 
and the principal inbabitojita to redoem the rest of their property^ 
by furniahlng at the market-piicti a. Large quantity of rieo^ of which 
the Bcancity waa mcrnoaitig evciy day by a general ibiJuro of the 
harvest in this port of the country Captain More's detach ui&ut 
was ordered to jo^ Oaptoid Wood’s on their return, and both to 
moke preparations for the attack of the fort of Arcut^ aguinat which 
Coloujal Cbote intended to mareh ns soon os he had roduced Conn- 
goly. They had coUectod fasdnea and other materials, nod had oven 
begun to eonstruet one of the batteiieHr wht;n tliey were obli|jiid to

After fifteen daya marcli, and tbrea of halt, Mr. Buaay, with bia 
detachment, arrived ou tbe lOth of Novmnher at Basatdut Jungs 
camp, which waa lying on a plain, sia miles from the dty of Cu- 
dapab. Tho dktanea from Anjot ia the direct lino is 110 inilca 
nearly north; but 300 by the road, which winda mortt than two 
thirds of tha way along the valloys of rocky moimtaiuB. Tha 
French detacbmeut with Bosaaulut Jung, the Europeans as well an 
the Sepoys, were, for wont of money, in want oven of food ; and to 
maintain them, their officers bad aold every thing of thair own, but 
tboir dotbes; from aimilar distrtsaes, although not so flevare, the 
troopfl of Baasaulut Jung were ready to revolt. His proposala to Mr. 

Bussy wersi *' that the French shuuld regard bim os tbo abaoluto 
■' moAUu-of tlie provijice of Areot, should surrender to his authority 
" all the countries of which they were in posseasioo, whathor in this 
“ provioca or in the dependencies of Tritchinopoly, Paul he would 
“ account with them for one-third of tha produce \ but wbatwievcr 
" might lierealtor ba conquered. Bbouhl become entirely his own, free 
'< of tills dcduclaoB. All affairs and troubles were to ba regulaled by 
■■ tbe Duati bo should appoint. Tim French were to sweai they would 
'■ him against SiaamaJly, if be should autor the Carnatic; 

*' with whom tliey ahouM make no treaty without the partklparion 
« of Baaaaulut Jung ; and, after they had conq^uered or mode peace 
“ with the F rg bjib, ahould fumiBb him with a body of troops, to 
*' wir on Nizamally, After the penoft, be was to be put in 

« full posseBsion of the whole Camatjc, and its dependencies, oc- 
" oordiug to thn ancient usages, when the French were no longer 
■■ to be ontilled to any part of tbc tevenuea. He might return 
“ inm tbo Decan wbcaaoaver he pleased ; <wid, during hia abesnee 
« from bi* capital of Adoni, the French wore to fumisb a detoob- 
•• ment of 900 Eurapoann, and 9000 SepoyA with ortiUery, ammn- 
** mtiou, and aforw, to garrisou Ibui plane ; and the expence of Ibis 
" body of Ireops might J: 5 e deducted out of bii ebnre of the reveuuee 
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]75f» “ of the CiimaLic. Aa tls troops w^re unpaitJ, and einDO llio disaBtor 
n (jf LTfl^jrjiDg wQm afmid of ftorving in tlio Carnatic, Mr. Ba$^j 
sboulii iinmoclijitely kud him four lacks of mpora to be dLitributed 
" fijuongst thorn as the only means of engaging them to march. If 
“ this agroement Bbmdd not take offbot after bis arrival at Arcot, lio 
" and Ms army aboidd ho Toconduet^ed out of Oie province witb 
friendship and gocxl faitb.” The tenor of these temai boro the 
strongest marks of Sampotrov^s advice : Mr Bussy answered them 
by other proposals, wbiuk left the issue of every one made by 
Ba&^ulut Jung nneertain, aiid liable to future discuaaions and or- 
rangemonta. Tbo personal uonfereuees only widenod the dillerenisei 
bv diflcovoring nioro clearly to eiwjh the views of tlia other j bet 
Bassaulut Jung took no personal disgust to Mr. Bussy, and at his 
Botieitation issued patents Biibjectingj at least in wordsp tlie whole 
prevince of Ansot to the government of Mr. Lally^ and enjoining 
nil the chiefs and fcudabririos to pay him the usual tributes and 
obelsaiica In the same plain where Baasaulufc J ung and Bussy were 
eneampedp wore Kkewiso lying two other coniudamble bodies of 
troops, the one a detachment of SO^H) Morattocd apiiointed to gupod 
that part of the territoiy of Cudapab* which had boon ceded tha 
year before the last to the Morattoe Jurisdictioji ; thq other waa a 
body of SaiDO Piton hot^ bdonging to the Nabob of Cudapoh. 
Mr. Bossy I by former LDtercourseSp knew tbo oEicers of both. The 
Pitans lent him money, which enabled him to inlist IbO of their 
horse, the same number of BasBanlut Jung'fii, and 200 of the 
mttoes I and to supply the immediate wants of the Freneh troops at¬ 
tending Eosaanlut Jiingj and hh own detselmient, which he now 
joinad into one body under bis own commands This whole farce 
colJceted, consisted of 350 European infantiy, 100 European liOThC, 
2500 Sepoys, of which oOO Were A mbs or Aby^inianfi, 800 bltujk 
borse^ and 10 piects of eiLmioii; with which Lh mArehed aw^ay on 
the lOtb of November, five days after his arrival, returoing by tho 
Htru e way bo had come. On the lOtb of Deconiber,i he arrived *t 
Aroat, CfOKi whence his approach bad oblige Captain Moore and 
Wgcul to return wiiii their detachmente Covrepauk, and from 
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' Iicnce Cftivttun Hnore i>rocefciled with Uia to the araiy at Caraiigoly, 1739 
towhiah it added l«0 Eiirafeans, 12(Kl3epoyfl, and KiO llnisk hon®, 

'i’lie Kuruiteans Toplaced the niiniher which were left in giirrifloii at 
Viitidiwaah and Caimigoly, and the Baftcy^ were moi-& 

The loss of thcfto places was the severest reproach of Uie error 
wbich Mr. Lolly had committed in detaching so great a port of 
ills foico to the Hnuthward : of which lio himself was bo Hcnsible, 
lliat ho justified it only by the distress to which he won reduced for 
money to supply the innuediate pay and subaistenoQ of the army. He 
now sent cirpMiHfloa to rpcall them nil, excepting 3iKJ Kuropeans, which 
m-ere to \w kR in the jmgodn of Seringhaui. The main body of the 
French troops tvnuuDed waiting their oirival at Chittapet. Mr. Bossy 
left his force ohout the town of Arcot, luid went himself to Pondi¬ 
cherry. Tlie hoRsa he brought spread themselves, and committed 
every kind of ravage and destruction aa far os Conjcvenmi, between 
the Paliar ami the mountnina. A body of Morattoes helongitig to 
Monirirow liad been for aome time at the pass of Cuilapanatam. w. of 
Velora j they were commanded by Innia Khan, whom we have seen 
serving in tho former wars of TritchinopDly, Both Mafhnss and 
Pondicherry liad agents in their camp, treating for their aorviee. The 
English, Morarirow knew, liad most money ; and pretondingi that 
he had incurred great charges in preparing a body of troops at their 
requisition, to march to their ojwlstanee before the inego of Mad rase, 
for which lie hod not Iweii jiaid, the terms he now demanded were 
peremptoiy. and the nitcs high. They endeovonred to bargain 
lower ; and ho, na tho ahoriest moana. in Ins own politics, to make 
them conclude immctliaftdy, aueopto^l £0,UOO rnpocs frum the rronch 
agents, and sent a Ihouaaiid of hia horse through the hillH, who did 
not join their camp, but in two days wore on the English ground 
bC'twKGU Arcqt und Conjevonun 

Colonel Ccoto, with Iho army, marched fltun Vandiwasb on 
lha lath, and encanipeil the next (evening ut Ptapantanguel. n 
town BIX miles forward in the road from Trivatoro to Arcot ; in 
wliich situation, Imlf a day’s imirch unabltnl him to intor^t 
I he eiinmy's troops mn\1ng to join each other, whether from Arcot, 
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or from CMtfcftjwt I but none appeitrcd ; for few of tlie returning 
trooxwi from SoringbAin, itnd none tboy expected from Pondiohenyi 
wore ns yot como np ; and thn diviiiion Tenmiinrig at Aroot wm 
too weak to ventnro, beforo the ntborg wore adTanced near enongbj 
to onEtLre tbe jiinctiw. On the lOthi tbe army mnrolioO, and 
encaimpcd at Mtileaw^adyj, niit niilos nefiror Areok but Htill to ifie 
Boutb of the Pidlon By ibis time, tbo Iiorge brought by Mr 
Busayj and tUe Alomitoea let loose by Morarirow^ were commil'iing 
kind of ravage and desoliidon in ibe eonntiy to tbo norlli 
of this river, luid aa far na wiihLn 20 miles of Modxnsa, ThoiiBimiia 
of cattle wens swept off in oa many daya^ wMcIl they sold te 
tbe drob purebaser, at seven or eight for a rupee, and then made 
them again the booty of the ne3:t excureion. With this experititK^e, 
tbe inhabitants would no longer redeem them ^ after whiclip no sub- 
misaiozui exempted themedvea form tbe sword, And all abandoned the 
vlUnges and ofwin country, to seek shelter in the woodiii forrs, and 
bdls nearest, (heir reach. Nob a man ventured himself or Lis bub 
lock wUii a bag of ricje to the camp; w-hicb^ far three dayflp were 
toliilly deprived of this etaplo food, Exc^ive mina fell during tbB 
37 th iwjd alt the nest day, which the tents could not resist ^ and 
from the noeesaity of attbiding blie troops eomo repoae. Colonel Coote 
marched from Muloawady oa the lOLli, and put the whole fumy 
into cantonmonts in the fort of Cuvropnuk, and tbe vOLiges adja¬ 
cent. The next day, ho wont to Mjuclross, to confer with the Pre^ 
flidency on the meiisnms noec^saTy to bo taken ugainsb tlio force 
whidi bad lieen aent trt roco’iw tho coimtrieif of Seringbam anil 
Tritchinopoly h for iutcUigence bad not yet been Hcc^uiredr that the 
greatest |^art of them were racailcd. 

Tlie reduction of Tandiwosb, iiotwitbstanding the loss of Sering- 
liaiu, revived ihn reputation of the English arms in the Routhora 
ommtTies, The ki(?g of Tanjoro sent horse and foert, and Toudi- 
man and the two Moraveru tlicjr Cuileries, to tbe Nabob at Tritciu- 
nopfily. Mr. Laliy'e orders, rocalUcg the titio|je^ where immediately 
nhcyodL On the Bth, 600 European foot, and lOtl horse, left the pa- 
and rf^TTOseetl tbe Colcroom. Aju soon lis they were gone, 
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. JosepU Smitli rcBOlwl to ciretimwrib* the troopa wliicli reniEdned, aa ^50 
muck an tbe fltrongtli of Iiia garrison allmved, and datacLed 500 Se- 
povs. (Hid afl many Oollaries, to invest Cortalnm, a mud fort on tbo 
flouthom bunk of tke Caveri, 15 mUca w. of Trltcbinopoly, nrbiob 
were foUowed the next day by 300 more Sopoya, two fidd-piowB, 
two ooliorns, and 50 Euitip«ms, under the oonimand of Enaigu 
Morgan. Tbc fort, in wliidi were soino Sepoys, capitulated a» soon 
na tbe cannon appeared. Ensign Morgan then sent half hla dctacli- 
inent to ftltftck Totcom, xinotbcr fort like, and almost opposite to 
Cortnlum, in wliicb were lo EuropcRns, and SOO Sepoys, wbo de¬ 
fended tkomselvoH until Morgan earae up with tbe rest of bis fores, 
wbeu they stirrendered. From Totcuin, Morgan tnarclicd to Samia- 
veratii, in order to join aaotber dotnehnieii t from Ibo city, wben botk 
wore to proceed against TJtatoor. Early on tbo Ifitb, Josepb Smith 
received intcUigenre, tliat a convoy of ammunition, guarded by a few 
Sepoys, were on tho road from Utatooc to Scringbain^ and at tbo 
iMHin timo, n party of iO EurepeJins, and 100 Sepoys sent from 
Seringbniu to join and lusuro tbc nrrlval of this convoy, were per¬ 
ceived crossLiig tlio Coleroon ^ on wbicb he detached 40 EnropciuiiH, 

•too Sepoya, 200 of the Uabob's 1 torse, and some CoUerias, aertuu 
both rivera, under tbo command of lioflign Bridger, witli ordera 
lo proceed to Sarniavomm, whore bo was to be Joined by Morgan’s 
parly from Totcum, and both united, wens to tako poat at Samkveram 
in Older to intercept tbe return of the cnemy'a detacbmeuL At tbo 
flftiiin time. Captain Blebtird Smith marched out of the city witJi 
I (to Europeans, 300 Sepoys, and thrw guiiR, and took post on tbo 
suutbcra bank of tbe Cavtiii oppoalte to the Pagoda of Sering- 
ham; where he soon after knew, by a aignal from tbo rock 
of TritchinopoJy, that KX) iiiore Europeans liful marebed from 
tbo pagoda, and were pisabg the ColonTOn; on which, oa bad been 
concerted, ho orosod the Cnveri, and kept up the hottest tiro ho 
could against tbo gats of tlio pagoda, which wm returned from 
various fjcaflbldinga within, and Captaia Smith waa wounded j 
but still pereisting, tho encuiy, an had been foreseen, recalled their 
detachment. Soon after Emrign Biidger’s signalri gave token tliat 
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J759 be VAH in poHsenebn of tbe pagodoe at Saiuiavanmi; but dint Enaign ^ 
Moi^gan's partjf was not ytt come up. TLe nest moming, dm 
French detachment which first marclied frmii. Soringham, returned 
with the convoy from Dtatoor, and Bdvuneed boldly to the upper pa- 
goda of Somiavemm ^ neiur wliioh, Bnugn Bridger wtia prepnred to 
oppose tliem. On the first finng, most of the coolies threw down 
their burthens of ammunition, and tbh away; on, which the troop;, 
with the rest, took post in the Iwjser pagoda, and, abutting the gataj. 
prepared for defimoo. But in less than an hour, Ensign Morgan, 
with the whole of his forea froiij Totcuni, appeared, and tbo enemy 
surrendered. They were o captain, a lieutenant, and 3S greDadit^ 
Of Bridger's detnchnient, Ecveral Sepoys, wUh a serjoont of one of 
Iho companies, and thiiea Europeans, were killed These opera¬ 
tions ware of ccnacquance; for this being the season of harv<»t, 
and the com ready to reap, the renture, as usual, yielded the go- 
vomiuent’s shore, which ainountefl to 1(H),000 nipeea, to the atronger 
fume. Tho intelligence of tlicsa snceeBses had not reached Mndrasa 
when Colonel Coote arrived there from the camp, but advices wore 
raaived that the greatest part of the French foroe were rotuming 
fr^ the muthwnid j nevertheless, the presidency wore much in- 
cliuod to indulge tbo aniious oad ropeoled requests of tho Nabob, 
to Tcijjforce Tritcliinopoly with 2(Kl Europeans, in order to retake 
Seriiigham and Utatoor, and to recover tho countries whidi hod 
lately beuu lost, with fso much detrimont to his revenues ^ but the 
arguments of Colonel Cooto, coafirmed hy tbo recent oxample of 
tlic same error conunitted by Ur. Lolly, and its coiisequencBs, oviuced 
the impropriety of diminishing tho army at this time, when it 
Heemed that tho French were collecting thoir whole foree, in order 
torisquo tho&tcoftho Carnatic in n gencml battle. His reasons 
prevailed; and he returned on the 25th to G-ovrepauk, whore, dur¬ 
ing hiB aUance, nothing Imd hnpponcd, but a skirmish between the 
hiack humc of tife amiy, which were iiicressed to fOfl, and nn 
equal body of Momttues. wLom they Iniat ofi: On thij 2-ltli, a 
ilctuehuiaut of 40 black home, with Bepoys of the gnrrisoii at 
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VoiKljwmli, suiprUcd n party of tLe enetny^ Stpoys, quaitarcd in a 
Tillage called Niconuin 13 miles to the aoiitb, of wlioiu tlioy kiUed 
twelve, end dispersed tlie rest 

Tho main "body of the French &rtuy fram Chitlnpet, inct*easei] 
by tha rElornlng traopa from Serii^ghaiD* anil wlmteoavcr mnro 
oonid be tpareil from the garmon? to the 5¥0titli of the Paliar^ had 
wlvanced to Arcot^ soon after the EngUah filed off to Covrepauk. 
Thus thair whole foroei^ but stroiigar than before^ was once agnln aa- 
aeiublod j and they CLncaMped along the sooth aide of the river ^^nite 
up to the suburbs of tlio city. On the ildth^ fJolonel Coote moved 
tlia English army to Climjeaimundruiii^ a village six tulles fioin Co- 
vrepaukp and five from Arooti where the ground afibi-ded a very arl- 
vaDtagoaiis eneaujpmeut; for a large tank extended in front, a mn^ 
raas OH each ha&cli and the only aeoesa in front and rear was by a 
eauae-way. On the SOthi the Qenerals Lally and Enssy i^kme with 
a party of horse to reconnoitre the canip, and a skirmish paa^ed 
between them an d the oui-poata TJie next day, tlie greatest port 
of their lioi^e appefured again^ and, after several motions^* made an 
attack on a guard of Sopoyst posted in a village called TrimetcbeiTy, 
about a mile in front of the cftmp, and cut down several of them 
in the street; but the rest kept their ground in the honagB, and 
revenged tlm Iw by kiiling several of the burse, who, seeing other 
troops advonciag, retired. On the vllst., three eotupaniKS of Sepoyn 
crossed the river, and, at three in the morning, entered, and beat 
tip tlio camp of the Morattoos, which lay on tho right of the 
French cnuampmaiit All fled^ os usual when surprizod; but of tho 
few shot which were returned, one chanced to wound Ensigti Mere* 
ditb^ who commanded the party j after which, tho Sffpoys could not 
be pro vailed upon to purane their succor by destroying ibo ans* 
malfl and baggage, Thuii closed the year 17^% the third of this 
dubious WILT, with tho two arrai^ in alglit of each other, but nei* 
tber ready for immediate decision ; for tho English were afhiid of 
the anperioiity of tlio enemy^ tfivalry, and woto waiting in ex- 
poctatiou, not only of drawing off the body of tbo Morattoesi, 
which wano with them, but likewise of being jninod by 2000 mora 
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Vfho wei^e still r&iaaJiiiiig with Inmn Khan on the Dlher mh of tlie 
mountfuiiH. On tho other hatidp Mr, Lolly irns likewise oegotiatiiig 
for the Hffinio usaistanee, and fitHl mistrusted the atto-diraetit of Uis 
Eiitopejm trtKDp.^p atthough equal In mimher to the Engliah j imd 
waited for an jJuiJttinn, by the retui’n of what remained of the dt^ 
tEtcliiueut whicii had been fieut in Aprih under the conduct cif Mr 
Momcin, to reinforce Silasulipatam. 

venturing to land the troops^ as Masulipntam was taken, Mr, 
Mgradn sailed away on the ISth of April, luid in five daj"s arrived i 
at GaDjaiu^ which is sUtmted at thn northern ostremity of the Ohi- 
cacole province on the skstl The Fi-ench had long kept a tnuKng- 
house here, and wero ccuinceted with Nartaindeu, the princlpFd Ra¬ 
jah lu this part of the province : the fort and wood of his rEaldsnce 
is colled Moherry'j and is situated twelve miles from the sea-shore, 
and thirty mileB w, 4 w* from Oanjam.

His constant foroe wrr 30D<) men, bcBid-CB which be occa- 
eionally hLred from the other polygars^ The Rnjah Vizeinmniuzai I 
during hill administration imd er Mr Biiasy in Hie pTOvince of Chi- 
oacole, hud by soma aeiraiitics provoked tha hatred of Narraindoa; 
which devolved, after the death of Vizerammnsie, on hia succeasori I 
Anundoramrauze, wbn^ as we hare Beau, hod invited and join0d 
the English, whom neveTtbel<!ss Narniindcu bad Ic^ reasoti to dis* 
hko than the French, under wdioso authority the vesations ho re¬ 
sented from ViKcrammusm had originateii.

Tens net provided wUli equipmeola for long marches, which it re- Dij,™!*, 
Quired iiuidi time to prepam at Ganjam, Tliey ware in the do 
tacliTneiit 45 English soldiers, who had been takcti prisimotfl, and had 
entered into the Franch Hert'ice. on condition of lieing only em¬ 
ployed OQ this expedition. Thirty of tlicse men togathar made 
their escape soon after they liiiidc<], atiJ. through many bardahips, 
found their way to Cuttack in Orixa in the miildla of May, wbens 
they were relieved by the Kngliah resident. Mr. Grey, who eent 
lliem to Bsilasore, from whence they warn conveyed to Calcutta- 
Seven more arrived at Cuttack in June, and afteTwarLlB canio in se¬ 
veral other d^artei'rt of other nations. It wfts the hi^inning of 
July befOTO Mr. Moniciti was ready to march ; by which time, ho 
had expended all hia roatly money, and the auhaiatenca of the de¬ 
tachment depended on the sale of some ti-umpeiy commodities, anrl 
tlio prccarioua fiuth of Narmiiiden ; w'liO. however, accoinpanied 
them with his Irwpa. After tlireo or four marcbes, they were dis¬ 
tressed to extremity for provisionaL, which neither the army of Nar- 
ruindeu, nor the inhabitants of his towns, would supply without 
money. At Bunampoor, a town in the billsi six miles before you 
arrive at Mogherrj-. tho French soldtcre entered the bouses to gat 
victuals ; a fniy enmied, and blood woa shed on both sidea Narinir- 
deu. with all the troops, iinmodiately left them i and summoned llio 
aasistanoe of the noghbonring chiefk Tho French detachment, 

Laving no alternative, marched back towaida Ganjam. Narraindeu, 
and hia nJlieib met them in the wny, and stood what they called n 
battle j but tho Etiro[ieati arms, aa uj,uul, easily diaperaed them ; 
and Iho dctacltmonb took post in Munaurcottoh. a town eituatal eight 
miloa turn Gaujaiu, in ft eountry abounding in flocks and graiu, 
where they wdlecterl provisions, althnugh surrounded by tho enemy t 
with whom they iionimuneed a negotuiitLon, of which Narramdeu 
Beemod to ha as dosireus as theuMalvca. To coivluJe it. ono of thu 
Frouoh officers, named Darveu, went to Nartaindor in his camp, 
but oMompaniod by W Eurepeans. and the aamu number of Sepop. 

On their return, they were ELtlockeil by the whole force they had vi- 
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1759 aitaJ^ anti all ihit ELiJ-opeaiiH Qxocptmg tliree wora killad i tlia SepoySp 
no4 being so ttiuch the object of this treiicberyi EiuHercd lead, Hn 
Moracio immcaiRtely rctiirneil to GiLiiJam, iiiid encampocl Within 
nml lound the French fiwtoiyi wliicb is on the rivMvaide ; and threw 
up w'orks sulHdent to protect hii dotjichTuont fmta atiucks tli rough 
tho a^Tsnuea of the town, which Nnj:tniadoii^ and bis ollieflp flurroimded. 
Of tbfl two ships which brought the detnchuient, the Harlem biul 
been dispatched to Anracnn for provisions^ and tbo Bristol bud 
been driven ashore in a tmrd gale of wind before the troops marched 
to Burranipore. Thero was on the stcpcks on the rivor side a lai^ 
snow ; and in the river* lioveral snmllor vesi^elri bcloiiging to the fkis 
toryj in which they intcadod to return to Pondicheny with the 
northern monsoon, after the English S(|tiadrion should havo ^luitted 
the coasi In the mean time, they continued lor many daya, bkir- 
tnisbing with the troops of Narraindeu, who- at length oflered to treat, 
which produced a cessciion of hostilities^ but no tenns of reconri- 
hatjon j for thn damands of tbo French W'ere in projMiniicm to the in- 
jnriea they had reccivcHi j and Narmindeu only meant to save the cx- 
pence* of tbo field, with security that the French troops woiiJd not 
make incursions into his country^ after hia own sbo^iM have returned 
to thdr quartern This they promised* and remained quiet 
la tfao moan time letters fiom NiijT&indeu to Colonel Olivo ar¬ 
rived in Bengal, requeating him to sand a body of Eiiropeotw, which, 
joined by hia own fortse, might easily take or destroy the wbolo of 
tho FroDch detachmont wdtb Momcin. The repoit of the deser¬ 
ters ooafirmed the feasibility of this project But the dubious state 
of the English a&ira, and the decrease of their miiitoiy force in Bengal 
scarcely permitted any ikrther diminution of it: however, Colonel 
Clivo, with his usual spirit of entorprize, detonnined to try the expo- 
Timentr Sixty Europeans^ half of them aitilleiy men, were om- 
borked on the Hrirdwicke* which had lOO EumpenuB crew. 

The flhip aailwl out c?f tlio river on the 30th of September, and on the 
7th of October anchored in the road of Ganlain under Dutch colours. 
Two French officers immediately came on board to enquire news 
wid wens detained prisoner?. CaptEiin Sampson then went nsbore un¬ 
der 
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dor a jiaduport to BloiaciUj nuignifiod tho force lie Lad LrooEbt, said 1760 
mere tpm comSag, and propoaed tliat Le ulionlJ aiirreBdor bis wLoIe 
detoebment to ovoid unnecesBaiy bloodfibcci But Xloracin had ob¬ 
tained jiister intelligence. Samson then Lmded messongerB wbicL 
got to Narroinden, who being by tMs time eertilied that the Froacli 
detanhment would hood go away of t.hoir own accord, bad ng farther 
raotive or inclination to renew HostiliLiaa againat them s but nevertbe- 
loRs promised Sampeon that ho would soon aiipear with hie array, 
and again invest the town, A civil interoouiUB of rueaauEigoa conti- 
tiuucd between them until tlie 2(Jtli. when Sampson being convinced 
that be intended to do nothing, sailed away fur Bcngal- 

In the bHsginaiug of November, Mr. Moracin embarked Ifoai Gan- 
jain with iU Europeans in a sleop, and on the 11 th landed at Coca- 
nani, which lies close to the sea, on tho right-hand of a small river, 
about 20 miles S. E. of the eastern arm of the Godaveri. On this ana 
tu-c situated tbo English and French factories of Ingcmm and Yaimni. 

Of the prisoners taken at Masulipatain, most of those who had been 
admitted to giro their parole, bad departed, and were residing at Yanain, 
waiting for embarkationa to proceed to Pondicherry j and, on this 
pretence, went to Moradn at Oocnn&ra, <uid inlonncd 1dm fully 
of tho state of atfiuiu in this [Mirt of the coontry. The ilistrictii &um 
the Oodftvori to Cocanmw, were under tho government of Jngga^ 
pottyntua* a near rolation of AnundomnB& They had long been 
at onniity, and when Anuudemuw inrited the Elngliah, Jaggipetty 
joined the French, and with bw troops accompanied them at tho 
of Peddipore. After the victory Colonel Fordo granlefJ 
away Lie L-ountrica to Anuiiioranac, who hitherto, for wont of the 
asoisUmee he esjected fmm the English* hiul nob ventured to employ 
his own force to got poasessioD. Jaggapotty nevartlMiieaa espect^ 
ing to uttaeked by him. had kept the field on the wostom arm 
of the Godaveri, and from faia camp eorreaijontlvd with Mr. An¬ 
drews, the English chief at Mafiulipatnnt to Tuvokt! tl»c cession modo 
bo his fi%'nL His f itt of Samel Cotah is oely ton miles inland from 
Cnretiara.

Tlie troop remaining at Gimjam were S50 estiiDated Europenniii 
but of which half wore Topasses^ and 100 Sepoy sl They embarkf^ 
under the eomnumd of the Chevalier Poete, on the enow and two 
sloops^ rigged and manned with the etores and crew of the Bristol: 
they arrived at Coconara on the I9tli of December ^ and Foele sent 
ashore fifty Eumpeana, and the Sepoys^ to tiy the inclinations pf 
Jaggapottyranze : immediately after they landed^ a hard gnlo of 
wind drove the two sloops ashore, 

Tlie troops sent from Bengal with Colonel Fordo had received 
rqwttsl ordona fr^Jm this Presidency to return thithcT from Mafluli- 
[miam ■ hut they were to [norch over land the whole way, in order 
to meet, and attack Moracin's detachment, who it was supposed 
would be. If not at Conjani, somewhere on the coast, Tlie rains 
would not fhcrmit the Bengul troops to take tJie iicld until tJie bo- 
g inning of Xovember y before which^ Colonel Forde had sailed in 
the middle of October from Mosullpstam for Bengal, where lie ar¬ 
rived jasl in time to render one more very iuiimrtiint eeivdcG to hla 
countt3^ TLo command then devolved on Captain Fii!charT and 
varying ne^lutiomi detained the troops at MasuHpalam until tlio 5tb 
of Dcceniber. Thc)^ were reduced from 500 Europeans, and 1500 
Sepoys, to aoo of the one, and 800 of the other : ilm Europeans^ 
by death and desertion, DOtwithstaudiiig they Imd rEcmitcd 50 out 
of tbo priflonera j bat the Sepoys eliiefly by the diHmisfiioii of 500, 
who had sailed with Olive on the expediticu tn Bengal, and 
permitted to tviuru fmm M-nsulipataui tn their homes in the Citr- 

imtie. 
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- nafck The wdtm of tlio Gi^^ir^veil were not yet nbuted ; nenr the 1 
Ewyi Jire seven or fc duiUiiels between tbo two princlp;il ftnie=i j 
and otbcT sniaLler rivers coming from the Gokir ItLke, hitorijeL-t tlio 
land between the western iirin of the Godavori nnd Uasulipataiii ; 
whicb render tlio march along tlio sos-abDre, althongTi shorter in 
diataiice, toOeIi moro tedious tlian tlie Lnlaod road. The troops 
tbereforo returned tliia way, which was the same they hrkd cDtnc, 
ecseepting, that they passed the he'd of the Col air £irLher to the 
westwai^, where it becomes soonest dry. At RnjahniTindrum they 
heord^ that the French detiichmont with the Chevalier Poete had 
landed nt Cocanara. 

Anundcranza, on the afipcamnce of Momein at Cocoonra a monlli 
beforoj bad no doubt thnfc ho Tvoidd be iiame^llately Joined by Jag- 
gnpettyrauze, and aent off n body of troopa from Vklfinagamm to 
pnotedi the districts of Rajalunundrnm fironi thoir inroads. On the 
approach of this force, Jaggapettymnzo returned with bis, from the 
Godaveri to bis fort of Samelcotah, and both were near each other, 
when the French troops with Poete arrived on Lbe const, and Lbe 
English with Fkcher at llajahTnuntininL The oftieors of Atiunde- 
rauzQ begged assistaneo from Fischer, who, ndvising them to keep 
the fomea of Jaggapettyraiize at hay^ proceeded with his command

lowed ulmoat ut the same pa^^ to gain the Dnteh faotory^ into 
which they were admitted Yorke immediately surrounded the fac- 
tciTy\ whieli hod very slight defnncas^ and Fischer doming up in the 
evening with the main body* invested it more closely, imd pcrEin|> 
torily demanded the French troope^ whom, after n very funml 
protesi^ the Dutch agents delivered tlie nest day, which waa the 
2Sth of Deeamban In the onauing night Poeto sailed with the 
of his detuclmient 50Q mojir Europeajis and Tojmssee, nil in the 
snow. From Coennam the English troops mardicd on to 
patoio, where they anivod on the l(}th of Januaiy ; and » few days 
niler, all the EuropeanB embarked in two English shipis prooeedidg 
tio Bengal; hut the Sepoys were left to pursue their route on shore 
by Ganjam and through the pro\Hnee of Orixo. Tima nothing re¬ 
in nined to fear in the companypoasesHiona nnd acquisitions to the 
nortli of the Kristiia. We ahalJ now describe the prugresa of their 
officer Mahomed Isnoof in the caunEiries towards Cape Comorin. 

He oiiived at Miidiira an the l^th. of May* and bad been absent trni 
montha The force he loft in the country, when coiled away^ w»a 1^ 
ocimpauieo of Sepoysi, six in the fort of Madum, five in FalnnicotflE 
and three at Tinivelly* Nothing more could be expected from either 
of these bodieB* than to defend the ground in sight of the wiJhi 
garriaonetL Accordingly oil the dibtricta of both provinces from the 
forefit of NatLam to the gatea of Traii^ncorev lay subject to tlieir croa- 
tributiaiiB, or exponed to their ravages The dccknsioii of the English 
afikirs, which tx^on with the surrender of Fort St iMvid, (on whinh 
Mahomed Issoof was recalled,) and continued until the French were 
obliged to raise the siege of Madmas^ kept Maphuze Kh an in oemtinmd

Ulisbcil with thovr nasifltftiicc in the govenunnul of those ooi^tri^; ^ 
rtn<l the adininisfcnition of PonHiehenry, by their kttcra aaJ emuemne^ 
enconmged him to think Waiting thb fortune, he remained witii 
the Pulitaver, Htyling himseJf, and atyled a fiovereign ; but without 
Aliy ptlier maiiifl of aobskfonce than wiiat ilia PaUtaver ctioso to sup¬ 
ply, wJiov never regulating bis money by wotidfl, scnrMly furBiflho4 
him with common necessaries. The return of iMOof Khan bettered 
hia conrUtidn ; as the Pulitaver was afraid ha might at length listen 
to n reconciliation with the Nabob, and Maphussa Khan, always pa- 
vemed by the love of ease, felt no resentment at the humility to which 
ho had been reduced He presided, at least in appeamneo. in ^ 
couneils of the cnatem Polyptm ; who resolved to meet Isaoof with 
their united faitse, and invited the western to the common defence ; 
who having joined them againefc PatamcQtah in the late distresaeB of 
the English allhire, espectod no pardon, and took the licid. Tim 
WQBtem league consisted of am ijolygnm! Oatabominaigu^ their 
former leader, wua lately dead, aod liad been Buccceded by a ralation, 
who took as iiiuml the same name, and Ixstb, instead of the indiffe¬ 
rence of his predecessor, an aveimon to the English. Etiaponim 
was always the next to him in.importance, and now in aislivity. 

The force wliich aceotnpanieil Mahomod Isaiwf from Conjevoram, 
consisted only of sis companies of Sepoys* and 60 botse. but he hwl 
on Ids mareli requested trqopa from Tondlman and the two Mo- 
ravers. with whom he had alwaj-s continued on good terms, and 
3000 men, horao, colleries, and Sepoys, from the three polygare, joined 
him cm his nrriviil at Modure, where he nnverthelesg hnnicdiatdy 
began to make farther lories, and by shifting and garbling out of 
all that were with Mm, csompoaed a body of 300 honw. and 700 
Sepoys, who had seen sorrice, which ha sent forward to ravngE 
the diatricte of Etiaporum, where they were to be joioed by three 
of the companies of aopoj-s from the gnrrisqp of rolameotali, 
which had restored ite losaea by new levies. This body of troops 
were to maintain their ground nntil the last G3tt™iy, in order to 
prevent the junction of tlio western with the troops of the easteni 
polygam, until Mahomed .IsBOof Itim^df eonhl follrtw with the main

as the greatesti crime t and any one of thqin c$ix>rting a stranger Is 
a suflicient protection against all the re-st; hot without this tiafe- 
which is nlwjiys puid for* tho tmvollor risquoa lib life at 
oveiy btep. ConteEOptlble in the open field, where they rarely 
trust themselves;, tliey are much more dextcTOUS than any of tha^ 
racoa iu the pmcticea of ambuscade and theft They had [^iLm- 
dqrcU the conntry op to the giLtea of Madui^ of all the cattle^ robhid 
all the villages, and continued to way lay whatsoever parties were 
njtoming to the city with prqvbioim from obhor quarters. Aa all of 
the troops with Mahomed Issoof wem fit for ho.stiljti&B against such au 
enemy, he resrdved bo employ thoin in utlacklng their hfiunts, whilst 
hb levies were formiiig to bettor disciplincp Iln, howovor, attended 
the service himself which api^uiLrcd mnru like ono of the genei'al 
huntings peculiar tu Asia, t han n miUtaiy' expedition. A%eDUCi 
were cot into the forest, and the luhnhitantti shut as &cy fled tut 
fioiue were rescn*e4l to be ndenaed, ■or executed, on oocasiuiL A uiooili 
wA'i, hqwover^ employed Ijcforo he had compieted this revenge, utid 
ri'j.ltived them to hug quari^r, and ^lay cattle, their only monoy, 
mnsLly eulJoi^tetl by theft ; which, with others be procured, the 
LLrnouut of lOUO Ijcevea* atnj 2(MH) shce|!C were sent to Tritehino* 
IKily, {him wheucfl they were forwarded at diffomnt times by Ca|> 
tiun JoHCiph tSmith tn the ^ica-civist, for the m9C of the H^piadron, 
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and fiiittbled tbem to keep fcbe wind vAril etatiou, witliout cDDsuming 1759 
llieir own stock of proviffions. 

On tbe second of July tuj began bis nmnrh from Undura, with 
GOO liOTAB, 3000 Sepoyflj and 5*00 other foot belonging to Toudi- 
inan, and the IMoniverw, in ail 0000 men, Hla nxtillery wbjj ono 
eighteen-pound er, and nine from sLx and bwer He wiis scant of 
jjowder, having none but wbnt he innde faimself; for, bIoco the 
destruction of the mill at JHadi-ass by ilr. LeiHy. the presidency could 
not flUpplv their troops and garrisons in the Camntie from their 
own produce ; but bon owed frrim the squndron, and received from 
Bombay. The muskets of his Sejtoys were old, indrm, of various 
iiatione, and not sufHcient in number, imd ware supplied by fowl- 
iiig-pieces, and any fuaeoa lie could collect. He was likewise ia 
want uf flints, which arc snbstituted in some parts of India by 
ngate; of which there w none in those oonntrioa. All these WAnb 
ho ropreBnnt&l to the presidency, and especially requested two 
oiglitocn-pouaders, and two fieid-jncces of sis, with a full supply 
of shot. 

H is first march was to Calancuudan. Ho had loki-n this fort in 
173(1 ; Lilt after ids departure for tho Carnatic, the Pulitaver and 
Vadogherri iMid extended ilieir oeqaisitlons thus far, and placed their 
guard in Cainncandan- It wna n mud fort, without ennoon, and, 
after a slight resiatauco, subinittcd to hia. Frem hence he proceed¬ 
ed to take up the large dotachment ho hod sent forward against 
Etiapornm; who, by contlnoally ravaging the distiicts of this po- 
lygar, kept Ills trootw on their own ground, and deterred Imtli him 
and Catabominaiguo from marching ncrosa the ctiiintry to join the 
rulitaver: hamng sufficiently cnnitraincd these cbiefe, tho de¬ 
tachment protooileil against Coilorepottah, which stands nearly mid- 
ivay in the htraightesl road between Madura and Tinivclly, about 
GU miiea from unch. Tliin fort liad likewise bensn stormed in June 
1756 by Mahomsjd lasoof, and wimofl with comtldcniblc lofti, Tho 
(lolygar wnsi than taken prisonor; whether restored or aucreeded by 
niiotbcr, wo do not find ; but the placo ■was at tltie time in the 
bauds of imu who defended it as well 1 Jbr KHl of the Ri;|ioys wore 
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175 D killed and woiitid^ m the nttackt which listed three dnye, and Ihm 
tho pfilrgrtF mn.de hm eflcapo hj nigh^. The fort wan hiiniedidtdy 
mssed to the gnouiidp after which the deto^hmetii joined the mniu 
body with Malionied I^soof, and the whole proceeding hy the way 
of Ojuigadaramp arrivetl at Tmivelly m the aiiddte of July. They 
wore aoircely arrived^, when Maphin^ KhaUp w^hoiie mind dwayp 
wavered with every change of eircumatanceSp wrote a letter to Ma¬ 
homed Isaoof offering to quit hia allied and proceed to the Car* 
aatic ; provided he waa allowed a auitnbla jaghire for hiB mainba- 
imnce s Ho even naked a aaft^n^rd to come to Tinivfslly* Mahomed 
lesoofp without authority! asaiii’ed him that bis requeats Bhould be 
complied with • and recommended them to the Pteaideticyp by 
whom they were referred to the N'abob. 

The midland countryp for thirty mLl^ to the north of tho town 
of Tinivcllyp la open and of great caltivatioui andp lying between 
the casbem and weatem Polygm^ had been the favourite field of 
their depredatioufk The principal atatlon from which the eiiBtom 
made their inroads into thef^ districto was the fort and wood of 
WooUmally, situated milefi N. h\ w; of Tiuivdly. The Poly- 
gar* grown rich by easy plunder, had many coUerieSp who were 
well armed ; and Mahomed latwiof soon after hia arrival at TinlvcUy 
murdie<l againat him with the grcRtost part of hi& foroci and in a 
few day a reduced his fortj in which ho placed souie troops ; and ata* 
tinned a guard of 50 horse;, and some peona and colloriets in a place 
cfllled Shomndah^ as on i intermediate poat. He was no ewmor re* 
turned to Tinivelly* than a roultirude of collariea belonging to thes 
Pulitaver and Vndgherri surprized the gimrd at Shorandalip and 
either killed or tcrak aU their horses, with tlieir ridera ; on which 
Uahonieil lasoof detached seven companies of SopoySp who recover- 
ed the post, and penmined in it, in order to protect the adjacent 
country. 

Equal csoufuriou prevnilod in the diatricte to the noutli of Tinlvelly 
The troops of the Mallavcr, or King of Tmvancore, were Tnakiog 
ineutaloiifl from their wall to seize the harvests at the foot of 
the hilbi frem CiLlacad to Cape Comuiin^* The variety of 
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tiHictioDS, wbkb existed on OTory side, could not lie ail opposed at 1750 
tie flame time, unlcsa a ercater army were embodied than all tlie 
reremica of the two provinces could defray. But tbe king* waa 
the least invetemtc enemy to the Kuglbdi; because the polygar of Vu- 
daghcrri had provoked hb reaentnient, by continually employing liis 
Cbllericfli to make depredations in his country on the other side of the 
munnlaiiis, through the pass of Sbencottah, winch liea Ifi miles to 
the flontb of Vadagherri. On this ground of common aoiaity, Ma^ 
homed Iseoof opened a negotiation with the king ; who consenied to 
a conference at the gates of hie oouotry near the ptumoutory. Tliey 
met in the end of August, and the iotemew passed with much po¬ 
ll teneaa and seeming cordiality. Tlio' ting, at least publiely, de¬ 
manded nothing, and agraad to desist from hia innHids into the districts 
of Tinivelly, and to act with a oonsiderablo force in euuj unction with 
Mahomed Iflaoof against Vadagherri, and the Piditaver. On the 3d of 
September, Maliomed lasoof still remaining at the gatea of Tmvan- stfuwJmt. 
core, was joined by HHH> of the king's Sajioya, armed with heavy 
mosketfl made in hb own country, and disciplined, although auk- 
wardly, in the European manner; but they were well supplied 
with stores aJid ammunition. Me then roturoed to Tinivelly. and 
marching from thence with hia wliulo fc«e, in deference to the 
V;o g . proceeded directly agalmit Vadagberri, although 20 miles 
beyond NoUitangaville, the residence of tha Piilimver : when 
arrived near Sheucottnh, he was joined by an army full os large 
as his own. comdsting nf 10,000 more of the king's trooiis of 
various kinds of inbntry, who bad marchod thinugh the pass. 

This was perhaps the greatest forue that had been sssembjod 
for some centnrira in this country. Vadagherri defended his woods 
for a day, in which about 100 mon were killed and wounded on both 
mdea ; hut in the night abandoned Jiis fort, and cflcaped away to the 
Pulitaver at NellitaugsviUc, 

The arrival of such a guest, who, for the brat time, had been re- o^tirr. 
diieed to such diatrew, frightened the Ptilitnver ; and set his cunning 
to work to divert the storm from himaotf. Tha repulse of the English 
troops at the attack of tha pettali at Vandiwash on the SOth of 
VoL. IL ' + C l^ptember, 
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175!> Septembor, was known m the country, and was bsllevod, as tLa 
Freojcli LfliJ represented it, & signal defeat, MuphuK* Kliau had re- 
(jijived letters fkim BoSf&iulet Jung and t he guvemment of Fsmdi- 
chtiriy, which encouraged hiui to thinks that they should vety soon 
overpower the Eogliah in the Ournatic;, when he might expect to 
bo nubstituced to hk brother Mainlined Ally, who was to k 
dcpoLsetl from the NAbobship. This txjrrespondence, and ibefie cs- 
pectationii, the Piilit&ver couimnnioaii^ to the king of Truvancoti, 
and offered, if he would quit the English^ and join Mapiiinsa Cami 
against them, to give bim whataoever diatrivta In the Ttnivtfllj^ 
country might lie convenient to hk own. The King Lnunedmtdy 
exposed these doenmonts to IrLdidined Isaootl and standing an 
hk imijortiinc^ demanded the cession uf OalAcad and the adjojcent 
districts, for which he had an lung contended against the Nubabsi 
government Ho Bold, that more territory than he claimed had 
fdready been recovered with hi^ assistance ^ that what might 
be refused by one^ would he readily given to bim by anotber; 
and that, jf be should join the Pqlygiira, the Nabob''s nuthnniy 
would ne^^er ho eatablkhed in. the Tinivotly cmintry. MahcitiGd 
Ififloof, wliilat perplexed with this dilemma, was informed that 
the two eigbtcen-pouadera, with 500 niuakcts, which bod been seiiE, 
according to hk request, from hladroos, were lost at eoa j and tlmt 
the two aLx-pounders, although landed, were stopped by the DuteJh 
agent at Tutacoriu. This mischance gave greater weight to the 
king'^a aigufiients, and grijstor value to hk nasi p for the force 

of Mahomed Issoof alone was not uulheicnt to reduce the Pulitaver, 
whom alJ the best eoUenes m the country were dockiog to defend, 
lie thcrefoiu surrendered the districts which the Icing denmnded ; 
and the Presidency approved tho ccaslDn * but the Naljob sns|'ected 
that it bad hcen prouiised by l^oqf at bk firat mter^uew with the 
king, In order to aecurc hk future aBSJstanco to hia own ambitiooi 
viewa 

As noon ns tbk agreement wtlii aettted^ the TrATancores moveil 
Agait, conjunctiQii with kk troops. On the €,ih of Noveiuber, 
they iuveated the wood and fort of EasaltaTer, which was one of 

the 
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Ihe dencndeDcieK of tho Pulit.iver, Tlie CoUcrieH dfefeQtled tbe wood 
llireo ant's, and tlien nbandoDal hoih ; and retired to NcUitnngnville. DKMTplicr 
After this 5 n«eHJ,tie want of wnmurntma obliged Mjibomed Issoof*'"*"^* 
to remnin until bo raeoivfHi supplies from Madura, PalflUicotali, and 
Aiijengo, Tho array of Travancore, to preveut disguulo frcua dLi- 
piirity of customs, oucampod sepnmtely. bnt in sight of Alnbomed 
lasoorsi and oa tbo St'tli of November, a body of 6 or flOOO CollerieB 
attacked tbo camp of the Tiavancoi'ea in open day. Mnliomcd Iseoof, 
on the firat alarm, sent bis liorse, and followed willi bis Sopoya and 
other foot; but the CoDerics retreated before they camo up, and their 
nimblepcss, with the ruggednefis of tbe country, ttnelercd the pnrwnit 
of little avail. They bad killed and wounded 100 of the Tinvcii- 
cores, before they went off. A day or two after Ihirt atirmkb. Mn- 
liomod Issoof received three Lowitiies, with some etonai, and a supply 
of momunitionlrom Anjengo; and the two lis-pounders with their 
shot irtewiso came up ftom Tutaeoiin j ho then moved witb his 
allioB, and oa the *tli of December set down before Waahinelore. ano¬ 
ther fort dependent on the Pulitavnr. mudi atronger than any he had, 
eseepting NcUitimgaville, from which it is situated twenty milea to 
the X. w. and twelve in the Bome flinection from Outaroaly. 

WoBlunelore stood witbin three miles from the great range oi 
monntaine, at the foot of which ran a thick wood, eslending two miles 
into the plain, and within 131M1 yards of the west and wntb sides of 
the fort j but tamed to a much gruator distance on the north, and to 
the cast the plain was open, and every where covored with profuse 
cultivation- A very eitoneivo petlah, tho rasidcuqe of eoine thousand 
inhabitantH, commenced witbin forty yards, and ertonded ISOO to 
the N- E. of the walls : a thick thorn hedge, with barriens, surrounded 
torth the jettnh and tlm fort The extent of tins fort was C50 by 
goo yards l it w-aa of mud, but almost as liard as brick; it had four 
largo Mjuare towers, one at each angle, and so jrml email far, which 
were round, between, Every tower was a aepamto redonbt, eiicloaed 
by a parapet, to oommanJ within aa well as without the fort . the 
access to the tower was a steep mmp, only two foot broad, the en¬ 
trance a narrow wickut m the parapet; the curtain between Iho 
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1759 towers heJ aa parapet, and wm only a fau^ikaii Blo|iiig ou boUi etJw ’ 
from a Ijase of J5 feet to H at top ; but tlio alopo fpoiu witbin ktm 
much leflH uliirp tlmn from withaul^ m tJmfc, if tho de¬ 

fenders miglit easily run up to the top. Th3 |;KrLru]>et8 of th^ towQTi 
Jiavs clixmJar lioLea for the tisu of gmidl armiL, but do opODing^ pre^ 
pared for oanuon^ of wbicb tliore was not cl aingle pieoo ia tlio fort 
Tliis description only puita Waahinolorej for Uie otter forte In lLc 
M adura and TinivelJy coiaiitirics liav^ pampeta witli loo^^holet to 
tUeir mui parte, m well m to tbeir towerfii but all aio of carthp 
eseoptm^ Madura and PaJamcotah- Tho ColloTieo on this side of 
ibe Tmivelly country, piiBBesa notking of tlie ugUncts or deformity 
which generally characterise the inhabitantH of the biHs and wilda 
of India^ They nro talb wcll-mado, and wtU-featured. Their 
arms are Janc3oa and pikes^ bowa and arrpWB^ rockets, and inatch^ i 
locka^ but wbetber with or without other weapoik$^ evejy tnati eon- 
etantly wwtA a aword and diield. In battle^ the dlSbrent arem mavo 
in distinct bodies ; but the lapeemen are rated the mo^t etniuenh 
and lead all attftdiie. This weiij>on Is 18 foot long Hiey tie under j 
the point a tuft of scarlet liorae-hiLir^ and when they attack bems^ 
add a small beE Without previous exarcisCt they assemble in a deep 
colmnn, pneesingdoso togotber, and adTonce at a long Etm/dy step^ in 
womo dt^ree of time, their lanc^ inclining for ward, but uJoft^ of 
whidi ibc elasticity and vibrution, with the jingle, dazzle and scnjca 
the (Rivalry ^ and tlieir appmadi is scarcely leas fomiidable to in- 
fantiy not disciplined with fire-jirms, The importoLneo of VVaabi- 
nclore, and the grciat force which waa come itgainet it, brought 
Sfoma thausimdfl of GoUerioa to itfl relief; but all, excepting 8 or JMH) ' 
chosen men aUoited to defend the walk, kept in the wooda ! from 
who nee every day and night parties sallied, and alamied or attacked 
one or other, and sometlmefl both the oiiiips ] and greater bodies on 
three diflerent days made general attacks on the batteriE^^ of wbich 
these oontinuod interrqptioaa retarded the confitnioKon, inflomudi 
that they were not finiahed until the £€tlj, 20 days afler the orti^^ 
of the orxnicis; but the liowitzcs hiul commenced before. The only 
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rfaacion. sun w. tl» t«-p<.u.a«r. whkll M«lion.«d WliudJ^ 

brousrht from Madura, for tbe rest worn only G-poundara and lower, 
but from fflc«s&lve firing, tha Ui^pountlorburst the day after it wa^ 
mounted i and by tWa time alJ tbo amraimitfam m well of tbe ^t- 
teries as troops, eJLwpting the .luantity which prodauce reqmred to 
be reserved for defenoo, was ex}iBnjlcA nowovtjr, part ™ ^ho pa- 
mpot of the tower fired upon, was beaton down, and Mahomed 
lasoof resolved to atorni tho next day. Many troopi! of both armiM 
waitiKl on the assault i and as soon as it began, tho PuIitoTer, wnth 
3000 chosen Conoriea. who had marched in the night from Ndli- 
tftjjgaville, issued from the wood and feU upon tho camp of Mabotued 
Issoof, drove nwny ibo troops that guarded St, and bfgan to MHOTit 
every kind of dratruction. Mahomed Issoof instantly sent tiack n 
lai-f^ body to rcpiiUo them, and coiitmiied tbo assault; but tho gur^ 
rison within received doubln aniinatiuii from tho PulitnveriB succcsr, 
which was anuovmcfld to thorn by the uaual war-cry and the sound¬ 
ing of their concha Ail the other Collcries collected in the woods 
appeared likewise, ns if on tho same notice, and in different baniU 
attacked the troopa at tho batteriea, and at tbo foot of the breach ; 
and although ctmtiniially repulsed, continnoily rallied, and with the 
resolntion of the garrison saved the fort until tbe evening, and then 
waited in tbo woods to interrupt tho renewal of the a^ult m Iho 
OTcht 1 but so iiiueb of tho reserved ammunitioii Imd bean expeadcil in 
the day that Mahomed Issoof deemed it dongeTOua to 
longer before the fort, and drew off hie artillery. ISvo hundred of hni 
troops ami of tho Travancorca were kiljiid, but more of tbo enemy. 
Tlic^next day he moved to a distancci and dismimed tbe rrevancorCB, 
who preoeeiled threogb tha pass of Sbencotty to their own i^ntey 

and Hblhoinedlesoof returned with his own treop^s, «tnd tlmoe lent 

him by Toiidiman and the Mn^re. to the town of TimveUy. 
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fl'HE two iiriui<» in the Cfinmtic contiimod, during the liret ilaj’B jyjjy 
of Jamioiy, in their ebcamptnonl^ near Areot, «iually enuriotu: '.-i ^ - 
ul rUiiiimg eny attcoipt of conseqaescE, because hoUi wiere waiting 
the xcault of their negotiationa to bring IniiiB Khnn with hia hforattoes 
to their fttwipitAtiea. Both offered 60.000 rupees ; but, whilst the 
Englhih were prepaaing condittoual hiUd, the French Rent ready 
moDoy, which determined his prcfercuca Ho arrived on the Sth in 
the Freiich camp, with iiOQO moDnted, and a groator ntiuilicr of foot 
pliindctcra, who nru eallocl pjvntlarmna, and always troop with the 
Iturse, na we havo described when Bnjinrow joined Clive in the fight 
nmr Ami. Tlie n«t day, the Froneb anuy filed off from their qn- 
mmpnieiLt which estended froru the suhurle of Areot along the aouth 
side of Ibo Pali nr, nnd took the roftd towards TrivatorB ; and. ns 'they 
were going off, Mr, Lully, with a large body of M.omtfccies. aonie of the 
Europoan homo, and two ficld-picoea, ETDaaed the river, and advanced 
to Trimud.li, nil irat^post, three tuilca in front of the English taiinp 
nt CMrinaimundrura, A caimonada ensued, hot more guns and troops 
corning up, Mr. LaUy retired, and recroased the river: during which, 
ttTjody of 3tH) Idonittoes, with whom Cotond Cooto hnd trafiled, 
otime over from the onemy'Si nnd joined his In ttic evcniTig, 

Colonel Cooto proceeded acroaa the river, with on ciwort of horse, 
am! rwoiinoitred the enotny's lino of march, nud sitepecting, that 
they might intend against Vandiwndi, took his meaBores iwconl- 
ingty. OrdfiPi were 4 iiHpftk’hod to Captatn Sherlock, who com-

Tlwi 
hnggage of tbo army wns sent off ttmt night to Covrepftuif i pun) in 
thn momipg die whole army moved from Cbinadmiindraia, whem 
they had kin eighteen daya^ and in the evening pitehed anew on the 
iHitik of the FaliaXp hve inltei} lower down than the gromid wbkL 
the French had ooenpied on the other aide- A strong post of hom 
and foot was advanecd at tsome djstmico towards Arootp and nnothi? 
on the loftp with orders to keep up oantinaal patrols. Thene:st 
tky paased without any ahum from the enemyp or mtelJigenc:^ of 
cousequieticie ii^jncerning them, whoneverthelead were not idle^ 

Wt, tally had formed anothBr project beaidea that which Colonal 
Cdote suspected ; and^ t* acromplish it, had not flufTerod his army 
to advance with half the espedition they mighL They were on the 
11th, the Ibirtl day after they +^mtted their encampment, no &r- 
ther than Papantangndt six iniles on thia side of Trivatorei 
halted there the greatest part of the day. Towards the cveningi 
all n'ere under arms, and the itores and baggage loaded ; but, in¬ 
stead of marobing on ho displayed them on the plain, facing to 
the Paliar, and then ex;eroiKcd them lui if fo? practice, in largo evo¬ 
lutions^ which were cnlciiktod tn fling the whole line to the eiwtfc- 
ward, with all the hornCt MorattoeSr aa well fts Enropcans^ on the 
lights of whom the outennnst^ when tho eiorciso ended, were 
miles from PnprLntnngufd. Having thici whiled away the timo aatU 
the close of the evenings he continued all on tlie grotiiid they st^jod 
until it was dark j aud then sejinnited the army into two tlivi&ieiiSw 
The horse, excepting some which rejoined the second, hied off,, fol¬ 
lowed by 300 SEspoys, who hod formed next to them, and mardi- 
ed on as fast as they eould, keeping together; the rest of the nniiy, 
which consisted of all the European mfantry, with tho bsggsg® 
and artillery, woro ordefreil to follow, tut without strain, 

Inlly led the hrst divisiDn himself Afber a march of lo milsSp in 
which they tod cimwd the PohaT^ they arrivod at eight in the morn¬ 
ing at CoiijeTcnun ; expecting to find in the town the magasues nf 
Tice which aupplicd the English army ; but Ah*^y had np siitdi 
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' living on tLe purchase of the day; nor liiid the inliabitantB more then 1760 
the Minnioa provision of their housea; hut in the jingoda vns Uie 
hospitoh *tnii a stock of milLtary etorca. under the guard of two coin- 
pAoies of Sepoys, comnmiided by Lieutenant Chilsholjii, of 'n'hieh the 
capture would have been distrcBsinghat Mt, Lally having brought no 
cannon made no attempt on the pagoda, and employed Lia troopa 
in collecting plunder, ajid retting fire to the houses of the town ; 
during which, the Seppy% and all the tdck in the pagoda, who could 
move^camo out, and being wdl acquainted with tho streets and covera, 
continually atteckod their Bmaller parties nud stragglOTSi, and whenever 
likely to he overpowered, disapp^rcA In th* evening the enemy 
retreated, driving off 2UU0 bullock*!, the moat valuable part of their 
booty, loaded with the trumpery they bad collected. By this lime tlie 
other division of the army bad arrived at .Tangolaiu, a village on the 
bank of tiie Pnliar, tlireo miles from Conjcveiam, from wlieneo both 
united, immediately proceaded. and tho ncJtt day reached Trivatore. 

The nearest groimd of tho French line, whilst marching on thia 
exploit, was eight miles from the advanced post of the Eliigliah camp, 
whore blaob borso, awed by tho number of tho Morattoea, were 
afraid to venture, luid could not he trusted so fin abroad ; and the 
Kuropeon home, being only one hundred, were not even Bufficient 
for the QoeeBsary patroles of the camp j so that the first iotolligcnce 
of the enemy's march was from Lieutenant Chisholm at Conjoveram, 

Bent as soon os they appeared there. It arrived in the afrernoon ; 
Colonel Coote immediately act off with tho cavoliy, and ordmed the 
whole army to follow, which was in march before tho sun ret, and 
before it itsa at Goiyovgram, where Colonel Goole, with the cavalry, 
hod arrived at one in, the morning. The way is twenty-one miles. 

It was now a month, that Mr. Biwey hod acted once mere in the 
field in mmjuaction with Mr, Lolly *, acd tho interwu™ had only 
enercoHod the avcrsioiL Tlic late errors of Mr^ Lolly a operations, 
which had lost Vajjdiwash and Conmgoly, without gaining any thing 
equivalent by tlie expedition to Sfiringbrnn. had lowcrtnl hi« militaiy 
aluuacter throughout the army j atul even hi» own regiment as well 
as Lormiu, although llif Kings troops, iTCgtin to acknowledge the 
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irOO miperior talen^B of Mr. Bus^sj to eondticit tbo war: the huttAlipii ctf " 
IiidijuilTraya thought m. Mr. JjiJIy mipiit&d thb rbmg pn^dileetian 
ia tho officers to the influpnco of Mr. Bnasy'f^ raonoy^ and amongst tho 
fiolHiers to tlie intriguer of Fattier SL Eatoviin, n amzy, btisj who 

officiated in the damp, and confegsed the regimenl of Lotmin i kLi aH' 
tipnthy no longer listened to any reatrEtinta A& soon na tho army re¬ 
turned to Trivfttore, Mr. Eiy?5y aeked his leave to fetire to Pondieheny 
for the recovery of a painful disorder, which incapaedtated Idin foi- 
fetigoo : but Mr Laily forbid him in the mme of the king to ^jnit tho 
fielti He obeyed, and gave hia best opinion concerning the future 
opemtioofl of tho campaign. "The English, ho aaidp would not se# 

" Vandiwaflh takertp witlipiit ristjuing n battle to save ifcp in vrhicli the 
" French army would be deprived of nil the force eiii]doyed id the 
** siege I and from the necessity of coTering it, not mnater of the choice 
" of advantagefl in tho action ; whereaH, if the whole of the regnkr 
troops kept together on the bunks of the Paliar, and detached 
" the whole body of Morattoas to lay wasto tho English districts* 
tbeir anny would soon ho redueod to the necessity^ either of 
giving battle at disadvantage, or of seeking its subsistence under 
^ the wails of Madmas.'" No advice could be more jndidons; for 
the first divkEOQ of the Jforattoes, although only 1000, HemI ven¬ 
tured to carry their ravages os far as Pondamalee and VendalorCj 
and by cutting off every kind of provision on every side had re¬ 
duced the English catnp to aa great wont, as they brunght abundance 
to the French, where they sold the beeves they hod pliiudered at 
fwveti for A rupee, and rice at half its value in any other part of the 
country ; and at this very time tho Preaidency' of Mailroffi!; ausions 
for the loss of their surest revenues, rnpnnteit that they had not 
bought the Moral toes on their own tenuBj and were adv^Lsiug Coloiid 
Coote to fall back nearer to the adjacencies of the town. But itn 
Lolly auapocU^i MivBiis=^3*a advice, as deaignotj to prevent or disparagt: 
the activity of his own operatkas ; and on thel l-th marched away 
from Trivatore, witJi a detachment of 500 Europcfins. half tlie 
Etiiopaan csivalry. 500 Momitoca, Iffitfi Sepoya, and four fidd-piotm 
leaving Mr Bussy with the imiin hmfy a^ Trivatoro. as the moat 
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oeotriJ BiLu&tioii, a.i hand jom bia oi™ di™iofl. if tba Erkglwh army 
flbogld marob aflu^r it; or ready to oppoao rad interrupt tbem, if they 
flbould go agiiiiwt A root* in order to divert tho aioge of Yandivaah, 

On the Uth in the evening. Colonel Cooto niceived intelligetK^ 
of Mr I^ally's arrival at Yandivash^ and tie next day matcbed 
with his whole force from Conjovemtn, crossing the Paliar to the 
E, Instead of following tba enemy by the longer^ but better road 
of Irivatore. On the l^th^ they andvini^ and encanipod near Ou- 
tramnlora This situationp lying half-way in the road between 
Vandlvsfih and Chinglaf#att , secured the com muni cation with this 
placOi and from hones with J^ladm^: it iikowiss had Carangoly in 
its rear to the iefr. ITie lort at OutraiDaloro having long been no- 
glectedp was open in aevend parte from top to bottom of the wall i 
but woa a much more defensible repoBltory for the etomfi and baggage 
of the array tlian any post in the open plain. 

Captain Shorlocke kept 30 Europeans and 300 Sopoys in the south 
pettah of Yandivasli, whieb Mn LalJy attacked at three in the 
morning with oil his infantry, in two divisions : the onsp in wliich 
the Europeana were raarineB from the squadron, was allotted to the 
weatem rampart^ and only intended to make a divernion during the 
real attack on the oppoaite j where the Enrepeons were of LaHy^a 
regiment, and led by faimsolr Both divimonj were discovered and 
fired upon before they gained the foot of the wall; and tha mai ineo, 
omieed to such services* brohsp and ran round to Mr. Lolly's di^isioSp 
whop supposing them enemies, fired upon them uatlj the mistake 
was discovered, Nothing more was attempted until eight o'clock 
tha next morning when all the infantry in one columD, with two 
field-pieces at their head, advanced against the aouth-aide of tha 
pettah; but the fire to which they wore exfjoeed, brought the front 
of the dolumn to a halt without orders. Mr. LnUy rode up* dii- 
raonnted, and culling for voluateeni^ ran to the ditch, and mounted 
the wall, himself the first. The whole column komedlately |}OUred 
oiler hiia i rad the tn»ps in the pehtah, having no orders to defend 
it to extremity* escaped along the streets, and regained the fort 
without any loss in the retreat; in the whole defence only four or fivo 
hod been killed , but tha enemy lost twelve Eitropeiins^ beside* 3e- 
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poj% ajid jnOFQ woHTidfld of boliu They immodLitoIy eatrcndied 
the opeulnga of the etreeU fkdog the fort, and begaii to raiM a 
hattory in ibo K, r. angle of the agninst tho BAido tower 

which Colon Oil Cooie had bxachcd^ and nearly on the eama grounds 

A thoa^tid of the filomttofia had baen ordered to the 

motions of the English army j bnt they followed notking hut plunder, 
jind contifiued fipreuding thetnaelVest to the nortli of the Pallar ] and 
fis Mr. LttUy never rewarded anfficSoutly to enf*oiirage daring apicfl, 
the first newfl ha reoeived of the appmach of the Englisli army, was 
on the 17th at snn-rise, by a letter from Mr. Buasy at Trivatore^ by 
which tima they were arrived at Oatnumdare. His avoraion to tlia 
antboiiLy, nmcin him an willing to aowpt the infoinuiLion as authen¬ 
tic; and at firat he only ordered part of tho army to advance fironi 
Trivatore: but, on ferthcr intoUigenoc, left Mr. Busay to art ac( 20 ]id-^ 
in^ to hlfl dUcrotioii; who at five in the afbemooii umi'ched with the 
whole, and arrived at Yandivash before midnight. 

The English army arrived at Outmmalora without proviaionB^ and 
tw much fatigued to march on, and reach Vondivaabi l>cfore Mr. 
Bossy's diviMon bed joined Mr. Lally^a there, which, otherwiae, on 
their appearance, most cither have retreated, or would havo stood 
their ground with great inferiority and disadvantage^ The horae* aa 
Boon AS the loot were encamped, wont abroad to mmiiiiige the vilLiges 
fcfr provioionfip and the nest day the troop of htissai^ fell in with 50 Mo- 
rattocB, of whom they killed one, and took twelve with their horoe^. 
Still the want of gmin continued in tho campp and it was found 
that the renter, olbkongh ho doponded on Madnugo, luid sold bia store 
to Boiae agents, probably employed by the French, at Sodrus; on 
which he waa seized, and ennfinod withotit eating, until the anny 
waa ^applied ; and his jjcople in a few hour? brought enough for tho 
inunedinto wont, and promised mpra The scarcity bad+ boweveTi 
been no obstodo to the operations of ibe army; for Colonel Cooio 
bad resolved not to advoni^a upon the nnemy^ until they were ready 
to RB&anli Yandix'aah, when ho should have bis choice of attackiag 
EUther ilio troops tnnploycd against the fort, or the army which co. 
retvl them in tho plain. This Mr. foresaw, and again ad vised 
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Mr, Lally to dvau^ from tlie aicgo nntil a better qiportnuity ; and 
to keeji bis whole feria together, until the Tingltsh either fought 
orrotlrwl; hut Mr Lady as before coold not ivok iostruedDn from 
the rival he deteetod, uniJ persisted. 
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TIii-Lr Latter)^ did nt>l open until tha 20th ^ having waited for the 
cannon, which were bronght 70 uijIcb from iti& ramparts of Val- 
dore, oncftmagea seat from Pondicherry. They w'ere tw aightcan, 
and tAvp of twenty-foUT. By tlio night of the 20th the wall of tho 
lanBSobrny was oponetl Golond Coote, on this inteUigTOCO, mfuebei 
the next day with alt tlio cavalij to rccoeuiDitEa the enemy's iota- 
ation and the estate of the sieges and receiving, when near^ a mcasage 
from Shcrlocke, tbnt tlioy liad breacliod the main mm part, went 
back, and halt«<l at Tiriinbcnig, a viliage halfway* to whieli ho or- 
dered the meun body of the army to advance without doky from 
Oatratnalore, but to send their heavy baggage, for better security, to 
CarangoJy. They fkirlved at Tii-imbourg in tho night; at sun-rise, 
Colonel Coote taking wdth him lOOO of tlio black horse, and the 
two troops of European, witli two companies of Sepoys, advanced 
in front of the miilu body of the army, which he ordered to follow, 
but without pressing tboir marck 

"fhe distance from Tirimbtmrg to yandivash is seven mllas ; the 
Toad leads from the w. n to tho ^ w. The moimtflin of yandi™h 
lies in the some diroction, extending mote than a league in length The 
fort stands two miles to the iS. of tho inoimtain, hut Dearer to the 
wosEern t han the eastern end. The Prunch army w^as encamped 
directly opiositn to the eastern end of the mountoiiw at tho difltanca 
of three miles, and at two to the west of the fork Tho camp waa 
in two lines sepELruted by paddy fieicla j a great tank covered the left 
Sauk of both lLiic«v At 300 yards in front of thig tonkr but a little 
on ita left, was anothcTp and farther oi^ likewise on -the left of 
this, another, neither more than £0U yimlH in circujnfrireiic8j jldcI 
both dry ; and tho bank which iiirrounded the foremost tank had 
been eonvarted into a rctiozLcbmOQt, in which were mounted lomo 
pieces of cannon, which commjLndod the plain in front, aad flanksd 
i n its whole length tho cisjdiuiade In frwt of tho eam|i, 
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All iLfl filomttiwa were rctiimed, juitl Ijmg tbeir plunder 
tLoder the foot of the mountam, extejiding along ktowiLrdB thejf, r 
ead Their ecoiits brpught iatelligonco of the approach of Cdknel 
Coote's division, on nfrhkh tJl raountod, nii did the Europe™ cav^ 
in tic Ffonch eajop, and the whole spread in different bodies iicroa 
tba plain to tho of the niountnin. Colonel Coote, with £1)0 of 
the blaok cftVftL^J^ followed by tho two eomiianica of Sepnys, 
advancing a mile in Ikmt of the rest of the cavalry, which com- 
posed the division ho waa iesding ; nnd the Morattoes sent furward 
200 oftheir horse, on which he baltetl, called up the Sepoys, and 
interapei-sed them in plntwna between tho troops of horse. 

The advanced bcidy of the Morattoei] nevcrthelesii pushed on, but 
were stopped by the fire of the Sepoys, before they came to th^ 
u$e of the sword. Noverthelesyi, they recovered after their wheal, 
stood till wiLhin resoh of the Sepoys ngain, then turned again, and 
in tidfl maDocr fell back to thdr main body* which with the French 
fsavalry had gathered^ and were drawn up, extending ia a line to 
the esHt* fi^ora the end of the mouatain ■ the French on the right of 
the Mor&ttoeasL 

Colonel Coote^ whilst lialting for the Sopoys, had sent off a messaa- 
ordering up tlio body of cavalry, wbiob were a mile behind, and 
e^ rst fivo compaoica of Sepoys with two of the field-piccee from the 
ea of the lino of ioCintry* to come on bkewlae ne fast as they co^dd 
ffittreh , the cavalry soon Joined him, but more time wafl requisite 
or t e Sepoye and guns, the line was three miles oK During 
^ , ColoDol Coote, by continual halts, advanced very elowly;

eight 0 clock the detachment of Sepoye. with the guna# came

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^ ftgidiuL the encmyt ^ho fk'ere istill waiting for them ; but when nt tho 1760 
disLiiica of £Ul) yarda. the cavalry opened! fmin the centre, and brrsught 
tbem^lvea round, divided on each wing of the Sepoja^ in the eccond 
line I and the instant the ground wiu clcar^ Uio two Beld-pkcos began 
quick firing oa the enomy'B Hue of cavalry, which were setting off to 
take advantage of the evolution making by the English. The fitdd- 
pioces were, one a twi^vo, tlie other a six-pounder, both of brass; and 
Captain Robert Barker, although ho cornTUHJided tho whole of the 
Coiopany^A artilietyf had come up with* and now ncrs-ed thetnMm- 
aelf t the effect anJiworud the good-will and dexterity the fire wan 
directed amangat the Morattoea i and every ahot was seen to ovchoh 
men and horaee, which stopped thoir caTeor, but not before they 
were within reach of the musketry of tho Sepoys; and some of them 
on tho wings hod even rode in amongst the outward of tho English 
cavalry during their evolution ; hot the cncraasing havock which fell 
amongst them eoon afterp pnt tho whole body to flight, and they 
galloped away to their camp, leaving the French coviilTy alonC} who 
were advancing in regular order on their right, against whom the 
fleld-piecoa were then directed, which they stood for eome time, seem¬ 
ing to expect tho Morattoea would rally - hut seeing them entiroly 
gone off, tiirned and went off themselvog^ but itiH in order, and 
with much composure. 

Colonel Coote advanced with hLi division to the ground they bad 
quitted^ and seeing the plain dear, quite up to the French camp, 
tent orders to his line of infantry to kaJt^ whercssoaver the order abonld 
Eneet them, until ho rotumed to them himself There were some 
gardens and other enclosures half a mile to tho right of the ground 
which the French cavalry had occupied^ whUal drawn up in a lino 
with the Moraltoes extending from the end of the monniain. The 
cndomreB wore good aheltor on neceesity, and thegroand beyond them 
excellent for the djaplaj and action of the whole army, which Colonel 
Gaoio having rocannoitted, ordered his dlvision to file off io the left, 
and to ibrm on thli ground.

Ho aigtiibinl Lbi inteutioa of leading the 
amiy on to a gnooral action, wkieli was received W'ith acclnniatioii^ 
tbiit left no doubt of tbe ardour of the tit>u|fl to engage tbe enemy 
they liad bo long been Beeking. Tha plain di^, hard, and even, ad- 
mittod oftUoir luorchmg on in tlie samo order they were drawn up, 
without filing ofi iu eolunans^ so that they were soon upon tbe 
ground wbero the advanced division weiti halting, when the cavalry 
wheeled from tbe right and left, and formed the third lipo of the 
main battle, and the live companies of Sepoys took tliair place again 
on the right of the fli'st line ; but the two field-piccee, atill attended 
by Captain Barker with ths two detoelied cumpaDies of Sepoys, kept [ 
apart at some distAiice in front, but to the left of tbe first line. 

In thjfi army tho army stood in foil view of the French camp, in 
which no motioiis were perceived; but no firing was hciud 
the fort of Vandivosb, Colonel Coote having waited half an hour 
to sea the effect of liis Appesraiice, rode forward with some uffioere 
to reconnoitre the enemy's camp, who eufTored them to approach near, 
without caononjidiiig or aending out a party of cavalry to iutorrupt 
them. 

The day began to wear, and Colonel Coote, as sooa os be returned 
to the troops, ordered tho whole to file off to tbe right; tbe infantry 
marched in two lines at the samo parallels tJiey bad drawn upj the 
baggage formed a tliinl oolmnn on the right, and tbe cavalry foDowed 
in the rear of all tbe three. They preeeoded towards tho south aide of 
tho rooimtnin. but iiwlining a little to wards the French camp. As soon 
*9 the first files of the infantiy came to tho stony ground wbid) ea- 
lends from the foot of tbu mountain, on whidi tbe enemy's cavalry 
cotiJd not act. tbe whole bolted, and the two lines of iniaatiy facing 
to the tight, present'^d tJicmselvBs again in order of bafilo, opposito to 
the French camp, at the distance of a mile and a half, but out¬ 
stretching it on tlie right; the lioggage falling back at tho same tim*^ 
gave pkioo to the cavalry to rosunie their former stotion as tho third line 
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Tho Monittoes wens under tke mountaiu to protect thdr 17fl0 

owti eamp, and none of them ventured mthifi ropicli of tho two """"v— 
guns^ which dining tho mnroh had kept on the left of tho firat line i 
bot sorao of tho French cavalry caitno out to roconnoitr-e, and were 
driven back by tbeir tire. The army hid ted flome time in tide Eutna- 
tion* in expectation that tho detiance would bring the French out 
of their camp \ but they atill remained ijniet ; wliich obligod 
Colonel Coo to to proaeeuto the real of tho opera tionji ho had me¬ 
ditated. 

The ground for BOmo diKtimco fium tho monntainp H ^ under 
nil otbera in tho Carnatie, obcumberoLi with Btonea and fragroeutfl 
of rock. From thin rugged gitiuud up to tho fort the plain was 
occupied by rice fields. The Engliah army coasting tho mountain 
nntiJ opposite to the fort^ and thon making a converaion of tboir 
lines to tho right, would knmediately bo fonuoirl iu the Etrengeat 
of sitnELtinnE ; their right protected by the fire of tbo fort ^ their 
left by tbo inipaasable ground under tho mountain^ and with the 
certainty of throwing any number of troops, without oppcKsitiou, 
into the fort ; who^ sallying with tJio garrison io tho other sidOp 
might easily diivo the ojieiny from their batteries in Uio pettah ; 
from whenoe tbo wliole of the English army might likewiBC 
adirancD against the French campp with tho choice of attacking 
it eiihor on the dnnk, or in tho rear, where tho main defences, 
which had been prepared in the front of their cuaumpniont^ or 
arose from the usruni dispomtious on this iddej would become en¬ 
tirely uselesa* 

The English army had no sEKiuer begoii their nmitrU along the 
foot of the mountain, than Mr Lolly perceived tho intention, wiiJi 
all the ccnj9e<]uence8 of thU able opamtiDn. The camp immediately 
beat to armSp and soon alter the troopa were aecn issuing to nceapy 
tho ground in front of its Uuct where tho del A of battle bad been 
previonsly marked ouL

infentry^ cavalry, and artillery, was 22o0 Europeans, and 1300 Se- 
poye: 150 Enropokn^ and SOO Sopoj^s continued at the batterla 
agairLAt Yandivash - hut none of the Morattocia, aUliough 3000, left 
the ground and protection of their own camp to assist their dim 
m thifl deriHive hour. 

The right of the French army Issuing into the open plain gav? 
Colonel Coote aU ho intended by the preceding operationB of the d&y^ 
Ho instantly halted his [inca, wdiich had advanced some way aloag 
the foot of the moantaiiu Facing aa soan as they halted, the two 
firut Unofl were in order of battle^ opporita, hut ohliquelyi to the 
enemy. The baggage sent back under the escort of two com¬ 
panies of Sepoys, to a village in the rear* and the cavalry aa befora^ 
took their pbee in the third line. 

The English array oonriated of llJOU Europeans, of whom SO 
were aivahy* 2100 Sepoy1250 black horse, and 26 fidd-pieoea 
In the first fiae were Cooto's regimenb on the right, the Oompany*s 
two hattoliotis in the centre^ Drapet^s on the left ; but all without 
their grenadiera ; apd 1800 Sepoys wero oq^nally divided on the right 
and left of the EuinpeanM in thiai line , in the intervals of which 
were 10 pieooa of etymon, three on ouch Bido of the Company'a bat- 
talions, aad two between Coote^s aud Draper'^ and the Sepoy a. lo 
th» i^oond tine were all the grenadion of the army, 30rt, with a field- 
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piaee ne^t, and boyood 200 Sepoys wii CJicii ot tlieir jlniiks : the ca- ^ 
valry foiDied the third Hue } the 80 Europcaofli ae.^bcfofei iis the 
centre of tho black horse ; the tiro field-piecea with the two c»iD~ 
panics of Sepoys of the nioming stall oontuiued apartf fidvancod as 
before a little oa the left of the first line. 

As the English nmiy wore marching up, and before they 'were 
'wUlitn cniipon aliot, Mr, Lally, putting liimsalf at the bend oftha 
£iiro|ioaii cavnlty on tho tight, set off with them, nnd taking a 
large sweep on the plniii, camB down, intending to fall upon 
the horse of tho Engliaii nnny, which mode their third lino. 
Tho black bonae, who were ninc-tcntls of this body, pretended to 
whed, io order to meet the enemybut purposely confuted them¬ 
selves BO much, that Rome went off immediately, which gave a 
pretext to tlio rest to Ibllow tbem, and tho 80 EuKipenns were left 
tilone, who faced and drew up properly to receive tho cborgei rely¬ 
ing on het ter assistance. As sooa flo the intentioii of Mr, Lnlly was 
understood, the division of Sepoys on the left of the fiml line 
were ordered to fall back in nn angle frem tbo front, ready to taka 
tho enemy's cavalry in dank bjj they wore tipproacliing, but per¬ 
formed tho evolution with so little finiintsi!i, that littio hope was en¬ 
tertained of any execution fiom their fire; but Captain Barker with 
tho two piniH of the separate dctachineut, had wntched, and di¬ 
recting hU own by tho movement of tho enemy, was within point 
hlnnk of them just before they were opposite /md riding In on the flank 
and rear of the horse, where only the Eiiroinifm were ready to oppoae 
them, for all the black wore gout In less than a niinrito the quirfe 
firing of tho two guns brought down ton or fifteen men or horaea, 
which, os uffual, threw the next to them, and they the whole, into 
confusion; and the luMses growing every moment wilder, all turned 
and went off on the fall gallop, leaving Mr. Lally, afl ho sa^rts, 
aiugly aloDCi If eo, ho oould not ha.vo stsjd long where lio was, for 
tho European horse, on aooing the enemy’s cbocE, were advancii^; 
and many of the block, encouraged by the socurity, wore returning, 
and the whole soon sJler sot off after the enemy, whom ihoy pursued 
in a long c’OUrae quite to the rear of thoir camp.

Eqgliijli nrmy hoit^d tfiu mltiutes in Ettt€ntiDii to tlik a.Ltac^ 
dutiiig which the French line cannonadedp but beyond the proper 
di^t&nce even for hall, nnd ^eveiihelcBS o^n fined gr^pOp nnd neither 
with imy effect. The EnglMi did not begin to anffwer until nejtrerp 
and then perceiving their own fire muoli bettor directed, halted ia 
order to preserve this advanl;ngOi aa long aa the enemy peiTnitted it 
to continue, by not ndvandng hrom ttio front of their camp. Mr. 
Laity retiring from the Eogliah cavalrTp and deserted by hia own, 
rejoined hie line of infantry, which ho found snfforingp mxd with 
much impatience, from the Engliah cannonade : hie own impetue^ 
loty coneuTTcd with their eagerEicRs to be to Imuaedlnte deciaion^ 
and he gave the order to advanoo> The Fnglieh line wan not dJrecUj 
oppoeita to the front of the French, hut elanting outwarde fnno 
their left, which required the French tmopa on this side to advanoe: 
much Icsfl than those of their right* who had more ground to wheels 
in order to bring tbo whole line parallel to that of the EuglisL 

Colonel Cooia seeing the enemy coming on gave the finivl orders 
to his own. Kpne but the Europeans of the first and sooond lines 
were to advance any fiirtlier. The Sepoys on the wings of bothp 
and the cavalry in the third were to continue where they were 
leftp and to take no aharo in the batide, until they ehould hereafter 
rGoeivo ordera how to act 

The enemy began the fire of mnsketiy at one oHock, but Colonel 
Coote intended to refrain until nearer; nevertheloss tbo company of 
Cofireesp which was inserted in one of the Company's battalionsi 
gave their fire without the order of their ofiicom, and it was with 
difficulty that the irregularifcy was prevented from extending. 0®* 
lonel Cooto was at this time passing from the right to the left 
to Join his own regituautt and received two or thruq shot in Ids 
eJoaths from the fire of the Coffreea As seen as he arrived at his 
regiment they began, and the fire became general through the whole 
lino. 

doote"! had ocily fired twice, when Lorrain formed in a eolnmn 
twelvB in front; the opeiatiou is simple and was e^tpeditiousL 
Colonel Coote made no cliange' in the dispesitioD of his regiment, 
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bat ordered the whole to presonre their neirt fire; which ^Lotmin I7fl0 
coming on almost at a ran, rficelved at the distance of GO yards m 
their front and on both theii: Hanks; it fell heavy, and brought 
down many, but did not stop the column. la an instant the two 
regiments were mingled at the pnah of bayonet; those of Cootee 
opposite the front of the colnnm were immediately borne down, but 
the rest, far the greatest pari. feU on the fianks, when cveiy man 
fought only for himself, and in a minute the ground was spread 
with dead and wounded, and Lorrain having juflt before Buifered from 
the resaiT-ed fire of Cooled, broke, and nm in disorder to regain the 
camp. Colonel Cbote ordered hia regiment to be nsKtored to order 
before they puimied, and rode himaelf to see the alato of the rest of 

the line. , , ,, 

Aa ho woa passing <ra. a shot (ram one of the gans with llmpers 

rogimenti struck a tumbril in the retTBnebod tank on the loft of 
Lally’^ where the mnrinea were posted, and the explosion [blew op 
80 men, many of whom, with the chevalier Poeto. were kiUed dead, 
and most of the others mortally hnrt. All who were near, and hod es* 
caped the danger, fled in the first impulse of terror out of the ret^ch- 
ment. and ren to gain the camp by the roar of Lally'e, and wore joined 
in the way by the iOO Scpoyi at the tank behind, who. olthougli 
they had Hiifferod nothing, Ukowiae abandoned their post. Colonel 
CoQte on the mcplosioo, sent orders hy his aid de camp Captain Iwsr, 
to Major BrerctOD, to advance with the whole of Draper's regiment, 
and tJee posjH^on of the rotrenehod toiik before the enemy reco¬ 
vered tho oonfnaion which he judged the ciploaion mnat have caused; 
w in this situation they would command, under cover, the flank of 
Lolly's regiment. The ground on which Draper’s Wim standing oppo¬ 
site to Lolly's when the order camei obliged them, in order to prevent 
Lolly's from enfilading, or flanking them es coming down, to file off by

as LaUy ft broke, the enemy's center went off likewise, but in better 
order, nlthougL in hiisU), to regain their onmix Many of Coote’s, 
in tha first fury of -detory, had pursued their antagoniftta of I/>rrftiD 
up to the retrenchment, by which tha fugitives entered the enmp : 
they might hnvo snffered by this raslinaas, if the guard there, an 
well ofl the nearest Sepoys along the lidga, had not taken fright, 
and abandoned their posta on seeing tha rout of Lorrain. It took 
some time to bring the pnnauars back to tlielr colours, when the 
ofiiccre, sending off the wounded, fonued tho rest into their ranks, 
and afterwards only made the appearance of advancing, whilst 
the rest of the battle raninincd in doubt, lest Lorrain with the Sc- 
poya should rally ; to prevent whieti tho four field-piecas on the left 
kept ui> an iiuwftrant fire plunging into the camp. 

As Boon M the otiior wing and the ceotcr of the enemy's cjtoy gave 
uay, their opponente, the Company’s hiittnlion and Draper's reginiont 
got into order, and with Coote’s, who were ready, advanced to the 
pursuit, leaving their artillaiy behind- They entered the enemy's 
taunp without meeting the kamt opposition. India and Isdly’s heui 
passed through it hastily to tho other aide, oltliougb not in rent as 
Lorrain'ft before. Mr. Lully, after the rout of Lorrain, rode away 
to Join his own regiment on the left, hut on the way wiw tho ex¬ 
plosion of the tumbril at the rctroachod tank, the dispersion of the 
niarinffl in this poet, and the flight of tho Sepoys out of tlm tank 
behind. Ho was in this inatant near, and intooded to speak to Mr. 
Buasy. but turned suddenly, and oidcrod the Sepoys fttntioned along 
tho ridge in front of the camp to advance. Noife obeyed and most 
of thom being thoao of Zulpliacarjung w'lio had served with Mr. 
Btifisiy in tho Doenn, he mflUy aiwpcctod trenoliety, and, unahto to 
contronl the impulso of dis'^raction, rode into the ramp to =top; i.l«c 
fugitives of liorrttiiL 
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Tlie vfhoh body of tbs Francli c&vaky, near 300| who wmaU - 
^ EuTopciiiiB, appeared on tho plain in the rear of tb© camp to width 
they haJ refreatml, followed by tho cavalry of the Engliab army, 
wboso encounter they had hitherto avoided by abler evolutions e bo 
that neither of ttioM two bodies had been within sight of the bnint 
between the two infkntriea. The French cavalry cbanced to be UKtr 
enough to see tho tlight of Lorrain through the camp, and^ onimatcMl 
by a sauHO of mitiouol honour^ resolved to protect theiUp i£ oa might be 
expcctodp they should eadoavour W OFKaipe still further by gaining the 
pUdiL III this purpose they united their sq^uadrons, and drew up 
in the rear of tho camp and in fkce of the English cavnlry^ of whom 
the block horsOj awed by their resolution^ dared notj and tho European 
were too few, to cliarge thorn. This uneApeeted suceour probably pre- 
vented the utter disperdon of the French army. There were in the 
rear of the ciunp three field-piecea with their tumbrils of amuiuni- 
tbu'at which the fugilivcH of LomuD, encouraged by the appear¬ 
ance of tbe caiviklry, stopped ^ and yoked Lbom. Theso protections 
restored couhdenoa to Lally^a and the India battalion aa they arrived^ 
likewLBe l^eaten from the held. They set ^ to the tents and un^ 
dangerous storeB near them^ and the whole filed off into the plain 
in much better order than their officera expected Uie three fiold- 
pieccfl kept in the rear of the line of Infimtiryp and behind them 
moved the cavalry. They passed to the weatwardp and when oppo¬ 
site to the pettaifl of Vandivosh were joined by the troopSp who 
had contmued at the hatteries there, wliich they ahundoned leaving 
all the stores and baggage, and reoeived no interraptlon from the 
garrison aa they ware going oft The MorattosSr who wore under 
the meuntoiin when the cunticinado begun, intended not only to 
protect thoiT uwn camp, hut to fall upon the baggage of the 
English army; but when they saw the whole body of Sepoys 
remaining in the rear of the action, were deterred from advancing 
to the village, to whiA the baggage was aeut; and baving their own 
all reiifly inudert on tbeir bullocks, sent off the wbola train to the 
weetwTLTrl soon after tho cannonade commenced j and with the firet 
tiotiGc from therr acouLs of the rout of Ln^rrain, began to go off 
- " ihomsdveB, 
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tUcBiBelvefl. Their rout led them ticroBa the way, along which the 17C<> 
French were retreating ; whom 7U0 of them joined and accompnnied. 
Colonel Coote sent repeated orders to his eavaliy to hartkss and im¬ 
pede the retreat of the French lina They followed them five miles 
□ntilfiveia the aftemoon, bnftha black htnae could not bo broughb 
up within reach of the carbines of the French cataliy, and much 
leas of their field-piccea The brent of the day pmssed intirely between 
the Europeans of both armies, the black truopi of neither had any 
part in ik after the cannonade commenced. The connaandanta of 
the English Sepoys complimenting Colonel Coots oa the victory, 
thanked him for the sight of fuich a battle an they had never seem 

Twenty-four pieces of cannon were taken, 19 in tbo Held and 
ewnp, and five in the battery against Vandiwaah, 11 tumbrils of 
amimiiiition, all the tents, storea, and baggage, that wore not 
burnt. Two Lnndred of the Euroj cans were Mnmted dead in the 
field, and 100 wore taken, of whom 30 died of their wounds be¬ 
fore tho next morning j sut of the killed, and 20 of the priBoncra, 
were officers : wounded continually dropt on the load ; so that 
the immediate diuiinulion of the enemy's fores was computed 
600 mem Of the English army, 63 EuropeanB were killed, 
and iS't wounded, in all 190 j of tliis number, 36 of the killed, 
and 16 of the wounded, belongod to the Company’s liattalioiis, 17 
and 06 to Draper’a. 13 and 30 to Coota's raiment j four of tho Eu¬ 
ropean horee, and two of tlis artillciy, were wounded, but nona 
of ftithsr killed. Of the black troops, J7of the borsB were killed, 
and 33 wounded: in all, 22 and *7 : of the Sepys only 6 and 15. 

The kiUfid, ns well in the Europeau as tho black troops, was. although 
not in the different bodies* one half of the number wounded, a proj^r- 
tion OQ tho whole which rwely happens, excepting as in this action, 
by canncnude. 

Th« 6rat news of tbo vletoiy waa brought to MadniRfl nt flan-rifle 
the next morning by one of the black spies oi tbo English camp. 

At noon came in another, with a note of two lines, written with 
a pencil, by Colonel CcBto on tho field of battle ; other accounts 
followed, and soon after eye-witnreH®. The joy which this soc- 
ocsB diffused throughout' the Bettkment* was almost equal to that of

The dfiy after the battle scarcesuffi^sed for the variety of ordeni 
noeossary to restore the army to its sLreiigth, and to make the disffr 
ritianfl, by which Oolcmel Q>ote, with hie usual activity, reBokeil 
to pmsecuio hie sucoese^ Captain Wood waa ordered to advance 
with hifl garrison from Cevrepauk, and inveat the fort of ji\jrcot j 
Lieutenant Chisholm to sond to Covrepaak tlie aick and invalids 
left by tho army at Conjeveram t Mndrase wiifi requested to send 
to ConjoTcmm the recovered mm of the King^n rcgimcats left 
in Uieir hoq^itnl, together with stores, battering eamvon, ami 
amimmition : this linn waa meant to Bu^tnin the siege of Arcot 
Whatsoever other troG[« coold bo spared from Miidrass were 
to bo sent to VatidiTiiflh, with medicines and coaverdencen for 
the wounded there. Tho baggngb at Ontraiuiilore was ord^d to 
rejoin tl 30 army ; a letter was written to limiB K-hau, edvising bini 
to quit tho province^ with all hhi Morattoes, without delaj^ or that 
m quarter would be given to any of them whoresoover met Or- 
dcTH were issued for iOOO of the black horse to march to the iiouth ; 
21)0 set off immediAtely to plqndor and lay waste the country be¬ 
tween Ailamparvah and Pondicherry ; the next day, whic:!! was 
the 25th, SOO with 20 of the htt^arg^ under the ccmimand of Vos* 
sorot, marched with the Bame Intetit ageinet the districAa botween 
Pondicherry and Gingec, and w^ere to act iji comcftpondcncO with 
the other dotachmonk 

The French army reached Cbktapett tho next day, whore they 
only remained tho day after ^ and then Mr, Lallyp wibhout foin- 
forcing tho garriflOUj fell back with nil the European force, to 
GingoOp sending the Sepoys of Zul£:ihacELrjung, gf wbotu Im had 
still suspiciouSi^ althoogli tin Bnsay wafi taken, to ajdt under the 
coemnandant at Arcek and udv^iHcd the StorattooB to renew their iu- 
cumionji to tha north of tho Falbir. Colonol Cooto, on inteJligimoc 
of Mr. Ihilly H retreat^ and the little care he bad taken of Chitta- 
pfctt, resolved to attack this place before ho marched against jVrc?ok 
The tio^^age fimn OutruTnalure, waiting for sumo stores limii 

Cbitiglapvtt. did nut arrivo until the 2fith. ' lu tho aauio evaningi a 
C detachment 
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tiinr<;h<!Kl firopi Viindiv&Jali, and tbo next morning in- 17^^ 
veatcfl Cbittapettp whaa the cnTiiiiiaiidant !>« Tilly, ^Dfil^^nd to iur* 
reader. On thcs 28lb, the whole a.nny encunipcd writhiiL laiiiioii* 
shotp end the toinoDtandiiiit still persisting in lik reftml, n battery of 
twu eigh teen^pou tiders was erected in the nigbtj against the K, IL. 
angle, and a liovdt^ Wiis planted in tlio pottab^ to enfilfMlo tbfl north 
lino of the tnmparL The fire opened at five the next Tmonikigp 
and tbe breach wns nearly practicable by eleven^ when a fliig of 
tnicB appeared^ and Do Tilly annendered without termH. The 
garnaon consisted of four commiflaioned officera, and 5S privsta Eu- 
r.-.peaiis, with 30U Sopoya. In the hospiUIa were 73 Europeans, 
wounded in the Inte buttla The artilleiy were nine piwEa of can¬ 
non ; tho store of aminimition was cQnaidemble, and amongst tba 
ftTnia were 300 excellant muskets^ which w^ero distributed nmongiat 
the Eogllab Sepoys. The garrison repijrtedj that n party^ with two 
fieU-pificos, werre marchbig from Arcot And Oingee, liaving tnlteii 
tbc round-about roi\d hy Arni and Trinomaloc j on whicli Captain 
Stephen Smith was detachBih with 20b black hoim ^^d two com¬ 
panies of Sepoj'flp to intercept thciiL 

In tljQ mean time, the horse sent to the eouLbw'ord had porTormed 
their initiedQn with great alacrity* luiving burnt St viUngeg, and swept 
away SfHiO bead of cattle^ many of which ivero of those the Mo- 
mttoes hrul lAken on the north of the Pallar, lUid sold to whomso¬ 
ever would buy them^ at Ibur-pcnco a bead. The whole eoUoctiotL 
was driven under diffoTont convoys to Vlmdivflah^ Gflttmgoly, and 
Outramiiloro, and more than restored the number which these 
dbitricta bad lost Besides what they had wold, tliey Lad driven 
away a great multitiide of tho best cattle into tbe valliefi leading 
from Lalliput to Damalcherri, whicli they intended to with 

the rest of their booty, to their own country on tlio other aide the 
hills i hut the mauAces and success of Colonel Coo to rwaed npptt?^ 
hensiona in Innifl Khan, that lie might riiaiija tho Joss of this 
plunder, if ho contimtci.l any longer in the province, lie therefora 
qtiittcd Arcot, ivitli all his ^Morattw^i^ on tho same day that Chitr 
tapott fluiTcndered ; and^ eon tinned liis maruh tlirough tho puss, from 
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17G^) wTqtfi to Mr, Hgot, that he aboulil nt imy time here- , 

nflcr be ready to Triiit on him with hbi troepis, if they could agraa 
tipon the fcanm 

On the 30th^ mtelligoncfl was received fran Captain Wood, tbal 
be had inanibod with bis gartiEOJi of Covropauk to Arooi* and found 
the Sepoys of Zulpbacnrjimg fitrodgly posted In the atreels of tha 
town j ba nevertbelEifia itttoekod them, and after mucb ilrlug drov* 
them from their ^tancb, ‘^vitb cooiddoniblo on ilieir aUey and 
little on liU owTL Tlioy retrtatcHl out of the town, ns the garriioiL in 
the fort did not WMit their ser\ icj& On tho 31 at, the army* which had 
moved by two succesaivo divisions, enemiL]>ed ntMur A mi , where they 
wenj rejoined by tho detnehment sent wuth Captain Stephen Stuklj, 
who hod iolmn the party tbey bad beciii etent nfler, winch was niudi 
lOBB than had lajcn represented, conaLding only of 20 Kura|>eaiiii 
and 50 Sepoj^, escorting two braes field-pieues, which Mr. Lally 
had ordEred fkiiu Arcot, Captoin Hscoith had Ukewke picked up 
three commlasoiit^ who wem tmveliLiig to Pondicherry in iheir 
polhuikcoina 

r^bniiTx, Tlie ne^t duy, which was the firat of Febrynry, Colonel Coots, 
with the firat division of the army, joined Captain Wood in the 
town of Areot> having left the second with Major Moanon,, to attack 
TitUEry, which lies in the mod This fort being very smali,, al¬ 
though well biiilt^ only shells were irreil, which befoiTO the evenhig 
redizcoil the garriBon to sui'tcnder : they wore ono soijeiuit com- 
tnanrling 20 soidicra, and ilO Sciwys, with five pieces of amiioa 
Tlie tiEXt day Major ^toriiiion irndved at Arcot, and all immediatdj 
Bcc. to work in erecting batteries, for wliich Captain Wood had pie- 
imied the matorinlsj and bad nearly fijiished one on the north face of 
tho fort. 

The defeoees of tho fort luiJ been greatly improved ainoe it '^'os

Two batteries were raisefl to tho Eaat ; one, of tlircs cinbnunirefl 
in the front of some houses. steJidiiig at the dUtauce of 3G0 yaida, 
nearly oppoalto to tbo mm part between the gateway and the tower 
in the angle on its right; and was iutonded to breach in thn interv’ai r 
the other hfittery wts on the left of thia, hut I DO yards nearer; it moiinte 
ed only two gun*, of which, one was to diamnatlo the tower in tho 
anglo to the tight of the gateway, and the other tbo angle on the right 
of tho gateway itself. A Iwitteiy of three guna was misod to the 
aouth, nearly opposite the 8. w. angle of the fort, and bora tipon the 
lower in this angle, and Uie two next to tho eastward. This battery 
WBU at the diataaco of iOO yanU, whore a fow honMW gave shelter 
to thognordB, and covered the workineu in the outset of tho ap-

Tliis day^ 200 
cobom^abdie arrived fkrtD Madiiisn, instead of eight-ineb sliclla for 
the bowitZp wbicli was the only piece of bombarding artillery mih 
the army; no powder came with the eheLls i and from the defonoe, 
the fitoek in camp seemed likewise to be esbaunted before the pliu# 
could be opened to aasanlt • and shot grew egtmlly scarce* Four 
liuiulred bullocks ware tberofore sent off to bring a Riipply of both 
from hfadrmes, with two eightean-poundere to replace the two which 
tod been dismounted- In the night bet ween the Gth and the 7tbj 
Hio army b^n their apprciochei^ from both attackH, On tiio Tth, 
two eigtiteen-poimders arrived from Chingkpeti ; but from the want 
of fierviceable buUockR they were flccompiuiied by only Sft nhotp and 
bO bMTala of powder expected with tbem were still Inggiug on the 
read. From the preoediug to the presaDt eveningp only one ouia 
wsB killod, and two wounded Tba approochai ware pushed on ^

the advancing anp, cUngeronsly wound©! Euaign Maemnhon, who 
conducted it, killed one, and woundod ten more of tlio men em¬ 
ployed. Nevertheleas, the sap before the 'momiiig wm very near 
the foot of tho glaos. With the day, which was tire Otl, the bat¬ 
teries^ having received soroo more shot from Chiuglapott, contioued, 
and by nc«n their fire had opened both breaches to si* feet of the 
bottom of the mmpart*, and had dismantled the towers that thinkwl 
them : but still the ditch remained to be filled, and bo lodgement 
way yet mndo in the covarod-woy. Great therefore wan the surprise, 
to sea a flag, followed by a voluntiuy offer of autrendoring the next 
day, if allowEd the honOrn of war; which lus Lwforo, intr>Ued 
that the garrison were not to be made prisoner Colonol Coo to re¬ 
fused; and soon after came another letter, offering w tho ©mdition, 
that Ihey might all retire to Poiulicherry on their pnrolttS not to 
servo agaia Colonel Coota repliod, that he should (dlow the ofRcere 
and men whatsoever belonged to them, and good treatment; but re- 
eerv&l the right of disposing of thdr pfirsons: at the same time, bo 
invited tho commandiuit to supper, who came. The fort wm closely 
siiiTonnded during the night, to prevent any of the garriMn from 
e«aping; and early the next morning, tho grenadiere of the army 
took possession of the gates. The garrison coiuialal of 11 offiowa. 
throe of whom were captains, and S3fi soldicp and artillery-mou, 
in aU 2*7 Europonni, and nearly theaftmo n umber of Sepoys. ^ The ar- 
taiery *‘ere 4 mortara. and 22 pieces of cannon, of which eomo 
wero eiriiteon-pounders : there was likewise a plentiful stock of 
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1700 aiiimTiTiitid»t And nulitaiy ^stores of all kinds. The battories must 
have oeaisod firing; llie noKt dny^ unlil cotivayr^ arrived j the gniTiflon 
had not throo meu^ niid the fort inighL have held nut ten diLfi 
loDgor b&fam the assault by storm could bo rigained.

Colonel Cootcj in odUHidcmtiQn of Mr. BiiBsy'h gedci*iiEitj to the 
Englibh iactary when ho took Vi^sagapabam, bad permitted hiiii to 
repair to Pondicberry from the field of hattlOi^ immeHliELtaly ailor ho 
Was takenr He arrived there thu next day. and rDpresented the defeat as 
far from irretrievable.

They wei'ey besidca 
tho 30d liuropenna in Scringliain, two detneliiiientH lately sent froni 
PondicUeny, witli stores and ammiitiitiiin, who were arrimi, iiud 
ludtingat Utiitora The manogei' uppointed to collect tte rovenaes, 
who wa^ ti coofUielior of Pondicbonyj thoiij'ht that matters womld 
mend, when lie should be roLoforced by tlio detacbmontB iitlTtatoro, 
rtud vootnreil to disobey the ordom. Tlie Kabob and Cupuiiii .Joseph 
■dmith at Ti-itchinopoly resolvod, as the beat means of proventing 
tlie arrii'ttl of tho detachmeatSk to get jkoasessiQii of the fortitied pftguda 
of PitcLoniklij on the fiirtbnr bunk of tlje L;ali[^on. which temdnaUjB 
the only high rood leading from Sammcoraiu and Utatoro into fcho 
Island of ScringhanL The pagoda wna reported to bo garrisotifid only 
by a company of Sopoya, with n ibw Euroj^onoa- Aminlingty Cap¬ 
tain lUclmnl Smith, who was recovered of his wound, crpeBod the 
river on the 2yili of Dcceaibgr, and took the coniiHAnd of the coun¬ 
try trooiis, imd tiiuae from thu garritwa, ivhieli hivd continuod at 
SiinUAvurmn binec the defeat of tha French party, whSeh laid ad¬ 
vanced a few diys before. Early the next immiiiig, Captain Jflaepb 
EmiUi moled with a jjarty firnm the city, and began to cnntioiuwlo 
the pag-xia of Seringliam from across the Caveri in oder to divert 
the French troops from sending a toinfonretnout to Pibclmndah ; for 
tlie attack of wbieh, hk fire upon Seringhatn was to bo the signal. 
The troojis from Samiaveraui were in time on their groimd near 
iVitchaadiih. The two field-pieces which wore to Uat down die 
gate were in the read ; the oxen were cnat off from tliem, and they 
were tu be dragged the rest of the way. which was 5d yards, to a 
choultry within six yards of the gait The twotw were not disco¬ 
vered until they Uod got under the wall, ami wore fixing the simling- 
ladderH ; tbo garrison, more iiumorouii than nuppuaed, fire hotly 
from the ivalla, nod especially on the Hcld-jdoces. Moat of the En- 
ropcans in tho detauliment w'ure furcignota, and no.iD of those employed 
)D bringing on the fleld-piccea Tikcd the scrvloC j and to onwutngo theni, 
Vou JL t Cl CapUin 
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ITSOjCrLpijiiii Smifcb ai^d Iiiautcimnt Horne pulled tI]uio.4rlvefl at tho * 
tlioir eKMople brought morei asgiBUnee : but of iep, wbo were at the- 
gun with Sroitli, two were sbot <i^d, und tliree woondod, before tliisy 
got ihtin Into the cbqulti^", when o few rounda brought down the 
gutewtiy ; m tbia in^rtant Captain SmitFi roceived a bill under hu 
ebouldcr, wliicb totally disabled bim. Lieutenant Homo then took liifi 
place and endeav^onred to kwl the tnen to the assault, but the detach- 
mcnt bad suiTered so aevorely that none would follow bint ; be^ b(?w- 
ever, prevailed on tbem to abides and bring off the wounded, and the 
two guns. Soon aft&r^ a certain accimnt won recei ved of the Hkengtli of 
tfie Freqeh parties at Utatore* which appeared an overamtoh for ihodb* 
piriled trocpii at Samiavemni i nor could Tritetiinopoly spare a relu' 
foicemeut e<iiial to what tba French treope in the ialiind might then 
safely send to net in conjunction with tbooe comLng from Utatore^ the 
urLob detachment at Sainiavemm were tlicrefore recalled, and ar¬ 
rived the uecuiid of Febnnny at Tiitchinopoly, Their retreat re^ 
lieved tlie i lench trcHOpsa in tbe pagoda of Sor ingliain fioni 
great diiitre^ ; for they hatl Uttla arnuitmition and straight* 
eiied Eowards the Caveri by the gairiaon of Tritchiuopoiyi and 
on Ibo other aide of EJm Coltiroon by parties from the eu- 
campment at Siindaveram, they could neitlier venture out to seek, 
nor tha countiy people to bring them in providonB ; so that all their 
aubsiatDiioe* for s&vtind dnya^ had been what they had plimJep&d 
fiiin> tlic btiimiaB in tbe pEigodn, whose housea they pulled down for 
tiru-wood to dress the victuala they found In theim 

The French troops nt Utatoro having waited for seme stores, wtdeb 
were lagging on the road, did not arrive at Soringbain untU iba 
sth ; they weto 140 EuropcaJia, five pieces of cannon, and COO Se- 
poyu ■ and brovjglit "with theni a. csompeteat stock of ammunition and 
apore nuns. A day or two after tlieir arrival. 300 of their Eurtv 
peuM, with 000 ^poya, couimanded by Hmssan Ally, marebed 
against Totculu, which had been taken for the Nabob on the 2(!lb 
<rf Ucouiber. The gwiiiBn left in it were four companiea of 

P®S^i nndiir the conunnTul of two European eerjeonta ; all of 
whom, althuiigh thoiu were guns in the fott, bolmved very ill, 
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fiiLtrondered the place befbte nuy impreBtfioD had bean made on Ho 170^^ 

walls, Fibnuirj. 

At the same that Hn Ldly recalled th* ti™pa fr<]m Sering- 
liam. he likowiBe ordered the fort of Doviootati to t>e ovacuatod ; md 
the garridon^ liaving made sevonkl breaches in tlio widl^ and towers^ 
marched away in the beguming of February, hot left a Dompany of 
Bepoys in the pagoda of Atcliayrntm^ whieh ata-oda five mllea inland 
of Dtivicotahi 

Captain Joseph Smith, on thm mtelligenee, detached two eompa- 
niea of Sepoys, undor the coinmand of eerjisniit SomnicrB^ on whose 
Approstcb the Frenoli Sepoys at Atoliaveram were rein farcied hy ann- 
tl^r cNimpany from the pagoda of Chikniljarum* with which they 
iiouuhed and met Sommers's dataohpicnt on the plairip who 
routed them eompletoly, taking five stand of their colomiip with four 
Cif thdt oliicora, and, beside the Sepoys who wore killed, tnaiiy were 
drowned in the hntry of crossing the ColcrooiL ImmedliLtely after 
this enoounter, Sommers proceeded, took po^aaiori of Dtivkotah, 
and began to repair the hroacho& 

The news of the victoiy at Vajidivaah raanhed Trit43hiiif>poly un 
the 30tL of January, and deared at oiieo the cloud of despondency 
whieb Iwl overwlnilmed the Nabob ever soncs be left ModmM to 
proceed thither. He pitched liifl teat, dkplayed hia great standard, 
and declare hi 5 intontion of retuming into the OanmElc ; but 
wnited until the French troops should be removed from Soring- 
ham ; and hia wish wiia soon gratified * for Mn LfliUjj on bin 
anivid at Poudicheiryp dettpatohed a Bocaud order, odder the se- 
voreafe ponalties of disobedienco, for aU the troopii between Vnl. 
eoednh Tritchinopoly to join his army without dohty, Tlioy 
hoped to conceal iheir retreat &&111 the garnson of Tritcliino- 
poljj and made the preparations with all saenjiy ; bnt aome of 
the Mainbars employed by them wore natives of this part of ihfr 
onuotry, whop ialjcitoti!i to secoM pardon, if *BOt fuTonri with 
the ebango of government, gavo immediid;o and eaxjjrfcaTit intolH- 
gcnco to Captain Joseph SmUhr who mada rfmdy lo taka ■^uch advon- 
Log^jai as nsdally necuri when tiwip^^ retiirating arc purwird, Tlifr 
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1760 wliob body of t-liG Frenub trchopa woto 450 Emi5pfim& and Coffrew,. 
jMid 12m Sepoys ; ofwhioli 150 , with tkfl comniiasary, were in ths 
pAgoda of Jumbakwiniin The nstreai was appointed at niHO nt nigbt, 
on the Gtb of February ; of ’wbiob proviotm intelligoneo wiui broagbt 
to Ceiptaiii Smith ; and almoet the wbola gaiTiMjn of Tritcbinoplj 
were on tlio bank of tho CnTeri, opposite to the pagoda of 
riughain, ready to inovo aa isoon as tho oaemy. The notice were 
piinctun.1 t tihe first division of the Englkb troops entered the 
south gate of the pagoda as the last of the French wens going out of 
the opposite : the rest of the English troopa mjLrchefd rouml the jja- 
godii to the west. When all wtre united on tbo north sitlop they 
advanced to the hank of the ColeroGD, and, when nearly opposite tj 
Pitckftndiih, heard the soumdt and thought they saw tlia motion of a 
line of men nuiTching anrofla thorn to paaa the river, CapL R. Smith, 
who led the troops of the gandaon, formed in order to iKSoeivc or at¬ 
tack the Btnmgers j but Captain Jo«aeph coming up bid him pot Sie, 
hecatise he ha»l ordored tbo troopa of the poly gar Tondtmaiip which 
liad for some time attended tho garrisDn. to advance between the pa" 
godiks of Soringbam and -furabakissnap and what troops they now do- 
acried might as probably bo tbam, as a part of Htlie enemy; who they 
r^ly were, being those moving from Jnmhoklssna to join their mma 
body I they were ftooa after ascertained by a hhick Rer\mi t of R- 
Smi th a, who bad straggled into thiiir line, and talking, was an^ 
swered in Freoch. On wliich tho HEiglisb troops iminodiately pro¬ 
ceeded, und began to enter tho bod of tbo Coleroon^ as the enemy 
ware leaving tho farther baiik, who in their hurry (lung away flfij 
humls of gunpowder, which were recovered; and they destroyed 
a Itunbril of gun^atninunitiQn at Pitohandaln But their lino neV^ 
■topped until they got to Utatore. The Nabob's horau followed 
hanging in their rfeir, and contmoally picked up a deserter or a pri¬ 
soner, in all 30 EnropoartB, or samething belonging to their C!<iu^ 
pBgca and stonofi;-but iho infantry, black and winter Imlted fit Samb 
avnmro until tho horao retumed, which waa the nett day \ when * 
dataelunent of lOOO Sepoys, and 50 European$, with two guns and « 
«khorUp aiiil part of tho Nahob'M honw, luaiclie^l umlcr the *^0^" 
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mand of Liouten^ut Home, ngniiiat Totcum ood C^italnm : •‘t ^ho 
wvme timo, idl tho other troops returned from S&miaverRiii to Tnt* 
chicopoly} and, besides what had beso in tlie road, brought 

in two ojciidlent iS-poimdorB, which the enemy had left in the pa* 
Boda of SBfingliimi. The Nabob, aolioitous to make his aaw ap- 
poaranco in tbo Carnatic with oa mueh figure as possible, raque^.Ml 
Joseph Smith to go and nflk StM hor« of the king of Taajoro The 
king was Ul, and with difliciJly admitted the Twit. but promu^ud 
overr thiJig, and referred the adjustment to his Dubbeer* at inmjatflr, 
which amemSBt the Indians, is equivalent to the Duim of the Ma- 
homedan prineea The Dubbeer. notwitliatandlug the late 
nf the English arms, insisted, that tlio Nabob sliould furmsh the 
puy nud cTtpences, wfiicli ho knew would not bo cotniilied wilb j And 
Captain Smith returned, os be had expected, without obtainrag a 
Binaln horaeman. lu the moan time. Hassnti Ally had abandoned 
Totnum, on the appearance of Lieutenant Home’s detachment, but 
went away with tbe gairison, which were 40<» Sepoys, to reinforce 
Cortalum. Lieutenant Homo foUowod him ; and hero the enemy 
made a etand for three days, untU n battery wua niiaed, when they 
dl wont off in the night. leaving a gim and snnm ammunition lu 
tho f^irt SotDe Sepqjrs were pmt^d in both, and tbo tohL ^rtlte d^ 
iacbment relumed to the city; where tbe Nabob wbh making, with 
ooenstomed tediousnoas, the prepemtions for his deparlutie. 

Tho ravngca which had b«m committed by the English cavalry, 
in the districts aroimd Pondicher^, brought forth a part of tho 
Frencl. troops from Valdoorj hut not before the cavalry were gone 
off with their plunder. The French dotachaient seeing nothing to 
oppose them, advanced within 20 miles of Canu^ly; whidi. on 
inteUigence of their approach, the Presidency remforoed witli 40 
Europeans, Captain Prestou lisd already been sent fo 
there' and on tbe Otli of Februaiy Oolonel Loote had detached 
5(H) black horac, and SO hussars, from tho sidfea of Areot. with 
oidcm, if Preatmi should think proper, to load them aeainst the 
caemy’a detachment, who, gaining intelligenre of their march bo- 
fore they had reached Carnogoly. Totreatod fast j and on the 8th, 27 
hu3sa« with their boni^ dewrled and oame to Vandivash. whore

only ineajia. of bringing Mr, Lnjly to reaaoiL He imiModiaieJy re¬ 
presented the depoatioud of the witnesses to Mr. I>e Ley lit and the 
tkiuncil, who* having no money in the pnblk treasury, proposed ex¬ 
pedients^ whieh Ur. Lally did not approvEL AU the eiTuntry in the 
rear of Vandivnsh and Chittap^tt* qidia up to Pondicherry, had 
hwi kt for five yeara to two of the European inhabitants of the co¬ 
lony* at the rout of l,-i50_s000 rupees a year t they were applied to 
in this eidgeney, and answered, that they had no money, hmng 
been disappointed of much they expected by the loss of Vandivaali 
and Chittapett ; on which the MalabATp to wLotu Mr. LaUy had 
rented the distrietB round Aroot, whilst they remained under liis au¬ 
thority, offered to advance 50,000 riipeea in ten days, and 80^000 ia 
twenty more, if what refnalncd of the districtfl let to the two Eu¬ 
ropeans wero leased out to him, with the addition of all the coun¬ 
try to the south of Pondicheny, ftshu-a;! Chiliamhrkrura and the 
bfhnks of thfl Golerooq, His proposal was accepted; but the pre- 
nent aw^tance ho supplied could pot serve long, and the faturo de¬ 
pended on tlu5 protection ot‘ the countrios i th^ wore fiumed 
him at 1,750,000 rupeco a yem^ 

This urangoineut wiks not approvisd by the council, because they 
doubted of the credit and inte^ty of the MakbELm; and. 'perhaps, 
litcsiuse it was a supercessiDn of thoir own autliijrity in the atlmiid* 
stratLan of the revciaucs.

The Engtish army, after tbe reduction of Ancotp encamped witli- 
Out the tow'n, towards Valoro, The KeUidar Mortii?any trembled 
forbid fort; and UaTiug been very complacent to the EngUah, ^ce 
the French hud been repulsed from before Bladraas, he now in treat¬ 
ed the Presidency to s|jare tlio attejcfc and sent a puesaut of aUpOOtl 
rupees to Colonel Cooto; who cofufiied it, signifying that; he wna 
not ompoweredp either by Lho Nabob or the Proaideacy of Itadniaa, 
to levy tnhates. The Kellidar repliedp that it was intended as a 
homage to himself, a great conmiiiJidor, ikccording to tlie cuutam of 
the country; on which tlm money wna acceptedp and appiYipriatwi 
to tho general stock of prke-money for the army* 

The army bad not rcatored its eqnipmenta sufficiently to move 
from the iioighbourhood of Arcot nntil the 2hth of Febniaiyp und 
even then left beliind two aighteen-pounderB and n ten-inch howitz, 
which ware not rep!Liro«l They balteil this day at TiinE?ry, niid 
500 ScfpoySp witli UK) black honte, wore diapatcUed with Coptnm 
Stephen Smith agnlnBb Trjniemaly+ Tim nex'ff ilay tho Bnuy eii- 
C 4 unped unJor Ami The KelLidar of this fnrl^ which w consi- 
dcrnhle, and a fief lielonging In tlie^kingof Tnnjore, had conducted 
bimsH^lf with ao much hcHfpitaiity to both sidea. that neither the 
French nor tho Nabob" ooniidered him' as on enemy On tho 23d

Stephen Smith, that he had got fMjssseeRion of the petfAh of Tri- 
ftfarmiuT. ^ ^Yie troops m the fort seemed imolved to hold 

out The pettah could not bo maintained without the fort; and the 
poHsea^oa of tiio fort w&a at tlus joncrtiiifB of much consequents, as its 
detachments might ham/s and rntermpt convoys of pioviBions 
comiiig from the country in the rear of the armjj when ndvimced 
to the aouthwimi Colonel Coote therefore reinforeed Stephen Smilh 
with two twslvS'pounders, nnd 50 Europeans, who were French 
dcsertera lately incorporated into a company under the corninand 
of oneofthoir own seijcauta; they wore aUled the French Yolun* 
teerSj and were intended to he employed on ha^rdous services j but 
fhijii did not prove one * foTj altliongh the guua could not hreacli, 
the g&rnaon ofiered on tho 23th to give up the fort^ if they wens 
ponnitted to umreh out free whither they pleased, with tiieir axmfl 
and baggage j their teirdB were accepted ; they were £50 Sepoys, 
and left abt pieces of cannon, and a considerabl e quanijty of ainmu* 
nitioD, in tlie fort Of the English detachment, one of the volun- 
teem find a Lascar were killed, and a Sepoy wounded^, dajing the

On the £Sdp ReaT-Admiral Cornis^h arrived at Madrass, with 
ships of the line. They were the ^uudron which hod sailed under 
Lis command from England, and met Mr, Pococke* with bi^i ship^ 
off PcmdicheiTy in October, whom they accompanied to Telliclieny ■ 
from whence they sailed again for the eoaet of Coramandd on the 
lath of December, whilst Mr. Fococko, with hb own, was proceed¬ 
ing to Bombay, Contrary winds and currents had retarded ibeir pa*- 
OHges &om one cooat to the other The ernwa had received very 
httlo refreshment from Lmd ever aiuce they left England about tha 
timo in the preceding year, and many were down with the scurvy^ 

Tho army marchcfi from Cliittapctt on the 26 tb, striking across 
the conn try to the s, e. On the £&tii in the forenoon they arrived 
and halted at Tondivanum, u town of much resort, it which moat, 
the high rti&dii leading hum Chitiapett, Vandivash, Outramalore, 
and CaTin^l^-, towardii Pondidierry. from which place it is 
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milcB difitant to tie N. K. In the otioi* dtreotioa of tlie country, 
it Htnnds QBfirly midwpy betwcoo Olngeo nod Alnnipirvnh on tbe 
sea-aboro ; anti on its left, five milt^ toinirds AJmopnrv'ftb, in u forti¬ 
fied rock, called PeitnacoLL The wars between the two nations 
having never before bronglit any decLaicni before this place, it had 
hitherto remained ueglocled iiy both : But aa soon an tlio French 
army fell bock towards Pondicherry, Farmncoil became of iinpor- 
lance to the protection of ihe mtermoiluite districla } and ilr. tnlly, 
immodintoly after the defeat of Vandivash, had prevwied cm the 
Kclkdar to admit a party, with some cnmioa, into hia fort ; bnt the 
eaay reduotion of Chittnpott and Areot made the Kelkdor repent of 
his hasty compliance ; and. ns soon as the Englinh army were return¬ 
ing from Arcot to tho southward, bo wrote to Colonel Coo to, pra- 
ieuding, that the French party had got into his fort by suTprbe, ad¬ 
vised him to attack it, and promiaed all the assistonoe in hie power ; 
and Colonel Coota resolved to try the sraoerity of hia profoHaionja. 

In this intention, he set off before the army in the l^t ranxch to 
Tondivanum, with most of tho cavalry and two conipanics of Sepoys, 
and arriving there bofora day-bienk went ou to raconnoitre Por- 
maooih Besides the fortified rock, lie ;otheTa of leas height before 
and behind it; the diroctioa in length of tho whole plot is IBUO 
yiuiJjij and extends from tho If, e. to tho b. W. ; end of tho rooks 
lay ncELrest to Tondivninim ; hut Colonel Coote, having no gmdo, fol¬ 
lowed the best ground, which brought him to the north-enat end, 
opposite to the oortheTn feco of tho pettoh, which lies under the 
western side of tho rock of Fermacoil, and extends beyond it under 
part of tho other tocka to the north. When near, tho troojja were 
fired upa by ctumon from the nenmt tower on tho nick, and by 
field-pieces and rauskotiy from the walls of tho petlah below. Soon 
after came a man, commiasiooed by the Kollidar. who informed 
lonel Coote. that tho French in the fort were 50 Europoans, 30 Cof- 
freea, and 50 Sepoys ■, that they had got soroo j^s up the rock ; hut 
that fow large pieces of cannon, which arrlvcnl the day before, were 
still remaming in tho pettah below -, and offoiod to conduct them to 
the Gate i for, althoug^i the pcttali was under the roaiii rocki* the

wlikJi migbt a Word c^helter io the apfjroaob. Colonel tkwjte 
imiiicdintely foliowtid tbo guide with the Sepaj% oitiiu-ing tlju lioi^

Thfi ruck on which tho fort of Fexmacoil itonda does not extend, 
even at its biiae, mom than 500 j-nrds in length. In bnmdih, it is attlit 
northern end about 1^00 ^■'ajcds, at the sptitlieru not more than 2CK) r ibi 
height U Hkewfaa varioua, being at the narrow end 300 peipcndiisiiliir 
feat, ojkI diimniehijig by alopca and dodivitiefi to 200 at tho other. Of 
these difforoneca In the beighk thore h one more particularly nmrkcd, 
which croascfl in a natural of two re-antering angina, about 

the niiddlc of the moantainj^ and aII the ground to the eastward 
bobiml this ridge is 30 feet higher tbim the other part Ijofore it to 
the westward. This BRStern inirt ia the upper, and the only real 
fort : being Lndosed ami fortl&od with high fltono wall.s and towers 
strongly hnilL Tlie other LncJmorc, although called the Iow£ir fort, 
m only Burrounded with a wall of loo^ atones, and was principally 
intended for the iinmediatfl refuge of the cattle and inliELbitfljitfi on 
sudden alarm. The rock falla every where ao Htcopj, that th$ area of 
the fortified stirfac© above m equal to half the base baJow, The ad¬ 
jacent tticks befbro and behind are not high onnngh to cany any 
dotiimeiit to its fortificatiDiiSL 

C^olonel Cooto with the Sepioj^, led by the guides took jioat behind 
soHiD rocks opt«Mite to the gateway in the north Jaeo of the pettoJi, 
which Htonda nearly in the middio of the mng>art. Two largo {.ieiK 
of cannon, mounted on hoId-cnnifigeB, were standing at the eutmnee 
of the gateway* which was in the loft side of its projec^tion ; and some 
Onftref:!^ and EnropcanB, with two fielil-piecos^ woro on tbo tower 
just behind to protect them. Thk gnm-d, knowing that the cavalry 
ill til© rear could not act on the groand where the Sepoys were, 
vuntnroil to ully. D'doiiel Coote orderod Ensign Carty to meet thopi^ 
with riiie of the eoiiipamoa of Sepoys ; which turned out with great 
ohtawityp gave their hroj ami advanced to the bayonet. The Fnanct 
yearly, alArtled by Lhoir rosolutien, ran back, and were followed fl4> 
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cioso by Carty's and they by Colcinel Cogte Vfitb tile 17tS# 

other^ tliAt tlia fugitivea made no stiind at tbo gateway, hut eon- 
tinaud tlioir fliglit^ atLU pui^iiedp tlimogU tha pettalip the foot of 
the rock fUt the &Lrtlier end, wbaro stepM were cut winding nji to the 
upper fort, by wlileh they escaped into it; but Colonel O'Kennedy, 
thq commander, wbo was at tba atep9, and lame with old wounds^ 
biuij very nefarly been takeuK Here woi*© lying two twenty-fonr 
pounders^ of wbidi the garriaon had burnt the carriages iMMsatisc 
there waa no path to draw* and no menna to raise theui, into the 
foi'tfc As soon as the pettali waa cleared of tho enemy's guards, Oo- 
lonol Coote poatcKl the Sepoys in the hast shelter the lioiiaea alforded 
agninet the fire of the cannon in the upper Ibrt, and the mneko^ 
try froTu the lower, which rfioommenced immediately, and esunti- 
nued through the day. The horse were distribniod, eome under the 
walla of the pettah, ready to dismount and assist, if any descent 
should be made ■ and the rest in difthrent guEirds round the hills. In 
the evening came up six compamca of Sepoys, with the Frondi Vo^ 
lunteera, and an eight-inch howitz^ from IVndiTnnuni: the enemy 
continued their fire through the night, and flmall parties came down 
tJbo aide of the rocka, who threw grenades, and fired niusketirj% by 
which a Sepoy was killed, and cLino, with tlireo Eumpcaiiiw wound¬ 
ed bflfore the idomiiig 5 no loss harl been austitined in the day. •All 
the return wa^s from the ho wits, which did no danmgu in either of 
tho forU. 

Be faro momiiig pioncera and tools arrived, and sufficient cover 
for the wholo was formed with earth thrown np and hotiscs broken 
down I daring which some wore employed in rahimg and fixing thn 
two pieces cif camnDD, one after the other, to transporting carnages^ 
in order to cStrry them offl which waa not eatecuted without difli- 
cuUy and tirao \ daring which, the enemy fired down gramdea and 
musketryj but did no uiischlcf 

In the aftomoon Colonel Coote summoned OJCtmnedy. who sent 
down one of Ilia men to receive the letter, and aiuiwered it with a 
temperate ncgntive; cm which Colonel Cooto reaaJvcd to •urjirme 
the lower fort. Two guidM belon ging to the Kcllidur offered io 
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17G0 shew the paLli leadiDg up the north side of the hill, which bettig ei- 
tremely mggcd and wnti not likely to he Bunpected ; tli^ 

proceodad with two compaleB of Bepoys at eight at night i at the 
mmo time a platoon of Coote’s gnanadioi^ with another company of 
SopoyB, went ujj the Hteps leading from the pettah to the bank of the 
upper fbrit which made a falao attack to divert the enemy freni khe 
realp which were forty minutes in gaining the fiummitM when the 
foremost got over the w'all bcfoi^s they were discoverotL Tlits 
enemy*a guards cdil8Lb':ch 1 cluefiy of Bepoys, and oU of them asionisL- 
ed by tho first tiro ran away from their diticront Btatign»p and re-^ 
gained the upper fort, whuro Colonel O’Keivnedyi ignoiimt ul tin; 
nmabors which had got into the lower, and perplexed by the fiUso 
nttackt would not rifi4]iie a ^liy which might havo recovered the 
less ; hut kopt up a hat fire upon them by guess from the defimesd 
along the rldga which sef^eratee the upper from tho lowor fort; bat 
with no efiect> for tho choultrieB and rocks rih~ing every vvliero af¬ 
forded shelten TIte guides^ iia soon os the party won esbabikhed, 
cams down with inforuintlon of their sucecss to Colonel Coote^ who 
wtui waiting at tho foot of tlie path^ with the ]>ionoer company, and 
tho V^oluntecn; of Frnneo, provided wiLh ladders, gahions^ and 
cines^ and ixmnediiLtely proceeded with them up tho hill ; wlLore is 
soon as thoj Lad joined the party above, tho wholo proceeded acrofis 
the Inwer fort^ to cacalude the fortitioatJonB along tho ridge, nut- 
withntiinding tho ganiaon was pre|jai*ed. to reoeiva them. The lidga 
might bo ascendod without clambering. The grenadiers carried the 
ladders ^ the rest followed, reEMiy to mount, and in the mean time 
fired Up against the parapet j frtnto whitfii the fire instantly betuuiift 
czoosslvely hot. The ladders that were first applied proved too 
ehortit was supposod they would answer bettor in other pojta, to 
which they were removed, and tried with as littk sacoesA Never- 
theleas tho oonteat continued half an hour j and the Sopoys behaved 
with oa much eagerness &s tlie Eurapea-ns; but many dropping or 
dlaablodp. Colonel Cooto -Drodered the assault to caase. He received a 
wound in the knee j. hia aid-de-camp. Captain Admaa, was abet 
tiutmgh the hip ■ a aegcant of the pioneers, one of the Frencli Vo- 
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tnuteers, nad seven SepojBy were killed.; 16 EuropoftOfl and 25 Se¬ 
poys were wn imfl ed : ill the f&lse uttoick on tlie upper for^ two 
Bepo^'s well? woiindciilp aucI Enwj^tk Slnkeney wjyi killed. Tlie Dext 
dfty, which was the 3d nf the month, tba fins of the fort dimi- 
Dishisil (soiiaiderably, as it was anpposed, aod rightly, Cmm a^aroity 
uf Mnmuiiition. At noon, a letter came from Colonol O'KcmiOfly 
reqiieoLLng a tsasaation of 21- hours, to obtain Mr. Lully s ordera con- 
cerning the .Himtsnder ; thia was reftiaod, nnd soon after be sont ano¬ 
ther letter requesting the bonoms of war, which were likowTse de¬ 
nied. Several Eiiropeons nnd Sepoya were killed ajid wounded 
tlirough the day and night. Before noon of the nest day, which 
was the fifth of tlie attack, a hrasa Bis-ponnder was got up the 
Witli much difficulty by Captain Borkar. There were two choultries 
in the lower fort, standing IW) yards from the ridgo and ram¬ 
part, which divide it from the upper! one of these choultries was 
near the woll which runs along tho edge of the rock on tha eddo 
over the pettah'; and in this choultry the fiold-picce was planted j 
the other was n few ynxda on the left, which shelterc<l those 
whom it was not ncccBaary to esposa. The defencOB in the up¬ 
per fort imiacdiately oppoaito to the choultriea lay in a Urge re-cti- 
Icring angle, at tho two estrcinttiiis of which was a round tower, 
one on the edge of the rock overlooking the pettah, tlm other about 
the middle of the ridge, which from hed« falls back in another sig- 
zag out of sight of the ehoultriaa The gate leading into the upper fort 
wnfl on the left of the tower in the raiddla of the ridgn The field- 
piece inaunged hy Captain Barker battered, firing iipwatxU out of the 
cbonltry, against the gate and the parapet of the tower, Iwth which 
were ruined before night; hut the garrison h«d heaped earth at tho 
hock of the gate, which continual to stop the entranco. Many of 
those expt^ed in this sarvico suffered, Kew Bcaiing-Indders had been 
previded ; and tlie neit morning, as the troops wmo preparing to ad¬ 
vance with them, the garrison Iteat the chamade, and surrendered 
ttt discretion. Tliny were fifteen European gutinow, chomn men, 
32 Cnffrees, and lf}0 Sepoys; only one of each hnd been kilM. 

Tlierc were in tha fort 20 pid«a of cannon, but not animnnitka 
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I7fi0 cither for LLeai or the musketry sulfideut to Iiiivc stood the ns^ult, ^ 
nor had the gnrrlcjou two diiy* proddon left. Thu totid lo« aod ca- 
maltics of the Fngliah^ tkrou^di tbo attock^ were four European 
kllie<d and 15 wounded* of the Sepoys WandT^i these troops hiid 
never heliaved so well } of their killed, dug was the Su1)&dlmrp cqui- 
Taleut to the Captain of a company^ and two were JemidEiri^ the 
next mnk of officcra. The ^Ibuitiy of Bulwimsip^, Tvho wtis the 
aeoior of the whole body in camp* was rewai'ded with h. gold medal 
ITie Kedidor, for his sej:\T!ciia^ was continued in tlje fort* In which 
were left a company of Sepoys, with 13 EuTOpcaiiR and a lieulenaiit 
A luge detachment of the French army had advanced aa fat an Unr 
Hour* within seven miles of Femuicoil, and were in motiun to thri>w 
in a ODnaidemblo reinforcemoat of men aud stores, at the vory huujr 
they hennl of the arrival of the Englinli army at Tondlvanum, on 
wbich they lotrmted towards Pondkheiry. 

On the 7th, Colonel Cdoto went from the camp at Tonilirauiua* 
with the cavaliy^ blm^k as well an Europeans, snd mx companies ot 
Sepoys, to discoYar near the bounds of Pondicheny- The distone^ 
to the bound-hedge was 20 miles; and thg Sepoys, after imiTching 
10* wanted root, and were left In tho Tillage of Trichimungalumi 

The French troopa which had hecji detached to the relief of Per- 
nmooil* bad, on their retreatp encamped four mllefl to the west of 
the town, and three from the baund-hedgu. A laigo collection of 
aand-hillflj of which fcho whole together is cniled the red-liilH 
about half a mile from the s#s-shore, and n mile and half to tho north 
of the town: they extend foiir iDllBa to the west ware!, and the lost hill 
where they ceaae on thljj side* in coIEod Perimbd : acroea from notCb 
to iotith they extend two mil^, and have jiaa^blo thiJos hetwceo ; 
tiireetly opposite to the side of Perimbd, atancls the Fort of VillcnoTS^ 
a strong out-poit, EaUiated near the north bank of the river of Araia* 
oopang, which falls into the eea about 500 yards from the wall of Pen- 
dichenyi and in its r^uree from Vi Ilea ora forms a curv'e to the seulh-. 
The Red-lull, on tbo other side the pliLiD* recodae to ilio N. e. frcpi 
Perifnbdtoita end iowanis the mtL. So that the mterTal between 
VafenoTu niid Perimbv hi thij narrowest |Mirt of the plniii liLweeu 
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tlio riv4ir and the liod-kiD, being tici-n ucareely more than a mile, 17GG 
whpresia fai-tber hfn’k it is tb™. The pMn a* far afi the bound- 
hedge was occupied by coimtiy buiMes, enclosures, nvanucsj and 
arabk groimd. The market of the French troops wns in the Tillage 
imder Villenoino. TenapOrary burracks kr the Eufopean camliy had 
been raifwJ on the hill of Periuihd. Their foot and iirtilleiy were 
diapcrBcd in tJie houses and encdrj^urefi whiph occupied the space be¬ 
tween- 

Colonel Cooto proceeded with the carnJry from Tridiiiuiingaluni^ 
not in the high road which pn4^etli by Valdoro, biit ataoss the conn- 
tiy to the left, and came Ln about tine middle of the Bed-Lilh and 
passing through its dales appeared on the outward ridge between 
rimbd and the bgund-hcdgo, TIjc enemy had gained QO*ice of liiB 
appruacb^ but not of the force whidi aocotnphanied him j and^ im«- 
giniug thixt it oonsktod of loot aa well aa horsfl, Bogpouyted Jikewisg that 
the main btxly of Ijoth might be naancliing to gat between tbeiu and 
the bound-hedge, end impede their retreat into the liiuila. In tbia 
persunaion, all their infantry got into tuiircb with much hurry and 
confiiEion^ to gain the aveuue ncATO^t tbo Itod-hili which* oa weD 
as tiuotber on ita rigliti leads to tho bound-hedge ± they moved with 
all their fiald-piccos in frunt» to oppofie the supposed danger, which 
if real would have been tbo greatest: but the European honio, which 
Were 350 in throe equadrona, remained on the hill of Perimbd to ob- 
aorvo and protect their rear. Colonel Coote auBpocted the error which 
occasioned the disorder he obserred in the infantry^ and as fast as 
his troopA came up orlcred the European horse, which were 
only 80, with three wpiadranj of tho blacks, to adTunoe, and keep 
tlie enemy'a eaviilry in chtsek, whilst he hiiriBclf, wdth the riiatn 
body, orottsed ovor to tbe avenue, m which the last of their infantry 
were* entering ; in wIiimc rear he bung, having thus sejisimtod them 
from their cn-vaby, who, Beeing their dang^sr* *rctre*tod before tho 
divLiioii advancing against them, to gaan the ^>ther side of the 
Due on the right of tlieir infiinl iy, wheae tknka were ■Iroady pre- 
tectid from the cavalry^ with Colonel Coote by the ditch on each 
side. Colonel Coote foMowitig the inDintry, ofloo lulrenc^od within 
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formod tLe rcmr-gaarJ^ rusarved it witli much diEHjipliueL At leiigth, 
***^^* however, the furiiincitflt tn>op of hot^, lad by Aaaiif beg^ a Jeudilar 
of grea-t fipLrit^ broke in oiron a platoon^ and cut down Boven of them [ 
but the uaxt troop drew up tbeir bridles, and ware nfhud to folloi^ 
tho impreasionp which otborwiao prommod to break the whole co- 
luimi, which tecovered, and coDthmed ltd way au before, uiitil thej 
had passed the bound-hedgOp under the redcmbt of Valdorep whS^^h 
terminates the avenue along which they were marching, when tbe 
fire of tho redoubb was lofb frae^ and Colonel Coobo stopped tho 
pur^uiL In the meiLn while, the other division under the eom^ 
maud yf Qipf:4iin De Bukoj had crossed over to the village ofYll* 
kTioTflp and routed the markothpeople tlioro without resistance^ and 
the black horse with hiiu, joined by more frana the maiii bodj^ 
collected all worth the whiJo they could cany o^ and drove before 
tbera all the cattle. The whole assembled again on the hill of Pe- 
rixnbdp where they set fire to tho barracks^ and the coniage of an 
elghteen-poundcr, for wont of proper bullocks to draw it otf- lu 
the eftemoon, the whole returned to Trite biiii u iijm] nm^, id tending 
to rest the night there ^ but a corporal of the drEkgoons de^rtiiig^ 
they removed five miles further bock to Mauoor ; from hence Co* 
lonel Coole sent orders to Major Monsodp to marcli the army from 
Tendivonum against AlomparvsJi, 

The next day ho moved himself to Taliaveniin, which is five mUffl 
from Mauoor to the N. E. on the road towards FemiMioU i but ftw 
of the blaek horse accompanied him j they were aU dispersed to se¬ 
cure or sell the plunder they hod got tlie day before. They, how¬ 
ever, esLEde hock on the 0th, and he proceeded with them from T^diiir 
vennn again to the bound-hedge of Pondleherty* and ohserveil very 
amTly, without annoyance. On his retnirip he went to Conymere 
where ho met Mr. Bvsay by appointmeut, who had been reimlled on 
hui parole to Modrass, in order to bo seat to Plurop^ in compile® 
\yiih the earnest importunity of the ^N^ahob, who regarded him 
M fraught with more dangerous rosourees than all his other ene- 
inic^t. nod j^dil that if he Ijcfamo free, and commanded, he would 
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protract the war ten yeara. On the 10 th Colond Gaotc eatne to * 
' AJninpni^Tili, wbieli the army had investefl tho day before; but the “ 
TTOund he had received at PerinacDil wae ao niiich oxAspemted hy 
his late fittigua, that he could not any longer stir without danger, 
ho thereforo ordered Colonel Moason to cany on the si^ of Alom- 
parvah, but a'ill continued in the carap. 

TLo fort of Alamparvah atandfl on the see-shora, about 20 nnien 
K X. K of TonnlivanuHi, 15 E. of Penuacoil, and S-l to the ir, gf 
Pondichariy. It formerly belongod to the Nabobs of tbe province; 
and Wiis given to Sin Duplebt by Maraofojing in 1750. U has 
luany wells of good water, which ie not to be found in all parts 
of Uie coast so near tbe sea. The fort wm of stone, square, of mo¬ 
derate extent, with four round lowers at the auglee, a pmupeted 
fauEsebmy, and a wot ditch, but without a glocia A pottah ex¬ 
tends along the alnmd to the north, and fronts within 250 yards of 
the fort. An eight-inch howits hombaiiled ; and a ritnchct but¬ 
tery of two guns, to enfilade tho north front from the west, wa^ 
bsgnn in the night, and finished before moming; during wliicb. a 
soijeant of pioneers and a Sepoy wero killed* In tho ensuing night, 
another battery of three eighteea-ponudcErs waa finished in tha pat- 
tah, to batter the tower in tho west angle of tho north Ctee ; and 
tho loss during these 2-t hours, waa Lieutenant Anguiii, of Coofo’e 
regiment, and a gruniidter killed. Both batlerie* opened togothor at 
day-liglkt on tba I2th, and in three hours dismounted moAt of tho 
guns, and ruined tho whole tine of defence; and in the afternoon 
the Chevalier Vi art, who commanded, surrendered at diacretioo. 
The garrison, bcaidea him-solf, a Lieutouant, and a Burgeon, wore 
60 Europeana, and 160 Sopoyi During the attack, three of 
their Curopoans hod* been killed, and twelve wounded- *1 here wore 
in the fort 20 pieces of cannon, a howitz, and nbumhuioe of am¬ 
munition. 

The Boaeou was now advancing, when the French squadron might 
be expected from tho istanda The lose of Alomparvah deprivetl tJium 
of tho only station under their raemumd to the northward, and Ka- 
rical remainod tho only one they hod to the soutliward of Pondi- 
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17G0 cheny; buti tbo impartjun?^ of KoJ-ii'&l roata with tho scaaoti, iiTidth« 
oocnMuing of the capital j for becoming, witli tke ebanga 

of the TOOiLioonT the wiadwanl station, aJl thoLr vossola oitiTiagcin 
tlie const nEight get iheir firift iatelLigenca here, and, if tbg rand 
weiB not occupied by n superior force, were alimya sure of Tratar^ 
and fresh provialon^ frotti the fixrti which the foreign natUementfl gI 
Negnpatam and Tranquebar might or migiLt not supply. The 
grain of the diatridts^ wbich wm considerablOj wa 3 gathered,, and, 
with what might ha punehoBad in the plontifnl oonntiry of Tanjcni^ 
would bocome a great resotirce to Fondicheny^ continually losing its 
own distriets hy the anecessea of the army; for it might be coa- 
veyed fram Korical in the boAta of the conntiy, whioh, favoured by 
the wind and current^ would almost make the passago in a niglit, 
and with littlB risque, even if dboovered and pursued, m they can 
keep close to the surf, in shallow ikjtmdinga, smd along the shore 
Bwell of the sea, where vessda of Europeau csotL^tmetion Hcldom 
chuse to venture; The French government already rcpentQd of the 
loss of such onothar possession in BeviTOtah, although not ooui- 
mandiDg oqnal advantages; and had made a etrong attempt to re- 
eover it, On the 24th of Fabruaiy, a detachment from Cbilani* 
bmm of 30 trooper^ 40 European mfiintry, and 400 Sepoys, with 
two fidd-pioces, inveated the fbrt. On the 27th^ they were pin^ 
by 80 EuropeaTis and CofTreca from Pondicherry, when tho whole in- 
trenched themselvea within 300 yanhi of the walla. Tho bmooheft 
which their gorriaon hod mode when they abandoned it, wero not 
completely repaired; and on tho 20th in the morning, the enemy made 
an assault on that which wna moat praelii::ab]o| the fire lasled an houii 
when they were repulsed, with the lose, as the serjeaot supposed ef 
two offLcerSj and 20 of their Europeazm and and inora of 

tbeir Sepoys kilkd and wounded. They, however, during Ihoir slafp 
and on their retreat^ Bent and carded away a ooasiderable quantity of 
gruD, which had just been got up from the harvest of the districto. 

The Presidency of ModroBS now hecaiuo anjuous to get pousewdoti 
of Eoricalj bidbre the French aquodrou. should arrive on tlio const;

umy would be udvanced and lying between. 

The uninber of manned Maasoolns ut Mjidrnfia. which wo the only 
boats that can ply the Hurf, were not sufiicient to carry off the 
amumniticn and Btores intended for tho aiege as fast tho men« 
war could have token them in ; wid during tbia delay, the FulmonUi 
of 60 gUDB was sent forward to take in Major Mouson's party at 
Ahunparvah, whilst the other Ehipa were lading at Madiass i «vnd «m 
the ISth Colonel Coote, continiiing much diuonlored with his woimii, 
amo in from the camp to adjust with the Presidency the piisffl* 
money aocrulng to the army from their late mccefises, 

The falmooth, etonding into the road of Alamparvaii on the Ibtb 
in the momingj dwcovianed a* aliip luidior qIdbo in &h£iM, tboui 
twe Ie«guea to tho Dorthwaid of Pondichorry, siud bora down 
her with sji wy aail, imder French coloom; btit the stranger cat 
lujr fabloj niid ran ashorEs into this Borf, whidi btlng boiatereo^ 
die ImtoiMlmtelj bilged* and all bnt three of the crew got nabore. 
The boate of the Folmoothp fijidkig it LtDpoftdUjIo to gel the ship oK 
Eet fire to her. She was the Ehrlaxiip which had been dlprpatdied hj 
Mr. Motanin from Gan jam to Mergui in the month of June* and 
wia teturning with Tice and other proviftioTi# for Fondicheny* 
bad HkcwiiiD tatenaguo and other morehandj^c oh bomd; oofie ef 
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irhiet could lie rBcOTflied ; but tlic losa of the provisions WB3 by far 1760 
^ the greatest datrimont to tlic enemy. 

Major Monflon, TvitU tbe pioneers aud their equipments, embarked 
in ihc Fahnouth from Alatnjmrvnh on the SBtb j they aiiehorod in 
the road of Maricnl at day break on the 28tb, wben the Captain to 
the Falmoiitli, Mnthtson, wont in bk boat with Major Monison to 
Tccoonoitre the sboro. They discovered no signs, cither of tho peo¬ 
ple cjcpwtcd from Eioltavd biiiilh at Tritcliinopoly, or tbo detach¬ 
ment with Captaiu Joseph ; whose Lnetructions had not reached 
them in time to be as yet fulfilled. At eight oc]ouk> the uquadron, 
which hatl likewise Bailed from Mnilnite on the 2ath, appeared 
Major Monson went on board Mr. Cornish's ship, and it wfla o^reed. 
notwithstanding they were entirely ignorant of the placCi and disap- 
puinted of the troops they oapcwled to mceti to make the loading 
immediately. Fifteen mossoohm aecompanied the sliips; they look 
in 170 of the troops, he^es the Macons, w'ho ai« the black fellowa 
that row them j these formed the first division, and were towed to 
the surf by tho yawls and pinnaceB of the hhips, which, beaidee their 
rowers as many soldiers as they ooul J carry, wlio formed the 
second division: all these atoered for the shore, five miJea to the iiorUi 
of the fork The third division of tho troops orabarkod ia the long¬ 
boats, wliich worn riggiai with sail^, and proceeded dose to the surf, 
opposite to the fort, and the mouth of a river wliicb loads to it, 
where they wore to appear as if intending to land by ptishing over 
the bar of tho river, which was not iiaprncticahle. 


A snwll snow and a sloop, which drew little water, and mounted 
guns, anchored as doBO os they could opfiosilo to a village half-way 
between the real landing and the long-boat*. As soon as tho yawls 
and pinnacaB reached the surf, they dropped their graplings, and cast 
olfthe maBsoolas, which immediately mwod ashore, and h^ded the 
traopB in them ] tlitsn rettimeil, and landed the soeond division out 
of tho other boats, when a aignal was flung ’’ouk on wliioh the 
long-hoatA came down, eniling ftst with the wind and cnmnti and 
the troops in tliem were likewise landed all together by tho quissoIbs ,

They jiaased the night in the vilkga 
without alarm. ^ and early in the morujjjg moved on to take pi^ssos- 
«ioii of ilio pottali of Karieti], which lay qu the north mh of tha I 
fort. It wiu a KpiuiiotiB town, bepamied fit>m tl^e fort by an <wpli- 
uado of IUO yartfe; regular vrorka hful lieen traced rvund tbo other 
three sidoSp which oa the west had been raised to four feet above thfi 
groiinch but the baatiDii in the iiortli-weRt angle woa com^^lated, mi 
converted Into a dcaed redoubt, whscli moiinte^i nine g^n% and lj4id 
a good ditch at] round, and a draw-bridge ; it waa cadled Fort ban- 
phin : the rest of the north line was open, as waft tVm dde to the 
tjyat The tn»ps advancing from the north, without a guide or in- 
itlligcncsv fell under fire of Fort Dauphin, by which two men were 
tilled, and two wounded, l?efdre the whole lino got under sh^-lter of 
the huildiiigs in the pettah j which the}" entered without niectlag 
any iiitemiption lu Use etreetA. They took poet in the ehurch'yprJr 
which lay almut ^00 yards fiupi the ea«t side of tlio pettnh, anJ 
abatit the same distance frcuu tbo lino of houaea fronting the fort. 
They found about them plenty of pit>visions, an well in the houaeft 
of the natives, as of the French inbabitanta 

The fort of Korical BLandEi 3d0 yards from tho Mn-Hhore : a river 
coming &OU 1 the wcat strikes wlieu oppoaite to the west Hide of tha 
fort in a curve to the aouili, which coutlnucs until opposite to ih® 
cuflt sido at tho diatanee of &UO yards, when tlio cbauTitd. tummff 
ngiiin direclly to the eaHt^ in 1(K> yards more disemboguea 
the oen. The fort^waH an oblong artufure, eomplelely fortifiedF 
had the greatest of defects^ the want of apaee ; far ita interuiil aresi 
exelufivc of the foTTT bastiopa, was iin more than lOh yurds from 
to £, and.only 51) from tr. to s. The bnsiiona admitted only threa 
3 * guns, 
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gunMiii tlieir fuceSi butoiuili oflho four curtiiiiUi wbh (jovaretl 1>y a 17G0 
^ravelin much morva spsL-ious thtin the biunioua, and mauntiDg mx, A 
wet ditcli rau between the tlireu eurtainfs to the X. w, ami s. and 
llieir ravelins ; but on the east face tbt ditcU fluti-oundcd the l■avelill 
lilrf> MnRn, Mid dry gfonnd oiiciipioil tbo since between tbe rear of tbia 
tB%*elui and the east curtain, oontinuing round tlio two bastiouH in 
Ml excellent fausaebmy, from the interior angles of wliich the ravelin 
projected. A covutkI way well paliaaded, and n complete glnm anr- 
roimded the vrbolc. nevcrtholesa tho oxtarior ostoni, inonsnring aoross 
fi-oni tbe foot of Ibo gtiids. vow in the longest direction, that from 
E, to w, not niora tliaa 300 yards; and the pettab nntatretebed this 
faco 300 yards on either liand, Tbe garriHon liaJ lately dastroj-ied 
tbe line of buildings in the petUili, which skirted the esplanadf), and 
bad been suttbred. to rise within BO yards of the foot of the glfads ; 
but this demolition added onl}' *• yards to tJjc esplnniide, 

and that nut dear: fur the fubbiBb not being yet reinovod atUl 
atlbrrlcd Bome Bbolter. 


As soon as the English troops bad taken posacflaion ol the ijottah, 
llr. OrU, with the pioncem, iiiftTchod, and took posBeRsion of a sa- 
luting-lifittcry, which lay near the mouth of tlic river, where was 
likewise the fliig-Htaff for the powI. Tho fort fired fiercely as they 
were passing, but did no liarm; and in the night tlio piuuocw Lo¬ 
gan to conslnicl; a battery near the ri ver on the (Siplanada, wlilcb 
wTis clear quito up to whore the river clijuigen from tbe curve it has 
made, and Btrikes straight to tho sen : they were not interrupted in 
their work ; noitlior did the troops in the pettali receive any ftlarm 
H-orn tho garrison. The next evening a ten-inch morter was laiido.!. 
and at ten at night began te bombird Fort Daiiplda. The range 
was exactly gained at tho first sboU, and only thirteen were fired 
before the guard, oouaistiog of uO men, abandoned it; and, know¬ 
ing ways of wbldi tho English troops wore not appriiod, giiined the 
fort without inteimption. About the luiiue titoe twelve gunners 
hodl from rondwhem', who harl landed at Tramiucbiir. got into the 
fort, notwithstaiiding a coniTsmy of marines were looking out for 
them who kept too far from tlio tea-shore, whilst tho gunners tro- 
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1700 YoHod fcloag Uie beacli uniil they to tliQ riv^r^ wben thoj 

tinoed und^ lli^ ijwik nnperDeivcd by Iho pioniM^n employed in con- 
E%trui;tiag the bnti^eryi 

Tho iMTTQf ndorded by the potiab determined the nttiick to be 
cfUTied on ngoinfit tlio north face of the fort ; and the grcntcr ex Lent 
of the esplnnadc to the oastp which is f^OO j^ards (whereas totba 
west it ifl inteiTupted by the curve of the river At 300) gave the pre- 
fftrcnce of the onfilrMio from the east, which of coosoquence dt^ter- 
mined the breach to bo in the north -erurt Imstion^ and on its mrih 
lace. Accordinglyp three butteries were marked out in the pettah^ ^ 
one to breach^ and one on each hand to take OS' the defencei;, in 
the battery to the oast, two of tbo guns enfiladed tbe north line 
Ln ita whole length, and the other two plunged into the oppodLe 
imvclin, and oertHfl into the ravelin on tho south ; bo that every part 
t'f tbti fort would be laid nnder fire, f^hdlora were landed with the 
heavy artillcty frcin the afaips, nod aszdatcii in drawing thern, and hi 
tbe other services usually allotted to bnllocka and oootina ; for all tho 
neighbouring villager were defierted^ and sopplied neither man nor 
boAHt; and no tidings arrived of the Captain Joseph Smith'e detach^ 
ment» nor of the osaiatauce expected from the garrison of Tritchi- , 
nopoly ■ and the king of Tanjore a^tkided all correfifpondeaoo with 
the annamenh 

Captain Joseph Smith received the orders of the preaidonej on thii 
£5t!i, the day bo wa;S setting out with the Nabob from Volcondab, 
againsi Tbiagor ; ho immodiiitcly turned bia mamh to Karieal ; fljid 
the Nabrj-bj unwilling to remain with only his own troops in ih^ 
middle of the Carnatic, dotenoinud to maitsk with the dotacbmaiit. 
The nearufat road teadipg from Volconilab towards Korioil falh npoa 
the Coleroon, 30 miles 5^. w. of the city of Tatijore* Having 
prosed the rivetj which in there spacious, .you continue to Gomtia- 
couum, which stnncU five tnilcs farther, on the bank of thn fii^t arm 
of the Cavoii - and beyond this ig another arm to crosa, before yon 
join the romi leading east to the fiBirshore i much of the ground 
between the rivers is snuk in marches, and iho luitter ground is over¬ 
flowed la rico-fietda, without any continued road^ which greatly ^ 
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tfljxi the passage of carriagoa; und the way botweeTi VoleoDdah and 1700 
"^Kaiical being 120 niilea, the mamb cim aearcoly bo porfoiTnthl io 
leas than ten ; bat Captain Smith Imd roeeived his orders to 
ad vane* only fonr d&yn l>ofbrei the amiamcnt aJielioreJ at Koricfib 
who^ ignonmefi of the impoisaibLlIty of hia apporanen aggravated 
thair anxiety ooncoming the airival of the French equadTon* which 
intdligeaoe, artfully inculcated from Pondicherryp led them to espcfct 
from clay to day when all the nmriafia and Hailora lanat have been 
mimbarkedp and Major Monson wnuhl have been left with only 
GO Europeans, and without a fielii-picce. 

Uowover^ these apprchctLiioiifl only cdcrenB<Hl Uieir ftetivity In 
pushing the attack The ten-inch niortart which had been employed 
aguiiist Fort Dauphiiip was romovefl on tha 31 at, and threw shell ft 
all night. The garrison returned round and grape from their cannon, 
snd even used their imifiketry, although ail they ftrod nt was under 
cover^ or out of reach l thin early profnsioii of ammnaition ia ncroly 
followed by vigoxong defence at extremity. In tlie tnonilng of tbo 
Iflfc of April the two embrasures on the right of tho enfilading bat- 
tcry to the eael wore opened. The paaijiige into tbo covered way ky 
opposite hi this battary^ leading through the glacis on tho left face 
of its angle projecting to the eostp and the garrisoJi had Inkl a row 
of wood and palminu in front of the barrier which dosed this 

pnsiingo at the foot of tho glads, In order tu conatruct a battery there 
with theae raatoriaK The ten-inch mortar flornetimes throw cnrcas&ffi 
of fire-balls to act thorn ofire^ bnt without diect ; and two ro3^alft, of 
which tho sheila are □ inefaca iind b twclilha dkmot^r. contioimlly 
bombarded the fort In the morning of iho 2d, tho otheu two 
embrasures wore oponod in tho enfiladiiig battery. At ten oclockj 
arrived Captain Richard Smith from Tritehinopoly with inacam, 
oxen* coulies, and storns j and tho Nabob eame up ILkowise with ItKH) 
bnrsa and six compaiiios of Sepoys* whom Captain J eaeph Smith had 
sent forwardi ba the mins and the badaess uf Ao itmdft retardod the 
caniogea and bBiggage of Ms deUtrhtnenti with which he remained to 
bring them oa. Thh roinforoecaant afforded trtxips safficlent lo 
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ITGD iRTcat tbe htt aEJ miiEid. Jq Uiis dny tJif? eTiemy'a ttro 
and dismouiitwi one of the guns ftt the enflMiiig 
^d cndajuageil all ita embrasures i but aU wei-ct restored during tba 
tind the akiue number of guiiis Ijo^n to fire again the next 
iMoming, which was the 3d of the month. At eight oVlook of 
this ikj, Captain Joseph Smitli came up with the real of Lia detiicli^ 
jUtiTit. wlikh were IW EufopoBii miiaketryp thirty arlilleiy-meu. twe 
fiflld-pieccjs, and fire roEUpades of Sepoys, The eneniy during the 
night finished two embnisiti’es in one fiwse of their battery at the 
burrkrf which poiiitHMl Ji^jaitiiit the enfiltuliiig buttery \ and tinea ap* 
peared td another face to the nertb, which sceijicd int^^nti&i to scetir 
the eppudta alvmt of tire poti^, bctosa which the attack bud thrown 

up a aligii t TetrenchniBUt, 

Early the next mornings the breachiug battory in tiac ceutro 
ati^t opened with tlireo twenty^foiir ptiundors agnJtist the N. koa 
of the E. bnsfeldn, at the diataiioo of HW yanK and was so wdl 
served by C-aptaiii Baiker, who attended that in three routuk 
the enemy quitted the tbriee gtins in the face attacked^ and in lea 
than an hour all the tofirlons were beat down ' the other face hnil 
Ixjfore Iteen much shattered Hy the enfilading battery, whkh hud 
likewise nearly ruined the north face of tlie. eaet rtkTolLti " m 
neither of the battcricA had occaflian to fir© more than a shot now and 
then through the neat of the day, Sejwys were posted in the ruin* 
of the bouses, wbn kept up a coustaut tiro through the night on the 
haatioD ami rav'djn+ to prevent tho OTiciny from ploeing fland-U^ 
to repair Uiotii. By the next uiornmgp whicli was the oth of the 
month, and tba 10th aitioe the landing, a battery. intruded to daitrcy 
the cost fnee of the north mveliTii was almost coiiipEoted, and tbe 
ciher against the w, bastion quite finished i Imt tbo guild for 
neither wore yet kniloil froiii the ships, liitoiligonce was receivedi 
that a detachm^t tif 45(i infcntry and ISO European lionwt were 
■rtivucl at fJhillauiharuin from Pondioheny, iutanding to advance and 
intiimipt the i^egn. The brcacli^ though broad, could not be luuunted 
without clambciiingr an^l tho immediate aeces« to it was still dc* 
fanded by Iho ditch, to which the iniidegtiirs luul lu/t yet apjuwcbetb 
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'Mind by tlni pufflpet of the fanasse-hnLy. wbidi rmnained undnfflftged = 1760 
hint tbo gntn of tho Wiar througli tha glacis to tho 

bud hmn beflt-en down by ricochet nhot flying over tbe bat¬ 
tery, which ibe onemy hnd mised bcfcrr^ ii The biwul, or carpeiiiry, 
which mi^ and laL down tbo dmw-briilge before this N. E. fnco qf 
tliu ejiBt ravelin ^ bad ILkewiiki been aliot away, iind the bridgo fallen 
into its pliico^ and tbe garrison bad not yet destroyetl it to Interrupt 
the paiisnge, wlncli tliufi remained clear to the ravelin. Tlio gateway 
leading tlirongb tlic curtain into the fort was iit the back of tliifi 
ruveiin : and the naiiie fire bad destroyed the gates which closod it, 
nor bnd my tbiug hcon subatituted to stoji tbo pa^euige i so tliat, if 
the btonii ]lft^.l been iinmediatoly and deapeiatoly attempted tbin way, 
the enemy had nolb mg to oppose it, bmt tl^e [tinis in tboir hands. 

Ail tbcBe eimimBtimcGfl Major Monsoa did not know ■, but the com¬ 
mandant of the fort fejired. and answered ibe summoini by requesting 
to miircb uw 4 y with the honours of war : to wddeb Maiiaon re¬ 
plied, tbiit the wdiob gfirrison must become priflonere of war ; but 
that the inbabitajitfl ebouid he left in |>Dssfcfi£iion of their houses in Ibo 
{leLtdi, the offii^ena have thair baggage, atid the Sepoys might go 
where they plfio&eci Tim torms were accepUd f and the Englkli 
ir^Topa morel I cd in at two in the aftorocKfu. The garrison conaiated 
df llS Europeans, of wbotn 101 wore militniy, 73 TopaaBas, and 
250 Sep<ija Beaidua aimUer anna and storca, there vrere in tho 
plorco 155 pieces of canuon of all sortii^ imd nine mortora, with a 
large stock of ammnnidon for botln Only five men wero killed in 
the defonoe, and in the attack only three Europeans, one of whom 
was a sailor, and fiva wounded. Xever porbapa was so great an 
aniiaruent prepared, to succeed with so little lo^ excepting when 
Dclabuardonnnia took Mndrasa in I y l'O. 

Novcrtbelti&ti,^ the tiipture wtm well worth the exertion : na besides 
the Eid%^aulagcfl of its Hituntion w'ltb resfMjet to.,the sea, it aU^pded 
the Fnineh a eonstaiLi and certain inlet to tho territories of Tanjornj* 
and by various purebaaea and eesaiuiis from the govenimunt they 
litul aoqmred lUstrlets round the fort, containing 113 villages, of 
which the fktmsa with tho custaimi of the port and town, never 
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I76t) produced lesa than 30,000 pagodna n year, Hiifiident for tlie ozpcniM^ 
' of the gwtiBon, As the fort was too small, all tbo EuropeftB inhii- 
bitants bad their bouaes in ibo pcltnb, which were well built, na 
were many of tbow hcloiiBiiig to the natives, and reom was left tad 
iDiTkod for more to holh. The Nabob derived do advimta^ by tlih 
focccss, beyond the detriment it occaafoned to hia eneinitia j for a 
iiiemhi of the council of Mndrasa had been sent in the squadron, to 
negotiate with Tanjore for the redcmiition of the disfcncta. 

The abwnee of Colonel Coote and Major Monson had left the 
army to the command of Major Rol«rt Gordon, who moved 
with it from AlamparV'oh on the Sbth of March, and on the 1st ot 
April cHHunpedal KillBnore, from wbcoce be sent forward a detach¬ 
ment of observation, to take pest at Mnnoor, within five luilea of 
Taldorc. The sweep of country to the weatward of KUlonorc »s 
far M ViUaporamj which lice 20 mil«s due weat of I'cndidicrry, 
abotmdfl in cattle, and h aa fertile aa any j art of the Cumatif^ and 
remidned at llib time, ufl the French territoiy beoame every day 
more ciMurosL-ribed, their last reaonn» for provlBionB. All the coun¬ 
tries, w'hlch had been reduced to the south of Chittepett and \andi- 
v«sh na far aa Femiacoil, had been let by the Presidency of lludnw 
to a Malabar, tiniaeil Bamalingn, "who accompaiiicd tlo army ready 
IQ rent more, and kept sevenU ccunpaiuea of irregular Ktspoya with 
him, to place as guard a in new distiicte, aa reduced. By his advice. 
Major Cordon renolved to send a iJetaphiueijt agsJDst Villapoiiilii. 
The distanL-e was 3a milea, and the way lay between the gamson 
of Gingee ou one Land, and of Valdore on Ihc other, Thodetach- 
ment consiated of SWt black horse, and five companies of Sepoys, 
under the eototiiand of Captain Wood, and the renter accomltanii^ 
with his people. They Timrched from K illenore on the 3d of April 
a little after auu-act, and passing through Vidravandi, Captain TV 
with the hflTsc. Ririjed tiofore V’UU,pomin at ton the DCJtt rnDmioSt 
but the Sepoys did not come up nntil two in the afternoon. The 
best intellLgiiiice tliat could ho ghtuiued, reportod, that tbcro wo*® 
300 &ii\>oyjt and 4CIU hoiuo in the pliirn = and at sis, aa sooa 
^p^Hiya wen* tefrcshod. Wood led tbom to- the attack, which wiul*!

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only ba roido by Bcnunbliug ujj tlio wdl, as they bad no laddcn. 

^Eigbt or ton got rap to the pivrapet, bat three or fcur mountitig at 
the eaide time ware kilifid] which do totted tlioao who were next from 
following, and flung tho whole into confusion, on which the oncniy 
uilliod, but the horeo rode in between, and drove them back, The 
Sepnya nxllied again in tbo pettah, and were preparing ladders to 
cacalade before day-break; but at oLghbt o'clock at night the garrison 
abaadonwl the fort. Captain VVomi placed three of the r^lar 
compniitM of Sepoys, and 200 of the rented, to gnitisoii it. under 
tbo oominaiid of an Ensign ; and at ton at night set out on his return 
with the cawiLry and. tbo other corapimy of Sepoys, They airivod 
fit one in tlio morning at Vi4aivandi, where ho lefl: this coiapany. 
and. proceeding, rejoincii the entnp a little after Bun-riflfl with the 
cavalry^ which accomplished this marcti of 00 milw io 3fl hours. 

Since the retreat of tbo Trancli army, their countries to the wast- 
ward of Villaporum and Clngee, and the forta intended to protect 
there, hod, like this, been loft to tho defenoo of such troops os the 
Tuntere chose to levy and maintaiu j and iu the ond of Marehj 
Captain Airey, who conuoBaded in Chifctapatt, and from llienco ovoi 
Trinomaly, sent a dAtachment of Sepoys to enable the garrieoD thore 
to toko tho flold, which In a few days drwo the graarda out of 
Soolabgur, Tricolour, and Trivimeloor; theae three forts had been 
taken pos^on of by Mahomed lasoaf and Kietnarow of Thia^r. 
whilst they were ravaging the countries adjacent to them during 
the aicEO of iladnisa Soolabgur is situated on a hill 15 miles B. S. w. 
and Tricolour on tho plain SO miles S. of Trinomaly; Trivalaaoor 
stands 10 miles a k of Triooloor, itnd 20 a w. of TillaiMiniin. Tho 
French garrisoii of Oregse on the one side, and. of Ihiagar On tho 
other, wore the nearest to protect theeo Ibsmt forta;but both were 
too much alarmed for their own safahy. to risk any dotoehmfluto 
abroad : the one by tho Nabob’s camp then at -yokondah. the other 
by the English army *t Kilknore. Kktnarow, after the lOM of 
Thiogor in the proceding month of Juno, had remained with ^ the 
Nabob at Tritehinopoly, and, after tho victory of Vandivaab, obtained 
Ids pemission to act Us a free booter in the French districta. and, 
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1760 littvin^ piuDder to offoT* eaaUy enlisted a numljcr of horEMS, ^

lambejTum ; so thnt the filiain of fcrqopaj ov posC5^ was now eHtnhlialied, 
which enciroled Poudichenry ia a fweep of 70 rnilcfl. fi'om that place 
to AlkmpaTTflh. On the lOLh, n largo number of Sopoye were seen 
marelmig Into Valdore from the GmgBO road : they were whut Temain- 
ed of the body cn Tumnn dcd by Zulphncfi4jiing, who* when driven oat 
of the petl&h of Arcot by Oaptain Wood, continoecl* until this fort 
WM take Dp at the bock of Ydore* G DCoiirfig>i^ for fear of oceidoDta by 
MorUzaliy, From VelorH he inarchod to Glngee j and Mr. Lolly* 
yielding to the representadon of Mr. Beleyrit^ and the geDcrol tli*- 
coDiagemontp roprosacd his prejudices against these troopap and re¬ 
called them to act ogam with tiie Enropeem force. Zulpliarcarjnng 
left n part of hm Bepoyn to roinforee Valdoi^ and mjiJfched on with 
the rest into Pondidietry. 

The nmrt day Colonel Coote advanced the army to Manocr. and 
sent forward Major Robert Gordon^ with a largo detacbmont, to 
take possesBiDn of the potiah under tbe fort of Valdore the day 
afler^ wliich waa the 12thp ho brought up the rest of the army# 
encamped at CartaTicopuin, a village about a mile to the eaflt, nearer 
Pondichony* In the nightp two batteries wore commencedp nnd 
shoUi thrown, which the garriauji aa&werod by ehotp and both wcifl 
eraployed without tnlaehicf. The nert day all the cavalry, not on 
duty, wore detachod^ under Iho command of a Llentenank 
oannoitre i and proceeded to the hither cad of the Rod-hill The 
Fnfnch cavalry with Eome platoons of infimtiy advanced 
tbam, and mode some evoluitonu aa intend ing to fall on their flunkSp 
♦hich the EngUA cavklty prercmted by Pontruy motbutik ^ 
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tn camp- They Imii porwived at a difitiHioe a largo dood of 
'^dust, as of troops with catinon, advancing iisnn PonJiehoiTy,

wirl a ditek Mr, Duptoi3E, had raised a siacis on the north-aid a, 
and Inul oonrertofl the center tower on this side, and that in the b. W. 
angle, into bastions with faces aTid flanks i but tho pettali. which 
ill to the weatn remained within V30 yarth* of iho wall s so that the 
vicinity of Pandiehciry was ita bast defence. In tho morning of the 
I4tli, ono of tho hnttorics opened ; it fronted and hntterefl the tower 
in the north-west angle with one gun, and with the other took off 
tho defences of Uie next towier in the west wall 
Tim dust seen tho day before was from a body nf troops marching 
to encamp ntidor Viilcnote. The intalligenee of tho proBent day said 
they were the whole army, and that Mr. lAlly mtondoii to attack 
the English camp by surprise in the ensuing night, winch iloter- 
miuod Colonel Cooto to reconnoitre them himself wlion the *im 
abated in tho aflemoon.

The whole of the Frencli troops 
had ossemhteJ at ViUeiiore during the mgliti^ aod ptmbt^ on ad¬ 
vanced post9. whicbp in the morning, began to sklrmiah with those 
of tbo camp; whore aU, oxeepting ibe men at the batteries, wore 
kt^pt in readineaa to turn out tbe lineg but the i!uomy'a main body 
did not advance. InteUigence was repealc.^ uf tht^ir mtentioiM to 
attack tbe camp this nighty os the night herore : on wbich Colonel 
Coote struck the tents at sunset, as LT he meant to cliange Ida graund^ 
but pitched them agaiit in the aame place Edierdark; but half the 
trDO|^ lay on thoir arms nntll dUiy-light. Tho howitz cantiuned 
through tbo night x and in the morning tho battaHea wbicb bod b&ea 
much impaired renewed Lhnir fim The akirmlshea Jlkew^iso rooonH 
menoed between tbe ontguards of both armicti. At two in tbe 
aftomoonp both breaches appeared pnvcticable; and a deserter from 
the fort reportedp that the garrison had nearly expended their Am- 
munition, and were IncJined, if not immediately relieved, to sur¬ 
render^ On which Gol-onel Ooote ordered Major Gkirdoiip who wan- 
manded the attackp to aammoris tbe commandant at four o^clock, tt 
which hour he ihoaJd proceed hinLself with Lbe main body from the 
I3.m]\ and offiir battle to tlie enemy's ^ wkleh if they refuBod, 
and the garrison to Hurrenderp Major Ckirdon was to stonn the 
broochefi, and Colonel Coote would sand assistance; bnt^ if tha 
eneoay'e army came to an engagameot, Gordan was to march from 
the batteries with his division, and form the third line in ^e order 
of b&ttlo. Ajocordingly tbe mnin^ body advau'^d a mile and a hflif 
from the comp, and halted in eight of the enemy, who only 
forward ilieir Enropeui cavalry and some Sepoys^, whioh were met by 
parties of the Engliidi cavalry, European and blocks supported HkewiBa 
by Sepoys, and soma were woemded on both indoB by fijr&niniiia, but no 
eborges mode hand ter hand. At o'clock. Colonel Coote roceiyed 
word, that the gomsoa of Valdore hod consented to surrender witheut 
terms tbe next momingp and bad given up the outer gate^ on which 
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he returned with the line to the eatnp. The gftrmou »nsi.ted ^ e ^ 
'’aiptain. n UeuteHAuk «« <>ther Eiiropeanfli nnd 2fl0 Sepoys; they 
had lost only two man kiUod. nnd three wounded j «mtl the Engliah 
not more. There were in the fort 25 piacee of cnunon. 

T.nddv. Colonel Goota, nn eoon ee he bed taken possesswu, detaehed 
loo of the black horae. with 300 Sepoye, under the wend of 
Afl8afbog,to take Trivadi. in which were aome Sapya that pro¬ 
tected the district, and gathered the produce for the 1 ? renob govern- 

inent. , , . 

Of the French prisoners which had beau taken in the late aucc^*^ 

the Presidency of MEuLmaa lind inlbted GO of those confined there, 

and sent them to the camp. These men. ns Boon aa Oiey 

fore Valdore, bo near their own iwmy and iheir capital, 

daily, and 40 of them wore gone before the place wna ; 

«,meof the company of French Tolnnteem Ukewise 

though they had hitherto behaved with as much spmt aa if hfitting 

under, instead of against, their own oohrare. Hut as Boon M \ iddore 

full new deserters began to come over from the enemy, three, W, 

artd five in a day : ncvorOielcai all that remained of those sent from 

Madrnss were returned thither to be confined again* fiw the ijcifidy 

of their eoiuradea . , 

On the lOth. Colonel Cooto went out again m the afteraoon, 
T.ith tho ca^-aliy, and sia companies of Sepjn. to reconnoitre on the 
Ecd-biUi the French cavalry* eupprted likewise hy some 
umne out, and advanced along the nearest avenue* but only the Se¬ 
poys ou either side engaged, and that with distant firing, mitd four 
Md-pieces came up from Vifienore* on which ^ ^ 

turned to the camp. Two of his bliwdr horeemen were kiUed. and 
tho horse of a trooper, with five Sepoys* wounded. 

During these operations of tlio tuaiu army* Colonel Monaon was 
advancing with hb division from KaricaL The French pn^nnn, 
Uken thore were sent to Tritchiaopoly. undnr the escort of two 
oompanies of Sepoys, and of 60 of the Eurei^ianB. wfe Lad been 
drawn from tlmt garrisem on this service 5 two other of these com¬ 
panies. and two lent by the Nabob, with 12 Europeans, wore left

lOtih of Apiil, and continued by the ri^iad along tlio until

At the pa^aagBp they were 
Joined Ijj' XiiilQjirDWp with hk party of torsOp who a few deyu be¬ 
fore bad intercepted two companies of Sepoys, eseorting tbres tiiM- 
brilj of imiiDiinition to CbilambikrQJii, which lie took, Imving killed 
ftud dis]^pind nil the SepoyWp and gatliETwI np thuLr iLruiB. Major 
Monnoii euiniDotied tlik ploea on the V^ih * and on refusidp two 
Eightcen-ponndieTa were disembarked fnini the Btjiuidren, wliicb was 
at nochur off die bar of Devidotali^ There Were bronglit on cata- 
xuiLmna up ike Qalereon^ and joined the eanip the next day Tbs 
Bltnder walls uf Lhg lifligtwla would not have rcristed a single shot, 
aiul^ idtliau^h the French lind projected redbi^bta at tli<^ four angles, 
and one in the middle of the north, and miotber of the Bouili wall; 

works bad only twKMi earned ap a little way in earth, nnd 
could only (tern? for carman died in barbette ; icafffitdinga bcMl b^n 
creeled fur luu^kctry, and tliaro was a gnu in oAcb of tbo towers at 
the angles. In tbn twilight of the evening, the garrbioii parceivEd 
the artillery-iiien of the camp bringing Ciiiciiies to tlie spot where 
the batt^^ wil# intendifdp and mistook the thficines for HCisliDg-lB/1- 
dbts ; on whieb the olHceni held ti oonsuJtationp which did not re- 
solve until midnight; when the camp tn their groat surprim, fiaw a 
numiKhr of torches hold out together upon the waJh and dkeovered 
amongst ihetu n white ilagp which the torcheB were iUnminoting. 
The tdgxfijl of Hnrrendcr was accepted ; aome troopa advanced to the 
gatOp and wm*© ad mitt od on the pronune of goorl tn?atnient to tlio 
garrison ; which conasted of eiglit afficora, and +0 other EnropeauSv 
The next day. the marinvA were i^nt to Devicotalit to be re-embarked 
on the ■i^uadroin ; and Kifitmirow. vritli his horse, wem detached to 
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destroy tbe FrcooU di^trictB about Cuddaloro. TbiB way ky tho 
mad to Yiddoro • but Major Mouboh, irangining that Mr* 
TjilT y might pcfcst ft forco ftt Ciiddiilor& to intarnrpt tho momh of Ilia 
own, wbicli was not strong in Europeans^ if they abould take thia 
mate j mid, boiog imwiUlng to expose the person of tbo Nabob to 
any danger, refloWcd t* turn iolandr and attack Terdacheltim j froin 
whcaco he might proceed to Valdoro^ keeping the main body of the 
army between Ida enm diviaion and Pondicbetry, 

The enemy kept only Sepoya in their station at Tnvitdi, who 
abandoned it on the Approach of As^iar Leg's detnehment, althongb 
they came without cannon. EncouTflgod by this easy buccc^ Asaaf- 
beg proceeded towania CnddaloTO* whero the same panic had pre^ 
vailed, and no tmopa remained to opposo hiH entrAncs but the town 
wiifl not entirely deserted by the inhabitantiaw This stcbtioti was of 
mueb utility* aa tbo road was m sight, and at this reason to wind* 
ward of Pondicherry : two companios of Sepoys were po«dod in tho 
town j the housua of fcho fftotory wore prepared to serve as an hospi¬ 
tal to tho squadron ; bidlocka were sent off to snppiy tbo idiips wiLIl 
fresh provisions ; and the few boAtmen remalaing in tlio town re¬ 
ceived cncetiragcmont tcL collect more of tbeir own cmft &om dif¬ 
ferent parts of the coast On tho 3oth Eear-ndmiml Comisb an¬ 
chored in the rofwl with tho mx men of war from KarionJ, and on 
the 20tb wna joined by Admiral Stovena, with four more from Bom¬ 
bay : they wore part of the nine, which compnoed Mr. Fococke's 
squadron in tlie preceding your, two of which were arrived before 
with Mr, Cornish, Of the three others, the SaliabuTy wm not com* 
pletelj repaircil and tbo Cnmberland hod not entorod the dock 
when Mr. Stevens asiled \ the Yajinouth ronmipcil in oonse* 
quence of ardera from tho admiralty^ to convey Mr, Fococke to 
Enghuid, from wboncs ho had been absent five yesrsL All the prs- 
sldtmcioe followed him with the moat grateful aoknowledgemonte of 
the eminent eervicos ho had rendered tho nation during bis oonii- 
nnam^ and command in the soas of India^ which be completed, hj 
escorting safely from Si Holoua, in the bent of the war* 13 sail of the 
company's ships returning from thoir sottlcinmii^ which arrived in 
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1760 England in the Octobor following, and wore tho ricbest llect that 
hmj ftver onttred the Thames at flno time. ^ 

The two anniea had continued in iheir respective encainpmcnte, 
their advaneed guards in fall sight, mid eontinnnllj damiDg mt

Nothing of consequence passed for several days after, and in the 
night between the fimt and second of May, the whole French army , 
deearoped from Perinihd. and retreated close to tho bemnd-hedg*;

front of the main body. Colonel Coote went in the afrenioon, with

homiid lanoaf ai Tinivelly ; from whence ho was sent, witii o" 
corta, to P<iducetab, tho principal town of tho polygai Tondima™ 
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w1jct& he r^msiinxl, still full of sispmons of the enril intentiniig of ITCO 
^ic Nabob, until Eiticroiimgod to trust him ropoated asumnoes 
from the Praidcucyp that tio harm sihonld belkll hkiL He arrived 
TV'ith vciy few atteiidflnt«> nud liCid not mDUcy to entertain mure. 

From Venlfljclioiiiiii, the tnoofwd continxiod thoir routs hj Vdlaporum 
and Yicni\*aiidjj and nnived at Valdore on the Jhl of May^ 'Fho 
Nabob ramainEd id tbo camp until tlio lOlh, much delighted with 
the army and commatidenii who hud reatoreti him to so great a part 
of liifl dommions- Mo tljem proecodod to MadrikSSp In order to re- 
giihito with tlio ProsiJcnoy the modes of adrainhatratiDn in tho eoim- 
tries whirli had been recovered. 

The French* when they abandoned Cuddolore, dcmolhihBd ilie 
petmpets of tho hastionSg took down the three gatca, and modu bo- 
veml hronchofl in the mmpart, and the whole face of tlie ir^wn front¬ 
ing the ana never had n wall. Several infonnations had been Lately 
received, that >Jr. Lnlly iniezided to rotake Cudtklore, of w^hich 
Colonel Cwto advLBC^l tlm officers there, and warned them to ktMip 
Hp^icial guard. On tho lOth at nighty 100 Enropeans with 00 
hmsars and tlireo compiuiiee of Sepoys, entered the town, tiuprized 
and d;<|tfjrMd the Sepoya, aud advauced to tho bospitnJ, wditire they 
took: five surgeons, sii potty officers, and 58 saiLui^ aud marines be¬ 
longing to tho jiqnjidrqiip maatJy siek, whom they carried oway, ajid 
left none of their own men to maintam the fdoee. Tlie ncKt day, 
a remforcement of two companiea of Sepoys^ with 20 of the En- 
ropean liorsc, and a ficld-piecei under the command of lieutenant 
Fitzgerald, were sent into tlie tovm from tho camp^ fuid €0 marines 
were landed from the squadron. At four in the ousruing momiog^ 
whilst it was yet dark, a stronger party than the night before en¬ 
tered the town ogaio. Find took the fieJd-ptece ; hut, finding more 
reatstanco than tliey espectod, retreated over the rivers towards Fort 
St David, of which the fortifications had been so oompktaly de¬ 
molished, that a singlo redoubt was not lefb4o give poat to a 
company of infkEitry. Ideutconnt Fitzgerald* wUh the htiaspirs and 
sonio Sopojs, for all would not move, and none of the mariiiofl* fol- 
lowcdj and hung in their rear, until they had recroaied tho Fuur

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1760 bfjjond Furt SL D^vid; whetio tli& enemy ftlmndoned tha field- 
pi™ tbsy bad tttkm ttuit tUa cammiinder wm killed^ 

iLreo atber offiecrs wowdedp and of tlie oommon Boldicre kUled 
and wounded. Of tbe ErglUh tnoopa a Jeuudar Tvitb 2Q Sepop 
were WDtmJedi and a Snbadhor wji* killtML From this cameR tng^j.

urgcclp beeautio the oBicer w*ho oomnriandod in hia ahaeboe was of 
hia own xt^montj and flbppostHl to bo much in hiB faronr. The fall 
of AlRmp^rvah was osoribed to the Icaa of Peiiuacoil, and Valdore 
to mnligiL&nt treachEryT. tlmt X^ondicheny might be deprived of the 
laat poet wbindi riitnaiued to protect nay EobTO 3 ''s which might at¬ 
tempt to gat into the town. Mr. Lolly wm Informed of what ovoiy 
Db6 thuught and said coEicerning himsolf; nnd retaliated with aar- 
oaHms Ob their soreness for tho Iohs of their own pGcuktjonfi out of 
tlie disErlcts which ho had been obUgod to abaudom In this state of 
Timlence w^ero minds, w^hea tjjo sqtmdrcm with Mr. Comiah wna 
working up tho coast to KaricaL There were in the town of Pon- 
dichony, GdU Enrofteans, invalids, lit only for gameon doty; and 
iha inhabitfinta wem cOO mom Europeajiii. These, added to the 
regular troopfij would eontrihute to make a fonnidnble display^ whiob 
Mn Lally intended to exhibit on the strand to the view of the 
equadren, as they wem pasamg through the ruad : ordebi wttre given 
in consequoncfti The covenanted Harvflnta of the French, company 
ware to bo a p^rt of the parade \ but a little befoi^ at the hour ap- 
pomUd* they cikme into the court of the govonuneat-hotiii^ and 
sonl up word to Mr. Lallyi that they would not niarcb unless Jod by 
the Govomor and CoumdJ, whom Mr. LaJly IiemI exeinpte^l ftnm 
this duty. Mr. Dokyrit, ths governor, immediately qffemd to put 
himself at their hand; but the counsellors coming in, aaid, that none 
of the Coinpany'a servantifi were obliged to benr^^mu out of the walls 
of the town. On this dedaiatioRj Mr. LaUy anvated the two 
Apokeamon of the Councib and two of the forwordcot of the repug- 
nank, disatmod and dismissed the rest, and went on with the mvdew 
* withont 
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vithoMt them- Tlie offiiuce oJiii punislimBiit left -do toundB bo tlio 
niatunJ (vvorHioii VtelMreen him uad tho compniiy’a servaota. Wliihr 
tlio English army wens attutbing VoJdorCi two wrivod from the 

Ulandi ; they brought iiEitlier troOisa nor moiioy, but nnfevourivblc 
advic3, which woro with much TOatioii suppressed, and published 
as good news with salute of cniman, fireworks, and rejoicinga, 

« D’Acbfs flqnsdroa, reinforcod frutu Franco to 2i) sail of the 
'T line, might be sooti expected on the coash with a large body of 
■I fntiil forces on bonril" After the bill of V'aldoro. n few oaclo* 
BUTCS under the guna at Vilknore and Arianwipang, with the ground 
within the bound-hedgoi and tho town of Ponditherry itself com- 
fninnfl nil the live proviaionfl, on which the colony, was to roly for 
their future Huatenanc®. and all further means vrore precluded of 
bringing in grain or other artidea of store ironi tha country with- 
ont; for nl though Glugeo and Thlngar reuminod in the Imuds of 
tim Franeb, their aituatioa was distant, and their garrisons not strong 
enoogh to fiimisU sufllcient escorts, and no parties equal to the saiije 
purpose could be dcUcliioiJ fram tho muLtu body, without Lacnrrimg 
Iho risqae of uiterception. When tho form of the dlfitricts adja¬ 
cent to Pondicherry was taken from tho European rantoTB, and let 
to the Malftbar, after tba defeat at Vandiraab, there was a suilicieBt 
qimntdty of grain on the ground in reach of Poudiclicrry, to iinvo 
stocked tho place, os some say, for yearn; bub money wuu then tiMwe 
Bcarca than victuals, and tho new formor was permitted to sdl hi* 
gmiii. that he might be GDabJocI to pay hU rent in coin into the 
treasury, instead of delivering grain, as acquittal, into the maga- 
ciiMw As soon as Pcrmncaii and Alamparvah fell, and the English 
army advanced betwEcn Glr^e and Pundicherry, Mr. Xjdly saw this 
error, and that it was not rotriovnble, but by means which bo had hi- 
therto^ with too muub proflumptlon, despised. 


Hydcr Ally, the general of the Myaoreans, had at tiiis time ac- 
quircAl tho whole power of the govemmeni Ho hod lately ti^kcn 
King out of tho bands of his undo, the Dalawny, whom w-o 
have seen commanding tho Mysore troops before Tritohinopoly. 

The 
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^aghlre lUlowed for Lis nuiiiiteTtflncts iiml socimty, ftnd Hyder Ally 
Tsraa !eft without ccuitrpul; for tha King vros youd^ weak, aud 
timid. Not unmindful, Lowovor, of a reverao of fortune, Hyder 
All y coat abutit to get noiuo plmia of rofugo immodintoly fur his 
tranmiraj, imd continguiitly for Lla own poraon ; and jadidoiiifly pro- 
fcrred Tltiiignr in tbo Camiitlo, oa well for tlie difUoulty of iwwfis 
to it from ITysora, (la the ineipugaftbln nature of ib} fortifioJitions. 
A PottugUiea* mouk, nniued Nornguba. who nfemmed, and porhapa 
had obfaduenl, tlifl titlo of BLdisp of BalicamaatJUH, Lad, by reaidonco 
under tbo preteirt of religious iiutMion, luxjiilred much knowtodga of 
the ailjafient countrieB, ns wiill as of the Carnatic itself, and Mr. 
Ijilly, iniiaedintely on his arrival at Pondiebeny, gave Lim bis con¬ 
fidence, and employed him in all bis transactitma with tbo chiefs of 
the eountry. Tbo bishop performed bis conunissioniJ with Boal; for 
Ito was groody of tnonoj, and It is a common eustoin in India tn 
give some to tbo negotiator of a troaty. It was bo who bH-rgainod 
for tlio Momttooa who joiuad the F ranch army at Arcot ; after 
which he continued in Teloro, watching over opporLunitiefl, and 
ciliKU' suggested to Hyder Ally, or discovered bis indmiitions, to 
ulibua Tliiagar. Mr. Inlly ecaing uo other moans of procuring 
relief to tbo uDCBUsities which began to threaten Foiidjchciry, 
Feproased tbe coutompt with which ho bad bitborto regardea 
tbo militiuy facnltics of the princes in India, and sent two of bia 
oflicers to conclude the treaty with Hyder Ally. It was agreed, 
that Hydur shoidd iimnodiatoly send a body of 2000 home, and 
“ 3000 Sepoys, with artilleiy, who, on their arrival at Tliiagar, 
“ were to bo put in posseasiou of that fort, and of Elvannaore, with 
" the dopauLl&naie?i of both, which were to iBioain the property of 
“ the MysurenuB in perpoluily oa long as the flag of France existed 
" in India. This army was to be paid at tbo rote of 100,000 rupees 
" (v month, from the day of their amvnl at ’Ibiagar. Ton oigbtenn*

" was to be delivered hack to the French, in proportion to the pto- 
** grcs3 of the aeqnisltJonB in the southem comitriea^ 

Tho negotintion wiui condueted with bo much secrecyi that no 
BUimisee of it wore obtained by tho Engliih until the 24th of May, 
just os thedr lute sucogsbos seemed to have left nothing on tbe hmd, 
which could intemipt tho prosecution of their intention to 
blockade Pondicherry ; for whioh, propamtiona w^ero making at 
Slndraaa, when Colonel Coote rereivoJ inLelli^QCie of this on* 
expected alUanre by a letter from one of his coirospondent^ in 
Pondicherry, sgniiyingp that Mr. lAlly waa preparing a conaid-er- 
ablo detAchmeat, to march and join Hyder Ally at ThiiigBr^ 
Hyder it was known was not them, nor wm them any probahility 
that his other interont would permit him to leave Seringapatam * 
nor were any dispositions ohsorved in t he enoniy'e cncampmsiil 
which sigtiified such a detaulnaent m wha said to be gning. On tbo 
30th, Colonel Coote went gut to reconnoitre them himaolf, accem- 
ponied os mmal by the block horse and Sepoys. The enemy can- 
nounded hotly, and killed flome of the hor^men ^ but A^aal beg, with 
two or three ^quadrema, broke in upon their Sepoys and killed U 
of them. Nothing appeared for aeveral days after to confirtn the 
bteUigence; and Colunel Coote Ijegan to rcgoird it os a rumour 
thrown out by Mr. Ldiy himseLf, to conceal soma other design, 
wholly mi the #tb of June, he recrived a coiifirniatioii of it fmiu

The firnt divisioE. of the My^rs troopa^ oon^tir^ing of 1000 horae* 
and 2000 Sopoya, arrived at Tbiagor on the ■l^th of JuiiOp and the 
day fiomo of their piiriic^, roarniiig to collect cattle, eklrmiehed with 
Kiatnarow's near the petto^ of Volcondab. The rest of the divjjdan 
still ictn&ijiibg st Thiftgar wore 30 miles nearer PontiiclieiTy j and 
KLatmirow bjilieving the oioggonitcd eocoiinU of their n.uiiiberft> and 
being in wont of anmiimitioDp hurried back to protect the diatricta 
of Verdacholump whidi had been ontnmted^ not witliont profit, to 
hiH care ; from hence he sent his report and liia feats to Colonel 
Coote, with eiimesi request of rebiforeementa i and then, ho said, he 
WDtdd iDoiicb, and beat the Myeoreaoa. 

A motith boforo the nnoours of these troops; tho forces which 
the Afysore govornmont nuuntained in Bludigtil had commenced 
hostilities against the odjELcent Polygars depending on Tritohinopoly; 
and it was reported that they intended to get po^ssion of the 
pass of Nattom^ which would preclude the immediate cqnmuinlca'^ 
tioD between Tritchinopoly and Madura, But as the Mysoreans 
in these quarters had sevonil times before attacked the poasesflians of 
Lhe Nabob, Llieir present hoatilitiea bckd not led to any fluspiciona of 
the greater effort which HydeP Ally was preparing against the 
Camatie j nor were they deemed of danger to require immediate 
redstonce fmm this province : but Mahomed Issoof sent a detach^ 
mont from Tinivelly to kfadum, from whence they were to taka 
the field and enter the districts of Diodigul ; and the troope main¬ 
tained by the Nabob for the protection of the districts of Tritcbi- 
nopoly, asifciikbicd at the pass of Nattarn, under the command of 
Hussain Cawii^ who had oen^ed with the Froooh at Tertioro and Se¬ 
ri ngbom until they retreated out of these oountrieA W'bon he ofibrnd 
Lis service io the Nabob, and was a4!ocp4e<L 

The boats of tlio season, sinco the land-windf^ hod sot in m April, 
had this year been mucli more intense than usual ; and hod stmek 
ricknessi through the camp Sixty European# bad died, and 300 
were in the ho^pitalp and to preserve the rest from the sun, the day-

Company, under the commatid of two French offieera, hrethcrs, dF ^ 
the name of Martin : like the French volantcera, they were intend- ' 
ed for the sorvirea of moat fatigue anti danger, and were now em¬ 
ployed, for the first time. They marelKHl on the lOth, ncoompanjcii 
by 2r> Coffreee, two eomfimuea of SlepoyB, 1(100 hliwk horee, and on 
iron gun with five Eumpean gunners, to join Kictnaiow at VUlapo- 
rnm ; aa it was auppoaod the Mysoreans would attempt to pass either 
hy this pbuic or TrirndL 

Although no regubr detachmcula had marched from Pondieheny, 
partiea to tho amoont of 200 Kuropeaua Imd paBsed at differant 
tioMfs undiflcoverod to Oingee, and from thence proceeded to Thia- 
gar. before the first divifiion of Mysoteans arrived there ; hot re¬ 
mained in order to accompany the main body to Pondicherry. 
Preparing for this important convoy and reinforcement, tho g«^ 
soiiB both of Tiiiagar and Oiogeo had collected all tlio laittle, whtoh 
the inhabitants had not drivan ont of their reach ; but the My¬ 
sore horeo in tbrea days swept a inacb greater number', hut re- 
fnsed to proceed with them, until fully npprbsed what interruption 
they were likely to meet in the way ; and tlio French oflicers 
afraid to tell them that they only ran the liaque of more by this 
delay. 

The Martins arrived at Villopotum on the lllh, and heard no¬ 
thing of KiBtTiamw ; and csDininaiidant nf GLiigCiJ, tbinking ke 
could cope with tlioir detEusbuiiint, nmrehed from bb forta 
EuTopeajis, some Sepojra, iind bimik horse. Tlic MrhTtitw, laJi ** 
tbe deMTterfl thoy •oomtHAnd^dp beb lived with maeli spirit iu 
new caufiOs fepiiked their couobj'mea, who acbecl but feinbyt 
Some of the Froudi Se[ioyB were killed, ojid two Europonn^ a ^ 
pozio, imd a Coffree, were made ptistinom.

Moro MjHorBams arrivings they called in their parties, and 
hoing joinod by 40 or 50 of the French troops from Thiagarp 

appearcM] bofore Tricalorn on tbo iGlb j hutp the Frcnehincn 

having brought only two or thrao ^mall field-pieces^ and the 

fort being of tbo Scpo^is ■svithin^ who were three good com- 

paniey left there by Cjiptain ^Virajp refused to snrroador j and 
by tko fire of tboir nmsketry from the walls obliged the ooemy to 
retire} who then went i^inst Tricliiniiiagatiirap a fart five miles to 
the Oftst^ where the garrison^ which Wii3 tikowisfl of Sepoys^ took 
fright nnJ evacojited it on their npproaoli. From thb placo all 
tho Mysora cavalry, nowlSOOpSefc off for Pondiohenyp driving a 
multiitide of cattle^ but nnaocompanioJ by any troops on fuot, oven 
their owHp that, if intermpted, the hoiBO might bo line to force tliair 
waj^ or retire. The mlo of these oemntries had so often been shifted 
to and fro by the forttme of war* and they bad aufferoJ so mneb, 
aa well from the ravage of hostilityp *is the coaertissions of unsettled 
govomment^ that they ragardod both the English and French at 
least aa tyrantgp when not Qnemiea j and, at thia timOr the renters 
and heads of Villag^js, not knowing bow soon they tmglit Imve new 
maaters* gave no assiAtanco to Mjijor More’a datftchTnent, whOp dis¬ 
tressed for provisions, and misled by falso mtoUigenoeir advanced from 
Vidfl-poroin towanbs Tricdnre^ whens they expected strpplics, and 
hoped to intercept the Mysoreans in their rnnto ^ who had paHsed be- 
foTQ to the south* by Trivanelara, and arrived at Trivadi on tbo 
23d, where they halted the tky. Mr. Lally^ apprized of their 
approach, had moved hia whole army from the bound hedgo 
to his former encampment at Feriinbd in fill sight of YaJdora, 
and then detoebod 50 of his Enrepeaii aavaliy U> jdn the 
Mysoreans on the road. Colanel O>ote receiv*^ quick intel- 
ligenco of their arrival at Trivadlr with an account of thdr num-

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1700 berSj imd sent out all iho e&T&liy rsmatnmg ia the 

""v-^ oampp wbich were 1000 blaok, and 80 Eoropetto botM ; tkej 

led by Tw^erotp but whilst proreedin^ atmiglit towards Tri^odb tho 
MjBorEatitf £Jed off irozD tbQDCO along the FonaTp until they rMfibed 
tlio boimdft of Fort Sk Davids and then croffiing the pLain, and keep¬ 
ing about a mile from the aeoj enme m towards the evening at 
Ariancopang^ three miles in tbe rear of the Frtmeb ^mp at Perimbi 
They set out from Trivadb with 2000 head of cattlop whicb re¬ 
tarding tfaeir mnteb, they left in different berds in various pliices^ 
intending to return and bring them in. by detacbmenta j so that only 
300 bullocks aiTived with them at the French c;amp. 

The day aftor^ Mr. LaJly, in order to make proof of their flamcc# 
advanced with them all, and the French European borao, towards 
the gnind gruaid of the English camliy* which wits posted u mile imd 
a half in front of tbe camp. All, when at a proper dlstanceg set 
off on. the gallop, and surroiinded the guard on eveiy sido; Colonel 
Cooto imnkEdiately pushed to relievo them with the main body of 
the cavalry, from the camp * hut before they came up, as Ihcse kind 
of onsets are genei-aQy decided in a very few minutes, the ’whole 
guard was dispeiaed, and hurryiiig hack to take aheller with the 
main hody^ Tlie Mysoreans carried cfS" 30 Lorsas belongiog to the 
black cavalry, and seven to the hussara 

Ensign Turner, who commandod at Caddalore, receiving intel¬ 
ligence of the cattb which hod been left an the way, went 
out with tbe Sepoye of his garriaanp and in two or three days col¬ 
lected ami drove in 600 of them i and none of the rest get into 
Pondicherry. 

The detachmeut of Myaoroans e^ootted tbe ofiicinrs appoiated by 
Hjder Alley ta settle the treaty and the plan of operatiana ’with the 
French gavernment A little beihre their anivil a report had been 
■ptcedpthai orders were on the way walling Mr* IJiUy to Fiftnce; 
whkth the Mysoreans' hearing inuoted that Mr. Deleyrii, and all the 
membera of the Council shonld sign the treaty; had th^ re- 
Cuaed, no further asaistacee wha to be espected ; they therefisre fiigned 
hut ai the same tinui oompciad a protest, whicli tphey kept en¬ 
tirely 
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tirely Becrat iimon<pt theuBelvca, objecting more wpsKinlly to the n<10 
mutittily Butn which the Myiiareiiiift were to reoeive m pay, to dia- 
charge which no money osiated and that the torritorieB ceded to them 
ware of inucb more value than tbo mdefinite eervices they were likely 
to perform. Noverthelesa tlua clandestine diaapprobation ww no wor¬ 
thy their olho^ being calculated to exempt tbacnsclvea from blame, and 
to esaggerntB it on Mr. Lally, if affiiira abotild better with the as^- 
anca of the ayaoreana ; at the same time the apparent aanotion evinced 
tliat the oouncil mw no immediate moaDs so likely to stop the progress 
of the English euoccssea, which had taken every tiling abroad bat 
Thiagar and Gingce, and were at this instant ineuacmg the capital, 
Pondicherry : so that lind the council meant Binoorely, they only pro¬ 
mised the half of what they had lost, or never poeaessed, to obtain tlio 
only chance of gaining the other half, perhaps of preaerving what 
remained. The treaty was signed on the 27th, and on tho 2Bth at 
night all the Mysoreans went away, promising to return very soon 
with their whole force, and abundance of proviaions. The next day 
the French army retreated from Periinbd to tbe bonnd-h edge. 

In thia interval, tbe squadron had bren joined by two ships of the 
lino from England, the Norfolk of 7^. and the Pantber of 04 gtins, 
wbich anchored at Giiddalore on tlio 15 th.; and a few days after one 
of the Company's ships ardvod from TaUicheriy on tbo Malabar 
oon&t, with a detachment of 100 Eurepoons, and 122 TopasseB^ 
sent frnm that Bcttlement by order from Bombay, This, with the 
detachment of artillery which anived a little before, would have been 
4 gT ^a. 1 , reinforcement at any time, but wna at this juncture more 
espeeialty seasonnhle ■, and these eimtiana did honour to the councils 
of that Presidency, which had hitherto been very cautious of parting 
witii uy p&rt of tiytcA. 

On the SOthithe day after tha French army returned to their bounnds. 
Colonel Coots detached tho remainder of tie husaam, who were 20, 
hOO hlook home, SO Eoiupean. infiuitiy, and fonr^mpaniea of Sepoys 
to Major More, that bo might bo etreng enough to encounter the 
whole body of the Mysoreans in tbmr approach to Pondioboriy. 

This officer had been joined nt Tticalore on the 2 tth, by Kistna-

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17G(> row, Tritls 500 horse, and ft* hiadj Sepoy a. They pmoceod^ n^dmi

Mr, Lolly determined ia risque nothing before the main body 
of tbe Mysorean* orrived [ and hfe trooiJa ivere too strongly posted 
in front ot and witliin the bound-Lodge, to be attiioked by ft forcs^ 
wbidi exceeded them bo little as the EiiglLih nnuy since tko 
detaoliEueuts it hfld lately BCLit abroad. So tbat both nrmic* coU- 
curring in tho same entition^ in expeetatioo of tho saroo ovenh 
Dotliing of any moment pnased between them for twenty dft}"s, Co- 
lond Coote, in tliis inter^-al, went to MndriiijS. He loft the cikinp 
an the Gtbof July, and returned on the 1-ith. The next day ho 
received intelligetice from Major Moore, that the Mysoreans wore 
set out tvom Tliiagar^ with a voty Lirgo convoy of pro visions Tins 
intftlUgnnc^ waa eonfinuoii the next day, with tbeir ronte j and at 
three the next Jnomiag, which wa* the 17th, the van diviinou nf 
the army under Colonel Monstm moved, and took posaeBsion of 
Perimbd, which ie the ground imder the point of the rod-hill directly 
oppenite to Villonoro, Tho rest of the army mnio up before day¬ 
light j a party wna immoiimtely detached to take pqssscasion of tho 
pctt&b of Villeoonj* ond moko preparations for batterioft 1 another 
destroyed a redoubt on the hill over PerimW^ whicih the enemy bud 
lately elected, in the spot where they before had raised tlio hajTftckBfor 
their cavalry, wWeb Colonel Coote had burnt on hhi fkafc exentsion 
lo reconnoitre this ground from PermacoiL The disULUce acroas, from 
the Hcd-hilX to tho fort of ViUenore and the river of Arianoopang, 
IS Uttle tDOfO than a^ mil n, and the army poHacssed the whole spftoc 
in pDsts and onclofioresi which caald not be attacked in front to- 
wirde Fendicberry without groat dlwlvautaga ; and nothing

Oa thiii duy, tbe 17 lb, the ttwpa wtli Major Moore, and the 
whole body of tba MywoTBMis. advancing by dilfeireTit rniitea, arrived 
nEsarly at tba Bumc houT in sight of Tnviuli. With M<»rB were 
180 Eurojiean infAHtry, IfO OoffrecH, anrl 50 and together 

with Kifttnnrow’a the black borac were IflOfl. and tho SepojT* II Of). 

Ti )0 Mysornatis were tiWO borw) well mounted, 1000 Sepoys, and 
200 EuropeunB, or TopawH of the French army, of whom « part 
managed eight pieces of cannon. At lliis time, when the Englieli 
tTuO]>s had boon ho long occustomed to mcocaa, it waa supposed, tlint 
tho force with Major Moore, iiotwithatanding the ine^pinUty of 
numhein. might have stood at Iwwt nn obetinate brunt; but it hap¬ 
pened otherwise! for by some miachiiTiCC or tuiscondnet, of which 
no certain acconnt bos aver been ^ven, they were totally itiuted. 

The black horse and Sepoys, who it is said brat gave way, diapersed 
on every side j five and twenty of the hussars wore cut to pieces, 
and most of the rest wore wounded ; they were the only jiart which 
licbaved with tirmnoss, lighting after they were dcHorted by tho 
European infontry. who retreated in great burry and disorder to Ibo 
fort of Ttivadi, which they gained with the loes of 15 killed and 
4(1 wounded. 

The ncw^i of this misfortune reached Colonol Coohe the next day, 
and encrensed his anxiety to get posaessbu of Tillenoro; for it was 
not doubtw! that Mr. Lally, na soon oa joined by the Mysoreans, 
would make overy effort to save this pisca, 

Tbu left of tho English cncampTuent was at the fool of the hill 
of PeriinM, and it extended 1500 yards to tho right, ucrees the 
plain townpk Villcuora Through tlio center of the camp passed a 
road (raised as all the gtbers on the plain above the commuii level 
of tho ground, and) with a row of tresd on each aida This avenue 
comes almost in a straight lino from a rodoubt in the bound-hedge, 
culled the VLUonore; hut loceivw its iiaraa’fretn the village of 
Ottlgarry, tbrengh which it posiielh about half-way betweeu the 
boiinddiodge and the bill of Ptrimbtf. At a thousaad yards in frent

The VillenorOj after era- 
tinning 400 jwirjj at a right angle from the Onl^jryj tnniB nearly 
at aaoibor right angle, ^Tkd lemda atmight wesb^ and pamlkl to the 
other aronne^ but ceases midway m tbo plain betwoen Porimb^ 
and the fort of Villenora, which Colone! Coote won preparing to 
attach, and which muat alwaj^ bo dwtinguiahedp in cyonsidering 
aur njuratiTO, from the redoubt of the same name in the bound- 
hedge; the ViUenoro a'treuue, towards its termination, cohered 
the rigbt dank of the English campH From a redoubt in tlie bound- 
hedge, at ICKK) yards to the right of the ayenno of Onlgany* coui- 
mencetk another avenue^ called, iw well as the redoubt itself tho 
Valdore : this ayenua oontinuefl only 1000 ynrda straight to the west 
whan, stopped by the opposition of the ReJ-hilh it inclines in ano¬ 
ther striagtit ling to the left, until it tuig veiged. within 300 yards 
of tho avenue of Oulgarryp whiob it then joins in another titraight 
line, and at a riglit angle on the right, esaotlj facing the juactiou 
of the Villenaro avanug on tho other side tJie imd, so that both to¬ 
gether intersected the avonne of Oidgarry at right angl{^ in the aainc 
poinL It was along the VaJdoro avenue that Colonel Coote, T'vdtb 
his cavalry, followed the Frencli troopa, when they Tct-reated before 
him on tho 7th of March, the first time ha want to rguonnoitre the 
ground about Pondicberry, Kjcaci^ly opposite to Ihn second jingla 
of the Viildoro ayenne^ as you oouie the bound-hedge^ and 

the first if you arc going to it from the ayenue of Oulgany, sUnJa 
a hiDock, tho highest^ and the only conspicuous one on the phuu^ 
detached from the Rad-bill; h: 0 iii the outwArd lidge of which this 
hiUock is about 300 yards distant t thus situated, ifc comtnaniled 
in flank the third or last, and in slant the middle or second tunL- 
ing of tho Valdore avenoou Colonel Cooto, Imving considered 
all the ground we have described, fortified the hillock with a 
closed redoubti of three gum, threw up a rutronchzncnt of tlir^fl 
guns aerosB the avenue of Oul^uryp ISO 3 ‘azd 3 in front of the 
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spot Wlicre it 19 jniMd by tbe two othera. ud railed miotker 
the VilleDore ownue. Both rfitrenchiiientfl, aJid the redoubt 
the hillock, lay nearly in the Pfljnft lino in front of the camp, which 
tlio hill of Porimhd dcTeiided on tho left ; on tha right, Iho plain 
on the other side of the VUlenore avenue was open and piiaeable to 
oauuon and eavairy. even to tho rear of tho camp. But this ap- 
proELuh would now bo protected by tho troops stationed in the vil¬ 
lages under Villenore^ and employed in the attack of this fort All 
tho throo works were finished between tho night of tho 17th and 
tho iitoroingof the 10th. This dispoaition wna devised with much 
scienoo \ for every thing woa obviated which might produiss a gene- 
ml disflster, if the tiuopo shoultl bo compoUed to quit tho attack of 
Villanore. of which the sueceus wbb scarcely pnobahlo, if tho onemy, 
as migiit bo oxpectod, riaquod boldly for its safety. 

A thirtoon-ineh mortar, sent from Madinas, and lauded at Cudda- 
lore. arrived in camp on tho I0th. and was immediately planted to 
bgrohajd tho fort; but tho shtiUs sont with it wore too anuill, and 
would not take any oertaiB ran^ and heavy taiiw prevented any 
work at tho batteries during the night 

Tho Host morning tho French army, not yet joined by the whol« 
body Ilf ^rysoreans, apiicarod advancing along tho river of Arian- 
copong. aa if they intended to attnefc tho deUehments stationed 
to gtiard the batterica i on wliicb Colonel Cootc inarched from 
tho right of tho camp with tho two battaUnns of the company b 
troops, and half the homo and Sopor's to moot tho enemy, who 
halted, and bogan to caanonado; during which Drapers ond 
Cootah regimouts with the rest of tiio black troops, by 
diopoaition, marched from tho left of the camp along tho foot of tho 
Kod-hill, on if they intomlod to storm the redoubts of tlio bound- 
hedge. and got into the rear of tho enemy's army. Mr. Lally 
lieved this feigned intoiition to bo real, and immedintely retreated 
to hia former stations | a few of tho English cavalry and Sqio^ 
were wounded. In tho evening the ilyaorcans arrived frMB Trivadi 
with 30(H) bullocks, carrying their baggage, and drawing Uieir w- 
tillery, and 3000 more Jodon with rice, and other proviaiona; tho

The fort of ViUetiors was a dttile 50 yardB in liiimetcr within Uia 
wuil ^ it woa siiErounded by a diteh, n covered-way, and a glada tut 
ill angles, fie a star. The ratup&rt was a constraction of tnasonty, 
divided into tea lixigemnnhs, or chamber^ whieh were arched, th^ 
vaults bomb-proof* nod the intorstiuos at top were filled up to an 
eqmd IdvoI, which foimod tho teiraoe on which the rannon 
mounted. Boeb of tho chanibors, was Ukewbo opoitnd through the 
outside of the wall in cuMs^inents inteniled for mnnon* but nona 
were mounted in thcnL The breadth of the ram part, which 
the length ot the chambers, was fiO feetn add reducod the area 
within to a muAl jnentagon, which in no dlceotioiL was mom than 
45 feet ov^ \ so that if the chambEiirij liiul not been bomb-proof, 
the place oould not have stood on bnin against this kind of artillery. 
Two viHnges lay near the fort, one directly norths the other to the 
north-eaat. They were about SOD yards ikjm each other, and botli 
were occnpiiiM] by tho English troops, The passage through the 
glnrdfl to the fort was stinightr and nothing obstructed the view 
<2mto up to the foot of the wall but the biurier gate, tmd tho draw¬ 
bridge, when up; neither of which could resist a shot| nevertheless* 
the French had neglected to cover thia opening by a traverBOi either 
in front or behind the [lassage. The advantage waa taken, imJ a 
battery of two aigbieen-poundet's was erected between the two vil- 
logea, to breach through the opemog j another of the same force woh 
erected in the village to the north, to destroy tho parapet, and take 
in mveriM] tlie part intended to be btcacLed. 

Both batteries o|)encd with the day on the 16th. At nino o^clock 
the French ajrnyj with nil tho Mysarvana, honie and fbot, ^P~ 
protmhed idoiig tho bonk of the river of Ariancopaiig. Some of tho 
bUok boran and Sepoys^ with three field-piece^ wore sent from the 
^gHah camp to Rtgp their ad^miccd whiUt the lino got 

under 
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under firms ; and m soon m they wera in motion, a doUclimOJit of 
EAiropofiDBi with four fiold-pieooa, filed off from the eight to remforoo 
the villagefl of ViUenoiti By this time the bfittoriee thero bud beat 

down the parnret. 

two companies of Sepoya set off on the fuU run, and posted th^- 
selv® under the brick facing of the oovored-way, in a hollow, where 
tho earth had not been filled up, aa in other parte, to the crest o 
the gUeija I Mme, more advEaturous, jmnp^ over the wall Still 
the gtirriflon had nothing to fear j for the Sepoys had a ditch to paw, 
and a very irntwifwiL breach to mount; but tho commondiitg 
hold out a fliHS of Iruoe, and opened the gates to a detachment of 
Europeans, who hastened up on the first aighh of the fiafr They 
iomiediatolv raised the English coloure on the runpart. and t.irn^ 
the gtuw a^inat tho French and Myaonam^ who wore advanced 
along the river-sidB within tho rendom rench of cammn^iUot The 
change was received with the enrsefi of every man in the French 
army. All the Unea stopped involuntarily, and at once, stricktm by 
horror; and Mr* Lally, more confounded than any, iinincdiatoly 
ordered the whole to retreat under tho guns of Ariancopang. Tlcto 
were in the fort SO Europeans, V2 Coffinea, and eight pieces of can¬ 
non on the nunparte, wliich might liave held out two days Iragar, 
boforo the English would have ventured to stonn ; and ten niinutes 
more in tho proaanb hour would have brought on a ganwul engage' 
ment to decide its fato. Of all his suweases, Colonel Gooto deemed 
this the most fortunate, liecsuflo least expected Neverthelesa ho Iiad 
exerted miicb ability to plaoo the army in a oitnation to make the 
attack in ligbt of the enemy'e, and, if it Buled, have nothing un- 
equal to appfflhond. 

The fiiut arrival of tho Mysoreana in tho province had alarmed 
the Presidency of Sindraas. le much aa it eurprUed the army I for, 
befiidro the interruption they might give to the .u«o« of tho war. 
the Nabob's revonues were lost wherever tlicir jjartica appeared j ^d, 
aa horse, they might in the back coimtiy catend their ravogca from 
Tritchinopoly to Aroot : and this detriment was the more dreaded, 
bwiusc tho company in England relying on tlie treaauroa of 
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17C0 had dotcrtiiiiic4 to send no bulJion to tiny of ttiEiir scttkEdGotJi in 
— IndjJi^ and tlie I^^^idencj of Bengnl had oooiJuto-tKi all thciT inocim^, 
and were borrowing monoy. It waa thtreforo [xJitjposed to the 
Nabob, who T.VT13 at Madnaas^ to niarcli with what troops Imd ac- 
ooinpanied him thithLw, supported by a detachment of Enropeanfl 
from the gntriaon, m order to pfotect the eonntries between Oiogee 
and Trinomaly, and all behind them to ArooL CnptAln Hjclkard 
Smith, at Tritchinopoly, as soon as ho had aeqiiired iiitelligoncs of 
the strength and JnteDtioDii of the Myeoreans which were eome into 
the Camatie, proposud the e^podioanj ot a diverBiobi by marching 
with a force from hi& g&rrison, and attacking the districts of Mysoro, 
which confine on the westward] to thoae of Tritehiiiojioly, whEat 
the troopB ordered by Mohomwl Issoof from Madura, siiould keep 
the Mysomans of Dindigol at bay* The iJoa wiia approved as ih^ 
most probable resonree ; he was ordered to carry It into execution, 
and Tanjore and Tondiman were requested to give him what 
aiLDa he might Tcquire, 

The Nabob mjirQhcd 5*0111 ALadm^ on iho 3d of Jcly^ and an the 
7th ha [ttrived nb Yondiiimsb ^ aiter loitering tbero some days, he 
middenly olijingcd hie mind from keeping tbo field against the My-^ 
soreana, and went away to make his Giitranoe into hie captEoJ of 
Arcot ] but left 7^0 of hia hoTBO. imd 500 of his SepoyB; with his 
brother Maphu^e K,haDf who on the 22d came with them to the 
army at Porimbd. The day after Colonel Coote, with aU the ca- 
TfiJiy of the armyi a great part of the Sepoys, Ecynml field-pieces, 
ftd eighteen-pomider cm a field-carriage, but without any Europefia 
infantry^ advanced towards the bound-hedgu This defiance as it 
were of meeting the Mysoreans with equal armji cottld not prnvoke 
them to come out and try their flLrength ; but the French infantry 
advanced and eonnanaded fbeui neven piueea of cannon, whiiih only 
Wounded two Eumpean ^unncJB. 

The next morning, the 24tht on intelligeneo that a liirgc body 
of the Mysomaoa intended to ULarch that night to the westward to 
cflcoTL provmioiiH^ Afajnr Monaou waa detodicd, with all the black 
mvulry^iis compaujos of Sepoy a, and two field-piii^Ma, to take peot 
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lit Vuliionj. naiir which, it wan fiuppotnjd, the Uysoraana wcjuld 17^ 
Jumjljiit only a few Wei's gone out, wln> halted at Rangapillali a 
choultry on the sea ahora, ^ miles to the north of the Ijoiuid- 

bodge, whore they were joined on the Sfitli by the large body freini 

PondicheiTy, of which intdUgenco lind bean given on the 24 tb. 

All went on to PermacoU; Major Monaon fuUowMl iboui on the 
27th, and nirived on the 2Hbb. when uone were renmluing ihert 
In the menu lame, IJantenant Elaer hod been detnebed from the 
camp on the iStli, with +110 Sepoya, 30 EuropcaQS, and a hundrrf 
black boreo, the bent in Ibe army, to prpeoed from Rangapillnb'fl 
cbouUry along the eea-shore, whilKt Major Moiwon was endea¬ 
vouring to come np wUb them on, the other side j but they bad struck 
off in flavisnd partioa, aome towards Gingce, otbets to the north¬ 
ward, spreading to collect cattle, and destroying wbabwever bo- 
longed to the mhahitantB, who, a» their ground now supplied tho 
Euglish army with provimona, were evmy where eemaiderod by the 
Eroneb os armies. One of these parties went to Alkinparvali, 
where they plundered tie pettnh, and took a Lieuteniint, who was 
Hick, and chancing to be taking the air, having shot him tbrongh 
the back as lie'waa endeavoaring to escape In bis ptdakin \ how¬ 
ever the ciumon of the fort drove the party away, and, an they were 
returning tdoiig the shore towards Pondichttrry, they fell unawares 
Bcross Eiser's datahhinont, by whom they were intlroly routed, and 
30 of their horso snirfindered to him, with which he returned to 
tho camp in the evening, wbera major Moiison's division likHwiao 
rejoined tlie siuae day ; for the whole cavnliy of tho camp bad 
nurebed in these two divisiona. 

The last day of the month brought the we!name arrival of five 
of the Company's ship from. England in the Road of Cuddaloro; 
and two flays after came in ajsothor, whiob had separated from them. 

Thera ware on board of thu sii, GiH) men diufted from regiments 
in England, to replace tha dellcicncea whicU might have hn^ijwaed 
in Draper's and Cwte'a 

On tbo 3d of August, the fteo .company of Frenchmen were sent a-i-w'- 

to mt in the rear of one of the oaemy's advanced jioste, which lay 
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in tho Vaidoro roftd, nbout. half a inile fmm llie b&Lmd-hedg«. They 
marched aJciag the nlcirta of the BcdJiilJ, and, fioniing by surprize; 
killed and wounded S 0 ?ernlpand drove ilia r^t to the bounddiedgo. 

The MysoreanH^ according to their ccmtractp had delivered nU the 
provbiiona they brought into the magazines of Pondicbercy* whore 
they wore eircfuUy edorod for future need. Tiro pui^uit of Monsen, 
and the siiiscesa of Eiaerp deterred ihani from going oat agfdn in 
large detacbmentBp and althongb the English army oould not cover 
the ground sufficiently to prevent small partiea from getting back, 
with a few hend of cattle or other provisionB, yet all these auppHea 
were unequal to the daily oomiiuinptioii of lOpGOO meuthB; for. with 
their foUowerGp the Mysore artny atuounted to this multitude; and 
in a few days rice began to sell in their camp at the mte of two 
pounds for a rupaw. This diatresap the constant fatigue and riaquo 
ncceaaary to redieao it, and their convictions of the anperiority of tho 
English armyp m wdl by the loss of Villenorc, eb the caution of the 
Pnuich to rbque nu aagogemont since that events mnde them weary 
of their expedition and alliance; and their Sepoya, foreaeeing less 
likelihood of retreating \rith safety than lie horsc^ began to desert ia 
numbera every day^ 

The garrison of Giogee liad collected 3000 enrringa bullockBp and 
rice to load on them, andt with varions parties which had got out 
from Pomlicherry^ 150 Europeans of the iofkntry. and 100 of the 
cakvahy, wore waiting there to eaonrl this train, expecting to bo 
joined by the Mysore hoj^&i who were by thia time dotormined 
to go away to Thiagar, and return no uLore ; on which, 50 more 
EuropeanSr with three companies of Sepoys^ were detached from 
Pondicheny^ to reinforea lbs convoy Colonel Coote took meaaurea 
to prevent ita arrival. Some Sepoys patrolod along the eea-ahnret ^ 
frr as ftangapillah'^H choultry \ from Alamparvahp MartlUp with the 
frno company^ four of Sopoys, and thnso fidd-piecofl, mnrclicd on 
tho 13th, to lie between Valderc and Pcnnacoil* and were rem- 
forced the next day by SO bn&Baiu with LiButenant Kirdior. Whilst 
these partitiiji ware on tho north and S. W. Eneign Turner niarcbcd 
from Onddilore to Trivadi^ with tho so ven comjinuiiE* of Sepoyi 
^ bdoDg- 
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belonging to that gnrriHOti, in which Major Monoon taniftincd 17^ 
'with tho trooiw just arrived from England ; ao that the outlets to 
the a. w. and 8. were equally well guarded, ond tlie main body of 
the army lying between VLUenore and the Eed-bill utterly pre- 
elndetl the passage to or from tlie west. The conToy from Oingce 
were espected to ret out on the 12tb, but did not until the cnening 
of the I3tli i intelligBaoti of which wna soon after hreught to tlolo- 
nol Ckioto, who wont off at 11 at nightj, with all the black envidry, 

20U Europeams. the hundred TopoBsaa from Bombay, and two field' 
pieces, and proceeded towards Killonora The same night the 
greatest part of the Mysore home decamped from the glftcU of 
Pondicboiry. and marching (ant fell in when it was deep dark 
with Martin and Kirchor, who, charging them unexpectedly met 
no reaiRtanei), killed 4t), took StH) of their horse, and iiOO bullocts 
Itolen with thoir baggage. At day-break Colonel Cooto csimo up 
with bis party, when all the ItyaoreauB were not yot out of 
sight; they were rotimtiog in broken pna-ties to the wast-ward 
Cdonot Ooolo divided bis force in pnianit of them, which returned 
the same day with many more bullocks and two European prisoners. 

One divinion of the Myaureans tsacaped both tho encounter and pur¬ 
suit. They ware at some distance in the rear, when the front was 
fitopped, on which they immediately turned back, and poflsing os 
they bad coma at the bock of the Bod-hlU, and by the son shore, ra- 
gained the bounds of Pondicherry. 

Notwithatnndbig this rout, it was still conaidored as doubtful, 
whether the Mysoreans might not join and return with the convoy 
waiting at Oingea : and to prevent the continual fatignn of detaeb- 
menta marching from the cninp on every report, to watch and in¬ 
tercept their apprnadi, it was determined to peat a force sufficient 
to cope with them se|iaTate from the main body of the army, which 
continued at Perimbd. The detachraant which hsd aocomjtanied the 
Nabob from Madrosst when it was supposed he intended to keep 
the field towards Tiinomaly, advanced from Yandivaah j and on the 
lOtb encnmjted at Ratlagramon, a town under the hills to the east 
of Qingw. and ten lujlos north of Valdore^ a station which the 
VoL.

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1700 CORVUV could pot avoid witbout muob circuit iitid trouble. Tho^ 
detuchmcpt was iniTnedifttely joined by anotlier from tke comp, 
when the whale amounted to 20li European foot, 50 Coffreea, 500 
Sepoyi^ 50 Etu'opcjui bjOfae, buiwrap and 500 blucik horse * they 
were <j£pmipanilcd by CeptAi n Preatou. 

The 500 MysorcauB wbiLb had returned to Pondicberry woi o afraid 
to t^iiture out uguiti in a body^ but in every of tlio succeeding niglihi 
sent off small pnitka, which pasaed ujidlscoverod. To atop thoFie 
which remained, two compiuiiiea of Sepoys, with 100 of the black 
horse, wbero delechod with Enaign Mefnditti,. fl-nd took post at Baa^ 
gnpillab'fl lioiilLry* Anotbnr detucluncTit of Sepoys marched tho 
same day from the camp in que^ of a party of Europeans which 
had marched the night before from PoTidicheny for Oingee, but 
only bTOUght back four, wboiu they had picked up lagging on the 
road with fatigna Eurly the nest morning, a strong dotaabment 
fimm tbo bouniU atlackod the |K.ist at Btingapillahk cboultry, and 
obliged tbo party there to retreat. On the first notJCCt two compa¬ 
nies of Se|H>yHi^ and all the grand guard of covalryj marched to hua- 
tain them, and the enemy retired on i!ieir apiKsarance. 

lo two or tlireo nights more, all tho Wysoreana wdio had rctnmod 
to Pondidierry were gone* and oil t.tidr partlea had escaped wiiliont 
intemipEion. News was racflivcd at tlm timo that their mjiin beniy 
which had asscniblerl at Tliiagar, woro marchorl from fcbenea 
to attack Trinomalyi it wa.^ thoroforo oonolnded, that they would 
make no further efforts of coasi3i|Qance to succour PoDilicheny with 
proidsione; anti in this peraaosion, the PreaSdoncy resumed the in¬ 
tention of blDckading Pondicbeny by sea and land; ajid the Oo- 
Tcmor Mr. Ptgot camo from Jhidraaa to confer with Admiral Stev^ 
and Colonel Cooto on the mcom 

The ground between Vill Enure and Perimbd was the beat on wliicli 
the English army could continue^ wiiih^t the Mysarcuns remained 
with the French; fur it presented a narrow Iront, was of hazardona 
apptuaohp afforded several strong poatii, and wns csentniaillj Bitnatcd 
for the exiKedition of dulachineata to interrupt any whicli might be 
■out from, cir coming to the ononiyb comp, . But this dtoation did 
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not folly tka ptirposo of o blockado. which wa* to 

dm town by fiunine; for, being five miles diatant. tlio arpay was 
not snffidont to form a chain of in a ™'vb of 15 miles from 

tUa BM-shoro on the north to tho aea^shora on the south of the 
town, chwe, or in all parta strong enough, to intercept evoiy 

thinR. The hound-hedge of Pondicherry sweeps from the north 

to the a fi. of the town, where it eeawn on tho bank of the nver 
of Arknoopang, which in two arms, with an island between them, 
jumpliae the «st of the barrier to the sontb of the town. The 

area included by the hedge with the arms of the river, com- 

pristos nearly aevon squaro miles. This ground aflbrded pasture for 
a number of cattle, which, if unmolested, might, whiliit the 
English army roniaioed at their present distance, supply the troops 
and inhabitantfl with porvisions for sovesl uiontha ; and the daily 
consumption might be replaced by si/nll convoys from without ; bo 
tliat tho anemy could not be severely distressed, until pont within 
the bonud-hed'ge, when ita rodoubtoand other stations in i«KWBioQ 
of the English, would suffer nothing to remam abroad beyond the 
foot of the glacis and even there not in quiet- Tlnase posts would 
hkewise obstruct the introduction of auppliea in the whole eitentof 
the hedge, and tho prose at stock would remain the principal reliance, 
unlit the French army should be suffioientiy reinforced to r^ver . 
them: hut now that the Mysoreans wore gone, no probabiltiy re- 
uiaiued of any troops oaming to the succour of tbe town, exceptiug

Mr. S’eveiiB waa veiy loth to dojiriTe hifl aliips of their murinoa dur* 
ing the expectotioa of an engagenieut, with the eoemy's siitiadron, 
hut itt length flcquieficed to the iiecesaity and iinfiortjuico uf the bct* 
vice they might nmder on eliore ; and proraised without healtatioH 
tli&t Ilia sfiuwlron should not iiuit the coast until cDUipellod by irra- 
h-istible MCBsaity. Aoeordingly, the murines were landed at Cudda^ 
lore on the 27th they were, iueluding officers, 122 Europeans 

The Mynonama, as soon as they arrived before Triiioiiialy, made 
an attack on the pottidi, in which they were repulj!e<1 with the loas 
of fifty or sixty meo: but oondmied to iuTeat tho plaoe.

attnekcd had been met in the night, tha ettCorUpregained Oingee with 
very little loan Three or fmrr thousaiid more bullocks were ready to 
be fiubetitiitecl an the convoys sent might fail, and it wna now deter¬ 
mined to send the whole of thia colleetion ti^gether, nndei' iLie 
' Rtronge$i 
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1760 Htroiigesl escort that could Vie rlsqnei ahroad ; accoitliugly Mr. Lilly 
— detnebed 100 of the French cavalry and flcveral more wrapaniw rf 
Sepoya fi»m Pondicherry, to join the ‘troops* already at Gingee ; 
EO that one thinl of hie whole force waa now employed in tbu 
service 1 and he luwl by mnch wlieitation, and by indnwmEiite 
of which we are ignorant, prevailed on the Jlyisoreans to Bend Viock 
800 of their liorec to Gingee, who were likewise to accompany the 
convoy; and this bculy of horae arrived there at the mme time ee 
the iletachmeDt from Pondicherry. IntellVgencB was received 
OB tiie SDtIi, that the convoy with the whole escorb intended to 
set out from Qingee in the ensuing night; on which, disjioaitions 
were made to oppose tlieir paflaage. 

The whole of the Red-hill is intereBCtscl by winding dales, in 
which troops may march nnpereeived until met within them, or die- 
Dovenid from tho riaiiig gronnds alwve; in the middle of the gene¬ 
ral plot of the Ilijd-hill, etamb one eminence higher than any of 
the othera, and called from the trees it bears, tVie Tamarind gtore; 
thb hillock has dales on eacVi side of it, which join with othom, 
leading from the plain of tho country on the outside of the Red-hill 
to tha s. w. at the farthcfit distance from the Englbh camp, from 
the left of which sbotildexed under tho extremity of the Red-hill at 
Peiimhd, tho Tamarind grove was two miles to the n. h and it was 
three to tho s, w, of Pondicherry. Thb situation being central fo*" 
tho intemiption of troo^ja marching through the dales of the Red-hill, 
either to or from Pondicherry, Colonel Coot^ who, by ids coatinual 
excQinions, know all the ground in the adjacenciw of Ins camp, or¬ 
dered a redoubt to bo raised there, which ivas finished in tlio day. Lest 
the convoy {should attempt to make their way to the south of the 
river of Arlancopang, the whole body of maiines. which were still 
remaining at Cuddalore, wore orflcrad to march some miles from 
thence along the ri ver Paliar, and to advaime sis companica of Se¬ 
poy* beyond tliem towards Trivadi; whilst scouts from the camp 
IBtroled between tho two rivers; and, to watch the convpj’if w®* 
tng by tho direct reed from the west, floveral comjiauies of Hopoys 
from Vaklore proceeded along it towanb OingcG.

Ou the 2<Ur SepUsmber arrived at Cuddalore tl^e of the King a 
Sbips. convoying aeveml of the oomiiuny^a from 
men of war two were the Amenco, and Moilw-ay, caeb of dO ^ , 
which compleatcd the squudmu before PondicherJT^ to 17 sail ol 
the line In the Uompany'a shipa were part of a Highland itjgiment. 
aapplied by iho goverument. in addition to the troops it bad alrei^y 
sent to India. These mighty aids witnessed in this quarter of the 
globe, ns equal clforta, wberesouver neocssary, m every other, the 
eunerior onerey of that mind, who possessing eqnaUy tbo oonfidenco 
of his Bovereign and the natiett, cundwcled the arduotis and estoii- 
give war in which they were engaged against tlioir great and only 

"no same evening Colonel Cooto orvlcrcJ 400 men to march and 
invest the fort of Arifluoopang; but Colonel Mom^n, tbo next in com¬ 
mand, <lid not approve the operation, although it had.heBn plflAiicd to 
Admiral Stevens, as the principfd inducement to land the marines of 
the squadron: and Colonel Coote, not to disgust pcrtiimdty. when 
concurrenoe was so necesaary, countermanded tlm detachment 

Mr. Ully received information, that the detachment bad been 
panolwl and auflpwted the servica for which it hod bwo intended, 
Sucha'pTOOtoftbe opinion which the English array cntortoiDod of 
their own auperiority. convinced him that it would soon bo followed 
by some real blow of equal detriineJit, if they were not immediately 
Donvinoed, that UU own was capable of more than acting on the 
defensive. He rosolvcd to attack their camp by enrpriae on the 
night ol the 4tb, and bis diaiMMitions worn made with much skill 
and oagaclty.

The 
b&tlalloo of ladJit aud thta voLiiataei?i of Bourbon^ ainoiintiag to 
rank and iilo^ had for eooie days beqn Giicfim]>ed under the fort 
of Ariancopang; the Fortuguezi: iiiDEnpjiny, whiclk was likewise 
called the company of Jesus^ and liofl a. Jeauit at their heod^ wiLh 
fioiae Sepoywere quartered in tho Company's gardens, situated 
within the bouad-bodge m the road towards the ValJoro redoubt; 
the repinents of Lonu-in and LalJyp 50EJ mon, the niarinijo of th& 
Rqtmdmn, 200, and ftUO Sopoya, were Ln the ti>wii j the borEo wore 
dietnijiuted in didbrent patrolea. The gates of the town w^ere shut 
early, and opened again at ten at nighty and oltliaiigb Cobael 
Coate entertaitieil spies and carrwpondenta in the bowUp not ono of 
them acquired the limat anrtaiso of Mr. Lolly's intentions^ or hus- 
pccted any tmnsoai operation. 

The marines and Sepoys loorchcd out of tha town in two parties^ 
told off in equal nuintKifrs of each. They proeeeded to tlio 
doru rodoubtp and m the way the Fortugnejso company^ with the 
Sepoys at the garden, fell into the rear and formed the third isab- 
divisian of this line. Continuing in tha aTonues from tba Valdore 
redoubt, the party soon turned t<j the rights to gain the

Tbeat? troopk in two divisiona, 
TOnrt;hi!il from tJie town^ arid tliroiigli the bound-! lodgo, along tba 
avoimc of Onlgany, until they caiue to tba bond of thin vLELiga, 
wb(£r£ M deep ftter-cotirse cnrDySieil tho avenue^ siud liftd a bridge over 
which writs d^jfeasliiMi by n refepaiichnient with guns^ Hona Jjjr- 
r£LiQ halted, wlulflt Lsilty's rcgiiDeDi^ quitting the dvemie hy tha 
marched nutwciidH in the fit^lda to M\ on the right ftank of the 
Englhila redoubt in thb avenue ; to which Lormtu Wfvs U> ndvauce 
Btrfiight along the avcotiEp and attack at the aatne time, hen ear- 
ricil, the Pnrtngiiose compftnjp with the Scjinyfl, which were the 
tiiird Piwh-division of tlw nttaick to the right, were to join* andp 
with Lomiiii’a and Lnliy'Pi, piweed ncroag on tSie left to attack the 
retrenchment in the Villcnare avenue which stood in the same ppi- 
rail el ns tbit in the a venue of Otilgariy j hut the VlUenore retrcnclv 
ment bad on ita left a largo gardenr called from its owner, Barthel- 
laih \ ill which were like wise ported ft strong guard with bome iiclJ- 
piocej. Wbeu thia g?mlen and retrenahmont were caiTiedp all the 
trtMipti of this attack were to regulate thetnflclves by tlie Hucceas of 
another attack on their loft, which was to ha msJe by the India 
Battalion and the volunteers of Boiirboti.

Oulgnrfv^ The attack at the tamarind redoubt wha repiilt^ ; but 
the redoubt on the hillock vr^ carried ; the lieuteniait of the artd-^ 
lery tkUil three gminors were made prL&cmer» there, and the regtof 
the guard driven out, nor did they rally [ wltiiih gave the enemy 
time to cairiy off a bmsa thrtie-|^K>uiider* d^troy the carriage of 
ther gnn^ gpiko Up n ttdrdp and V>uni down the batteryi At the re- 
treuchmeiil in the Oulgany roadj the attack and defence wera 
more fieim Colonel Coote Limaelf brought down troopa to that 
in the Villenore avenue and EiirLheluii'K gardeUp and, iruJtcail of 
waiting to bn attackeiL advanced aorotia to an^tam the other redonht; 
ngninst which LoiTjiln and Lolly's persisbed until eight serjeanbst ho- 
aideo common meu,^ of Litlly^frp were klUed ; when tho ofBcerflii hear¬ 
ing no isIgDa of the nuun attack cii tha riglifc and rear of the Etigliih 
camp, drew oil.

Tbay were 1^ by D'Haraiiibtirc:* who bod slwuLy^ behaved 
hitherto with giilkutryp and e^^peciolly during the march of Mr. 
Law's reinforcomont to Hyderabad in IToG : but ilr. LtdJyp ^dtli 
the UH-ual fee verity of liis prejndiceSp imputed the failure to a design* as

The ehipa Inst arrived from England brought commissiona from 
the war-ofliee eppoioUag majors Brereton and Konson to the mnk 
of Ucuteiiant coloaela, with prior date to Coloael Coots but both 
were oredered not to ossert their commiaaions whilst he remained on 
the coast Colonel Cooto nevertheless ooncluded that it was in¬ 
tended ho abottld rconova na eoon as might be to his original and 
established command in Bengal, nor did Monson propose to continue 
serving under him. but otfored to retire to Madrosa J but Coote im¬ 
mediately deUverod over to biro the command of the army, and went 
thither bimaelf, and requested to proceed with his whole regiment 
to Ben gpl 'TLo Presideney remonstrated against the detriment, and 
Monsan declared that tlia blockade of Pondicheny must be nusod if 
these troopa were taken away ; os which Coote consented to leave 
them.

The boimd-liodge of Poudiflbcrrj', brides its aatuml defoitce of 
treoB and Ihomi*, is fltrengtbeded by four rodonbts j oae on tbe nortbj 
opposite to tho north-w^t angk of tho town^ another nearly west 
of thli angK a third neajly west of the eonth-weat angle, aad tha 
fourth directly aoutb-weat of tho same poinL All look their 

Tmmefl from their sitontionj; the north ’was caUed the Madras re- 
poubt, the Tioxt the Valdom^ the third tho Villciionj, and that to 
tho fiouth-we^t the Ariancopaiig redoubt. From the TiQetiore ne- 
doubt led the road and avenue, which [massed through the center of 
the English cwnp at Ferimhd and about a mile from tho hedge this 
avenue leoda through the viUage of Oulgarryi in which ware ae\'e- 
lal country-houHca belongiug to the French inhnhitauta of Fondle 
chony, and a church bolougii^ to the Jesuits. The regiment of 
Lporrain and Lcdly, which at this time did not asaembte both to¬ 
gether more than 400 man, wore remaining In this villnge Mce the 
Ute attach on the camp. The mAiines^ 300 mcn^ were within the 
hedge, to defend the r^oubt of Valdote wi ti*the part of the hedge 
on each hand The battalion of Indb^ couidsting of 500 men, were 
stationed at iba Vitlonere and at the Ariaucopnog redoubta, and be¬ 
tween them. The north side of the hed^, with the Hadrass re* 
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17Gt> d&u'bt^ Rfl being jit tLe furtherfl^t dUtaitco from tlio EngliBh cJimp* was 
^ V — ^ tmated to tbe Sepoys. Tlie horee* Ert-ill only 100 ritlerB;, worts diS- 
^"'I'^persed in different po^in round tbe limits. The refit of tbe army, 
which, dcluaivo of the giini&on of Gingoeand its oub-pofitfn, oonfibteil 
of ijfX) European foot^ 1^0 European bor^, evnd 500 Sepoys, wete 
abroad, most of them wnlting to eBcort the ptti^deiotis collected at 
Gingee. 

At nudDight the whole of the English army were under arms; 
a proportional number from each of the dilTereiit tH^dipa were left 
to defend the enmp i and the maLn body a|^po]nted to march wiis 
divided into two brigades, of which the principitl odicets had the 
day before rocontioitered tlio gromnd of their respective nt^ncka aa 
near afl the ooetnya out-poets would adroiL The regimonb? of 
Draper and Cooto, comprising both together 1000 men, 200 of the 
miuiuea, tho 150 bighlnodera, with 5f>0 Sepoyi=?, and four ficld- 
piooes, marched off thoir ground from the left- of the camp at 
three in the moming, and entered into tho Red-bill, in which they 
were to take a largo circuit round the tainariiid-grove, and, coining 
out where nearest, were to n^^tack the Taldure redoubt, and the west 
fdde of the hedge adjuiniug. This brigade was formed into two 
divisiana ; tho grenadiei'e of the two regiments loti the ftrat, tinder 
the commiLud of major R<d>ert Gonion ; major WilliAin Gordon 
ccunmanded the roar division, and cobnol Monson the whole of this 
attack. Tho other brigade W’ns composed of the Coromuiide! battalion 
ftOO, the two Freunh companies 120, the ftimbay detuAihment of ^15^0 
Europeanis and Topasaia^ GOO Sepoya^ and four fiEdd-piecea They were 
to march from the right and attack the sneniy’s troops posted in Oul- 
gnrry, and after routing them, to proceed and souse the VLHenare 
redoubt Joseph Smitli, wlio idncetlie departure of Calliaud to Bctigul 
wan the first offic^sf on the coast of tljc Companie's troops, and a 
few days before bad been appointed by the Presidency of Madm^^ 
to the rank of nyyoTr commanded thia brigade.

Major SmitL'a brigade, having much lewt ground to go than 
NoaMTi’fl did not move until four in the momiog. Tiio enemy a 
«„t«ndimont in front of the .-iUage of Onlgan,' ky a^ the av^ 
HUB, and they had an advanced poat in a garden beyond, but a littlo 
to the rieht of tlio cDtrcnchmcnt. Siuitli, to avoid the immediate 
difioovety Of bk brigade, an well a. the direct fire of the ontrenehment 
along the avenue of Oolgwry. marched down the ^ilkuom, as 
fa. as Barthelmcb garden, wlitch liw on the left oa yon come down ; 
the lino then turned and pa.<<3ed through the garden, which brought 
them half the distance between tho two nvenueH. when the bo' 
ROilo struck down thrmigli the mtervab of some mclosnrw. winch 
led to the left of the vilkgu of Oulgarry, from whence they might 
likewise take the entrcucLracnt in revonsa ; hut the two French 
companies were sent oif immediately from the garden to he 

avenue of Oulgarry, and attack tho enemy’s advanced poet on the 
other sido of this avenue ; but were not to begin thoir attack, before 
the firing oommcnccd upon Oulgnny. wldch soon happened ; for 
some black feUowu betooging to the French troo|fl, who were asleep 
in the streets of a mined handet which stood opposite to t e ang e 
of tho entrenchment, awakened at tho wheels of the fiold-piecw 
which moved in front of the brigade, and lied with the ^arm to 
the troops in Oulgarrj^ who immediately began to fire from the 
entrenchment, with six: field-pieces in barbette, and with soma mm. 
as tho day had begun to dawn. Tim English field-pjcrea whmh 
were of the same unmber and calibre, drew out of the 
answer them, and were snpported ty a part of the Luo ; whilst t e 
rest passed on to gain the flank of the village of Oulgarr}'. when 
opposite to it, divkiona were detached to attack the enclosnr^ 
which tho enemy hud lined with troops. In the 
two French companies, led ly captain Myere. stormed the advanced 
r^t on the other side of the read, and seiised four pieces of reunoo 

which were there, on which the party etationed with them retreated 

in much hurry to the main body at Oulgarry, who. diapintod by 

tbeir njut, Bkekonea inBeiwibly the defence of tbo encIoHUPea, and 
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m coasfld liriiig the field-pie^ m intrenohmout e^jtwa th(? aveimc; 
— Major Smith perccivod this wavering, Rigmfied it to hh troopa ; amd 
“^ptit LimAelf at the head of the granadiera Wlieravor he commMided;, 
alfectioii to the nmii (S)flspii^ with duty to tho The greno- 

dicra rushed on without filing, forced their way over the oncloaures, 
and fell amongst the enemy, dealing their anna with irreBLatible im- 
petnoeitjt meraased by the disadvantages they iiad mirmounted t all 
the rest entered fit other porta, driving the enemy before them acr™ 
the rood 5 but those at the intrenehnient had time to opihe up the 
esnnon, and then followed the rest, who were rt imi i n g towiJdo a 
rising ground on the other aide of the road, but forthcr back lowards 
the faoiiDd’-hodgc. Tlie main body of iho brigade took poaflesaion of 
Oulgarry, find were mon oiler joined by the diviaion with cuptoiii 
Myeis, which had kOlod sonie, and brought priaonera. During this, a 
I body of Biirepoonia were described ad vancing directly towardo Oulgarry^ 
in the plain between this and the Yaldotu avenue i their distiiietiona 
eoulti not bfl perotsived, and the sudden halt of the ma-a.-wayB on 
the rising ground rendered their appeorUEiee veiy suapidous. Mca- 
aei^Qis afler meaaengera were sent to discover whether they wore 
trieuds or foost hut none rotumed before Miyor William Gordon bini" 
self CAUte, aod gave an accoont that tho rear division of Colounl MoU' 
8on*8 brigade, which he commanded, liad separated from the van 
amongHt the sand hiliK in the dark * and had continiied wimdering 
about until they heard the fire of the attack at Oulgarry, to winch 
he had hastened to give osi^lstatice ; but it was now too kto J other- 
wiae hm error might have been retrieved by the important servicfl of 
interoepting the regiments of Lormin and Lally in the confuaion of 
their fiight out of Onlguriyp who, Ln this cose, would in all probabi¬ 
lity have been destroyed to a man ; during hia report^ strong firing 
woe heard at the Voldore redoubk 

It was 50010 time before the van of Colonel Monson'a brigade dis- 
coveired the acpumtiiin of the rear, which by turning wrong bod got 
into windings leading towaids the plain ; and Colonel Monaon^ ap* 
prehimaiV& tlint tlio rejunetion could not be made before the dawn 
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of day, which Wfta bhe tima daatlned far ihc attack ot theValdoro 17 C 0 
redoubt, jadicdouflly determbod to risque it with tho von divirion of 
hiB brigade alone. They dodled out of the sand hill fiJtactly right. 
whilst it was still dark, at an opening directly on a line with the 
woatem side of the bound-hedge and tho redoubt, up to which, tbo 
rood, when Jicar, leads in 0 Inno between two cndMUiea towards 
the flank of tba rodotibL Two flold-piocea were in tho front of 
tho lino, fallowod by tho grenadiora of the two legimenta of Draper 
and Cooto, after whom cauio the rest of the EuropeaiMi and then 
the Sepoya of the diviaioiL Colonel Monaon knew tho ground, and 
intonded that tbo line, instead of advancing through the lano 
between tho enclosuroa. should pass through the endotmro on tbo 
right, which being a coco-mit garden, was autrounded by a ditch 
and hedge of littio intairuptaon; and the ground within was not 
only firm, but free frnm underwood, and the Ireos theniaelvcs havo 
no bmnchw. When past the garden, they wore to proceed straight 
oa to tho Voldore avenue, whidi was not Ikr distant, and, having 
qrossed it, were to file down on tho other flide^ to gain the left flank 
of. tbo Valdote redoubt; where, if not diaDOvared, they could not 
be expected, and tho bound-hedge heroaboute waa not so strong aa 
on the other side. The redoubt had a dry ditch, with pAlisadoos at 
the bottom, and six embrasurea, of which tho parapet was fmized, 

Tlio granadiera were to rnah on. and escalado the redoubt without 
firing, whilst the rest of the tine were, part to support them, and 
part to spread along the bound-hedge, and to force their ^y through 
wherever they could find openings* or at least to continno tho fire 
iintil they had driven away tho enemy, who were expectad to lino 
and defend the other ride f the two field-pieces wore likowisa to aarifit 
in this service after the gtonadiora had paaaed them to tho e^odc. 

The day bml begun to dawa, when tlio head of tho line amved at 
the two enclosures, and 3£ojor Jtobort Gordon, who, eicoptuig Mon- 
sou. only knew tha ooume of march, and was to lead the greandiors 
to the waa not present i and tba grenJHiora, wonting orders, 

naturally enteted the lone which lay before them. Officers were 
You II *<i . 
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mni back to Colonel Monson, to know whit nest tliey weio to da, 
ilonson, cmapemted at tlu^ aecond mbtako in the conduei of 
brigwle, mn forward to rectify it if poa&ible, or to put hkuBelf at Ike 
head of the greoadieiSp and lead the assault. Jost aa he reached 
thenip the eDCRiy diseovered tho line which had got to the end of 
the lane» within a hundred yarthi of the redouhtp which in this flank 
had a twenty-fbnr founder^ double loaded with Inngnuii. They 
fired it, and itd exeentian was terrible* killing oloTcn moiit and 
wounding 2G J amongst them Golontd Monson felh struck with a 
piece of iron, wtdeh broke both the bones of hia hg. The grenadiew^ 
infitead of being dismnyedp or nov^ heaitEiting for wont of order, of 
their own motion, rushed to the escalade ^ and the officers, of their 
own judgementp got the line as fcst Od they could out of the en¬ 
dowed way, and led them to tho hedge, when the attack and de¬ 
fence soon hecamo gennral and extenaivo ; hut- the aiseault of the 
grenadicra stopped the firing of tho cannon from the rQdoiibt> w^bich 
otherwise would have continued to enfilade the troops attacking tho 
bodge. The gronaJiarB, although Bevomly galled by musketry from 
above and in flank, peralsted after several repula^, and at length 
farad their way through the embraflurcfl of tho redoubt^ when the 
troops within quitted i and ran out of the goige; on which oil 
defending the hedge abandoDod their posts likewise, and the whole 
hurried in disorder to gain the glacis of the town. 

The regiments of Larnun and Lolly continued aome minuter on 
the rising ground^ in m much uncartointy as Major Smith's brigodCj 
who the troops of Major Witliam Gordon^s division might be I but 
remuined firm until they heard the firing at the Valdore rodoubt 
when eomprehending the whole diB[ioeitioii of the attack, they 
marched off in haste, regoiiied the avenue^ and retreated to the re- 
daubt of Vlllenore, Major Smith imniediaidy followed thom with 
his hrigadop pressiTig so dose on their rear, that they passed through 
the winding of the hedge* without stopping to defend or rdnforco 
the redoubt; thie tlapidation caught the guard, who, after dis- 
ehajging the guns of thoir 1 oa<^ upon the brigade as it wiva ad^wnr- 
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ing Lo tlie {jO«t. retiretl with tha roginifintd to the glncia of the 1760 
Mjijor SmitJi immcduitoly took posseftsion of tho 
ftud wfts soon ftfler joined by the HigldtiiiJotB comniftndcd by Jkbijor 
Scok who belonging to lioiiijOb'fl attack hiid forced thdr iray 
tluDugb the hedge betwocn tbe V&ldore and tho ViUtnore rodoubta. 

Tho battalion of India atill continued at or nbout the Ariaiiconang 
reilouht, having entortaiued no notioa of retreating; hnt wore de¬ 
terred from making any raotipn to nupport tbe other posts, in ex* 
pectaiion of being altocked themselvoB; thu however did not Imppcn; 
for tlie casTiliy of the army nnder the mniinand of Vajjaerot, who 
were intended to make a feint atUick upon tbin qiwter, when th» 
other two Bhonld oomroisiiee, did not appear upon their ground until 
all wea finished. Tlierfl was a ttiaaU opening in the hedge afjout a 
qanrtcf of a mile from the Villenoro redoubt, where a retrench* 

TOcnt had boon thrown up. and the battalion of India kept a guan), 
who rtbandoiiod it on tho appearance of a. party which Major Smith 
detached along the tnnide of tho hedge to attack tliom in the rctir. 

Tlie total load eiutained in the two attneks, wore 115 EurepeoJia 
killed and wounded, which fell nearly equal in both brig^cs, hut 
in Moniion'a buavieat amongnt tho gronadiertt, of whom, bcaides rank 
and file, a Ideutenaat and on Enaign were kUlod. The Sepoys suf¬ 
fered much leas, having been vary little expoaod, Tho French loss 
was not known ; bnt they suffered most at tho atto4;ktt of Otilgarry, 
where some wore likcwiac ninde prisoners. 

Tho Bombay dotnehmont of S50 men were stationed to guard 
tbe three posts Ln the hedge, and the body of tim anay nasorablod 
and encamped (a the paddy-fields to the left of Oulgarry. The 
situation wna iU chosen, hcuig commanded by higher gronuds, 
and Uahle to bo swamped on the first miu ; but thctnlenla of Major 
Robert Oowlon were inadequate to tho general enramand, which 
devolved ou him by the ineniswity to which Colonel Slonfion wna 
reduced by hia wound. Major Joseph Smith a4iviaed that tho 
whole of tho Coinpany'a battalion, 1<M«) men. nhoidd remaiii in 
the village of Oulgarry to cover the thrre piMts in the beilge ^ 
and that their gorges, ^wbich were open, slionld bo retrenched, 
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IJGO vfithout deby, And erafficLfitit ^Iny r^fEiimncul to arosmpliflh tie 
W-.W Bubr^rt Gonloii> from tl<? false shimio of igiiOTfince^ wo^lil 

**’**'"^1101 see thn lieceaHity i and in tbo cnHUia^f night, the enomj muds & 
vigorous attack oa all tie tlinao poaE^, wlitrh they would Lave cat- 
riifd. Imd not the gimrds defeadod thaiu, m dearly paraha^ed* willi 
tlie utmost rawlutbn, uatil reinforced by the picquota fifom the camp^ 
when the enemy retreated, Sevantecn or eighteen EurupGana of the 
Bombay detavcliment were killed in thia deduce l the enemy s loss 
was aot knowUt but could not be Iosa Had they attacked with 
their whole force, tho redoubt would liaTa been retakenp for tht 
gnardBp inferior in number, bad ao advnutaga of defences on the 
aide towarda the town, and the main body of the army, exlinnsted 
with fetigue, and dead with alocp. were at too great a distancft to 
have come up in time to share the contest 

Two days after, the hatUibon of ladia retreated from their wUtioafl 
fvt the hedge near the Arhwicopaag redemht ; but the ustuil guard 
continued in the redoubt, and the uinal gnrrittoii in the fort of Ari- 
ancopaug on the other aide of tho rivnr But the enemy rccmvtnj 
[nfeUigenoe that prepanitioas wera mnkiag in the camp to attriek the 
fort, the garrison evacuated it on the 13tli at nooUp and as they 
were going off Hjining a mine, which blew up the hastion to the 
east with j^rt of the rampartv and kid tJie body of tho placo open. 
They retreated to iho glads of t!ie town, were the main body C'f 
the army lay Gucampod, and hiid baen roinfonsd by the nirivnl of 
ftcvcrel small eaeorts with provlHioDi^ winch the removal of the 
English army from Perimbd hiwi eticonnijged to ventnro round the 
Bod Hill I the guard ebill coutinued the redoubt of Ariaaco|)ang. 

The troops which Jlahemed lasoof appi^Luled to attack the diatikfe 
of Bindigul from T^Iadum, were 300 horee^ I jOO Sopaytin and 3000 
Peoiui ; but aa uio^t of them had fimt to march feom Tinrdvelly» 
it was the middlo of July before they cammenced hoetilitieSji when 
pnAslag by Sholavaiiden* they reduced aeverel small poaUp commajid- 
ing detilefl, but weakly garrbonod. uiitil they arrived at a more can- 
lidurRblo fork calied Battal CiUnU^ 12 milcii to the s. of Dindigul 
which made mure reshiiaiice; and the troops of MaduTEi having only 
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aatdl HMTiS. with much diffieuJty imida « kmd of brettch. which 
they filonned, and cnrritMi on the tirat day of August ; and imme- 
diatcly began to reftfdr and add bettor works, hut had not wmplcahed 
them before the troops of Dlndigul were reinforced from Myao^ 
and toldng the field encftinped within eight of Bnttol Ounto, m 
which the troops of Madura had kept a goniBon, but tho mnin body 
hiy witlioot the walls. 

TI«o Hiuipment and dejjarture of the troops which aceonipatiied 
the Nabob into the Carnatic, ami the subBcquent sent to 

Kariail. bad left tho gOTernmeut and garrison ol Tritohinopoly so 
Imre of men. money, and utores, that Captain R Smith could not 
undertake tho expedition ha Imd proposod ogninst tho Mywrea^ 
nntil all tLese wnnto were eupplied, which depended intircly on his 
own resourcea, for altLongh tho Prcaidenty and Colonel Cooto ap¬ 
proved and racomniended to him ihc most active exertions against 
the Mysore torntory, he received no assktaiioo either nf money from 
the one nor of troops from the oUier ; so tliat the preparations iio- 
cessary for the expedition prevented him from taking the field until 
the 6th of August His force was SO EnropeanE, with two guns, 
Bud four cohornu, lUd Sepoys from the garrison of Tritohinopoly i 
flOO horec, and lUOO Peons armed with nmtcii-hidiB, mostly scut hy 
Tondiman. a few belonging to the Nabob, the rest to Tanjore ; and 
3000 CoUeries fi-om the neighl^uring Folygam. who were tsmlent 
to servo on very alight stipend, in expectation of ample plunder in the 
fertile dktricto they wore going to invade. Tln.s mmy pr«^od ^o^ 
the southern l ank of Uie Caveri, and on iJie I3th came before Pudi- 
ootoh. a mud fort, situated on the l«rek of this river, about 40 mUi» 
to the west of Tritohinopoly, which, with other districts, the Nabob 
had coded to the Myisoroniie, when hk allies, in the war of 1758* 

On Uieir arrival, n report prevailed, that n Urge body of troop* 
were mnrehing from Serii.gnpatau. to Cnrecr. The garrison nt 
PudicotaJi, converting this news into hourly ^ipectotion of relief, 
stood on tho defenaive, nnd having three guuii, obliged Captain 
gjuith to raise a battery, which, ha^g nolbing but field-piece* 
to moHJit, would not hove soon produced much effect i but, by

mordicd against Caroor. the principal object of hm expedition. 


Caroor k situated aO miles ivest of Tritcbinopoly, and standB on s 
ylfdn fivo miles to the aonlh of the Caveri, but near onather river, 
which ML? into the Caveri nt that distance to the north. The river of 
Caroor was the ancient hnniidiiry between the dominionfl of Iritcbi- 
nopoly and Mysore j and this conterminnl Hitnation, under the sc- 
curifcy of a strong fort, and i te rule over a rich and extensive district 
IwO formerly rendered it a place of great rocrcantilo resort and opn- 
lence, and it still continued ]iopiiloii9 with some wealthy iiihabitsnta 
llio river continues at the distance of HtiO yards opposite to the 
south side of the fort, and 1000 yanb beyond, turns ahoit, and strikes 
direclly north : along tbia parti after the turning, and closo to the bank,^ 
f^Ktends the pettah, wMch likewise has the other ooimse of the river 
iiTi the soutb Hide; but not bo ueair;, tbo extent of tho pettah along 
tho river, from sonth to north, in lOOt) yania, and recedes from it 
about 500 , 60 that the esplanade between the pettah and the fort is 
SOU jBjda acrosft. This ground is intersected hy two wateT-conrsea 
derived from the river to the aouth, one of winch peases close to the 
wcat sido of the pettah, and turns along the north-eidfl on til it rejoins 
the river to the cast, *md thus serves os a ditch on the w+ and N-; the 
other watcr-couTBa lies midway beta'ecn the fort and the pettah, and 
etreiches to the north much farther out into the plain. The whole 
of the pettab is Inclosed by a mud-wall with towers^ but of little 
defence 

Tho fort ifl built of stoue^ and k nearly a sf|uai© of GOO ymrds^ It 
luui iH[uaro towers itl the curtain^ and bastiotis at tbe four augles, 
behind each of which stands a cavTalior* or round tower of solid 
fcinry^ which risca ten feet Liglscr than the bastion. The wholo fort 
is lurroanJcd by a dry ditch, of which tXio coimteracarp ifl 
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with i and oti t];iO otlier fiidu m linL'd by Llic foot of tbe main I7£l«j 

of tbo ctirtAin, without berm or fau-i&obmyo i excepting aJniig 
iliat piirt of the rampart, which extonda from the left of the great 
gateway in the middle of iho oaatem aide to the liuistion in the N. E, 
an^lc, n-nd rotinii it half-way along the northern wM ; in wMeh 
extent ii blip of diy grmind, 2^ yiirda broad on the (^tem side, 
and to an the northErn, 13 left aa a place of arms^ and skirted with 
a parapet wall, with loopholea for muskitiy i and roiiml thb wail 
tie ditch^ lEaYtng tho body of the fortv contiunea There was no 
glacis, but a dear esplaimda of 400 yards roumi. The garrison 
confiLiteil of fi^K) horse, 1000 Sepoys, lOOO matehluck-men, and 
a great moUitnde of Collerica which bad been drawn hum the 
hilla townrdfl DindiguL Mast of tiieso troops were assembled in 
the pettah, and ranuned the walls on the njifjeanmu of Captain 
Smith's detadmient, which came in sight on the 17th, in the morn¬ 
ing, fipproacliiiig froiia the oast ward : the river, although it had no 
where more than three feet w'ater, was three hundred jitrda in 
breadth. 

TIjc nocesaity of proeerring the cdnimunlcation with Tritobinopoly 
required that the army should commanrj the river during tho at- 
tack of the fort; which if ailvaiielng frum a tLiffercot point of HUp- 
port, they might have attacked -oiitright at onoo on the western (iiee ^ 
and as tho poisseaaiqu nf tho petUh would best seettre the river, Cap¬ 
tain Smith prudently made thk his first abject If the pettah were 
at Lacked on the eastern side^ the river waa to be passed under the fire 
of this front ; if on the north or Bonth, the attack would bo ax- 
ppaed to the adiiition 4 il fire in shuit or flank from the fort^ which 
out vailed the passage of the river, ns the ground an the eiwstem 
fihnro wflB higher than the e^iatem fiiee of the pettalii which de¬ 
fended tile passage. Accordingly the attack was made on this 
aide; TIio fiel d pieces were posted in the high or ginimiL The troopa 
wero fomied into throe diviaiotut. The cavafty compoflod tho left * 
tho auxiliiiTy foot the right * tins and EuTOfUMUs the center. 

All ontcred tho rivor in this order, auppor^ by a brisk fiiu from the 
iwUUety% The enemy ^seemed disposed to dispute the passage, and 
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non from tJio rampart of the petiaU kepi up ft cotuitant but ill^ected fim 
-- against the center dlFiaion; >>ut tke cantwm-ftbot penetrating tlin>ugk 
q*i,hsr. pnrapet did muirli esMtitinti, and Beamg t1»e cdumnfl to the 
right and left firr advauced in the bod of the river, tboy beconio up- 
iiKljonftiTo that thoir rotrent to the fort might be cjtposiKl to thceo 
l)odic8 of hotne and foot on each hand ; and abandoned tho defence, 
returning to the fort bofora eitlier of the eolnmna hod crossed the 
river; but they had killed and wounded somfi Sepoya in the poissiige. 

The plundor was given up to tbo troops Tsitbout reserve | but they 
found little of any voluo, excepting grain, of which the whole crop 
of tho country was in tlie town, but no merchanis to buy It, nor hod 
the troops means to send it away. The Htrength of the fort, and 
the irmall number of Europeans with Captain Smith, on whom, 
nevertheloas, the suooeas of the attack must depend, detenniued 
him to proceed with oB the caution necesaary to their preflcrvatioa, 
by opening trenches ; and laoro artdleTy was ordered from Tntchi* 
nopoly. The convenience of the pottnh dotennined the point of 
attack against the sauth-east hoatiou, and oa naual against its es- 
Uont angle: tho esplanade in tills line waa intemiptcd about half 
way between tlia pottah and the diich by some shiw huts, ^ which 
the enemy had set 6rc, but left the mud-wdU standiog, 'J he nest

ttl'Uonah not more than 20(1 yards ot work, to embrace the angle of 
the countcrscarii, aud io ^ring a mine, which blew it into the 
ditch. 

It was perhaps the first time that the Mysoreana had ever seea an 
enemy advancing under cover to the fiiot of their walls, and not with¬ 
standing the novelty of the attack, they eu.B[>ected, which wus true, 
that the fort might lie entered by the’same means j this apprehension, 
with the roin that had been Domuiitted in a largo tract of country 
roum:! Caroor by the BQntcblock-ined and horse of Tondiman and 
Tan jure, and the whole body of tol lories, who had every day been 
making eactirsionB, prompted the governor to prapoflo tcrina for the 
cessation of hostilitiea He began by disavowing any participation 
of the King with the body of traops which had joined the French 
in the Carnatic, and declared Hyder Ally, whom ho e'iled a rebel, 
the author of that alliance and expedition ; in consequetice, ha 
Wanted a temporary and oondiLiDnal aarreador Several meBSageii 
paased, in the intervals of whicli the attack and defence was ra- 
newed ; at length the eightaen-ponnder, the "only piece of effect^ 
batteiy. ijiinit, and the broach was not yet practicable, which in¬ 
duced Captain Smith to agree to the following conditions ; *' That 
" on English seijeant, pnd sixty Sepoys, should inunediately be put

If in tbla inlervat an army ap- 
priHichod from Mj-fiore, the garrifloii were in like maunor to cvjujnate 
*' the fort to the English troops ; four hostages were to bo given by 
'* the garrison, until tbo conditionB were ultimately dedded, and an 
Europtam deserter was to bo surrondered.” This capitulation wnu 
signed on the Sd of September, and the Englirtb Sopop iiuiuedtately 
took jjosscaaion of the bnatioQ attacked,

Captain Bmitli m hia iiitarvi{?w with Boniupab, the gnvemor of 
the fortp waa Donvvncofl thiit the king gf Siymte had no coaoert in 
the a^sintanco which Hydor Ally had iieat to the govomment of Poo- 
dieheny ; and Bon iji]wih having no doubt from the articloa of copi- 
tulatiab that Carngr would ba resrtnred td the king> [iroffertHl to 
witLJmw the gnrriaon to Kunieelh n fort 20 znile^ to tho north, and. 
there wait the orders of Seringap&tMn, and Fort SL Goorgfl ; to which 
Captain Smith gnnsgnted under the rostrictioii, that none of the 
garrieon flhouid act againtit tho English until the fete of Caroor was 
detcnniued at Fort St Gcorga Accordingly all the MysoTB troop 
eviHruiitetl the place tho snuiQ day. Tho acquit tion waa vaUmhlo mid 
impoitaiit j for, Iraidea. that its revonuoa amoimted to 44,U00h ft 
yoar^ it highly aggravated the re^oatmeut of tho miulstiy' of My- 
against Hyder Ally.i aa tho author of the loss. 

HoatUltiea had continued in this arrival bttweon the Mysoreans of 
Diudigulp and the troops of Madnta. The Mysoroj^ns coil tinned ths 
attack of Battle Gimtft for six day a, and having driven awtiy the troo[is 
which supportoii it without, carried the fort itself by asainult : bot 
tbo d-ertriico had been niamtained wdtU raolution^ for in tho course 
of it Sen and W horBomen bad !i«ea kid^ and w^oundod ; mid 
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uf the Foona 50 woundod, iiiid 40, mth an officer nf noU. killed, ThU 1"C0 
i^iidtira'lioopa retired to a fort tlireo miUsa diatnnt, called OBdaineotiib, SopteiHilMf 
one of tlioso which they hajl tftkoa from the Mysorean^ and were thciro 
joined by a rciaforcoment frani Mad urn, which bad marched to reliovo 
Hattie Gaiita, but came too late; tlua edditiofl rendered the whole 
b(K]y equal to the llysoreana, agaiiist whom they mntuhed, boat np 
their comp, took their artillery, roeovered poaBesaion of Battle Gnnto, 
lujd ndvaiiced to mliicc the other post# towarcb DiiidiguL 

The capitulaticiii of Caroor arriveti at Madrona cro the I3th of Septem¬ 
ber, On the flame Jay inteUigouea was received from Captain Fi-cston, 
that tUfi body of Mysoraaiia, which had continued with the French 
troops at Ginjee, Lad moved floin tiisnce with all tbeir baggagoj 
and on the 11th the French kHxnifl foUowad, both proceeding in tho 
mad to Thlsgnr. The prefiideticy were by tliifl time convinced limt 
tlie king of Myaoi-e and Hydei Ally were at nttar variance ; bat 
iMmsiderwi, timt either they might teconeik their diiTeroncoa, or that 
Hyder, ii« wna mttak praljable, would predombrnte; and in cither of 
these cftsee, other Bchomcs might be formed by the Mysore state to 
bcJaacc, aa formerly, the eoatast between the two European luitionB, 
n ^;Ti.K which Caruor iu tbeir own banda would be the best indomtuty. 

‘fhay tborufora ordered Captmn Smith to keeii posaesaion, silH with 
profession of amity to the king, but onither to give any asuistanm, 
nor DpfKiso any forco which the king might send against Hyder 
Ally, bnt mthor to employ his detachment sepomtoly ngaiiiat tho 
troops of Hyder Ally, if the opportnohy aboiild occor, 

Oalomil Cooto waa not emharkisd for Bengal, when tho news of 
the HOcceiH against the bonnd-tiodge arrived at Madmaa. and with it 
Colonul Mohboh raprosented tho incapacity in which he was likely 
to remain for ucvoral mouths of acting m the Held, and roquestod 
that Colonel tkmtB might rtiauine the coiumand of the army. 

The Presidency seconding the rct|nCHti| he enmentod, and ar¬ 
rived in the canup on the night of the *nth; where be found

Thencit dayCdoncl Cooto cauBcd the gorges of the redoubts in 
the bound-hedge to bo fOTtiCed. and fixed poets in proper atntiona m 
the higher ground round tho camp ; from whentse <m tho 23d, a 
deiachroent of 200 rnnk and file, with the company of ptonOTrs, 
a groat uumbor of cooloys and carpenters, marohed to ti hillock of 
sand, which stood half n mile from the sen. and nt the tlisUnro ofa 
mile dirocUy opposite to the Modniss rodoubt in iho north aide of 
the bound-hedgo. Hero they were to roniain, nod ruise a kfge re¬ 
doubt on the table of the hill capable of contnining five hundred 
men. On tbe 27tU in tho forenaon. Colonel Coote 
with hifl usual eacoTt of three companies of Sepoys, and 3W 
black horoe. towards the ArianwpiuJg redoubt^ at which Uio 
gawd took 1 * 1111 ?, and firing off tho gnna bofore the party w^ 
■within point-blank-ahol, abandoned tho post, of whic i ® . 
Cooto took 'jKKneHsion, and lon\'iiig tbe SepKiye in it, rotnrnc m 
the aflemoon with workmen to retrench the gorge; on who* 
..ppoamnee tho town cannonnded and throw shells, but without 
effect, and llio gorge was completed tbe next night, harly m o 
morning of tho mh, 400 of the enemj^a Europeons. ^dh two 
fidd-pioces, marched from tbe glacis to roeovCT the redou t, ao 
tnade various attempts, in all of which they were ropidsei imW 
they perceived two companies of Sepoys marching on oir g ^ 
to man their rear, whom Cdonel Cwte, who wea always oarjy 
had sent from the Valdora redoubt; on which the enemy 
rotrcnteck hut as they were going off received the fire of the 
who were themaslve* exposed to a strong, but dutnnt ° 

the town. The enemy had two officers and eeven ptiva ® _ * 

and the adiutant of the Ldrroin regiment with 18 wounded. * one 
were killed in the * redoubt, and only ona Sepoy m the p ar . 
Fifty Europeans wore appointed to lie the guard m future. ^ bu 
rienthirthc sudden dcfeiiec, until vefrifoTccd; and moro would 
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been wnnecceaiirily esposad to tba fire of shot anil shells, which coo-

In that part of Iho llmita, which ifl iimnediatcly behind the Ma- 
AratHt radoubtv wiifl a Tegular villugo of several streets, called, from 
itB intffotLon, the Blanch me, in which all the clotha porebnafid for 
the French company nt Pondidierry were bleached, and warelioiiflca 
were built in the villago to Tcceivo Unjin. Aa theae Iraildinga wonld 
not only afford aholler but convenience to the Englinh troops, the 
enemy resolved to destroy them, and to strengthen tho Modmaa re¬ 
doubt, with the ground about it They began to demolish on tho 
30th of September, of which Colone! Cootfi rceeived intelligenea, and 
&aw the intention. He went tba next day, with bia iisiuJ escort of oeLoiur. 
Sepoyn and black horse, aa if ho only meant to review the progrcaa 
cjf the redoubt be had ordered to be raised to tba north of the 
hedge, in which Miyor doflepb Sinitb oomroanded for tlio wcek. 

Aftor dinner, both officers muimted tbeir boraea, and pnaceedod 
with the escort along tho strand of tha aea, towards tho limits 
• of PemdicberTy, na if they otdy nieant to njeounoitre. The bound- 
hedge ceasetb at some distance from the water-mark, and left an 
©]wnuig on the Band, which the enemy had neglected to cilnae or 
ohstruet- As soon oa near this opening, Colonel Cnote ordered the 
Sepoys to form in throe pnrties, and the boree to divide oinnlly with 
them ; but the Sepoys having entertained no fiaspicion that they 
were led to micU an ntt.-ick, boggled on which ho ordered the homo 
to cat down whoever refused to advance, or attempted to run away ] 
and the Sepoys, aahimiocl of their backwnnlnoHS, recovered their 
spirit Two of tho divkiona w-ent off to tho right, one to force 
througii the bmmd-hcdge, &00 ynrdj! beyond tlio MaJrafia redoubt 
on iU left, the other to attack the redoubt itiiolf, whilat Colonol 
Coo^e with JusGiph Smith rcmiuttcd along tho sea-shoia, ready to 
push, and gain the rear of the hedge, and all the three attacks worn 
to bo mode nt tho same lima, Thera ware small pieces of 

cannon in Ibo redoubt, and BOvatal guards of Sepoj's along the inside 
of the hodgo, all of which kept up « qpoatnnt fire, hat at too great 
n. distMice, whilst the two parties rent to tlm right were advancing 
* to 
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projwTlj^ IU+ it had been cancertad. Colonel Coote's diYiRiuii 
easily puahed rgimd, and that on tho right tlii-ough llio 
and ns soon aa within both advanced, driving the guards bEfoto 
them, to the rear of the redoubt, against which tho dlvieion 
which attacked it had not snooeededp having more dilEcnltiea [luI 
rvsistanqe to encounter ; but as acnem aa Hio giiartl saw the dangor 
approaching from either band within the hcfige* they iihujulQiiad the 
redoubt, and retreated hastily into tho warobousea of the bJeadiing 
town, wbicli fitood within 2(M> yards molosod with a high waH Five 
Se|>oy 3 were kUlod, and the same numTiHvp wounded in the {hifereiit 
attadcs. Ah the throe companies, with an Ensign, were left at the 
nsdoubt ; Colonel Coot* and Major Smith returned, tho Major to b« 
poet^ the Colonel to tho camp, from whence ho sent off a party of pio- 
noera with gabions and fa;sciQ&s under tho cammand of Ensign Miw^ 
mahan, to close and roironch the gorge of the redoubt; hut they 
were first to proceed to M^or Smithes peat, irom whence they 
were to bo aceompaineii by a detachment of European soldicre : hut 
Mnemiibon, mistaking hia orders, did not call for this neocssory 
- iritifoTcemcinh la wiur more than in all ilw other occupations of 
man, neglect rarely fails to bring on is own pusdshinnnt. 

At midnight, whikt Uie^pioacom were at work* they were sud¬ 
denly attacked by 4(50 Enropeanfi^ and 000 Se|j»oy&, detached fioin 
the town The Ensign, a Bane, who comnmndiHl tlio Sepoy* m 
tlie redoubt, abandoned it on the first oneofe^ in whidi Easigii 
Macuiahon was killed * and tho piuncerSi Karj risied and dtfennclisfls, 
cacapod os they could ; what Sopoys wera witbin the redoubt 
jumpcil out; but the gTeateet j^t, who were siAtieiieil roumi en¬ 
couraged by a Sabahdor muned Ckweii Nmg, kept with him, and 
guned tho plain at sorties dlatiyie^ witliant fright, where they frmacd, 
under his direction, and followed him to reoovur tho post. They 
mounted the outflSde^of the nunport* gain^-d footing oa lli^ infidoi 
kept itv and continneil a hot on the area below^ eajTcdally 
towards the gorge. The. enemy imputed Ihm rcsolntion to 
iuu>^ grefttoT tLUiabcL's Uian they expected, anil than ntrlly wnre 
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the po-it^ fluci ill thin flnppoaition. rotreatod to the blcaebing-ho^ , 

SoOD aftoraime up n strong party of Europeans dotaclied on the hrat 
Iritig hy Major Hiiniith from Ilia pobt to the nortlu In llie difibront 
iwtioiw ftoro the first oeauult, three private European^ hesifies ensign 
Macnmlion, were kiUed. and 30 Sepoys killed and wonnd^ ihe 
enemy the next morning er«eted a hatteiy’ of fimr pieces of omnen 
at the end of a lane, which joined the street of the Blanehcne, load¬ 
ing aa well as that in aatmight lino to the rear of the redoubt, on 
Tvliioh they continued firing two dap without killing any of the 
gnurd. and then having other ooenpations they dosLited ; liorae lUiw- 
ketiy atill oontinned in the Ulcnchiiig-house. bat were driven out the 

next Hity, and aliruidont^ the vill&ge- 

The aeqaisitioa of the Madmag redonbt completed the entire posses- 
Bion of the bound-hedg® fhoin the sea-shore to the north, na far ns 
the river of Ariancopung to the S, e. j and tumod against the town, 
with every advantago. the line of oiretunvallation intended for ita 
defunw. But the ground to the south along the coujBe of the river, 
from the redoubt of Ariancopang to the aea. waa stiH open, and the 
river spreading over Bhoeta of sand, which were often dry, was all 
times, exisepting in the rainy season, fordable; and to secure the 
iiasBBge, Mr. Lolly had some months Iwforo areoUid a redoubt, which 
he called St Thomas, in a small island of sand in the river, opposite 
to thu center of this face of tho town, and about 5(Ht yards from the 
walls. The rains were now approaching, and the redoubt, if im¬ 
mediately taken jujaseasion of. could not be piuinUined by tho English 
army alter the river should liU, and as UBual overflow tlio country ; 
for which reason Colonel Cooto dofemid tho reduetion «f it. until 
the rains were pasacd. In the mean time efforts woro still to be 
apprebended to bring provisions into the town; for the Francli 
troops, which had followed the lairt, division of the M 3 'aoTcanB to 
Thingar, continued tbern; and ulthougb tlie mnin body of tho 
Mj-florcans Imd left Tbiagar. uo iuteUigoms was yet Mccived of their 
departure to their Own country, * 

Tlio Froucb forco which hod tuarebed to Thiagar. was 40D

^ " IiowBVor^ witL his uaiial ftctivityp dotermioed to thcui ciU the 
interruption in hia power, iintl ordered Captiiin Miixtirip wlio^ with 
the Iheo compatiy of 50 Frenclimcnp was nhcoail witli tlio Foly^ of 
VoDlivaJum in. tho hUlB to the aoath of Glngeep to hang in the rear 
of the enemy's march ; and tuuved himself with the main body of \ih 
division from Tbllngrainmong to watch their motion h at \ jcmvandlp 
lest they aUould turn, and lay waste tbo recovered difitricta between 
tljis placa and Verdaobilnm. Martin knowing the country, and ufling 
the night, picked np twelve Europeans of the French troopw- 1 hey 
readied the Panxvr just as it was h welled by a sudden dcKHl i and per* 
sisting nevertheless to cross it, some of them were tamed away iind 
druw^lf^d in the stream, which tho Mysoreans liad pased with taise 
beloru tlie freaheB camo down. As soon na Preston was arrived at 
Vicravandi, the gamaon rimiainlEg at Gingce tnarched and assault¬ 
ed Ratlagrtuiimon, in which had been left only two com panics ol 
SoiToys, who defended the post with tesnlntioii, and obliged the 
enemy to retire, fiftor they had lost fourteen Europeans killed in the 
attack, and leaving an officer and three wounded^ who wore madfr 
prifionenL Pr&^ton rec'ei^'ing intcUig^nee^ that the French troops and 
the Mysoreans were aRseioliled at Tliiogar, rctumiNl from Vicra- 
vandi to Rntlagraininaii, lest they lihould return fiuddonly during 
his absence, and attempt to move to Pondicherry w’ith the convoy of 
bullucks which a till continued at Gingoe, 

By this time the prcaidoncy knew ibo cause of the departure of 
the Inst body of Mysoriimmi from Qingeo to ThiagaVr but were net 
able to acconnt for the march of the Frcnidi troops so far to 
the westward, at a time wheo their utmost efforta becaino every dny 
more necaasary to escort the provisions they had iM^Ilccted, into Pen- 
dichcTTy. 

In the beginning of yie year, Bdikgerow, the general and regent of 
the Morattoes, sent an army of S^MJO home, and the sarao number of 
foot, with cannon, under the command of an officer of* Mrvic^

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named Viifv'ftstrpunt, wtidi croHsed tlia Eiistro. in iha montti of 17 C 0 
tVbrmry, * 11 ^^ mlvandng t-o tlio aotithwnnl atoppad frfi()iienUy io 
eiact cotitribulioDfl from fortn and Btradg hoJds iu tbo way ; sevnml 
of which, on deoia]. they took- In the hogirming of Jnno Uioy 
halted and encamped nt Chinahftlabnniiii, on tbe confinea of Myaont 
to the X- U. and not fw from the hilla to the H. W, of He Caniatie, 
from whonea Viavaxypimt aent lettera, signifying eipcctatimia of 
money, hut pruifuriiig naBietanoo to the Sabob Mahomed AJly; nmJ 
others to the king of Mysore, donmuding with more authority 
the mretuii of tlio chout, of tribute, to which the ilomtioo nation 


pretends a right Irem aU the coutitries in the peninsula At this 
time Hyder Ally, at Serin gapitam, the capital of Mysore, had, ns 
if in diflgiwt, resigned bia eniidoj-monts of genemt and minister: he 
hiul sotno tiirto before concluded his treaty with M. Isihy, ami sent 
off the body of 4000 Mysoroime, which oame tn Pondicbetry under 
the comtnnnd of bia brothcr-indaw Mueloon Salieb j relying on this 
alliance, and his own courage, he was so asaurort of bis important!© 
and safety, that he abided at a Iowa within three miles of Seringn- 
pjitam, with all his iamily of women, attended only by UllO horae- 
mon, who were of proved fidelity and reaolution. Agents accompanied 
Uio lettera of Tiivaayjjunl, with wboni the king concerted, that 
their master should move with hia army to Soringnpativm. fw if to 
hasten by intimidation the k v^ of a largo enntrihution, wliich the 
king bad privately conaenbed to pay. Hyder Aliy supiTO-od, that 
their approach would reinitate him in the command of the kings 
forres to op[MW 0 Ibcim and discovered when near, that tlio Momt- 
toes had engaged to anhsfl bis pe»on ; on which he mounted in the 
dead of night, actsmipanifjd by Bomo of Lis homomen, and left his 
whole frnnily behind. Some Morattoes followetl them, wliom he 
out^Rtripped, and the next day arrived at BongalDrc, a, strong diy 
dO miles to the north of Seringapataiu. Being the bringcr of his 
own ermnd. bo had time, and fmind means ^ engage some of the 
officers, who prevailed on the rest to declare^ they would abide by 
bis Tyrlnma t and in cOnBapiooce they ahut the gates. From this 
retreat he inuncdialoly sent oi'ilent to^iis brtjthor-in'law, to quit the 
Vou.

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CiLimUc witli nil tho troops undor his command, nuJ to iiuirali, 
avoiding tho llonvttoc-s, to BoHgalorft Muctooti Salieb liad receiveij 
tbc luttoffl, when be moved from Pondichciry on tlie IGlIi of An. 
guBti but concluding Uyder Ally to be in safety for a wbik at Ben- 
gidero, and believing eitber that n reconciliation would taVo pliusa 
between him and the Ring, after the retreat of the Mornttocs ', or 
otherwise, that Hyder Ally might think it most cipedient to coma 
hiiuaeir, and join the Froneh, for tho Bake of the cesaiona stipnloted 
in the treaty 5 he determined, although not to return to Pondithnrjy, 
to ootinuo in the Carnatic, and in eonswinence emjiloyBcl, os wa 
have seen, his troois ngidnat Trinomaly, and other places ia that part 
of the couutrj', until ho received, in the beginning of September, far¬ 
ther inteUigenco from Hyder Ally, which left no alternative to hia 

; Oil which he recalled the 801) horse which were at Oingee. and 
without wlieltation, with an integrity rare in the politics of Indiu, 
rtMinealwi the French force to accompany them in order to receive 
imek the poeiseaaioii of the fort of Thiagar, which he without stipulo* 
tion tendered of hia own accord On their arrival there on the 
13th of September, ho Miilled his word, doiming only on 00 
isision their future assistance, and three days after murnhed away 
with hii* whole force to join his brother. The French left 2lM) Eu¬ 
ropean foot, and five companies of Sepoya in Thiogor, and tho rest, 
being the aaiuo numher of foot, 1 European horse, and three coin- 
panica of Sepoya, returned to Oingce. 

The restitution of Thingar, imd the departure of tho Mysore tn>op< 
out of the province, confirmed tho voracity of tho king’it digavowol 
ofany particitmtioa in that expedition, and the Prcaidoucy mjioated 
their orders to Captain Smith and tlie troops of Madura to Ceoae hoa- 
tilitics in tho Mysore districta. Previous to tho receipt of these w- 
dors, Captain Bmith had scuta dotaehmont from Caroor, against a 
furt called Pudiootah, ditferont from that he hod taken in his ap 
prooefe It Htands dno miles, to the N. z. of Caroor on tho south 
bonk of the Caveri. The garrifion evaoiiakHl it on the apponranre 0 
Ihe dotnehment, who left a P?rty to hold it, and returned to Caro^ 
The want ijf mor^'V provijatod any farther operartiona; for, although 
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tLd navenuos of tho oodiitty reduced cxcocdud 300,000 a 1700 

yearp ^ha dovadtatioa of the auxiliary horse and fc»t could not 

be restraliied. left no oanttibutioiLS to nii&e. Captain Smitbp there¬ 
fore, rotarrved with a part of hia command to Tritchiaopoly, and 
on the way sent off a detachment to rdnfltato two polygars* who 
had been driven out of their polhmis by the troops of Dlndigulp from 
whom the detnohiaent mot no ri^iataneep aa the governor of Dindigul 
had received orders^ in coueeciuenoe of the capituliitioii of Caroor^ to 
cease bostiUtios agninet the possra^ona of the Nabob, By thia time the 
troops of Madura had taken five other forts between BatoJ Oniiba 
and Dindigulp in all sevecLp and contaiiiiod to keep posa^ssaion of them 
untiJ hirther ordered enoamping thdr main body at Eatal Gtintap 
and keeping slight goiirds in tho othE^. Captain Smith airivud in 
the beginning of Oiitober at Madrasi, to give an Ekccuimt of his ex- 
pedltion, n-ml the state of the conqncred country ; and soon after re¬ 
turned to hia comniand in TritcMnopolyp 

As soon it wa^ asciirt^uuad that the Mysoreans had quitted thu 
province, Colonel Cootop to save the heavy esponce of the black ca¬ 
valry. dUcharged 500 of them, modtly those brnnght by Majihuze 
Khan, which reduced the number to 30U, of which 500 were with 
PreatQDj and tho rest with himself In the camp. A partyp with some 
hullocksp. advancing from Gingeap arrived on the 2J of October at 
MaLiniooiii, ft viilngo twelve miles from PonJicbcrry between the

ns bad been foreaecn to put to iflft. The ship sailed oil the 30th te 
bring provisiona from Tranqoebar, and the Bleep armed with 
guna was intended to cruUe in the offing for the graiu-boate, which 
lit this season of the year come with the wind and current from the 
northern to the seutlicm parte of the coast, and gonamlly sail in 
Eight of the shore.

Captiiin Preston, on the firat intelligence of their rootioii from

more than three bundred Europeann ; most of the rest were now at

gnmaoii might on occasion apare, no attempt of convoys to Pon- 
Jicheriy beyond the provisions of a few dnj's were to bo appre¬ 
hended. They bad loat, if ever it lay open, the opportunity, when they 
were in full foret Kevertimljeafl tbo numboT of troops rcHMiining at 
Pondicherry, with the dofencefl nnd ftminuTiition, still secured the town 
Jrom evaiy danger, excepting famine; and Mr, Ijilly nnt impru¬ 
dently preferred tluit the troops he had dotached. should remain ahroad 
where they might do aonie ftervice, and would subaist ttiemHelves, 
rather than retnm to oansumo in Pondicherry the slender stock of 
provielonB, of which they had supplied so Httla lie now wished 
even to add more to their number for another purpoac, on which 
ill fortune and aecesaity obliged him to rely na the likeliest means 
that Tenmiued of relieving the distressea of Pondicherry. 

The French ai\uadroii, which hud left llic coast on the let of 
October of the preceding year, arrived on the I5th of Hovemhcr at 
the isle of France. Tliiii island never furnished provisions euflidaiit 
for the settled inliabitants, and hnd beea so much exhausted of tho 
a tores collected from nbremd, by victualling tlie squadron at their 
departure fur the const, that little rcmnitied to afford ihem on tlicir 
return; and this sc-ainily liad boon injudtcionBly uncroaeod hy the 
oquiptneut of two vcbbcIji, which had boon aeut to attack the English 
fiLCtorics in the gulph of Pemia. In tliis diatreas, it was resolved to 
follow the esample of the pracoding year, and to send tlireo ships 
of burthen, under the convoy of the Centaur of 7+ guns, bclungiog 
to tho French Company, to purchasa pravisions at the Cape of 
Good Hope. But Mr, H'AcL^ proposed to give the commaini of the 
Centaur to the captoiu of tlie King's ship tho Actif; on which aU the 
captains of the Company's ships nf war protoatod ogiunat this pru- 
fcrenco, lu* derogatory to their own rights ; and wliilet the t^oua dls- 
pii'aiiona usual on such ocunsions were carrying on in wnting, wLJi 
mudi acerbity and li ttle public jsoal, the the annual tempest of the ele¬ 
ments in this climate arose in the night of tlw Hi tU of January, and 
lasted without intorroisritin, and with the utmost ex (Mas, for 30 Itoiiia.

The ricochet battery of four ^ opciied on the lOtU

The four hatteriea which were 
now opened were thus Mitnatcd. One stood near the boach to tho 
north, 2UU yard* in front of that which had been ahandonod 
and about 120<1 fro™ the walla* it mounted four IS poondcra, 
n rirl enfiladed tho cast front of the town. Another of two -4 and 
two Ifi pounders, with three mortars of 13, 10, and 8 inches, 
was raised on tho other side of the morass, which spreads to the 
west? it waa 1400 yards from the walls, and bore, but a little to 
the IcEl, upon the west flank of tlie bastion in the north-west angle, 
which mouuiod. 10 guns, and bad before it, within the ditch, a 
strong and eirtcnaive countar-guajd, mounting 23 gona. The 
two other batteries were to the south. One cm the edge of a 
Wo island, formed by the river of Ariaticopang; this battmy 
mounted only two guna. of which, one bore on tho bastion next to 
that in the a. w. angle of the town, the other on St Thomaa 
redoubt, which, stood on Iho opposite bank of the river fowor 
down; the other battery was raised in a smsUar island below the 
Coco-nut, from which it ia separated on om hand, and on the 
other from the spit of aand, which forma tho strand of tho sea 
from tlio bar of the river. Thm ia called the Sand Ldnnd; 
tho battery bore upon Sh Thomaa redoubt, and on the curtain

All tho four batteries were only iutraded to harresa the gaiv 
risoD by a eross fire of riwchel shot along tho rttreeta or mmpwts ;

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for nmo of them ttbio oa tba jarpetiajcukra on wbick tbo brodch- 
iog batteries were inUsadod lo be erwtad Tbcy openoJ at mid¬ 
night, hetwren the Sth and yib, firing all of them at the anme 
lime, and in wolUea, on the flignal of a shelL A little before the 
firet Tollcy, Colonel Coote, with two of three offieora. approached 
towards the glacis of the north front, in order to observe what 
effed; the firing would produce upon the garrison. They beat to 
anus, but without confmaon, and seemed to have every thing ia 
proper order on their baslioiis; they raised blue lights in differetit 
ports of the town, but did not fire a sboh Captain Fleteher, who 
was with the Colonel, very imprudently quitted him without no¬ 
tice, and went to the foot of the glacis, where ho fell in with the 
centinel of an advanced guard of Sepoys, whom he sebsed and dis¬ 
armed, and was bringing off wiien the guard, hearing the atrog- 
gle, ran into the covered-way, from wbentse immediately eamo a 
hot fire of musketry upon Qolonel Coote's party; bnt Fletcher 
brought off the Sepoy, who gave no iptalUgouco that was not bet¬ 
ter known before. 

The batteries censed before day-break, and the guns were kept 
masked until the altcmoon, wlian they recommenced* and the town 
returned with great vivacity, but the firing ceased on both sides in 
two hours. Tbe two Latterie* to the south prevented the enemy 
from lauuebiog a Luge boat which they bad fitted on iho shore near 
the Imr, and drove them likewise from their guns io Sh Thomoa* 
redoubt, which were only mounted in barbette. 

Tile firing was variouKly renewed in the sin following day*> 
but diBitniHhed much on tlio IStb frum want oF jiowder j but the 
purpose of wastiog the garriisou with fatigue, which their scanty 
allowance of provisions rendered them little able to endure.

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Jniafi. and tUe enUnde and bonibatametit rei-mitoeuMd booi all m_0 
die batteries an befonsand was oouatantly answered with the same 
vivacity from tho town. On tbo 23d, the ship Duka, of 500 tons^ 
an-ived from alftflniHS, laden with 17 pieces of battering cannon 
and tbeir shot, with nil kinds of storau for tho siege ; but so few of 
the boatmen bad returned to their mefflookfl, that veiy little otrald 
be kuiled until otbera wore assomblod from the neiglibonring jmrts 
ontbo coast, and even from Mndm®; this delay, however, appear¬ 
ed of less detriment, because the rantariats for the tcoachea, and 
for the battalias whkb were to distnantle the dcfoncca and Imach 
the body of the place, were not yet collected, and the engineers 
reported, that they should not be ready to open this fire before the 
third of JanmiT ; but the battariefl alrondy constnicfccd continued 
tboim. Oil the 20th, Admhnl Stovena in the Norfolk, with three 
other ships of the Uno and the Protootor fire-ship, returned into tho 
rojMl tnun Trincononmly. 

The French Itoeps aasemblcd at TliUgur were so much superior 
to the little forts aroHud, that they became the terrer uf tlie country, 
and their umaUeiit parties hrooght in provisions in plenty, and vrith- 
tiut risque. Kiijor Preoton, having no longer any irpprehenaioms 
that the troops nt Olnges would either ho able to pnuh any convoys 
through the circumvallfttion of the English nrmy, or ovoii to distress 
the posts under the protection of Captain Flctaier at Katbigrainnioi!, 
t™ol\'Bd, by cutting off the daily aupplica of Thbgar. to oblige the 
troops there to employ largo escorts, which ho hoped to intercopL 
Ho marched from Rashivandiim on the 1st of December, and en¬ 
camped in the flvaning threo miloa to the it. w. of Thisgar.

At this time the Idysoroaos on the irontiera of Caroor, al¬ 
though professing peace, and disavowing tho o|xifratioiiB of the go- 
vEimor Djudigub did not prohibit their own horae fi-om foraging in

Captain 
Eicbard Smith rcBolved to reznam quiet until tho harvest wus ga¬ 
thered. Such was the aUto of the soutkem countrictf at the c^nd of 
the year. 

Tho consumptian of pmviaionB in Poiidicherry had ever flioee the 
month of August exceeded the supplies receivod. In NovombcTj 
when tho black inLabitautfl wore turned out, the soldiory iff ore put 
to an allowartco of a jiontid of rlca a day, viitb a little meat at ire- 
tervak In tho beginning of D«»mbcri Mr. Lully caused a strict 
search to bo made hi all the houses of indLYiduahi, and what could be 
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17tj0 found in them was brought to tbu ci'etdel, trom whonee they ww 
—diatributed eqimUy lo the roilitaty nnd inlmbitJttita. Two eobneli 
lately arrived from France, men of fftiuily, deemed the ranii in 
tlioir Apartments an afl^on^ and sent word to Mr. Lfdlyp that they 
wocJd no longer act as officers; but on ovory oficaHion as Vdlun- 

teem But the event juatified the aeverifyj for by the end of Ofi- 

cenibcr, dqtwithstaiidiiig some supply inom the &e% the pubUo sLock 
did rOj c^ccced the coniiUtuption of three days; and Mr. Lally 
guided by certain information, dotcrmined another Boareh; on 
which father Lavaur, the superior of the JesuilSp who knew all 
the secrete of the town, proTailed on him to defer it^ prumiaing to 
produce a sufficiency for titbeeLi dayii morOp but j^vo no espectation 
of fiiTtlier supply ; but the French a^enU witli ViavmEypuiit sent 
hoj es of Bucceeding in their negociation j and an the last day of

wbat creditedp that a largo body of Mornttces^ with all the French 
homei were MTived from Cndnpauaiatu at Trinomaleo* and itfera 
going to ThingaTp from whence they intenddlp at all eveatB, to 
push with provisions to Pondicherry, 

The rains had ceased for soma days^ and the weather was 
stored to ite usual tcmpeniuoe; the sky bright, al-hough the wUds 
Bomatiines atroog. which always, at IhisseasDU, blow from the noi'thp 
and near the C 04 ist in tha day from the sca^ and at aigbt from the 
land : but on the 30th of Booembar, altbough the weather con¬ 
tinued fair, A largie swell came from tho n. e. and tha surf boat »o 
hollow and lioavjp that uo boats could pass ; which eacroiised in the 
nighL The neit mamiog the wind freahenEd, and the sky waJi 
dofia and dnsky^, but without that wild irregularity which prognosU^ 
cates a itorm ^ and this as|: 0 ct did not change till noon, nor the wind 
oucroAse antil eight at oiglit Thoro were iu the road eight Bail of 
the line, two frigate#^ the iiro-Bhip, and the ship with stores from 
ModnisaL, in all saiL -.From eight o^olock the wind blew in 
everyone atiougnr than the last^ until 10, when the Admiral’sihipi 
Norfolk^ cut her cable, and ^rod the signal for the other ship^ hi

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WJ too; but tbo aignal gunfl were not beard, nud tbe aliipa, 17 ;;I 
ju obedienoB to the dificiplmo of tlio navy, j-ode notil tlieir oablea 
jATted with the atrain, when they with tniieh difficulty got before 
iLo wind, none able to aet more than a tingle aail, utid none without 
Bjilittiug HCveraL Kvery minute increased the aLunn until twelve, 
by which lime the wind bad veeiod from the M. w. where it began, 
to the N. Jfi-; when it euddenly fell flUirk cailm with tliick hajse all 
round. Jn a few minutea the wind flew up from the eouth-eofit, and 
cmuo at OIK® in full strongth wltli much gnsn'or fury .than it had 
blown from the other qutirfer. 

By the delay of not getting early undor sail whilst the storm waA from 
the north, most of the aliijw lost the opportunity of gaining buffld- 
cut aca-room before it came on from the aouth-caiit The Giat gust 
of this wind hud the Panthor on her beain^ and the sea breaking 
over her, Captain Adleek cut away the miacn 5 and this not answer¬ 
ing, tlio mniti-iiuiBt Ukowiae, which broke below the upper deck, 
tore it up, and continued some time encumbering ovor the side of 
the ship without going clear off into tbo aoa, uutil the shock of a 
wavB sent it away. The ehip then righted, the reefcni foresail stood, 
njid brouglit her hack into fonrtecn fiithorn wafer, when she dropped 
the sheet anchor ; but not bringing up, wbteb means turning to ride 
with her hcml to the anchfir. they cut away the fore-maMt, which 
carrier] away the bowsprit, when tbe ship came round ; and thus 
rode out the storm. The America, Medwa3'. and Falmouth, cutting 
away all their maa'a on tbe diffiuont ueL’esaltica with the same pru¬ 
dence, rode it out likewise, alter they Lad nnchotod again nearly in 
the same soundings os the Panther 

The Newcastle, the (^ueenboroug frignti* and tho Protector 
fire-ship, retuniing witli tlio U K. storm, mistook thuir souijiJ- 
ings, and drove towards the showi, without knowing when) they 
w^ni. or attQcnptuig to anchor. The r».wng of the iiurf was 
not to lo disUnguialiod in tha goJicnd tuiiiiiU of the elements ■ 
and tho danger was not dtscovetoi] uittil it was tiM late, and tho 
three ships came whore about two'milp* to the stwith of Poudi- 
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llQl cbeii^r; but only seven in nil tbe erewH perisbed, wljo w^ereknockfid 
nverlKmrJ by the slioek of atirking tigrauud- 

The Duke of A^initAUij the Simderlninl, and tlio Duke stoneship, 
iLEiforhinJitely pniserved nil tlieiT toa^ta tbrougb both tho sioroifi, 
until they wero driven Imek to tbo neiicssjty of nnqbgring; and iii 
bringing up with them standing, all the three either broB^ihed Ho, 
or ovei'Tjet, and went to the bottom, Elovon hundred Etiropearw 
[etiifiLed ill tbcAo sliipa jouly seven, and seven lasears, were saved oat 
of the crcwn, who were pinked up the next day, Boating on pieceo 
cf wreck. 

The difierenco of the element prevented the destmetion from be¬ 
ing equal at Intid ; but the ravage in proportion was not les&i All 
tire tents and tempomry liaserna of the camp on the Red-hilh 
ita out-posts, were blown to piee&L The nnimnnitinrL abnmd far 
immediate florvieo virtg ruined. iJothing remained undamaged tliit 
was not under the shellET of tnasouary, either at the tedoubU of the 
boiuid'bedge, In the biilldinga at OiilgarrcVp or in the fort of ViHe- 
tiore, whtire the main stock of gnn-pQWtJer wm depLieited. The sob 
dlurst nimble to qiviTy olf tbelr muskets, and resist tho fftonUj bad 

kift them to the ground, and were driven to aoek sbelber for their 
own persoiifl wherfisoever it was to be found. Many of ths black 
aLtcudanU of tlie camp, from the natural feebleness of their ooti- 
stitutioii, perished by the iudemency of the hour. The eoa hod cvciy 
where broken over the beach, and overtliswcd the isountry as far as 
tbe bound-Ledge: and aJl tba batteries and redoubts which the nnoj 
bflii ntised were intlreiy nikietl But these deLritueiits might be ra¬ 
j's] red. The great anxiety remained far the other shi|je of the 
sqaadroo, whose fortune was not yot known.

merchant. 

Every diligence wiis. everted to restore the worka and staticjiB of 
the army to the condltidn brnn which they Imd been diomaiiOed 
by the storm. Eeporte of the Mornttoea continued^ imd the ad- 
Vfkntngeg of the present opportunity mereased the apprehensions of 
thoh attempts to throw pTOiTsions into the town. The bonnd-hcilgit 
and iba redoubts remained as Ijefore a siiflioieiiit dofonco as far they 
extended ; but the sonth side of the bl^kado along the river cf 
Ariancopaiig was laid open by the ruin of the two batteries on the 
coco-nut and sand island^ and of the star redoaht on the spit of sanct 
oviir agaiuiit th$ hor ; which oonM not ho rcatored in ten days ; and 
the torrent of the river prevented the iiDmediato transport of mon and 
materials to set about tbe work. Colonel Cooto therefore detor- 
mined, os goon as the river subsided^ to Hurpriag St Thomas's re¬ 
doubt, wbicb, whilst it remained as at present without oppositimi 
on the other shotie^ would protect tbe passage of what convoys the 
garrison might expect i but if taken, would prcdudin their approach

three troopers of hie mition, who had taken service in tbo EngJiah 
ann 3 % cro^eed first, wbihit Colonel Coote liimaDlf, with the rest of tbo 
detaclimeut^ halted on thenother aida of the chimiiet. Tlje ofHD&r 
was chnJlEngnd, and answered that ho came from the town with a 
party* which Mr. LaJly Jiad Bent off in hoatci on intelligence that 
the English intended to attack the redoubt thLs 'Fery night. Hu was 
believed, and admitted ; and Ucdonol Coofo bearing no liiiHtIe"iir firing, 
imiDcdlately sent over the fri>nt of his party, who, as aaon os tbclr 
nnmhera wore sufEdont^ deoIare<i themBelves, and thTnatencd to pot 
the whole gnnrd to deatb« if a ringlo man made the least noise, or at- 
tampted to osenpe. All obeyed, csoeptiog one CaIH’C, wdio atolo away 
iin|jcmcivfcd. They conidatcd of a serjeant, five gunooia, five Caifr&s^ 
and some Sepojflv The chief engineer^ Mr CoB* followed with the 
pioneer oomjiany of 50 EuropoJma, and lUO Lascars, carrying ga- 
hiodfl* fascines, and tools, with ivhich they immediately ml to work 
to dose and mtrench the gorge; over which^it was Intcndud when 
necefsory to turn the gtins against the town. At one in the tDorniiig 


blue lights appeared qvgt the ramivts along the sonth front, as if the 
garrison apprehuiided Bomo attack on their wbJIs, Soon after they began 
to fiTO Hitigle shot upon the redoubt* which enroo with such good aim, 
that the party at work threw tlic gnns out of their carrlpiges on 
the ground, to preserve them. At two, every thing was fpiiot

Soma oflOapod by jumping over the parapet^ u. few were 
killed, and the greateab part* with the officer, jurrendered them^ves 
prisonera At noon, Mr. Ldly ^nt burk oJJ who bad been bakca^ 
to the Eo^li^h c.'uupp for want of provialotui to feed them; but an 
condition^ that they ahoidd not Jict AgaiZL Tliia dimavery of the 
the gaiiison coold only bo required or waminteii by the 
iitnioBt neocasity. However, Mr. Tjilly mJ^ht euppoe^ that the pri- 
sonera had not time to learn the worsit of what tlie town wm en¬ 
during, and Uiat they could not telL ao muoh aa deeerteiu 

On the faitnre of thU otiemptp a large {lordoii of the working 
parties waa allotted to complete the redoubt on the spit of aiuiEl^ 
which waa to replace that which had been washed away. It wm 
raiaer] for the advantage of higher gronm.], three hondred yards tn 
thnimr of thofmmer-^ lla acoJe snfficiantio contain lilU men, and 
to mou nl 1G gtins in dldhrent directions. Ei|iiaL attention was given 
to repair and oomploto the Hanover battery^ wheov^ from the lowne^ 
of the sitoatiou^ much labour was requisite to dear ttio water, which 
bad filled the trench that ooDimunicated with it from aonie iEtdosui^ 
in ifio noar^ The only lira from tho towa was to iuterrapt the 
worknicn here* but with little efiect On the 7tiit the Com* 
pony’s ship Falmouth arrived from Maclrass, lodon with baiteriag 
cannon, ammunition, and atorca. to replace what bad foundered 
in the Duke i and on the 9ilt another sliip brought Mr, Pigot the 
governor^ with Mr. Dupfd, ono of the conneib imd captain Robert 
Barter, who bad been to Madrsaa to ariperintuud tho embarkatian of 
the stores and artiJleiy, which Captain Uiolop and ho were now to 
difeetTi^unat tho town.

not so loucU in PondiclierTy. nor likely to coma, romaiiiB on- 
dccountablo. Either Vwviizipuiit himself mnftt have enmumged 
them to stand forth in nppearanoa, that ho might obtain tho highest 
terina from the Nabob i or somo flccret enemy of thu Nabob who was 
to g^n advantage by tho march of the Ifaiirattooa into the Chu'imtic, 
and tho supprt of Poiidicheny, must Jmvo proved to the shroffs tho 
certainty of prodnciiig tho money before tho jiayment should Ihll 
upon tliflir security ; in this uiisa we see no one but Hydemlly to 
ootijeclure. The Nabob's agents were so perplexed by tho fiick that 
they rasa by degrees hum tho aamo sum of 60O,iX)<l toiksss with 
which they had b^n, and oonclmlcd for two mlllioofl, of which 
one was to bo paid in 20 days, and the oilier in nine montha on 
which Vizvoiipunt told the Froueh ropnaeiitativesi, tliat they hail 
HQ asaistauDe to impoct from him ^ and Allen and tho Bishop 
went awny with their troopa, wlio were 200 EuropcanB mounted, 
and 100 on foot^ to Hydendly in Bcngaloro, whidi is five days 
from CuJapanitUiiii. The Nabob, on this importaat occaelon, wi 
indeed on all othora ever ainoe ho was eouvioeod of the pro¬ 
bability of frldti g Pondichany, enlurgeil bimaelf with more de¬ 
cision and spirit than ho bait over exerted sinca his givei-niaent, 
and first connexion with the Englisli nation; na(J as the oiudlest 
undiascnibicd excesses of the mind tad mom than tho whoto com¬ 
posure of political reason, ho never failed to nak Colonel Cooto 
every day, whether ho was sure, and when. Pondicherry would 
surrender. Advices wore at the name time received from Captain 
Presfrn. tlmt ho had attaekod the pettnh of Thiagar, which stands 
on thb plain, and after Bomo reaLitanco carried both the muti-walls j 
on which the French troops who defended it run to the rock, 
and saved tlioraselvea in the forUficatioiu above, which could only 
be iBSaiiltwl by surpriim. or roducai by famine or bombardment: h« 
haul already begun to tUrow sheila from two liowiraere, and was wait- 
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1761 ing for mortAfs frota MAdmK). TItese luli-ioeA mmoveij nn^ TArthor 
nppreheiisiods of suoocmrs gutting into Pondicliony from the innd. 

By the morning cf the lOtb, tho ifatiover battery wbji cotupleted'; 
bat before it opened, Colonel Coote. witli aeveraJ oSieem, advanced 
from the VillenooQ ndaubt, tu reconnoitre the baetione of the 
town- As they were standing about SOii yards from the walls, n 
flag appeared approaching Colonel Coots aent f^nrord his nid- 
de-comp iicntenant Dueepc, (not the officer we have tnentioned ^ 
at Vaodivaah) to receive bJa nnHSage or lattera. Two other officers 
aasompauiDd Duespe, and went on in the aveono leading from 
the Viilenore redoubt to the glncis, iintil they were chaljcngod by 
the oentriea, and orderc<l to retire i; but not obeying, a shot waa 
fired from a ais-ponndnr on the VLIledara gate, which missed them, 
but BBfortunatoly strock and kilfcd Dueepe, as he was talking to 
the messenger. Colonet Coote eeut to deinnad Hntisfaetion for the 
outrage, euppoeing it unprovoked Mr tally confined the offleem 
on duly at the gate, and the next d*y sent his oid-do-canip to esplain 
the mischance, for which lie expressed much uoDcem. 

A few hours afier Dueape was killed, the Hanover battery 
Opened with ten ginm six were twenty*four, and four cigbteen- 
pounders, and with three raortarH, two of tljiiteen and ode of ten 
inches- The eix gana on the left fired upon the west iace of tic 
W- w, bastion, and of the counter-guard before it.

The fire 
of the cannon oeased in throe henrs, but the niortara continued 
at intervals throughout the dny, The garriEon rotumed vciy apo- 
nngly Tlie non day. the nth. the battery, having boon da- 
by .fe own uw. flmd Jess, end the town more, with the 
i*dditvon of ahellK fronutwo mqrtnrs in the ^'^aldore mvelin, which 
i»vi«L tinicB fell in and near the Hanover iMilteiy ; which never- 
e css opened again the next irioming ignite repaired, and witli 
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givAt vivacity: bub tba enemy neither in this nor the precediag 
nigbt bail given any repair to the H w. biutiau, and its counto- 
guanl; whieb, in conseqneiiL"a of thia neglect, had very little fire 
to return, nor did mudi como irora the ikaatiun of St Joeeph, or the 
Yorka of the Valdora ga'.a Many dcisertcra caiue over in these tvo 
nights, and their accounts agreed of the diamal dbtreffli of the gar- 
liaotL Tbo English nmiy, on the oontniry. received the conGmin- 
tjonofn report, that morn forces from England (Bent by tha bucdu 
spirit ns the othere) were arrived ^ Anjengo, on tbo coast of Mala- 
her. Six hundred men, the remainder of the Highlnnd regiment, 
hod embarked in tbe month of May in five of the company's abipa 
and two nmn of war of tbe linn Throe of the oonipanyk and ono 
of the men of war errived nt Anjengo on the iSth of Daceinbor, 
and the other* were daily exjjctsted them 

The redoubt on the apit of sand to tbo ftouth wna eompletod by 
the night of the I 2 tb, and the workmen end took recalled, to serve at 
the opening of the trenchea. for which nil the matermb were by th^ 
time collected. The llanover Iwttery tired little through the iSth, 
and received only n few ehelU In the Iwgiiming of tbe night, all 
appointed far tha trenches were naaetnhled at the bleactung toym 
They were 700 Europeaus draughted from the rank and ble, 400 
loscare, the pioneer company of 70 Europeans, and SOO coolies:

They were doubdesa aatonishad at the work they saw done ; but 
only fired now and then, and only Hipgle shot at a time; obsert*- 
ing which* the chief eCgineor sent corpeaterB, who laid down the 
piotforrus, without receiving any hurt Tho Eauover battory flixd 
Ihreughout the day with alf^ita artillerj" and redonbled vivacity, 
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oa'tbei N. TV", bnation and ita counter-guard, on SL Joseph's, on 
two dcmi-bostioiiii, and on the rftToIin of the aldoiie gate. 

At night the pioneere, with 3(K) UutjarB, went to woik Bgain at 
the royal battery • and the town, having weJl marked the aJin, kept 
up a amart fire of ahot, grape, and inTiakctty, which killed or 
dangerously wounded twelve tueu in the buttery. Several showers 
of rain fell in the night, which gave appreherL<(iod tliut tho enemy 
would sally ; but they reftained, and before day-Ught the battery 
woA completed. It wa* cailted tho royal, and contained 11 twenl^ - 
four iwundera, and on the left thioo heavy mortars. It opened 
early in tho morning, and. Becondod hj liie Cross and cnflliwling fire 
of the HnnoTfcr Imtteiy with 10 guns, booh Bileneerl nil the defeneca 
which boro upon it ; excepting a gim or two on the baation otvt 
the beach. InncUvity joined necosaity in tbts iinaccountablo aban¬ 
don of defonoa ; which was so great, that, wbat rarely happens un¬ 
til all eomm&nding works are entiroly derooliRbed, men were sot, 
and continued at work throughout the day, along the whole lino of 
Iho trunches, fixing more acciirely tho gabions, ramining down the 
earth, and smoothing the tope of the parapet t hat tho troopa, if 
Bollied upon in the enming night might fire over them with cer¬ 
tainty and safety, A party waa draughted to hi^D. ua soon as it 
WD^ dark, another battery of sis guns, 300 yards nearer to tha 
bcnrli, and l-'iO nearer the walla : it vae intended to destroy the

As the sun was setting, Colane! Coots coming, as wm his ciwtom. 
to BuperviBO the batteries, saw n flag advancing in tlie VillfiDore 
avonuc i who. being chaUenged, wmoiniiccd the qprosch of a de¬ 
putation. They came on foot, the town having neither horses or 
palankin bearers to carry them, and Colonel Coots received tliem at 
his head-quarters at Oulgnny. The deputies were Colons! Dnrra.

ColoRel Cooia^ m answer to M>. Laily^s inomoriflU said, that

** ftxibject> neither had it any reliition to the siirreiider of Pondl- 
^ cherry/^ " That the dispute ooaceming the carta] remoluiug 
“ undecided, predtided hia consent Lbat tlio iionjm in PatidicheiTj' 
should he dcotficd ptisoners on iim terms of that cartel; hot 
that they must aurrander prisoiierB of war, to be treated at his 
*■ disiTctipn, which Bhould not be deficjont in hmnanityj^ ^*That

Colonel Cootc only Euid, thftt thEXT propositions were answered 
in his answer to Mr. T^ally i they returned into the town at mid¬ 
night. 

The noKt mortiingp it wns the 16th of Jiiniiaiy, the grenadiore of 
Ciwte'a regiment marched from the camp^ and took possession of the 
Villcnore gate. Colonel Coots dined with Mr. lillyj who, appre^ 
hensh'o of tumult or disorders^ couHented that the citadel should bo 
delivered up in tho evening, that the aoldiera might be put no dor oon- 
finemout before nighty Accordingly moro troops marchod in fifom 
the c&iup; and in tho afternoon tho ganoson drew up uikder arms ou 
tho parade before the ertadeh and the EngUish troops &idng them ; 
Colonel Cooie then reriewed the line^ which, exclusive of cominm- 
sioned officers^ Invalids^ and otherH who hod hid theniselveB^ amount¬ 
ed to I lOUj all wearing the face of famine^ fatiguOr dLseaso. The 
^grenjidiErs of Lorrain ^nd LnJly^ onoo tho ablest bodied men in the 
army, appeared tho most impairedp having constantly put themselves 
forwanl to every sorvico | and it racollocted, that iWim tlioip Brst 
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luiding, througLout nil the scrricefl of tlm iiotJ, imd ikll thu diatrfisaed 1761 
of tba blockiid0, not a man of Lhem hftd over d4>«criod: to tlio English 
colours. The victor soldier gave lus sigh ^which noofl but banditti 
couhl FufuttaJ to this floleinii conteioplstion of the fate of ww, whieh 
might Lave been his own. The French trmj^s, after they were 
reviewed, innrehed into the citadel, whoTS they deposited their anns 
in lioapH, and wore then conducted to their prisoiLS 

The next inorning the En glinli Hng was hoisted in the town, and 
its display was received by the salute of a thoitsand pieces of cannon, 
from every gnn of eveiy ahip in the road, in all the KogUih posts and 
batteries, tl»e deld-artiUery of the line, and on tho rampnrla anel de¬ 
fences of Pendieherry. 

Tlio surrender was inevitable, for at the scanty rate of the 
wretched jtroviflioiie, to wMch the gatrifion had for soma time 
been reduced, there did not roinain auffleient to supply them two 
days more. Nevcrthelcaa tlio detestation nguinst Mr. IJilly. if 
possible, incroared, as the sole author of the calanuty, and, no longer 
reainiiuetl by bin authority, broke out in the most viudici ive expres- 
aioiu of inonaco and repioaclL Tlie third day after the BUTrender was, 
appointed for his departure to Matltaia- In the forenoon of thie 
day a troop of olBcCTSi mostly of the French comjimy'e baltnlion, 
went up the steps of the govommont house, townrdii his apa^ 
men to, where they were met by bis aid do oomp, whom they in- 
BOlted ; and were dispemed by the guard, which came up on the 
quarrol This troop then aaaembled and waited below at the gate of 
the citadel nntU one o'dook Mr. Lnlly did not move until the dose 
of the day ; his eflcurt was 13 Eiigliab hussnia, and four trewpers of 
his own guard; ho come out iq his iialankin, and at the gate were 
gathered a hundred peraona, mostly ofHoerei with tbom the conn- 
BoUora Mciraein and Courtin. As own as Mr. Lilly appeared, a hue 
was set up by the whole nasembly, biases, pointing. threaU, and 
every abusive name ; but the escort [ireven^d violence Mr. Dubofc, 
the king’s commissary, wbo was to proceed, with Mr, Lally, came 
out of the fort an hour after, but on^ foot; the same assembly had 
continued on the parade, and showered* the same ixbnsea. Dubois 
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1701 fitopt, ckiiJ eaid ba wduM aimwcr nnjrmc. Oug EN^ftr litcpt out, they 
drew^ and tbe second pass loJd Dubois dead, who was GO yeara rf 
jAnuujr. fltiart-sjgbted, atid always wore i»pectae]ea 5fo one would assist 
his Fwjrvaiita to romovo and buiy the uorpse * and iiis death, vio¬ 
lent aud iniquitous as it was^ wi\A tifeated ai^a men tori dug aet ; his 
papers were immediately taken possesaiuti of by the register. It was 
known* that be bad, ever aitice bis arrival at Fondietierry, compaaeri 
prote^ on the part of the king against all the disordors and irregn- 
lari ties which canio to his knowledge in any of tbe departaieuts of 
tbe govern ment, and the collection was very voluminous; but none 
of his papers have ever appeared. 

The total number of the European military teLken In tbe towPp 
includiag services attached to the troops^ was 2072 ; tbe civil inha¬ 
bitants were 381 ; the artillciy lit for service wens oOO pieces ofiain- 
non^ and 100 mortars and howJta The ummunitioti, arms, w^eapona. 
and militoiy storeot were in equal abundance, 

On the 4tb day after the surrendor^ Mr. Pigot demanded of Co¬ 
lonel Coote, that Poudicliony should bo delivered over lo the Pre- 
nidency of Bfajdraaa, os having bGcoma the property of tho English East 
India Company* A oonndi of war. composed of t]je two adaiiroh^ 
and four poet-captEiias of the squadron^ Colonel Cooto and thi-eo 
Majors of the kinge's troops, os^nibled to denborate on thb de¬ 
mand ; and required tho authority ou which it was made, IrLr. Pigot 
inoisted ou the kiag's patent^ dated tbe i4th of JAHuary 1758^. which 
regulaiea the Company's share and title to captures. Tbe council 
of war deemed the patent IrLCompeteD t to the protenRion, Mr. Pigot, 
m the shortest way, declared, that if Pondicherry wore not delivered, 
tho Frealdcncy of Miulrasa would nqt fumish money cither for the 
subsistenec of the king's troops, or the French prisoners. Thia con¬ 
clusion barred all farther argument, for neither the Admirali nor 
the commander of the kings troops, were autbon^ to draw 
hSis on the government- in England fur such a contingency. The 
cotmdl of war* therefore* aubmitted to the requkitZDa, hut protected 
ngniuat the inault it conveyed against the Kiuga prerogative, and 
declared the Presidency reHfionsiihic for the cansequences. 
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During tliu cliaousisioii, Culonel Coote dutMhcd eigiit companies ITfJl 
of Sepoys, nncler tho uoimiiftiid of Coptaiii Stephen Smith, to invest 
tin* forta of Oingeo ; and a convoy of militniy stones were sent from 
the cfttap to Jlajor Preston, who was continuing tlis bloekade of 
TLiiigar. 

Tito Nabob roqueateii and expeerted that the nrmy, after the acceH- 
sary irpoaei would accompaoy him agin s'-, auch chiefe and faudn tones, 
whom bo wished or had preteneioos to call to aceount, eltltor for con¬ 
tempts of his authority, or for tributes tinflot tlod, or withheld. He 
had not fot^ven the robellion of his half-brother Saieabulla of 
Nelorc. HI» indignation bad never ceased against Mortizally, the 
Rellidar of Velore. who. as well ns the three greater Polygars to 
tho north, and of Arielore, and Worbrepollam to the south, were 
suspected of hidden treasures; still more the greater and leaser M<ira- 
vara ; and the king of Tanjore, wonlthkr then all, Bcarcely con- 
aidored the Nabob aa his auperior* 

But the Presidency bad other attentioa to regard ; their treasury 
and credit wo-s cxliausted in the reduoLion of Pondicherry ; the cure 
of 35iu> hreueh prisonem required atrong guards and no little ex- 
pcnce^ Bengal was engaged in hoBtilitiea, wanted troops^ and could 
send no money. Bombay liad tended its military eojiccfnf by the 
acquisition of the castle of Sntut in the banning of the year 
w'liich had induoeii the neceasity of other important nttentions in that 
part of the continent; and they were at this time earnestly request¬ 
ing the retuni of all the troops they had aent to CoromandsL The 
fhetory at TeUichory likewise advised, tlial they intended to stop the 
troopa which were just arrived and oipected in the ships from Eng¬ 
land, and waited only the ordam of their Buperiors at Bombay to 
attack the Frenoh settloment at Mah^.in winch sorvioe they requested 
wjiat B9siaUac* cemid be spared from Coromandel. It waa still im- 
certain what was become of the French squadron ; tho English 
squadron wanted their maiinea. and wore rtijoiued a wurDt somce 
from England, in which Madresti w«f to aasist. Thew views and 
constdoradons appowed to the PnsiidtTicy of more imunxliato impor- 
tnnee than the indulgence of the triumpJlal uotions which Bwellrd 
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17GT ih^ miad of tlio Nabob, whose joy at the reduotlou uf Pondicherry, 
idthough t\m orsemal which bad foiled aU the titles of Lib life,'’ 
wmit imm ediately Imbittered by tliu intermptlou to tbo liitiire oon* 
queetfiLo Imd ^ near at hf^ari ; and, onwitling Lo eo-otinue in tlie 
Cornatio wltbont the ootire pradomifULnee of his authority, ba retired 
JIB it were in diegUBt with victory to Tritchinopoly where be iLrriv<Ki 
im the ISlh of February 

pniMttiof, Four hundred of the French prieouen^ were sent to Madras, and 
the nigUanderSp si* compEuiica, with BOme artillory-men, and four 
cnipanieB of Be[B:>ys> tauLrubed ibither to reinforce the giLrrLtoTi; 
were sent to Ttitchlnopoly under the oaoort of 100 Eumpainj?, Jind 
Bomo Se|>oys. The r^t of the pri^fonei'B reiuaioed in the dungeons 
of PoDdicherry, undl they could bo otherwiee disposed of; and 30U 
Europeans, including the pionoer company, and 50 artiUcij-men, 
with the troop of European liorse, and four couii^aui^ of Sisepoj^, 
were appuinted to giLrrhiOii the town. The troops from Eomhoy, 
being 120 of the king’s artillery^ and IDO common inia ei try^ belong¬ 
ing to that Presidsjiey, embarkoii in two ships to return Lliilher [ the 
inannea were restorcil to the stjuadmu ; tho roat of the army ivent 
in to canton menat Ouddalore;

Tlio delay had given Mr. Lfmet, the p>vomor 
of itnhi?, time to make treaties for nsidsLiiice with aevarol of tbs neigh* 
lionring ebiefs of the country, with whom the sottlemont liad long 
been in soimncrco; mid they prnmia&l and swore to assist efticamotisly 
ns against a common enemy. The aid was niucli wonted, for the Eu¬ 
ropean military, on whom the stress of the defence was to rest, did 
not eiCfiftl 100, and even they, from tha general necessity of tho 
Frentdi company's oiTsim, bad not received their pay fer several 
months, and missed no opportunity of deserting. The black troops 
belonging to the company, were a thaiisiinH!. 

Tlie trO(Jp4! at Tdli ebony marched out and encamped on the 8tli 
of February on the limits of MaliA 'Their nujJibors, for the garrUot(, 
took tho (kid, ftmounted to 000 Europoana. and 700 oativos; ^ey 
were comTumided by major Ifeotor Mou^ who doterminod to direct 
hb first attack ngainst Fori St, George, oj* the iiither side of the 
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1761 All the salidtAtioEs of Mr. Louot woro of no nvail^ whon hb allies 
miiw. English troops taking tlio field, and were apprized of tbrir 

nninbeis j; they did not sand a man ; and before day-break the next 
tnomin^, be diapatchcd a letter to Mr. Hodgee. the chief of Telli- 
cherry, proposing terma of capitulation, on which Major Monro wii$ 
ordered not to commence hoetilltiea Agents gent to explain dotibb 
and ohjcctianM, comtLnued going to and fro until the morning of 
the 13tb, when the capitulation wae signed. It was agrecdi that 
all the European military should be traneported at the expenoe 
of the English, cither to the island of Boarbon, or to Europe, 
and when landed there, to be fro& The effects^ artillery, and 
TOilitmy storcSi belonging to the French company, were to bo 
surrdDdnrQd, but the eSects and {loseesstons of indiTiduals were to he 
pTBsorvod to them entire, without molagtation in the use. The free 
mcerdso of the Boman reUgion was to be prmitted aa before the 
anrrendBr; the priests on no account were to be vexed, nor the 
churches or religiona edifices impaired. ITic forts to the north* 
ward of TeUicherry wore to be given up on the same conditions 
Mahd, and the factory at Calient was to contrnua unmolebied under 
the usual neutmlity of that town : ample honours of war were al¬ 
lowed to tie garriaon. Five hundred mon nnder the cctnmnd of 
Major Peers march od into Mahs^ at noon ; and soon after, tie gnirisan 
were escorted with their honours to TeUicbeiTyr A detachment was 
then prepared under the command of Major Monro, to take in the 
forts to the northward, which it waa sus|jectcd might dispute the 
terma of capitulation provided for thencL The new^ of the surrender 
of Malit^ arrived at ModrfLSS on the 3d of March. 

Captain Stoplicn Smith, as BCX3ii as encamped beforo GingeOj 
inimmoned Maegregor, the eommondiiig officer, who an^weredj that 
if he bad bmnght one hundred thDusand men, the fods would not 
be reduced in three yearg. The trwjpa encamped to the east op- 
^po^tte to the outwafd pettah on the plaiii» wbici, olLLough it 
had a mini wall, woa of mneh less defonce than the inward town, 
whleli ntanda on higher grou^dj nearly in the center of the triangn'' 
l&r valley^ extending between l!ie thrGo mouuLainjg. The valley 
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is CJiuloecd oh Lhfl tbr^ rides by a strong wall with lowers of Btono, 1701 
^liich Ii&ve A ditch before them, excepting in such parts where Lbe 
locks render it unnoccesiU'y •, but the wall continues up the moun- 
tainB. and aarroimda tbe throe forts, ootmoctLog them with osch otbar. 
Soridcs thin exterior eiiclwurB, the mterior and higher defences run 
double round the two forts to the eant} and fJie great muuntaia to 
the west, which is the priocipial fortifleation. him four endOBunea, onfl 
below another townrdi* the town in the valley, but off diflerant fipacea 
and elevatioiiB j and the higheut Is a steep rock in tins rioith-west 
part of the third enclcwuro above the valley ; this Ikr overtops all the 
meiiatains, and in the fort on its Buuiuiit, although Buudl, in a tam- 
tinual epring of water, Tho extent of wall in all fartiHcations 
measures mom t-ban 12000 yards ; to defend which the French hod 
only 150 Eurnpeans, topasaes, or coffmes, COO Sepoys, and lOOO 
natives of the adjoining bills, whom they colled CoUeries. But 
they supposed the forts on the mountuinfi to be impregnable, and that 
the town below would not be altompteJ, becHuse, if taken, the troops 
which were to maintain it, would he cootinnally euhject to the Ero 
of the defences above. 

The wall on the east rido of the v-aUey extenda 1200 yaids liom 
Che mountain of Sk Georgu on the right to Uie English mountain 
on the left, and nearly in the middle passeth along the aide of a 
heap of iwka on which the French had mised a work, wbieb they 
«11wl the royal battery; undor which on the right towatda the 
mountain of St George etood a ^tewny opposite to tJie emtward 
pettah in the plain; but the peltab extended only from this moun- 
tnin to the roekB of the battery. 

Observation and deaertera (nf whom flci.'eral came eveiy day) ap¬ 
prized Captain Smith of the stela of the ^rnaoa and defauoe*v and 
that the garrison remained in perfect semrity « welt in the town 
below, 'aa in tho forts above. On tho night betweeti the 2d 
and third of Fehnioiy, ho mumhed from Im gamp with liOO SepoysB 
in two divisioait of which tho foremnsk 2(W, arried a siiffiment 
number of sealing laddem, and the olhoi^ were te support when called 

for. They left the north wall of tho pettah on tho left, but pssiHid 
, through 
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1761 tkrf>ngh the intervals of houFw^N, which qdjoini^ to It luid brought 
opposite to the middle of thu.^* part of the wall the 
which osteDda between the royal battery and the English mountaLiTi. 
They crossed the ditch, placed their ioLldeni, aud got over tiie wall uq- 
chaUenged: the object wan now to get pLs33e[aaioa of the gate cn the 
other side of the royal hattcry; but the roeka on which it htood ex- 
tended backwards to the firAt houses of the town, aod it was noces- 
aarj^ to go through tho first atreet leading across, in order to pasra be¬ 
yond the rear of the rocks and gain an as-eniio of treea^ which Jed 
down to the gatewa}’' t they proceeded even quite through the atreet 
unpercoived; bnt, os they ’were coming down the nYenue^ ivete cLol- 
lenged and discovered by the guanl of the gateway, who fired ; 
which alarmed the other stations in the town, but with so mnet 
confusionj, that Captain Smith giive no attention to it, hut hastened 
to the gateway^ from which he dispersed the guard at the push of 
bayonet, and opaning the gate hi in the other division of 40U Sepoy^^ 
who WCTO halting not far off in the nearent sbolter^ and with them 
took possession of tha myvil battevy. tt was now three in the raom- 
ingp and Smith waited for day light to drive the enetay out of 
the town, who retired before i soma to St George's, others to 
tte English mountain, bnt most of them into tha euclosura next 
the town towards the groat mountain, where they continued firing 
from the adjacent rampart throughout the next day uptm Liio guards 
which were irdvauced and ^jiationed in the houaea of the town 
and cannon from all the hills contitimiilly pltuiged down, whai^aoover 
they HAW or snjipecSied any of the English [ but with little effeck 

In the ensuing night tho enemy*is troops, who hud retired to the second 
endosuTC, left it, and retmatod to tha higher defences of the great 
mountain. 

On intdliganee of thiB buctosh lOOO more Sopoys were sent to 
Smitli, who lui the town was very unhealthy^ continued more iluui 
otLB half of Ms force in iho encampment on the plain, Tha desertion 
amrinuad, and amongst them came a very experienced Jemautdar 
of the Sepoys, who profferedy^ iec^l a party by a path he knew to 
Biirprixe the forts on Si' George’s mountain: he wftii tmitod^ Mid 
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Has aext niglit 200 Sepoys marehod under Ms guidnMa. Wo 
Ufo not apprizod of tHcir traek, but supposo they proceeded from the 
eimp fl-nd went tip on the outalilo of tho roouJilftiii Uj the south, to tbe 
Ctadostiro of the outward rock which is at! foot higher than those be¬ 
neath. They fiscd their lAdders, and got over the wall before they 
were discovered, and flabed 8 Europeare*. hut the restoftbo guard 
escaped to the oocloaurea below; where all continued very alert nntn 
day-ligbt, wben au officer come down td oapitnlatc, and demanded 
very liberal terros; hut captain Smith kmiwlng that they were at any 
time in bis IKiwer, by sending more men up to the rede above them, 
refused to accept the surrender, excepting at diacrotiun ; to which 
they coBsentod They were 42 Enrepaens, of whom six were 
Officers and 70 Sopoye- A largo stock of previsitMiB was found 
in the forta of this mountain, by which It was concluded, that those 
in tho two others were eqmUy an wdl provided; and no enquiry gave 
hopes that either of those fortresses could he tnken hy surpme, and 
still less by opcu attack. It therefore remaiiiod to tiy if tune might 
produce the success which was not to be expected either from force 

or fortmne. 


The daj that, the moitDt 4 di 3 of St Gcorgt) fliirreridered bo i^aptaLn 
Smith, the importimt forhress of Thkgar i^pitukted to Major Ftodton, 
after a blockade and bombardment of C5 days, during which, above 
Ui Eurepeans had deserted to him from the reck. 20 had been 
kiUed or died, 25 lay wounded in the hospital, .md 114 rank 
file with twelve officem. were M a condition tomareh. « tlmt the 
whole number of Eurepeane which had been shut up were upwards of 
m with 300 Sepoys, and UK) Coffiees ; they hud previous for 
two months longer; and the water, which gave the pnn.^ul value to 
tl.e fort, continued os usual in plenty of a qj^y. 

Nm'crthcloss. the commanding officer only stspulsted that tho ^r- 
rison should receive the timbnent the tr^ps taken m Pon^ 

dicheny; according to which the officers were ta bo sent Eurojo 

apon vmrole, not to serve again daring the th!v 

Emopcans of rank and file were to bo treated at diction; and they 
were^t to be confined with those nlready in the of 
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17fli Tritchinopoly; hut tbc Sopayn and Coffroes fagmg ^^coUent were 
Ukon into tho Company's service. 

In the mcJiQ time, the detachment frcpm Tellicheny waa pfoae- 
cutie^ the reductioii of the depeiideDcdoa of Mah^^. The first ia 
called Fort Delbh aitimt^ on tho stnuid of a promontoty called 
Houot IXilhi, which ia a remarkable head-land tea niili>a to the 
north of Tellicheny; four miles Inrther on h tho month of tbo ri^ 
ver of Neliaeniin^ which, desoendio^ from the mDUDiaiEB to tho eaat, 
tnmfl short many nfiloB above^ and oontinue^ parallel to the headi 
of ttio Bea^ fH^tn which it is no where a mile nsunder ; s mile and a 
half np this river on the left hand, and on the mouth of another, 
stands Ramatilly, which ia a ^mnJI fort; on the same mde, fivo mi]on 
heyond, is the fort of Mattalavy^ which stands at m ug on a rocky 
eminence; seven miles farther, on the n. side of tho moutli of ano¬ 
ther river, is tho fort of Nehsemm* which is much larger ^ and aix 
miles up thla river, to tho east, and on its left shores etanda the 
fifth fort, which is small, and called Vemmaly* Fort Delhi, Neli- 
serum and RnmatlUy were garrisoned by French troop^g, hut the 
governtnent of Mahd had delivered up tho other two m pledge for 
debt to two chiefi of the country^ who were determined not to 
part with them until compensated ; and as thoy equally comuiaJifi- 
ed tho rivers, which were the channHls of traflick, the other three 
would be of no service, if the two -continued In hostility. Delhi 
and RamatiUy euirendofed on the first summouSL, but at Mattalnvy 
Were assembled a targe body of NaireH^ whoso bravery is alvmya'des^ 
pomta The two ahips from Pbadichcrryi which were carry mg hack 
the Bombay troops, were at this time wnorking op the coast -of Ma¬ 
labar, and had passed heyond the river of Nellserum; and Major Mon¬ 
ro, finding more resiatonce than he expected in his nxpeditioii^ setit 
after them for artillery-men and Gannon^ which came^ and two 
battericB were erected against Mattalavy: but the settlement of 
TflUicheny bad in the mean time teen negotiating with tho two 
thieb who were in poBAessian of Matalavy and Veramally, who 
OQnaduted to surrender them on uoditioti of receiving oa annual 
fiucjj which tor both, amoniLieu to SO0U rupees. As soon as these 
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forte were delivorod, the Freeeli garriBon et Neliflenan, which did not 1701 
exceed 20 Eurepesoa, sabmittad with oat reeifltanca. 

On the Sth of April, Captain Stephen Smith rccei^ a propowl 
from Captein Mnegregof, who commiuidad in the great mountain uf 
Gingeo, thnt ha would capitulate, if his gntriaon were ailowad the 
honoura of war, the rank and file to be eenl to £urof« by the firet 
opportunity aa priflonaie liable to exchange, hut the oUicera per¬ 
mitted to retire, with their arms, ba^ago and eifeote, to any of the 
neutral aettlemente on tho moat, where they wore to bs Bobaurled ac¬ 
cording to their ranks at the eipence of the Engliah company, who 
were likewise to defray their poEsnga to Eurepe. Three hundred of 
the Engliah SepojB had already died in the town, and in the moimtain 
of StL George, from the peculiar inclemency of the air, which l™ al¬ 
ways been deemd the most unhaaltliy in the Carnatic, insomueh that 
the French, who never untU lately kept more than 100 Europeana 
here, bad lost 1200 in tho ben yoata during which it bad Ijeen in their 
pcaaeosion. Captain Smith, therefore, Taiy readily accepted the teiroa, 
and in the afternoon the garrisOM marched out of the two mouutamfl. 

They were 12 otBcera. and lUO rack and file, Euitipaans, Coflriiea, 
and Topossea, and -W Lasoara for the artillery, which were 30 piecoB 
of cannon and some mtirtaiw A passport and aafognatd was aUowed 
to a Itoor of dist inction, who hud long reaided in thO great mounts 
This day terminated the long contested hostilities hetwwn the two 
rival European powers in Coromandel, and loft not a aitigle ODHign 
of the French nation avowed by tho authority of ite government in 
anv port of India; for the ttcioiH which had gone away to Mysore,

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17G1 avowetlin iha French nienioins ou the events we Imvn rein tocl, was 
the object of Delaboiirdonniuji' expedition, of the whole govemTnent 
juid iLmbition of DiipleiXp and of the great amnmoiit of naval and 
land fomWp which ucconopanied Mf. Lallj to India^ who constantly 
deelaredp that be Lad bat ono pointy which was, not to leave an 
Engllshmaii in the peoinsqhL To retard as loitch as poaidblD the 
ffircility of their rc-egtablibbinent in Commandeh if reatorutiona elionM 
be made at the conclusion of n genemJ peacOj. Mr^ Pigot laid a repere- 
mentation before the couueil of Madraas^ which determined them to 
de,HtToy all the inherior buildin^p ns well as the lortiEcntions of Pon¬ 
dicherry, of which the demolition wsid by thb time nearly canipleted : 
and in n few months more, not a roof wajs left standing in thia once 
Ikir and flourlahing city. 

For two years baforcn the fortnne of France had bean dedioing in 
every other part of the world ^ they had lost their flettlemeats on the 
coast of Africa, half tbeir West India islands, the whole region of 
Canada ; their naval force waa utterly mined, and their anniei^ were 
struggling under defeats in Qermany. The loaa of IndiUp eus a last 
hope, cxdtcd the public indignation more than any of the former 
dhfliatorH, which was so Ikr from preducing any reconciliation amongst 
the nmenablep that !t only sharpened their vengeance agsinat each 
othen Mr. Lally, on by arrival, foimally accused Mr. De Loyrit, 
Mr. Hussy, itr. Moracin and Oourtin, of having wilfully conspired 
the min of the French adairs from thair avarsioiL to himsolf as ap¬ 
pointed by thfi King to invcBtigatB and correct the abuses of the gcH 
vnmmetkt of PonJiclicrry. Of 2D0 parsons who were either arrived 
or returning from benicep not moro tlmn *20 wore in habits or con¬ 
nections with Mr. Lally ■ all the othcra, revolted by the excesses of 
liLH tempcri or the severity of his autlmrity, bore him either secret 
gmrlgc^ or avowed hatred; all thermo became voluntaiy partizaiiB with 
Mn De Leyrit and the council, whoso rosolutions were cm rdacted at 
&Lris AS tlicy had been at Pondichony, by the Jesuit Lavaur. Tlieir 
fimt step Ui piihlic was kt presanb u mainfe^t to the comptroUer-go- 
nqml, in excul^nitiop of theniMlvcSt and accusing Mr. Lally of mis- 
emSiiui under nine different hofids^ which, a& they snich preved more 
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tlioii incapndty ; And in August 17^2, th^^y |i«Litic^ELi^d the King to 1761 
v^^ndiCAto tbemiselveB jiiiidicAlly from the na^oJtio^ of Mr. Lolly ; 
who ^me months aftor w.i8 coEifined in the BimtUe. In Jtine 1763. 

Akihar Lavaiir died ^ this Jesuit hod uompOfled in Lidia two ma^ 
moirB, the nne ii JuatiiiGAtlDn and pan^tiek^ the other a dofiuua^ 
tiwy impeacJwnent of eveiy part of Mr. lAlly o oonducL Argu¬ 
ments taken from this pleoe were oocasioimlJj supplied to pro 
pa^te the public antlpfithy, but it had never been autbenUcally 
puhliahed. As lavaur was mtod m an evidenee, his papers were 
taken possession <if by the officcm of JnHtlE?L% and amongat them thin 
libel was foumi Lavaur, as if mined by the losa of F-ondicherry, 
had imtitioaod the government for a suiall pension of subsistence ; 
and it was diacovered that he died pcssessed of GO^OOO pounds Ln 
gold, diamonds, and bills of exchange. This hypocrisy, with Lha 
frauds of another Jesuit, who maimged the westora missioos, con* 
duced not a little to the cxpnkiaa of the order ; but Ml attention 
waa given to the memoir of I^vaui, &nd from its docnmimls the 
attorney general inserted the charge of high Lreason, which deprived 
hfr. Lally of the assistance of counciL Ailei: he had heea con-» 
finod IS months^ tho deponents in tho pinccss wer» brought 
before him. and be pennittad to interragafeo them before tho ro- 
corder. Tho number of lacts deposed against turn mnonnted to one 
hundred and sixty, for evwy violent or unguarded exprefidon during 
the couTue of his govarament and ill aUfso^ was admitted^ Tho 
nnipher of witneHaes must llkewiae have h&cn many, for Mr. IaIIj 
opposed strong reproachea of misomptenLy to thirty^fonr of 
The recorder was the some wlio had given the mOfli SAUgtiinary 
judgment over pronounced in France against a young mnn of fkmily^; 
and Mr. LalJy, with his nsual mdiscTerion and intomperanoev nggrar- 
vntefl the severity of his nharactor, by treating him with hanghliV 
jtees fiiid contempt durii^ the diachsugn of his offleo. Eighteen 
months passed in tho con^fontutioo and lutenogatorieB^ when t% 
fiujJ decirion was to be mado by the whf?le pArliwMot of Parijr, 
which is composed of 120 members, ft must b& l^ft to cofijeotunc, 
haw jnauy of them wont regularly thrryLigh tho immen^ vcdiim« 
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of fix>in which they wcfe to form dieir jaclgmentep mid how 

few peTBOvcncd in CDmpndng nad combtaitig this multitude of depfl- 
siiiaiifl wiili one nnotber, in a i^ubject so new to them, whether 
m imlitaiy oponitions by knd and sea, or transimtione in a stmngo 
knd^ of which they were now to leam the enstomap miuitiera, di- 
^Jilt^ep and geography. Neverthelesa^ with duo attentioUp much of 
this knowledge, iind of the enuee iLnelfp might be acquired from tiie 
memolra published not long before the doebion, by Mr. D'Achi.^, 
Soupires, Bussy, and of Mr. Ddeyrit, who was dead, but publmhed 
by hifl heii^ with several others of Icisscr note and impcrriincfi ; 
and from Llio more oopious justifications uf Mr Ljilly^ written by 
himself, with the eamc unconquered spirit of inventive ognlnsi hiH 
enemies^ m had brought on Mm the combination of accmsatioo-si 
on which tiio jurisprudence of hia oountiy now to pTonouuo& 
But none of theso publications cJltiged, uor did any evidence nssmt 
any fact, to warrant the sentence of his judges, who must tliero- 
foro have been led by the report of the Tocorder to condemn hiiu 
to be beheudodp fla duly attainted and convicted of baviag be¬ 
trayed the tiiterost* of iho Kin gp the siatep mid the Easfc India eom- 
pany i of abuse of authority^ vexation^ aod exactionFS upon tbo 
subjects of the Kingp and strangers residont in Poadicheny. Be¬ 
fore the sautenee was made known, he had bean divegtod in the 
presence of the cctot of Ms militEiry orders, and dedared^ degrudod 
of Ms milikkry rankp in con.gcf|uence of whicii he was rcmovcil from 
the Bastile, us a rnDte honourable cofincmentt to the tonmion pri- 
Eon of criminals. Herein the tuorning of the Dth of Mayi ITlifij his 
sentence was read to him i he threw up Ids Lands to heaven„ fuid ex- 
cttlined, ta this the reward of 45 years Rurvire ! luid snatching & pair 
of compasses, which lay with map^ on his table, stnick it to hitf 
broo^t^ built did not pierce to his heeu't; he then ^vo looso to every 
axoGTaiiun ogaiiist hie judges and accusura His scafibM was pro- 
gored, and his uxeciLtlon appointed for the wm aftamoon : to pre¬ 
vent iutu firom speaking” to the upoctatorap a Ini^e gng was put into 
hifl mouth before he was taken out of prison, when he wna carried 
in ft common cart, tmJ beit^^sfllTiod on the Grave. He perished in tbo 
6 5 Ih year of bla age, 
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If abuse of ftutboiityp vexatiotiSj and oxoctioiiB, are not oapitRl TTflT 
itk tlie juriflpnidoiico of Frtineo, tli&jr otiglit not to lia^re boon in-' 
sertoiJ, AS ofticaeions, in tbo Rcnteuec of d^th, Tho betraying of 
interost*^ reqnincd llmt tbe mtentian of miniiig ibooi flbonJd bo 
provod by incoato^Ablo facta; but Mr. l^lly neitbet- gave in- 
teUigenco to tho EngE^h, of which they could take Advantage; 
nor led or commAuded his troops to aervicea of detitruction 
without the probability of AdvnutngD from tlieir cffortfly nor re¬ 
ceived bribca to iuH nonce the geo’^ral plan of Iuh conduct Tho 
invective of his declaration to Colonel Cooto, when ciflering to 
mirrciider, abewa bow little favour be expected from the EngliAh 
governTnont ; and be bad personidly offended Mr. Figot in bis oor- 
retqjondence. Neverthclea^ the imputAtion of baving sold Fondi- 
clierry, opened t|;e ciy agaioBt bliu in France, Mr. D’Eataigo, and 
Crillan deposed honourably of Mm. Nor was the scntopco of his 
judgea unanijnoiia Mr. Sigiiieri admired for his eloquenee^ and 
Mr Fellot for his applicatiou and the dearrics^of bis understatiiiiiig, 
dcclareil their conviction of bba iiinaecntxs; anotber of bis jadges ac¬ 
knowledged, that he wue not condemned on any particular biet, bnl 
on the wbole together Mr. Voltaire^ who bad welJ considered the 
cause, has not acmplod to call hi^i death il murder committed with

Miv TjilT y constantly cLoimed the right of having his luilitary 
conduct tried by % board of genenil afficoTS.

ThiU the recoil of %br. Eusey from Salabadjing, and the mibstitutiag 
the insufficient abilities of ilr. CondanB, produced the Iw ofMa- 
Sdlipatom aud the uorLbem proviuijea, Thai the tfiego of Madraaa 
was wrong in the intention, and eqtmjly dofotive in tbo execution j 
hut that Mr. Lally expected no ahJor resistanco hem than ho had 
mot at Fort SL David That the separation of the army, by the lar^
